AN ACT To Create Dillon County Fish, Forestry, And Recre- 
ation Commission: To Prescribe Ther Terms Of Office, Powers, 
Duties And Authorities Of The Members Thereof, And Relating 
To Other Matters With Reference To Said Commission. 
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BE IT ENACTED hy the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Dillon County fish, forestry, game and recreation 
commission—appointment—term.— That there is hereby created a 
Commission to be known as Dillon County Fish, Forestry, Game 
and Recreation Commission, which said Commission shall consist 
of three members, one from each of the three centralized high school 
distiicts of Dillon County, and who shall be appointed by a mia- 
jority vote of the Dillon County Legislative Delegation, including 
the Senator, The terms of office shall be for two years, or until 
their successors have been appointed and qualified. 


SECTION 2: Duties —It shall be the duty of the said Commis- 
sion to advise with the fish and game association, the County For- 
estry Department as to matters deemed beneficial to these agencies 
in the discharge of their duties and to advise and counsel with the 
Dillon County Game Warden with further reference to enforcement 
of all game laws.

“(3) If a majority of the voters voting at said election shall vote 
in the affirmative, that is, in favor of such Commission form of Gov- 
ernment with a City Manager, then a special general election shall 
be held in said City to be voted at by the qualified electors of said 
City on the Second Tuesday in June, 1948, whereat there shall be 
elected from the City at large a Mayor who shall be paid a salary of 
Seven Hundred Fifty ($750.00) Dollars a year, and two Commis- 
sioners who shall each be paid a salary of Five Hundred ($500.00) 
Dollars per year.

The successors in office 
of the mayor and commissioners so elected as above provided shall 
be selected by general elections in said city to be held on the first 
Tuesday in April of each year in which the term of officé of the 
mayor or the term of office of any commissioner may expire and 
they shall take office on June first following the election. If a va- 
cancy should occur in the office of mayor or office of commissioner, 
it shall be the duty of the remaining members of the city council to 
call a special general election in said city as expeditiously as possible 
to elect a mayor or commissioner as the case may be, to fill the va- 
cancy for the unexpired term of his predecessor. 


“(4) In the event of the establishment of the Commission form 
of Government with City Manager for said City, meetings of the 
Council shall be held at least once each month and at such other 
times as may be called by the Mayor or by the two Commissioners. 
Two members of the Council shall constitute a quorum and each 
member of the Council shall have one vote on all matters before the 
Council. The majority vote shall determine the outcome of all ques- 
tions and elections before the Council, 


(5) With reference to the two elections above provided for the 
books of registration of said city shall be open for registration for at 
least three weeks prior to the election and said books shall be closed 
at least fifteen (15) days before the election. 


“(6) The regular election for Mayor and Aldermen for said City, 
as now provided by law to be held in April, 1948, shall not be held 
at that time and shall not be held at all if the Commission form of 
Government is established as herein provided. If such Commission 
form of Government is not established, then the regular election for 
Mayor and Aldermen shall be held on the second Tuesday in Au- 
gust, 1948, at which election the rules, law and regulations of general 
elections in said City shall be applicable. The present Mayor and Al- 
dermen of said City shall continue in office until such Commission 
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form of Government is established or until their successors shall have 
been elected and qualified by virtue of the election held on the sec- 
ond Tuesday in August, 1948, 


“(7) In the event of the establishment of such Commission form 
of Government, the Council of said City shall forthwith employ a 
City Manager who shall be paid such salary as said Council may deem 
advisable. Said City Manager shall have such powers and authorities 
as is customarily given such Managers and specifically including but 
not restricted to all administrative and routine matters and such 
other duties as may be assigned to him by the Council. The Council 
of said City under the Commission form of Government shall have 
the same powers, duties and authorities as are now devolved upon the 
Mayor and Aldermen of said City not inconsistent with any of the 
provisions of this Section. In the event a change of City Government 
from the present form to that of a Commission form with City Man- 
ager, under the provisions of this Section, all ordinances, resolutions, 
rules and regulations relative to the operation of said City which 
are not inconsistent with any of the provisions of this Section, shall 
remain in full force and effect until altered or repealed by the ‘Council 
of the Commission form of Government or changed by law. 


“(8) In case of the establishment of the Commission form of 
Government with City Manager for said City as herein provided, 
the members of the Council shall not be required to keep office hours, 
but shall keep such hours as they deem proper and necessary to ex- 
ercise their authority and to perform their duties. 


“(9) It shall be the duty of the Election Commissioners of said 
City to provide for the holding of said election or elections and to 
see that the same are carried out and that the results of same are 
reported to the Secretary of State of this State. In doing so, they 
shall provide for Managers thereat, provide for such notice of same 
as is required by law for general elections in said City and to do 
such other things as are proper to carry out the purposes of this Sec- 
tion. The expenses of such elections shall be paid by said City. 


“(10) If such Commission form of Government is not established, 
then at the election of the Aldermen and Mayor on the second Tues- 
day in August, 1948, as above provided, the term of office of the 
Mayor and Aldermen shall be from the date of the election until the 
second Tuesday in April, 1950, at which time their successors shall 
be elected as now provided by law and thereafter their terms of office 
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shall be for two years and until their successors shall have been 
elected and qualified, and elections therefor shall be had on the second 
Tuesday in April every two years thereafter. 

“(11) All provisions of this Chapter relative to the Commission 
form of Government of Cities having a population of more than four 
thousand (4,000) and less than ten thousand (10,000) which are not 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Chapter are, if the Commis- 
sion form of Government with City Manager is established as above 
provided, made applicable to the said City of Camden.” 


SEOTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


BECTION 3: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

SECTION 1: § 4041, 1942 Code, amended—fees of master for 
certain references and for deeds and mortgages, Aiken County.— 
That Section 4941 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, 
be and the same is hereby amended by striking out the proviso 
relating to Aiken County and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
“PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the Master of Aiken County shall 
receive a fee of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day for holding references 
in any litigated case where the value of the subject matter of the 
litigation exceeds the sum of Five-hundred ($500.00) Dollars, and 
said Master shall also receive Five ($5.00) Dollars for the prepara- 
tion and execution of each deed or mortgage executed by him”, so that 
when so amended, said Section shall read as follows: 


“Section 4941 - Masters shall be entitled to the following fees: 
for every day spent in the business of a reference, three dollars, but 
the parties may agree in writing on any other rate of compensation; 
for making and filing each report in a cause, three dollars; swearing 
and taking testimony of each witness produced, twenty-five cents; 
he shall be allowed the same commissions for moneys passing through 
his hands by sales or otherwise, as are now allowed by law to 
sheriffs; for each appointment of guardian ad litem, two dollars; for 
making and certifying, upon proper application to him, any order, 
which the master is authorized to grant, two dollars; for taking, 
transcribing and filing any bond of guardian, receiver, or trustee, or 
any other injunction or ne exeat bond, three dollars; for examining 
and auditing accounts of guardians, receivers, or trustees, one dol- 
lar; for granting cor.missions to take testimony of witnesses or 
answers of absent defendants, one dollar, for every deed or mortgage 
prepared or executed by him, three dollars; for proceedings on peti- 
tion for homestead, five dollars. 


Except in Anderson County, where the master shall receive for 
every day spent in the business of a reference, two dollars and twenty- 
five cents, but the parties may agree in writing on any other rate of 
compensation ; for making and filing each report in a cause, two dol- 
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‘lars and twenty-five cents; swearing and taking testimony of each 
witness produced, fifteen cents; he shall be allowed the same com- 
missions for moneys passed through his hands, by sale or otherwise, 
as are now allowed by law to sheriffs; for each appointment of a 
guardian ad litem, one dollar and fifty cents; for making and cer- 
tifying, upon proper application to him, any order which the master 
is authorized to grant, one dollar and fifty cents; for taking, tran- 
scribing and filing any bond, guardian, receiver, or trustee, or any 
other injunction or ne exeat bond, two dollars and twenty-five cents; 
for auditing and examining accounts of guardians, receivers, or trus- 
tees, seventy-five cents; for granting commissions to take testimony 
of witnesses or answers of absent defendant, seventy-five cents; for 
every deed or mortgage prepared or executed by him, two dollars 
and twenty-five cents: PROVIDED, that in Sumter County the 
master shall receive one-half of one percent. on all moneys paid to 
the parties direct by order of the court in cases pending before him, 
and in all sales he shall be entitled to a minimum fee of two dollars 
for his commissions, PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the Master of 
Aiken County shall receive a fee of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day 
for holding references in any litigated cases where the value of the 
subject matter of the litigation exceeds the sum of Five-hundred 
($50.00) Dollars, and said Master shall also receive Five ($5.00) 
Dollars for the preparation and execution of each deed or mortgage 
executed by him. The said fees shall be taxed as costs, the same as 
the master’s fees are now taxed in said county: PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, that the Master of Florence County shall receive a fee in 
all litigation cases of ten dollars ($10.00) per day for holding refer- 
ences and that he shall receive five ($5.00) dollars each for deeds 
and mortgages executed by him: PROVIDED, that the fees of the 
master may be fixed specially by the presiding judge of the circuit 
for Horry County; if not, he shall be paid the fees for services per- 
formed provided by the law for masters; PROVIDED, that the 
master for Sumter County shail receive a fee in all litigated cases of 
ten ($10.00) dollars per day for holding references.”

AN ACT To Establish A Police Civil Service Commission For 
The City Of Aiken, In Aiken County, The State Of South Caro- 
lina, To Define Its Jurisdiction, Powers And Duties, To Provide 
For The Election And Terms Of Office Of The Members Of The 
Said Commission, To Authorize And Empower Said Commission 
To Appoint A Permanent Police Force For The City Of Aiken, 
And To Make Rules And Regulations To Govern The Same, And 
For Other Purposes Relative Thereto, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


BEOTION 1: Aiken police civil service commission, Aiken— 
election—terms—vacancy—pay.—That there is hereby created and 
established as a part of the government of the City of Aiken, in Aiken 
County, the State of South Carolina, a Commission to be known and 
designated as the Aiken Police Civil Service Commission, which com- 
mission shall consist of three (3) citizens and resident taxpayers who 
shall have resided in the City of Aiken for at least three (3) years; the 
said commissioners shall be elected by the Aiken City Council; one 
commissioner upon recommendation made by the Aiken Rotary Club; 
one commissioner upon recommendation of the Lion’s Club of Aiken, 
and one commissioner upon recommendation of the Aiken Junior 
Chamber of Commerce; one member of said commission shall be 
elected to serve for a term of five (5) years, one for a term of three 
(3) years, and one for a term of one (1) year, and thereafter as 
their terms expire their successors shall be elected for terms of five 
years; that when the terms of commissioners expire, or vacancies 
occur for any other reason upon said commission, places shall be 
filled by election of the Aiken City Council upon recommendation of 
one of the civic clubs or organizations mentioned, the latter to rotate 
in the order set out hereinabove in making such recommendations, 
The persons recommended for election to said commission shall be 
citizens of the City of Aiken, taxpayers therein, and must have re- 
sided therein at least three (3) years, shall be of good moral character 
and shall possess all of the qualifications and requirements now or 
hereafter in force with respect to other officers of the City of Aiken, 
and said commissioners shall serve without pay; and no person 
elected to said commission who has served a full five (5) year term 
shall be eligible for reelection thereto. 
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BECTION 2: Officers—records public—meetings—reports—po- 
lice department budget.—That the said commission shall each year 
elect one of their number to serve as chairman, and the City Clerk and 
Treasurer, or the latter’s assistant, shall serve as secretary to the com- 
mission, It shall be the duty of the chairman to preside at the meetings 
of the commission, to see to the enforcement of the rules and regu- 
lations of the commission, and to perform all other duties pertaining 
to his office. The secretary sliall be the custodian of all records of 
the commission, shall attend all meetings thereof and keep an ac- 
curate record of the same. The Chief of Police shall also attend all 
of said meetings and may take part in discussions but shall not have 
a vote; PROVIDED, That if the chief of police be for good reason 
unable to attend a meeting the Lieutenant of Police shall attend in 
his stead. The records of the commission shall at all times be open 
to inspection of the Mayor, Members of City Council, and to the 
citizens of the City of Aiken. The commission shall mect at least once 
each month, at a fixed and stated time and place; and special meetings 
may be had upon call of the chairman, upon call of a majority of the 
members of the commission, and upon call of the Mayor of the City. 
The commission shall prepare and submit to the City Council each 
quarter-year, through its chairman or other member designated by 
it for the purpose, a report of its activities and the activities of the 
city police department, and shall also submit in like manner an an- 
nual report thereabouts, The chairman of the commission, or some 
other member thereof designated by it for the purpose, shall meet 
with the Mayor and City Council each year before the city budget 
is made up and submit thereat a budget for the police department. 
The city clerk shall notify the commission of the date and hour of 
said meeting each year, 


BEOTION 3: Rules and regulations for police department—en- 
forcement of laws—police force.—The Aiken Police Civil Service 
Commission shall have the power and duty, after conferring with and 
receiving recommendations from the chief of police, to make, promul- 
gate and enforce all necessary and reasonable rules and regulations for 
the government and operation of the police department of the City of 
Aiken, and it shall be the further duty of the commission to see also to 
the enforcement of the general laws and ordinances of the City of 
Aiken. The rules and regulations so made and promulgated by the 
commission shall have the force and effect of law, and the commission 
is charged with the duty of amending, altering or changing the same 
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from time to time when necessary to conform to the highest standards 
of law enforcement. It shall be the duty of the commission, immediate- 
ly after their election and organization, or as soon thereafter as is prac- 
ticable, to appoint a permanent police force for the City of Aiken, 
which shall consist of a Chief of Police, a Lieutenant of Police, and 
as many Patrolimen, or assistants, as in the judgment of said com- 
mission, and of the Mayor and City Council, may be necessary; that 
said police force shall be appointed from the eligible list of applicants 
on file with the commission, and they shall serve during their good 
behavior and while properly discharging their duties, and while physi- 
cally and mentally fit and competent; PROVIDED, that those per- 
sons at present employed in the police department of the city and 
who have had as much as six (6) months’ service therein, if other- 
wise qualified under the terms of this Act and under the rules and 
regulations to be made and promulgated by said commission, shall 
have priority of appointment to said police force. All applications for 
positions in the police department, except that of chief of police, shall 
be received and filed by the commission, but no action may be taken 
thereon until the applicant has first been subjected to an examination 
by the said commission; that such examination shall be competitive 
and open to all applicants possessing the right of suffrage and who 
meet the requirements prescribed by the commission, subject to such 
reasonable limitations as to residence, age, health, education, nioral 
character, and otherwise, as said commission may impose. The ex- 
amination shall be practical in its nature and shall relate to those mat- 
ters which fairly test the relative capacity and fitness of the applicants 
to discharge the duties of the position sought by them, but no such 
applicant shall be examined concerning his political or religious 
opinions or affiliations. In the conduct of such examinations, the com- 
mission may call to its assistance the aid of such outside persons as 
it chooses to use for the purpose; PROVIDED, That, with the 
approval of City Council, special and temporary policemen may be 
appointed by the commission to serve at its pleasure, and such em- 
ployees shall not be subject to the provisions of this Act requiring 
competitive examinations, Whenever there is a vacancy in the regular 
police force, the chief of police shall obtain from the commission a 
certification of the names of the three (3) highest persons on the 
eligible list, and, after personally interviewing cach of said eligible 
persons, shall recommend the one whom he believes best suited to 
fill the vacancy, and his recommendation shall be final and binding 
upon the commission. 
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SECTION 4: Chief of police—police promotions—emergency 
temporary regulations.—The Chief of Police shall be a person of 
good moral character, possessing the highest standards of law enforce- 
ment as to training and experience ; he shall be able to pass a physical 
examination as to his fitness, and shall be able to meet all other re- 
quirements as set up by the commission. It shall be the the duty of the 
chief of police, or, if he is unable for any good reason to be present, 
the Lieutenant of Police, to attend all meetings of the commission, and 
all meetings of city council, and to preserve order during the sessions 
thereof ; he shall set up and keep proper records for operating the police 
department in an efficient and businesslike manner, and shall set up a 
system of efficiency rating within the department for promotions there- 
in, the commission to make promotions only on a sound efficiency 
basis ; he shall serve all legal processes, arrest disturbers of the peace, 
and to see that all laws and ordinances of the City of Aiken, and of the 
State are strictly enforced, and shall perform any and all other duties 
imposed upon him by the commission. ‘The chief of police shall have 
the power, and it shall be his duty, to perform all such administrative 
acts in connection with street traffic, including the placing of signs, 
signals, and the marking of streets, as may be necessary to meet the 
requirements of the City of Aiken and of the State Highway Depart- 
ment. The commission may make temporary regulations in cases of 
emergency and may delegate to the chief of police the power and au- 
thority to enforce the same, the commission heing sole judges of 
whether or not an emergency exists. 


SECTION 5: Dismissal, removal or discharge of policemen.— 
No officer of the police department of the City of Aiken, including 
the chief of police, shall be dismissed or removed from his position 
except for cause. Any complaint against an officer must be made 
in writing and filed with the commission or a member thereof, who 
shall investigate the charge, and, if a prima facie case is found to 
exist, the accused officer shall be brought to trial before the com- 
mission; PROVIDED, That the commission, at least five (5) days 
before such trial, shall have served upon the accused officer a writ- 
ten statement of the charge or charges upon which the trial is to 
be had. Tn and for the conduct of the trial, the commission shall have 
the power to secure by summons both the attendance and testimony 
of witnesses, together with the production of books and papers re- 
levant to the trial, and the accused shall have the same rij at. At such 
trial, both the commission and the accused shall have the right to be 
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heard in person or by counsel, In the event any officer be found 
guilty of violating any law or ordinance of the City of Aiken, any 
law of the State, any rule, regulation or order of the commission or 
of City Council pertaining to his work or conduct or of the depart- 
ment of which he is an officer or employee, or shall be found guilty 
of insubordination to a member of the commission, to his superior 
officer or officers, to disrespectful conduct towards the Mayor or to 
any member of City Counc'l; or shall be found guilty of conduct 
unbecoming to an employee of the city or police department, or of 
inefficiency, or of oppressive use of his authority, the commission may 
dismiss the accused from service, or may demote him in rank, may 
fine him a sum not exceeding thirty (30) days’ pay, or may with- 
draw his vacation privileges; and said commission may suspend for 
a period not exceeding fifteen (15) days at any one time any accused 
officer pending investigation of charges made against him. Any of- 
ficer may he suspended for a period of not exceeding five (4) days 
by the chief of police for any of the aforesaid offenses, in which case 
a full report thereof shall be made by the chief of police at the next 
meeting of the commission: PROVIDED, That a six (6) months’ 
period shall elapse from the date of employment of new and additional 
officers which shall be known as a “probation period” and during 
which period the commission shall have the right to discharge such 
officers without cause, and without a hearing, in its discretion; but, 
after such six (6) months’ probation period, no officer may be dis- 
charged except for cause, and after being found guilty upon a hearing 
before the commission, as is provided under the terms of this Act. 


BEOTION 6: Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts, and all Ordi- 
nances or parts of Ordinances of the City of Aiken, inconsistent with 
the terms of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 7: Time effective —That this Act shall take effect on

lating to Berkeley County beginning with the word “provided” on line 
14 and ending with the word “law” on line 25 on page 418, Volume 
3, of said Code reading as follows: “provided, that in the county 
of Berkeley the county board of education shall be composed of five 
(5) members, one of whom shall be the county superintendent of 
education, two (2) of whom shall be appointed or hold over under 
and by appointment of the state board of education, as now provided

Functions; And To Make An Appropriation For The Administra- 
tion Of This Act. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
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SECTION 1: Legislative declarations—(a) It is hereby declared 
to be in the public interest that the executive and administrative 
agencies and functions of the State government be reorganized in 
order to increase the efficiency of the operations of such agencies 
and functions to the fullest extent practicable, to promote economy, 
and to reduce the cost of government. 


(b) Any overlapping of executive and administrative agencies 
of the State government, or the functions thereof; any duplication of 
effort and activities of such agencies; combination in any such agency 
of unrelated functions; any diffusion of responsibility between one or 
more such agencies for the direction of effort and activities and the 
discharge of any functions of the State government; the separate 
existence and status of multiple or numerous agencies and functions 
having the same or related major purposes; the existence under dif- 
ferent heads of agencies having the same or similar functions; and 
the existence of agencies or functions not necessary to the efficient 
conduct of the operations of the State government, are declared to be 
against the public policy of the State and are hereby prohibited. 


SECTION 2; Purpose — definitions — exemptions — annual 
budget—legislation amended.—(a) It is the purpose and intent of 
this Act to confer authority and provide procedure (1) for a factual 
determination as to the application of the provisions of Section 1 of 
this Act to each executive and administrative agency of the State gov- 
ernment, and the functions thereof, and (2) for the making of trans- 
fers, consolidations, coordinations, combinations and abolitions of 
* such agencies and functions in the administration of this Act more 
efficiently and speedily than can be done by the enactment of specific 
legislation as to each such agency or function. 


(b) When used in this Act, the term “agency”. or the term 
“executive and administrative agency,” and the plural of such terms, 
shall mean any executive or administrative department, commission, 
board, bureau, division, service, office, officer, authority, administra- 
tion, corporate entity which is an instrumentality of the State of 
South Carolina, or other establishment having executive or adminis- 
trative functions in the government of the State of South Carolina. 
The provisions of this Act shall not affect the judicial or legislative 
power of the State, or the existence of any agency created by the 
Constitution, or any authority having outstanding revenue bonds. ‘he 
preparation of the annual budget of the State government, and its 
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activities and operations, is hereby declared to be an executive, rather 
than a legislative function, and the Budget Commission of this State 
shall be subject to the provisions of this Act. 


(c) For the purposes of this Act, any transfer, consolidation, 
coordination, combination, abolition, change or designation of name 
or title, disposition, winding up of affairs, or provisions for the ap- 
pointment and compensation of the head of an agency, shall be deemed 
a “reorganization.” 


(d) This Act shall be and constitute an amendment to the gen- 
eral or special legislation whereby the several executive and adminis- 
trative agencies of the State Government were created, pr whereby 
the functions thereof were given or conferred, so that each such 
agency so created, and each function so given or conferred, shall be 
subject to transfer, consolidation, coordination, combination or aboli- 
tion in the manner and by means of the procedure authorized and pro- 
vided for in this Act. 


SECTION 3: State reorganization commission—term—officers 
—quorum—/? members submit plan of reorganization—vacancy— 
examine agencies—prepare plans—alternative plans—approval 
of alternative plans—agency names—appointment, compensation 
and names of agency heads—constitutional agencies—limitations 
—officials and agencies cooperate—hearings—witnesses—secure 
and examine records — perjury — appropriations — opinion of 
agency head affected—(a) There is hereby created the State Reor- 
ganization Commission, which shall have the powers and the functions 
set forth in the Act. Said Commission shall be composed of thirteen 
(13) members who shall serve for terms of two years, of whom one 
shall be the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House of Representatives, one shall be the Chairman of the Judiciary 
Committee of the House of Representatives, three shall be members 
of the House of Representatives elected by the House of Representa- 
tives, one shall be Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Senate, 
one shall be Chairman of the Judiciary Committee of the Senate, three 
shall be members of the Senate elected by the Senate, and three shall 
be appointed by the Governor, one of whom may he a member of the

A majority of the said Commission shall constitute a 
quorum, No plan or plans of reorganization may be submitted unless 
such plan or plans shall have the affirmative vote of not less than 
seven (7) members of the Commission. In the case of a vacancy in 
the membership of the Commission, the same shall be filled in the 
manner of the original election or appointment. 


(b) The State Reorganization Commission shall examine, and 
from time to time reexamine, each of the executive and administrative 
agencies of the State government, and the organization of the same 
and the furictions thereof, and shall determine whether the same com- 
ply with subsection (b) of Section 1 of this Act; and if not, it shall 
determine what changes therein are necessary to bring the same into 
compliance with the provisions of subsection (b) of Section 1 of this 
Act, and to carry out one or more of the purposes set forth in Section 
1 of this Act, whenever the commission, after examination and investi- 
gation, finds that 

The transfer of the whole or any part of any agency, or the whole 
or any part of the functions thereof, to the jurisdiction and control of 
any other agency; or 

The consolidation or coordination or combination of the whole or 

any part of any agency, or the whole or any part of the functions 
thereof, with the whole or any part of any other agency, or the func- 
tions thereof; or 

The consolidation or coordination of any part of any agency, or 
the functions thereof, with any other part of the same agency, or the 
functions thereof; or 

The abolition of all or any part of the functions of any agency; or 

The abolition of the whole or any part of any agency, which 
agency or part does not have, or upon the taking effect of the re- 
organization specified in any reorganization plan submitted hereunder 
will not have any functions; 
is necessary to bring about compliance with the provisions of Sub- 
section (b) of Section 1 of this Act, and to accomplish one or more 
of the purposes set forth in Section 1 of this Act, said commission 
shall prepare a reorganization plan or plans for the making of the 
transfers, consolidations, coordinations, combinations and abolitions,

plans, and transmit such plan or plans (bearing an identifying number 
or numbers) to the Governor, together with a declaration that, with 
respect to each transfer, consolidation, coordination, combination or 
abolition specified in the plan, it has found that such transfer, con- 
solidation, coordination, combination or abolition is necessary to bring 
about compliance with the provisions of Subsection (b) of Section 1 
of this Act and to accomplish one or more of the purposes set forth 
in said Section 1 of this Act. 


Whenever any reorganization plan shall include in its scope un- 
related functions or activities of the State Government, the Commis- 
sion shall submit with said plan alternative plans dealing with each of 
such unrelated functions or activities separately, and the Senate or 
the House of Representatives may disapprove the plan and one or 
more of such alternative plans without disapproving of the remaining 
alternative plan or plans, in which event the alternative plan or plans 
not disapproved will stand approved under the provisions of sub- 
section (b) of Section 4 of this Act. 


(c) Any reorganization plan transmitted to the Governor by the 
commission under Subsection (b) of this Section 3 shal! change, in 
such cases as the Commission deems necessary, the name of any 
agency affected by a reorganization and the title of its head; and shall 
designate the name of any agency resulting from a reorganization 
and the title of its head; and may include provisions for the appoint- 
ment and compensation of the head of any agency (including an. 
agency resulting from a consolidation or combination) if the Commis- 
sion finds, and in its declaration transinitting the plan declares, that 
by reason of the transfers, consolidations, coordinations, and combina- 
tions made by the plan, the responsibilities and duties of such head are 
of such nature as to require such action; and shall make provision 
for the transfer or other disposition of the records, property and 
personnel affected by any transfer, concolidation, coordination, com- 
bination or abolition; and shall make provision for the transfer of 
such unexpended balances of appropriations available for use in con- 
nection with any function or agency transferred, consolidated, coor- 
dinated, combined or abolished as the Commission deems necessary 
by reason of the transfer, consolidation, coordination, combination, or 
abolition for use in connection with the transferred, consolidated, co- 
ordinated or combined functions, or for the use of the agency to which 
the transfer is made; and shall make provision for winding up the 
affairs of any agency abolished. The head of an agency above pro- 
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vided for may be an individual or may be a commission or board with 
three or inore members, and in the case of any such appointment the 
term of office shall not be fixed at more than four (4) years, the com- 
pensation shall not be at a rate in excess of six thousand ($6,000.00) 
dollars per annum, and it shall be by the Governor, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate. Any unexpended balance trans- 
ferred as above provided shall be used only for the purposes for which 
appropriation thereof was originally made, 


(d) No reorganization plan shall provide for, and no reorgani- 
zation under this Act shall have the effect of, abolishing or transferr- 
ing, or changing the name of, a department, office or officer created by 
the Constitution, or any function thereof prescribed or given by the 
Constitution; or continuing any office beyond the period authorized 
by law for its existence, or beyond the time when it would have ter- 
minated if the reorganization had not been made, or continuing any 
function beyond the period authurized by law for its exercise, or be- 
yond the time when it would have terminated if the reorganization 
had not been made, or beyond the time when the agency in which it 
was vested before the reorganization would have terminated if the 
reorganization had not been made; or authorizing any agency to exer- 
cise any function which is not expressly authorized by law at the time 
the plan is transmitted by the Commission to the Governor; or im- 
posing, in connection with the exercise of any quasi-judicial or quasi- 
legislative function possessed by an agency, any greater limitation 
upon the exercise of independent judgment and discretion to the full 
extent authorized by law in the carrying out of such function than 
existed with respect to the exercise of such function by the agency 
in which it was vested prior to the taking effect of such reorganiza- 
tion ; or increasing the term of any office beyond that provided by law 
for such office. In the case of departments, offices or officers created 
by the Constitution, nothing in this Act contained shall prevent the 
transfer from such department, office or officer of the whole or any 
part of any functions thereof which were given to, or conferred or 
devolved upon, any such department, office or officer by legislation 
not required to be enacted by the Constitution. 


(e) The State Reorganization Commission may, at any time it 
deems advisable, call to its assistance any officer of the State, or of 
any executive or administrative agency of the State, and it shall be 
the duty of such officers to cooperate fully with the said commission 
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and to render to it any reasonable service that may be required by it 
within the scope of its functions, as prescribed by this Act. The com- 
mission shall have power and authority to take testimony and hold 
hearings at such places and times as it shall fix; and the commission 
is hereby authorized and empowered to call before it by summons or 
notice in such form as the commission may adopt, and to be served by 
such peace officers of the State as may be designated by the commis- 
sion, and require such person or persons to answer under oath any 
and all questions that the commission may deem relevant and may 
propound to him or them. In the event of the failure or refusal of any 
such person or persons to answer’ such summons or notice, or to 
answer such question or questions, such person or persons shall be 
deemed to be in contempt of the authority of the commission and may 
be imprisoned under the order of the commission. All testimony given 
before the commission shall be privileged, and no witness shall there- 
after be liable for proscution based upon any transaction as to which 
testimony is required of him by the commission under this Act, ex- 
cept in a prosecution for perjury committed in giving such testimony, 
but the mere production of an official paper or record produced by a 
witness shall not be sufficient to extend such immunity. No witness 
shall prevail to refuse to testify to any fact, or to produce any paper 
or document respecting which he shall be examined by said committee, 
upon the ground that his testimony to such fact or production of such 
paper or document may tend to disgrace him or otherwise render him 
infamous, The act of the commission in holding any person in con- 
tempt under the provisions of this Act shall at all times be subject to 
review by any of the circuit courts of this State, or any other courts 
of competent jurisdiction, and pending such review the person sought 
to be held in such contempt shall be subject to release on proper bond 
or recognizance. ‘The commission shall be authorized and empowered 
to send for, and require the production of, any and all books, papers, 
or other documents or writings which may be deemed relevant to any 
examination or investigation in which it may be engaged, and to re- 
quire the person or persons having custody or possession of such 
books, papers, or other documents or writings, to produce the same 
before the commission. The commission may also designate an agent 
to examine any books, papers, or other documents or writings prior 
to the production of the same before the commission, in order that 
orderly hearings will be held. Any person or persons who shall fail 
or refuse to permit the said examinations, or to act on the order or 
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notice of the commission to produce said books, papers, or other docu- 
ments or writings, shall be deemed to be in contempt of the authority 
of the commission, and subject to punishment therefor as above pro- 
vided. The commission shall have power to administer all necessary 
oaths, and any person who, after being sworn before the commission, 
shall testify falsely, shall be guilty of perjury, and, upon conviction 
shall be punished therefor as provided by law. 


(f) There is hereby appropriated from the general funds of the 
State the sum ‘of not exceeding ten thousand ($10,000.00) dollars, if 
so much be necessary, to defray the expenses of the commission in 
carrying out the duties and functions authorized and provided for in 
this Act. 


(g) Before any transfer, consolidation, coordination, combina- 
tion, or abolition of any agency or any part thereof, or the whole or 
any part of the functions thereof, shall be included in a reorganization 
plan made hereunder, the commission shall request the comments and 
recommendations of the head of any such agency thereon, and shall 
transmit the same to the Governor along with such reorganization 
’ plan,- 


SECTION 4: Governor transmit plans to Senate and House of 
Representatives—consideration—-time act on—time effective—ef- 
fect on appropriations—filing—publication—(a) The Governor 
shall transmit any reorganization plan received by him from the com- 
mission under the provisions of Sections 3 of this Act, together with 
the accompanying declarations and his approval or disapproval of 
the plan and his reasons therefor, to the Senate and to the House 
of Representatives respectively on the first day of the next session, 
regular or special, of the General Assembly, or within five (5) legis- 
lative days if the General Assembly is in session. 


(b) Each reorganization plan transmitted to the Senate and to 
the House of Representatives under the provisions of sub-section (a) 
of this section shall be immediately printed, together with the state- 
ment of the Governor and the declarations accompanying the plan, and 
printed copies thereof shall be immediately made available to the 
members of the General Assembly. The General Assembly shall con- 
sider any plan or plans submitted and if acceptable shall approve any 
such reorganization plan by the passage by each house of a concurrent 
resolution reading: “That Reorganization Plan No. be, and 
the same is hereby, approved by the General Assembly of the State 
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of South Carolina.” Each such resolution shall be without reference 
to committees in each house and shall have priority of consideration 
over all other legislative matters. The ‘Ayes’ and ‘Nays’ on each such 
concurrent resolutions shall be taken and entered in the journals of 
the respective houses, Reorganization plans considered by the General 
Assembly under this sub-section (b) shall either be approved or dis- 
approved as a whole. Any reorganization plan which is approved by 
the passage of such a concurrent resolution within the next forty (40) 
legislative days after its transmission by the Governor to the Senate 
and to the House of Representatives under the provisions of sub-sec- 
tion (a) of this Section shall stand approved by the General As- 
sembly, Any reorganization plan which is not so approved shall be of 
no effect; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, neither branch of the General 
Assembly shall vote on any such Reorganization Plan or Plans until 
at least five legislative days after same is transmitted to the General 
Assembly. 


(c) Each reorganization plan, which, under the provisions of 
Subsection (b) of this section, shall stand approved by the General 
Assembly, shall take effect in all of its terms and provisions on and 
as of the first day of July next following, and the Governor shall so 
declare by executive proclamation, and all the appropriations for any 
agency, or the functions thereof, theretofore made by the General As- 
sembly, shall be available and paid out on and after that day only in 
accordance with the terms and provisions of such plan, Each reorgani- 
zation plan which shall take effect under this subsection shall be filed 
with the Secretary of State immediately after the same shall stand 
approved by the General Assembly, and shall be printed in the Acts 
and Joint Resolutions of the session at which the same was approved. 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, consideration by the House of Repre- 
sentatives and the Senate of any recommendation of the State Reor- 
ganization Commission shall have priority over all other legislative 
matters, any rule of the House of Representatives or of the Senate to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 


SEOTION 5: Effect of adopted plans on statutes, rules, regula- 
tions and actions pending.—(a) Any statute enacted, and any rule 
or regulation made, in respect of or by any agency or function trans- 
ferred to, or consolidated, coordinated, or combined with any other 
agency or function under the provisions of this Act before the effective 
date of such, transfer, consolidation, coordination, or combination 
shall, except to the extent repealed, modified. superseded, or made 
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inapplicable by or under the authority of law, have the same effect 
as if such transfer, consolidation, coordination, or combination had 
not been made; but where any such statute, rule or regulation has 
vested functions in the agency from which the transfer is made under 
the reorganization plan, such functions shall, insofar as'‘they are to 
be exercised after the transfer, be considered as vested in the agency 
to which the transfer is made under the reorganization plan. 


(b) No suit, action, or other proceeding lawfully commenced by 
or against any agency or officer of the State in its or his official capa- 
city, or in relation to the discharge of its or his official duties, shall 
abate by reason of the taking effect of any reorganization plan under 
the provisions of this Act, but the court may, on motion or supple- 
mental complaint filed at any time within twelve (12) months after 
such reorganization plan takes effect, showing a necessity for a sur- 
vival of such suit, action, or other proceeding to obtain an adjudica- 
tion of the questions involved, allow the same to be maintained by or 
against the successor of the agency or officer under the reorganization 
plan or, if there be no such successor, against such agency or officer 
as the Governor shall designate. 


SECTION 6: Oourt review. —The action of the commission in pre- 
paring and transmitting a reorganization plan to the Governor, or 
the action of the Governor in transmitting a reorganization plan to 
the General Assembly, or the taking effect of a reorganization plan 
which shall stand approved by the General Assembly, shall not be 
subject to review by any court, either by certiorari or by an original 
action or proceeding, nor shall any mandamus or injunction lie in 
any such case, 


SEOTION 7: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT Authorizing And Empowering The Town Of Seneca 
In Oconee County, South Carolina, To Grant Any Individual, 
Firm Or Corporation The Right, Privilege And Power To Estab- 
lish, Maintain And Operate Bus Transportation Systems Upon 
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The Streets Of Said Town For The Transportation Of Passen- 
gers For Hire; Providing That The Control Of Motor Bus Lines, 
The Routes To Be Covered By Same, The Schedule Thereof And 
The Charges Therefor, Shall Be Under The Supervision, Of The 
Town Council, And Providing For The Revocation Of Licenses 
And Franchises Issued Thereunder And Vesting In The Town 
Council Of Said Town Powers And Authorities Of The Public 
Service Commission Relative To Such Bus System. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: ; 


SECTION 1: Seneca license motor bus transportation system. 
—That the Town of Seneca in Oconee County, in the State of South 
Carolina, is hereby authorized and empowered to grant to any in- 
dividual, firm or corporation and their heirs or assigns and succes- 
sors for such a period of time as may be deemed prudent and proper 
not exceeding ten (10) years, the right, privilege, and power to estab- 
lish, maintain and operate motor bus transportation systems in and 
upon the streets of said town for the transportation of passengers 
for hire. 


SECTION 2: Service render—routes—schedule—charge.—The 
control of said motor bus lines shall be under the supervision of the 
council of said town as to the service to be rendered to the public 
by the said licensee, and the council of said town shall fix the routes 
to be covered by the said bus lines, the schedule of said bus lines and 
the maximum charge to be made by such motor bus lines. 


SECTION 3: Cancel.—If at any time during the period of any li- 
cense granted pursuant to this Act, the licensee shall fail in any man- 
ner to give proper and satisfactory service, the council of said town 
shall cause notice to be served upon the licensee, said notice to show 
wherein the licensee has failed to give proper and satisfactory service, 
and if the licensee shall thereafter fail to give proper and satisfactory 
service, the council of said town may thereupon cancel the license 
granted by it, and the said licensee shall have no further right to 
operate a bus or buses upon the streets of said town. 


SECTION 4: Certain powers of public service commission 
vested in council—The Public Service Commission shall have no 
authority to raise or lower rates fixed in such franchise, nor shall it 
have jurisdiction in any respect over the operation of such bus lines, 
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but the power granted to the Public Service Commission in general 
to supervise and regulate public utilities in the State of South Caro- 
lina is hereby vested in the council of the said town in respect to 
the operation of the public service herein referred to within the limits 
of the said town during the period of such license or franchise.

BE, IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


WHEREAS, by Act No. 453 of the Acts of 1944, the General As- 
sembly among other things by Section 2 of said Act appropriated 
the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to be used by the 
Public Library Board for York Township in constructing and erect- 
ing a Library Building at York, South Carolina and to purchase a 
site for said Library Building and this money is still unused and in 
the hands of York Township Public Library Board. 


WHEREAS, the General Assembly by Act No. 415 of the Acts 
of 1945 made available by appropriation the sum of Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars to aid in the erection and construction of War 
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Memorials in the Towns of Rock Hill, Fort Mill, Clover and York, 
and made available to the Town of York by way of aid a public ap- 
propriation of Twelve Thousand, Five Hundred ($12,500.00) Dol- 
lars conditioned, however, upon the Town of York making a similar 
donation and, 


WHEREAS, the Town of York has made available the Twelve 
Thousand Five Hundred ($12,500.00) Dollars and a War Memorial 
Commission having heen appointed and qualified under the terms and 
provisions of this Act, and have in the exercise of their powers and 
duties under said Act have undertaken to construct and build said 
War Memorial. They have acquired by purchase the McNeel home 
and approximately four (4) acres of land located in the Town of’ 
York and have expended large sums of money by way of improving 
said property and altering it for the purpose of making it available 
for a War Memorial and the construction thereon of a swimming 
pool. 


WHEREAS, at a duly called meeting of the Members of the York 
Township Library Board held on the 22nd day of September,1947, 
at which all of the members of the board were present, a resolution 
was adopted by said board accepting quarters for the York Township 
Public Library in the McNeel Building, which quarters were suitable 
and acceptable to said board.

The Operation Of The Commission. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Abbeville recreation commission—There is hereby © 
created a Commission known as the Abbeville Recreation Commission 
of the City of Abbeville, South Carolina. 


SECTION 2: Personnel—terms—vacancy.—The said Commis- 
sion shall be composed of seven (7) members, serving without pay, 
and whose names and terms of office shall be as follows, to wit: 


1. Joe L. Savitz, five years 

2. Mrs Mabel Quarles, four years 

3. Truman J. Reams, three years 

4, Mrs Maude C. Stephens, three years 
5. Fred D. West, Jr., two years 

6. Mrs Margaret Powell, two years 

7. Mrs Margaret Bowie, one year 
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Whenever a vacancy on said Commission shall occur by reason of ex- 
piration of the term for which he or she is hereby appointed, the va- 
cancy shall be filled by the remaining members of the Commission by 
majority vote for a term of five years, and thereafter all vacancies shall 
likewise be filled by the remaining members of the Commission, ex- 
cept, however, should a vacancy occur by reason of death, resignation, 
or other causes before the expiration of his or her term, the vacancy 
shall be filled in like manner by the Commission but for only the un- 
expired term. 


SECTION 3: Officers—by-laws—rules and regulations—meet- 
ings—superintendent of recreation.—Immediately after the passage 
of this Act, end its approval by the Governor, the members shall 
meet and organize by electing one of their members Chairman and 
such other officers as to the majority of the Commission may seem 
necessary or wise. The Commission shall have the power to make 
by-laws, rules and regulations, not inconsistent with the laws of the 
State, for the proper conduct of such recreation program in the City 
of Abbeville as to the members may seem wise. The Commission 
shall hold regular meetings at such time and place as may be fixed 
by the Commission. The Superintendent of Recreation, when chosen 
by the Commission shall serve as its executive officer and Secretary 
of the Commission. 


SECTION 4: Provide and supervise recreation facilities —The 
Abbeville Recreation Commission shall provide, conduct, and super- 
vise playgrounds, athletic fields, recreation centers, and other recre- 
ation facilities and activities on any of the property owned by it, or 
under its control by gift, purchase, lease or otherwise. The Commis- 
sion shall create policies for, have authority over, and administer a 
coordination recreation service and shall have the power of coopera- 
tion with other similar local, State or Federal Governmental authori- 
ties. 


SECTION 5: Superintendent of recreation—additional person- 
nel.—-The Abbeville Recreation Commission shall have the power to 
appoint or designate a Superintendent of Recreation, who shall have 
the qualifications, training and experience to develop and adminis- 
ter a coordinated program of recreation within the limits of the City 
of Abbevillé. There shall be other trained and qualified persons nec- 
essary to conduct the program such as may be determined by the 
Commission. 
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SECTION. 6: Obligations—levy taxes for program.—The Com- 
mission shall have no right or authority whatsoever to obligate or in- 
cur any liability on the part of the City of Abbeville whatsoever, ex- 
cept such as may be given by vote of the City Council. There is, how- 
ever, hereby levied an annual tax of five (5) mills on all taxable 
property of the City of Abbeville, to be collected as other City taxes 
are collected by the City Treasurer, and which shall be earmarked 
“Abbeville Recreation Commission” and when collected shall be 
turned over to it by the City Treasurer upon request of the Commis- 
sion signed by its President, Treasurer and Secretary, to be used

AN ACT To Amend Section 7433 Of The Code Of Laws Of 
South Carolina, 1942, To Provide A Graduated Business License 
In The Town Of Ridgeland. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 7433, 1942 Code, amended—graduate licenses 
on employment, Ridgeland.—That Section 7433 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be amended by adding a proviso at 
the end of said section as follows: “PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that 
in the Town of Ridgeland business licenses may be graduated accord- 
ing to the number of persons employed in each business. PROVID- 
ED,HOWEVER, in no event shall a license exceed the sum of Fifty 
($50.00) Dollars”, so that when so amended said Section shall read 
as follows: 

“Section 7433: Said city or town council may, and they are here- 


by authorized annually to require by ordinance the payment of such 
reasonable sums of moneys as a license by any person or persons, 
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corporation or corporations, engaged or intending to engage in any 
calling, business, occupation or profession, in whole or in part, within 
the limits of said cities or towns, except those engaged in the calling 
or profession of teachers or ministers of the gospel; PROVIDED, 
That said license shall be graduated according to the gross income 
of the persons, firms or corporations required to pay such license, 
or upon the amount of capital invested in said business. They shall 
have power to collect license or taxes from all persons representing 
publicly within the limits of said city or town, for gain or reward, 
any plays or shows of whatever nature or kind soever ; and suid city 
or town council are hereby authorized and empowered to give full 
force and effect to this section and to punish delinquents thereunder : 
PROVIDED,HOWEVER, That wholesalers delivering goods to 
retailers in any municipality shall not be charged a business license 
therein by such municipality, unless such wholesaler maintains, with- 
in such municipality, a warehouse or mercantile establishment for 
distribution of the wholesalers’ goods;PROVIDED,HOWEVER, 
that in the Town of Ridgeland business licenses may be graduated 
according to the number of persons employed in each business, PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, in no event sh-ll a license exceed the sum 
of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars”. 


SECTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

to levy such tax for ordinary purposes not to exceed fifteen mills: 
PROVIDED, ALSO, that the said town of Prosperity shall have 
authority to levy an annual tax upon any business or occupation con- 
ducted within the corporate limits: PROVIDED the town council 
of the towns of Moncks Corner and St. Stephens, in Berkeley County, 
South Carolina, shall have power by ordinance to impose an annual 
tax on all real and personal property within the corporate limits of 
said towns, but such tax must not exceed fourteen mills, provided no 
increase of said levy above five mills shall be made until the same is 
submitted to the qualified electors in said towns and approved by 
them, and it shall also have power, by ordinance, to levy an annual tax 
upon any business or occupation conducted within the corporate limits. 
The taxes so levied shall constitute a lien upon the property upon 
which it is levied paramount to all liens, except the lien for state 
and county taxes. For the purpose of collecting the same, said town 
council shall be, and is hereby, empowered to issue executions against 
all property on the hands of some officer for collection, who shall 
have all the rights as.now conferred upon sheriffs for the enforce- 
ment of tax executions: PROVIDED, that said licenses shall be 
granted according to the gross income of the persons, firms or cor- 
porations required to pay such licenses, or upon the amount of capital 
invested in said business. PROVIDED, FURTHER, the town coun- 
cil of the town of Port Royal shall have power by ordinance to im- 
pose an annual tax on all real and personal property within the cor- 
porate limits of said town, but such tax shall not exceed twenty mills 
or two dollars on each one hundred dollar valuation. PROVIDED, 
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FURTHER, that the town council of the town of Cameron in Cal- 
houn County, shall have power by ordinance to impose an annual 
tax on all real and personal property within the corporate limits of 
said town, but such tax shall not exceed sixteen (16) mills or one 
dollar and sixty cents ($1.60) on each one hundred ($100.00) valu- 
ation, PROVIDED, FURTHER, in the town of Summerton, Claren- 
don County, the town council shall have power to impose by ordinance 
an annual tax for ordinary purposes not exceeding twenty (20) mills 
on all real and personal property within the corporate limits of said 
town. PROVIDED, that the town council of the town of Hampton, 
in the County of Hampton, shall have the authority to levy such tax 
for ordinary purposes of the said town as said council may deem 
necessary, not exceeding one and 50/100 ($1.50) dollars on one hun-

—vacancy—duties and powers.—That subsection (2) of Section 
5546, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, relating to trustces of 
School District No. 20 of Charleston County, be, aud the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out all of said subsection and inserting 
in lieu the following to be known as subsection (2): 


“(2) The Trustees of said School District shall, until and in- 
cluding the 16th day of July, 1949, consist and be composed of eight 
(8) members, and from and after the 16th day of July, 1949, shall 
consist and be composed of seven (7) members, residents of the 
City of Charleston, who’ shall be appointed by the Governor upon 
the written recommendation of the Legislative Delegation of Charles- 
ton County in the General Assembly of South Carolina, or a majority 
thereof. The offices now held by the present Trustees, C. A. Brown, 
C. D. Miller and J. F. Seignous are hereby designated Numbers One 
(1), Two (2), and Three (3), respectively, and the offices to be 
filled by appointment as heretofore provided are hereby designated 
as Numbers Four (4), Five (5), Six (6) and Seven (7), respec- 
tively. The office now held by the present Trustee, Arthur V. Wil- 
liams, is hereby designated Number Eight (8). The terms of office

(3) shall terminate on December 31, 1951, and the terms of office 
of their successors shall expire on the 31st day of December every 
fourth (4th) year thereafter.

Necessary School Purposes, And To Direct The Treasurer Of 
Aiken County To Oollect And Disburse Said Tax,

SEOTION 1: Board of education determine minimum annual 
financial needs of schools, Aiken County.—That the County Board 
of Education for Aiken County is hereby authorized and directed 
to ascertain and determine, commencing with the first day of July, 
1949, and at the end of each annual school term thereafter in Aiken 
County, the minimum cost required for the efficient operation and 
maintenance of all of the public schools of Aiken County, including, 
but not confined to, teachers’ salaries, transportation of pupils, text 
books from the first through the sixth grades, inclusive, administra- 
tive expenses, and all other necessary costs and expenses thereof, 
in order to determine the financial needs for a minimum program 
in the public school system of Aiken County, after taking into ac- 
count State and Federal aid funds to he received for the aforesaid 
purposes, 


SECTION 2: Tax levy pay minimum school costs—That the 
Auditor of Aiken County shall levy a tax upon all of the taxable prop- 
erty of Aiken County sufficient to meet the total minimum cost to 
be paid by Aiken County for operating the public school system of 
said County, as determined and certified to him by the County Board 
of Education for Aiken County; and the Treasurer of Aiken County 
shall collect said tax, deposit the revenue therefrom and pay the 
same out, in the manner now provided by law. 


SECTION 3: School districts levy special taxes provide extra 
funds.—That when the Board of Trustees of any school district 
of Aiken County determines that the cost required for the effi- 
cient operation of the schools of such district exceeds its pro rata 
share of the over-all minimum cost of operating the countywide school 
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system, it shall report to the County Board of Education of Aiken 
County the additional special tax which, in its opinion, is necessary 
for such purpose, and upon the County Board of Education approv- 
ing the same, it shall certify the same to the Auditor of Aiken County 
who shall levy a special tax upon all of the taxable property in any 
such school district for the purpose of making up said deficiency, and 
it shall be the duty of the Treasurer of Aiken County to collect said 
special tax, deposit the same to the credit of the school district in 
which the same is collected, and to pay the same out in the manner 
now provided by law. , 


SECTION 4: Oredits to school districts—That it shall be the 
duty of the County Board of Education for Aiken County to examine 
into and determine each year the per pupil costs of the total esti- 
mated costs of operating the school system of Aiken County on the 
basis of average attendance in each school district in the County, 
and to credit to each of said school districts an amount equal to the 
aggregate per pupil costs of the average attendance therein for the 
preceding scholastic year; and, in addition to said per pupil costs, 
there shall be credited to each of said school districts the further sum 
of ten (10%) per cent of the aggregate amount of said per pupil 
costs to cover administrative and/or incidental expenditures therein.

The possession of optical supplies or instruments, equip- 
ment or applicances for the examination of the eye, shall be prima 
facie evidence for conviction under the provisions of this Act. 
The examinations of applicants for certificates or registration as a 
registered optometrist may include both practical demonstrations and 
written and oral tests. A person is qualified to receive a certificate or 
registration as a registered optometrist: (a) Who is of good moral 
character and temperate habits and at least twenty-one (21) years 
of age; (b) who has graduated from a high school or secondary school 
of equal grade approved by the Board, or who has completed an 
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equivalent course of study; (c) who has graduated from a school or 
college of optometry approved by the Board. No school or college of 
optometry shall be approved by the Board unless it has a minimum 
requirement of a course of study of not less than four years; (d) 
who has passed a satisfactory examination conducted by the Board. 
A person is qualified to receive a certificate of registration as a regis- 
tered optician (a) who is of good moral character and temperate 
habits and at east twenty-one years of age; (b) who has graduated 
from a high school or secondary school or equal grade approved by 
the Board, or who has completed an equivalent course of study; 
(c) who has received a certificate from a school of mechanical optics, 
approved by the Board, or who has had four years apprenticieship 
in an optical laboratory which has been established not less than five 
(5) years approved by the Board; (d) who has passed a satisfactory 
examination conducted hy the Board and who shows proficiency in 
processing a lens, frame or any other optical devise or appurtenance 
in accordance with an optometrist’s or physician’s prescription.”

AN AOT. To Create And Establish The Pickens. Centralized 
High School District In Pickens County; To Provide For The 
Election Of Trustees Of Said District And Their Powers And 
Duties. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: . 


SECTION 1: Pickens centralized high school district, Pickens 
County—territory—body corporate—duties and powers.—For the 
purpose of creating and maintaining a Centralized High School Dis- 
trict, the Pickens Centralized High School District shall be com- 
prised of the territory covered in the common school districts of 
Cedar Rock (No. 19), Bethlehem (No. 20), Roanoke (No. 21), 
Wolf Creek (No. 29), Town Creek (No. 30), Pickens (No. 31), 
Glassy Mountain (No. 32), Oolenoy (No. 36), Ambler (No. 37), 
Hagood (No. 38), Twelve Mile (No. 39), Martin (No. 40), Shady 
Grove (No. 44), Antioch (No. 45), Hampton (No.46). Holly 
Springs (No. 47), Rock (No. 48) Rocky Bottom (No. 50), Easta- 
toee (No, 51), Cane Creek (No. 52), New Town (No. 55). and 
Montvale (No. 56), in Pickens County, and said District is hereby 
created, established and declared to be a body corporate and shall 
have all functions, duties , privileges and powers vested in high 
school districts under the statute law’ of South Carolina. 


SECTION 2: Trustee election—terms.—The hoard of trustces 
for the Pickens Centralized High School shall consist of three (3) 
members who shall be elected by the qualified voters in the Pickens 
Centralized High School district. Except as is herein provided for 
the initial terms of office, the term of office of each of the said trustees 
shall be for 1 period of six years and until their respective sticcessors 
shall have been elected and qualified. PROVIDED, that until the 
said hoard of trustees shall be elected and qualified the trustees of 
district 31 (Pickens) as now constituted shall continue in office and 
discharge their duties as heretofore, and in addition thereto, serve 
as trustee in and for the Pickens Centralized High School District. 


SECTION 3: Trustees—election—terms.—On the second Satur- 
day in June 1948 there shall be an election in the Pickens Centralized 
High School District, with voting to be done at one of the school- 
houses in each of the common school districts, for the purpose of 
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electing the trustees of the Pickens Centralized High School. The 
term of office of the trustees so elected shall be as follows: The one 
receiving the highest number of votes shall hold office until the first 
Monday in March,1953, and until his successor shall have been 
elected and qualified, the one receiving the second highest number of 
votes until the first Monday in March 1951, and until his successor 
shall have heen elected and qualified, and the one receiving the third 
highest number of votes until the first Monday in March 1949, and 
until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. 


SECTION 4: Trustees—election—vacancy.—On the second Sat- 
urday in February 1949, and on the second Saturday in February 
of every second year thereafter, there shall be an election held in the 
Pickens Centralized High School District for the purpose of electing 
the successor to the trustee whose term of office expires during the 
year in which such election is held and to fill any vacancy that may 
exist in the said board of trustees. That voting shall be done at the 
same school houses the election of the trustees of the respective com- 
mon school districts is carried out and subject to the same election 
regulations. That the person receiving the highest number of votes 
in the entire Pickens Centralized High School District shall he de- 
clared elected for a term of six years, or if elected to fill any vacancy 
that may exist until the term of that office may expire; and, in case 
there be two offices to be filled by such election, the person receiv- 
ing the highest number of votes shall be declared elected to fill the 
longer term and the person receiving the second highest number of 
votes shall be declared elected to fill the other term; and, should 
there he all three offices to be filled, the person receiving the third 
highest vote shall he declared elected to fill the shortest term to he 
filled. 


SECTION 5: Trustees—vacancy.—In case of a vacancy in the 
board of trustces caused by death, resignation or otherwise, the su- 
perintendent of education of Pickens County shall within sixty (60) 
days after the creation of said vacancy, provide for a special election 
to fill such vacancy and the person receiving the highest number of 
votes at such election shall hold office for the unexpired term of his 
predecessor, T.xcept as to the time for the holding of such special 
election, which time shall be in the discretion of said superintendent 
of education, the law, rules, and regulations governing the general 
elections of school trustees in Pickens County shall apply to such 
special election. 
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SECTION 6: Trustees—notice of election—voting places—-man- 
agers—ballots—returns.—Notice of all elections to be held under 
the provisions of this Section shall be given by the said superintendent 
of education by publication thereof in some newspaper published in 
said county for at least two weeks prior to the date of the election, 
The said superintendent shall designate one schoolhouse in each 
common district wherein voting shall be done. In carrying out the 
provisions of this Section, the said superintendent of education may 
appoint the same managers of said election as are appointed to con- 
duct the election of trustees for the common school districts and shall 
furnish them a sufficient number of ballots to be used in said elec- 
tions, and receive in writing the returns of the managers. The County 
Board of Education shall declare the results thereof and notify the 
person, or persons elected thereat. The Superintendent of Education 
of said county, upon the receipt of the returns of the managers of 
said elections, shall file the same in his office, thereupon the same 
shall become a public record. 


SEOTION 7: Trustees—tie votes—PROVIDED, That if in any 
such election two or more persons receive the same number of votes 
for any such position, then, and in that event, the county board of edu- 
cation shall declare that no election has been had and such position 
shall be filled at an election held at the same time of day and place 
on the second Saturday next occurring thereafter and so on until a 
person shall receive the highest number of votes cast in any such 
election, 


SECTION 8: Trustee election—provisions applicable —Unless 
otherwise specifically provided herein, the law, rules and regulations 
governing the holding of general elections in this state shall obtain 
in the elections herein authorized to be held. 


SECTION 9: Trustees—time take office—The trustees elected 
under the provisions of this Act shall take office on the first Monday 
in March of the year in which they shall have been elected ; except as 
provided for the election of the original board of trustees in Section 
1 of this Act. 


SECTION 10: Corporate existence and entity of common school 
districts. —The corporate existence and entity of any and all common 
school districts now existent in the area comprising the Pickens cen- 
tralized High School District shall in no way be deemed to be im- 
paired or affected by this Act. 
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SECTION 11: Site of high school building.—Any site selected by 
said board of trustees for the erection of a high school building shall 
be within a radius of one (1) mile of the Pickens County Court 
House. 

SECTION 12: §§ 5405 and 5406, 1942 Code, not applicable—in- 
validity —The provisions of Sections 5405 and 5406 of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, shall not apply to this Act, and if any 
phrase, clause, sentence, part or section of this Act shall be held un- 
constitutional the invalidity of such phrase, clause, sentence, part or 
section shall not affect the validity of the remainder of this Act. 


SEOTION 13: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

SECTION 1: School districts file annual reports with board of 
education, Anderson County.—The trustees of all school districts in 
Anderson County having more than three trustees, or having a State 
accredited high school therein, are hereby required to annually, within 
thirty (30) days after the closing of the fiscal year, file written an- 
nual reports to the County Board of Education of said county. All 
such reports received by said County Board of Education shall be 
available for inspection by any taxpayer of the school district for 
which such report is made. That such reports shall show the names 
of the teachers and other employees of the schools in the school dis- 
trict for which the report is made, the amounts paid such teachers 
and employees, payments made on buildings and other permanent 
improvements, current expenditures and all other disbursements 
made by said school district; and also shall show total monies re- 
ceived by the school district; such receipts and disbursements shall 
be for the previous fiscal year.

—That the following named officers of Kershaw County, to 
wit: ‘The Clerk of Court and Register of Mesne Conveyance, 
Sheriff, Auditor, Treasurer, Probate Judge, Master and all 
Magistrates shall receive as compensation for performing the duties of 
their respective offices such salaries, and/or expenses as may be pro- 
vided for in the annual Supply Act of said County, or in some other 
Act of the General Assembly of this State.

Of South Carolina, 1944, And Act No. 554 Of The Acts Of The 
General Assembly Of South Carolina, 1946, 80 As to Further Pro- 
vide For The Compensation Payable To Such Rural Policemen, 
The Olerk Thereto, And Per Diem Compensation Payable To 
Members Of The Law Enforcement Committee, And To Further 
Provide Appropriations Therefor. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Act 52 of 1943 amended—law enforcement com- 
mittee, York Oounty—appointment—term—meetings—per diem 
—vaoancy.—That Section 3 of Act No. 52 of the Acts of the 
General Assembly of South Carolina, 1943, relating to rural police 
system and rural policemen and law enforcement committee of York 
County, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
words and figures “Five ($5.00) Dollars” on line thirteen of said 
Section 3 as printed in the Acts and Joint Resolutions of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina, 1943, and inserting in lieu the fol- 
lowing: “Ten (10.00) Dollars”, so that said Section 3, when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 3: There is hereby created a law lénforcement Commit- 
tee to cooperate with the Captain of the Rural Police in the dis- 
charge of his duties, in an advisory capacity as to law enforcement in 
York County.

PROVIDED, that each additional rural policeman appointed after 
March 15, 1946 shall receive a salary of One Hundred and Fifty 
($150.00) Dollars” on lines 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, 12, 13 and 14 of said 
Section as printed in the Acts and Joint Resolutions of South Car- 
olina, 1946, and inserting in lieu the following: ‘The salary of the 
Rural Policemen shall be One Hundred Kighty-one and 50/100 
($181.50) Dollars per month each, The Lieutenant of the York 
County Rural Police shall be paid a salary of One Hundred Ninety- 
nine and 65/100 ($199.65) Dollars per month and the Captain shall 
be paid a salary of Two Hundred and Twenty-three and 85/100 
($223.85) Dollars per month, PROVIDED, that each additional 
rural policeman appointed after January 1, 1948, shall receive a sal- 
ary of One Hundred Sixty-five ($165.00) Dollars.” 

‘That said Section, as amended as aforesaid, be, and the same is 
further, amended by striking out the words and figures “One Hun- 
dred and Forty-five ($145.00) Dollars per month” at the end of 
said Section, and inserting in lieu the following: “One Hundred 
Seventy and 50/100 ($170.50) Dollars per month”, so that said 
Section 2, as amended as aforesaid, when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 

“Section 2: That as soon thereafter as is practicable, the Captain 
of the Rural Police shall appoint not more than nine and not less 
than eight rural policemen for York County, all of whom shall serve 
subject to the will of the Captain of the Rural Police Force. The 
Captain of the Rural Police Force shall appoint one of the rural 
policemen captain of the Rural Police Force and shall appoint one 
of the rural policemen as Lieutenant. The salary of the rural police- 
men shall be One Hundred Eighty-one and 50/100 ($181.50) Dol- 
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lars per month each. The Lieutenant of the York County Rural 
Police shall be paid a salary of One Hundred and Ninety-nine and

acting in the same capacity, All equipment of the present Rural Po- 
lice Force and Law Iinforcement Committee shall be turned over 
to the Captain of the Rural Police Force on July 1, 1943. The Cap- 
tain of the Rural Police Force may thereafter, when practical, trade 
said automobile for new automobiles. The Rural Police herein di- 
rected to be appointed shall be under the sole supervision and con- 
trol of the Captain of the Rural Police of York County, and he shall 
be directly responsible for the discipline, the assignment of duty, and 
the proper discharge of the duties of the said Rural Police who are 
placed under his control and supervision. He is directed to fairly 
and impartially enforce the criminal laws of the State of South Car- 
olina throughout the County of York, both in incorporated towns 
and rural sections, but is specifically directed to use said Rural Po- 
lice and himself to afford adequate protection by patrolling the 
sparsely settled rural sections of York County. PROVIDED, that 
the Captain of the Rural Police shall have the power to employ a . 
clerk at a salary of One Hundred and Seventy and 50/100 ($170.50) 
Dollars per month.”

(b) There shall be an open season for the hunting of buck deer 
consisting of fifteen (15) days each year, the dates of the commence-

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Chief Game Warden of this State and in making such designation he 
shall consider the open season for hunting such deer in adjoining 
States. There shall be no open season for the hunting of doe deer. No 
person shall kill more than one (1) buck deer during the open season 
and, when he shall have killed one (1) buck deer, the balance of said 
season shall, as far as such person is concerned, be a closed season.

“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the said department is hereby 
authorized to accept for storage any insecticide, fungicide, rodenticide 
or other dusting or spray material used in the production of crops, 
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livestock and poultry on farms, orchards and gardens, Also any equip- 
ment used for its application ;” so that said section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 6486. All the provisions of this article , wherein it refers 
to cotton, shall be understood likewise to refer to all non-perishable 
farm products, crates, cartons and canning supplies in storage: PRO- 
VIDED, That the said department is hereby authorized and directed 
to accept for storage any and all fertilizer and fertilizer material for 
storage: PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the said department is here- 
by authorized to accept for storage any insecticide, fungicide, rodenti- 
cide or other dusting or spray material used in the production of 
crops, livestock and poultry on farms, orchards and gardens, Also any 
equipment used for its application.” 


BEOTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

SECTION 1: § 7128-1, 1942 Code, amended—license fee peddle 
mules or horses on a day to day basis, Orangeburg County.—That 
Section 7128-1, Subsection (1), Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1942, he, and the same is hereby, amended vy making the period at 
the end of said subsection a semi-colon and adding thereto the fol- 
lowing: “PROVIDIED, That if such applicant desires to engage in 
such business for a limited number of days, the license fee therefor 
in Orangeburg County shall he fixed at Two Hundred ($200.00)

“Section 7128-1, Subsection (1): Any person, firm or corpora- 
tion before engaging in the business of peddling mules or horses in 
the counties cf Abbeville, Anderson, Barnwell, Bamberg, Dorchester, 
Chesterfield, Lexington, Darlington, Chester, Calhoun, and Orange- 
burg, Newberry, Aiken, Iairfield, Sumter, McCormick, Lancaster, 
Pickens, Hampton and Union, shall first apply to and procure from 
the Clerk of Court of such County a license to engage in said business 
therein; and the Clerk of Court of the County with whom such ap-

AN AOT To Provide For The Licensing Of Motor Vehicle 
Dealers In South Carolina; To Provide For The Keeping Of Rec- 
ords And To Provide For The Inspection Of Such Records By 
The South Carolina Highway Department; To Provide Penalties 
For Failure To Comply With The Provisions Of This Act; And 
To Provide For The Repeal Of Act No. 495 Of The General As- 
sembly Of South Carolina, 1944, As Amended By Act No. 77 Of 
The Acts Of The General Assembly, 1946, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Motor vehicle dealer defined—‘“Motor Vehicle 
Dealer”, as used in this Act, shall be construed to mean any person, 
firm, or corporation who shall for commission, money or other thing 
of value, sell or exchange, or offers or attempts to sell or exchange 
any motor vehicle or any interest in any motor vehicle; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, “Motor Vehicle Dealer” shall not be construed to 
mean: 


(a) Any person, firm or corporation who shall sell or exchange or 
offer or attempt to sell or exchange any motor vehicle, heretofore ac- 
quired for his, her, or its own use and actually so used, when the 
same shall have been so acquired and used in good faith and not for 
the purpose of avoiding the provisions of this Act; 

(b) Receivers, trustees, administrators, executors, guardians, or 
other persons appointed by or acting under the judgment or order of 
any court, or their employees when engaged in the specific perform- 
ance of their duties as such employees ; 

(c) Any person, firm or corporation who shall buy, sell or ex- 
change a motor vehicle for junk purposes only and when said vehicle 
is not intended to be driven or operated on the highways of South 
Carolina, 


SECTION 2: Apply for license engage in business of motor ve- 
hicle dealer—time license expire—fee—places of business.— 
Before engaging in the business of a motor vehicle dealer in this 
State, every person, firm, or corporation shall first make appli- 
cation for a license to engage in such business to the South Caro- 
lina Highway Department in such form as is prescribed by said De- 
partment, and contain the name or names of the owner or owners of 
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said business and the exact location of such business. HMvery license 
issued hereunder shall expire on October 31st of the year in which 
said license is issued. ‘The license fee for stich license shall he twenty- 
five ($25.00) dollars. Every license issued hereunder shall cover the 
main place of business and not more than two (2) other subsidiary 
places of business tnder the same name and ownership 


SEOTION 8: Applicant file bond or securities.—No license shall 
be issued unless applicant shall file with the South Carolina Highway 
Department a surety bond approved by the said department in the 
amount of two thousand ($2,000.00) dollars, conditioned upon the 
lawful operation of said business and the full compliance with the 
provisions of this Act. In lieu of the surety bond required in this 
Section, an applicant may file with the State Treasurer cash or sure- 
ties in like amount acceptable to the State Treasurer, and condi- 
tioned as in this Section set out. 


BECTION 4: Penalties —Any motor vehicle dealer failing to se- 
cure license as required in this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not less than twenty-five 
($25.00) dollars nor more than one hundred ($100.00) dollars or im- 
prisoned for a period not exceeding thirty (30) days, or a penalty 
not exceeding one hundred ($100.00) dollars, to be collected as pro- 
vided in Section 5 hereof. 


SECTION 5: Licensee keep records of purchases and sales— 
penalties.—Iivery licensed dealer hereunder shall keep a complete 
record of his or its purchases and sales for a period of not less 
than two (2) years from the date of such transaction in detail and 
such record shall be open at all times for inspection by the South 
Carolina Highway Department or any of its duly authorized agents. 
Upon failure of such dealer to keep the records required under this 
Act, he, she, or it shall he liable for a penalty not exceeding one hun- 
dred ($100.00) dollars, to be collected hy the Highway Department 
upon due execution issued by said Department to the Sheriff of any 
County, whose duty it shall be to forthwith collect said penalty and 
all the costs from said dealer within his county as provided in Section 
2540 of the Code of 1942. The said Highway Department is hereby 
vested with all power and authority granted to the South Carolina 
Tax Commission by said Section 2540, Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1942, and the sheriffs and all other officers with similar powers 
are required to carry out the mandates of such executions as if they. 
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were issued by the South Carolina Tax Commission. In addition to 
such penalty, the willful failure to keep the records provided above 
shall be deemed a breach of the condition of the bond and the full 
amount or any part thereof may be recovered by suit, or otherwise, in 
the discretion of the Highway Department. 


SECTION 6: Licensee exempt from retail store license—issu- 
ance of motor vehicle dealer license plates.——'I‘he licenses herein 
required shall be in lieu of the licenses provided for in Section 2556 
of the Code of Laws of 1942, but same shall not be construed as 
being in liew of the license fee or any portion thereof provided by 
law to he paid to the said Highway Department for Dealer's license 
plates, but same shall he in addition thereto. 


The Highway Department shall not issue to any person, firm or 
corporation any motor vehicle dealer’s license plates until and unless 
the applicant for such license shall have first been licensed as in this 
Act provided; PROVIDED, that the provisions of this Act shall in 
no wise affect those dealers that have been issued dealer’s licenses by 
the Highway Department until these have expired. 


SECTION 7: State highway department enforce—The South 
Carolina Highway Department is hereby charged with the duty of 
enforcing the provisions of this Act and its agents and employees 
shall have the power and authority as now possessed by police of- 
ficers under the general laws of this State, in the enforcement of any 
and all of its provisions. 


SECTION 8: Oost of supplies and administration.—The cost of 
supplies, etc., and the administration of this Act shall be paid out of 
the proceeds derived from the collection of licenses and penalties as 
provided in this Act, upon warrants drawn by the Highway Depart- 
ment upon the State Treasurer. 


SECTION 9: Each day violation separate offense—Iiach day 
that the terms of the provisions of this Act are violated shall be 
deemed a separate and distinct offense. 


RECTION 10: Revoke or cancel license for fraud.—The High- 
way Department is authorized, after a showing that a dealer has 
been guilty of fraud, deceit, or fraudulent breach of warranty, to 
revoke and cancel the license of any such motor vehicle dealer. 
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SECTION 11: Invalidity —That in the event of any part of this 
Act is declared unconstitutional, such declaration shall not affect the 
remaining portions of this Act. 


SEOTION 12: Act 495 of 1944 repealed—motor vehicle dealer 
liconse—further repeal.—Act No. 495 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of South Carolina, 1944, as amended by Act No. 77 of 
the Acts of the General Assembly, 1946, and all other Acts and 
parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are hercby repealed. 


BEOTION 13: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Amend Section 6056-6, Code Of Laws Of South 
Oarolina, 1942, 80 As To Provide That In Oertain Portions Of 
Georgetown County Sewerage And Discharge From Toilets Shall 
Be Disposed Of Through Septic Tanks. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


BEOTION 1: § 5056-6, 1942 Oode, amended—dispose of sewer- 
age or discharge from toilets thru septic tanks, Pawley’s Island 
and certain vicinity thereof and marsh lands in Georgetown 
County. —Thai Section 5056-6, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1942, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
words “or other means or device as approved hy the State Board 
of Health” on the eighteenth and nineteenth lines thereof, and by 
striking out the words “septic Tanks or privy installations” on the 
eighth line from the end thereof, and inserting in lieu the words 
“and septic tanks”. So that said Section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 


“Section 5056-6. The provisions of this section shall apply to 
Pawley’s Island and in the vicinity thereof which borders and touches 
the Atlantic Ocean and marsh lands in Georgetown County. All 
septic tanks must meet specifications for septic tanks and tile fields 
of the State Board of Health. No tile fields shall be so laid as to drain 
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directly into creeks or ocean. All plumbing must be properly installed 
with proper vents, etc., necessary to insure proper operation of toilets 
to prevent excreta from overflowing on surface of ground. All garbage 
must be removed from premises every twenty-four (24) hours, and 
must not be deposited in creeks, rivers or ocean or on land between 
creeks or rivers and ocean nor on land a distance of one mile of the 
low water mark of creeks or rivers, Tin cans, bottles or other artificial 
containers that will hold water must be buried or removed from the 
island resorts and beach resorts as provided above for garbage. Proper 
toilet facilities shall be installed in or near any building used or occu- 
pied as a residence or temporary abode, place of entertainment or 
amusement, and the sewerage or discharge from such toilets shall 
be disposed of through septic tanks, No raw human excreta or sewer- 
age shall be deposited or discharged into the ocean, creeks or marsh 
lands where the tide ebbs and flows: PROVIDISD, that septic tanks 
may be constructed of concrete, brick, cement or iron, or other dura- 
ble materials. It shall be the duty of the State Board of Health to 
inspect all buildings covered by this subsection, and in the event of 
non-compliance by the owner of any such building, to give written 
notice by registered mail to such owner, requiring compliance within 
forty (40) working days of the receipt of such notice. The failure 
on the part of the owner to comply with the provisions of this stub- 
section within forty (40) working day period shall constitute a mis- 
demeanor, punishable as provided in subsection 2 hereof; and each 
day that such non-compliance shall continue after such forty (40) 
working-day period shall constitute a separate offense. 


“All hotels, restaurants, boarding houses and inns must provide 
water for their guests, meeting the requirements of the State Board 
of Health for a safe drinking water. 


“The proprietor of a boarding house, hotel, restaurant, or store, 
the principal or superintendent of a school, the agent or station master 
of a railroad station or depot or the person in charge of an office 
building establishment or institution is charged with the duty of 
compliance with the provisions of this section in and upon property 
under his, her or its control, 


“The State Board of Health, or its duly appointed agents shall make 
full inspections and examinations with the end in view of carrying 
out the provisions of this section. It shall be the duty of the State 
Board of Health, or its duly accredited agents, to prosecute any vi- 
olation of this section. Notice shall be given in writing to the one in 
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possession of property allowing ninety (90) days tu replace all sep- 
tic tanks and water supplied not meeting the requirements herein 
provided when this section goes into effect. After which a placard 
reading “unsanitary, unlawful to use” shall be placed over any toilet, 
the waste from which goes into a septic tank, not meeting the re- 
quirements of this section, over any water spigot, pump or any other 
water outlet containing water that does not meet the above require 
ments shall be placed a placard reading “this wate; unsafe for drink- 
ing purposes.” 

“No person shall remove or deface any official notice placed as 
above provided. 

“All sewer connections and septic tanks shall be made under per- 
mit from the health department. The hereinabove provistcens are 
hereby declared to be separable and, should any portion thereof be ad- 
judged to be unconstitutional by a court of competent jurisdiction, 
the validity of the remaimder of said provisions shall not he affected 
thereby, Any violation of the provisions of this section shall be pun- 
ishable by a fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars 
or by imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) days, in the dis- 
cretion of the court.” 


BEOTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

Law, 80 As To Further Provide For The Licensing Of Insurers 
In This State, And To Further Provide For Oarrying On The 
Business Of Insurance In This State. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of Sonth 
Carolina: 


BECTION 1: Act 232 of 1947 amended—deposit required of in- 
surance companies doing business in State prior to May 12, 1947 
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—commissioner examine companies—That Section 34 of Article 
1 of Act No. 232 of the Acts of the General Assembly of 1947, known 
as the Insurance Law be, and the same is hereby amended by strik- 
ing out the word “further” on the thirteenth line thereof and the 
word and letter “and (c)” on the fourteenth line thereof and by in- 
serting after the word “received” and before the word “Provided” 
on the twenty-eighth line thereof the following, to-wit: 


“The amount of deposit required by this section will not affect the 
deposit of companies doing business in this State prior to May 12, 
1947, if said companies maintain the deposit they had on May 12, 
1947.” So that said Section 34 when so amended shall read as follows: . 


“Section 34 (a) Before licensing any stock insurance company to 
transact business in this State, the commissioner shall require such 
company to be possessed of not less than one hundred thousand 
($100,000.00) dollars capital, fully paid in which capital stock must 
be maintained at all times. 

“(h) Before licensing any mutual insurance company to transact 
business in this State, the commissioner shall require such company 
to be possessed of a surplus of not less than one hundred thousand 
($100,000.00) dollars which surplus must be maintained at all times, 
Such companies may issue policies without contingent liability. PRO- 
VIDED, that the provisions of subsections (a) and (b) of this section 
are not intended to be retroactive or to apply to any company doing 
business in this State prior to May 12, 1947, if said company main- 
tains the capital and/or surplus it has on January 1, 1947. 

(c) The commissioner shall require every company to deposit with 
him a bond approved as to form and sufficiency by the attorney gen- 
eral, or securities in the discretion of the commissioner in the amount 
of twenty thousand ($20,000.00) dollars. Such bond or securities 
shall be conditioned to pay any final judgment entered up against any 
such company in any court of competent jurisdiction in this State to 
pay any loss or liability arising during the term of said bond and any 
judgment obtained shall be a lien upon such bond or securities. In 
case a bond is given, the judgment creditor shall have the right to 
bring suit on said bond for the satisfaction of the judgment in the 
county in which the judgment is received. The amount of deposit re- 
quired by this section will not affect the deposit of companies doing 
business in this State pricr to May 12, 1947, if said companies main- 
tain the deposit they had on May 12, 1947. PROVIDED, that the 
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terms of this section shall not apply to domestic mutual non-profit pro- 
tective associations writing coverage of any kind for the protection of 
its members, Any person, government or governmental agency, State 
or political sub-division thereof, public or private corporation, board, 
association, estate, trustee or fiduciary, may be a member of a mutual 
insurer”. 

Strike out the word “foreign” appearing on line 8, page 333, Sec- 
tion 28, of said Act, so that Section 28, when so amended, will read 
as follows: 

“Section 28. Before granting a certificate of authority to an in- 
surance company to issue policies or make contracts of insurance or 
annuities, the Commissioner shall be satisfied, by such examination 
and evidence as he sees fit to make ana require, that the company is 
otherwise duly qualified under the laws of the State to transact busi- 
ness therein, As often as once in three (3) years he shall personally 
or by his Deputy or Examiner visit each domestic insurance company 
and thoroughly inspect and examine its affairs, especially as to its 
financial condition and ability to fulfill its obligations and whether it 
has complied with the laws. He may also make an examination of any 
such company whenever he deems it prudent to do so, or upon the 
request of five (5) or more of the stockholders, creditors, or persons 
pecuniarily interested therein who shall make affidavit of their belief, 
with specifications of their reasons therefor, that the Company is in 
an unsound condition. Whenever the Commissioner deems it prudent 
for the protection of policy holders in this State, he shall in like man- 
ner visit and examine, or cause to be visited and examined by some 
competent person appointed by him for that purpose, any insurance 
company applying for admission or already admitted to do business 
in this State, and such company shall pay the proper charges incurred 
in this examination, including the expense of the Commissioner or 
his Deputy and the expenses and compensation of his assistants em- 
ployed therein, ‘he refusal of any insurer to submit to examination 
or the refusal or failure of an insurer to pay the expenses of examina- 
tion upon presentation of a bill therefor by the Commissioner, shall be 
grounds for the revocation or refusal of license. ‘The Commissioner is 
authorized to make public any such revocation or refusal of license as 
he may determine and to give his reasons therefor. The Commissioner 
shall promptly institute a civil action to recover the expenses of exam- 
ination against any insurer which refuses or fails to pay. For these 
purposes the Commissioner or his Deputy or person making the exam- 
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ination shall have free access to all books and papers relevant to 
such examination of such insurance company, including the relevant 
books and papers kept by any of its agents, or affiliated or subsidiary 
corporations or partnerships, and may summon, administer oaths to, 
and examine as witnesses, the directors, officers, agents, or trustees 
of any such company, agents, affiliated subsidiary or any other person 
in relation to matters relevant to such examination. ‘The Commissioner 
may in lieu of conducting an examination in person or hy deputy, ac- 
cept an examination conducted by the supervising official of insurance 
of its domiciliary State.” 


SECTION 2: Same—license fees.—'Ihat Section 39 of Article 1 
of said Act he, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out the 
word “or” immediately before the word “premiums” on the twelfth 
line of said Section and inserting in lieu the word “of” and by strik- 
ing out the words and figures “be one and one-half (142)” on the 
thirty-third line of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the words 
and figure “he one-half (1/2)”, so that said section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 

“Section 39: In addition to the annual license fees provided by 
sections 11 and 40 of this Article, the Commissioner shall require 
each foreign life insurance company of any class licensed by him not 
incorporated under the laws of the State of South Carolina, to pay 
as an additional and graded license fee an amount equal to two (2) 
per centum on the total premiums, that is, total premium income or. 
total premium receipts from the State, less any dividend or bonuses 
paid in cash or applied in abatement of premitims of such company as 
collected from citizens of or residents of this State during the time 
the company has done business in this State since making last such 
return, Such returns shall be made under oath by an executive officer 
of the company; PROVIDED, that if the executive officer of the 
company shall file with the commissioner a sworn statement showing 
that at least one-fourth of the reserve on all policies issued in South 
Carolina is invested in any or all of the following securities or prop- 
erty, to-wit: Notes or bonds of the State of South Carolina or of 
counties or municipalities of the State or of sub-divisions thereof; or 
first mortgage bonds of real estate in this State, or first mortgage bonds 
of solvent domestic or domesticated corporations whose improved 
property is situate entirely within this State and which are owned and 
controlled independently of foreign corporations and operated entirely 
within the State, or average daily balance on deposits in banks of this 
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State maintained continuously for six months next preceding date of 
such return; or any property situate within the State and returned 
for taxes therein, at the value at whicli it is returned, then, and in that 
case, the additional license fee on premiums collected during the time 
such investments have been actually made and maintained shall be one 
and three-fourths (1-34) per centum; under like conditions, if said 
investment be one-half (14) of said reserve, the additional license fee 
shall be one and one-half (1-14) per centum, under like conditions, if 
the investments shall be three-fourths (34) of said reserve, the addi- 
tional license fee shall be one and one-fourth (1-4) per centum, and 
if the entire reserve be so invested, under like conditions, the addi- 
tional license fee on said premium receipts shall be one (1) per cent. 
In addition to the annual license fee now provided by law, the Com- 
missioner shall require each foreign fire insurance company, each 
foreign accident and health, each foreign casualty or surety company, 
and all other companies of any class licensed by him not incorporated 
under the laws of the State of South Carolina not hereinbefore specif- 
ically mentioned to pay as an additional and graded license fee an 
amount equal to two (2) per cent on the total premiums, that is, total 
income or total receipts from the State, less return premiums on risks 
and less dividends paid or credited to policyholders in this State dur- 
ing the time the company has done business in this State since last 
such return, Such return shall be made under oath by an executive 
officer of the company; PROVIDED, that if the executive officer of 
the company shall file with the Commissioner a sworn statement 
showing that at least one-fourth (14) of the premium receipts on all 
risks in South Carolina is invested in the securities named in this sec- 
tion, then, and in that case, the additional license fee on premiums col- 
lected during the time such investments have been actually made and 
sustained one and three-fourths (1-34%) per centum; under like 
conditions, if said investments be one-half (14) of said premium re- 
ceipts, the additional license fee shall he one and one-half (14%) 
per centum, under like conditions, if the investments shall be three- 
fourths (384) of said premium receipts, the additional license fee shall 
be one and one-fourth (1-14%) per centum; if the entire premium 
receipts be so invested, under like conditions, the additional} license 
fee on said premium receipts shall be one (1%) per cent; PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that the one-half (14) of the said additional 
license fee collected under the terms ot this section is allotted to the 
several counties, respectively, in proportion to said premiums col- 
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lected in said counties, and the same is hereby appropriated to ordi- 
nary county purposes, and no additional license fee or county tax shall 
be levied on such companies. At the close of the annual period, or as 
soon thereafter as possible, the Commissioner shall furnish the State 
Treasurer a statement showing the amount of said premiums collected 
by each company in each of the several counties of the State, and the 
amount of additional license fees collected thereon; and the State 
Treasurer, upon a warrant from the Comptroller General, shall pay 
unto the county treasurer of each county one-half (14) of the addi- 
tional license fee collected as aforesaid on the said premiums collected 
by each insurance company in that county; PROVIDED, That noth- 
ing in this Act shall be construed as preventing any municipality from 
levying and collecting license fees or taxes in accordance with its 
ordinances, ‘Ihe return of said premium collections shall be made 
within sixty (60) days after the 31st day of December of each year, 
and, if the returns are not so made, the Commissioner may suspend 
the license of the company until such returns are made. The Attorney 
General shall bring suit in the name of the State to collect any un- 
paid portion of license fees provided herein. 


SECTION 3: Same—foreign insurance companies and certain 
foreign associations pay annual license fee—appoint agents— 
municipal license fees.—That said Act be, and the same is further, 
amended by adding a Section between Section 39 and Section 40 of 
Article I thereof, to be known as Section 39 (a), as follows, to-wit : 

“Section 39 (a). Every foreign insurance company of any class— 
fire, life, marine, surety, security, guarantee, hailstorm, live stock, 
accident, plate glass, and other like insurance companies—foreign land 
associations, foreign building and loan associations, foreign banking 
associations, and all other like classes of like business not incorporated 
under the laws of South Carolina, except national banks and except 
benevolent institutions organized under the grand lodge system, shall 
each, before transacting any business in this State, pay an annual li- 
cense fee of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars to the Insurance Com- 
missioner on or before the 31st day of March in each year, to be de- 
posited by him in the Treasury of the State. 

“The license issued by the Insurance Commissioner shall give to the 
company obtaining the same, power and authority to appoint any 
number of agents to take such risks or transact any business of insur- 
ance in each and every county of the State, and the same shall be so 
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granted as to expire on the 31st of March of each year. But the Insur- 
ance Commissioner must be notified of such appointment before such 
agent takes any risk or transacts any business, giving the post office 
address and residence of such agent.” 


SECTION 39-B: No municipality shall charge a ficense fee to fire 
insurance companies or their agents licensed by the insurance com- 
missioner in any uther manner than on a percentage of the premiums 
collected in such municipality, such license fee not to exceed two 
(2%) per cent of the premiums collected in such municipality; ex- 
cept in cities of fifty thousand (50,000) inhabitants or more, where 
not exceeding five (5%) per cent may be charged. 


SECTION 4: Same—policies on manufacturing risks—insurance 
on personalty.—That Section 56 of Article I of this Act be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out the words “issue policies 
without the itemized value fixed in such policy, Nothing in this Sec- 
tion shall be held to apply to insurance on chattel or personal prop- 
erty” on lines 20, 21, and 22 of said Section and inserting in lieu the 
following: “issue policies wholly exempt from the provisions of this 
Section”, and amend further by adding at the end of said Section 56 
the following: “Nothing in this Section shall be held to apply to insur- 
ance on chattel or personal property”, so that said Section 56 when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 56. No fire insurance company writing fire insurance 
policies, doing business in this State, shall issue polices for more than 
the value to be stated in the policy, the amount of the value of the 
property to be insured, and the amount of insurance to be fixed by in- 
surer and insured at or before the time of issuing said policies, and in 
case of total loss, by fire, the insured shall be entitled to recover the 
full amount of insurance, and in case of a partial loss, the insured shall 
be entitled to recover the actual amount of the loss, but in no event 
more than the amount of the insurance stated in the contract: PRO- 
VIDED, two (2) or more policies written upon the same property 
shall be deemed and held contributive insurance; and if the aggregate 
sum of all such insurance exceeds the insurable value of the property, 
as agreed by the insurer and the insured, in the event of total or partial 
loss, each company shall be liable for its pro rata share of said insur- 
ance; and PROVIDED, that insurers may, at the request of owners 
of property used principally for manufacturing purposes, including 
places of residences for occupancy by its employees, issue policies

wholly exempt from the provisions of this Section: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, that riders or endorsements may, in consideration of an 
adequate premium or premium deposit, be attached to policies insur- 
ing property indemnifying the insured for the difference between the 
actual value stated in the policy and the amount actually expended to 
repair, rebuild, or replace with new materials of like size, kind and 
quality, such insured property as has been damaged or destroyed by 
fire or other perils insured against. Nothing in this Section shall be 
held to apply to insurance on chattel or personal property.” 


SECTION 5: Same—unearned premium reserves.—That Section 
67 of Article 1 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
changing the period after the word “expiration” on line 7 thereof to 
a comma and inserting the following: “or except for premiums paid 
or credited for risk reinsured with other licensed assuming insurers 
licensed by the South Carolina Insurance Commissioner.” So that 
said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 67. Every insurance company other than life and real 
estate title insurance shall maintain unearned premium reserves equal 
to the unearned portions of the gross premium charged on unexpired 
or undetermined risks and policies. No deductions may be made from 
the gross premiums in force except for premiums returned on risks 
terminated or reduced before expiration, or except for premiums paid 
or credited for risk reinsured with other licensed assuming insurers. 
The Commissioner may accept the valuation made by the company 
upon such evidence of its correctness as the’ Commissioner may re- 
quire. If, in the opinion of the Commissioner, the above method does 
not produce an adequate reserve, he may require the company to cal- 
culate its unearned premium reserve upon the monthly pro rate frac- 
tional basis, or, if necessary, on each respective risk from the date of 
issuance of the policy, and in case of premiums covering indefinite 
terms he may prescribe special regulations.” 


SECTION 6: Same—loss reserves,—That Section 68 of Article I 
of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following: “There shall be deducted, in determining such 
liability for loss reserves, the amount of reinsurance recoverable by 
such company in respect to such claims from licensed assuming in- 
surers licensed by the South Carolina Insurance Commissioner”. So 
that said Section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 68. In any determination of financial condition of any 
such insurance company authorized to do business in this State, such

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company shall be charged, in addition to its unearned premium lia- 
bility as prescribed in Section 67 of this Article, with a liability for 
loss reserves in an amount reported to it which arose out of any con- 
tracts of insurance or reinsurance made equal to the aggregate of the 
estimated amounts payable on all outstanding claims by it, and in 
addition thereto, the total amount of which shall be sufficient, in the 
opinion of the Commissioner, to cover all known and all estimated loss 
liability and expenses of every kind and nature, said amount to be 
computed in conformity with the regulations issued by the Commis- 
sioner from time to time, but in no event less than the amount re- 
quired under the laws of the State where such company is organized. 
There shall be deducted, in determining such liability for loss re- 
serves, the amount of reinsurance recoverable by such company in 
respect to such claims from licensed assuming insurers”. 


SECTION 7: Same—agents write insurance for other agents 
and brokers—commission pay.—That Section 103, Article I, of 
said Act be, and the same is hereby amended by striking out the 
words “PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that such agent may pay to a 
licensed non-resident broker not exceeding fifty (50%) per centum 
of the regular commissions allowed upon the issuance of such poli- 
cies,” at the end thereof and inserting in lieu the following: “PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that agents licensed under the Insurance 
Laws of this State may write insurance at the request of other li- 
censed agents, brokers, or non-resident brokers and allow said li- 
censed agents, brokers, or non-resident brokers not exceeding one- 
half of the commissions which they receive on the business written,” 
so that said section when so amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 103, No licensed agent representing any company doing 
the business of insurance as defined herein, shall pay directly or indi- 
rectly, any commission, brokerage or other valuable consideration on 
account of any policy of insurance on any risk in this State, to any 
non-resident, or to any resident not duly licensed to act as agent for 
the type of instance involved, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that 
agents licensed under the Insurance Laws of this State may write in- 
surance at the request of other licensed agents, brokers, or non-resi- 
dent brokers and allow said licensed agents, brokers, or non-resident 
brokers not exceeding one-half of the commissions which they receive 
on the business written.” 


SECTION 8: Same—commissioner impound bond or securities 
on failure company pay judgment.—That Section 110 of Article 
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I of said Act, be, and the same is hereby amended by inserting after 
the word “Article” and before the period on the 9th line thereof the 
following: “or Section 2 of Article 8 of this Act”, so that said section 
when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 110, Jf any insurance company shall fail to pay any final 
judgment rendered against it within fifteen days after said judgment 
becomes final, upon written application of the holder of said judgment, 
the Commissioner shall give fifteen days’ written notice to the com- 
pany to pay said judgment and upon the company’s failure to so pay 
said judgment within said time, he shall revoke the license of such 
company to do business in this State and impound its bond or securi- 
ties required to be deposited under Section 33 of this Article or Sec- 
tion 2 of Article 8 of this Act. In the event the Commissioner revokes 
the license of such company as above provided, he shall take such 
steps as he may deem necessary for the protection of such company’s 
policyholders in South Carolina, PROVIDED, that any such judg- 
ment creditor shall have the right to proceed with the collection of his 
judgment out of such securities in the hands of said Commissioner, 
or the bond filed with him, as he may be advised.” 


SECTION 9: Same—persons fraternal benefit association pay 
death benefits —That Section 9 of Article 3 of said Act be, and the 
saine is hereby, amended by inserting after the word “blood” on line 
3 thereof the words “or marriage”, so that said Section, when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 9: The payment of death benefits shall be confined to 
wife, husband, relative by blood or marriage to the fourth degree, 
ascending or descending, stepfather, stepmother, stepchildren, chil- 
dren by legal adoption, or to a person or persons dependent upon the 
member; PROVIDED, that if, after the issuance of the original cer- 
tificate the member shall become a dependent upon the charity of an 
individual or of an institution, he shall have the privilege, with the 
consent of the association, to make such individual or institution his 
beneficiary. Within the above restrictions each member shall have the 
right to designate his beneficiary, and from time to time have the same 
changed in accordance with the laws, rules and regulations of the 
association, and no beneficiary shall have or obtain any vested in- 
terest in the said benefit until the same has become due and payable 
upon the death of said member; PROVIDED, that any association 
may, by its laws, limit the scope of beneficiaries within the above 
classes,” 
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SECTION 10: Same—requirements for certificate of authority 
by domestic mutual property insurer on assessment premium 
plan.—That Section 2 or Article 5 of said Act be, and the same is 
hereby, amended by striking out the word “liabilities” on the first line 
of Subdivision (c) thereof and inserting in lieu the words “premiums 
collected”, so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as fol- 
lows: 
“Section 2: (a) Have applications from at least three hundred (300) 
persons for insurance covering at least four hundred (400) non-ad- 
jacent properties, with insurance not to exceed Twelve Hundred and 
Fifty ($1,250.00) Dollars of insurance on each property ; and 

(b) Have collected from each applicant the proper premium at 
a rate then charged by stock company insurers, for a term of at least 
one (1) year; and 

(c) Have a surplus over all premiums collected, as at completion 
of issuance of the insurance contracts so applied for, amounting to 
at least two thousand five hundred ($2,500.00) dollars.” 


SECTION 11: Same—conversion or reinsurance of domestic mu- 
tual insurer.—That Section 25 or Article 5 of said Act be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by changing the period at the end of the 
third line thereof to a comma and adding the following: “except” ; 

AMEND FURTHER by changing the word “made” on the sec- 
ond line of Subdivision (c) thereof and inserting the word “make”; 

AMEND FURTHER by adding at the end of said Section the fol- 
lowing to be Subdivision (d) thereof, to wit: 


“(d) Any domestic mutual insurer, after having given notice once 
a week for six weeks of its intention to do so, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in each County in which such domestic mutual insurer does 
business, may, with the consent in writing of all of the policyholders, 
and members, and all of the officers, directors, and guarantors, ve- 
come a stock insurance company providing it also complies fully with 
the provisions pertaining to stock insurance companies under the 
provisions of this Act,” so that said Section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 

“Section 25: Conversion or Reinsurance: (a) No Domestic Mu- 
tual Insurer shall hereafter be converted, changed, or reorganized as 
a stock corporation, except: 


“(b) Such an insurer may be wholly reinsured in and its assets 
transferred to and its liabilities assumed by another mutual or stock 
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inserer under such terms and conditions as are approved by the Com- 
missioner in advance of such reinsurance. 

“(c) The Commissioner shall not approve any such reinsurance 
agreement which dves not determine the amount of and make ade- 
quate provision for paying to policyholders of such mutual insured, 
reasonab'e compensation for their equities as owners of such insurer, 
such compensation to be apportioned to policyholders as identified 
and in the manner prescribed in Section 26 of this Article. 

“(d) Any domestic mutual insurer, after having given notice once 
a week for six weeks of its intention to do so, in a newspaper pub- 
lished in each County in which such domestic mutual insurer does 
business, may, with the consent in writing of all of the policyholders, 
and members, and all of the officers, directors, and guarantors, be- 
come a stock insurance company providing it also complies fully with 
the provisions pertaining to stock insurance companies under the pro- 
visions of this Act.” ¢ 


SECTION 12: Same—liability of surety bond or bonds filed by 
surety company.—That Section 2 of Article 8 of said Act be, and 
the same is hereby, amended by inserting after the period on Line 
10 thereof the following: 


“Such bond or securities shall be conditioned to pay any final 
judgment entered up against any such company in any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction in this State to pay any loss or liability arising 
during the term of said bond and any judgment obtained shall be a 
lien upon such bond or securities”; so that said Section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 2. Companies, now, or hereafter doing business in this 
State, who offer or undertake to become surety upon any bond or 
other surety contract, shall, before heing accepted as surety thereon, 
file with the commissioner surety bond in the amount of fifty thousand 
($50,000.00) dollars, approved by the attorney general or deposit 
with the commissioner of this State, bonds of the United States or of 
any state of the said United States, in the market value of fifty thou- 
sand ($50,000.00) dollars, which bonds shall be receipted for by 
the said commissioner and held by him. Such bond or securities shall 
be conditioned to pay any final judgment entered up against any 
such company in any court of competent jurisdiction in this State, 
to pay any loss or liability arising during the term of said bond and 
any judgment obtained shall be a lien upon such bond or securities. 
Whenever such company ceases to do business in this State, and has 
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settled up all claims against it, as provided in this article, and has 
been released from all bonds upon which they have been taken as sure- 
ties said bonds shall be delivered up to the proper party on presen- 
tation of the commissioner’s receipts for said bonds. While said bonds 
are so deposited with the commissioner, the owner of the same shall 
be entitled to collect the interest on the same. For the bonds so de- 
posited, the faith of the State is pledged that they shall-be returned 
to the party entitled to receive the same.” 


SECTION 18: Same—policy exception void if section not com- 
plied with—That Section 2 of Article 9 of said Act, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by adding at the end thereof the following: 

“In case of failure to comply with the provisions of this section, 
such exception shall be null and void”; so that said section when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“Section 2. Specifications as to Form of‘Policy—No such pol- 
icy which purports to insure only one person shall be delivered or 
issued for delivery in this State (1) unless the entire money and 
other considerations therefor are expressed in the policy; nor (2) 
unless the time at which the insurance thereunder takes effect and 
terminates is stated in a portion of the policy preceding its execution 
by the insurer; nor (3) Unless every printed portion thereof and of 
any endorsements or attached papers shall be plainly printed in type 
of which the face shall not be smaller than ten (10) point; nor (4) 
unless a brief description thereof he printed on its first page, and on 
its filing back in type of which the face shall not be smaller than four- 
teen (14) point; nor (5) unless the exceptions of the policy be print- 
ed with the same prominence as the benefits to which they apply; 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that any portion of such policy which 
purports, by reason of the circumstances under which a loss is in- 
curred to reduce any indemnity promised therein to an amount less 
than that provided for the same loss occurring under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, shall be printed in bold-face type and with greater 
prominence than any other portion of the text of the policy. In case 
of failure to comply with the provisions of this section, such exception 
shall be null and void”. 


SECTION 14: Same—license of fire, marine and inland marine 
rating organization—term—amount.—That subdivision (a) of Sec- 
tion 6 of Article 10 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking out the following on lines 23, 24, and 25 thereof, to-wit: 
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“section shall remain in effect for three (3) years unless sooner 
suspended or revoked by the commissioner. The fee for said license 
shall be twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars;” and insert in lieu the fol- 
lowing: 

“section shall remain in effect for one (1) year from April 1 un- 
less sooner suspended or revoked by the commissioner. The fee for 
said license shall be one hundred ($100.00) dollars;” so that said 
subdivision (a) of said section, when so amended, shall read as 
follows: 

“(a) A corporation, an unincorporated association, a partnership 
or an individual, whether located within or outside this State, may 
make application to the commissioner for license as a rating organ- 
ization for such kinds of insurance or subdivision or class of risk or 
a part or combination thereof as are specified in its application and 
shall file therewith (1) a copy of its constitution, its articles of agree- 
ment or association or its certificate of incorporation, and of its by- 
laws, rules and regulations governing the conduct of its business, 
(2) a list of its members and subscribers, (3) the mame and ad- 
dress of a resident of this State upon whom notices or orders of the 
commissioner or process affecting such rating organization may be 
served, and (4) a statement of its qualifications as a rating organiza- 
tion. If the commissioner finds that the applicant is competent, trust- 
worthy and otherwise qualified to act as a rating organization and 
that its constitution, articles of agreement or association or certificate 
of incorporation, and its by-laws, rules and regulations governing the 
conduct of its business conform to the requirements of law, he shall 
issue a license specifying the kinds of insurance, or subdivision or 
class of risk or part or combination thereof for which the applicant 
is authorized to act as a rating organization. Every such applica- 
tion shall be granted or denied in whole or in part by the commis- 
sioner within sixty (60) days of the date of its filing with him. Li- 
censes issued pursuant to this section shall remain in effect for one 
(1) year from April 1 unless sooner suspended or revoked by the 
commissioner, The fee for said license shall be one hundred ($100.00) 
dollars, Licenses issued pursuant to this section may be suspended 
or revoked by the commissioner, after hearing upon notice, in the 
event the rating organization ceases to meet the requirements of this 
subsection. Every rating organization shall notify the commissioner 
promptly of every change in (1) its constitution, its articles of agree- 
ment or association, or its certificate of incorporation, and its by- 
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laws, rules and regulations governing the conduct of its business, 
(2) its lists of members and subscribers and (3) the name and ad- 
dress of the resident of this State designated by it upon whom notices 
or orders of the commissioner or process affecting such rating or- 
ganization may he served.” 


SECTION 15: Same—license of casualty and surety rating or- 
ganization—term—amount.—That Subdivision (a) of Section 6 of 
Article 11 of said Act be, and the same is hereby, amended by strik- 
ing out the words: “Licenses issued pursuant to this Section shall 
remain in effect for three (3) years unless sooner suspended or re- 
voked by the Commissioner. The fee for said license shall he Twenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars” on lines 22, 23 and 24 thereof, and inserting 
in lieu the following: “Tyicenses issued pursuant to this Section shall 
remain in effect for one (1) year from April 1 unless sooner sus- 
pended or revoked by the Commissioner. The fee for said license 
shall be One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars”, so that said Subdivision 
(a), when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“(a)-A corporation, an unincorporated association, a partnership 
or an individual, whether located within or outside this State, may 
make application to the Commissioner for license as a rating or- 
ganization for such kinds of insurance or subdivisions thereof as are 
specified in its application and shall file therewith one (1) copy of 
its constitution, its articles of agreement or association or its cer- 
tificate of incorporation, and of its by-laws, rules and regulations 
governing the conduct of its business, (2) a list of its members and 
subscribers, (3) the name and address of a resident of this State 
upon whom notices or orders of the Commissioner or process af- 
fecting such rating organization may be served and (4) a statement 
of its qualifications as a rating organization. If the Commissioner finds 
that the applicant is competent, trustworthy and otherwise qualified 
to act as a rating organization and that its constitution, articles or 
agreement or association or certificate of incorporation, and its by- 
laws, rules and regulations governing the conduct of its business 
conform to the requirements of law, he shall issue a license specify- 
ing the kinds of insurance or subdivisions thereof for which the ap- 
plicant is authorized to act as a rating organization. Every such ap- 
plication shall be granted or denied in whole or in part by the Com- 
missioner within sixty (60) days of the date of its filing with him. 
Ticenses issued pursuant to this Section shall remain in effect for 
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one (1) year from Aprii 1 unless sooner suspended or revoked by 
the Commissioner. The fee for said license shall be One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars. Licenses issued pursuant to this Section may 
be suspended or revoked by the Commissioner, after hearing upon 
notice, in the event the rating organization ceases to meet the re- 
quirements of this subsection. Every rating organization shall notify 
the Commissioner promptly of every change in (1) its constitution, 
its articles of agreement or association or its certificate of incorpora- 
tion, and its by-laws, rules and regulations governing the conduct 
of its business, (2) its list of members and subscribers and (3) the 
name and address of the resident of this State designated by it upon 
whom notices or orders of the Commissioner or process affecting 
such rating organization may be served.” 


SEOTION 16: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 17: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT Providing That The State Of South Carolina May En- 
ter Into A Compact With Any Of The United States For Mutual’ 
Helpfulness In Relation To Persons Convicted Of Orime Or Of- 
fenses Who May Be On Probation Or Parole. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: State contract with other States for mutual help- 
fulness in relation to persons convicted of offenses who are on 
probation or parole—terms.—The Governor of this State is hereby 
authorized and directed to execute a compact on behalf of the State 
of South Carolina with any of the United States legally joining there- 
in in the form substantially as follows: 


A COMPACT 


Entered into by and among the contracting states, signatories hereto, 
with the consent of the Congress of the United States of America, 
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granted by an Act entitled “An Act granting the consent of Congress 
to any two or more states to enter into agreements or compacts for 
cooperative effort and mutual assistance in the prevention of crime 
and for other purposes”. The contracting states solemnly agree: 

. (1) That it shall be competent for the duly constituted judicial 
and administrative authorities of a state party to this compact (herein 
called “sending state’), to permit any person convicted of an offense 
within such state and placed on probation or released on parole to 
reside in any other state party to this compact (herein called “re- 
ceiving state”), while on probation or parole, if 

(a) Such person is in fact a resident of or has his family residing 
within the receiving state and can obtain employment there; 

(b) Though not a resident of the receiving state and not having his 
family residing there, the receiving state consents to such person 
being sent there. 

Before granting such permission, opportunity shall be granted to the 
receiving state to investigate the home and prospective employment of 
such person. 

A resident of the receiving state, within the meaning of this Section, 
is one who has been an actual inhabitant of such state continuously 
for more than one year prior to his coming to the sending state and 
has not resided within the sending state more than six continuous 
months immdeiately preceding the commission of the offense for 
which he has heen convicted. 

(2) That each receiving state will assume the duties of visitation 
of and supervision over probationers or parolees of any sending 
state and in the exercise of those duties will be governed by the 
same standards that prevail for its own probationers and parolees, 
(3) That duly accredited officers of a sending state may at all 
times enter a receiving state and there apprehend and retake any 
person on probation or parole. For that purpose no formalities will 
be required other than establishing the authority of the officer and 
the identity of the person to be retaken. All legal requirements to ob- 
tain extradition of fugitives from justice are hereby expressly waived 
on the part of states party hereto, as to such persons, The decision 
of the sending state to retake a person on probation or parole shall 
be conclusive upon and not reviewable within the receiving state; 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That if at the time when a state seeks 
to retake a probationer or parolee there should be pending against 
him within the receiving state any criminal charge, or he sould be 
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suspected of having committed within such state a criminal offense, 
he shall not be retaken without the consent of the receiving state 
until discharged from prosecution or from imprisonment for such 
offense, 


(4) That the duly accredited officers of the sending state will be 
permitted to transport prisoners being retaken through any and all 
states parties to this compact, without interference. 


(5) ‘That the Governor of each state may designate an officer who, 
acting jointly with like officers of other contracting states, if and 
when appointed, shall promulgate such rules and regulations as may 
be deemed necessary to more effectively carry out the terms of this 
compact, 


(6) ‘That this compact shall become operative immediately upon 
its execution by any state as between it and any other state or 
states so executing. When executed is shall have the full force and 
effect of law within such state, the form of execution to be in ac- 
crodance with the laws of the executing state. i 


(7) That this compact shall continue in force and remain binding 
upon such executing state until renounced by it. The duties and 
obligations hereunder of a renouncing state shall continue as to 
parolees or probationers residing therein at the time of withdrawal 
until retaken or finally discharged by the sending state. Renunciation 
of this compact shall be by the same authority which executed it, 
by sending six months’ notice in writing of its intention to withdraw 
from the compact to the other states party hereto. 


SECTION 2: Invalidity.—If any Section, sentence, subdivision 
or clause of this Act is for any reason held invalid or to be unconsti- 
tutional, such decision shall not affect the validity of the remaining 
portion of this Act. 


SECTION 3: Time effective—Whereas, an emergency exist for 
the immediate taking effect of this Act, the same shall hecome ef- 
fective immediately upon its passage. 


SECTION 4: Uniform Act for Out-of-State Parolee Supervision, 
—This Act may be cited as the Uniform Act for Out-of-State Parolee 
Supervision, 

SECTION 5: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 6: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

1 to-wit: “PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the provisions of this 
Act shall not apply to any machines vending food products,” so that 
said sub-section (a) of Section 1 when so amended shall read as 
follows: 


“Section 1.—(a) That every person, firm or corporation owning, 
operating or maintaining any place of business, or other place, where- 
in or in connection with which, is operated or located any machine 
for the playing of music, games or amusements, operated hy a slot 
wherein is deposited any coin or thing of value or any machine in 
which is kept any article to be purchased by depositing any coin or 
thing of value, or any coin operated non-payout Pin Tables with 
free play feature shall apply for and procure from the South Carolina 
Tax Commission a license for the privilege of operating any and 
every such machine and shall pay for such license a tax of Fifteen 
($15.00) dollars per machine; PROVIDED, that the tax on ma- 
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chines vending any article to be purchased therefrom shall be Ten 
($10.00) dollars per machine; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the 
provisions of this Act shall not apply to any machine requiring a de- 
posit of less than five (5¢) cents nor to any machine dispensing 
hygienic or sanitary articles where such machine is located in a rest 
room on the premises of, and is operated or maintained by any person, 
firm or corporation for the convenience of the employees of such

AN ACT Providing For The Disposition Of Property Where 
There Is No Sufficient Evidence That Persons Have Died Other- 
wise Than Simultaneously, And To Make Uniform The Law With 
Reference Thereto. 


BE IT MNACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Disposition of property where persons died simul- 
taneously.—\Vhere the title to property or the devolution there- 
of depends upon priority of death and there is no sufficient evidence 
that the persons have died otherwise than simultaneously, the prop- 
erty of each person shall be disposed of as if he had survived, except 
as provided otherwise in this Act. 
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SECTION 2: Disposition of property where beneficiaries des- 
ignated to take successively by survivorship under another's dis- 
position of property died simultaneously—Where two or more 
beneficiaries ure designated to take successively by reason of sur- 
vivorship under another person’s disposition of property and there 
is no sufficient evidence that these beneficiaries have died otherwise - 
than simultaneously the property thus disposed of shall be divided 
into as many equal portions as there are successive beneficiaries and 
these portions shall be distributed respectively to those who, would 
have taken in the event that each designated beneficiary had sur- 
vived. 


SECTION 3; Distribution of property of joint tenants or ten- 
ants by the entirety where such tenants died simultaneously.— 
Where there is no sufficient evidence that two joint tenants or ten- 
ants by the entirety have died otherwise than simultaneously the 
property so held shall be distributed one-half as if one had survived 
and one-half as if the other had survived. If there are more than 
two joint tenants and all of them have so died the property thus dis- 
tributed shall be in the proportion that one bears to the whole num- 
ber of joint tenants. 


SECTION 4: Distribution of insurance proceeds where insured 
and beneficiary in life or accident insurance policy died simul- 
taneously—Where the insured and the beneficiary in a policy of 
life or accident insurance have died and there is no sufficient evi- 
dence that they have died otherwise than simultaneously the pro- 
ceeds of the policy shall be distributed as if the insured had sur- 
vived the beneficiary. 


SECTION 5: Persons applicable—This Act shall not apply to 
the distribution of the property of a person who has died before it 
takes effect. 


SECTION 6: Not applicable to certain instruments providing 
for other disposition—This Act shall not apply in the case of wills, 
living trusts, deeds, or contracts of insurance wherein provision has 
been made for distribution of property different from the provisions 
of this Act. 


SECTION 7: Interpretation —This Act shall be so construed and 
interpreted as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the 
law in those states which enact it. 
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SECTION 8: Uniform Simultaneous Death Act-—This Act may 
be cited as the Uniform Simultaneous Death Act.

Make It Unlawful For Any Person To See Another Dynamite 
Fish And Fail To Report The Same To The Game Warden Or 
Some Other Peace Officer Within The County Within Two Weeks 
After Use Of Dynamite; To Exempt Witnesses Or Informers From 
Criminal Prosecution Or Civil Liability In Connection Therewith, 
And To Further Provide Penalties And Punishment For Viola- 
tions Thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Felony dynamite fish, or aid in same, or possess 
dynamite in boat commonly used for fresh water fishing—pen- 
alties—That from and after.the passage of this Act, it shall be un- 
lawful for any person to dynamite fish, cause or procure the 
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same to be done, to aid, assist or abet anyone in dynamiting fish, or 
to have in his possession dynamite in any paddling boat, or motor 
boat commonly used for fresh water fishing in any of the rivers, lakes, 
streams or waters within this State. Any person found picking up 
fish within two hours after they have been dynamited it shall be 
prima facie evidence that he or she used dynamite to take fish from 
said waters. 


Any person dynamiting fish, or having in his possession dynamite 
in a paddling boat or motor boat commonly used for fresh water 
fishing in any of the rivers, lakes, streams and waters shall be guilty 
of a felony and upon conviction shall be sentenced to serve a term 
at hard labor on the chaingang or the penitentiary, as follows, to- 
wit: 

For the first offense, a period of one year; for a second offense, 
a period of two years; for a third offense, a period of three years: 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, That it shall be mandatory on the Pre- 
siding Judge to impose the sentences above mentioned, and the Proba- 
tion and Parole Act shall not apply to dynamiting fish or having 
dynamite in possession as prohibited in this Act. 


SECTION 2: Persons convicted of dynamiting fish not hunt or 
fish: for 6 years and forfeit hunting and fishing licenses—pen- 
alties—Any person convicted for dynamiting fish shall be prohib-

Acts of the General Assembly, 1944, as amended by Act No. 261 
of the Acts of the General Assembly, 1947, establishing further rates 
of contributions for employers with favorable experience records, 
he, and the same is hereby amended by striking out all of said Section 
7035-87 (c) (3) (IT) and inserting in lieu thereof the following : 
“7035-87 (c) (3) (If)—léach employer’s rate for the twelve 
months commencing January | of any calendar year shall be deter- 
mined on the basis of his record up to July 1 of the preceding calen- 
dar year. If, on July 1 of the preceding calendar year, the total of 
all his contributions paid on his own behalf for all past periods exceed

AN ACT To Regulate The Manufacture, Renovation, Altera- 
tion, Sterilization, Sanitation, Sale, Etc., Of All Bedding; To Pro- 
vide For The Labeling And Inspection Of Same And To Provide 
A Penalty For The Violation Of The Provisions Hereof. 


BE 1 KNACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


- BECTION 1: Definitions—The term “bedding” as used in this 
Act shall be construed to mean any mattress, upholstered spring, 
comforter, pad, cushion or pillow designed and made for use in sleep- 
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ing or reclining. The word “person” as used in this article shall be 
construed to import the plural and the singular, as the case demands, 
and shall include individuals, corporations, partnerships, joint-stock 
companies, societies, and associations. 


BEOTION 2: Liability of principals and agents.—Whien constru- 
ing and enforcing the provisions of this article, the act, omission, or 
failure of anv officer, agent, or other person acting for or employed 
by any individual, corporation, partnership, joint-stock company, so- 
ciety, or association, within the scope of his employment or office, 
shall in every case he also deemed the act, omission or failure of such 
individual, corporation, partnership, joint-stock company, society, or 
assoriation 1s well as that of the person. 


SECTION 3: Material not use in bedding for sale—No person 
shall, in the making or remaking of any article of bedding as herein 
defined, for sale within the State of South Carolina, use any material 
of any kind that has been used by or about any person having an 
infectious or contagious disease or has formed a part of any article 
of hedding which has been so used, or use in said manufacture any 
material known in the cotton waste trade as cotton mill sweeps or 
“shoddy” and consisting in whole or part of old or worn clothing, car- 
pets, or other fabric or material previously used, or use in said man- 
ufacture any other fabric or material from which shoddy is constructed 
unless washed or sterilized by a process approved by the State Board 
of Health. The word “shoddy” shall mean any material which has 
been spun into yarn knit or woven into fabric and subsequently cut 
up, torn up, broken up, or ground up. 


SECTION 4: Not sell bedding used by or about person having 
infectious or contagious disease.—No person shall sell, offer for 
sale, deliver, or consign for sale, or have in his possession with intent 
to sell, deliver, or consign for sale, barter, trade, rent, lease, or give 
away in connection with a sale, any article of bedding that has heen 
used by or about any person having an infectious or contagious dis- 
ease. 


SECTION 6: Sterilize and disinfect material use remake or 
renovate bedding—sale of used bedding—label bedding to be 
sterilized, stored or renovated.—No person shall remake or reno- 
vate any article of hedding unless all the material to be used in said 
remade or renovated bedding shall first be thoroughly sterilized and 
disinfected by a process approved by the State Board of Health. No 
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person shall sell, offer for sale, deliver, consign for sale, or have in 
his possession with intent to sell, deliver, or consign for sale, barter, 
trade, rent, lease, or give away in connection with a sale, any article 
of bedding which has been previously used, unless the said article of 
bedding shall first be thoroughly sterilized and disinfected by a pro- 
cess approved by the State Board of Health. Any person who re- 
ceives bedding for renovation, sterilization, or storage shall keep at- 
tached thereto, from.the time received, a tag on which is legibly 
written the date of receipt and the name and address of the owner, 


SECTION 6: Sale of bedding—label bedding—individual bed- 
ding.—No person shall sell, offer for sale, consign for sale, or have 
in his possession with intent to sell, offer for sale, or consign for 
sale, barter, trade, rent, lease, or give away in connection with a 
sale, any article of bedding as herein designated, unless the same be 
labeled or tagged as follows: upon each of such articles of bedding 
there shall be securely sewed upon the outside thereof a cloth or 
cloth-back tag as hereinafter provided and approved by the State 
Board of health and to which is affixed the adhesive stamp provided 
for in this Section, such stamp to be so affixed as not to interfere 
with the wording on the tag, upon which shall be legibly written or 
printed, in the English language, a description of the material used 
as the filling of such article of bedding; if any and all the material 
used as the filling of such article of bedding shall not have been pre- 
viously used, the words “Manufactured of new material” shall ap- 
pear upon said tag, together with the name and address of the maker 
or vendor thereof. 

It shall be unlawful to use in the said statement concerning any 
mattress the word “felt” or words of like import, if there has been 
used in filling said mattress any materials which are not felted and 
filled in layers. 

If any of the material used in the making or remaking of such 
article of bedding shall have been previously used, (and when ster- 
ilized in conformity with Section 3) the words “Manufactured of 
previously used material” or “Remade of previously used material”, 
as the case may be, shall appear upon said tag, together with the 
name and address of the maker or vendor thereof, and also a de- 
scription of the material used in the filling of such article of bedding. 
The tag required under this Section must be approved by the State 
Board of Health and shall not prohibit the statement that the article 
of bedding is made in compliance with an act or acts of other states. 
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The words “Manufactured of new material”, or “Manufactured of 
previously used material”, or “Remade of previously used material”, 
together with the description of the material used as the filling of 
an article of bedding, shall be in letters not less than one-eighth 
(1/8) of an inch in height. 

In the case of all articles of bedding, the sewing of any edge of 
the tag securely into an outside seam of the article before material 
used for filling has been placed inside the ticking or cover shall be 
deemed a compliance with that portion of the Act requiring that the 
tag be “securely sewed” upon the article. 

No term of description likely to mislead shall be used on any tag 
required by this article in the description of the materials used in 
the filling of any article of bedding. This article shall not be con- 
strued to prevent a person from making or having made any bedding 
out of materials furnished by said person for his or her own use, 
provided said lahel is attached. 


SECTION 7: Defacement or alteration of label or tag on bed- 
ding.—Any person other than a purchaser for his own use who shall 
remove, deface, alter, or shall cause to be removed, defaced, or al- 
_ tered any label or tag upon any article of bedding so labeled or tagged 
under the provisions of this article shall be guilty of a violation 
thereof, 


SECTION 8: State board of health supervise and inspect manu- 
facture or sale of bedding—prosecute violations—material in- 
voices,—Lvery place where articles of bedding are made, remade, 
or renovated, or held for sale, consignment, or delivery, or ma- 
terial which is to be used in the manufacturing of bedding, shall 
be subject to supervision and inspection by the State Board of Health, 
whose duty it shall be to supervise and inspect the manufacturer and 
sale of articles of bedding as defined in this article. Should said 
Board of Health find articles of bedding being made, remade, or 
renovated, or held for sale, consignment, or delivery, or material 
which is to be used in the manufacturing of bedding, in other than 
sanitary conditions, then said Board of Health shall give the person 
‘responsible for this insanitary condition a definite length of time 
within the discretion of said Board of Health, said time, however, not 
to exceed sixty (60) days, in which to remedy the said insanitary 
condition or conditions, and in the event of failure to do so on the 
part of the person responsible therefor, the said failure shall become 
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a violation of this article. Said State Board of Health shall have the 
power to prosecute all violations of this Act. Should said State Board 
of Health have reason to believe that any person is violating or has 
violated any provisions of this Act, it shall he the duty of said State 
Board of Health to prosecute such person therefor. 


Any officer of the State Board of Health may order off sale, and 
so tag, any bedding which is not made and tagged as required by 
this Act or which is tagged with a tag containing a statement false 
or misleading, and such bedding shall not be sold until such defect 
is remedied and an officer of the State Board of Health has re- 
inspected same and removed the “off sale” tag. 


Any person supplying material to a bedding manufacturer shall 
furnish therewith an itemized invoice of all material so furnished. 
Each material entering into willowed or other mixtures shall be shown 
on such invoice, The bedding manufacturer shall keep such invoice 
on file for one year subject to inspection by any officer of the State 
Board of Health. 

Any officer of the State Board of Health may determine the fitness 
of any second-hand or damaged article of bedding for sale, or sterili- 
zation and sale, or any materials intended to be used in manufacturing 
of any article or articles of bedding. The officer of the State Board of 
Health may condemn and seize any article of bedding or any filling 
material found to be in violation of this Act. The tag to he affixed 
to any article of condemned bedding or material shall he approved 
and provided by the State Board of Health. The failure of any 
person to produce upon demand of any officer of the State Board 
of Health any article that has been condemned and ordered held is 
a violation of this Act. 


SECTION 9: Powers of officers inspecting bedding.—If and 
when any officer of the State Board of Health has reason to helieve 
that any article of bedding sold, ordered for sale, delivered, con- 
signed, or possessed with intent to sell, offer for sale, deliver, or 
consign, is not correctly labeled as to contents the said officer shall 
be empowered to open such article of bedding to examine the ma- 
terial used in filling the same; and if said officer after examina- - 
tion of the inaterial used as filling is unable to determine definite- 
ly whether the material used as filling is new or has been previous- 
ly used, or whether the material used in filling such article of bed- 
ding is of the kind it is stated to be on the label, or in the case of 
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feather pillows, whether the feathers used in filling same have been 
sterilized or not, the said officer shall have power to seize and hold 
the article as evidence and examine the purchase invoice or invoices 
of such material and such other records of the business as are nec- 
essary to determine definitely the kind and character of the material 
used in such articles of bedding. 


SECTION 10: Enforcement.—Any person who has reason to be- 
lieve that this article has been or is being violated may present the 
facts to the sheriff of said county wherein such violation occurs, and 
it shall thereupon be the duty of said sheriff to investigate the said 
violation and to institute a prosecution if he finds reasonable cause 
to believe tliat there has been such violation, Any individual may 
institute proceedings to enforce this article and punish any violation 
thereof in the county where such violation occurs. 


SECTION 11: Violations—penalties—Any person who shall fail 
to comply with any of the provisions of this article shall be guilty of 
a violation thereof. The unit for separate and distinct offense in 
violation of this article shall he each and every article of bedding 
made, remade, sold, offered for sale, delivered, consigned, or pos- 
sessed with an intent to sell, offer for sale, deliver or consign, con- 
trary to the provisions hereof. 

Any person who violates any provision of this article shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
be fined not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or im- 
prisoned for not more than thirty (30) days. 


SECTION 12: Exemptions—regulations.—The provisions of this 
article shall not apply in cases where a mattress or mattresses are 
being remodeled or renovated by the owner. The State Board of 
Health is hereby authorized and empowered to make such regula- 
tions as may be found necessary for carrying out the provisions of 
this Act, and to amend or repeal such regulations. 


BECTION 13; Tax commission provide and sell stamps—pay 
funds into state treasury.—The South Carolina Tax Commission 
is hereby authorized and directed to contract for the printing of 
stamps required by this Act and shall, upon the application of any 
person, firm or corporation, furnish the said stamps fashioned and 
formed in accordance with the provisions hereof, in lots not less than

And To Authorize Relief From Such Taxes On Areas Hereafter 
Annexed To The City Of Greenville, South Carolina, 


BE IT HNACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Areas annexed to Greenville relieved from garbage 
disposal tax levies.—That since Area 8GD (Augusta Road Water 
and Sewer Sub-district in City School District), Area 8G (in the city 
district but outside of the water and sewer sub-district), Area 8GB2 
(about one block in City school district and in Parker Water and 
Sewer Sub-district) which areas were annexed to the City of Green- 
ville, S. C., on December 1, 1947, and also Area 71C (in Northgate 
Water and Sewer Sub-district) was annexed to the City of Green- 
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ville, S. C., on December 30, 1947, and all of said areas are subject 
to the one and one-half (1%) mills special garbage collection and 
disposal tax; (as authorized by Act No, 488, approved March 20, 
1944, Act No. 184, approved March 3, 1945) ; and further, all of said 
areas are subject to an additional garbage disposal tax (twenty-three 
(23) mills in 1947) except the area designated 8GD (as authorized 
by Act No. 727, approved March 28, 1946) ; and since the City of 
Greenville is now providing garbage disposal and other sanitation 
services to said areas, the said areas should be and are hereby re- 
lieved of the tax levied or authorized under said legislative Acts from 
and after December 31, 1947; PROVIDED, THAT, as to the Nort- 
gate Area (71C), this relicf from the named taxes shall be effective 
if the pending litigation, questioning the annexation of said area, to 
the City of Greenville, S. C., is terminated favorable to such annexa- 
tion; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that if such proceedings are not 
so terminated before the County Auditor makes up levies for the 
calendar year 1948, the county shall also pay to the city the funds 
collected from said garbage disposal levies in tax district 71C for 
the year 1948; and PROVIDED, FURTHER, that should the an-, 
nexation of District 71C be held invalid then the City of Greenville 
will be reimbursed pro rata from said special levy funds for the 
period it handled garbage collection and disposal in said area.

Greenville, at the close of the County fiscal year, June 30, 1948, or as 
soon thereafter .as practicable seven-twelfths (7/12) of said taxes 
collected from the Augusta Road Area, embracing 8GD, 8G and 
8GB2, and one-half (14) of said taxes collected from the Northgate 
Area 71C for use by the City for the collection and disposal of gar- 
bage within the areas from which said taxes were collected. 


SECTION 3: Relieve areas hereafter annexed to Greenville 
from such taxes—disposition of taxes collected—That in the 
event other areas adjacent to the City of Greenville are herein- 
after annexed to the City then such area or areas shall, as of the 
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date of annexation, be relieved of the special garbage tax levied 
by authority of Act No. 488, passed by the 1944 General Assem- 
bly, Act No. 184, passed by the 1945 General Assembly and Act 
No. 727, passed by the 1946 General Assembly and any tax levied 
and collected by the county under authority of said Acts shall be 
pro rated on the county’s fiscal year basis and all such sums col- 
lected by the County for the purpose of providing garbage serv- 
ice for any period subsequent to the date of annexation shall be 
paid to the City of Greenville by the authorities of the county hav- 
ing the custody and control of such funds, for use by the City in 
providing collection and disposal of garbage in the area or areas from 
which said tax was collected. 


SECTION 4: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 5: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

1942 Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, Relating To The Licensing 
Of Trackless Trolley Cars By The State Highway Department 
Over The Streets Of The City Of Greenville And Certain Public 
Roads Connected Therewith, So As To Furthe, Extend The Limits 
Within Which Said Trackless Trolley Cars May Be Operated In 
The County Of Greenville. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 6925-1, 1942 Code, amended—limits within which 
trackless trolley cars licensed by state highway department may 
operate extended.—That Subsection 1 of Section 5925-1, of the 1942 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking from the fourth line the word “and”, and inserting in 
line five, following the word “district”, the words, “the Welcome 
School District, the Laurel Creek School District, the Paris Moun- 
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tain School District, the Chick Springs School District, the Mauldin 
School District, the Kast Gantt School District, the West Gantt 
School District, the Westville School District and the White Oak 
School District”; so that said Subsection (1), of Section 5925-1, 
as amended, shall read as follows: 


“(1). The State Highway Department is hereby authorized to li- 
cense the operation ‘of trackless trolley cars over the streets of the 
City of Greenville and public roads of the State connected therewith, 
lying wholly within the Greenville City School District, the Parker 
School District, the Welcome School District, the Laurel Creek School 
District, the Paris Mountain School District, the Chick Springs 
School District, the Mauldin School District, the East Gantt School 
District, the West Gantt School District, the Westville School Dis- 
trict, and the White Oak School District of Greenville County ; PRO-

AN ACT To Amend Act 157 Of The Acts Of The General As- 
sembly Of South Carolina, 1945, Establishing The Retirement Sys- 
tem, As Amended, By Further Providing For Membership With 
Prior Service Credits In, And Withdrawal From The Retirement 
System, Extending The Time To Become Employers Under Said 
Act And Requiring Payroll Reports And Remittances. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Act 167 of 1945 amended—South Carolina retire- 
ment system—membership—prior service credit—benefits for 
certain school teachers having taught 35 years—withdrawals— 
employers—payroll reports and remittances——That Act 157 of 
the Acts of the General Assembly for the year 1945 as amended by 
Acts of the General Assembly in the years 1946 and 1947, the same 
establishing a Retirement System for public employees and teachers 
be and the same hereby is amended as follows: 

“(A) Strike out all of Sub-section (2) of Section 3 and insert in 
lieu thereof the following which shall be Sub-section (2) of Section 
3 to-wit :. 

‘(2) All persons who are teachers or state employees on the date 
of the approval of this Act, except those specifically excluded under 
paragraph (5) of this section shall become members as of that date 
unless on or before December 31, 1948 they shall have filed with 
the Retirement Board on a form prescribed by said Board a notice 
of their election not be covered in the membership of the system and 
a duly executed waiver of all present and prospective benefits which 
would otherwise inure to them on account of their participation in 
the retirement system, Such non-elections when made, shall be per- 
manent regardless of place or change of employment as teachers or 
employees.’ 

(B) Amend by striking out all of Sub-section (8) of Section 3 
and by inserting in lieu thereof the following which shall be Sub- 
section (8) of Section 3 to wit: 

‘(8) A teacher or employee whose membership in the retirement 
system is contingent on his own election and who elects not to be- 
come a member, may thereafter apply for and be entitled to mem- 
bership, but no such teacher or employee shall receive prior service 
credit unless he becomes a member prior to December 31, 1948,’ 

(C) Amend by striking out Sub-section (10) of Section 3 and 
by inserting in lieu thereof the following which shall be Sub-section 
(10) of Section 3 to wit: 

‘(10) School teachers who have retired since July 1, 1940, and 
who, at the time of their retirement, had taught for 35 years or more, 
shall be eligible for all of the retirement benefits provided in this Act, 
on the same terms and conditions that apply to teachers who retire 
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after July 1, 1945; PROVIDED, that the fact that any such teacher 
shall have received benefits after his or her retirement since July 1, 
1940, from or under any other retirement or pension system, shall 
not make such teacher ineligible to come under the provisions of 
this sub-division (10), but no such teacher shall draw or receive 
benefits under the provisions of this Act when he or she is at the 
saine time receiving benefits from or under any other retirement or 
pension system,’ 


(D) Amend by adding to Section 3 a new Sub-section to be known 
as Sub-section (11) of Section 3 to wit: 

‘(11) Any teacher or employee who shall have become a member 
of the retirement system may withdraw by filing a non-election blank 
at any time prior to December 31, 1948, and any sums paid by such 
teacher or employee for contributions shall be refunded. Likewise, 
any teacher or employee who, previously has elected not to become 
a isiember cf the Retirement System may withdraw such election and 
become members up to December 31, 1948, with all prior service 
credits preserved. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that such teachers 
_and employees shall be subject to the payment of such contributions 
as the Retirement Board may determine, if any, to be necessary to 
avoid any possible discrimination as against teacher and employees 
coming under the terms of this Act at an earlier date.’ 

(E) Amend by striking out all of Sub-section (6) of Section 4 
and by inserting in lieu thereof the following which shall be Sub- 
section (6) of Section 4 to wit: 

‘(6) Any county, municipal, or other political sub-division of the 
State, agencies and departments thereof, including school boards de- 
siring to become “Imployers” under Section 3 (7) may avail them- 
selves of the provisions of said Section 3 (7), at any time on or be- 
fore December 31, 1948, and without loss or prejudice to their af- 
fected employees’ claim to prior service credits as entitled in the 
ahove divisions of this Section 4; but such electing “Employers” and 
their employees shall be subject to the payment of such contribu- 
tions as the Retirement Board may determine, if any, to be neces- 
sary to avoid any possible discrimination as against employers and 
employees coming under the terms of this Act at an earlier date.’ 

(F) Amend by striking out all of Sub-paragraph (a) of Paragraph 
(1) of Sub-section (5) of Section 8 and by inserting in lieu thereof 
the following which shall be Sub-paragraph (a) of Paragraph (1) of 
Sub-section (5) of Section 8 to wit: 
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‘(a) Each employer shall cause to be deducted on each and every 
payroll of a member for each and every payroll subsequent to the 
date of «stablishment of the retirement system the contributions pay- 
able by such member as provide! in this Act and the employer shall 
draw his warrant for the amount so deducted, payable to the South 
Carolina Retirement System, and shall transmit the same, together 
with schedule of the contributions, on such forms as prescribed, If 
failures or arrears should at any time exist in making monthly pay- 
rolls and remittances as required by this Act and the rules and regu- 
lations of the Retirement Board, the monthly salary of any person 
or officer of any Employer under this Act charged with the responsi- 
bility of making monthly payroll reports and remittances to the Sys- 
tem, shall be withheld by the Employer in each and every instance 
of failure to make such reports and remittances until all reports and 
remittances required by this Act and the rules and regulations of the 
Retirement Board shall have been made.

AN ACT To Amend Section 55, Code Of Laws Of 1942, Entitled, 
“Oourts In The Fifth Judicial Circuit’, And To Repeal All Acts 
Amendatory Thereto, 80 As To Fix The Times For Holding The 
Courts Of General Sessions And Common Pleas In The Fifth Ju- 
dicial Circuit. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 55, 1942 Code, amended—terms of circuit court, 
Kershaw and Richland Counties. —That Section 55, Code of Laws 
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of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out all after the words of the title, “Courts in the Fifth Ju- 
dicial Circuit”, and inserting in lieu thereof the following 


“The Courts of the Fifth Judicial Circuit shall be held as follows: 


“(1) Kershaw County—The Court of General Sessions for Ker- 
shaw County shall be held at Camden on the third Monday in 
February, the fourth Monday in June, and the fourth Monday in Oc- 
tober ; and the Court of Common Pleas for said County on the fourth 
Monday in February, the second Monday in June, and the first Mon- 
day in November, said terms of Common Pleas Court to continue for 
two (2) weeks each. 

“(2-A) Richland County—The Court of General Sessions for Rich- 
land County shall be held at Columbia on the second Monday in 
January for two (2) weeks; on the second Monday in April for two 
(2) weeks; on the third Monday in May for two (2) weeks; on 
the Tuesday following the first Monday in September for three (3) 
weeks; and on the second Monday in December for two (2) weeks; 
and the Court of Common Pleas for said County on the fourth 
Monday in January for two (2) weeks; on the second Monday in 
March for three (3) weeks; the first week of which shall be for the 
disposal of motions, equity matters and any other matters not re- 
quiring the attendance of a jury, and the other two weeks for the 
disposal of jury matters; on the first Monday in May for two (2) 
weeks; on the fourth Monday in September for three (3) weeks; 
and on the third Monday in November for three (3) weeks, two 
weeks of which shall be for the disposal of jury matters, and the 
other week, which includes Thanksgiving Day, shall be for the dis- 
posal of motions, equity matters and other matters not requiring the 
attendance of a jury. 

“(2-B) Additional Terms For Iquity and All Matters not Re- 
quiring Jury Trials—In addition to the terms of Court hereinbefore 
set forth, there shall be held additional terms of Court, without juries, 
to hear Equity matters and all matters not requiring jury trials, the 
same to be held as follows: 

“Richland County—On the third Monday in February for one (1) 
week; on the second Monday in June for one (1) week, and on 
the fourth Monday in October for one (1) week. 

“Kershaw County: On the Second Monday in January for one (1) 
week; on the second Monday in April for one (1) week and on the 
second Monday in September for one (1) week. 
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“That the terms of Court provided for in this sub-section shall be 
presided over by a Judge other than the regular assigned Judge, to 
be selected by the Chief Justice from the regular or retired Circuit 
Judges, The terms of Court provided for in this sub-section, if found 
at any time to be unnecessary, shall be called off as the law now 
provides for other terms, 


“(3) Common Pleas During General Sessions—At the terms of the 
General Sessions Courts herein provided for in the Fifth Circuit, 
the Court of Common Pleas shall be open for the taking of any 
verdict or judgment by default or consent; and for the transaction 
of any other business of the Court of Common Pleas when the same 
does not conflict with the business of the Courts of General Sessions. 
“(4) Terms Designated—The Courts held under the provisions 
hereof in the Fifth Circuit, during the First Four Months of the 
Year, shall he known as the Spring Term of the Court of General 
Sessions and the Spring Term of the Court of Common Pleas; during 
the next Four Months as the Summer Terms of said Courts, re- 
spectively; and during the last Four Months as the Fall Terms of 
said Courts, respectively. And the two sessions of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas herein appointed for Richland County during the Spring 
Term and the two sessions of said Court for Richland County herein 
appointed during the Fall Term, shall be known as the First and 
Second Sessions, respectively, of such Terms. 


SEOTION 2: Days for pre-trial and non jury matters.—That 
the first day of each term of the Court of Common Pleas provided 
for in this Circuit, shall be set aside for pre-trial motions and all mat- 
ters not requiring a jury, except those two terms in Richland Coun- 
ty of which an entire week is designated for that purpose, as herein 
provided for. That where the first day of the terms of Court of Com- 
mon Pleas is set aside for pre-trial motions and matters not requir- 
ing a jury, as herein provided for, that the jury for the said Court 
of Common Pleas shall not be summoned to appear on the first day 
of such Term, but shall be summoned to appear on the second day 
of such Term. 


SECTION 3: Memorial Day, Richland Oounty.—That the first 
day of the term of the Court of Common Pleas for Richland County 
to commence on the first Monday in May, shall be set aside and 
designated as Memorial Day, at which time memorial exercises shall 
be held for the members of the Richland County Bar who have died 
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during the previous months. The day set aside as Memorial Day, 
where there are such exercises to be held, shall be taken up with 
such exercises, and there shall not be taken up any business of the 
Court. 


SEOTION 4: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts amendatory of 
Section 55, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, are hereby re-

Of School Districts No. 6 And 34 Of Said County. 


WHEREAS, the County Board of Education of Clarendon County 
has consolidated School Districts No. 6 and 34 in said County and 
the new consolidated School District is to be known as School Dis- 
trict No. 34 of said County, and 


WHEREAS, it is desired that provisions be made relative to the 
Trustees of said consolidated School District; NOW THEREFORE 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
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SECTION 1: Terms of trustees ended, School districts No. 6 and 
34, Clarendon County.—That the terms of office of the trustees of 
School Districts No. 6 and 34 of Clarendon County are hereby ended 
and terminated. 


SECTION 2: Trustees, Consolidated school district No. 34— 
terms,—That the consolidated school district No. 34 of said Coun- 
ty shall have three (3) trustees who shall be elected as herein pro- 
vided. That, except as is herein provided for the initial terms of of- 
fice, the terms of office of each of the said trustees shall be for a pe- 
riod of three (3) years and until their respective successors shall 
have heen elected and qualified. 


SECTION 3: Election—time—terms—That there shall be an 
election in said consolidated school district on the first Tuesday in 
May, 1948, of the three (3) trustees of the said consolidated school 
District No. 34 to serve for the terms as follows: one, the person 
receiving the highest majority vote in said election, until the first 
Tuesday in May, 1951 and until his successor shall have been elected 
and qualified; one, the person receiving the second highest majority 
vote in said election, until the first Tuesday in May, 1950 and until 
his successor shall have heen elected and qualified; and one, the per- 
son receiving the third highest majority vote in said election, until the 
first Tuesday in May, 1949 and until his successor shall have been 
elected and qualified. That upon the expiration of the term of office 
of any of said trustees or his successor, an election of a successor of 
such trustee shall be held in said County and said school district on 
the first Tuesday in May of the year in which such term terminates, 


SECTION 4: Election—notice—majority votes elect.—Notice 
of the time, place and purpose of such elections shall be-given by 
posting the same in at least three conspicuous places in said school 
district for at least two weeks prior to the date of election, or by 
publishing said notice in a newspaper published and circulated in 
Clarendon County in at least two weekly issues prior to the date 
fixed for the election, The trustees shall be elected from the quali- 
fied electors of said district. The elections shall be held under the 
supervision and direction of the county board of education; the 
board shall appoint the managers of the election, make all necessary 
preparation for the holding of the same, receive and canvas the re- 
turns and declare the result thereof. Before any trustee shall be 
declared elected he must have received a majority of the votes cast 
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at such election. Should for any reason the election be not held on 
the date named herein or should it become necessary to hold a sub- 
sequent election, or elections, until the successful candidate shall re- 
ceive a majority vote, the county board of education is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to order the same, to fix the date thereof,

SECTION 1: Act 446 of 1946 amended—voting precincts, Green- 
ville Oounty.—That Act Number 446, of the Acts and Joint Res- 
olutions of the General Assembly, 1946, entitled “An Act to amend 
Sub-Section Z3 of Section 2296, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1942, Relating to Voting Precincts in Greenville County In The 
General Election, So As To Change the Voting Precinct At Pikes 
Store To Oak Grove School House, In Said County.”, relating to 
voting precincts in Greenville County, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out all of Section 1 of said Act and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following to be known as sub-section 23 of Section 
2296, Code of Laws of South Carolina, which shall read as follows:

Said County. 


BE, IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: § 3769, 1942 Code, amended—jurisdiction of mag- 
istrates, Bates township, Greenville County.—That sub-section 
(4) of Section 3769, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, re- 
lating to the jurisdiction of magistrates in Greenville County, be, 
and the same is hereby, amended by changing the word ‘“magis- 
trate’ on line 22 to the word “magistrates” and by inserting the 
words “and the magistrate in Bates” between the word “Oaklawn” 
and the word “Township” on line 22, and by changing the word 
“Township” to the word “Townships”, so that said sub-section 
when so amended shall read as follows: “(4). The territorial jur- 
isdiction of the Greenville County magistrates shall be as follows: 
the two located in Greenville City and the one in the town of 
West Greenville shall have criminal and civil jurisdiction through- 
out the whole of Greenville County. The other magistrates shall have 
jurisdiction in both civil and criminal cases arising in their respective 
townships, said jurisdiction to be concurrent with that of the Green- 
ville City magistrates and the town of West Greenville magistrates. In 
townships where there are more than one magistrate, the jurisdiction 
of the magistrates thereof shall be concurrent with each other and 
with the magistrates for the city of Greenville and the town of West 
Greenville. When a magistrate has once acquired jurisdiction of a 
cause, his jurisdiction shall be exclusive, except that said magistrate 
may he disqualified for cause, as now provided by law, and except, 
‘further, that a cause may be removed to the next nearest magistrate 
as now permitted by law.

AN AOT To Provide For The Oreation And Establishment Of 
Special Police Districts For Unincorporated Villages And Towns 
And Thickly Populated Areas In The State; To Provide 
For Elections Therefor; To Provide For The Appointment 
Of A Board Of Commissioners Of Such Districts And Prescribe 
Its Powers And Duties; To Provide For The Selection Of Per- 
sonnel For Police Duty In Such Districts; To Provide For Their 
Salaries And To Prescribe Their Powers And Duties; To Provide 
For The Levying And Oollection Of Taxes To Pay The Expenses 
Of Such Districts And To Provide For The Abolishment Of Dis- 
tricts Oreated Thereunder. 


BE IT KNACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Special police districts for unincorporated com- 
munities—establish—levy taxes for police protection—In order 
to provide adequate police protection for unincorporated villages or 
towns, or thickly populated areas outside the limits of incorporated 
municipalities, special police districts may be created and established 
within any county in this State for any such unincorporated area. 
Taxes may he levied on the taxable property located in any such dis- 


trict to meet the cost of such police protection as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 


BEOTION 2: Petition to vote to establish district—Before any 
such special district may he formed, there shall be filed with the clerk 
of court of the county in which such district is proposed to be cre- 
ated, a petition signed by a majority of the resident landowners 
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in the proposed district, which petition shall be accompanied by a 
plat or map showing the limits of the proposed district, or by an ade- 
quate description of the territory, by reference to recorded plats or 
maps, or by any other general description sufficient for the commis: 
sioners of the district and the county auditor to ascertain the land- 
owners within the area.. When the petition is approved by the clerk 
of court of the county in which the proposed special district is located, 
the said clerk of court shall call an election of the qualified voters 
within such district to vote upon the question of establishing the dis- 
trict for the purpose of special police protection. 


SECTION 3: Election on establishment—commissioners—eleo- 
tion—terms—vacancy—pay.—The clerk of court shall designate 
some place within the proposed district for the holding of the election 
and shall appoint the managers thereof and declare the results of the 
same. He shall give notice of the time and place thereof for at least 
three weeks in some newspaper published in the county, and by post- 
ing notices thereof in at least three public places within the proposed 
district for the same length of time. At the said election, only the qual- 
ified electors residing within the district shall be allowed to vote, ac- 
cording to the laws of general elections. At such election the quali- 
fied voters shall vote “Yes” or “No”. on the question of establish- 
ing such special police district; and at the same election they shall 
vote on the election of three commissioners to hold office for a period 
of six years, and until their successors are elected and qualified, the 
members of the first board, however, to have terms of office of two, 
four and six years, Thereafter, a commissioner shall be elected at 
the time of each state biennial election. As soon as practicable after 
the election, the commissioners shall meet and organize as the board 
of commissioners of said special police district, and they shall draw, 
by lot, the commissioner who shall hold office for the two, four and 
six year terms respectively. At the organization meeting and fol- 
lowing the election of any commissioner thereafter they shall elect 
one of their number as chairman and another as secretary who shall 
keep a record of the deliberations of said board. In the event of any 
vacancy on the commission by death, resignation or otherwise, the 
remaining members of the commission shall elect a commissioner to 
fill the unexpired term. They shall serve without compensation. 


SECTION 4: Board of commissioners—deputy sheriffs—persons 
arrested.—The Board of Commissioners of any said special dis- 
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trict shall be a body politic and shall exercise the rights, privileges 
and duties of such as herein further defined. They may recommend 
to the sheriff of the county the personnel for police duty within the 
district and fix the salaires therefor, or they may recommend the dis- 
charge of any of the same. Upon such recommendation to him the 
sheriff may commission the person or persons so recommended as 
special deputy sheriff or deputies, but if any person recommended 
be unsatisfactory to him the sheriff may request the Board of Com- 
missioners to name others until satisfactory ones are agreed upon. 
No person shall be commissioned as a deputy sheriff under the pro- 
visions of this Act until he shall have furnished sufficient bond with 
surety, to be approved by the sheriff and be filed as other such bonds 
are filed, for the faithful performance of his duties as special deputy 
sheriff, the cost of such bond to be paid by the district, and there 
shall be no liability upon the sheriff or his bond for any act of any 
deputy commissioned under the provisions of this Act. The depu- 
ties so commissioned shall assume the general duties of law enforce- 
ment officers within the district to which appointed, and as such 
officers they shall have the same power and authority as to offenses 
committed within the district as deputy sheriffs have within the 
county. Persons arrested by a special deputy sheriff commissioned 
under the provisions of this act may be carried by said arresting 
officer before any magistrate in the county having jurisdiction over 
the district and there be charged for the offense, and the cases shall 
be disposed of as provided by law. 


SECTION 5: Budget—levy taxes—use of proceeds.—To meet 
the expenses for said special deputy sheriffs in any such special 
district, the board of commissioners of the district shall each year 
before the levying of taxes make up a budget or estimate for their 
district which shall give the estimated expenses for the succeeding 
year, and shall submit the same to the county auditor for ap- 
proval They shall also provide the county auditor with an ade- 
quate description of the special police district, either by reference 
to maps or plats, filed or recorded in the records of the county, or 
by designated boundaries of sufficient certainty to levy upon the 
property thercin, and, if requested, they may assist the county audi- 
tor in listing the property within said district. Upon receipt of the 
budget submitted by the commission, the county auditor shall levy 
taxes upon all the assessable property in the district to meet the ex- 
penses thereof as herein authorized, and upon collection of said taxes 
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by the county treasurer, the same shall be disbursed by the treasurer 
upon approval of the commissioners of the district for the purposes 
herein stated. All taxes so levied for such special district shall be 
kept separate on the assessment roll from other levies, and monies so 
collected shall be kept in a separate fund for said district, and any 
surplus that may occur in any one year shall be carried forward and 
applied to the next year’s account, and be properly considered in the 
‘budget for the expenses of said district for the ensuing year. 


SECTION 6: Abolish districts——Any special police district created 
under the provisions of this act may be abolished at the end of any cal- 
endar year whenever a majority of the resident Jandowners therein 
shall sign a petition directed to the members of the legislative delega- 
tion of the county wherein the same is located, requesting that the said 
district be abolished. Provided, that public notice be given that the pe- 
tition is to be circulated by three weeks’ publication in some news- 
paper published in the county and by posting notices thereof in at 
least three public places within the district. Upon receipt of the said 
petition the legislative delegation of the county may pass a resolu- 
tion directed to the clerk of court and to the county auditor, declar- 
ing the district abolished and all the rights and duties thereunder at 
an end. 


SECTION 7: Purpose—construe liberally.—The purpose of this

AN AOT To Provide For A Tax Collector In Lexington County; 
To Define His Duties And Powers; To Provide For Costs And 
Fees In Connection Therewith; And To Provide For The Com- 
pensation Of Said Tax Collector. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Tax collector, Lexington County—appointment— 
removal—bond.—There shall be appointed for Lexington County one 
discreet person to be known as tax collector. Said tax collector shall 
be appointed by a majority of the Lexington County Legislative Del- 
egation, and shall be removed from office at any time a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation may deem it advisable, with cause. The 
said tax collector shall be required to give a surety bond in the sum 
of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars with a Surety Company 
authorized to do business in the State of South Carolina, as surety 
thereon, for the faithful performance of his duty as tax collector. The 
premium on said bond is hereby required to be paid from the general 
funds of said county. Said surety bond shall be made payable to the 
State of South Carolina and filed in the office of the Secretary of 
State. 


SECTION 2: Deputy.—The tax collector is hereby authorized to 
appoint a deputy tax collector for a term not exceeding the term of 
the tax collector. In the discretion of the tax collector, the deputy tax 
collector shall be authorized to carry into effect all duties imposed up- 
on the tax collector under the terms of this Act. Said deputy tax col- 
lector shall he required to give a surety bond in a sum not less than 
Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, payable to the tax collector. The 
premiums on said bonds hereby required to be paid from the general 
funds of Lexington County; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that 
neither the bonding of the deputy tax collector nor the delegation of 
authority to the deputy tax collector shall relieve the tax collector of 
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responsibility under his bond; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the 
compensation of the deputy tax collector shall be in such an amount 
as is provided in the annual County Supply Act. 


SECTION 3: Term.—The term of office of the tax collector of Lex- 
ington County shall he for a period of two years, and until a suc- 
cessor is appointed and qualified; PROVIDED, that the date of 
termination of the first term of office shall he June 30, 1950. 


SEOTION 4: Duties and powers.—It is understood and declared 
by this Act that all powers and duties now vested in the Sheriff of 
Lexington County as to the collection of delinquent taxes, seizure and 
sale of property, etc., is hereby devolved upon the tax collector herein 
named, and he is hereby given full power and authority to carry into 
effect all laws now pertaining to the collection of delinquent taxes the 
same as is now provided for the Sheriff of said County, and the Sher- 
iff of Lexington County is hereby relieved from the collection of any 
delinquent taxes. 


SECTION 5: Fees and costs—collection—portion pay county 
—portion retain.—The tax collector herein provided for shall levy 
and collect from each defaulter, in addition to the taxes and penalties 
due, the following fees and costs, to wit: for serving each warrant two 
($2.00) Dollars; mileage at the rate of five cents (5¢) per mile for 
each mile actually travelled in serving tax execution warrants; PRO- 
VIDED, that such mileage charged shall not exceed one round trip; 
the actual cost of advertising the sale; for the making of sale, five 
per cent (5%) of the amount of taxes and penalties due; and for 
executing the deed of conveyance and putting purchaser in posses- 
sion, Three ($3.00) Dollars; and the tax collector is hereby pro- 
hibited from demanding or collecting any sum therefor than is hereby 
allowed; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that of the fees herein pro- 
vided, the tax collector shall remit to the County Treasurer of Lex- 
ington County at the same time that other tax collections are re- 
mitted, the sum of One Dollar ($1.00) for each execution collected ; 
AND PROVIDED, that all other fees herein provided for, with the 
exception of the actual cost of advertising the sale, shall be retained 
by the tax collector as his compensation; which fees shall constitute 
the total compensation of said tax collector, and he is hereby pro- 
hibited from demanding or receiving any further fees or costs from 
the taxpayer or from Lexington County. 
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SECTION 6: Settle and report monthly.—The said tax collector 
shall make settlement of all taxes, together with a report to the Coun- 
ty Treasurer on the first of each and every month. Such report shall 
contain an itemized statement of the amount of collections made dur- 
ing the month previous to the date of the report, separately stating 
the amount of taxes and the amount of fees and costs so collected, 
which shall he in such form as is prescribed by the Comptroller Gen- 
eral.

AN ACT To Provide For The Chartering And Method Of Or- 
ganization And Operation Of Non-Profit Corporations With No 
Capital Stock For The Purpose Of Furnishing Medical Service 
At Agreed Rates Through Participating Physicians And For Con- 
tracts Between Such Corporations And The Subscribers And Par- 
ticipating Physicians, And Conferring On The State Insurance 
Department Certain Powers And Duties In Approving, Licensing 
And Supervising Such Corporations And Exempting Same From 
The Operation Of Other Insurance Or Corporation Laws, And 
From Taxation. 


BEIT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Definitions—application of insurance law on medi- 
cal service corporations.—A medical service corporation is defined 
as a non-profit corporation without capital stock organized under the 
laws of the State of South Carolina for the purpose of establishing, 
maintaining and operating a non-profit medical service plan whereby 
medical service may be provided by physicians, at the expense of 
said corporation, to subscribers to said plan under contract entitling 
such subscribers to certain medical service. A non-profit medical 
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service plan is any plan or arrangement operated by a medical serv- 
ice corporation under the provisions of this chapter, whereby the 
expense of medical service to subscribers and covered dependents 
is paid by the corporation to participating physicians of such plans 
or arrangements. A subscriber, is a person to whom a subscription 
certificate is issued hy the corporation which sets forth the kinds 
and extent of medical services for which the corporation is liable 
to make payment, and which constitutes the contract between the 
subscriber and the corporation. A covered dependent is the spouse, 
an adult dependent or a child or an adopted child of the subscriber, 
who is named in the subscription certificate issued to the sub- 
scriber, and with respect to whom appropriate premium is specified 
in the certificate. A participating physician is any physician duly 
licensed to practice medicine in the State of South Carolina pursuant 
to Article 7 of Chapter 121 (Sections 5149-5167) of the Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, who agrees in writing with the cor- 
poration to perform the medical services specified in the subscription 
certificates issued by the corporation and at such rates of compen- 
sation as shall he determined by its board of trustees and who agrees 
to abide by the by-laws, rules and regulations of the corporation 
applicable to participating physicians. Medical service includes all 
general and special medical services ordinarily provided hy such 
licensed physicians in accordance with the accepted practices of the 
community at the time the service is rendered, unless payment by 
such subscriber or his covered dependent for special services is pro- 
vided for in the subscription certificate. Every such corporation 
shall be governed by this chapter and shall be exempt from the 
provisions of the insurance law of the State except insofar as herein 
specifically provided. 


SECTION 2: Provisions under which incorporate medical serv- 
ice corporation.—Persons desiring to form a medical service corpo- 
ration may incorporate under the provisions of Article 2 of Chapter 
153 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, but subject to the 
following provisions: 

I. The certificate of incorporation of each such corporation shall 
have endorsed thereon or attached thereto the consent of the insur- 
ance commissioner, if he finds the same to be in accordance with 
this chapter. 

II. Said certificate shall include a statement of the territory in 
which the corporation will operate and a statement of the purposes 
of such corporation. 
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SEOTION 3: License medical service corporation—fee.—I. No 
medical service corporation organized under the laws of this State 
shall do business unless it has obtained a license from the Insurance 
Commissioner. 

II. No medical service corporation organized under the laws of 
any other State or country shall be licensed to do business in this 
State. No license shall be issued to any medical service corporation 
until evidence is furnished the Insurance Commissioner that at least 
fifty per cent of the eligible physicians in South Carolina or the area 
in which the corporation operates, are participating physicians as 
herein defined. . 

IIT. Before a license is granted to a corporation, it shall file with 
the Commissioner a full statement under oath of its President and 
Secretary showing its financial standing and such other information 
in relation to its condition as may be required by the Commissioner. 

IV. On compliance with the foregoing condition, and if the cor- 
poration is deemed by the Commissioner to he safe, reliable and en- 
titled to public confidence and upon payment of a license fee of Five 
($5.00) Dollars, a license to issue contracts and transact business 
under provisions of this Act shall be issued to such corporation for a 
period of one year, and such license shall be renewed annually there- 
after upon payment of the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars, so long as 
the corporation shall comply with the provisions hereof. The In- 
surance Commissioner may refuse to renew the said license if it shall 
appear that any such corporation is not operating in conformity with 
this Act, or in the event the Insurance Commissioner shall find that 
the said corporation is not fmancially sound. 


SEOTION 4: License solicitors and agents.—All paid solicitors 
and agents of any corporation organized hereunder shall be subject 
to licensing by the Insurance Commissioner, as now provided by law. 


SECTION 5: Contracts between corporation and its subscrib- 
ers.—All contracts between the corporation and its subscribers shall 
be in writing, a copy furnished each subscriber, and shall contain 
the following: 

(1) A statement of the amount payable to the corporation by the 
subscriber and the manner in which such amount is payable. 

(2) A statement of the nature of the services to be furnished and 
the period during which they will he furnished, and if there are any 
services to he excepted a detailed statement of such exceptions shall 
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be printed with the same prominence as the benfits to which they 
apply. 

(3) A statement of terms and conditions upon which the con- 
tract may be cancelled or otherwise terminated at the option of either 
party. 

(4) A statement that the contract includes the endorsements 
thereon and attached papers, if any, and contains the entire contract. 

(5) A statement that no statement by the subscriber in his ap- 
plication for a contract shall void the contract or be issued in any 
legal proceeding thereunder, unless such application or an exact copy 
thereof is included in or attached to such contract. 

(6) A statement of the period of grace which will be allowed the 
subscriber for making any payment due under the contract. Such 
period shall not be less.than ten days. 

(7) A statement that all benefits payable ‘shall be paid to the 
participating physicians except those in reimbursement of payments 
made by the subscriber to a physician and for which the corporation 
was liable at the time of payment. 

(8) Every such contract shall be executed by such officers of 
the corporation and in such manner as may he required by the In- 
surance Commissioner before it shall become effective. 


SEOTION 6: Corporation not contract with subscribers until 
its schedule of rates approved.—No such corporation shall enter in- 
to any contract with subscribers unless and until it shall have filed 
with the Insurance Commissioner of the State a full schedule of rates 
to he paid by the subcribers and shall have obtained the said Commis- 
sioner’s approval. The Commissioner may refuse such approval if 
he finds such rates are excessive, inadequate or discriminatory. For 
the purpose of determining the proper rates to be charged for such 
services, the Commissioner may employ a competent actuary who 
shall he paid by the corporation for which the services are rendered. 


SECTION 7: Board of directors—not restrict physicians—em- 
ployees not influence selection of physicians—liability—contract 
for services.—The Board of Directors or trustees of a medical serv- 
ice corporation may consist of members of the public, subscribers, 
and such other persons as may he nominated by the South Carolina 
Medical Association. The approval of said Association shall be re- 
quired for a majority of said directors or trustees. No medical serv-

ice corporation shall impose any restrictions on physicians who ad- 
minister to its subscribers as to methods of diagnosis or treatment. 
No officer, agent or employee of a medical service corporation shall 
influence or attempt to influence a subscriber or a covered dependent 
in his choice of a participating physician. No medical service cor- 
poration shall be liable for injuries resulting from negligence, mal- 
feasance, nonfeasance or malpractice on the part of any officer or 
employee or on the part of any physician in the course of rendering 
medical services to subscribers. Every medical service corporation 
shall have the power to contract with any hospital service corporation 
or with any insurance company approved by the Insurance Com- 
missioner, for the performance by such hospital service corporation 
or by such insurance company of any services necessary or incidental 
to the carrying on of a medical service plan, provided the approval 
of the Insurance Commissioner therefor is obtained. Nothing in 
this chapter shall be construed as preventing any non-profit hospital 
plan organized under the laws of this State from providing services 
incidental to hospital care. 


SEOTION 8: Contract with physicians—emergency services— 
contract for servi.es—payment of physicians—records of services 
rendered.—Any medical service corporation may enter into agree- 
ments with eligible physicians as provided herein, whereby such 
physicians become participating physicians of a plan operated by the 
corporation and may make to such participating physicians such 
payments as shall have accrued by reason of services required to 
be performed under the plan and performed on behalf of the cor- 
poration by such physician. No person shall become a participating 
physician unless he or she shall be a physician holding a license to 
practice medicine in the State of South Carolina pursuant to Article 
7 of Chapter 121 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942. No 
payment for medical service shall he made to any natural person 
except to a participating physician; except that the corporation in 
case of emergency services may reimburse any physician for serv- 
ices rendered in accordance with the rates adopted by the Roard 
of Trustees with respect to participating physicians, provided that 
the physician would be eligible to hecome a participating physician 
if in this State, or, if residing without the State, was duly licensed to 
practice medicine in the State where residing. Any medical service 
corporation may enter into contracts for the payment for medical 
services to the subscribers or members of similar non-profit medical 
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service corporations of other States, subject to the supervision of such 
other States, or of counties of this “tate in which the corporation does 
not transact usiness, and shall ha-e the right to reimburse any 
other un profit medical service corporation or physicians of another 
State or of counties of this State in which the corporation docs not 
transact business, for services rendered to its subscribers and their 
dependents at the same rate paid participating physicians under the 
certificate of the subscriber. There shall he included in the minutes of 
the board of trustees or directors of every such organization a record 
of the approval of payments to he made to participating physicians. 
The corporation shall maintain in its office complete records of all 
medical services rendered to subscribers and covered dependents in 
such form as will tnclude the kind of services rendered, the amounts 
claimed for such services by the participating physicians, and the 
amount paid by the corporation. No payment claimed for such serv- 
ices by the participating physicians to any participating physician shall 
be authorized by the board of trustees or hoard of directors except in 
accordance with a plan of payments adopted by the hoard and recorded 
in the minutes of the meeting. 


SECTION 9: Report annually—records—examination.—lvery 
such corporation shall annually, on or before the first day of March, 
file in the office of the Insurance Commissioner of the State a state- 
ment, verified by at least two of its principal officers, showing its con- 
dition on the thirty-rrst day of December then next preceding, which 
shall he in such form and contain such matters as said Commissioner 
shall prescribe. very such corporation shall keep complete books 
and records, showing all funds collected and disbursed, and such 
books and records shall he subject to examination by the Insurance 
Commissioner annually, the expense of such examination to be borne 
by said corporation, 


SECTION 10: Investments.—All funds of any corporation stub- 
ject to the provisions of this Act shall he invested only in securities, 
permitted by the law of this State for the investment of assets of life 
insurance companies. 


SECTION 11: Charitable and benevolent institution—exempt 
from taxes.—livery corporation organized and operating under this 
Act is hereby declared to be a charitable and benevolent institution, 
and shall be exempt from all taxes on its funds, operations and prop- 
erties. 
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SECTION 12: Dissolution or liquidation—Any dissolution or 
liquidation of any such corporation organized under the provisions 
of this Act, shall be under the supervision of the Insurance Commis- 
sioner, and tlie certificate holder of such corporation shall be given 
priority over all other claims, except costs of liquidation. 


SECTION 18: Application of insurance and corporation laws— 
bond.—Corporations organized and operating under the provisions 
of this Act shall not be subject to the insurance laws of the State, 
or subject to the supervision and control by the insurance or other 
department in any particular, except herein specifically provided. Any 
such corporation shall not be required by any department of the 
State to post bond or to comply with the provisions of law relating 
to other types of corporations authorized under the general laws of 
this State. 


SECTION 14: Invalidity.—That if any Section of the provisions 
of this Act be decided by the Courts to be unconstitutional or invalid, 
the same shall not affect the Act as a whole, nor any part thereof. 


SEOTION 15: Repeal—This Act shall not be construed to re- 
_ peal or amend Sections 8113-1 to 8113-17, inclusive, of the Code of 

Laws of 1942; nor shall this Act be construed as repealing Section 
7984 of the Code of Laws of 1942, nor as amending said Section in 
any particular, except to permit the furnishing of medical care as 
herein provided ; hut all other Acts or parts of Acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 16: No effect on workmen’s compensation laws.—No 
provisions of this chapter or any contract for medical service by such 
corporation shall in any way affect the operation of Workmen’s com- 
pensation laws of the State. 


SECTION 17: No effect on fraternal benefit societies and life 
and accident insurance companies.—I'raternal benefit societies and 
life or accident insurance companies are not affected hy this chapter. 


BECTION 18: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

inserting in lieu thereof the word and figure “four (4)” so that said 
section when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 4582, The county government of Lexington County 
shall be administered by four (4) commissioners to be known as 
“County Board of Commissioners of Lexington County,” who shall 
hold office for the terms hereinafter specified and provided for, un- 
less sooner removed by the Governor for incapacity, neglect of duty, 
or official misconduct.” 


SECTION 2: § 4584, 1942 Code, amended—-same.—That Section . 
4584, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by striking out the word and figure “three (3)” 
on line nine end insert in lieu thereof the word and figure “four 
(4)” so that said section when so amended shall read as follows:

AN AOT Providing For Securing The Attendance Of Witnesses 
From Without A State In Criminal Proceedings. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Definitions —‘Witness” as used in this Act shall in- 
clude a person whose testimony is desired in any proceeding or in- 
vestigation by a Grand Jury or in a Criminal Action, Prosecution or 
Proceeding. 


The word “State” shall include any Territory of the United States 
and the District of Columbia, 


? 


The word “Summons” shall include a subpoena, order or other 
notice requiring the appearance of a witness. 


SECTION 2: Order witness attend and testify in criminal pros- 
ecution or grand jury investigation in reciprocating States—pun- 
ishment for failure comply.—If a judge of a court of record in any 
state which by its laws has made provision for commanding persons 
within that state to attend and testify in this state certifies under the 
seal of such court that there is a criminal prosecution pending in such 
court, or that a grand jury investigation has commenced or is about to 
commence, that a person being within this state is a material witness 
in such prosecution, or grand jury investigation, and that his presence 
will be required for a specified number of days, upon presentation of 
such certificate to any judge of a court of record in the county in 
which such person is, such judge shall fix a time and place for a 
hearing, and shall make an order directing the witness to appear at a 
time and place certain for the hearing. 

If at a hearing the judge determines that the witness is material 
and necessary, that it will not cause undue hardship to the witness 
to be compelled to attend and testify in the prosecution or a grand 
jury investigation in the other state, and that the laws of the state 
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in which the prosecution is pending, or grand jury investigation has 
commenced or is about to commence, (and of any other state through 
which the witness may be required to pass by ordinary course of 
travel), will give to him protection from arrest and the service of 
civil and criminal process, he shall issue a summons, with a copy of 
the certificate attached, directing the witness to attend and testify 
in the court where the prosecution is pending, or where a grand jury 
investigation has commenced or is about to commence at a time and 
place specified in the summons, In any such hearing the certificate 
shall be prima facie evidence of all the facts stated therein. 

If said certificate recommends that the witness be taken into im- 
mediate custody and delivered to an officer of the requesting state to 
assure his attendance in the requesting state, such judge may, in lieu 
of notification of the hearing, direct that such witness be forthwith 
brought before him for said hearing; and the judge at the hearing 
being satisfied of the desirability of such custody and delivery, for 
which determination the certificate shall be prima facie proof of such 
desirability may, in lieu of issuing subpoena or summons, order that 
said witness be forthwith taken into custody and delivered to an offi- 
cer of the requesting state. 

If the witness, who is summoned as above provided, efter being 
paid or tendered by some properly authorized person the sum of Ten 
(10¢) Cents a mile for each mile by the ordinary traveled route to 
and from the court where the prosecution is pending and Five ($5- 
00) Dollars for each day that he is required to travel and attend as 
a witness, fails without good cause to attend and testify as directed 
in the summons, he shall be punished in the manner provided for the 
punishment of any witness who disobeys a summons issued from a 
court of record in this state. 


SECTION 3: Attendance of witness from reciprocating State 
to testify in criminal prosecution or grand jury investigation 
—punish for failure attend and testify after in this State —lf 
a person in any state, which by its laws has made provision for 
commanding persons within its borders to attend and testify in 
criminal prosecutions, or grand jury investigations commenced or 
about to commence, in this state, is a material witness in a pros- 
ecution pending in a court of record in this state, or in a grand 
jury investigation which has commenced or is about to commence, 
a judge of such court may issue a certificate under the seal of the 
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court stating these facts and specifying the number of days the wit- 
ness will be required. Said certificate may include a recommendation 
that the wit.:-ss be taken into immediate custody and delivered to 
an officer of this state to assure his attendance in this state. This cer- 
tificate shall be presented to a judge of a court of record in the county 
in which the witness is found. 

If the witness is summoned to attend and testify in this state, he 
shall be tendered the sum of Ten (10¢) cents a mile for each mile 
by the ordinary traveled route to and from the court where the prose- 
cution is pending and Five ($5.00) Dollars for each day that he is 
required to travel and attend as a witness. A witness who has ap- 
peared in accordance with the provisions of the summons shall not 
be required to remain within this state a longer period of time than 
the period mentioned in the certificate, unless otherwise ordered by 
the court. If such witness, after coming into this state, fails without 
good cause to attend and testify as directed in the summons, he shall 
be punished in the manner provided for the punishment of any wit- 
ness who disobeys a summons issued from a court of record in this 
state. 


SECTION 4: Persons summoned to testify not subject to ar- 
rest or service of process with matters which arose prior to his 
entrance.—If a person comes into this state in obedience to a sum- 
mons directing him to attend and testify in this state, he shall not, 
while in this state pursuant to such summons, be subject to arrest or 
the service of process, civil or criminal, in connection with matters 
which arose before his entrance into this state under the summons, 

If a person passes through this state while going to another state 
in obedience to a summons to attend and testify in that state or 
while returning therefrom, he shall not while so passing through this 
state be subject to arrest or the service of process, civil or criminal, 
in connection with matters which arose hefore his entrance into this 
state under the summons. 


SECTION 5: Interpretation—This Act shall be so interpreted 
and construed as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the 
law of the states which enact it. 


SECTION 6: Uniform Act to Secure the Attendance of Wit- 
nesses from Without a State in Criminal Proceedings—This Act 
may be cited as “Uniform Aci to Secure the Attendance of Wit- 
nesses from Without a State in Criminal Proceedings.” 
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SECTION 7: Repeal._—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEOTION &: Invalidity.—If any provision of -his Act or the ap-.,

AN AOT Providing For The Judicial Notice Of The Laws Of 
Other Jurisdictions And For Proof Thereof And To Make Uniform 
The Law With Reference Thereto. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of tne State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Oourts take judicial notice of common law and 
statutes of other jurisdictions of U. 8. when same put in issue by 
pleadings.—Every court of this State shall take judicial notice of 
the common law and statutes of every State, territory and other juris- 
diction of the United States when such common law or statutes shall 
have been put in issue by the pleadings. 


SECTION 2: Information of such laws by the court.—The 
court may inform itself of such laws in such manner as it may deem 
proper, and the court may call upon counsel to aid it in obtaining such 
information. 


SECTION 3: Oourt determine such laws—reviewable.—The de- 
termination of such laws shall be made by the court and not by the 
jury, and shall be reviewable. 


SECTION 4: Parties present evidence of such laws—notice.— 
Any party may also present to the trial court any admissible evi- 
dence of such laws, but, to enable a party to offer evidence of the 
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law in another jurisdiction or to ask that judicial notice be taken 
thereof, reasonable notice shall be given to the adverse parties either 
in the pleadings or otherwise. 


SECTION 5: Law of other jurisdictions —The law of a juris- 
diction other than those referred to in Section 1 shall be an issue for 
the court, but shall not be subject to the foregoing provisions con- 
cerning judicial notice. 


SECTION 5-A: Foreign law—evidence—judicial notice.——No 
foreign law shall be received in evidence nor shall any court in this 
state take judicial notice of any foreign law unless said foreign law 
shall have been appropriately pleaded in said cause in the manner as 
now provided by law. 


SECTION 6: Interpretation.—This Act shall be so interpreted 
and construed as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform 
the law of those states which enact it. 


SECTION 7: Uniform Judicial Notice of Foreign Law Act.— 
This Act may be cited as the Uniform Judicial Notice of Foreign 
Law Act.

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SECTION 1: § 6502, 1942 Code, amended—permit report ton- 
age of feeding stuffs and oil seed meals and pay inspection fee 
in lieu of using inspection fee stamps.—That Section 6592, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
designating said Section as 6592 (a) and by adding the following to be 
6592 (b): “Any manufacturer, importer, jobber, firm, corporation or 
person may make application to the Commissioner of Agriculture for a 
permit to report tonnage of feeding stuffs and oil seed meals and pay 
the inspection fee of twenty-five (25¢) cents per ton as heretofore 
mentioned, on the basis of said report, in lieu of affixing or furnishing 
inspection fee stamps. The Commissioner of Agriculture may grant, 
in his discretion, the permit. All permits shall be conditioned on the 
applicant agreeing to keep such records as may be necessary to in- 
dicate accurately the tonnage and kinds of commercial feeding stuffs, 
or oil seed meals, sold, and as are satisfactory to the Commissioner 
of Agriculture, or his duly authorized representative, permission to 
examine such records and verify the statements of tonnage.

SECTION 1: Procedure incorporate towns not under 100 and 
not over 1,000—corporate limits—forfeiture of charter—surren- 
der of charter.—The citizens of any proposed town of not Jess than 
one hundred (100) nor more than one thousand (1000) inhabitants 
in this State, desiring to be incorporated, shall file their petitions for 
that purpose, setting out the corporate limits proposed for the town 
and the number of inhabitants therein, and signed by ten freehold 
electors thereof, who are freeholders in the precinct in which the pro- 
posed town is located, with the Secretary of State. The Secretary of 
State shall then issue to three or more persons of said town a com- 
mission authorizing them to provide for the registration of all elec- 
tors within the proposed corporate limits of said town and to appoint 
three managers of the clection ; and at such election the said registered 
electors shall vote on the following questions: first, corporation; sec- 
ond, name of town; third, selection of intendant and four wardens, 
The managers shall certify the result of such election under oath to 
the Secretary of State and, if in favor of corporation, the Secretary 
of State shall issue to the intendant and wardens-elect a certificate 
of incorporation of said town with the privilege, powers and immuni-

SECTION 1: Oatawba-Ebenezer airport commission, York 
County—procedural rules and regulations—officers.—There is 
hereby created and established in and for Catawba and Ebenezer 
Townships in York County, South Carolina, an Airport Commis- 
sion to be known as the Catawba-E,benezer Townships Airport Com- 
mission. Said Commission shall organize itself and adopt such pro- 
cedural rules and regulations as it shall see.fit, naming its Chairman 
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and Secretary from its membership, for such term or terms as it 
shall consider appropriate. 


SECTION 2: Appointment—term—vacancy.—Said Commission 
shall consist of three (3) members, one from each of said townships 
and one at large within said townships, to be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor upon recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion, including the Senator, for York County, South Carolina.

property and rights -of-way for airport and aeronautical purposes, 
and to so acquire approaches and obstruction rights in the matter 
of airport and aeronautical purposes. Said Commission is further 
authorized and empowered to, sell, lease, trade, convey and ex- 
change property and rights acquired for such purposes which in its 
opinion are not needed for the purposes for which same were ac- 
quired. The manner of acquiring property by condemnation as au- 
thorized in this Act may be the samme as is provided by law for the 
condemnation of rights-of-way for road purposes by the State High- 
way Commission. Said Commission is authorized and empowered 
to receive, by gift or donation, monies and other property to be used 
by it in carrying out the purposes of this Act, including the right to 
accept I*ederal aid or grants upon such terms, agreeble to said Com- 
mission, as shall be required by the Federal granting agency.

SECTION 4: Lease property—contract for establishment, op- 
eration and maintenance of airport.—That said Commission is au- 
thorized and empowered to lease to the United States of America, 
or to the State of South Carolina, or to any agency thereof, or to 
any person, firm or corporation, municipal or private, any and all of 
the property and rights acquired by said Commission under the pro- 
visions of this Act, or under the provisions of any other Act, Statute 
or law. Said Commission is further authorized and empowered to 
enter into agreements with the United States of America, or the 
State of South Carolina, or any agency thereof, or any person, firm 
or corporation, municipal or private, relative to the establishment, 
operation and/or maintenance of an airport and aeronautical field 
in said townships.

of general obligations bonds of said townships, whose proceeds shall 
be expended by said Commission for the purpose of acquisition, con- 
struction, maintenance or operation of an airport as herein provided. 
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SECTION 7: Bonds — denominations — interest — maturities 
—redemption—-name.—The said bonds shall be negotiable coupon 
bonds of such denomination or denominations as said Commission 
shall determine, shall bear such date and rate or rates of interest, 
payable annually or semi-annually, shall mature at such times and 
.be payable at such place as the Commission shall determine. Any 
bond issued pursuant to this Act may, at the discretion of said Com- 
mission, contain a provision permitting its redemption prior to its 
stated maturity at premium figures, The said bonds shall be known 
as Catawha-Ebenezer Townships Airport Bonds. 


SECTION 8: Bonds—execution.—Said bonds shall be executed in 
the name of Catawba and Ebenezer Townships by the Chairman and 
one member of the aforesaid Commission, under the seal of said 
townships, or of said Commission on behalf of said townships. The 
coupons appertaining to such bonds need not be authenticated other- 
wise than by the facsimile signature of the Chairman of said Com- 
mission lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 9: Bonds—sale.—The said bonds, or any portion there- 
of, may be sold by said Commission at such time as it shall determine, 
at not less than par and accrued interest to date of delivery, either 
at public or private sale, and if at public sale, the form, manner and 
occasions of the advertisement shall be determined by said Commis- 
sion. 


SECTION 10: Bonds—deposit, application and disbursements 
of proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the sale or sales of said 
bonds shall be deposited with the County Treasurer in a special fund, 
separate and distinct from all other funds. Said funds shall be applied 
solely for the purposes for which said bonds are issued, and shall be 
disbursed by the County Treasurer only upon warrants duly ap- 
proved in writing by at least two members of said Commission. 


SECTION 11: Bonds exempt from taxes.—The said bonds, both 
as to principal and interest, shall be exempt from all State, County 
and municipal taxes of the State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 12: Bonds—payment.—The full faith, credit and tax- 
ing power of Catawba and Ebenezer Townships in York County 
shall be pledged for the payment of said bonds and the interest there- 
on, and the Auditor and Treasurer of York County, respectively, 
are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect annually a 
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tax upon all taxable property in said‘townships, sufficient to pay the 
principal and interest on said bonds as they respectively mature, and 
to create a Sinking Fund for the redemption of said bonds and in- 
terest at respective maturities. 


SECTION 13: Bond election — time—notice —- managers —- 
returns.—Prior to the issuance of any bonds hereunder, the Com- 
mission shall hold an election in said townships, at which there 
shall be submitted to the qualified voters of said townships the ques- 
tion of the issuance of saic bonds. The election shall be held at such 
time and at such place or places within the said townships as the Com- 
mission shall approve. Notice of the election shall be given by the 
publication of a notice in a daily newspaper published in the City of 
Rock Hill, and by posting a notice in three (3) places in said town- 
ships at least ten (10) days prior to the date set for said election. 
The notices shall designate the place or places where the election is 
to be held, the date thereof, the hours during which the polls shall 
be kept open, and the purpose for which the election is to be held.

SECTION 14: Bond election—ballots—voting.—The ballots used 
in said election shall be in form substantially as follows: 

“Shall the Catawba-Ebenezer Townships Airport Commission be 
autiiorized and empowered to issue on behalf of Catwaba and Eb- 
enezer Townships of York County, not exceeding Two Hundred and 
Fifty Thousand ($250,000.00) Dollars of general obligation bonds 
of said townships, either as a single issue, or from time to time in 
several separate issues, the proceeds thereof tu be used for the pur- 
pose of acquisition, construction, maintenance and operation of an 
airport. Yes ........ No.” 

Those favoring the issuance of said bonds shall delete the word 
“NO” on the ballot, while those opposing the issue of said bonds shall 
delete the word “YES” on the ballot. 


SECTION 15: Bonds—expenditure of receipts—The proceeds 
derived from the sale of such bonds shall be expended by said Com- 
mission solely for’ airport purposes as herein authorized; PRO- 
VIDED, that such funds shall not be so expended unless and until 
a grant of Federal Aid shall be available for the use of said Commis- 
sion in an amount of approximately fifty (50%) per cent of the cost 
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of the proposed airport construction project, exclusive of the cost of 
land. 

The provisions of this Section shail not be construed to impose a con- 
dition precedent to the issuance of bonds, but said bonds may he is- 
sued irrespective of whether the grant of Federal Aid shall have then 
been made, the limitation herein provided applying solely to the ex- 
penditure of the proceeds of said bonds.

SECTION 1: § 2608, 1942 Code, amended—return real estate in 
intermediate year, counties with city over 70,000.—That Section 
2608, Cude of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, relating to the return- 
ing of real estate for taxation, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding the following proviso at the end of the first paragraph of 
said section, to-wit: 


“PROVIDED, FURTHER, that in counties having a city con- 
taining a population in excess of seventy thousand (70,000) inhabi- 
tants, according to the last official U. S. census, such returns of real 
estate shall also be made between the first day of January and the 
first day of March in any intermediate year upon the order of the 
County Board of Assessors of stich county.”, so that, when so amend- 
ed, said Section shall read as follows: 


“Section 2608. It shall be the duty of all persons, who are re- 
quired by law to make returns of personal property, to make full re- 
turns of all real estate and improvements thereon between the first 
day of January and the first day of March 1898, and at the same time 
in every fourth year thereafter: PROVIDED, That for the portion 
of the township of Florence, for the county of Florence, lying within 
the limits of the city of Ilorence, like returns shall also be made be- 
tween the first day of March and the fifteenth day of March: PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, That in cities having a population of fifty 
thousand inhabitants or over, such returns of real estate shall also 
be made between the first day of January and the first days of March 
in any intermediate year upon the order of the special board of equali- 
zation for such cities; PROVIDED, That in Florence County re- 
turns of all real estate and improvements thereon shall be made dur- 
ing the year 1916: PROVIDED, That the time for making such re-

SECTION 1: Recall mayor or councilmen, cities of 32,000 and 
not over 34,000 operating under commission form of government— 
election of successors.—The mayor or any councilman of any city in 
this State, the population of which, according to the last official census, 
was not less than Thirty-two thousand (32,000) nor more than 
Thirty-four thousand (34,000), now operating under the commission 
form of government, may be removed from office in the following 
manner: Whenever ths qualified, registered electors of such city, equal 
in number to at least twenty (20%) per centum of the total number 
of qualified electors of such city at the time of the last general election 
in such city, file with the Governor a petition demanding the removal 
of the mayor or Councilman, and stating the grounds for said demand, 
the signatures to said petition showing the place of residence and the 
occupation of each signer, and stating that he is a qualified registered 
elector of said city, said petition being duly verified as to these facts 
by one or more persons who make affidavits on said petition as to 
any stated number of said petitioners, the said Governor shall order 
an election for a day not later than thirty (30) days and not earlier 
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than two (2) weeks, after the filing of the said petition with the said 
Governor; said election to be conducted by the board of commis- 
sioners of election and the managers of elections, under the rules and 
regulations and penalties applying to other elections, at which election 
the said board of commissioners of election shall provide ballots, on 
which shall be placed the name of the mayor or councilman whose

gun or any part thereof, or any ammunition or shells or equipment 
that may be used in a tear gas gun or machine. 


SECTION 2: Penalties.—Any violation of this Act shall be a mis- 
demeanor and punishable by imprisonment for not less than one (1) 
year nor more than five (5) years, or by a fine of not more than Five 
Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, either or both, in the discretion of 
the Court.

SECTION 2: § 9051, 1942 Code, amended—investment of trust 
funds.—That Section 9051, Code of Laws of South Carolina,1942, 
as amended by Act No. 276 of the 1947 Acts of the General Assem- 
bly of South Carolina be and hereby is amended by striking out all 
of said Section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 


“Section 9051, Trust funds in the hands of any trustee, guardian, 
committee, executor, administrator, or other fiduciary may be in- 
vested by such fiduciary in such securities or property as may be 
authorized by the will, deed, order, decree, gift, grant or other in- 
strument creating or fixing the trust, and when not otherwise pro- 
vided in such instrument, may be deposited in whole or in part at 
current savings bank interest in any bank which is a member of the 
Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation, or in any Federal Savings 
and T,oan Association, or may be invested in whole or in part in 
all or any of the following: bonds or notes of the United States, 
Federal Farm Loan Bonds issued pursuant to an Act of Congress 
known as the Federal Farm Loan Act, and Acts amendatory thereof 
and supplementary thereto, bonds issued by Federal Farm Mort- 
gage Corporation pursuant to an Act of Congress known as the Fed- 
eral Farm Mortgage Corporation Act, bonds or obligations of an 
State of the United States, bonds or obligations of any political sub- 
division or municipal corporation of any such State, bonds or obliga- 
tions secured hy first mortgage of real estate in any State of the 
United States, or preferred or common stock of any corporation;

(30%) per cent, and the aggregate total so invested in the stock or 
stocks of any one corporation shall not exceed Five (5%) per cent 
of the corpus of the trust; 


* PROVIDED, FURTHER, that no investment shall be made in 
any stock, bond, note or obligation of the corporate fiduciary, or of 
any corporation of which the individual fiduciary, or any person re- 
lated to such fiduciary within the third degree, is a director, officer 
or employee, or in any stock, bond, note or obligation of any cor- 
poration where the fiduciary, individual or corporate or any person 
related to the individual fiduciary within the third degree, is the 
owner or holder by pledge or otherwise, of more than Five (5%) 
per cent of the total outstanding capital stock of such corporations ; 

“ PROVIDED, FURTHER, that no investment shall be made in 
any obligation, corporate or otherwise, secured by mortgage of real

their successors shall have been elected and qualified, and each of 
them shall receive a salary of Three Hundred and Fifty ($350.00) 
Dollars per year.

AN ACT To Provide For Salaries And/Or Expenses Of Certain 
Officers Of Aiken County In Lieu Of Fees, Commissions And 
Costs; To Provide For Appropriations For Such Salaries; To Pro- 
vide For The Oollection Of Fees, Commissions And Oosts Perti- 
nent To The Offices Of Such Officers; To Provide For The Pay- 
ment Of Same To The Treasurer Of Said County, And To Pro- 
vide Penalties For The Violation Of The Provisions Thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Olerk of court and register of mesne conveyances, 
treasurer, auditor, sheriff, superintendent of education, probate 
judge, master, magistrates and constables receive salaries and ex- 
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penses in lieu of fees, Aiken County.—The following named officers 
of Aiken County, to-wit, the Clerk of Court and Register of Mesne 
Conveyances, Treasurer, Auditor, Sheriff, Superintendent of Educa- 
tion, Probate Judge, Master, all Magistrates and Constables shall re- 
ceive as compensation for performing the duties of their respective 
offices such salaries and/or expenses as may be provided for in the 
annual Supply Act of said county, or in some other Act of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of this State. Such salaries and/or expenses shall be 
in lieu of all fees, commissions and costs of whatever nature and de- 
scription pertinent to their respective offices: PROVIDED, that the 
performing of marriage ceremonies by the Probate Judge not being 
an official duty, any compensation received by him for performing 
such ceremonies may be retained by him as his individual property. 


SECTION 2: Oollection of fees—That each and every officer 
named in Section 1 of this Act receiving compensation in lieu of fees, 
commissions and costs as herein provided are hereby directed to 
charge and, except as in this Act otherwise provided, collect in ad- 
vance the costs, commissions and fees pertinent to his respective of- 
fice as are now or may hereafter be provided by law. 


SECTION 3: Pay receipts to treasurer.—That all stich costs, com- 
missions and fees referred to in Section 2 of this Act shall, on or he- 
fore the 10th day of each month, be paid over to the Treasurer of said 
County by the officer collecting same during the preceding calendar 
month, and at the same time such officer shall file with the said 
Treasurer a verified, itemized statement of same in duplicate, on 
blanks approved hy the Treasurer of said County and furnished to 
said officers. The money so paid to the said Treasurer shall be by 
him placed in the general funds of said County. 


SECTION 4: Parties to actions unable pay cost—mortgage fore- 
closures—partition of real estate—In the event that any party de- 
siting to institute a suit, action or special proceeding in any Court in 
said County is financially unable to advance the fees required of him 
and required to be collected in advance under the provisions of this 
Act and such fact shall be made to appear by affidavit to the satisfac- 
tion of the Clerk of the Court wherein such suit, action or special pro- 
ceeding is brought or the Judge thereof, such party shall be entitled to 
be relieved by order of such Clerk or of the Court of the necessity of 
paying in advance the fees, commissions and costs as required under 
the provisions of this Act. All such costs, commissions and fees, how- 
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ever, shall be taxed upon the determination of the suit, action or pro- 
ceeding and shall be paid by such party if and when any judgment 
in his favor shall be collected, or if judgment be entered against him 
for the amount thereof, when such judgment is collectible. That all 
costs, commissions and fees in actions of foreclosure of mortgages or 
other liens on real or personal property and in actions for partition of 
real estate, shall be taxed and paid out of the proceeds of the sale of 
the property. 


SECTION 5: Officials applicable—The provisions of this Act 
shall not be applicable to the present officers of said County during 
their present term, but shall be applicable to their successors in of- 
fice; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, any of the present officers referred 
to in Section 1 of this Act may, if he so desires, come under the pro- 
visions of this Act by filing a written request so to do with the County 
Board of Commissioners of said County. 


SECTION 6: Salaries.—Officers of said County set out in Section 
1 of this Act shall receive annual salaries as follows, to-wit:

PROVIDED, that the said salaries shall be the total amount paid 
by the State, if any, and by the County, Unless otherwise provided 
for in the annual Supply Acts for said County, there is hereby an- 
nually appropriated from the general funds of said County, amounts 
sufficient to pay said salaries. 


SECTION 7: Penalty,.—Any officer wilfully violating any of the 
provisions of this Act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be 
punished in the’ discretion of the Court. 


SECTION 8: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 9: Time effective—This Act shall take effect on July 
1, 1948.

AN ACT To Prohibit The Increase Of Millage In Any School 
District Of Spartanburg County For School Purposes Without 
An Election Of The Qualified Electors Of Said School District. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
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SECTION 1: School district not increase millage for school pur- 
poses in excess of 3 mills annually without majority vote in eleo- 
.tion thereon, Spartanburg County.—That from and after the pas- 
sage of this Act no school district in Spartanburg County shall in- 
crease the millage for school purposes in excess of three mills in any 
one fiscal year without first submitting the same to the qualified elec- 
tors of said school district and at which election a majority of the 
qualified electors of said district voting at such election shall vote in 
favor of said increase in millage. PROVIDED, the election herein 
provided shall be by secret ballot and held under the general election 
laws of South Carolina. 


SEOTION 2: Election—For the purpose of determining the in- 
crease of millage authorized in Section 1 hereof, such trustees of any 
school district shall order an election to be held at such place in such 
school district as may be designated by such trustees of such school 
district on the question of whether such millage shall be increased 
or not, in which election only qualified voters residing in such school 
district shall he allowed to vote, and such trustees shall give notice 
of such election for ten (10) days published in a newspaper in Spar- 
tanburg County, and by posting such notice in three (3) public 
places in such district ; shall designate the time and place and appoint 
the managers for such election, and receive the returns of the man- 
agers, and declare the results thereof. 


SECTION 3: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

Carolina, 1942, Relating To The Paying Of An Indemnity For 
Cattle Infected With Bang’s Disease, 80 As To Provide For In- 
demnity Payments To Cattle Owners Who Are Not In Position 
To Meet U. 8S. Department Of Agriculture, Bureau Of Animal 
Industry, Requirements, And To Increase Indemnity Payments 
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From Twelve and 50/100 ($12.50) Dollars For A Grade Animal 
To Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars For A Grade Animal, And From 
Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars For A Pure-Bred Registered Ani- 
mal To Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, And Define The Period Of Owner- 
ship In Order To Be Eligible For Indemnity. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECLION 1: § 5806-43, 1942 Code, amended—portions of indem- 
nity State pay for cattle infected with Bang’s disease and 
slaughtered—basis for payment.—That Section 5806-43, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, as amended March 25, 1943, be, and 
the same is hereby, amended, by striking out on the eleventh line of 
said Section after “control and eradication of said disease” the fol- 
lowing words: “The indemnity provided by the State shall equal the 
amount paid by the Federal Government ;” 


And the same is hereby further amended by striking out after the 
words “for a grade animal a sum in excess of Twelve and 50/100 
($12.50) Dollars and for a pure-bred animal a sum in excess of 
Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars” and by adding at the end of said 
Section the following: “Nor shall any such animal he so appraised 
or paid for unless it be at least six (6) months old and has been in 
good faith owned and kept within the State for six (6) months im- 
mediately before killing.” So that said Section, when so amended, 
shall read as follows: 


“Section 5806-43. The State of South Carolina will cooperate 
with the Federal Government in paying indemnity for cattle owned 
in this State known to be infected with Bang’s disease as a result of 
a test made by the Bureau of Animal Industry, U. §. Department 
of Agriculture, or by a graduate Veterinarian licensed by the State 
Board of Vetcrinary examiners of the State of South Carolina and 
Clemson Agricultural College cooperating, and slaughtered on and 
after May 1, 1939, in accordance with rules and regulations pre- 
scribed by said Bureau and the said College and whose owners agree 
to cooperate with the Federal Government and the State of South 
Carolina in the control and eradication of said disease; PROVIDED, 
that the State shall in no case pay as its portion of the indemnity 
for a grade animal a sum in excess of ‘Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars 
and for a pure-bred animal a sum in excess of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. 
Nor shall any such animal be so appraised or paid for unless it be at 
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least six (6) months old and has been in good faith owned and kept 
within the State for six (6) months immediately before the killing. 
Such payment on the part of the State of South Carolina shall be 
made from such funds as may annually be made available to the 
Clemson College Livestock Sanitary Department for such purposes 
by the General Assembly of the State, The State Veterinarian shall, 
upon request, furnish to persons needing same, suitable blank forms 
to be used in certifying the result of any test made under the pro- 
visions hereof.” 


SEOTION 2: Repeal.—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with -are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

SECTION 1: § 7437, 1942 Code, amended—tax levy, Central._— 
That Section 7437, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, as 
amended, he, end the same is hereby, amended by adding at the end 
thereof the following, to-wit: “PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the 
Town Council of Central, Pickens County, South Carolina, may, dur- 
ing the calendar year 1948, and each year thereafter, levy a tax not 
exceeding three cents on each dollar of the assessed valuation of all 
taxable property lying within the corporate limits of the said Town 
of Central.” 


SEOTION 2: Repeal.—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

SECTION 1: Williston-Elko high school district No. 29, Barn- 
well County—area.—That the Williston-Elko High School District 
No. 29 of Barnwell County shall be composed of the territory now em- 
braced in the following school districts of Barnwell County to-wit: 
Edisto No. 21, New Forest No. 25, Mt .Calvary No. 14, Elko No. 
28, Cedar Grove No. 35, Tinkers Creek No. 40, Pleasant Hill No. 
13, Greens Academy No. 16, and Williston No. 29. 


SECTION 2: Trustees——That there shall be seventeen (17) ex 
officio trustees of the Williston-Elko high school district No. 29, 
seven (7) of whom shall be the trustees of the Williston Grammar 
school district No. 29, three (3) of whom shall be the Elko grammar 
school trustees of Elko District No. 28, and in addition there shall 
be one (1) trustee from each of the above named cooperating dis- 
tricts which comprise the Williston-Elko high school district. 


SEOTION 3: Execution of claims.—That all school claims of the 
said Williston-Elko high school district No. 29 shall be signed by 
the chairman or secretary of the board of trustees of Williston gram- 
mar school district No, 29 and any other two (2) ex officio members 
of the board of said high school district. 


SECTION 4: Meetings of trustees—No meeting of the board of 
trustees of said high school district shall be held without first hav- 
ing given due notice to each member of the high school board. 


SECTION 5: Repeal—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEOTION 6: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South

SECTION 1: Increase tax levy for health purposes, Bamberg. 
—The Town Council of the Town of Bamberg is hereby authorized 
and empowered to levy for Health purposes an annual tax of not ex- 
ceeding five (5) mills, in addition to the tax now authorized by law 
to he levied by said town for corporate purposes, upon all of the tax- 
able property within the corporate limits of the said town. 


SECTION 2: Repeal,—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Provide For A System Of Municipal Government 
In And For Charleston County Under Either Of Two Alternative 
Plans; To Create, Under Either Of Said Plans, A County Coun- 
cil For Said County, And To Prescribe Its Duties, Powers And 
Functions; And To Provide For The Holding Of An Election To 
Determine Which, If Hither, Of Said Plans Shall Become Ef- 
fective. 


WHEREAS, the extent and population of Charleston County make 
it essential that many regulations be made for the preservation of the 
peace and good order and for the conduct of local public service with- 
in the County; and 


WHEREAS, the Constitution of the State of South Carolina of 
1895 authorizes the General Assembly to provide for the government 
of counties by providing in Article VIT, Section 11, that “The General 
Assembly may provide such system of township government as it 
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shall think proper in any and all counties, and may make special 
provision for municipal government and for the protection of char- 
tered rights and powers of municipalities”; in Article X, Section 5, 
that the “corporate authorities of counties, townships, school districts, 
cities, towns and villages may be vested with power to assess and col- 
lect taxes for corporate purposes”; and Article X, Section 6, that the 
“General Assembly shall not have power to authorize any county or 
township to levy a tax or issue bonds for any purpose except for 
educational purposes, to build and repair public roads, buildings, 
bridges, to maintain and support prisoners, pay jurors, county officers, 
and for litigation, quarantine and court expenses and for ordinary 
county purposes, to support paupers, and pay past indebtedness”; 
NOW, THEREFORE, in the exercise of these powers and in the 
exercise of all other powers vested in the General Assembly by the 
Constitution, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Municipal government for Charleston County un- 
der either of two plans—Plan A—Plan B.—There is hereby pro- 
vided in and for the County of Charleston a system of municipal gov- 
ernment under either of two alternative plans, to be known respec- 
tively as Plan A and Plan B, as follows: 


PLAN A 


ARTICLE 1. There is hereby provided in and for the County of 
Charleston a system of municipal government, which shall be adminis- 
tered by a County Council as herein constituted whose duties, powers, 
functions and authority shall be as hereinafter provided. 


ARTICLE 2: The duties, powers, functions and authority set forth 
in this plan shall be vested in a County Council. The County Council 
shall be composed of seven (7) members. One member shall be a 
resident of the area of Charleston County lying east of the Cooper 
River, and shall be elected by the qualified electors residing in that 
area of the county. Three members shall be residents of the area of 
the county included in the City of Charleston, and shall be elected by 
the qualified electors residing in that area of the county. One member 
shall be a resident of the area of the county included in St. Phillips 
and St. Michaels Public Service District and shall be elected by the 
qualified electors residing in that area of the county. One member 
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shall be a resident of the remainder of Charleston County lying be- 
tween the Ashley and the Cooper Rivers and shall be elected by the 
qualified electors residing in that area of the county. One member 
shall be a resident of the area of the county lying west of the Ashley 
River, and shall be elected by the qualified electors residing ‘n that 
area of the county. Of the first elected members of the County Coun- 
cil, four shall serve terms of two years, and three shall serve terms 
of four years. The selection of members to serve initial terms of two 
and four years shall be determined by lot at the first regular meeting 
of the elected County Council. Thereafter, the term of office of each 
elected member of the Council shall be for a period of four years, 
Each vacancy occurring by reason of the expiration of such term of 
office shall be filled by election in the General Election next preceding 
the expiration date of that term of office. In the event of a vacancy 
on the County Council occurring by reason of death, resignation or 
removal, the vacancy shall be filled for the remainder of the unexpired 
term by appointment by the Governor on the recommendation of a 
majority of the Legislative Delegation for Charleston County. 


ARTICLE 3: The County Council shall select one of its number 
as Chairman for such term as the Council may set. The Chairman 
shall serve ex officio as County Supervisor. The Council may desig- 
nate a person to serve as Clerk to the Council, to record its proceed- 
ings and perform such additional duties as the Council may prescribe. 
The Council shall fix the compensation of its members, but such com- 
pensation shall not exceed the amount of Six Hundred ($600.00) 
Dollars per year for each member, except that the compensation of 
the Chairman may be set at no more than One Thousand ($1,000.00) 
Dollars per year. The Council shall decide the time, place and fre- 
quency of its meetings for the transaction of official business. Regular 
meetings shall be held twice each calendar month, and special meet- 
ings may be held at such other times as the Chairman shall direct, 
but no special meeting shall be held at any time or place other than 
on the hour and date and in the place of which the Chairman shall 
give three days’ notice by publication in a newspaper of general cir- 
culation in the county. Five members of the Council shall constitute a 
quorum for the transaction of official business. All meetings of the 
Council shall be open to the public. No ordinance shall be passed levy- 
ing a tax, incurring indebtedness, or imposing regulations for the 
health, safety or welfare of the county which shall not have been voted 
for by at least four members in Council Assembled. No ordinance 
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which levies a tax, or appropriates moneys, or incurs bonded indebt- 
edness shall be valid unless the same shall have been read at three 
regular meetings of the Council. Kach ordinance or resolution of the 
Council shall be published in full at least once in a newspaper of gen- 
eral circulation in the County at least five days before the effective 
date thereof, All proceedings of the Council shall be recorded, and, 
annually, all ordinances and resolutions of the Council passed during 
the preceding twelve months shall be printed and made available 
for public distribution through the office of the Council. 


ARTICLE 4: The County Council is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to legislate in reference to such matters of local concern 
within Charleston County as is herein provided and, to that end, shall 
have the following powers: 


1. To adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 


2. (a) To acquire by purchase or gift real property in the name 
of Charleston County, 

(b) To acquire tangible personal property and supplies. 

(c) To lease, sell or otherwise dispose of real and personal 
pronerty in the name of Charleston County, including all 
suc’ property now owned by said County, PROVIDED, 
ALWAYS, that no lease’or sale shall be effected except 
upon sealed proposals after notice thereof be given by 
published advertisement at least once not less than seven 
days prior to the occasion fixed for the opening of bids. 


3. To make contracts and to execute all instruments necessary 
or convenient for carrying out the functions committed to it. 

4, To exercise the powers of eminent domain in the manner pro- 
vided by the General Laws of the State of South Carolina for 
procedure by any County, municipality, or authority organized 
under the laws of this State, or by the South Carolina State 
Highway Department, or by railroad corporations, or in any 
manner provided by law, as the Council may, in its discretion, 
elect. 

5. To make appropriations and to levy taxes therefor for cor- 
porate purposes and for educational purposes, to build and re- 
pair public roads, buildings and bridges, to maintain and sup- 
port prisoners, pay jurors, county officers, and for litigation, 
quarantine and court expenses and for ordinary county pur- 
poses, to support paupers, and to pay past indebtedness. 
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6. To provide for the receipt, custody, allocation and disburse- 
ment of funds accruing to Charleston County from whatever 
source derived. 


7. To provide within the County special services such as refuse 
or garbage collection and disposal facilities, and to collect 
service charges from the persons benefited which are at least 
sufficient to cover the expenses of providing such services. 


8. To incur indebtedness in anticipation of the collection of taxes 
which have been levied. 


9. To issue bonds pledging the faith and credit of Charleston 
County for purposes authorized by and within the limits pre- 
scribed by the Constitution of the State of South Carolina, in- 
cluding educational purposes, to build and repair public roads, 
buildings and bridges, to maintain and support prisoners, pay 
jurors, county officers, and for litigation, quarantine and court 
expenses and for ordinary county purposes, to support pau- 
pers, and pay past indebtedness. Bonds issued pursuant to 
this section shall mature serially in such manner as the County 
Council may provide. They may contain provisions permitting 
their redemption prior to their stated maturity at premium 
figures, Said Council shall also be empowered to determine 
the rates of interest such bonds may bear, the method of their 
execution and sale and all other matters incident to the proper 
issuance and delivery of such bonds. They shall be empowered 
to order the levy and collection of ad valorem taxes upon all 
taxable property in Charleston County without limitation as 
to rate or amount sufficient to provide for the payment of the 
principal and interest on such bonds. Prior to the final adop- 
tion of any ordinance providing for the issuance of bonds 
pledging in any manner the taxing power of Charleston Coun- 
ty, the question of issuing such bonds shall be submitted to the 
qualified electors of Charleston County at any general elec- 
tion, or at any special election ordered by the Council for 
that purpose. Notice of the question to be voted upon shall be 
given by published advertisement thereof in a newspaper of 
general circulation in Charleston County at least once a week 
for three successive weeks prior to the occasion of the elec- 
tion. If the question be submitted a special election, the Coun- 
cil shall be empowered to fix the date of such election, and 
shall, not less than fifteen (15) days before the date so fixed, 
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notify the Governor of the date so fixed. The Governor shall 
thereupon, for the purpose of carrying on such election, ap- 
point three (3) commissioners of election, who shall appoint 
the managers thereof, receive the returns of the managers, and 
declare the result of the election, and do and perform all other 
acts and things necessary or incident to the proper holding of 
such election. The form of ballot to be used shall in all cases 
be prescribed by the commissioners of election, The said com- 


. missioners and managers shall take and subscribe, before any

officer authorized to administer oaths, the oath of office pre- 
scribed by Section 26, of Article III, of the Constitution, and 
the oath with respect to dueling, and the same shall be immedi- 
ately filed in the office of the Clerk of the Court of Common 
Pleas for Charleston County. No such ordinance shall be 
adopted unless and until the election thereon shall have re- 
sulted favorably to the issuance of the bonds to be authorized 
thereby. 

To enter into agreements on matters of local concern with 
agencies and instrumentalities of the I‘ederal Government, 
the State Government, political subdivisions of the State, and 
educational, charitable and eleemosynary institutions. 

To regulate, control and provide for the construction, main- 
tenance, operation and use of public streets, roads, bridges, 
sidewalks, drains, Court Houses, jails, buildings, prison farms, 
and other public improvements and facilities.

PLAN B 


ARTICLE 1: There is hereby provided in and for the County of 
Charleston a system of municipal government, which shall be ad- 
ministered by a County Council as herein constituted whose duties, 
powers, functions and authority shall be as hereinafter provided. 

ARTICLE 2: The duties, powers, functions and authority set forth 
in this Plan shall be vested in a County Council, It shall be composed 
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of eleven (11) members. One member shall be a resident of that part 
of Charleston County lying east of the Cooper River. He shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of that part of the County. Three (3) 
members shall be residents of that part of Charleston County consist- 
ing of the City of Charleston. They shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of the City of Charleston. Two (2) members shall be resi- 
dents of that part of the County lying to the north of the City of 
Charleston and between the Ashley and Cooper Rivers. They shall be 
elected by the qualified electors of that part of the County. One (1) 
member shall be a resident of that part of the County lying west of 
the Ashley River. He shall be elected by the qualified electors of that 
part of the County. Four (4) members shall be residents of the 
County of Charleston and shall be elected by the qualified electors of 
the County of Charleston at large without regard to residence. The 
terms of all members shall expire on January 1st every four (4)' 
years, beginning January 1, 1953. Except in the instance of the first 
election to fill the membership of the Council, election for the office of 
members of the Council shall take place in each alternate General 
Election. The first election of members to the Council shall take place 
in the General Election for members of the House of Representatives 
to be held in 1948. In the event of any vacancy on the County Council 
occurring by reason of death, resignation or removal, the vacancy 
shall be filled for the remainder of the unexpired term by appointment 
by the Governor on the recommendation of a majority of the Legis- 
lative Deiegation for Charleston County. 


ARTICLE 3: The County Council shall select one of its number 
as Chairman, who shall serve ex-officio as County Supervisor. The 
Council may designate a person to serve as Clerk to the Council, to 
record its proceedings and perform such additional duties as the 
Council may prescribe, The General Assembly shall fix the compensa- 
tion of the members of the County Council. The Council shall decide 
the time, place and frequency of its meetings for the transaction of of- 
ficial business. Regular meetings shall be held twice each calendar 
month, and special meetings may be held at such other times as the 
Chairman shall direct, but no special meeting shall be held at any 
time or place other than on the hour and date and in the place of 
which the Chairman shall give public notice. Seven (7) members of 
the Council shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of official 
business. All mectings of the Council shall be open. No ordinance 
shall be passed which shall not have been voted for by at least six (6) 
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members in Council assembled. No ordinance shall be valid unless the 
same shall have been read and passed at three regular meetings of 
the Council. Each ordinance or resolution of the Council shall be 
published in full at least once in a newspaper of general circulation 
in the County at least five days before the effective date thereof. All 
proceedings of the Council shall be recorded, and, annually, all ordi- 
nances and resolutions of the Council passed during the preceding 
twelve months shall be printed and made available for public distri- 
bution through the office of the Council. 


ARTICLE 4: The County Council is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to legislate in reference to such matters of local concern 
within Charleston County as is herein. provided and, to that end, shall 
have the following powers: 

1. To adopt, use and alter a corporate seal. 

2. (a) To acquire by purchase or gift real property in the name 

of Charleston County. 

(b) To acquire tangible personal property and supplies; 
PROVIDED, ALWAYS, no contract for the purchase of 
tangible personal property or supplies of a cost exceeding 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, shall be let except upon 
sealed proposals after notice thereof be given by published 
advertisement at least once not less than seven days prior 
to the occasion fixed for the opening of bids, unless an 
emergency be declared and so certified to in writing by all 
members of said Council, in which event the conditions 
of this proviso shall not apply. 

(c) To lease, sell or otherwise dispose of real and personal 
property in the name of Charleston County, including all 
such property now owned by said County, PROVIDED, 
ALWAYS, that no lease or sale shall be effected except 
upon sealed proposals after notice thereof be given by pub- 
lished advertisement at least once not less than seven days 
prior to the occasion fixed for the opening of bids. 

3. To make contracts and execute all instruments necessary or 
convenient for carrying out the functions committed to it: 
PROVIDED, ALWAYS, that no contract involving the ex- 
penditure by Charleston County of any sum in excess of Five 
Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for any purpose except for serv- 
ices of a professional nature shall be let except upon sealed

proposals after notice thereof to be given by published adver- 
tisement at Jeast once not less thzn seven days prior to the 
occasion fixed for the opening of bids, unless an emergency 
be declared and so certified to in writing by all members of 
said Council, in which event the conditions of this proviso 
shall.not apply. 


. To exercise the powers of eminent domain for the purpose of 


acquiring rights-of-way for roads and highways and for the 
purpose of acquiring land for sites of public buildings, in the 
manner provided by the General Jaws of this State, or for the 
South Carolina State Highway Department, as the Council 
may, in its discretion, elect. 


. To provide for the disbursement of funds appropriated by the 


General Assembly for Charleston County in accordance with 
such appropriations. 


. To provide within the County special services such as refuse 


or garbage collection and disposal facilities, and to collect serv- 
ice charges from the persons benefited which are at least suf- 
ficent to cover the expenses of providing such services. 

To enter into agreements on matters of local concern with 
agencies and instrumentalities of the Federal Government, the 
State Government, political subdivisions of the State, and edu- 
cational, charitable and eleemosynary institutions. 


. To regulate, control and provide for the construction, main- 


tenance, operation and use of public streets, roads, bridges, 
sidewalks, drains, the County Court House, jails, buildings, 
prison farms, and other public improvements and facilities of 
the County.

The County Council shall report annually not later than 
November 1st in each calendar year to the Charleston County Delega- 
tion of the General Assembly all ordinances enacted by them and all 
monies received and expended by them during the next preceding 
fiscal year. 


SECTION 2: Plan A or Plan B become effective on majority 
vote therefor—election.—The provisions of Plan A, or of Plan B, 
as the case may be, shall become effective only if a majority of the 
qualified electors of Charleston County voting in the Special Election 
hereinafter provided for shall vote in favor of such plan. 


SECTION 3: Election—For the purpose of determining which, if 
either, of the said systems of municipal government hereinbefore set 
forth (i,e. Plan A or Plan B) shall become effective, a Special Elec- 
tion shall be held in the County of Charleston on the Tuesday next 
following the second Monday in September, 1948, At such election 
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the question shall be submitted to the qualified electors of said County 
at each voting precinct therein, in the following form, to be printed 
on the ballot: 


“Act No, —————of the General Assembly, approved the 
day of ————__--____,, 1948, provides for a system of municipal 
government for Charleston County under either of two plans, that 
are set forth in said Act as Plan A and Plan B. 


“T am in favor of Plan A. 
“Tam in favor of Plan B. 
“T am not in favor of either Plan A or Plan B.” 


Qualified electors favoring Plan A shall cast a ballot with the last 
two lines grased. 


Qualified electors favoring Plan B shall cast a ballot with the first 
and third lines erased, 


Qualified electors not in favor of either Plan A or Plan B shall cast 
a ballot with the first and second lines erased. 
The County Board of Commissioners shall: 


1. Cause notices of the holding of such Special Election to be ad- 
vertised in one or more newspapers of general circulation in Charles- 
ton County not less than once a week for four (4) successive weeks 
prior to the occasion of such election. 

2. Provide, or permit to be provided, suitable ballots to be used in 
said election. 

3. T‘urnish boxes or receptacles for use in said election. 

4, Name the managers thereof. 

5. Receive the returns and declare the results of said election. 

6. Do all other Acts and things necessary or incidental to the proper 
holding of such election. 


SECTION 4: Plan A or Plan B become effective if majority vote 
for either—-election of councilmen.—If a majority of the qualified 
electors voting in the election provided for in Section 3 hereof shall 
have voted in favor of Plan A, then and in that event the provisions 
of Articles 1, 2, 3 and 4 of Plan A as set forth in Section 1 of this 
Act shall become effective, and there shall be elected at the general 
election for members of the House of Representatives to be held in 
1948 the seven (7) members of the County Council provided for in 
Article 2 of said Plan A. They shall take office on the Tuesday next 
following the first Monday in January, 1949, 
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If a majority of the qualified electors voting in the election pro- 
vided for in Section 3 hereof shall have voted in favor of Plan B, then 
and in that event the provisions of Articles 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 of Plan 
B as set forth in Section 1 of this Act shall become effective, and 
there shall be elected at the General Election for members of the 
House of Representatives to be held in 1948 the eleven (11) members 
of the Cou:ty Council provided for in Article 2 of said Plan B. They 
shall take office on the Tuesday next following the first Monday in 
January, 1949, 


SECTION 5: Repeal—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are, in the case of local or special laws, repealed, and, in the 
case of general laws, suspended. 


SECTION 6: Invalidity —The Sections and provisions of this Act 
are hereby declared to be separable and not matters of mutual and 
essential inducement, and it is intended to confer the whole or any 
part of the powers herein granted; and, if any of the sections, pro- 
visions or parts hereof are, for any reason, held to be invalid, it is 
intended that the remaining sections, provisions or parts hereof shall 
remain in full force and effect. 


SEOTION 7: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

istrate, And To Fix The Jurisdiction Therein. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


. BECTION 1: § 3760-2, 1942 Code, amended—magistrates, Clar- 
endon County—term of incumbents.—That Section 3760-2, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, as amended, relating to the jurisdic- 
tion, salaries, qualifications and appointment of magistrates in Clar- 
endon County be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out all 
of said sections and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“3760-2 (1) The terms of office of all the present magis- 
trates in and for Clarendon County shall expire on the 31st day 
of December, 1948, and thereafter there shall be four (4) magis- 
trates in said county, to wit: One at the City of Manning who 
shall be a resident of Manning or the vicinity thereof, one at

And Provide For Indemnity Payments. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: § 6806-33, 1942 Code, amended—portion of indem- 
nity State pay for tuberculosis cattle slaughtered —That Section 
5806-33, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, as amended March 
25, 1943, be, and the same is hereby, amended, by striking out on 
the twelfth line of said Section after “exceed one hundred and fitfy 
($150.00) dollars” the following words “Nor of a tuberculosis cow 
of pure breed exceed one hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars,” and 
the same is hereby further amended by adding after the words “ex- 
ceed one hundred and fifty ($150.00) dollars” the following words 
“and PROVIDED FURTHER, that the State shall in no case pay 
as its portion of indemnity for a grade cow a sum in excess of twenty- 
five ($25.00) dollars and for a pure-bred registered cow a sum in 
excess of fifty ($50.00) dollars.” So that said Section when so 
amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 5806-33. (5) Neither tuberculous cattle nor glandered 
horses, mules or asses shall be killed as such until they have been 
inspected hy the State veterinarian or his assistant or by a graduate 
veterinarian licensed hy the State Board of Veterinary Examiners 
of the State of South Carolina and are pronounced by him to be so 
diseased, And whenever any animal is killed because it is afflicted with 
either of said diseases, the actual cash value of the diseased animal 
immediately prior to killing and the cash value of the carcass, if any, 
shall he fixed within twenty-four hours thereafter, by appraisers 
chosen in the manner described in this section. The value of the car- 
cass shall he deducted from that of the living animal and three-fourths 
of the remainder shall be paid to the owner by the State in cases of 
horses and mules and one-third of such remainder shall he paid by 
the state in cases of cattle: PROVIDED, that in no case shall the 
appraised value of a horse exceed one hundred and fifty ($150.00) 
dollars; and PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the State shall in no 
case pay as its portion of indemnity for a grade cow a sum in excess 
of twenty-five ($25.00) dollars and for a pure-bred registered cow 
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a sum in excess of fifty ($50.00) dollars, nor shall any such animal 
be so appraised or paid for unless it be at least six months old and 
have been in good faith owned and kept within the State for six 
months immediately before the killing.” 


SECTION 2; Blank forms certify results —The State Veterinar- 
ian shall, upon request, furnish the persons needing some suitable 
blank forms to be used in certifying the result of any test made under 
the provisions hereof. 


SECTION 3: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Oreate The Oconee County Public Library Com- 
mission; To Provide For The Appointment Of Members There- 
of; To Prescribe Their Terms Of Office And To Define Their Du- 
ties And Powers. 


BE IT’ ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Oconee County public library commission.—There 
is hereby created a Commission to be known as the Oconee County 
Public Library Commission, - 


SECTION 2: Appointment—terms—vacancy.—The said Com- 
mission shall consist of three (3) members, one member to be the 
Superintendent of Education of Oconee County, ex officio, and two 
(2) members to be appointed by a majority of the Oconee County 
Legislative Delegation and their terms of office shall be for three (3) 
years and until their successors shall have been appointed and quali- 
fied; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the initial terms of office of said 
two (2) members shall he one (1) for three (3) and the other for 
two (2) years; and in making such appointments the said Legisla- 
tive Delegation shall designate the terms of office of each of said 
members. In the event of a vacancy in the membership of said Com- 
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mission, a successor for the unexpired term shall be appointed in like 
manner as his or her predecessor was appointed. 


SECTION 3: Manage and operate library—services render. 
—The said Commission shall manage and operate the Oconee 
County Public Library and any and all activities relating to the 
same; it is authorized to employ, discharge and direct such libra- 
rians and other employees as are necessary for the performance 
of its duties ; it may cooperate with any State or Federal agency when 
by so doing it will receive substantial aid in carrying out the pur- 
poses of the said Jibrary; the said Commission shall provide and 
make available, as far as the resources made available to it allow, 
. good literature and books calculated to educate and advance the 
citizenship of Oconee County, paying particular attention to the 
needs of the school children of Oconee County. The Commission is 
particularly charged with making its services available to all groups 
and classes of citizens of Oconee County and for that purpose of 
circulating books and other reading material throughout the County 
on such routes and schedules as the Commission may deem advisable 
and proper. 


SECTION 4: Annual meeting—officers—rules and regulations 
—contracts.—The Commission shall hold an annual meeting in 
March of each year, at which time it shall elect a chairman and other 
such officers as it deems necessary, who shall hold office until the 
next annual election, and the Commission shall have the authority 
to make such rules and regulations, and enforce the same, as are 
necessary for carrying out the purposes of this Act; the said Com- 
mission shall at its annual meeting estimate its prospective income 
for the ensuing fiscal year and adopt a budget calculated to operate 
the said Library during the next twelve (12) months within the 
limits of the fund available; and it shall be unlawful for the said 
Commission to make any contract or incur any obligation in excess 
of the funds available; the said Commission shall have no power 
to create any indehtedness or obligation against Oconee County, or 
any subdivision thereof. 


SECTION 5: Own and control property—gifts—The said Com- 
mission shall have power, within funds available, to buy, sell own 
and lease real and personal property and to accept gifts to be used 
for the support and maintenance of a library system in said County. 
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SECTION 6: Library account—expenditures.—A special library 
account is hereby created and the funds of which shall be kept by the 
County ‘Treasurer, consisting of such funds as are made available in 
the annual County Supply Act and all donations and receipts from 
other sources ; expenditures shall be made by the Treasurer of Oconee 
County on warrants of the County Advisory Board upon claims ap- 
proved by such member or members of the Library Commission au- 
thorized to approve expenditures. 


SECTION 7: Annual report—majority rule—The Commission 
shall annually, on or before September 1 of each year, make a report 
of its activities, showing in summary form its receipts and expendi- 
tures, the libraries and routes operated by it, the number of books, 
periodicals and other property owned by it, the character of the serv- 
ice rendered to the people of the County, including the number mak- 
ing use of its service, and such other pertinent facts as will show its 
activities during the preceding fiscal year; the said report shall be 
filed in the office of the Clerk of Court for Oconee County and copies 
furnished each member of the Legislative Delegation from Oconee 
County. In all matters before said Commission, a majority of the 
members thereof shall govern.

AN AOT To Prohibit The Operation Of Motor Vehicles On The 
Strand At Ocean Drive From The Pavilion Through Atlantic 
Beach In Horry County, South Carolina, And To Provide Penal- 
ties For The Violation Of The Provisions Thereof, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Operation of motor vehicles on portion of strand 
at Ocean Drive through Atlantic Beach during June, July, and 
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August through Labor Day prohibited, Horry County.—That the 
operation of motor vehicles on the strand at Ocean Drive from a point 
on the Tilghman estate property, two hundred (200) yards below the 
Douglas MacArthur Hotel through Atlantic Beach in Horry County, 
South Carolina, during the months of June, July and August, through 
Labor Day, each year, is hereby prohitited. 


SECTION 2: Penalties —Any violation of this Act shall be pun- 
ished by a fine of not exceeding One IIundred ($100.00) Dollars, or 
imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) days. 


SECTION 3: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT To Create A State Agricultural Marketing Commis- 
sion For South Carolina; To Authorize Said Commission To Ao- 
quire Sites And To Construct Wholesale Farmers’ Markets There- 
on And To Operate Same; To Authorize Said Commission to Give 
Instructions To Farmers In Grading, Standardizing And Pack- 
ing Farm Products And To Carry On Research Work In Market- 
ing; To Make Inspection, Grading And Buyers Services Available 
To Other Markets And To Establish Marketing Facilities There- 
on; To Certify Petitions For The Establishment Of Local Market- 
ing Authorities Under The Act And To Supervise Same; To Au- 
thorize Said Commission To Receive And Use Federal Grants 
And/Or Grants Or Contributions From Other Sources For Any Of 
Said Purposes; To Authorize Said Commission To Issue Revenue 
Bonds; To Make Appropriations To Carry Out The Purposes Of 
The Act; To Create Local Marketing Authorities; To Authorize 
Said Commission To Make And Promulgate Rules And Regu- 
lations For The Operation Of Its Markets And To Provide Pen- 
alties For The Violation Of The Provisions Of The Act And The 
Rules And Regulations Promulgated Under It. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: State agricultural marketing commission,—For the 
purpose of aiding, establishing and providing proper facilities for the 
efficient handling of farm and other food products in the interest of 
the farmer, consumer and general public and to assist in the disposal 
and sale of such products, there is hereby created a State Agricul- 
tural Marketing Commission, hereinafter referred to as the Commis- 
sion. 


SECTION 2: Appointment.—The Commission shall consist of 
seven (7) members as follows: the Commissioner of Agriculture of 
South Carolina, ex officio, Chairman; the President of Clemson Ag- 
ricultural College, ex officio; and five (5) citizens of the state to be 
appointed by the Governor, with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
but the first appointments may be made during a recess of the Senate 
for consideration at its next session, as follows: 


A citizen who is a commercial producer of fruits and/or vegetables ; 
a citizen who is a commercial producer of poultry and/or eggs; a citi- 
zen who is a commercial producer of livestock; a citizen who is a 
wholesale produce merchant and @ citizen who is a retail grocer, 
The ex officio members of the Commission may vote and transact 
business at any meeting of the Commission by proxy. 


SECTION 3: Terms—vacancy.—In making the original appoint- 
ments, the terms of the members shall be as follows: The citizen pro- 
ducing fruits and/or vegetables, for a term of one (1) year; the cit- 
izen producing poultry and/or eggs for a term of two (2) years; the 
citizen producing livestock, for a term of three (3) years; the whole- 
sale produce merchant, for a term of four (4) years and the retail 
grocer for a term of five (5) years; each of their successors to be 
appointed for a term of five (5) years; any vacancy or vacancies on 
the Commission to he filled by the appointment of the Governor for 
the unexpired term or terms. 


SECTION 4: Domicile — organization — records -~ marketing 
directors.—The Commission shall be domiciled at Columbia, South 
Carolina and shall hold its first meeting in the office of the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture, within ten (10) days after the mem- 
bers shall have been appointed. The Commission shall adopt its own 
rules of procedure and shall keep adequate records of its proceedings. 
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It shall appoint a marketing director who shall act as executive sec- 
retary thereof; PROVIDED, that at its first meeting, the Commis- 
sion may appoint the Chief of the Division of Markets of the South 
Carolina Agricultural Extension Service as its marketing director 
and executive secretary to serve until such time as the Commission 
shall deem it advisable to appoint a full-time director, and, if so ap- 
pointed, the duties performed by the said Chief ofthe Division of 
Markets shall be in addition to the duties performed by him as Chief 
of the said Division of Markets and he may be compensated there- 
for by the Commission in such sum as it shall determine. 


SECTION 5: Meetings—quorum—per diem.—The Commission 
shall meet at least once each quarter and at such other times as may 
be necessary. It may be called in special session upon notice mailed 
by the Chairman not less than seven (7) days prior to the date of any 
special meeting ; PROVIDED, that this requirement as to the notice 
of a special meeting may be waived by consent of all of the members 
of the Commission in writing. Four (4) members of the Commission 
shall constitute a quorum thereof for the transaction of business and 
each member attending a meeting shall receive $10.00 per diem and 
actual expenses incurred in attepding such meeting; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that the ex officio members shall receive no per diem 
for attending the mectings of the Commission. 


SEOTION 6: Duties and powers—rules and regulations.—The 
duties and powers of the Commission shall be to request estab- 
lished research agencies to make for it such studies and surveys 
as may be necessary to determine if and where wholesale farmers’ 
markets should be established within the State, the kind and size 
of the markets best suited to the various sections of the State; the 
estimated cost of constructing such markets and such other in- 
formation as may be necessary to determine the probable economic 
feasibility of proposed markets and otherwise to make and to have 
such said studies and surveys made; to acquire by purchase, lease, 
gift or otherwise, suitable sites within the State to be used as whole- 
sale farmers’ markets and to erect thereon necessary buildings, 
marketing facilities and to operate and maintain same for the 
handling, classifying, grading and sale of fruits, vegetables, poultry, 
eggs, dairy products, livestock and other farm products; to employ 
a marketing director, market managers and such technical, clerical 
and other help as shall be necessary to carry out the purposes and 
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intent of this Act; to fix their compensation and necessary expenses ; 
to rent space in and on the markets on such terms and for such pe- 
riods of time and to make such reasonable charges for the use of 
the markets and their facilities and services as shall be sufficient to 
defray the expenses of the operation and maintenance thereof, as 
well as the whole or a portion of the cost of acquiring and construct- 
ing same; to 1equest established educational agencies to instruct the 
farmers of the State, through and in connection with the markets 
established under this Act, in the standardization, grading, packing, 
processing, loading, refrigerating, diversion and distribution of farm 
products and otherwise to give and to have such said instruction 
given; to request established research agencies to carry on research’ 
work, through and in connection with the markets established under 
this Act, and otherwise to carry on and to have such said research 
work carried on; to receive and use Federal grants for all or any of 
the purposes of this Act and to receive and use any other grants or 
contributions for such purposes; to place processing equipment and 
to establish marketing facilities on markets within the State, whether 
established under the provisions of this Act or not, on such terms 
and conditions as the Commission shall deem proper; to make such 
loans to local marketing authorities established under the provisions 
of this Act as the Commission shall deem to be economically sound; 
to make grants to such local marketing authorities and to place pro- 
cessing equipment and to locate marketing facilities on said markets 
on such terms and conditions as the Commission shall deem proper ; 
to coordinate all wholesale farmers’ markets within the State (inso- 
far as it is possible to do so and whether established under the pro- 
visions of this Act or not) into a market system; to make and 
promulgate such rules and regulations as, in the opinion of the Com- 
mission, shall be necessary to carry out the purposes of this Act, 
which said rules and regulations shall be filed with the Secretary 
of State of South Carolina and shall be posted in a conspicuous place 
in each market, and, when so filed and posted, the same shall have 
the force and effect of law. 


SECTION 7: Not establish unsound markets——No market shall 
be established under the provisions of this Act, when studies and 
surveys made as aforesaid with respect to its proposed establishment, 
indicate that, if established, it would not be a sound and successful 
business venture.

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SECTION 8: Markets’ records.—The Commission shall keep such 
records with respect to the markets established by it under the pro- 
visions of this Act and shall require the keeping of such records by 
the local marketing authorities established hereunder, as in its judg- 
met, will contribute to « better knowledge of farm market needs 
and cost and will suggest ways of increasing the efficiency in the 
operation of the markets, 


BECTION 9: No effect on existing agricultural agencies.— 
Nothing in this Act shall be construed in any wise to alter, limit or 
curtail any of the present duties and functions of existing agricul- 
tural agencies within the State. 


SECTION 10: Appropriation —To carry out the purposes of this 
Act, there is hereby appropriated to the State Agricultural Market- 
ing Commission the sum of $10,000.00. 


SEOTION 11: Additional appropriation—use restricted.—To 
further carry out the purposes of this Act, there is hereby appro- 
priated to the State Agricultural Marketing Commission the addi- 
tional sum of $90,000.00; PROVIDED, that only such portion of 
this appropriation shall be used as shall be matched by Federal grant 
or by some other grant or contribution. It is intended that this said 
appropriation shall he used especially to match and secure grants 
under Title 2 of Public Law 733, 79th Congress, but it may be used 
to match and secure grants under any of the other titles of said law 
and when so matched the said appropriation may he used by the 
Commission for any or all of the purposes provided for in said public 
law. 


SECTION 12: Deposit and disbursement of wholesale farmers’ 
markets’ funds—bonds of employees.—All funds realized from or 
in connection with the operation of the wholesale farmers’ markets 
established by the Commission wnder the provisions of this Act shall 
be deposited monthly with the State Treasurer to the account of the 
State Agricultural Marketing Commission to be paid out on vouchers 
approved hy the Marketing Director for the purposes herein pro- 
vided. The Marketing Director and each of the employees of the 
Commission, who shall be charged with the duty of collecting and 
handling funds, shall he required to enter into such surety bond as 
the Commission, in its discretion, shall direct. 

SEOTION 13: Availability of inspection, grading and buyers 
services—charges.—The inspection, grading and buyers services 
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herein provided for shall be available to private markets, cooperative 
markets, and markets of any political subdivision or subdivisions at 
such reasonable charges as the State Agricultural Marketing Commis- 
sion may make, and in compliance with the rules and regulations 
which the Commission may promulgate. 


SECTION 14: Local marketing authorities—incorporation.— 
With the approval and subject to the rules and regulations of the 
State Agricultural Marketing Commission, local marketing authori- 
ties, hereby declared to he cooperative and non-profit making, may 
be formed in the various communities of the State to engage in the 
marketing of agricultural products and all activities in connection 
therewith. When twenty or more persons in any community wish to 
form a local marketing authority, they shall file a petition with the 
State Commission, including, among other things, the following: 

1, Names, addresses and businesses of the petitioners. 

2. Name of the local marketing authority, in all cases to include 
the words, “Marketing Authority”. 

3. Names and addresses of the officers of the Authority. 

4. A statement of the activities, all related to the growing and mar- 
keting of farm products and live stock, in which the local Mar- 
keting Authority proposes to engage. 

5. The area to be served by such local Marketing Authority. 

6. A statement of existing and prospective marketing and other 
facilities to be operated by the local Marketing Authority. 

7, The total amount of stock or certificates of ownership proposed 
to be issued and the face value of each share, or the amount of 
the membership fee. 

8. Such other information as the State Agricultural Marketing 
Commission may require. 

The State Agricultural Marketing Commission shall investigate and 
consider all petitions for local Marketing Authorities filed with it, 
and if a need for such local Authority and reasonable chances for 
success shall appear, the State Commission shall certify the same to 
the Secretary of State, who, without charge, shall issue a certificate 
of incorporation. 


SECTION 15: Local marketing authorities—organization—by- 
laws—commission supervise and assist.—After receiving a certifi- 
cate of incorporation, a local Marketing Authority shall proceed to 
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perfect a permanent organization by the adoption of by-laws, the 
election of permanent officers, and the transactic; of all business nec- 
essary for the permanent urganization. The officers of a local Market- 
ing Authority, with their duties, shall be defined in the by-laws. The 
work of local Marketing Authorities shall be supervised by the State 
Commission and all local Marketing authorities shall be entitled to 
the inspection, grading and buying and selling services of the State 
Commission, as well as to all possible assistance in crop, land and soil 
selection, crop planting, fertilization, cutlivation, harvesting, and 
packing services, and methods of financing. 


SECTION 16: Commission issue revenue bonds for market 
improvements—funds use pay—state liability—personal liabili- 
ty.—The Commission shall have the power and is hereby author- 
ized, from time to time, in its discretion, to issue, for the purpose 
of constructing, furnishing, equipping, remodeling, refurnishing or 
reequipping buildings and additions constituting or forming a part 
of the markets, bonds on which the principal and interest are pay- 
able exclusively from the income and revenue of all or any desig- 
nated part of the market facilities, provided, however, that the credit 
of the Commission shall not be pledged to the payments of such 
bonds. but they shall be payable only (and each of said bonds shall 
plainly so state on its face) from the revenue of the designated market 
facility or facilities, and, if the Commission so determines, shall be 
additionally secured by a trust indenture pledging the revenue from 
such facility or facilities. 

The bonds so issued (and they shall so state on their face) shall 
not be an obligation of the State of South Carolina and they shall not 
constitute an indebtedness within the meaning of any constitutional 
or statutory debt limitation. Neither the members of the Commis- 
sion nor any person issuing said honds shall be personally liable on 
account thereof, 

Said bonds shall be authorized by resolution of the Commission 
and shall he issued in one or more series and shall bear such dates 
and mature at stich time or times not exceeding twenty (20) years 
from their respective dates, bear interest at such rate or rates not ex- 
ceeding six (6) per centum per annum, payable semi-annually, be 
in such denominations, carry such registration privileges, he executed 
in such manner, be payable in such medium of payment at such place 
or places and be subject to such terms of redemption, with or without 
premium, as such resolutions may provide. 
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The bonds shall be sold at public sale after notice published at least 
fifteen (15) days prior to such sale in a newspaper having a general 
circulation in the State of South Carolina and in a financial news- 
paper published in the City of New York, N. Y.; provided that if 
no bid is received upon stich notice which is a legal bid and legally 
acceptable under such notice such honds may be then sold at private 
sale at any time within thirty (30) days after date for receiving bids 
as given in such notice; provided, however, that such bonds may be 
sold to the Federal Government, or any agency thereof, at private 
sale without any public advertisement. The bonds may be sold at 
such price or prices as the Commission shall determine, provided that 
the interes: costs to maturity of the money received for any issue 
of said honas shall not exceed six (6) per centum per annum. 

The Commnssion shall have the power out of any funds available 
therefor to ptrchase any bonds issued by it at a price of not more 
than the principal amount thereof with accrued interest. All bonds 
so purchased shall be cancelled. 


In connection with the issuance of revenue bonds and in order to 
secure the payment of such bonds, the Commission shall have the 
power : 

To pledge by resolution, trust indenture, or any other contract, 
all or any part of its net revenue, rents or fees. 


To covenant against mortgaging all or any part of its property, 
real or personal, then owned or thereafter acquired, or against per- 
miiting or suffering any lien thereon. 


To covenant with respect to limitations on its right to sell, lease 
or otherwise dispose of any market project or any part thereof. 


To covenant against pledging all or any part of its rents, fees and 
revenues to which its right then exists or the right to which there- 
after may come into existence or against suffering any lien thereon. 


To covenant as to the bonds to be issued pursuant to any resolu- 
tion, trust identure, or other instrument and as to the issuance of 
such bonds in escrow or otherwise, and as to the use and disposition 
of the proceeds thereof. 


To covenant as to what other, or additional debt may be incurred 
by it. 

To provide for the terms, form, registration, exchange, execution 
and authentication of bonds and for the replacement of lost, de- 
stroyed or mutilated bonds. 
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To covenaut as to the use of any and all of its property, real or 
personal, and to create or to authorize the creation of special funds 
in which there shall he segregated (a) the ;roceeds of any loan 
and/or grant; (b) all of the rents, fees and revenues of any market 
project or projects and parts thereof; (c) any moneys held for the 
payment for the costs of operation and maintenance of any such 
market projects or as a reserve for the meetings of contingencies in 
the operation and maintenance thereof; (d) any moneys held for the 
payment of principal and interest on its bonds or for the sums due 
under its leases and/or as a reserve for such payments; and (e) any 
moneys held for any other reserve or contingencies; and to covenant 
as to the use and disposal of the moneys held in such funds. 


To redeem the bonds and to covenant for their redemptions and 
to provide for the terms and conditions thereof. 


To prescribe the procedure, if any, by which the terms of any 
contract with the bondholders may be amended or abrogated, the 
amount of bonds the holders of which must consent thereto and the 
manner in which such consent may be given. 


To covenant as to the maintenance of its property, the replacement 
thereof, the insurance to be carried thereon, and the use and disposi- 
tion of insurance moneys. 

To covenant and prescribe as to the events of default and terms 
and conditions upon which any or all of its bonds shall become or 
may be declared due hefore maturity and as to the terms and con- 
ditions upon which such declaration and its consequences may be 
waived. 

To covenant as to the rights, liabilities, powers and duties arising 
upon the breach by it of any covenant, condition, or obligation. 

To vest in a trustee or trustees the right to enforce any covenant 
made to secure, to pay, or in relation to the bonds, provide for the 
powers and duties of such trustee or trustees, and to limit the liabili- 
ties thereof and to provide the terms and conditions upon which the 
trustee or trustees or the holders of honds or any proportion of them 
may enforce such covenant, 


To make covenants other than in addition to the covenants herein 
expressly authorized of like or different charactcr; to execute all in- 
struments necessary or convenient in the exercise of powers herein 
granted or in the performance of its covenants or duties, which may 
contain such covenants and provisions, in addition to those above 
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specified, as the Government or any purchaser of the bonds may rea- 
sonably require. 


To make such covenants and to do any and all such acts and things 
as may be necessary or covenient or desirable in order to secure its 
bonds, or in the absolute discretion of the Commission tend to make 
the bonds more marketable; notwithstanding that such covenants, 
acts or things may not be enumerated herein; it being the inten- 
tion hereof to give the Commission power to do all things in the 
issuance of bonds, in the provisions for their security that are not in- 
consistent with the constitution of this State and no consent or ap- 
proval of any judge or Court shall he required therefor. 

The obligee of the authority shall have the right in addition to all 
other rights which may be conferred on such obligee subject only 
to any contractual restrictions hinding upon such obligee: 

(a) By mandamus, suit, action or proceeding in law or equity to 
compel the Commission, its officers, agents and employees to perform 
each and every term, provision and covenant contained in the con- 
tract and to require the carrying out of any and all covenants and 
agreements of the Commission and the fulfillment of all duties im- 
posed upon the Commission hy this Act. 


SECTION 17 Penalties for violation within bounds of market. 
—Any person who shall, within the bounds of any market established 
under the provisions of this Act, violate any of the provisions hereof 
or any rule or regulation promulgated hereunder shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine of not exceeding One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment of not exceeding thirty (30) days. 


SECTION 18: Invalidity—If any part of this Act or the appli- 
cation of any part of this Act shall be held unconstitutional or invalid 
for any reason, the remainder of the Act, and of any rules and regu- 
lations promulgated thereunder, shall remain in full force and effect. 


SECTION 19: Repeal.—All laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with, are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 


SECTION 20: Time effective——This Act shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its approval by the Governor,

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AN AOT To Provide For The Appointments And Elections Of 
Trustees Of Ninety Six School District No, 18 In Greenwood 
County; To Prescribe The Number Of Such Trustees And Their 
Terms Of Office; To Fix The Expiration Date Of The Terms Of 
Office Of The Present Trustees Of Said School District, And To 
Repeal Section 6598-1, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1042. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Trustees, Ninety Six school district No. 13, Green- 
wood Oounty—number.—The Board of Trustees of Ninety Six 
School District No. 13 of Greenwood County shall consist of five 
(5) qualified electors of said School District. 


SECTION 2: Incumbents—time terms expire—The present 
Board of Trustees composed of W. F. Anderson, A. FE. Cannon, J. C. 
Kinard, J. G. McNeill and J. Rufus Wertz is hereby declared to be 
duly constituted. The terms of office of each of the members of the 
present Board of Trustees shall expire April Ist, 1949. 


BEOCTION 3: Appointment—terms—election—Upon the expira- 
tion of the aforesaid terms of office of the membets of the present 
Board of Trustees, the County Board of Education of Greenwood 
County shall appoint their successors for terms of office expiring one 
(1), two (2), three (3), four (4), and five (5) years, respectively, 
from April Ist, 1949; and upon expiration of those terms, respective- 
ly, shall appoint successors for terms of five (5) years each. 


PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that upon the written application of 
ten (10%) per cent of the qualified electors of the said School Dis- 
trict filed with the County Superintendent of Education between 
January Ist and February 15th of any year the said County Board 
of Education in lieu of such appointments shall order and conduct an 
election in said School District to he held on the Second Tuesday in 
March of such year after posting notice of such election two (2) 
weeks prior thereto in three (3) public places within the said School 
District and publishing a copy thereof in at least two issues, one 
week apart, in any newspaper published in Greenwood County. ‘The 
said County Board of Kducation of Greenwood County shall have 
full authority to provide the manner of conducting said elections and 
declaring the results. 
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SECTION 4: Vacancy.—In case of vacancy in the membership of 
said Board of Trustees by reason of death, or otherwise, same shall 
be filled for the unexpired term by appointment by the C.unty Board 
of Education of said County. 


SECTION 5: Term.—Any Trustee, notwithstanding the expira- 
tion of the term, shall hold over and serve until a successor has been 
duly appointed or elected and qualified. 


SECTION 6: Repeal,—That Section 5598-1 of the Code of Laws ° 
of South Carolina, 1942, and all Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
herewith be, and the same are hereby, repealed.

AN ACT To Amend Section 114, Code Of Laws Of South Oaro- 
lina, 1942, By Providing For Regular Terms Of The Civil Court 
Of Florence In The Months Of January, March, April, May, June, 
October And November Of Each Year. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 114, 1942 Code, amended—terms of civil court of 
Florence.— That Section 114, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, 
be, and the same is hereby, amended to provide for regular terms 
of the Civil Court of Florence during certain months in each year, 
by striking out the following in said section: “the first session to 
he held on the first Monday of the calendar month next succeeding 
the appointment and qualification of the judge thereof and thereafter 
a term shall Iie held beginning on the first Monday in each and every 
month”, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: “On the fourth 
Monday in January, one week; on the second Monday in March, one 
week; on the second Monday in April, one week; on the fourth Mon- 
day in May, one week; on the first Monday in June, one week; on 
the second Monday in October, one week; and on the second Mon- 
day in November, two weeks.” So that said section when so amended 
shall read as follows: 
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“Section 114. The said Court shall hold its session in the county 
courthouse, at the county seat of the County of Florence, on the fourth 
Monday in January, one week; on the second Monday in March, one 
week; on the second Monday in April, one week; on the fourth Mon- 
day in May, one week; on the first Monday in June, one week; on 
the second Monday in October, one week ; and on the second Monday 
in November, two weeks. The said court shall continue in session 
in each of its said terms until the business before it has been disposed 
of, and shall be open for the trial of cases from the beginning to the 
end of each of said terms, The judge of the said court shall maintain 
open court at all times for the hearing of causes without a jury, pro- 
vided that during the month of August of each year there shall be 
no session of said court held.” 


SECTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

SECTION 1: Annual tax levy for high school facilities, Oconee 
Oounty.—That the County Auditor of Oconee County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to levy and the County Treasurer of Oconee 
County shall collect annually, commencing with the taxable year be- 
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ginning January 1, 1948, a five (5) mill tax upon all taxable property 
in said County, for the purpose of providing for the construction, 
maintenance and improvement of high school buildings and facilities 
of said County, 


SECTION 2: Apportionment of receipts.—The revenues arising 
from the tax herein imposed shall be apportioned among and credited 
to the several high schools of Oconee County on a per capita enroll- 
ment basis, using the enrollment for the previous scholastic year; 
and to the Clemson-Calhoun high school in Pickens County, as here- 
inafter provided. 


SEOTION 3: Expenditure.—The several high schools are author- 
ized to expend funds derived from said taxes and credited to their 
respective accounts, upon claims approved hy the County Board of 
Education of Oconee County. All expenditures so approved shall be 
expended for construction and improvement of school buildings and 
facilities, or te the repayment of indebtedness incurred for such ex- 
penditures, 


SEOTION 4: High school districts borrow—Any high school dis- 
trict is hereby authorized to borrow and issue certificates of indebted- 
ness in an amount not to exceed seventy-five (75%) per cent of the 
anticipated revenues accruing to it under the provisions of this Act, 
for a period not to exceed five (5) years at a rate of interest not to 
exceed four (4%) per cent per annum, and to pledge the revenues 
accruing to it from said tax, together with the full faith and credit 
of said school district; PROVIDED, that the County Board of Edu- 
cation of Oconee County shall approve such loans and the expendi- 
ture of funds derived therefrom.

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AN AOT To Limit The Size And Weight Of Vehicles On The 
Highways Of The State And To Prescribe Required Equipment 
For Safety; To Prescribe Liability In Oertain Cases Of Illegal 
Operations And To Otherwise Regulate The Use Of Said High- 
ways; And To Provide For Enforcement Of This Act And Pen- 
alties For Violations Thereof. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
ARTICLE I 


Definitions 


SECTION 1: Definitions—For the purpose of this Act, the fol- 
lowing words, phrases, and terms are hereby defined as follows: 

(a) Vehicle - - Every device in, upon, or by which any person or 
property is or may be transported or drawn upon a highway, except ° 
devices moved by human power or used exclusively upon stationary 
rails or tracts, 

(b) Motor Vehicle - - Every vehicle which is self propelled and 
every vehicle which is propelled by electric power obtained from over- 
head trolley wires, but not operated upon rails. 

(c) Motorcycle - - Every motor vehicle having a saddle or similar 
seat for the use of the rider and designed to travel on not more than 
three wheels in contact with the ground but excluding a tractor. 

(d) Authorized Emergency Vehicle - - Vehicles of the fire de- 
partment (fire patrol), police vehicles, and such ambulances and 
emergency vehicles of municipal departments or public service cor- 
porations as are designated or authorized by the Department or 
the chief of police of an incorporated municipality. 

(e) Truck Tractor - - Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily for drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry 
a load other than a part of the weight of the vehicle and load so drawn. 

(f) Farm Tractor - - Every motor vehicle designed and used pri- 
marily as a farm implement for drawing plows, mowing machines, 
and other implements of husbandry. 

(g) Road Tractor - - Iivery motor vehicle designed and used for 
drawing other vehicles and not so constructed as to carry any load 


thereon either independently or any part of the weight of a vehicle 
or load so drawn. 
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(h) Truck - - Every motor vehicle designed, used, or maintained 
primarily for the transportation of property. 


(i) Bus - - Every motor vehicle designed for carrying more than 
ten (10) passengers and used for the transportation of persons; and 
every motor vehicle, other than a taxicab, designed and used for the 
transportation of persons for compensation. 

(j) Trailer - - Every vehicle without motive power, other than a 
pole trailer, designed for carrying persons or property and for being 
drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that no part of its weight 
rests upon the towing vehicle. 

(k) Semi-trailer - - Every vehicle without motive power, other 
than a pole trailer, designed for carrying persons or property and 
for being drawn by a motor vehicle and so constructed that some part 
of its weight and that of its load rests upon or is carried by another 
vehicle. 


(1) Pole Trailer - - very vehicle without motive power designed 
to be drawn by another vehicle and attached to the towing vehicle 
by means of a reach, or pole, or by being boomed or otherwise se- 
cured to the towing vehicle, and ordinarily used for transporting long 
or irregularly shaped loads such as poles, pipes, or structural mem- 
bers capable, generally, of sustaining themselves as beams between 
the supporting connections. 

(m) Pnenmatic Tires - - Ivery tire in which compressed air is 
designed to support the load. 

(n) Solid Tire - - Every tire of rubber or other resilient material 
which does not depend upon compressed air for the support of the 
load. 

(o) Metal Tire - - Every tire the surface of which in contact with 
the highway is wholly or partly of metal or other hard non-resilient 
material. 

(p) Explosives - - Any chemical compound or mechanical mix- 
ture that is commonly used or intended for the purpose of producing 
an explosion and which contains any oxidizing and combustive units 
or other ingredients in such proportions, quantities, or packing that 
an ignition by fire, by friction, by concussion, by percussion or by 
detcnator of any part of the compound or mixture may cause such 
a sudden generation of highly heated gases that the resultant gaseous 
pressures are capable of producing destructive effects on contiguous 
objects or of destroyiny life or limb. 
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-(q) Flammable Liquid - - Any liquid which has a flash point of 
70°F., or less, as determined by a tabliabue or equivalent closed-cup 
test device, 

(r) Gross Weight - - The weight of a vehicle including the load 
carried thereon. 

(s) Department - - The South Carolina State Highway Depart- 
ment, 

(t) Local Authorities - - Every county, municipal and local board 
or body having jurisdiction over, and responsible for the maintenance 
of, any highway or street other than state highways, 

(u) Person - - Every individual, partnership, association, trust 
and corporation, and the receivers, assignees or agents of any of them. 

(v) Driver - - Every person who drives or is in actual physical - 
control of a vehicle, 

(w) Owner - - A person who holds the legal title of a vehicle or 
in the event a vehicle is the subject of an agreement for the conditional 
sale or lease thereof with the right of purchase upon performance of 
the conditions stated in the agreement and with an immediate right 
of possession vested in the conditional vendee or lessee, or in the event 
a mortgagor of a vehicle is entitled to possession, then such condi- 
tional vendee or lessee or mortgagor shall be deemed the owner for 
the purpose of this Act. 

(x) Highway - - Any public road, street, avenue, alley or boule- 
vard, bridge, viaduct or trestle and the approaches thereto, within 
the limits of the State of South Carolina. 


ARTICLE IT 


Size, Weight and Load 


SECTION 2: Scope and Effect of Article - - operation of vehicles 
in violation hereof unlawful—authority of local authorities.—It 
shall ue unlawful for any person to drive or move or for the owner 
to cause or knowingly permit to be driven or moved on any highway 
any vehicle or vehicles of a size or weight exceeding the limitations 
stated in this Article or otherwise in violation of this Article, and 
the maximum size and weight of vehicles herein specified shall be 
lawful throughout the State, and local authorities shall have no power 
or authority to alter said limitations except as express authority may 
be granted in this Article. 
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SECTION 8: Width of Vehicles - - (a) The total outside width of 
any vehicle or the load thereon shall not exceed ninety-six inches, ex- 
cept as otherwise provided in this Article. 


(b) No passenger vehicle shall be operated on any highway with 
any load carried thereon extending beyond the line of the fenders on 
the left side of such vehicle nor extending more than six inches be- 
yond the line of the fenders on the right side of such vehicle. 


SECTION 4: Height of Vehicles - - No vehicle shall exceed a 
height of twelve feet six inches, inclusive of load carried thereon. 


SECTION 5: Length of Vehicles - - (a) No vehicle shall exceed a 
length of forty feet extreme overall dimension, inclusive of front 
and rear bumpers, and load carried thereon: PROVIDED, That any 
vehicle in excess of thirty-five feet shall have not less than three 
axles. No combination of vehicles coupled together shall consist of 
more than two units and no such combination of vehicles shall ex- 
ceed a total length of fifty feet, inclusive of load carried thereon. 


(b) The load upon any vehicle operated alone, or the load upon the 
front vehicle of a combination of vehicles, shall not extend more than 
three feet beyond the front wheels of such vehicle or the front bumper 
of such vehicle if it is equipped with a bumper. 


(c) The length limitation imposed by this Section shall not apply 
to vehicles operated in the daytime when transporting poles, pipes, 
machinery, or other objects of a structural nature which cannot read- 
ily be dismembered, nor to such vehicles transporting such objects 
operated at night time by a public utility when required for emergency 
repair of public service facilities or properties, or when operated 
under special permit as hereinafter provided for, but in respect to 
such night transportation every such vehicle and the load thereon 
shall be equipped with a sufficient number of clearance lamps on both 
sides and marker lamps upon the extreme ends of any projecting 
load to clearly mark the dimensions of such load. 


BEOTION 6: Gross Weights - - axle loads—tires.—(a) The gross 
weight upon any wheel of a vehicle shall not exceed 8,000 pounds 
when equipped with high-pressure pneumatic, solid rubber, or cushion 
tires, nor 10,000 pounds when equipped with low-pressure pneu- 
matic tires. 

(b) The gross weight upon any one axle of a vehicle shall not ex- 
ceed 16,000 pounds when equipped with high-pressure pneumatic,

solid rubber or cushion tires, nor 20,000 pounds when equipped with 
low-pressure pneumatic tires.

sure shall be deemed a low-pressure tire, and every pneumatic tire in- 
flated to 100 pounds pressure or more shall be deemed a high-pres- 
sure tire. 

(f) The Department upon registering any vehicle, under the laws 
of this State, which is designed and used primarily for the transpor- 
tation of property or for the transportation of 10 or more persons, 
may require such information and may make such investigation or 
test as necessary to enable it to determine whether such vehicle may 
safely be operated upon the highways in accordance with all the pro- 
visions of this Section. The Department is hereby authorized to reg- 
ister every such vehicle for a permissible gross weight not exceeding 
the limitations set forth in this Section, and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to operate any vehicle or combination of vehicles of a gross 
weight in excess of that for which registered by the Department or 
in excess of the limitations set forth in this Section. In no case shall 
the Department license or register a towed vehicle to carry a load, 
exclusive of the weight of such towed vehicle, greater than twice the 
licensed or registered capacity of the towing vehicle. To effectuate 
the provisions of this Section, every person making application for a 
motor vehicle license for every such vehicle shall declare, in the form 
prescribed by the Department, the true empty weight of every such 
vehicle; and on every such vehicle licensed for over two tons capacity 
the owner shall stencil or mark in a conspicuous place on the said ve- 
hicle the declared true empty weight. 


SEOTION 7: Spilling Loads Prohibited - - No vehicle shall be 
driven or moved on any highway unless such vehicle is so constructed 
or loaded as to prevent any of its load from dropping, sifting, leak- 
ing, or otherwise escaping therefrom. 


SEOTION 8: Trailers and Towed Vehicles- - (a) When ‘one ve- 
hicle is towing another vehicle the drawbar or other connection shall 
be of sufficient strength to pull all weight towed thereby and said 
drawbar or other connection shall not exceed 15 feet from one ve- 
hicle to the other except the connection between any two vehicles 
transporting poles, pipe, machinery or other objects of structural 
nature which cannot readily be dismembered. 

(b) When one vehicle is towing another vehicle and the connec- 
tion consists of a chain, rope, or cable, there shall be displayed upon 
such connection a white flag or cloth not less than 12 inches square. 


BEOTION 9: Weighing Vehicles and Loads- - unload excess 
weight.—(a) Any officer or agent of the Department having reason 
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to believe that the weight of a vehicle and load is unlawful is au- 
thorized to require the driver to stop and submit to a weighing of 
the same either by means of portable or stationery scales and may 
require that such vehicle be driven to the nearest public scales. 

(b) Whenever an officer upon weighing a vehicle and load, de- 
termines that the weight is unlawful, such officer 1.. ty require the 
driver to stop the vehicle in a suitable place and temain standing 
until such portion of the load is removed as may be necessary to re- 
duce the gross weight of such vehicle to such limits as are permitted 
under this Act. All material so unloaded shall be cared for by the 
owner or operator of such vehicle at the risk of such owner or op- 
erator; PROVIDED, That for enforcement purposes of Section 
6(c) all scaled weights of the gross weight of vehicles and combina- 
tions of vehicles shall be deemed to be not closer than 10 per cent 
to the true gross weights. 


SECTION 10: Permits for I;xcess Size and Weight- - permits for 
other non-conforming acts.—(a) The Department with respect to 
highways under its jurisdiction and local authorities with respect to 
highways under their jurisdiction may in their discretion upon appli- 
cation in writing and good cause being shown therefor that the same 
is in the public interest issue a special permit in writing authorizing 
the applicant to operate or move a vehicle or combination of vehicles 
of a size or weight of vehicle or load exceeding the maximum speci- 
fied in this Article, or otherwise not in conformity with the pro- 
visions of this Article, upon any highway under the jurisdiction of 
the party issuing such permit and for the maintenance of which 
said party is responsible. 

(b) The application for any such permit shall specifically describe 
the vehicle or vehicles and load to be operated or moved and the 
particular highways for which permit to operate is requested. 

(c) The Department or local authority is authorized to issue or 
withhold such permit at its discretion; or, if such permit is issued, to 
limit or prescribe conditions of operation of such vehicle or vehicles 
and may require such undertaking or other security as may be deemed 
necessary to compensate for any injury to any roadway or road 
structure. 

(d) Fevery such permit shall be carried in the vehicle or com- 
bination of vehicles to which it refers and shall he open to inspection 
by any police officer or authorized agent of any authority granting 
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such permit, and no person shall violate any of the terms or condi- 
tions of such special permit. 


BECTION 11: Reduced Load and Speed Limits- - prohibit op- 
eration of certain vehicles.—Anything in this Article to the con- 
trary notwithstanding the Department with respect to State High- 
ways and local authorities with respect to highways under their juris- 
diction, may prescribe, by notice hereinafter provided for, loads and 
weights and speed limits lower than the limits prescribed in this Act 
and other laws, whenever in its or their judgment any road or part 
thereof, or any bridge or culvert, shall by reason of its design, deterio- 
riation, rain or other climatic or natural causes he liable to be damaged 
or destroyed by motor vehicles, trailers or semi-trailers, if the gross 
weight and/or speed limit thereof shall exceed the limits prescribed 
in said notice; and said Department or local authority may, by like 
notice, regulate or prohibit, in whole or in part, the operation of any 
specified class or size of motor vehicles, trailers or semi-trailers on 
any highways or specified parts thereof under its or their jurisdiction, 
whenever in its or their judgment, such regulation or prohibition is 
necessary to provide for the public safety and convenience on said 
highways, or parts thereof, by reason of traffic density, intensive use 
thereof by the traveling public, or other reasons of public safety and 
convenience, The notice of the substance thereof, shall be posted at 
conspicuous places at termini of and all intermediate crossroads and 
road junctions with the section of highway to which said notice shall 
apply. After any such notice shall have been posted, the operation of 
any motor vehicle or combination contrary to its provisions shall con- 
stitute a violation of this Act: PROVIDED, That no limitation shall 
be setablished by any county, municipal or other local authorities 
pursuant to the provisions of this Section that would interfere with 
or interrupt traffic as authorized hereunder over State Highways, 
including officially established detours for such highways, including 
cases where such traffic passes over roads, streets or thoroughfares 
within the sole jurisdiction of such county, municipal or other local 
authorities unless such limitations and further restrictions shall have 
first been approved by the State Highway Department: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, That with respect to county roads, except such as are 
in use as State Highway detours, the respective county road author- 
ities shall have full power and authority to further limit the weights 
of vehicles upon bridges and culverts upon such public notice as they 
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deem sufficient and existing laws applicable thereto shall not be af- 
fected by the terms of this Article. 


SECTION 12: Liability for highway damages.—(a) Any person 
driving or moving any vehicle, object, or contrivance upon any high- 
way or highway structure shall be liable for all damages which said 
highway or structure may sustain as a result of any illegal operating, 
driving or moving of such vehicles, object, or contrivance ; or whether 
such damage is a result of operating, driving or moving any vehicle, 
object, or contrivance weighing in excess of the maximum weights as 
provided in this Article but authorized by special permit issued pur- 
suant to Section 10. 

(b) Whenever such driver is not the owner of such vehicle, ob- 
ject or contrivance but is so operating, driving or moving the same 
with the express or implied permission of said owner, then said 
owner and driver shall be jointly severally liable for any such dam- 
age. 

(c) Such damage may be recovered in any civil action brought 
by the authorities in control of such highway or highway structure. 


SECTION 13: Oarry insurance on motor vehicles transporting 
goods for hire—The owner or owners of all motor vehicles trans- 
porting goods of any kind for hire on the roads of South Carolina 
are hereby required as a condition precedent for using the highways 
of this State to carry with some reputable insurance company liability 
insurance and property damage insurance in such sum as the Pub- 
lic Service Commission may determine. Any person, firm or corpor- 
ation violating the terms of this provision shall be fined in an amount 
of not less than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or not more than 
Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars for the first offense and an amount 
of not less than I‘ive Hundred ($500.00) Dollars or not more than 
Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars for each subsequent offense, or 
shall suffer imprisonment of a term of not less than thirty (30) days 
or not more than one (1) year for the first offense and for not less 
than six (6) months or not more than three (3) years for each subse- 
quent offense. This provision shall not repeal any law now existing 
relating to the subject matter of this Section but shall be construed 
as being cumulative thereto. 


SEOTION 14: Exemptions.—The provisions of this Article gov- 
erning size, weight, and load shall not appi. to fire apparatus; nor to 
vehicles owned by any agency of the United States, the State of South 
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Carolina or any county or city or incorporated town therein, nor to 
trucks, guns, trailers, prime movers, tractors, or other military im- 
pedimenta of the National Guard or the Army of the United States; 
nor to road machinery and implements of husbandry temporarily 
moved upon the highways so as not to damage the highway nor 
unduly interfere with the highway traffic: PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, That such exemptions shall not apply to the provisions of 
Section 12. 
ARTIOLE III 


Equipment, 


SECTION 15: Vehicles not operate on highway—individuals 
comply with act—non-lighted vehicles—accessories—vehicles 
exempt from equipment provisions.—(a) It shall be unlawful for 
any person to drive or move, or for the owner to cause or knowingly 
permit to be driven or moved, on any highway any vehicle or combi- 
nation of vehicles which is in such an unsafe condition as to endanger 
any person, or property, or which does not contain those parts or is 
not at all times equipped with lights, brakes, steering, and other equip- 
ment, in proper condition and adjustment as required in this Article; 
or which is equipped in any manner in violation of this Article; or for 
any person to do any act forbidden or fail to perform any act required 
under this Article; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That vehicles which 
are not kept for use or used, at any time when lighted lamps are re- 
quired as provided for in Section 16 need not be equipped with the 
lighting equipment otherwise required in this Article for use at the 
time or times stated in said Section 16; and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to drive or move any such vehicle, or for the owner to 
permit such vehicles to be driven or moved on any highway during 
the times stated in said Section 16, unless same shall comply with all 
the provisions of this Article with respect to lighted lamps and other 
equipment. 

(b) Nothing contained in this Article shall be construed to pro- 
hibit the use of additional parts and accessories of any vehicle which 
are not inconsistent with the provisions of this Article. 


(c) The provisions of this Article with respect to equipment on 
vehicles shall not apply to implements of husbandry, road machinery, 
or farm tractors except as herein made applicable. 


SECTION 16: Time lighted lamps required—visibility of ob- 
jects and lamps.—(a) Every vehicle upon a highway within this

State at any time from a half hour after sunset to a half hour before 
sunrise and st any other time when there is not sufficient light to 
render clearly discernible persons and vehicles and other objects on 
the highways at a distance of 500 feet ahead shall display lighted 
lamps and illuminating devices as hereinafter required. 

(b) Whenever requirement is herinafter declared as to the dis- 
tances from which certain lamps and devices shall render objects 
visible or within which such lamps or devices shall be visible, said 
provisions shall apply during the time stated in paragraph (a) of 
this Section upon a straight level unlighted highway under normal 
atmospheric conditions unless a different time or condition is ex- 
pressly stated. 


SECTION 17: Head lamps on motor vehicles.—Every motor ve- 
hicle, other than a motorcycle, shall be equipped with at least two 
head lamps with at least one on each side of the front of the said 
motor vehicle, which head lamps shall comply with the requirements 
and limitations set forth in this Article. 


(b) Every Motorcycle shall be equipped with at least one and not 
more than two head lamps which shall comply with the requirements 
and limitations of this Article. 


SECTION 18: Rear lamps and reflectors.—(a) Every motor ve- 
hicle, including trailers and semi-trailers, shall be equipped with a 
lighted rear lamp, exhibiting a red light plainly visible from a dis- 
tance of 500 feet to the rear. Where a vehicle is equipped with more 
than one rear lamp, all such lamps shall be maintained in good work- 
ing condition; PROVIDED, that trailers weighing 500 pounds gross, 
ot less, may be equipped with two reflectors meeting the require- 
ments of this Act in lieu of the lighted lamps required by this sub- 
division. 

(b) Tiither such rear lamps or a separate lamp shall be so con- 
structed and placed as to illuminate with a white light the rear reg- 
istration license plate and render it clearly legible from a distance of 
50 feet to the rear. When the rear license plate is illuminated by an 
electric lamp other than the required rear lamp, said two lamps shall 
be turned on or off only by the same control switch at all times 
whenever head lamps are lighted. 

(c) Every new motor vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer hereafter sold 
or built and every commercial vehicle hereafter operated on a highway 
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shall also carry at the rear, either as a part of the rear lamp or sep- 
arately, a red reflector meeting the requirements of this Article. 


(d) Whenever a red reflector is required or permitted to be used 
in substitution of lamps upon a vehicle under any of the provisions 
of this Article, such reflector shall be mounted upon the vehicle 
at a height not to exceed 60 inches nor less than 24 inches above the 
ground upon which the vehicle stands, and every such reflector 
shall be so designed and maintained as to be visible at night from 
all distances within 300 feet to 50 feet from such vehicle when di- 
rectly in front of a motor vehicle displaying lawfully lighted head 
lamps. 


BEOCTION 19: Clearance Lamps, Side Marker Lamps, Reflectors, 
and Stop Lights on Certain Vehicles - (a) In addition to other 
equipment required in this Act the following vehicles shall be equipped 
as herein stated when operated pon any highway, to wit: 
(1) On every bus or truck, whatever its size, there shall be the 
following : 
On the rear, two reflectors, one at cach side, and one stop 
light. 
(2) On every bus or truck 80 inches or more in overall width 
in addition to the requirements in subparagraph (1): 
On the front, two clearance lamps, one at each side, 
On the rear, two clearance lamps, one at each side, 
On each side, two side marker lamps, one at or near the 
front and one at or near the rear, 
On each side, two reflectors, one at or near the front and 
one at or near the rear, 
(3) On every truck tractor: 
On the front, two clearance lamps, one at each side, 
On the rear, one stop light, 
(4) On every trailer or semi-trailer having a gross weight in 
excess of 3,000 pounds: 
On the front, two clearance lamps, one at each side. 
On each side, two side marker lamps, one at or near the 
front and one at or near the rear, 
On each side, two reflectors, one at or near the front and 
one at or near the rear. 
On the rear, two clearance lamps, one at each side, also 
two reflectors, one at each side, and one stop light. 
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(5) On every pole trailer in excess of 3,000 pounds gross 
weight: 
On each side, one side marker lamp and one clearance 
lamp which may be in combination, to show to the front, 
side, and rear. 
On the rear of the pole trailer or load, two reflectors, one 
at each side, 

(6) On every trailer, semi-trailer, or pole trailer weighing 3,000 
pounds gross or less; 
On the rear, two reflectors, one on each side. If any trailer 
or semi-trailer is so loaded or is of such dimension as to 
obscure the stop light on the towing vehicle, then such ve- 
hicle shall also be equipped with one stop light. 


BEOTION 20: Color, Mounting, and Visibility of Clearance 
Lamps, Side Marker Lamps, and Reflectors - color rear lights emit, 
—(a) Front clearance lamps and those marker lamps and reflectors 
mounted on the front or on the side near the front of a vehicle shall 
display or reflect an amber color, Rear clearance lamps and those 
marker lamps and reflectors mounted on the rear or on the sides near 
the rear of a vehicle shall display or reflect a red color. All lighting de- 
vices and reflectors mounted on the rear of any vehicle shall display 
or reflect a red color, except the stop light or wther signal device, 
which may be red, amber or yellow, and except that the light illumi- 
nating the license plate or the light emitted by a bick-up lamp shall 
be white, 

(b) Reflectors shall be mounted at a height not less than 24 inches 
and not higher than 60 inches above the ground on which the vehicle 
stands, except that if the highest part of the permanent structure of 
the vehicle is less than 24 inches the reflector at stich point shall be 
mounted as high as that part of the permanent structure will permit. 
The rear reflectors on a pole trailer may be mounted on each side 
of the bolster or load. Any required red reflector on the rear of a 
vehicle may be incorporated with the tail lamp, but such reflector 
shall mect all the other reflector requirements of this Act. Clearance 
lamps shall be mounted on the permanent structure of the vehicle 
in such a manner as to indicate its extreme width and as near the 
top thereof as practicable. Clearance lamps and side marker lamps 
may be mounted in combination provided illumination is given as 
required herein with reference to both. 

(c) Fvery reflector upon any vehicle referred to in Section 19 
shall he of such size and characteristics and so maintained as to be 
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readily visible at nighttime from all distances within 500 feet to 50 
feet from the vehicle when directly in front of lawful upper beams 
of head lamps. Reflectors required to be mounted on the sides of 
the vehicle shall reflect the required color of light to the sides, and 
those mounted on the rear shall reflect a red color to the rear. Front 
and rear clearance lamps shall be capable of being seen and dis- 
tinguished under normal atmospheric conditions at the time lights 
are required at a distance of 500 feet from the front and rear, re- 
spectively, of the vehicle. Side marker lamps shall be capable of be- 
ing seen and distinguished under normal atmospheric conditions at 
the times lights are required at a distance of 500 feet from the side of 
the vehicle on which mounted. 


BECTION 21: [amp or Flag on Projecting Load - Whenever the 
load upon any vehicle extends to the rear four feet or more beyond 
the bed or body of such vehicle there shall be displayed at the ex- 
treme rear end of the load, at the times specified in Section 16 of 
this Article a red light plainly visible from a distance of at least 500 
feet to the sides and rear. The red light required under this Section 
shall be in addition to the red rear light required upon every ve- 
hicle. At any other time there shall be displayed at the extreme rear 
end of such load a red flag or cloth not less than 16 inches square. 


BEOTION 22: Lamps on Bicycles - Every Bicycle on a highway 
or street at any time when lighted lamps are required as specified in 
Section 16 shall be equipped with a lamp on the front exhibiting 
a white light visible from a distance of 500 feet to the front and with 
a lamp on the rear exhibiting a red light visible from a distance 
of at least 500 feet to the rear; except that a red reflector meeting the 
requirements of this Article may be used in lieu of a rear light. 


BEOTION 23: [amps and reflectors on other Vehicles and 
Equipment. - All vehicles, including animal-drawn vehicles and in- 
cluding implements of husbandry, road machinery or farm tractors 
and other vehicles not hereinbefore specifically required to he equipped 
with lamps, shall at the times specified in Section 16 of this Article 
be equipped with at least one lighted lamp or lantern exhibiting a 
white light visible from a distance of 500 feet to the front of such 
vehicle and with a lamp or lantern or reflector exhibiting a red light 
visible from a distance of 500 fect to the rear. 


SECTION 24: Spot Lamps and Auxiliary Driving Lamps - use, 
—(a) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not to exceed one 
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spot lamp and every lighted spot lamp shall be so aimed and used 
upon approaching another vehicle that no part of the high-intensity 
portion of the beam will be directed to the left of the prolongation 
of the extreme left side of the vehicle nor more than 100 feet ahead 
of the vehicle. 

(b) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not to exceed three 
auxiliary driving lamps mounted on the front at a height not less 
than 12 inches nor more than 42 inches above the level surface upon 
which the vehicle stands, and every such auxiliary driving lamp 
or lamps shall meet the requirements and limitations set forth in this 
Article. 


SECTION 26: Signal Lamps and Signal Devices - (a) Any motor 
vehicle may be equipped with, and, when a signal lamp or device 
is required under this Article, shall be equipped, with a signal lamp 
or signal device which is so constructed and Jocated on the vehicle 
as to give a signal of intention to stop which shall be red or yellow 
in color and signals of intention to turn to the right or left, all of 
which signals shall be plainly visible and understandable in normal 
sunlight and at night from a distance of 100 feet to the front or rear, 
but shall not project a glaring or dazzling light; except that a stop 
signal need be visible only from the rear. 

(b) All mechanical signal devices shall be self-illuminated when 
in use at the times specified in Section 16. 

(c) When a vehicle is so constructed or loaded that a hand and arm 
signal would not be visible both to the front and rear of such vehi- 
cle, said vehicle shall he equipped with signal devices named under 
this Section. 


BEOTION 26: Additional Lighting Equipment--not operate ve- 
hicle without required flares and devioes—(a) Any motor vehicle 
may be equipped with not more than two side cowl or fender lamps 
which shall emit an amber or white light without glare. 

(b) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with not more than one 
running board courtesy lamp on each side thereof which shall emit 
a white or amber light without glare. 

(c) Any motor vehicle may be equipped with a back-up lamp 
either separately or in combination with another lamp; except that 
no such back-up lamp shall be a continuously lighted one when the 
motor vehicle is in forward motion. 
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(d) No person shall operate any vehicle upon a highway unless 
the same shall be fully equipped and supplied with flares, lights, and 
other devices as may be required for use by law. 


SECTION 27: Multiple-beam Road Lighting Equipment--Ex- 
cept as hereinafter provided, the headlamps, or the auxiliary driving 
lamps, or combinations thereof, on motor vehicles shall be so arranged 
that the driver may select at-will hetween distributions of light pro- 
jected to different elevations, subject to the following requirements 
and limitations: 

(a) There shall be an uppermost distribution of light, or composite 
beam, so aimed and of such intensity as to reveal persons and ve- 
hicles at a distance of at least 350 feet ahead for all conditions of 
loading. The maximum intensity of this uppermost distribution of 
light or composite beam one degree of arc or more above the hori- 
zontal level of the lamps when the vehicle is not loaded shall not 
exceed 8,000 apparent candle power, and at no other point of the 
distribution of light or composite beam shall there be an intensity 
of more than 75,000 apparent candle power. 

(b) There shall be a lowermost distribution of light, or composite 
beam, so aimed that: 

(1) When the vehicle is not loaded, none of the high intensity 
portion of the light which is directed to the left of the prolongation 
of the extreme left side of the vehicle shall, at a distance of 25 feet 
ahead, project higher than a level of 10 inches below the level of the 
center of the lamp, from which it comes. 

(2) When the vehicle is not loaded, none of the high intensity 
portion of the light which is directed to the right of the prolongation 
af the extreme left side of the vehicle shall, at a distance of 25 feet 
ahead, project higher than a level of five inches below the level of 
the center of the lamp from which it comes. 

(3) In no event shall any of the high intensity uf such lowermost 
distribution of light or composite beam project higher than a level 
of 42 inches ubove the level on which the vehicle stands at a distance 
of 75 feet ahead. 

(c) Where one intermediate beam is provided, the beam on the 
left side of the road shall be in conformity with (b) (1) of this Sec- 
tion. 

(d) All road lighting beams shall be so aimed and of sufficient in- 
tensity to reveal a person or vehicle at a distance of at least 200 feet 
ahead.

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SECTION 28: Use of Multiple-beam Road Lighting Equipment 
- -Whenever the driver of a vehicle approaches an oncoming vehi- 
cle within 500 feet, such driver shall use a distribution of light if so 
equipped or composite beam so aimed that the glaring rays are not 
projected into the eyes of the oncoming driver, and in no case shall 
tle high-intensity portion which is projected to the left of the pro- 
longation of the extreme left side of the vehicle be aimed higher 
than the center of the lamp from which it comes at a distance of 
25 feet ahead, and in no case higher than a level of 42 inches above 
the level upon which the vehicle stands at a distance of 75 feet ahead. 


SECTION 29: Single-Beam Road Lighting Equipment--Head 
lamps arranged to provide a single distribution of light not supple- 
mented by auxiliary driving lamps shall be permitted on motor ve- 
hicles manufactured and sold prior to April 29, 1939, in lieu of mul- 
tiple-beam road lighting equipment herein specified if the single dis- 
tribution of light complies with the following requirements and lim- 
itations, 

(a) The head lamps shall be so aimed that when the vehicle is not 
loaded none of the high intensity portion of the light shall at a dis- 
tance of 25 feet ahead project higher than a level of 5 inches below 
the level of the center of the lamp from which it comes, and in no 
case higher than 42 inches above the level on which the vehicle stands 
at a distance of 75 feet ahead. 

(b) The intensity shall be sufficient to reveal persons and vehicles 
at a distance of at least 200 feet. 


SECTION 30: Alternate Road Lighting Equipment- -speed limit. 
—Any motor vehicle may be operated under the conditions speci- 
fied in Sections 27 and 29 of this Article when equipped with two 
lighted lamps upon the front thereof capable of revealing persons and 
objects 75 feet ahead in lieu of lamps required in said Sections 27 
and 29: PROVIDED, That at no time when lighted lamps are re- 
quired shall such motor vehicle be operated at a speed in excess of 
20 miles per hour. 


SECTION 31: Number of Driving Lamps Required or Permitted 
~-(a) At all times specified in Section 16 of this Article, at least two 
lighted lamps shall be displayed, one on each side of the front of 
every motor vehicle except when such vehicle is parked subject to the 
regulations governing lights on parked vehicles. 
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(b) Whenever a motor vehicle equipped with head lamps as there- 
in required is also equipped with any auxiliary lamps or a spot 
lamp or any other lamp on the front thereof projecting a beam of an 
intensity greater than 300 candle power not more thun a total of four 
of any such lamps on the front of a vehicle shall be lighted at any one 
time upon a highway. 


SECTION 32: Special Restrictions on Lamps--(a) No person 
shall drive or move any vehicle or equipment upon any highway with 
any lamp or device thereon displaying a red light visible from di- 
rectly in front thereof 


(b) Flashing lights are hereby prohibited on motor vehicles ex- 
cept as a means of indicating a right or left turn, 

(c) This Section shall not apply to police, fire or authorized emer- 
gency vehitles, 


SECTION 33: Brakes- -(a) Every motor vehicle, other than a mo- 
torcycle, when operated upon a highway shall be equipped with 
brakes adequate to control the movement of and to stop and hold 
such vehicle. There shall be two separate means of applying the 
brakes, each of which means shall be effective to apply the brakes 
to at least two wheels. If these two separate means of applying the 
brakes are connected in any way, they shall be so constructed that 
failure of any one part of the operating mechanism shall not leave 
the motor vehicle without brakes on at least two wheels. 


(b) Every motorcycle, and bicycle with motor attached, when op- 
erated upon a highway shall be equipped with at least one brake, 
which may be operated by hand or foot. 

(c) Every trailer or semi-trailer of a gross weight of 3,000 pounds 
or more when operated upon a highway shall be equipped with 
brakes adequate to control the movement of and to stop and to hold 
such vehicle and so designed as to be applied by the driver of the 
towing vehicle from its cab and said brakes shall be so designed and 
connected that in case of an accidental breakaway of the twoed ve- 
hicle the brakes shall be automatically applied and hold for not less 
than 10 minutes, 

(d) Every new motor vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer manufac- 
tured or sold in this State and operated upon the highways shall be 
equipped with service brakes upon all wheels of every such vehicle, 
except any motorcycle, and except that any semi-trailer of less than 
1,500 pounds gross weight need not be equipped with brakes. 
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(e) The service brakes upon any motor vehicle or combination 
of vehicles shall be adequate to stop such vehicle or vehicles when 
traveling 20 miles per hour within a distance of 30 feet when upon 
dry pavement or other hard surface type free from loose material 
where the grade does not exceed one per cent. Upon those conditions 
the hand brake shall be adequate to stop such vehicle or vehicles 
within a distance of 55 feet and said hand brake shall be adequate to 
hold such vehicle or vehicles stationary on any grade upon which 
operated and in any event on grades up to eight per cent; and the 
service brakes upon a motor vehicle equipped with two-wheel brakes 
only, and when permitted hereunder, shall be adequate to stop the 
vehicle within a distance of 40 feet and the hand brake adequate to 
stop the vehicle within a distance of 55 feet. 

(f) All braking distances specified in this Section shall apply to 
all vehicles stated, whether such vehicles are not loaded or are 
loaded to the maximum capacity authorized by law. 


(g) All brakes shall be maintained in good working order and 
shall be so adjusted as to operate as equally as practicable with re- 
spect to the wheels on opposite sides of the vehicle. 


(h) This section shall not apply to trailers pulled behind farm 
tractors and not exceeding 8,000 pounds gross weight and trailers 
pulled behind vehicles other than farm tractors and not exceeding 
3,000 pounds gross weight and used in the transportation to and 
from farms of farm products and articles customary for farm use; 
PROVIDED, that farm tractors when so used to pull a trailer on 
a highway shall not be driven at a speed greater than 20 miles per 
hour. 


SECTION 34: Horns, Mufflers, and Warning Devices- -(a) Every 
motor vehicle operated upon a highway shall be equipped with 
a horn in good working order and capable of emitting sound audible 
under normal conditions from a distance of not less than 200 feet, but 
no horn or other warning shall emit an unreasonably loud or harsh 
sound or whistle. The driver of a motor vehicle shall when reasonably 
necessary to insure safe operation give audible warning with his 
horn, but shall not otherwise use such horn when upon a highway. 
(b) No vehicle shall be equipped with nor shall any person use 
upon a vehicle any siren, whistle, or bell, except as otherwise per- 
mitted in this Section. It is permissible but not required that any 
commercial vehicle be equipped with a theft alarm signal device 
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which is so arranged that it cannot be used by the driver as an or- 
dinary warning signal. Any authorized emergency vehicle may be 
equipped with a siren, whistle, or bell, capable of emitting sound 
audible under normal conditions from a distance of not less than 
500 feet, but such siren shall not be used except when such vehicle 
is operated in response to an emergency call or in the immediate 
pursuit of an actual or suspected violater of the law, in which said 
latter events the driver of such vehicle shall sound said siren when 
necessary to warn pedestrians and drivers of the approach thereof. 

(c) Every motor vehicle shall at all times be equipped with a 
muffler in good working order and in constant operation to prevent 
excessive or unusual noise and annoying smoke, and no person shall 
use a muffler cutout, by-pass, or similar device, upon a motor vehicle 
on a highway. 


SECTION 365: Mirrors- -.very motor vehicle which is so con- 
structed or loaded as to obstruct the driver’s view to the rear thereof 
from the driver’s position shall be equipped with a mirror so located 
as to reflect to the driver a view of the highway for a distance of at 
least 200 feet to the rear of such vehicle. 


SECTION 36: \indshields- -(a) No person shall drive any motor 
vehicle with any sign, poster or other nontransparent material upon 
the front windshield, sidewings, side or rear windows of such ve- 
hicles other than a certificate or other paper required to be so dis- 
played by law. 

(b) The windshield on every motor vehicle shall be equipped with 
a device for cleaning rain, snow or other moisture from the wind- 
shield, which device shall be so constructed as to be controlled by 
the driver of the vehicle. 


SECTION 37: Tire Equipment--not operate motor vehicle, 
trailer or semi-trailer with metal tire on roadway.—(a) Every mo- 
tor vehicle, trailer or semi-trailer, hereafter operated upon the high- 
ways shall be equipped with tires of sufficient size and in sufficient 
number to distribute the wheel loads on the road surface so as to 
avoid damage to the highway, and all such tires shall be in a safe 
operating condition 

(b) In the case of solid rubber tires or cushion rubber tires, the 
width shall be at least sufficient so that the gross weight upon the 
road surface per inch of tire width shall not exceed 300 pounds. 


1932 STATUTES AT LARGE [No. 778 


Every solid rubber tire or cushion tire shall have rubber on its entire 
traction surface at least one inch thick above the edge of the flange 
of the entire periphery. 

(c) No person shall operate or move on any highway any motor 
vehicle, trailer, or semi-trailer having any metal tire in contact with 
the roadway. 

(d) No tire on a vehicle moved on a highway shall have on its 
periphery any block, stud, flange, cleat, or spike or any other pro- 
tuberances of any material other than rubber, or other resilient ma- 
terial, which projects beyond the tread of the traction surface of the 
tire, except that it shall be permissible to use farm machinery with 
tires having protuberances which will not injure the highway, and 
except also that it shall be permissible to use tire chains of reason- 
able proportions upon any vehicle when required for safety because 
of snow, ice, or other conditions tending to catise a vehicle to skid. 


SECTION 38: ‘Transporting E’xplosives- -rules and regulations, 
—Any vehicle used for transporting any explosives as a cargo or 
part of a cargo upon the highway shall be marked or placarded 
on each side and the rear with the word “Explosives” in letters not 
less than 8 inches high, or there shall be displayed on the rear of 
such vehicle a red flag not less than 24 inches square marked with 
the word “Danger” in white letters 6 inches high. Every said vehicle 
shall be equipped with not less than two fire extinguishers, filled 
and ready for immediate use, and placed at a convenient point on 
the vehicle so used. The Department is hereby authorized to promul- 
gate such additional rules and regulations governing the transporta- 
tion of explosive and other dangerous articles by vehicles upon the 
highways as it shall deem advisable for the protection of the public, 
and all such rules and regulations shall have the full force and effect 
of law. 


SECTION 39: ‘Trailers and Semi-trailer Hitches- -No trailer or 
semni-trailer regardless of weight shall be attached to the bumper of 
the towing vehicle. An adequate hitch shall be used preferably of 
the ball and socket type. This hitch shall be firmly attached to the 
frame or to 2 solid connection to the frame. 


SECTION 40: Health and Sanitation Kquipment- -No motor ve- 
hicle, trailer cr semi-trailer shall be equipped with an open toilet or 
other device that may be a hazard from a health and sanitation stand- 
point. 
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SECTION 41: Inspection of Vehicles- -Any officer of the Depart- 
ment authorized to administer or enforce the motor vehicle laws of 
the State may require the driver of a vehicle to stop and submit such 
vehicle and its equipment to an inspection, and such test with ref- 
erence hereto as may be appropriate, to determine that such vehicle 
is in a safe operating condition, and that it complies with the pro- 
visions of this Article. 


ARTICLE IV 


General Provisions 


SECTION 42: Enforcement- -The State Highway Department is 
hereby authorized and directed to administer and enforce the pro- 
visions of this Act with respect to State Highways, and law enforce- 
ment offivers generally shall also enforce this Act, within their re- 
spective jurisdictions, 


SECTION 43: Violations a Misdemeanor- -Penalty- -Any person 
violating any provision of Article II of this Act shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, shall be fined not less 
than Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars nor more than One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for not more than thirty (30) 
days; and anv person violating any provision of Article III of this 
Act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction, 
shall be fined not less than Five ($5.00) Dollars nor more than One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or imprisonment for not more than 
thirty (30) days. 


SECTION 44: Repeal- -Sections 1617, 1618, 1619, 1622, 1623, 
1627, Code of Laws of 1942, and Act No. 167, Acts of the General 
Assembly of South Carolina, 1947, and Amendments thereto, be, 
and the same are hereby repealed, and all other Acts or parts of Acts 
inconsistent with the provisions of this Act be and the same are 
hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency; PROVIDED, 
that this Act shall not be held nor construed to repeal any of the 
provisions of Section 5925-1, Code of Laws of 1942, and Amendment 
thereto. 


SECTION 45: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

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AN ACT To Provide For The Commitment To Sanatoria Of 
Persons Suffering From Active Pulmonary Tuberculosis Who 8o 
Conduct Themselves As To Constitute A Menace To Others, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Commit to sanitorium persons suffering from ac- 
tive pulmonary tuberculosis who constitute a menace to others 
—term.—When it is brought to the attention of a county health 
officer that any person afflicted with active pulmonary tuberculosis 
is unable or unwilling to conduct himself so as not to expose others 
to danger, the county health officer is directed to investigate the 
circumstances, If he finds that the diagnosis of active pulmonary 
tuberculosis is conclusive and that the person concerned is in fact a 
menace to others, the county health officer shall lodge a complaint 
with the judge of probate of the county concerned. In case of the 
absence of the county health officer or his failure to act, any other 
interested party may lodge a complaint with the judge of probate, 
such complaint to be based on proper records and affidavits. If the 
judge of probate, after due notice and hearing, is satisfied that the 
complaint is well founded, he may commit the person concerned either 
to the state or to a county sanatorium, such commitment to con- 
tinue until the medical superintendent notifies the probate judge that 
the person concerned is no longer a menace to others. 


SECTION 2: Isolate and forceably detain in state sanitorium if 
necessary.—If the person concerned is committed to the state sana- 
torium and if he leaves without permission or conducts himself so 
as to jeopardize the morale or well-being of his fellow patients in 
‘the opinion of the nfedical superintendent, the superintendent is em- 
powered to isolate him and forceably detain him if necessary until 
such time as he is no longer a menace to others, If the person con- 
cerned is committed to a county sanatorium and if he leaves without 
permission or conducts himself so as to jeopardize the morale or 
well-being of his fellow patients in the opinion of the medical super- 
intendent, he shall be transferred to the state sanatorium where he 
may he isolated and forceably detained at the discretion of the medical 
superintendent until he is no longer a menace to others. 


SECTION 3: Return to sanitorium if leave therefrom without 
permission.—If any person so committed either to a county or to 
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the state sanatorium shall leave the sanatorium without permission of 
the medical superintendent, the superintendent shall report that fact 
to the judge of probate of the county from which the patient was 
committed, and the judge of probate shall call upon the sheriff of the 
county to return the patient te the sanztorium or shall take any other 
lawful steps which he deems necessary to insure his return. 


SECTION 4: Appeal from committment.——Any person com- 
mitted to a sanatorium under the terms of this Act shall have the 
right to appeal to any court having jurisdiction for review of the 
evidence under which he was committed. 


SECTION 5: Admission of patients to state and county sani- 
toria—cases applicable.—Nothing in this Act shall be construed as 
interfering with the ordinary admission of patients to the state and 
county sanatoria through channels which have customarily been fol- 
lowed in the past, and this Act shall be applied only to cases which 
have proved to be beyond ordinary reasonable methods of control. 
This Act shall not be applied to mental cases, as such cases are 
treated at the South Carolina State Hospital for the Insane. 


SECTION 6: Provide facilities in state sanitorium for forceable 
detention.—Necessary facilities shall be established at the state 
sanatorium for the forceable detention of patients committed under 
the provisions of this Act whom the medical superintendent orders 
to be isolated when, in the opinion of the medical superintendent, pro- 
vision of such facilities is necessary. 


SECTION 7: Treatment.—No person shall be required to take any 
compulsory treatment under the provisions of this Act until it shall 
have first been certified by two doctors licetised to practice in the State 
of South Carclina that the person sought to be confined for treatment 
actually has tuberculosis in 4 contagious state, and that he constitutes © 
a danger and menace to the health of others unless he be hospitalized 
and given treatment; PROVIDED, that one of the two doctors above 
named shall be appointed by the person suspected of being diseased 
and the other shall be a local doctor appointed by some member of 
the Tuberculosis Association or a member of the County Medical 
Society. 


SECTION 8: Contingent on adequate facilities for hospitaliza- 
tion of persons committed.—The provisions of this Act shall be con- 
tingent upon there being adequate and available facilities for hospital- 
ization of persons committed under this Act. 
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SECTION 9: Repeal.—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEOTION 10: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Oreate A Soil And Development Commission For 
Bamberg County; To Designate The Members Of Said Commis- 
sion And To Fix Their Terms Of Office, Prescribe Their Powers 
And Duties. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Soil improvement and development commission, 
Bamberg Oounty—appointment—terms—officers.—That a Soil Im- 
provement and Development Commission for Bamberg County is 
hereby created and established, which commission shall be composed 
of the County Farm Demonstration Agent of Bamberg County, the 
* Supervisor of the Bamberg County Soil Conservation District and 
five (5) members to be appointed by the Bamberg County legis- 
lative delegation, the same to be named, one (1) from each of 
the five Magisterial Districts of Bamberg County. That the term of 
office of the five (5) members to be so appointed from the Magisterial 
Districts shall be for the period of five (5) years from their respec- 
tive appointments and until their respective sucecssors are appointed 
and duly qualified. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the original term of 
office of the said five (5) members to be appointed to the aforesaid 
shall be for the period of one, two, three, four and five years, re- 
spectively, the length of the term of each to be determined by them 
by casting lots, and a statement evidencing the term of each of said 
members so determined shall be filed with the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Bamberg County. At the first meeting of said Com- 
mission, a chairman and a secretary thereof shall be elected. 


SECTION 2: Foster development and drainage of unimproved 
lands.—The said Commission shall be charged with fostering the de- 
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velopment and drainage of unimproved lands in Bamberg County, 
and to this end may acquire with funds available to it machinery and 
equipment for use in the clearing, drainage and improvement of such 
lands. Such worl: shall be performed for individual land owners and 
lessees of Bamberg County and shall be charged therefor at such rate 
as the Commission may determine, 


SECTION 3: Appropriation purchase machinery and equip- 
ment.—The sum of twenty-five thousand ($25,000.00) dollars is 
hereby appropriated for the purpose of purchasing necessary ma- 
chinery and equipment by the Commission, said purchase to be ap- 
proved by the Bamberg County legislative delegation. 


SECTION 4: Rate for use of machinery—deposit of proceeds.— 
The Commission shall charge such rate to Jand owners and lessees 
as will defray all costs and expenses of operation and maintenance 
of the machinery contemplated to be purchased under the provisions 
of this Act, and, in addition thereto, such an additional amount as 
will replace the machinery purchased under the provisions of this 
Act at the end of the life expectancy of such machinery so purchased. 
That all monies collected from land owners and lessees under the 
provisions of this Act shall be paid over to the Clerk of the County 
Board of Commissioners and hy said Clerk kept in a separate fund. 
That the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall be the 
custodian of said funds and disburse the same under the direction of 
the Commission herein created. 


SECTION 5: Rules and regulations—allotment of services.— 
That said Conimission is authorized and directed to adopt rules and 
regulations for the carrying out of the purposes of this Act, It shall, 
so far as possible, provide for the equitable allotment of its services 
among the land owners of the said County. 


SECTION 6: Liability of Bamberg County.—The said Commis- 
sion shall have no power to create any indebtedness or obligation 
against Bamberg County, and the County shall not be liable in any 
suit or action for damages of any kind growing out of or connected 
with the operation of or management of any of the machinery or 
equipment under the control of said Commission. 


SECTION 7: Mileage and per diem of commissioners—The 
members of said Commission shall receive mileage from their resi- 
dences to the Town of Bamberg at the rate of five (.05¢) cents per 
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mile while on attendance of the business of said Commission; that 
in addition to the mileage herein provided for, each member of said 
Commission shall be paid two and no/100 ($2.00) dollars per day 
while attending the business of said Commission. Said mileage and 
per diem to be paid from the funds coming into the hands of said 
Commission under the provisions of this Act. 


SECTION 8: Report to legislative delegation—The said Com- 
mission shall annually, on or before January 1st of each year, make 
a report of its activities to the Legislative Delegation of Bamberg 
County in summary form including but not limited to receipts and 
disbursements of all funds coming into its hands and the services 
rendered to the land owners of the County under this Act. 


SECTION 9: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 10: Time effective —This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Provide For The Establishment Of A Civil Service 
Commission And To Authorize A System Of Personnel Adminis- 
tration For The Civil Service Of Every Municipality In The State 
Of South Oarolina Operating Under The Mayor-Council Form Of 
Government And Having A Population In Excess Of 70,000 Ac- 
cording To The Last U. 8. Official Census. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Civil service commission, municipalities over 70,- 
000 with mayor-council government—nomination—term—quali- 
fications—enforce ordinances for employment of municipal em- 
ployees.—There is hereby created in every municipality in the State 
of South Carolina operating under the Mayor-Council form of 
government and having a population in excess of 70,000 according 
to the last U.S. official census a Civil Service Commission, which is 
to be composed of three (3) persons, to be known as The Civil Serv- 
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ice Commission of such municipality, nominated by the Mayor of 
such municipality and confirmed by the City Council of such mu- 
nicipality; such commissioners to have and hold such tenure of of- 
fice and possess such qualifications as shall by ordinance be vested 
by the City Council, and their successors in office shall be nomi- 
nated and confirmed in the manner hereinabove provided, for such 
term and period of years as the City Council by ordinance shall pro- 
vide. The members of the Commission shall be citizens of the mu- 
nicipality and shall be sympathetic with the application of merit prin- 
ciples to public employment. No member of the Commission shall 
hold, or be a candidate for, any elective or appointive public office 
nor shall he or she be an employee of any political subdivision. The 
said Civil Service Commission hereby created shall be the agency, 
entity and instrumentality charged with the duty and empowered 
with the authority to enforce, administer and carry out the ordi- 
nances and enactments of the City Council of such municipality in 
respect to the conditions of employment of the municipal employees 
of such municipality in accordance with the authorization, ordinances 
and enactments in respect thereto, as hereafter authorized. 


SECTION 2: Oity councils of municipalities over 70,000, 1940 
census, with mayor-council government provide for system of per- 
sonnel administration.—That the City Council of every municipality 
in the State of South Carolina operating under the Mayor-Council 
form of government, and having a population in excess of 70,000 ac- 
cording to the 1940 U. S. official census shall, in addition to the powers 
conferred by their respective charters and by the statutory laws of this 
state, have power and authority to make, ordain, and establish all 
such rules, by-laws, regulations and ordinances respecting the es- 
tablishing of a system of personnel administration based on merit 
principles and scientific methods governing the appointment, pro- 
motion, transfer, lay-off, removal aud discipline of its officers and 
employees, and other incidents of municipal employment as shall 
appear to such municipality necessary and proper for the inaugura- 
tion, operation, regulation and maintenance of a system of Civil Serv- 
ice for employees within such municipality. 


SECTION 3; Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN ACT To Provide That The Officers Of Towns Of Not More 
Than One Thousand (1,000) Inhabitants Shall Be An Intendant 
And Four (4) Wardens; To Prescribe Their Qualifications; To 
Provide For Their Election And Terms Of Office And To Pro- 
vide For The Election And Terms Of Office Of A Mayor And Six 
{6) Aldermen Of The Town Of Due West In Abbeville County. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Officers, towns not over 1,000—qualifications—elec- 
tion—terms.—The officers of each town in this state of not more 
than one thousand (1,000) inhabitants shall be an intendant and four 
(4)' wardens who shall be citizens of the United States and shall 
have been residents of their respective town for four (4) months 
immediately preceding their election, Said officers shall be elected 
annually and at such place in their town as the intendent and ward- 
ens shall designate, ten (10) days public notice being previously 
given. ‘They shall hold their offices for a term of one (1) year and 
until their successors shall have been clected and qualified: PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that in the towns of Bluffton, in Beaufort 
County; Bonneau, in Berkeley County; Chapin, in Lexington Coun- 
ty; Lowrys, in Chester County and Olar in Bamberg County; Ches- 
nee, in Spartanburg County; Clio, in Marlboro County; Ellenton, 
in Aiken County; Hampton, in Hampton County; Lynchburg, in 
Lee County ; McClellanville, in Charleston County ; North, in Orange- 
burg County; Pamplico, in Florence County; Silverstreet in New- 
berry County; and Port Royal, in Beaufort County; said officers 
shall be elected every two (2) years and their term of office shall he 
for two (2) years and until their successors shall have been elected 
and qualified. PROVIDED, FURTHER, that from and after the 
first Monday in April, 1948, the Town Council of the Town of Due 
West in Abbeville County of this State shall consist of a mayor and 
six (6) aldermen. The term of office of the mayor shall be two (2) 
years and until his successor shall have been elected and qualified. 
Except as to the aldermen elected on the first Monday in April, 
1948, the terms of office of the aldermen shall be two (2) years and 
until their successors shall have heen elected and qualified. On the 
first Monday 1n April, 1948, there shall be elected by the electors of 
said town of Due West, a mayor and six (6) aldermen for said 
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town, The terms of office of the three (3) persons receiving the 
highest number of votes for alderman shall be for two (2) years 
and the terms of office of the next three (3) highest shall be for one 
(1) year and until their successors shall have been elected and quali- 
fied. Should such election result in two or more persons receiving

for street and sidewalk improvements.—That Section 7381, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, as amended, be, and the same is 
hereby amended by adding at the end of said Section the following 
proviso ; 

“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That such election shall not be neces- 
sary in the City of Myrtle Beach, and that said City may by ordinance 
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of its City Council adopt the provisions of Sections 7374 to 7379, 
both inclusive” ; 


so that said Section, when so amended shall read as follows: 


“Section 7381. The provisions of sections 7374 to 7379 shall not 
apply or become operative in any city or town until submitted to the

Richland County; To Provide For The Appointment Of The Per- 
sonnel Of Fire Fighter Units, Their Compensation And Duties.

SECTION 1: System of paid fire fighter units established, Rich- 
land Oounty.—Recognizing the fact that the forest lands of Rich- 
land County are a natural resource of great economic value to its 
citizens and the County as a whole, that it is of the utmost importance 
to Richland County to preserve its forest lands for the continuous 
production of forest products, and that this cannot be accomplished 
without organized protection against forest fires, there is established 
the following system of paid fire fighter units. 
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SECTION 2: District fire fighters — appointment — duties— 
training. —The Richland County Forest Ranger and the District 
Fire Warden of the Dutch Fork, Blythewood, Pontiac, Hopkins 
and Eastover Fire Districts are authorized and empowered to em- 
ploy and appoint three (3) paid fire fighters in each of said Districts, 
to serve ina Fire Fighter Unit between November | and May 1 each 
year for the purpose of fighting forest fires in said Districts. Their 
training and duties shall be prescribed by and performed under the 
direction of the Richland County Forest Ranger and the Fire Warden 
of the District wherein they reside: PROVIDED, no more than three 
(3) paid fire fighters are to be appointed from any one such Fire 
District; and PROVIDED, FURTHER, that no such appointments 
shall become effective until approved by the Richland County Forestry 
Commission, 


SECTION 3: Pay.—Each such fire fighter shall receive the sum 
of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars for their services for each month 
while so employed, which salaries are to be paid by the County Treas- 
urer upon the authorization and certification of the Richland County 
Forest Ranger.

thereof and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Which recognizance or bond shall be fixed by the County Judge 
or Circuit Judge or any other Judge having concurrent jurisdiction 
with the Circuit Judge in trying persons charged with bastardy, con- 
ditioned for the payment of such sum or sums for the maintenance 
of said child as therein directed by said court”. So that said section, 
when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 1726: If any woman be delivered of a bastard child or 
children, and shall, at any time after the birth thereof, give infor- 
mation to some magistrate of the county in which she resides, or 
may be so delivered, and will declare, on oath, who is the father of 
her child or children, it shall be the duty of such magistrate to issue 
a warrant to apprehend and bring before him, or some other magis- 
trate, the person so accused, who shall he obliged to enter into a 
recognizance with two good and sufficient sureties, which recogni- 
zance or bond shall he fixed by the County Judge or Circuit Judge 
or any other Judge having concurrent jurisdiction with the Circuit 
Judge in trying persons charged with bastardy, conditioned for the 
payinent of such sum or sums for the maintenance of said child as 
therein directed by said court.”

SECTION 1: § 5358, 1942 Code, amended—payment of school 
claims, Allendale elementary school district No. 22, Allendale 
centralized high school district No. 22-0, and Fairfax school dis- 
trict No, 44, Allendale County—bonds of superintendents. —That 
subsection (3) of Section 5358, Code of Laws of South Carolina,

and the same is hereby, amended, by changing the period at 
the end of said section to a semi-colon and adding at the end 
thereof the following, to wits “PROVIDED, FURTHER, that each 
such company, corporation or association shall cause to he plainly 
written or printed on the fac: of each fire insurance policy written 
and issued by such company, corporation or association the name 
of the incorporated city or town or unincorporated community en- 
titled to the allocation of the premium on such business, and the fo- 
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cation of such property so insured. And this information shall be 
incorporated in all daily reports or other evidence furnished by agent 
of coverage assumed.”, so that said section, when so amended, shall 
read as follows: 


“Section 8022. livery fire insurance company, corporation or as- 
sociation, incorporated under the laws of any other state or country, 
now or hereafter desiring to engage in or carry on business in this 
state, shall return to the insurance commissioner a just and true 
account, verified by oath, that the same is a true account of all pre- 
miums received during the year ending December 31st from all fire 
insurance on all property located or that may be located, and from 
all fire insurance business done in any incorporated city or town 
of this state which has a regularly organized fire department under 
the control of the mayor and council or intendant and council of said 
city or town, or in any unincorporated community having a popula- 
tion of two hundred and fifty (250) persons within an area of one 
(1) mile radius in this state which has a regularly organized fire 
department under the control of a responsible authority or repre- 
sentative group of citizens in said community having in serviceable 
condition for fire duty fire apparatus and necessary equipment be- 
longing thereto to the value of one thousand ($1,000.00) dollars ‘and 
upwards, and having a total personnel of not less than ten (10) men, 
including paid and volunteer members. It shall be the duty of each 
such company, corporation or association to allocate the premium 
on such business to the cities or towns or communities in which the

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South

SECTION 1: § 5649-3, 1942 Code, amended—mass meetings for 
consideration of needs of schools and make nominations for trus- 
tees in certain school districts, Richland County—appointment 
of nominees.—That Section 5649-3, Code of Iaws of South Caro- 
lina, 1942, as amended by Act No. 91 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of 1945, he, and the same is, hereby amended by inserting 
the following proviso between the word “contrary” and the word 
“PROVIDED”, on line thirty-two, page 105, of the Acts of the Gen- 
eral Assembly of South Carolina, 1945: 

“PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the County Board of Fiduca- 
tion shall befere July 1 of each year hereafter call a mass meeting of 
the clectors of the following named school districts: School District 
No. 4a (Olympia) ; School District No. 4b (Rosewood) ;School Dis- 
trict #5 (Lykesland) ; # 6 (Hopkins) ; # 7 (Horrell Hill) ; # 8a 
(Bellewood) ; # 8b (Gadsden) ; # 10 (Tastover) ; # 11 (Garner’s 
Ferry): # 13 (Union Chapel). 

Said meeting shall be duly advertised and shall be held for the pur- 
pose of considering the needs of the respective school districts and the 
electors attending such meeting shall nominate and recommend to the 
County Board of Education an elector in their respective districts to 
be appointed by the said County Board of Education as a member of 
the district board of trustees in each and every instance where the 
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term of office of any member of the board of trustees has expired. ‘The 
said trustee shall be appointed for a term of three years and until his 
successor shall be appointed and qualifies; and the said county board 
shall always appoint the nominee or nominees of the mass meeting un- 
less in its judgment and discretion some other person is better quali- 
fied for the position”; so that said Section 5649-3, as amended as 
aforesaid, when so amended, shall read as follows:

PROVIDED, that there shall be appointed a 
board consisting of seven trustees in the Dutch Fork School District 
of Richland County, now or hereafter created, one each from the fol- 
lowing communities: Ballentine, Piedmont, Folk, White Rock, 
Spring Hill and Summerville, and one from the Dutch Fork District 
at large. PROVIDED, FURTHER, That upon the annual filing 
with the said county board on or before the first day of May of a 
petition signed by one-third of the electors of any school district of 
Richland County requesting that the trustees of said district to be 
nominated instead of appointed, the said county board shall before 
July 1 following the filing of the petition, call a meeting of the elec- 
tors of said school district, which meeting shall be duly advertised, 
and at such meeting the electors attending shall organize as a mass 
meeting and shall nominate and recommend to the said county board 
an elector in their district to be appointed by the said county board 
as a member of the district board of trustees; and the said county 
board always appointing the nominee or nominees of the mass meet- 
ing, unless, in its judgment, there be some valid reason to the con- 
trary. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the County Board of Mdu- 
cation shall before July 1 of each year hereafter call a mass meeting of 
the electors of the following named school districts: School District 
No. 4a (Olympia); School District No. 4b (Rosewood) ; School 
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District # 5 (Lykesland); #¢ 6 (Hopkins); # 7 (Horrell Hill) ; 
# 8a (Bellewood); # 8b (Gadsden); # 10 (Eastover);# 11 
(Garner’s Ferry) # 13 (Union Chapel. Said meeting shall be duly 
advertised and shall be held for the purpose of considering the needs 
of the respective school districts and the electors attending such meet- 
ing shall nominate and recommend to the County Board of Education 
an elector in their respective districts to be appointed by the said 
County Board of Education as a member of the district board of trus- 
tees in each and every instance where the term of office of any member 
of the board of trustees has expired.’The said trustee shall be appointed

AN AOT To Establish Scholarships For Students At The Medi- 
cal College Of South Carolina; To Prescribe The Manner And 
The Terms On Which The Same Shall Be Granted; To Provide 
For The Repayment Of The Funds So Utilized And For The Can- 
cellation Of The Obligations Therefor Under Certain Circum- 
stances, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina; 
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SECTION 1: Scholarships for students at Medical College of 
the State of South Carolina—allotment—award—practice by ben- 
eficiaries.—There are hereby established at the Medical College of 
the State of South Carolina eight (8) scholarships to be granted 
hy the Board of Trustees of the Medical College, one (1) to an 
applicant from each of the six (6) Congressional Districts in South 
Carolina, and two (2) to applicants from the State at Large, in any 
of the four (4) medical classes, said scholarships, however, to be 
granted only to applicants who shall be acceptable under the regular 
rules and procedure for admission to the College. ach of such schol- 
arships shall include and provide free tuition, plus the sum of sev- 
enty-five ($75,00) dollars per month for the eight (8) months, Oc- 
tober to May inclusive, comprising the usual college session. The 
award of such scholarships shall be made by the Committee on En- 
trance, Standing and Deficiencies of the Medical College, and based 
upon the scholastic records of the applicants. Each sticcessful appli- 
cant, upon being notified of the award of such a scholarship and be- 
fore entering upon his or her course of study or attendance at the 
Medical Colleye thereunder, shall enter into a written contract with 
the Board of Trustees, that following a one-year hospital internship 
after graduation, he or she will do private general medical practice 
during one calendar year for each scholarship year, in a rural com- 
munity, to be designated by the State Board of Health of South Car- 
olina, or in lieu thereof, shall practice in a State Medical institution 
designated by the Board of TTealth. 


SECTION 2: Location of berieficiaries for practice—district 
without acceptable applicant—contracts with beneficiaries—fail- 
ure complete medical course—recovery of finances.—It shall be 
the duty of the State Board of Health to designate such rural 
communities or State medical institutions for the location of the 
beneficiaries of such scholarships following graduation and intern- 
ship, with the view to providing medical service by physicians 
in those communities or institutions where such service appears 
to be most needed at the time, according to information and 
data available through the facilities and in the files of the said State 
Board of Health. In the event no acceptable applicant from any Con- 
gressional District, or Districts, shall apply for the scholarship here- 
in provided, in any year, such scholarship, or scholarships, shall be .

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mittee on Entrance, Standing and Deficiencies of the Medical Col- 
lege. The contracts to be entered into by the recipients of the schol-

SECTION 1: § 7230, 1942 Code, amended—procedure to extend 
municipal corporate limits.—That Section 7230 of the Code of Laws 
of South Carolina of 1942 be, and the same is hereby, amended by 
striking out all of said Section 7230 and insert in lieu the following: 


“Section, 7230. The word ‘municipality’ as used herein shall be 
construed to mean any incorporated city or town located within the 
State of South Carolina. Any town or city council shall have power 
to extend the corporate limits of said city or town in the following 
manner: a petition shall first be submitted to said council by a ma- 
jority of the free holders of the territory which it is proposed to an- 
nex, accompanied by an adequate description thereof, praying that 
an election be ordered to see if such territory shall be included in 
said town. If the city or town council shall find that the petition has 
been signed by a majority of the freeholders within said territory, 
they shall certify that fact to the County Commissioners of Elections 
of the County in which the territory is situated. Thereupon, the Coun- 
ty Commissioners of Elections shall order an election to be held 
within the corporate limits of the named municipality, and within the 
territory proposed to be annexed to such named municipality, on the 
same date, on the question of extension of the corporate limits of the 
named municipality by annexation of the territory proposed to be 
annexed to the named municipality. The election so ordered shall be 
deemed and held to be a special election and not a municipal election 
and said election shall be held, regulated and conducted in accordance 
with the rules, regulations and provisions prescribed by Chapter 102 
of the Code of Laws of the State of South Carolina of 1942, except 
as herein provided. The County Commissioners of Elections shall give 
at least ten days notice prior to the date set for such election by notice 
signed by the County Commissioners of Elections and posted in three 
conspicuous places within the corporate limits of the named munici- 
pality and also three (3) conspicuous places within the territory pro- 
posed to be annexed to the named municipality, or by similar notice 
published ten days prior to the time set for said election in a news- 
paper of general circulation within the corporate limits of the named 
municipality and within the territory proposed to be annexed thereto. 
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Registered, qualified electors residing within the corporate limits of 
the named municipality and registered, qualified electors residing 
within the territory proposed to be annexed to such named munici- 
pality shall have the same qualifications to vote in said election as 
are required of registered, qualified electors to vote in State and 
County general elections. At such election, the registered, qualified 
electors residing within the corporate limits of the named municipality 
shall vote at the usual voting precincts thereof in boxes provided for 
that purpose and the registered, qualified electors residing within the 
territory proposed to be annexed to the named municipality shall 
vote in a separate box or boxes to be provided for such purpose 
within the territory proposed to be annexed to the named municipality 
and in a precinct or precincts to be designated therein by the County 
Commissioners of Elections. The votes cast in such election within the 
corporate limits of the named municipality and the votes cast within 
the territory proposed to be annexed to the named municipality shall 
be counted separately and the results thereof declared separately. ‘The 
County Commissioners of Elections shall certify the result of such 
election to the governing body of the named municipality, If a ma- 
jority of the votes cast by the qualified electors of the town and of 
the territory proposed to be annexed, each aggregated separately, 
shall be each in favor of the annexation, or if neither give a majority 
against annexation, then the council shall publish the result of said 
election and declare the annexed territory a part of said town: PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that if the property sought to be annexed 
belongs to a corporation only, it may be annexed on the petition of 
the stockholders of said corporation. Any town increasing its terri- 
tory shall file a notice with the secretary of state describing its new 
boundaries.

SECTION 2: Same—time pay taxes—credit for prior payment. 
—That Section 2 of said act be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by adding at the end thereof the following : 


“For the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1947, and ending June 30, 
1948 the time of filing the said sworn statements and paying the said 
annual graduated license tax is hereby extended to June 15, 1948; 
and each taxpayer who shall pay, or who may already have paid, the 
same prior to said date, shall receive a credit on the tax due by such 
taxpayer for the next fiscal year calculated at the rate of two per 
cent (2%) per annum on the amount so paid for the period between 
the date of the payment thereof and June 15, 1948,

is engaged in on the basis of average school enrollment in such dis- 
trict.”, so that said Section 6, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“SECTION 6: The County Treasurer shall place to the credit of 
the Trustees of each school district the amount of the license fees col- 
lected by him under this Act in such district, and the same shall be 
expended by such Trustee for educational purposes within the dis- 
trict. Where a license fee covers the engaging in a business or occupa- 
tion in more than one such school district the said license fee shall be 
pro rated among such school districts on the basis of annual gross 
receipts. 

In the event that the taxpayer cannot determine with certainty the 
amount of gross receipts derived from each school district, where 
the business or occupation is engaged in, in more than one school dis- 
trict, the County Treasurer shall pro rate the tax paid by such tax- 
payer among the school districts in which such business or occupation 
is engaged in on the basis of average school enrollment in such 
districts,” 

SECTION 5: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 


with are hereby repealed.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1. § 316, 1942 Code, amended—qualifications for ap- 
plicants to stand examination for admission to the bar—practice 
law if examination satisfactory—fees—women on same basis as 
men.—That Section 316 of the 1942 Code of Laws of the State of 
South Carolina pertaining to qualifications for applicants to admission 
to the Bar and practice of law in said State be, and the same is here- 
by, amended by striking out all of said Section and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following to be known as Section 316: 


“316, Every applicant for admission must present to the board of 
examiners satisfactory proof, in writing, by examination, or otherwise, 
as the board may direct, that he is of good moral character and has 
had a preliminary, general education, equivalent to that of a gradu- 
ate of a high school of this State, and must also present such proof 
as the board directs that he has satisfactorily studied a law course 
comparable ta such course as may be prescribed by the Supreme 
Court of South Carolina either in a law school in some part of the 
United States, or in a law office, under the direction of a member of 
the Bar of this State, for a period of three years, during at least 
thirty-six weeks in each year; PROVIDED that if the applicant pro- 
duces satisfactory proof to the board that he has been graduated from 
a law school operated hy the State of South Carolina requiring not 
less than eighty semester hours for graduation, such graduate shall 
be allowed to stand the examination below referred to. Each appli- 
cant furnishing such satisfactory proof of such study or such gradu- 
ation shall be eligible to admission to practice law in this State upon 
standing a satisfactory examination before said board. And each ap- 
plication shall be accompanied by an application fee of five dollars 
to be paid to the clerk, and should the applicant be admitted to prac- 
tice he shall pay an additional fee of five dollars as an admission fee, 
to he paid to the State Treasurer: PROVIDED, FURTHER, that 
women shall be allowed to practice law within the State of South 
Carolina under the same rules, regulations and conditions prescribed 
for the men to the said State: PROVIDED, That no applicant shall 
be permitted to stand an examination unless such applicant shall have 
been a resident of South Carolina for at least six months prior to 
standing said examination,

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SECTION 2: § 320, 1942 Code, amended—applications of §§ 
814 thru 319.—That Section 320 of the 1942 Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, be amendcd by striking out all of said Section and inserting 
in lieu thereof the following to be known as Section 320: 

“320. Prior to July Ist, 1950, the provisions of Sections 314 to 
319, inclusive, shall not apply to graduates of the Law Departments 
of any Colleges supported by the State of South Carolina, but such 
graduates, upon the production of diplomas of graduation and satis- 
factory evidence of good moral character, shall be admitted as hereto- 
fore.

County; To Prescribe The Duties Of The County Board Of Oom- 
missioners, The Members Thereof, The Supervisor And The Heads 
Of Various Departments Of Said County; To Provide For The 
Budgeting Of Expenses Of The Various Departments Of Said 
County; To Provide For The Issuing Of Bonds Of Said County; 
To Provide For The Removal Of Members Of The County Board 
Of Commissioners Of Said County; And To Provide Penalty For 
Violating Certain Provisions Thereof, And To Provide For The 
Improvement And Surface Treating Certain Roads And Streets 
In Said County. 7 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Board of commissioners control and regulate de- 
partmental finances, Anderson County—penalties for employee 
create deficit—The County Board of Commissioners of Anderson 
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County shall have general supervision and control over all financial 
affairs of the Departments of Anderson County to the end that each 
Department shall operate within its appropriations and other rev- 
enties, It shall be the duty of said Board to devise plans and formulate 
regulations so as to obtain the results hereinabove and hereinafter 
stated. They shall budget the various appropriations and revenues 
credited to the respective Departments and the various official ac- 
counts so as to maintain such control as is necessary to keep said 
Departments and officers operating within the appropriations and 
funds credited to the respective Departments, Any head or responsible 
agent or employee of any Department referred to herein, who shall 
cause to be made or bring about a deficiency of funds in the operation 
of said Department or shall spend or cause to be spent any amounts 
in excess of the amounts appropriated for the operation of such De- 
partment, or in excess during any period of the amount allocated or 
allowed it by said Department under authority given in this Section, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and, upon conviction thereof, shall 
be fined in an amount not exceeding One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars, or imprisoned not exceeding one (1) year, in the discretion of 
the Court. It shall be the duty of said Board to see that the provision 
herein are carried out. 


SECTION 2: Board recommend departmental policies, evaluate 
services of employees, and make recommendations to delegation 
—clerk.—It shall be the duty of said Board to recommend the pol- 
icies to be pursued by the Supervisor and the other Departments 
of the County, to evaluate the services of the various employees in the 
Departments, to recommend to the County Delegation salaries to be 
paid the various County employees and the number of such employees 
as may be required by the various Departments and offices in the 
judgment of said Board and to make such other recommendations 
to the said County Delegation as may be required from time to time, 
including recommendations for annual appropriations for each fiscal 
year of the various Departments and offices in the County; a clerk to 
the Board shall be elected for a period of two years, said term com- 
mencing on July 1, 1948, by a majority of the Board. PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that said Clerk may be discharged at any time by a 
majority of the said Board, with or without cause shown. 


SECTION 3: Authority of supervisor—board issue bonds for 
roads.—The Supervisor shall, subject to such limitations as may 
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be herein placed upon him, have charge of the buildings and 
maintenance of roads, the County chaingang, and County prisoners, 
and is charged with the care and supervision of all County property 
not specifically falling under the care and supervision of said Board. 
The Supervisor shall have charge of all road construction and main- 
tenance. It is hereby declared to be the best policy for the County 
that there be expeditious improvement and surface treating of all 
County roads in accordance with Acts passed by the General Assem- 
bly of this State to the end that there shall be an equitable distribution 
of road improvement and surface treating of roads in each township 
throughout the County. Said Board is hereby vested with all authority 
and power requisite and is directed that as the present bonded in- 
debtedness of Anderson County for roads is liquidated to yearly is- 
sue, an equal amount of new bonds of the County in the place of 
those liquidted until such time as all County roads shall have been 
surface treated; PROVIDED, that no bonds shall be issued under 
the provisions of this Section unless a majority of the members of 
the General Assembly from Anderson County, including the Senator, 
shall have authorized same in writing. 


SECTION 4: Additional roads improve.—That in addition to the 
roads designated for surface treatment in Act No. 244 of the Acts of 
the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1945, the following roads 
in said County shall be surface treated and improved in like manner 
as those roads designated in said Act, said roads being as follows, 
to wit:

. AN AOT To Amend Subsection 10 Of Section 2296 Of The 

Oode Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1942, Relating To The Voting 
Precincts In Charleston County, So As To Further Provide For 
Voting Precincts In Said County. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 2296, 1942 Code, amended—voting precincts, 
Charleston County.—That subsection 10 of Section 2296, Code of 
Laws of South Carolina, 1942, he, and the same is hereby, amended by 
adding after the word “Island” and before the word “Moultrieville”, 
on line 4 thereof, the words “Folly Beach”; and by striking out the 
words ‘‘and on Meeting Street Road outside the corporate limits of 
the City of Charleston, and at or near the school building near the 
Four Mile Post, on Meeting Street Road;” on lines 7, 8, and 9 of 
said section; and hy changing the colon on line 16 to a semi-colon 
and adding the following: “a voting place, at or near Chicora High 
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School bounded as follows: On the South at the corporate limits 
of the City of Charleston, on the East by the Cooper River, on 
the West by the Ashley River and on the right-of-way of the main 
line of the Southern Railroad, on the North by that part of the Spur 
railroad track immediately north of Pinehaven Sanatorium and ly- 
ing east of the right-of-way of the Southern Railroad and running 
from the right-of-way of the Southern Railroad to the Charleston 
Navy Yard and Oconee and Pickens Streets west of the Southern 
Railroad right-of-way ; a voting place, at or near Dorchester Waylyn 
Grammar School embracing the area bounded as follows: On the 
North by the right-of-way of the Atlantic Coast Line Railroad

Andrew’s parish, at or near the intersection of the road to Folly 
Island, with State Highway No. 6; in Meggetts, at or near the 
school building; in Adams Run, at or near the school building; in 
Warren's Cross Road, at or near store lately occupied by Magis- 
trate W. H. Lemacks; in Ravenel, at or near the school building;

South Bay Street. The poll shall be held at or near the corner of 
Church and Water Streets. The Second Precinct of Ward One shall 
embrace all that portion of said ward south of Broad Street, east of 
King Street, west of Church Street or Water Street to Meeting 
Street, west of Meeting Street to South Bay Street. The poll shall 
be held at or near the corner uf Meeting and Tradd Streets. The 
First Precinct of Ward Two shall embrace all that portion of said 
ward south of Broad Street, west of King Street to South Street, 
including south side of said street to Ashley River, east of Tegare 
Street to Tradd Street, north of Tradd to Logan Strect, east of 
Logan to Broad Street. The poll shall be held at or near the corner 
of King and Tradd Streets. The Second Precinct of Ward ‘I'wo shall 
embrace all that portion of said ward south of Broad Street, west 
of Logan Street to Tradd Street, south of Tradd to Legare Street, 
west of Legare Street to Ashley River. The poll shall be held at or 
near the corner of New and Broad Streets. The First Precinct of 
Ward Three shall embrace all that poriion of said ward north of 
Broad Street, south of Hasel Street. cast of Church Street and 
Maiden Lane, The poll shall be held at or near the corner of State 
and Cumberland Streets.

AN AOT To Authorize The Commissioners Of North Charles- 
ton Public Service District Of Charleston County, In This State, 
To Adopt, Promulgate And Enforce Zoning Regulations To Pro- 
vide The Procedure Thereunder And To Presoribe Penalties For 
Violations Thereof, 
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The General Assembly finds that the population within the territory 
now embraced within North Charleston Public Service District in the 
County of Charleston has increased to a point where the health and 
welfare of the inhabitants of such district require proper regulation 
of the construction of buildings, roads, and streets, and the use of 
buildings and property. It is therefore determined by virtue of the 
powers vested in the general assembly by the constitution of South 
Carolina, particularly those conferred upon it under the provisions of 
Section 11 of Article VII of said constitution that special provision 
with respect to the municipal grovernment of said area should be 
enacted; NOW, THEREFORE 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Oommissioners regulate building, use of property 
and population, North Charleston public service district, Oharles- 
ton Oounty.—The commissioners of North Charleston Public Serv- 
ice District, a body politic and corporate, and a Township within the 
meaning of Section 11 of Article VII of the constitution of South 
Carolina, embracing certain territory within the County of Charleston, 
shall have and there is hereby given to them, in addition to all other 
powers now possessed and enjoyed by them, the power and authority 
to make, adopt, promulgate, and from time to time amend, extend 
and add to regulations effective in the territory now embraced within 
North Charleston Public Service District and any other territory 
which may hereafter be added to and become a part of the said dis- 
trict, restricting the height, number of stories, and size of buildings 
and other structures, the percentage of lots that may be occupied, the 
size of yards, courts, and other open spaces, the density of population, 
the location and use of buildings and other structures and the use, 
conditions of use or occupancy of land for trade, industry, residence, 
recreation and transportation purposes, to provide for the regulation 
of sttbdivision of land and to establish set back lines for buildings and 
structures along the streets and roads. 


SECTION 2: Divide North Charleston public service district 
into districts—regulate building and use of lands in such districts. 
—The said board of commissioners is hereby given power and au- 
thority to divide the area embraced within North Charleston Public 
Service District into districts of such number, shape and area as 
may he deemed best suited to carry out the purposes of this Act and 
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within such districts they may regulate and restrict the erection, con- 
struction, reconstruction, alteration, repair or use of buildings and 
structures, and the use, conditions of use and occupancy of land; and 
in that case may adopt official zoning regulations, including a map or 
maps indicating the districts but the regulations in one district may 
differ from those in other districts. 


SECTION 3: Scope of regulations.—Such regulations shall be 
made in accordance with a comprehensive plan and designed for the 
purposes of lessening congestion in the roads and streets, protecting 
the development of both urban and non-urban areas, securing safety 
from fire and other dangers; providing adequate light and air; pro- 
moting the health and general welfare, encouraging such distribution 
of population and such classification of land uses and distribution of 
land development and utilization as will tend to facilitate economic 
and adequate provisions for transportation, communications, roads, 
water supply, drainage, sanitation, education and recreation. Such 
regulations shall be made with reasonable consideration among others 
to the character of the districts and their peculiar suitability for par- 
ticular uses, and the maximum and minimum amounts of land re- 
quired for particular uses and with a general view to promoting de- 
sirable living conditions and the sustained stability of neighborhoods, 
protecting property against depreciation, and encouraging the most 
appropriate manner and use of the land in the district. 


SECTION 4: Employees—state and county agencies and em- 
ployees cooperate—north area zoning council.—Said commission- 
ers may employ: and pay for the service of a competent engineer 
or expert in county planning and zoning and such other em- 
ployees as are necessary to effectuate the purposes of this Act; 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the Secretary of the North 
Charleston Public Service Commission shall act and serve as 
Secretary to the North Area Zoning Council herein created and ap- 
pointed. All state and county officials, departments and agencies hav- 
ing information maps and data pertinent for zoning and planning are 
hereby authorized and directed to make such available for the use of 
said commissioners and to furnish such technical assistance and advice 
as they may have available for the purpose. Said Commissioners are 
hereby empowered to appoint two qualified electors who are residents 
of the territory embraced within the North Charleston Public Service 
District as Councilmen to serve for a term of two years along with 
two members similarly appointed by the St. Phillip’s and St. Michael’s 
Public Service Commissioners on a North Area Zoning Council. The

functions and duties of which Council shall be to advise and make 
recommendations to the respective Public Service Commissions for 
the administration and enforcement of the provisions herein con- 
tained; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the two members above ap- 
pointed shall along with the two members appointed by the St. 
Phillip’s and St. Michael’s Public Service Commission appoint a 
fifth member to serve on said Council for a like term of two years; 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the appointment of the member 
herein provided to be made by the Council members shall alternate 
between the North Charleston Public Service District and the St, 
Phillip’s and St. Michael’s Public Service District. 


SECTION 5: Zoning plans.—Said commissioners shall make a 
zoning plan or plans including both the full text of the zoning regu- 
lations and maps representing the recommendations of said commis- 
sioners for the regulation by districts or zones of the location, height, 
bulk and size of buildings and other structures, the percentage of any 
lot which may be occupied, the size of lots, courts and other open, 
spaces, the density and distribution of population, the location and use 
of buildings and structures for trade, industry, residence, recreation 
and public activities, and the use of land for trade, industry and 
recreation. 


SECTION 8: Hearing on tentative plans—adopt zoning regula- 
tions.—When the efforts of said commissioners shall have reached 
the stage of tentative plans, said commissioners shall hold at 
least one public hearing on each tentative plan, after notice of such 
hearing which shall be given by at least one publication thereof in a 
daily newspaper published in the County of Charleston not less than 
fifteen days before date of the hearing. The notice shall state the time 
and place of hearing and shall specify the place and time at which the 
tentative text of the proposed zoning regulations and maps of the 
areas affected may he examined prior to such hearing. For the pur- 
pose of any such public hearing said commissioners shall have the 
power to summon witnesses, administer oaths, and compel the giving 
of testimony, After such hearing and without further notice, said 
commissioners shall be fully empowered to adopt effective zoning 
regulations, either in the form as originally proposed or as amended 
in the light of developments at the hearing. 


SECTION 7: Zoning regulations—time effective—recording.— 
Upon the adoption of such regulations by the commissioners, said 
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regulations shall become effective upon the date therein specified by 
the commissioners, but only after the said commissioners shall have 
caused a certified copy thereof to be recorded in the Registrar of 
Mesne Conveyance Office for Charleston County. 

The Registrar of Mesne Conveyance for Charleston County is 
hereby directed to record in his office such certified copy and the 
maps therein referred to and to index the same in the direct indices 
for deeds under the name of North Charleston Public Service Dis- 
trict - Zoning regulations. 


SEOTION 8: Amend districts and zoning regulations —Said 
commissioners may from time to time amend the number, shape, 
boundary or area of any district or districts or any regulation of, or 
within such district or districts, or any other provisions of any zoning 
regulation, but all such amendments and changes shall be adopted and 
recorded in the manner hereinabove provided for the adoption and 
recording of the original regulations. 


*BEOTION 9: Approve street extensions and new subdivisions.— 
Before any street, alley or road is opened or extended or be- 
fore any new subdivision for residential, business or industrial use 
is made, the person or persons proposing the same shall submit a 
detailed plan of the same to the commissioners, The commissioners 
shall thereupon examine such plans and specifications with regard to 
their nature and purpose, the width, character and location of such 
streets, alleys and roads in such subdivisions and the size, nature, 
location, grades and manner of laying water mains and sewer lines 
therein. Before any such streets, alleys, roads or subdivisions shall be 
laid out, the approval of the commissioners shall be obtained. Said 
approval shall be evidenced by the endorsement thereof upon the plan 
of subdivision to be filed in the Registrar of Mesne Conveyance Of- 
fice. 


SECTION 10: Violations—penalties—enjoin—issuance of build- 
ing or repair permits.—In case any building or structure is erected, 
constructed, reconstructed, altered or repaired, converted or main- 
tained, or any structure or land is used, in violation of this Act, or of 
any regulations duly made under the authority conferred hereby, or in 
the event of the violation by any person or persons of any of the 
provisions of this Act, such violation in any respect shall be held to 
be a misdemeanor under the laws of the State, and the offender upon 
conviction shall be punished as for a misdemeanor, in any court of 
the said county having jurisdiction of misdemeanor cases shall have 
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jurisdiction to try such offenders and upon conviction to so punish 
them; AND PROVIDED, FURTHER, that each day that any struc- 
ture or land is used in violation of this Act shall constitute a separate 
offense. In any case when any building or structure is or is proposed 
to be erected, constructed, reconstructed, altered, maintained or used, 
or any land is or is proposed to be used in violation of this Act or 
of any regulation or amendment thereof, enacted or adopted by the 
said commissioners under the authority granted by this Act, such 
commissioners, the attorney for the commissioners, or any owner of 
real estate within the district in which such buildings, structures or 
land is situate, may, in addition to other remedies provided by law, 
institute injunction, abatement, or any appropriate action or actions, 
proceeding or proceedings to prevent, enjoin, abate or remove such 
unlawful erection, construction, reconstruction, alteration, mainte- 
nance or use, And to the end that the foregoing shall be more effective, 
no magistrate or other official charged by law with the issuance 
of permits for the erection or alteration of buildings in said district 
shall issue the same unless and until the applicant shall have first 
obtained the approval of the said commissioners to the proposed plan 
of construction or alteration. 


SECTION 11: Use lawful at time of adoption of regulation later 
outlawed.—The lawful use existing at the time of the adoption of 
such regulations of a building, structure or land, or in the case of 
an amendment of such regulations existing at the time of the adoption 
of such amendment, may be continued, although such use does not 
conform with the provisions of such regulations or amendment; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that if such non-conforming use shall be dis- 
continued for a period of one year, the same shall not be resumed. 


BEOTION 12: Appeal to commissioners—special conditions— 
public utility and public service buildings—witnesses.—Said com- 
missioners shall have in addition to all other powers herein coo 
to them the following powers: 


1, To hear and decide appeals by any officer or person having a 
substantial interest in any decision of the commissioners or of an 
administrative officer seeking to function under authority of or en- 
force any regulations adopted pursuant to this Act. 


2. To authorize upon appeal in specific cases such variance from 
the terms of such regulations as will no‘ be contrary to the public 
interest, where, owing to special conditions fully demonstrated on the 
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basis of the facts presented, literal enforcement of the provisions of 
the regulation will result in great practical difficulties or unnecessary 
hardship, and so that the spirit of the regulations shall be observed 
and substantial justice done. 

3. To permit in appropriate cases, in harmony with the general 
purposes and intent of such regulations, a building or premises to be 
erected or used for public utility or public service purposes in any 
location which is reasonably necessary for public convenience and 
welfare, 

4, To summon witnesses, administer oaths and compel the giving 
of testimony at all hearings of the commissioners, 


SECTION 13: Authority as to appeal—quorum.—In exercising 
the above-mentioned powers, the commissioners may, in conformity 
with the provisions of this Act, reverse or affirm, wholly or partly or 
may modify the order, requirement, decision or determination ap- 
pealed from and may make such order, requirement, decision and 
determination as in their discretion should be made.

AN AOT, To Authorize The Commissioners Of St. Phillip’s And 
St. Michael's Public Service District Of Charleston Oounty, In 
This State, To Adopt, Promulgate And Enforce Zoning Regula- 
tions To Provide The Procedure Thereunder And To Prescribe 
Penalties For Violations Thereof. 


The General Assembly finds that the population within the territory 
now embraced within St. Philip’s and St. Michael’s Public Service 
District in the County of Charleston has increased to a point where 
the health and welfare of the inhabitants of such district require proper 
regulation of the construction of buildings, roads and streets, and the 
use of buildings and property. It is therefore determined by virtue of 
the powers vested in the general assembly by the constitution of 
South Carolina, particularly those conferred upon it under the provi- 
sions of Section 11 of Article VII of said constitution that special 
provision with respect to the municipal government of said area 
should be enacted, NOW THEREFORE, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Oommissioners regulate building, use of property 
and population, 8t. Philip's and St. Michael’s public service dis- 
trict, Charleston County.—The commissioners of St. Philip’s and 
St.Michael’s Public Service District, a body politic and corporate, and 
a Township within the meaning of Section 11 of Article VIJ of the 
constitution of South Carolina, embracing certain territory within the

AN AOT To Oreate The Lexington Oounty Oirculating Library 
Board, To Define Its Duties And Powers, And To Acquire Booka 
And Provide For Their Circulation Throughout Lexington 
County. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Lexington county circulating library board—ap- 
pointment—term—heaquarters.—There is hereby created for Lex- 
ington County a Board to be known as the Lexington County Circu- 
lating Library Boatd, which shall be composed of seven (7) members 
as follows: The County Superintendent of Education, ex officio, chair- 
man, the County Home Demonstration Agent, ex officio, secretary, the 
President of the Farm Women's Council of Lexington County, ex of- 
ficio, and a member of the County Board of Education, ex officio, such 
member to be designated by the County Board of Education, and three 
(3) members from the County at large to be appointed hy the County 
Board of Mducation. The members serving ex officio shall serve until 
their respective successors shall have qualified and taken their respec- 
tive offices. The terma of office of the three (3) members from the 
County at large shall be for a period of three (3) years and until their 
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successors shall have been appointed and qualified. Headquaiters for

AN AOT Concerning Declaratory Judgments And Decrees And 
To Make Uniform The Law Relating Thereto. 


Bi IT ENACTED by the Genera! Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Oourts of record declare rights, status and other 
legal relations. —Courts of record within their respective jurisdic- 
tions shall have power to declare rights, status, and other legal rela- 
tions whether or not further relief is or could be claimed. No action or 
proceeding shall he open to objection on the ground that a declaratory 
judgment or decree is prayed for. The declaration may he either 
affirmative or negative in form and effect; and such declarations 
shall have the force and effect of a final judgment or decree. 


SECTION 2: Deed, will, written contract, statute, municipal or- 
dinance, contract or franchise —Any person interested under a deed, 
will, written contract or other writings constituting a contract, or 
whose rights, status or other legal relations are affected by a statute, 
municipal ordinance, contract or franchise, may have determined any 
question or construction or validity arising under the instrument, 
statute, ordinance, contract, or franchise and obtain a declaration of 
rights, status or other legal relations thereunder, 


SEOTION 3: Oonstrue contract before or after breach.—A con- 
tract may be construed either before or after there has been a breach 
thereof. 


SECTION 4: Trust and estate of decedent, infant, lunatic or 
insolvent.—Any person interested as or through an executor, ad- 
ministrator, trustee, guardian or other fiduciary, creditor, devisee, 
legatee, heir, next of kin, or cestui que trust, in the administration of 
a trust, or of the estate of a decedent, an infant, lunatic, or insolvent, 
may have a declaration of rights or legal relations in respect thereto: 

(a) To ascertain any class of creditors, devisees, legatees, heirs, 
next of kin, or others; or 

(b) To direct the executors, administrators, or trustees to do or 
abstain from doing any particular act in their fiduciary capacity, or 

(c) To determine any question arising in the administration of 
the estate or trust, including questions of construction of wills and 
other writings. 
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SEOTION 5: §§ 2,3 and 4 not affect certain actions under § 1.— 
The enumeration in Section 2, 3, and 4 does not limit or restrict the 
exercise of the general powers conferred in Section 1, in any pro- 
ceeding where declaratory relief is sought, in which a judgment or 
decree will terminate the controversy or remove an uncertainty. 


SECTION 6: Refuse declaratory judgment if same would no. 
terminate uncertainty or controversy.—The court may refuse to 
render or enter a declaratory judgment or decree where such judg- 
ment or decree, if rendered or entered, would not terminate the un- 
certainty or controversy giving rise to the prockeding. 


SECTION 7: Review orders, judgments and decrees hereunder. 
—All orders, judgments and decrees under this Act may be reviewed 
as other orders, judgments and decrees. 


SECTION 8: Further relief based on declaratory judgment.— 
Further relief based on « declaratory judgment or decree may be 
granted whenever necessary or proper. ‘The application therefor shall 
he by petition to a court having jurisdiction to grant the relief. If the 
application be deemed sufficient, the court shall, on reasonable notice, 
require any adverse party whose rights have been adjudicated by the 
declaratory judgment or decree, to show cause why further relief 
should not be granted forthwith, 


BEOCTION 9: Determination of facts—jury trials —When a pro- 
ceeding under this Act involves the determination of an issue of fact, 
such issttie may he tried and determined in the same manner as issues 
of fact are tried and determined in other civil actions in the court in 
which the proceeding is pending. All existing rights to jury trials are 
hereby preserved. 


SECTION 10: Oosts.—In any proceeding under this Act the court 
may make such award of costs as may seem equitable and just. 


SECTION 11: Parties —When declaratory relief is sought, all per- 
sons shall be made parties who have or claim any interest which 
would be affected by the declaration, and no declaration shall prejudice 
the rights of persons not parties to the proceeding. In any proceeding 
which involves the validity of a municipal ordinance or franchise, such 
municipality shall be made a party, and shall be entitled to be heard, 
and if the statute, ordinance or franchise is alleged to be unconstitu- 
tional, the Attorney-General of the State shall also he served with a 
copy of the proceeding and be entitled to he heard, 
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BEOTION 12: Remedial—construe liberally.—This Act is de- 
clared to be remedial; its purpose is to settle and to afford relief from 
uncertainty and insecurity with respect to rights, status, and other 
legal relations; and is to be liberally construed and administered. 


SECTION 18: Person defined—The word “person” wherever 
used in this Act, shall be construed to mean any person, partnership, 
joint stock company, unincorporated association, or society, or muni- 
cipal or other corporation of any character whatsoever. 


SECTION 14: Severalability—invalidity—The several sections 
and provisions of this Act, except Sections 1 and 2, are hereby de- 
clared independent and severable, and the invalidity, if any, of any 
part or feature thereof shall not affect or render the remainder of the 
Act invalid and inoperative. 

BEOTION 15: Interpretation—This Act shall be so interpreted 
and construed as to effectuate its general purpose to make uniform the 
law of those States which enact it, and to harmonize, as far as pos- 
sible, with federal laws and regulations on the subject of declaratory 
judgments and decrees. 


SECTION 16: Uniform Declaratory Judgments Act.—This Act 
may be cited as the Uniform Declaratory Judgments Act.

“PROVIDED, that the above provisions of this Section shall not 
apply to pupils enrolled in and attending public schools in Anderson 
County.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Soil improvement and development commission, 
Lexington County—term—election—chairman.—That a Soil Im- 
provem:.it and Development Commission for Lexington County is 
hereby created and established and it shall be composed of seven 
(7) members, one (1) to be named from each of the five (5) Magis- 
terial Districts of Lexington County and the other two (2) members 
shall be Directors of the Congaree Soil Conservation District who 
reside in Lexington County. That the term of office of the members 
of the Commission shall be for a period of two (2) years and until 
their successors are appointed. The five members hereinabove men- 
tioned to be selected from each of the five Magisterial Districts 
shall be elected by a majority of the Lexington County Legislative 
Delegation, and their successors in office shall likewise be elected by 
a majority of the Lexington County Legislative Delegation. The Com- 
mission at its first meeting shall elect a chairman of said Coninission. 
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SECTION 2: Develop unimproved lands—equipment—charges. 
—The said Commission shall be charged with fostering the develop- 
ment of unimproved lands in Lexington County, and to this end 
may acquire with funds available to it machinery and equipment 
for use in the clearing and improvement of such lands, Such work 
shall be performed for individual land owners and lessees of Lexing- 
ton County who shall be charged therefor at such rate as the Com- 
mission may determine. 


SECTION 3: Appropriation—rates charge—The sum of Fif- 
teen Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars is hereby appropriated for the 
purpose of purchasing necessary machinery and equipment by the 
Commission, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that this appropriation 
shall be expended upon the approval of the Soil Conservation District 
Supervisor and South Carolina Soil ‘Technician in Lexington County. 
This appropriation is to be paid out through the County Commis- 
sioner’s office upon approval as above stated and by regular claim 
filed, and if no agreement is reached among the aforesaid officials a 
majority decision of the Legislative Delegation shall be final. 


The Commission shall charge such rates to land owners and 
lessees as will defray all costs and expenses of operation and main- 
tenance of the machinery contemplated to be purchased under the 
provisions of this Act, and, in addition thereto, such an additional 
amount as will replace the machinery purchased under the provisions 
of this Act at the end of the life expectancy of stich machinery so 
purchased. That all monies collected from land owners and lessees 
under the provisions of this Act shall be paid over to the Clerk of the 
County Board of Commissioners and by him kept in a separate fund, 
That the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall he the 
custodian of said funds and disburse the same tunder the direction 
of the Commission herein created. 


SECTION 4: Rules and regulations—allotment of services.— 
The said Commission is authorized and directed to adopt rules and 
regulations for the carrying out of the purposes of this Act. It shall, 
so far as possible, provide for the equitable allotment of its services 
among the land owners of the county. 


SECTION 5: Obligations—The said Commission shall have no 
power to create any indebtedness or obligation against Lexington 
County, 
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SECTION 6: Mileage—per diem—The members of said Commis- 
sion shall receive mileage from their residences to the Town of Lex- 
ington at the rate of five (5¢) cents per mile while on attendance of 
the business of said Commission ; that in addition to the mileage herein 
provided for each member of said Commission shall be paid Two and 
No/100 ($2.00) Dollars per day while attending the business of said 
Commission. Said mileage and per diem to be paid from the funds 
coming into the hands of said Commission under the provisions of 
this Act.

—records—reports—roster of registered engineers and land sur- 
veyors—qualifications for registration as professional engineer, 
or land surveyor, or certification as engineer-in-training—appli- 
cation for registration—fees—examinations—certificates—seals— 
revoke certificates—penalties—legal adviser.—That Sections 7063- 
7084, inclusive, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the 
same are hereby, amended by striking out all of said sections and in- 
serting in lieu the following: ; 

“Section 7063. In order to safeguard life, health, and property, 
and to promote the public welfare, any person in either public or 
private capacity practicing or offering to practice engineering or land 
surveying, shall hereafter be required to submit evidence that he is 
qualified so to practice and shall be registered as hereinafter pro- 
vided; and it shall be unlawful for any person to practice or to offer 
to practice in this State, engineering or land surveying, as defined in 
the provisions of this Act, or to tise in connection with his name or 
otherwise assume, use, or advertise any title or description tending to 
convey the impression that he is a professional engineer or a land sur- 
veyor, unless such person has been duly registered under the provi- 
sions of this Act. 

“Section 7064. ‘The term Tngineer as used in this Act shall mean 
a Professional Ingineer as hereinafter defined. 

“The term ‘Professional Engineer’ within the meaning and intent 
of this Act shall mean a person who, by reason of his special knowl- 
edge of the mathematical and physical sciences and the principles and 
methods of engineering analysis and design, acquired by professional 
education and practical experience, is qualified to practice enginecring 
as hereinafter defined, as attested by his legal registration as a Profes- 
sional Engineer. 

“The term ‘Fngineer-in-Training’ as used in this Act shall mean 
a candidate for registration as a Professional Fngineer who is a grad- 
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uate in an approved engineering curriculum of four years or more 
from a school or college approved by the Board as of satisfactory 
standing, or who has had four years or more of experience in engi- 
neering work of a character satisfactory to the Board; and who, in 
addition, has successfully passed the examination in the fundamental 
engineering subjects prior to completion of the requisite years of ex- 
perience in engineering work, as provided in Section 7076 of this 
Act, and who shall have received from the Board, as hereinafter de- 
fined, a certificate stating that he has successfully passed this portion 
of the professional examinations. 

“The term ‘Practice of Engineering’ within the meaning and intent 
of this Act shall mean any professional service or creative work re- 
quiring engineering education, training, and experience and the ap- 
plication of special knowledge of the mathematical, physical, and engi- 
neering sciences to such professional services or creative work as con- 
sultation, investigation, evaluation, planning, design, and supervision 
of construction for the purpose of assuring compliance with specifi- 
cations and design, in connection with any public or private utilities, 
structures, buildings, machines, equipment, processes, works, or 
projects, 

“A person shall be construed to practice or offer to practice engi- 
neering, within the meaning and intent of this Act, who practices any 
branch of the profession of engineering ; or who, by verbal claim, sign, 
advertisement, letterhead, card, or in any other way represents him- 
self to be a professional engineer, or through the use of some other 
title implies that he is a professional engineer; or who holds himself 
out as able to perform, or who does perform any engineering service 
or work or any other professional service designated by the practi- 
tioner or recognized by educational authorities as engineering. 

“The practice of engineering shall not include the work ordinarily 
performed by persons who operate or maintain machinery or equip- 
ment. 

“The term ‘Land Surveyor’ as used in this Act shall mean a person 
who engages in the practice of land surveying as hereinafter defined. 

“The practice of land surveying within the meaning and intent of 
this Act includes surveying of areas for their correct determination 
and uescription and for conveyancing, or for the establishment or re- 
-establishment of land boundaries and the plotting of lands and sub- 
divisions thereof, 
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“The term ‘Board’ as used in this Act shall mean the State Board 
of Engineering Examiners, provided for by this Act. 

“Section 7065. The State Board of Engineering Examiners is 
hereby continued whose duty it shall be to administer the provisions 
of this Act. The Board shall consist of five registered engineers, who 
shall be appointed by the Governor from among nominees recom- 
mended by the representative engineering societies in the State and 
shall have the qualifications required by Section 7066. The members 
of the first board shall be appointed within ninety days after the 
passage of this Act, to serve for the following terms: One member 
for one year, one member for two years, one member for three years, 
one member for four years, and one member for five years, from the 
date of their appointment, or until their successors are duly appointed 
and qualified. Every member of the Board shall receive a certificate 
of his appointment from the Governor and before beginning his term 
of office shall file with the Secretary of State his written oath or af- 
firmation for the faithful discharge of his official duty. On the expira- 
tion of the term of any member, the Governor shall in the manner 
hereinbefore provided appoint for a term of five years a registered 
professional engineer, having the qualifications required by Section 
7066, to take the place of the member whose term on said Board is’ 
about to expire. Each member shall ho'd office until the expiration 
of the term for which such member is appointed or until a successor 
shall have been duly appointed and shall have qualified. Notwithstand- 
ing anything herein contained, the present members of the Board shall 
continue in office as members of said Board until their present re- 
spective terms expire. 

“Section 7066. Each member of the Board shall be a citizen of 
the United States and a resident of this State, and shall have been 
engaged in the practice of engineering for at least twelve years, and 
shall have been in responsible charge of important engineering work 
for at least five years. Responsible charge of engineering teaching 
may be construed as responsible charge of important engineering 
work. 

“Section 7067. Each member of the Board shall receive the stm 
of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per diem when actually attending to the 
work of the Board or any of its committees and for the time spent in 
necessary travel; and, in addition thereto, shall be reimbursed for all 
actual traveling, incidental, and clerical expenses necessarily incurred 
in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 
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“Section 7068. The Governor may remove any member of the 
Board for misconduct, incompetency, neglect of duty, or for any other 
sufficient cause. Vacancies in the membership of the Board shall be 
filled for the unexpired term by appointment by the Governor as 
provided in Section 7065. 

“Section 7069. The Board shall hold at least two regular meet- 
ings each year, Special meetings shall be held at such time as the by- 
laws of the Board may provide. Notice of all meetings shall be given 
in such manner as the by-laws may provide. The Board shall elect 
or appoint annually the following officers: A chairman, a vice-chair- 
man, and a secretary. A quorum of the Board shall consist of not 
less than three members. 

“Section 7070. The Board shall have the power to adopt and 
amend all by-laws and rules of procedure, not inconsistent with the 
constitution and laws of this State, which may be reasonably necessary 
for the proper performance of its duties and the regulations of the 
proceedings before it. The Board shall adopt and have an official seal. 

“In carrying into effect the provisions of this Act, the Board, under 
the hand of its chairman and the seal of the Board may subpoena 
witnesses and compel their attendance, and also may require the pro- 
duction of books, papers, documents, etc., in a case involving the re- 
vocation of registration or practicing or offering to practice without 
registration. Any member of the Board may administer oaths or af- 
firmations to witnesses appearing before the Board. If any person 
shall refuse to obey any subpoena so issued, or shall refuse to testify 
or produce any buoks, papers, or documents, the Board may present 
its petition to such authority as may have jurisdiction, setting forth 
the facts, and thereupon such authority shall in a proper case, issue 
its cubpoena to such person, requiring his attendance before such au- 
thority and there to testify or to produce such books, papers, and 
documents, as may be deemed necessary and pertinent uy the Board. 
Any person failing or refusing to obey the subpoena or order of the 
said authority may be proceeded against in the same manner as for 
refusal to obey any other subpoena or order of the authority. 

“Section 7071. The Secretary of the Board shall receive and ac- 
count for all moneys derived under the provisions of this Act, and 
shall pay the same to the State ‘T'reasurer, who shall keep such moneys 
in a separate fund to be known as the fund of the Board of Engineer- 
ing Examiners. Such fund shall be kept separate and apart from all 
other moneys in the Treasury, and shall be paid out only by vouchers 
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regularly drawn by the Chairman and Secretary of the Board. All 
moneys in the fund of the Board of Engineering Examiners are 
hereby specifically appropriated for the use of the Board. The Secre- 
tary of the Board shall give a surety bond to the State in such sum 
as the Board may determine. The premium on said bond shall be re- 
garded as a proper and necessary expense of the Board, and shall be 
paid out of the fund of the Board of Engineering Examiners. ‘The 
Secretary of the Board shall receive such salary as the Board shall 
determine in addition to the expenses provided for in Section 7067. 
The Board may employ such clerical or other assistants as are neces- 
sary for the proper performance of its work, and make expenditures 
of this fund for any purpose which in the opinion of the Board is 
reasonably necessary for the proper performance of its duties under 
this Act, including the expenses of the Board’s delegates to annual 
meetings of, and membership dues to, the National Council of State 
Boards of Engineering Examiners, Under no circumstances shall the 
total amount of warrants issued by the Comptroller General in pay- 
ment of the expenses and compensation provided for in this Act ex- 
ceed the amount of the examination, registration and renewal fees 
collected as herein provided. 

“Section 7072. The Board shall keep a record of its proceedings 
and a register of all applications for registration, which register shall 
show (a) the name, age, and residence of each applicant; (b) the date 
of the application; (c) the place of business of such applicant; (d) 
his educational and other qualifications; (e) whether or not an ex- 
amination was required; ({) whether the applicant was rejected; (g) 
whether a certificate of registration was granted; (h) the date of the 
action of the Board; and (i) such other information as may be deemed 
necessary by the Board. 

“The records of the Board shall be prima facie evidence of the 
proceedings of the Board set forth therein, and a transcript thereof, 
duly certified by the Secretary of the Board under seal, shall be ad- 
missible in evidence with the same force and effect as if the original 
were produced. 

“Annually, as of June 30, the Board shall submit to the Governor 
a report of its transactions of the preceding year, and shall also trans- 
mit to him a complete statement of the receipts and expenditures of 
the Board, attested by affidavits of its chairman and its secretary. 

“Section 7073. A roster showing the names and places of busi- 
ness of all registered professional engineers and all registered land

surveyors shall be published by the Secretary of the Board during the 
month of August of each year. Copies of this roster shall be mailed to 
each person so registered, placed on file with the Secretary of State, 
and furnished to the public upon request. 

“Section 7074. The following shall be considered as minimum 
evidence satisfactory to the Board that the applicant is qualified for 
registration as a Professional Engineer, or Land Surveyor, or for 
certification as an Engineer-in-Training, respectively : 


“(1) As a Professional Engineer : 

“a. Graduation in an approved engineering curriculum of four 
years or more from a school or college approved by the Board as of 
satisfactory standing ; and a specific record of an additional four years 
or more of experience in engineering work of a character satisfactory 
to the Board, and indicating that the applicant is competent to practice 
engineering (in counting years of experience, the Board at its discre- 
tion may give credit, not in excess of one year, for satisfactory grad- 
uate study in engineering), provided that in a case where the evidence 
presented in the application does not appear to the Board conclusive 
nor warranting the issuing of a certificate of registration, the appli- 
cant may be required to present further evidence for the consideration 
of the Board, and may also be required to pass an oral or written 
examination, or both, as the Board may determine; or 

“b, <A specific record of eight years or more of experience in 
engineering work of a character satisfactory to the Board and indicat- 
ing that the applicant is competent-to practice engineering; and suc- 
cessfully passing a written, or written and oral, examination designed 
to show knowledge and skill approximating that attained through 
graduation in an approved four-year engineering curriculum; or 

“c, A specific record of twelve years or more of lawful practice in 
engineering work of a character satisfactory to the Board and indicat- 
ing that the applicant is competent to practice engineering and pro- 
vided applicant is not less than thirty-five years of age. 

“(2) An an Engineer-in-'Training : 

“a, Graduation in an accredited engineering curriculum of four 
scholastic years or more from a school or college approved by the 
Board as of satisfactory standing, and successfully passing a written 
examination in the basic engineering subjects; or 

“b. A specific record of four years or more of experience in engi- 
neering work of a character satisfactory to the Board, and success- 
fully passing a written examination in the basic engineering subjects. 
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“(3) As a Land Surveyor: 

“a, Graduation from a school or college approved by the Board as 
of satisfactory standing, including the completion of an approved 
course in surveying; and an additional two years or more of expe- 
rience in land surveying work of a character satisfactory to the Board 
and indicating that the applicant is competent to practice land survey- 
ing; or 

“b. A specific record of six years or more of experience in land 
surveying work of a character satisfactory to the Board and indicating 
that the applicant is competent to practice land surveying; and suc- 
cessfully passing a written, or written and oral, examination in sur- 
veying prescribed by the Board; or 

“c, A specific record of ten years or more of lawful practice in land 
surveying work of a character satisfactory to the Board and provided 
applicant is not less than thirty years of age. 

“No person shall be eligible for registration as a Professional léngi- 
neer, or Land Surveyor, or certification as an Engineer-in-Training, 
who is not of good character and reputation. 

“In considering the qualifications of applicants, engineering teach- 
ing may be construed as engineering experience. 

“The satisfactory completion of each year of an approved curri- 
culum in engineering in a school or college approved by the Board 
as of satisfactory standing, without graduation, shall be considered as 
equivalent to a year of experience in Section 7064 (1) b and (2) b. 
Graduation in a curriculum other than engineering from a college or 
university of recognized standing may be considered as equivalent to 
two years of experience in Section 7064 (1) b and (2) b; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that no applicant shall receive credit for more 
than four years of experience because of under-graduate educational 
qualifications. 

“The mere execution, as a contractor, of work designed by a pro- 
fessional engineer, or the supervision of the construction of such work 
as a foreman or superintendent shall not be deemed to be the practice 
of engineering. 

“Any person having the necessary qualifications prescribed in this 
Act to entitle him to registration shall be eligible for such registration 
although he may not be practicing his profession at the time of making 
his application. 

“Section 7075. Applications for registration shall be on forms 
prescribed and furnished by the Board, shall contain statements made 
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under oath, showing the applicant’s education and detailed summary 
of his technical work, and shall contain not less than five references, 
of whom three or more shall be registered engineers having personal 
knowledge of his engineering experience. 

“The registration fee for professional engineers shall be ‘T'wenty- 
five ($25.00) Dollars, Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars of which shall ac- 
company application, the remaining Ten ($10.00) Dollars to be paid 
upon issuance of certificate. When a Certificate of Qualification issued 
by the National Bureau of Engineering Registration is accepted as 
evidence of qualification, the total fee for registration as Professional 
Engineer shall be Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars. 

“The fee for Engineer-in-Training shall be Five ($5.00) Dollars, 
which shall accompany the application and shall include the cost of 
examination and issuance of certificate. When registration as a Pro- 
fessional Engineer is completed by an Engineer-in-Training, an addi- 
tional fee of Twenty ($20.00) Dollars shall be paid before issuance 
of certificate as a Professional Engineer. 

“A person who is a resident of the state and has been certified in 
another state as an Engineer-in-Training may upon the payment of a 
fee of One ($1.00) Dollar be certified as an Engineer-in-Training 
in South Carolina provided he subinits evidence satisfactory to the 
Board that he has been certified as an Engineer-in-Training in an- 
other state under qualifications substantially equivalent to those speci- 
fied in this Act for certification as Engineer-in-Training. 

“The registration fee for Land Surveyors shall be Fifteen ($15.00) 
Dollars, which shall accompany application. 

“Should the Board deny the issuance of a certificate of registration 
to any applicant the initial fee deposited shall be retained as an ap- 
plication fee. 

“Section 7076. When oral or written examinations are required, 
they shall be héld at such time and place as the Board shall determine. 
When examinations are required on fundamental engineering subjects 
(such as are ordinarily given in college curricula), the applicant shall 
be permitted to take this part of the professional examination prior 
to his completion of the requisite years of experience in engineering 
work, and satisfactory passage of this portion of the professional ex- 
amination by the applicant shall constitute a credit for a period of 
ten years. The Board shall issue to each applicant upon successfully 
passing the examination in fundamental engineering subjects a certifi- 
cate stating that he has passed the examination and that his name has 
been recorded as an Engineer-in-Training, 
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“The scope of the examinations and the methods of procedure shall 
be prescribed by the Board with special reference to the applicant’s 
ability to design and supervise engineering works so as to insure the 
safety of life, health, and property. Examinations shall be given for 
the purpose of determining the qualifications of applicants for regis- 
tration separately in engineering and in land surveying. A candidate 
failing on examinations may apply for re-examination at the expira- 
tion of one year and will be re-examined without payment of addi- 
tional fee. Subsequent examination will be granted upon payment of 
a fee to be determined by the Board. 

“Section 7077. The Board shall issue a certificate of registration 
upon payment of registration fee as provided for in this Act, to any 
applicant who, in the opinion of the Board, has satisfactorily met all 
the requirements of this Act. In case of a Registered Engineer, the 
certificate shall authorize the ‘practice of engineering.’ In the case of 
an Engineer-in-Training, the certificate shall state that the applicant 
has successfully passed the examination in fundamental engineering 
subjects required by the Board and has been enrolled as an ‘Tingi- 
neer-in-Training.’ In the case of a Registered Land Surveyor, the 
certificate shall authorize the ‘practice of land surveying.’ Certificates 
of registration and certificates as Engineer-in-Training shall show 
the full name of the registrant, shall have a serial number, and shall 
be signed by the chairman and the secretary of the Board under seal 
of the Board. 

“The issuance of a certificate of registration by this Board shall be 
prima facie evidence that the person named therein is entitled to all 
the rights and privileges of a Registered Professional Engineer, or of 
a Registered Land Surveyor, while the said certificate remains unre- 
voked or unexpired. 

“Fach registrant hereunder shall upon registration obtain a seal 
of the design authorized by the Board, bearing the registrant’s name 
and the legend, ‘Registered Professional Engineer,’ or ‘Registered 
Land Surveyor.’ Plans, specifications, plats, and reports prepared by 
a registrant shall be stamped with the said seal when filed with public 
authoritics, during the life of the registrant’s certificate, but it shall be 
unlawful for any one to stamp or seal any doucuments with said seal 
after the certificate of the registrant named thereon has expired or 
has been revoked, unless said certificate shall have been renewed or 
reissued, 
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“Section 7078. ‘The registration year for professional engineers 
and land surveyors shall be from July Ist to June 30th in each and 
every year, Every certified professional engineer registered under the 
provisions of this article who desires to continue the practice of his 
profession shall annually during the month of June pay to the Secre- 
tary of the Board of Engineering Examiners a fee of Five ($5.00) 
Dollars or such smaller amount as may be prescribed by the Board, 
for which fee a renewal registration card for the ensuing registration 
year shall be issued. Every land surveyor so registered under this 
article who desires to continue the practice of his profession shall an- 
nually during the month of June pay to the Secretary of the Board a 
fee of Three ($3.00) Dollars or such smaller amount as may be pre- 
scribed by the Board for which fee a renewal registration card for 
the ensuing registration year shall be issued. 


“Section 7079. No person who heretofore has been duly regis- 
tered as a professional engineer or land surveyor under the laws of 
South Carolina and whose registration has not been revoked, shall be 
required to register again under this Act, and his former registration 
shall be fully recognized under the provisions of this Act. All certif- 
icates heretofore issued and not revoked shall have the same force and 
effect as if they had been issued under the provisions of this Act, and 
shall be subject to the same rules, terms and conditions as are the 
certificates provided for in this Act. 


“Section 7080. The Board may, upon application therefor, and 
the payment of a fee of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars, issue a Certificate 
of Registration as a Professional Engineer to any person who holds a 
Certificate of Qualification or Registration issued to him by proper 
authority of the National Council of State Boards of Engineering 
Examiners, or of the National Bureau of Engineering Registration, 
or of any State or territory or possession of the United States, or of 
any country, provided that the applicant’s qualifications meet the re- 
quirements of this Act and the rules established by the Board. 


“Section 7081. The Board shall have the power to revoke the 
certificate of registration of any registrant who is found guilty of: 

“(a) The practice of any fraud or deceit in obtaining a certificate 
of registration ; 

“(b) Any gross negligence, incompetency, or misconduct in the 
practice of engineering or land surveying as a Registered Professional 
Engineer or Land Surveyor. 
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“Any person may prefer charges of fraud, deceit, gross negligence, 
incompetency, or misconduct against any registrant. Such charges 
shall be in writing, and shall be sworn to by the person making them 
and shall be filed with the Secretary of the Board. 

“All charges, unless dismissed by the Board as unfounded or trivial, 
shall be heard by the Board within three months after the date on 
which they shall have been preferred. 

“The time and place for said hearing shall be fixed by the Board, 
and a copy of the charges, together with a notice of the time and 
place of hearing, shall be personally served on or mailed to the last 
known address of such registrant, at least thirty days before the date 
fixed for the hearing. At any hearing, the accused registrant shall 
have the right to appear personally and by counsel, to cross-examine 
witnesses appearing against him, and to produce evidence and wit- 
nesses in his own defense. 

“Tf, after such hearing, three or more members of the Board vote 
in favor of finding the accused guilty, the Board shall revoke the cer- 
tificate of registration of such registered Professional Engineer or 
Land Surveyor. 

“The Board, for reasons it may deem sufficient, may reissue a cer- 
tificate of registration to any person whose certificate has been re- 
voked, providing three or more members of the Board vote in favor 
of such reissuance. A new certificate of registration, to replace any 
certificate revoked, lost, destroyed or mutilated, may be issued, sub- 
ject to the rules of the Board, and a charge of Three ($3.00) Dollars 
shall be made for such issuance. 

“Any person who shall feel aggrieved by any action of the Board 
in denying or revoking his certificate of registration may appeal there- 
from to the Circuit Court, and after full hearing,said Court shall make 
such decree sustaining or reversing the action of the Board as to it 
may scem just and proper, 

“Section 7082, Any person who shall practice, or offer to practice, 
engincering or land surveying in this State without being registered 
in accordance with the provisions of this Act, or any person present- 
ing or attempting to use as his own the certificate of registration or 
the seal of another, or any person who shall give any false or forged 
evidence of any kind to the Board or to any member thereof in obtain- 
ing a certificate of registration, or any person who shall falsely im- 
personate any other registrant,of like or different names, or any 
person who shall attempt to use an expired or revoked certificate of 
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registration,or any person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this Act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall, upon conviction, 
be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars, nor more than Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, or suffer 
imprisonment for a period not exceeding three months, or both. 

“It shall be the duty of all duly constituted officers of the law of 
this State, or any political subdivision thereof, to enforce the provi- 
sions of this Act and to prosecute any persons violating same. ‘The 
Attorney-General of the State or his assistant shall act as legal ad- 
visor of the Board and render such legal assistance as may be neces- 
sary in carrying out the provisions of this Act. 

“Section 7083. This Act shall not be construed to prevent or to 
affect : 

“(a) The practice of any other legally recognized profession or 
trade; or 

“(b) The practice of a person not a resident of and having no 
established place of business in this State, practicing or offering to 
practice herein the profession of engineering or land surveying, when 
such practice does not exceed in the aggregate more than thirty days 
in any calendar year; PROVIDED, such person is legally qualified 
by registration to practice the said profession in his own State or 
country in which the requirements and qualifications for obtaining a 
certificate of registration are not lower than those specified in this 
Act; or 

“(c) The practice of a person not a resident of and having no estab- 
lished place of business in this State, or who has recently become a 
resident thereof, practicing or offering to practice engineering or land 
surveying herein for more than thirty days in any calendar year, if 
he shall have filed with the Board an application for a certificate of 
registration and shall have paid the fee required by this Act; PRO- 
VIDED that such a person is legally qualified by registration to 
practice engineering or land surveying in his own State or country 
in which the requirements and qualifications for obtaining a certif- 
icate of registration are not lower than those specified in this Act. 
Such practice shall continue only for such time as the Board requires 
for the consideration of the application for registration; or 

“(d) The work of an employee or a subordinate of a person hold- 
ing a certificate of registration under this Act, or an employee of a 
person practicing lawfully under Paragraphs (b) or (c) of this Sec- 
tion; PROVIDED such work does not include final designs or de- 
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cisions and is done under the direct responsibility, checking, and 
supervision of a person holding a certificate of registration under this 
Act or a person practicing lawfully under Paragraphs (b) or (c) of 
this Section; or 

“(e) The practice of officers and employees of the Government 
of the United States while engaged within this State in the practice 
of engineering or land surveying, for said government. 

“(f) The work or practice of a regular employee of a public serv- 
ice company, or public utility, by rendering to such company engi- 
neering service in connection with its facilities which are subject to 
regulation supervision, and control, in order to safeguard life, health 
and property by the Public Service Commission of the State of South 
Corolina so long as such person is thus actually and exclusively em- 
ployed and no longer.”

AN AOT To Amend Section 7414, Code Of Laws Of South Oar- 
olina, 1942, As Amended, Concerning Taxes That May Be Im- 
posed By The Town Oouncil Of Towns Of Less Than One Thou- 
sand (1,000) Inhabitants, 8o As To Eliminate Therefrom The 
Provisions Thereof In Respect To The Town Of Moncks Corner, 
In Berkeley County, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 7414, 1942 Code, amended—provisions relating 
to Monck’s Corner eliminated.—That Section 7414, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1942, as amended, be, and the same is hereby, 
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amended by striking out and eliminating therefrom so much thereof 
as relates to the ‘own of Moncks Corner, in Ber keley County, as 
follows: “PROVIDED, the ‘Town Council of the Town of Moncks 
Corner in Berkeley County, South Carolina, shall have power, by 
ordinance, to impose an annual tax on all real and personal property 
within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax not to exceed 
Fourteen Mills, provided no increase of said levy above Five Mills 
shall be made until the same is submitted to the qualified electors in 
said town and approved by them, and it shall also have power, by 
ordinance, to levy an annual tax upon any business or occupation 
conducted within the corporate limits. The taxes so levied shall con- 
stitute a lien upon the property upon which it is levied paramount to 
all liens, except the lien for State and County taxes. For the purpose 
of collecting the same, said ‘Town Council is hereby empowered to 
issue executions against all property and place same in the hands of 
some officer for collection, who shall have all the rights as now con- 
ferred upon Sheriffs for the enforcement of tax executions; PRO- 
VIDED, that said licenses shall be granted according to the gross 
income of the persons, firms or corporations required to pay such 
licenses, or upon the amount of capital invested in said business.” 
So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 7414, ‘The said ‘Town Council shall also have power by 
ordinance to impose an annual tax upon all real and personal prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax shall not 
exceed T'ifty Cents on the One Hundred Dollars; PROVIDED, 
that the ‘Town of Prosperity, in the Cuinty of Newberry, shall have 
authority to levy such tax for ordinary purposes not to exceed I‘if- 
teen Mills; PROVIDED, also, that the said town of Prosperity shall 
have authority to levy an annual tax upon any business or occupation 
conducted within the corporate limits. PROVIDED, FURTHER, 
the Town Council of the ‘Town of Port Royal shall have power, by 
ordinance, to impose an annual tax on all real and personal prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of said town, but such tax shall not 
exceed Sixteen (16) Mills or One Dollar and Sixty Cents ($1.60) 
on each One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars valuation. PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, in the Town of Summerton, Clarendon County, the 
Town Council shall have power to impose, by ordinance, an annual 
tax for ordinary purposes not exceeding Twenty (20) Mills on all 
real and personal property within the corporate limits of said town. 
PROVIDED, that the Town Council of the Town of Hampton, in 
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the County of Hampton, shall have the authority to levy such tax 
for ordinary purposes of said town as said Council may deem neces- 
sary, not exceeding One and 50/100 ($1.50) Dollars on One Hun- 
dred Dollars’ property valuation. PROVIDED, that the Town Coun- 
cil of the Town of Carlisle, in the County of Union, shall have the 
authority to levy such tax for ordinary purposes of the said town 
as said Council may deem necessary, not exceeding Twenty (20) 
Mills on One Hundred Dollars property valuation, PROVIDED, 
the matter of levying the additional levy of Fifteen Mills shall first 
be submitted to the qualified electors of said town. PROVIDED, 
that the Town Council of the Town of Duncan, Spartanburg County, 
shall have the power to impose an annual tax on all taxable prop- 
erty within the corporate limits of said town not in excess of Twenty- 
five (25) Mills on each One Hundred Dollars valuation. PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that the Town Council of the Town of Mayes- 
ville in Sumter County shall have power, by ordinance, to impose an 
annual tax on all real and personal property within the corporate 
limits of said town, but such tax shall not exceed Twelve (12) Mills 
or One Dollar and Twenty ($1.20) Cents on each One Hundred 
($100.00) Dollars valuation. PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the 
Town of Nichols, in the County of Marion, shall have authority to 
levy an annual tax for ordinary purposes not exceeding Forty (40) 
Mills on One Hundred Dollars valuation; however, if the annual 
tax levy shall exceed Fifteen (15) Mills in any one year, the levy 
in excess of Fifteen (15) Mills shall not be imposed until it has first 
been submitted to the qualified electors in said town, for approval 
by a majority of said electors voting thereon, and it shall also have 
authority to levy an annual tax upon any business or occupation con- 
ducted within the corporate limits of said town. PROVIDED, that 
the Town of McClellanville in the County of Charleston shall have 
authority to levy an additional tax of Five (5) Mills on all of the 
property, real and personal, within its incorporate limits; however, 
such authority shall cease at the end of said town’s fiscal year at 
the termination of the present war. PROVIDED, that the Town of 
Ridge Spring , in the County of Saluda, shall have the authority to 
levy and collect a tax for ordinary purposes not to exceed ‘Twenty 
(20) Mills, PROVIDIED, that the Town of Pinewood in the County 
of Sumter shall have authority to levy and collect a tax for ordinary 
purposes not to exceed Fifteen (15) Mills. PROVIDED, that the 
Town of Donalds in Abbeville County shall have authority to levy 
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and collect a tax for ordinary purposes not to exceed Fifteen (15) 
Mills). PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the Town Council of the 
Town of Greeleyville, in the County of Williamsburg, shall have 
power, by ordinance, to impose an annual tax on all real and per- 
sonal property within the incorporate limits of the said town not 
to exceed Ten Mills on each Hundred Dollars valuation. PROVID- 
ED, FURTHER, that the Town of Cameron, in Calhoun County, 
shall have authority to levy an annual tax upon any business or oc- 
cupation conducted within the corporate limits of said town. PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that the Town Council of the Town of Pelion, 
Lexington County, South Carolina, may levy as provided herein an 
annual tax not to exceed Twenty-five (25) Mills upon the assessed 
value of all taxable property situated within the corporate limits of 
said town. PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the Town Council of the 
Town of Lynchburg may levy as herein provided, as annual tax for 
ordinary town purposes not exceeding One (1%) Per Cent of the 
Assessed value of all taxable property within the corporate limits 
of said town, and all ordinances heretofore passed by said town, 
not in excess of the above provision, are hereby validated and rati- 
fied.”

AN ACT To Create For The City Of Columbia, South Carolina, 
A Columbia Marketing Commission; To Authorize Said Commis- 
sion To Acquire Sites To Be Used As A Farmer’s Market, And 
To Erect Thereon Buildings And Marketing Facilities And To 
Operate The Same; To Authorize Said Commission To Receive 
And Use Federal Grants For Any Of Said Purposes; To Author- 
ize Said Commission To Issue Revenue Bonds; To Authorize Said 
Commission To Promulgate Rules And Regulations For The Op- 
eration Of The Market And To Further Prescribe The Powers 
And Duties Of Said Commission. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Columbia marketing commission, Columbia.—For 
the purpose of aiding, establishing and providing proper facilities for 
the efficient handling of farm and other food products in the interest 
of the farmer, consumer and general public and to assist in the dis- 
posal and sale of such products, there is hereby created for the City of 
Columbia, South Carolina, a Columbia Marketing Commission, herein 
referred to as the Commission. 


SECTION 2: Aj.0intment—terms—vacancy.—The Commission 
shall be composed of five (5) members to be appointed by the Mayor 
with consent of the City Council of the City of Columbia, South 
Carolina, one member to be appointed for one (1) year; one member 
to be appointed for two (2) years; one member to be appointed for 
three (3) years; one member to be appointed for four (4) years and 
one member to be appointed for five (5) years and each of their 
successors shall be appointed jor a full term of five (5) years and 
vacancies on the Commission shall be filled in like manner for an 
unexpired term. 


SECTION 3: Duties and powers,—The duties and powers of the 
Commission shall he to make such studies as may be necessary to 
determine the kind and size markets needed by the City of Columbia, 
South Carolina, or the feasibility of enlarging present market facilities, 
cost of construction of such markets ‘or the enlargement thereof, and 
such other information as may be essential to the establishment of 
such markets; to acquire by purchase, lease, gift or otherwise, suit- 
able sites to be used as markets for the City of Columbia, and to erect 
thereon necessary buildings and marketing facilities and to operate 
and maintain the same for the handling and sale of fruits, vegetables, 
truck crops, poultry, dairy products and other farm products. 


SECTION 4: Issue revenue bonds for market improvements.— 
The Commission shall have the power and is hereby authorized 
from time to time, in its discretion, to issue for the purpose of 
constructing, furnishing, equipping, remodeling, re-furnishing or 
re-equipping buildings and additions or enlargements constituting or 
forming a part of the markets of the City of Columbia, bonds on 
which the principal and interest are payable exclusively from the in- 
come and revenue of all or any designated part of the market facilities, 
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PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the credit of the Commission shall 
not be pledged to the payment of such bonds but they shall be pay- 
able only (and each of said bonds shall plainly so state on its face) 
from the revenue of the designated market facility or facilities, and if 
the Commission so determines, shall be additionally secured by a 
trust indenture pledging the revenue from such facility and facilities. 


The bonds so issued (and they shall so state on their face) shall 
not be an obligation of the City of Columbia, South Carolina, and 
they shall not constitute an indebtedness within the meaning of any 
constitutional or statutory debt limitation. Neither the members of the 
Commission nor any person issuing said bonds shall be personally 
liable on account thereof, 


SECTION 5: Receive and expend funds.—Said Commission shall 
have authority and is authorized to accept and receive funds and ex- 
pend funds for the purpose of carrying out the provisions of this Act. 


SECTION 6: Time effective—This Act shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT To Provide That Five (5%) Percent Of The Remain- 
ing County Roads Be Added To The State Highway System Dur- 
ing Each Of The Fiscal Years 1948-49, 1949-50 and 1950-51, And 
To Authorize Counties To Contract With The State Highway De- 
partment For The Construction And Improvement Of Any Farm- 
To-Market Road In The State Highway System. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Add roads to state highway system during 1948, 
1949 and 1950—amount.—On July Ist, 1948, July 1st, 1949 and July 
Ist, 1950, the State Highway Department shall take over and accept 
as a part of the State Highway System five (5%) percent of tne roads 
remaining in the various county road systems which have been main- 
tained by the respective counties; PROVIDED, That municipal 
streets which are extensions of State Highways may be added to the 
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State Highway System in lieu of an equal mileage of county roads. 
The roads to be placed in the State Highway System hereunder shall 
be selected by the State Highway Department by and with the ap- 
proval of the Senator and at least one-half (14) of the members of the 
House in each county. After said roads have been taken over by the 
State Highway Department, they shall be maintained and constructed 
in the same manner that other roads in the State Highway System are 
maintained and constructed; PROVIDED, That with the approval of 
the State Highway Department, upon the request of the majority of 
the Delegation in each county, the additions provided herein may be 
deferred until the subsequent year or years. 


SECTION 2: State highway department contract with counties 
for construction and improvement of roads.—The State Highway 
Department is hereby authorized and empowered to contract with any 
of the counties ef this State for the construction and improvement by 
any such county of any farm-to-market road or roads in the State 
Highway System within such county, and to pay for the construction 
and improvement of such road or roads; PROVIDED, That the cost 
of such construction and improvement is not greater than the cost of 
similar work would be if performed by contract or by the State High- 
way Department’s forces. That any road or roads constructed or im- 
proved under the provisions hereof shall be paid for by the State 
Highway Department, and the cost thereof charged to the county’s al- 
location in which said roads are constructed. That the roads con- 
structed by the counties under the provisions hereof shall be con- 
structed and built according to standards and specifications required 
by the State Highway Department. Nothing herein contained shall be 
construed to mean that the State Highway Department shall pay 
the cost of the construction or improvement of roads already con- 
structed and improved. 


SECTION 3: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective——This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

ing The Sale And Possession Of Certain Dangerous Pharmaceuti- 
cal Drugs, And To Amend Section 5170, Volume 3, Code Of Laws 
Of South Carolina, 1942, Relating To The Issuance Of Licenses 
By The Board Of Pharmaceutical Examiners. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: § 5176, 1942 Code, amended—cantharides and er- 
got eliminated—sale, donation, exchange or possession of certain 
drugs regulated—prescriptions.—That Section 5176, Volume 3, 
Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the same is hereby, 
amended by striking out the words “catharides” and “ergot” on line 
7 of said section and adding to said section the following: 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to sell, 
give away, barter, exchange, distribute or possess in the State of South 
Carolina, sulfanilimide, sulfathiazole, sulfapyradine, sulfadiazine, 
prontolin, neo-prontosil, pyramidon, aminopyrine, atophan, chloral, 
paraldehyde; abortifacient drugs, such as ergot, cotton root, penny- 
royal, savin, apiol, cantharides; amphetamine (benzedrine) or com- 
pound thereof, except that amphetamine (benzedrine) in inhalers may 
be sold without prescription, PROVIDED, the amphetamine (ben- 
zedrine) therein has been denatured so as to make it unfit for internal 
use; hormones, synthetic or natural, antifat preparations to include 
thyroid, thyroxin, or such other drugs which are now or hereafter 
declared dangerous by the Federal Food and Drug Administration, 
and which are, in the discretion of the Board of Pharmacy (Phar- 
maceutical Examiners) of South Carolina, classified as ‘dangerous 
drugs’ within the meaning of this Act; or any salts, derivatives or 
compounds of the foregoing substances, or any preparation or com- 
pound when taken according to directions, or their salts, derivatives 
or compounds; except on a prescription of a duly licensed physician, 
dentist, or veterinarian, and such prescription shall be compounded 
only by a registered pharmacist, registered assistant pharmacist or 
under the direct personal supervision of a registered pharmacist. No 
such prescription shall be refilled except upon the authorization of the 
physician, dentist, or veterinarian who prescribed it. The provisions 
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of this Act shall not apply to the sale at wholesale by recognized drug 
jobbers, or wholesalers and drug manufacturers, to pharmacists or 
drug stores, or physicians, dentists or veterinarians qualified to prac- 
tice their professions according to the laws of this state, nor to the 
sale by pharmacists in drug stores to one another, nor to preparations 
to be used as bona fide veterinary or poultry remedies. The provi- 
sions of this Act shall apply to the sale by any manufacturer, whole- 
saler, or retailer, to any person, firm or corporation other than those 
legally qualified and authorized to purchase and hold the same for 
re-sale in this state.” 


SECTION 1A: Exemptions——Nothing in this Act shall apply to 
the manufacture or sale at wholesale or retail, of packaged, bottle or 
non-bulk chemicals, drugs medicines, medical and dental supplies, cos- 
metics and dietary foods when identified by and sold under a trade- 
mark, trade name or other trade symbol, privately owned or registered 
in the United States Patent Office, sold or offered for sale to the gen- 
eral public, if such articles meet the requirements of the Federal Food, 
Drug and Cosmetic Act. This Act shall not apply to the manufacture 
or sale at wholesale or retail of insecticides, fungicides, rodenticides, 
weedicides, detergents or commonly used household chemicals of a 
non-medical nature. PROVIDED, that nothing in this Act shall ap- 
ply to preparations for external use containing not more than 5% 
sulfonamides nor preparations for internal use containing not more 
than 3% sulfonamides. 


SECTION 2: § 5181, 1942 Code, amended—chief drug inspector 
—appointment—oath—term—assistant inspector—That Section 
5181, Volume 3, Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the 
same is hereby, amended by striking out all of said section and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the following to be known as Section 5181: 


“That commencing the first day of July, 1948, and every four (4) 
years thereafter, the Governor, upon the recommendation of a ma- 
jority of the State Board of Pharmacy (Pharmaceutical xaminers), 
shall appoint and commission a Chief Drug Inspector ; the Chief Drug 
Inspector and Seeretary of the Board of Hxaminers to be one and the 
same, who shall qualify by taking the usual oath of office, and who 
shall continue in office until his successor shall be appointed, qualified 
and commissioned. The Board of Pharmacy (Pharmaceutical Jéxa- 
miners) may also appoint an Assistant Inspector, who shall qualify 
and be commissioned in the above-stated manner.”

BECTION 4: § 5187, 1942 Code, amended—grounds cancel li- 
cense of druggist—restore—That Section 5187, Volume 3, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be, and the same is hereby, amended 
by striking out all of said section and inserting in lieu thereof the 
following to be known as Section 5187: 

“That whenever any druggist or apothecary shall be convicted in 
any state or federal court for violation of any of the laws relating to 
narcotic drugs, intoxicating liquors, or the unlawful sale of extracts, 
barbiturates, or dangerous drugs, as related to in the Federal Pure 
Food and Drug Act, it shall be the duty of the Inspector to obtain 
a certified copy of such conviction and deliver same to the Board of 
Pharmaceutical Hxaminers, who shall cancel his license; but the 
Board may, in its discretion, afterwards restore the same upon proper 
showing made; and likewise any druggist who shall plead guilty or 
be convicted in any municipal court of a like violation, his license 
shall be revoked and shall continue to stand revoked unless restored 
as hereinbefore provided.” 


BECTION 5: § 5188, 1942 Code, amended — penalties.—That

“Prescriptions”, or any other title, sign, display or declaration that 
would tend to lead the public to believe that such person was en- 
gaged in the business of selling, compounding or dispensing any medi- 
cinal drugs, medicinal chemicals, pharmaceutical preparations or hio- 
logicals, or to have charge of, engage in, or carry on, for himself or 
another, the dispensing, compounding or sale of any medicinal drugs, 
medicinal chemicals, pharmaceutical preparations or biologicals any- 
where within this state, and no registered pharmacist shall have 
personal supervision of more than one (1) pharmacy or drug store 
at the same time, and, except as prescribed by the provisions of this 
Act, it shall not be lawful for any person to practice as a registered 
pharmacist, or advertise, or represent himself by any title, sign, or 
display, or declaration or otherwise to be such, or to engage in, con- 
duct, carry on, or be employed in the dispensing, compounding or re- 
tailing of any medicinal drugs, medicinal chemicals, pharmaceutical 
preparations, or biologicals within this state: PROVIDED, that this 
section shall not be construed as precluding any person from owning 
a drug store or pharmacy, if all of the dispensing, compounding and 
retailing of medicinal drugs, medicinal chemicals, pharmaceutical pre- 
parations and biologicals in the same shall be under the supervision 
and direction of a registered pharmacist. Any person violating this 
section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanoi, and upon conviction 
shall be punished under the provisions of the Act.”

To Authorize Said Commission To Issue Revenue Bonds, And To 
Provide For The Payment Thereof; To Authorize The Commis- 
sion To Make Contributions To The State Agricultural Marketing 
Commission For Securing Federal Grants; To Authorize Said 
Commission To Give Instruction To Farmers And The Public In 
Grading, Standardizing, Packing And Marketing Farm Products; 
To Authorize Said Commission To Promulgate Rules and Regu- 
lations For The Operation Of The Market And Provide Penalties 
For The Violation Thereof; To Authorize The County Supervisor 
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To Use Greenville County Machinery, Engineering Services And 
County Labor In Grading The Market Site,And Grading And 
Constructing Roads On Said Market And Approaches Thereto. 


BY, IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Greenville County marketing commission.—'l'o 
provide instruction to the farmers of Greenville County and the 
public in grading, standardizing, packing and marketing farm prod- 
ucts, and for the purpose of aiding, establishing and providing 
proper facilities for the efficient marketing of farm produce, at 
wholesale, in the interest of the farmer, consumer and general pub- 
lic, there is hereby created a Greenville County Marketing Com- 
mission, hereinafter referred to as “The Commission”. 


SECTION 2: Personnel — terms — appointment — vacancy.— 
The Commission shall consist of five (5) members, citizens of 
Greenville County, and for terms as follows: Henry G. Winn, 
for a term of one (1) year; C. C. Pearce, for a term of two (2) 
years; Olin Spann, for a term of three (3) years; James 1. love, 
for a term of four (4) years, and Robert H. Martin, for a period 
of five (5) years; cach of their successors to be appointed by a 
majority vote of the Greenville County Legislative Delegation for a 
period of five (5) years. Any vacancy or vacancies on the Commis- 
sion shall be filled likewise by a majority vote of the Greenville Coun- 
ty Legislative Delegation for the unexpired term or terms. 


SECTION 3: Organization—record.—The Commission shal! hold 
its first meeting within ten (10) days after their appointment, and 
shall proceed to organize by electing a Chairman, Vice-Chairman and 
a Seeretary. It shall adopt its own rules of procedure and keep ade- 
quate records of its proceedings. 


BECTION 4: Meetings—quorum.—The Commission shall mect at 
least once each quarter and at such other times as may be necessary. 
It may be called into special session upon three (3) days’ written 
notice prior to date of meeting, PROVIDED, that this requirement 
of written notice may be waived by all members of the Commission 
in writing; three (3) members of the Commission shall constitute 
a quorum for the transaction of business at any meeting. 


SECTION 5: Duties and powers.—The duties and powers of the 
Greenville County Marketing Commission shall be to have erected 
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on the wholesale farmers market site, heretofore purchased, necessary 
buildings and marketing facilities including railroad siding or spur 
track, and to operate and maintain the same for the handling, classify- 
ing, grading and sale of fruits, vegetables, truck crops, poultry and 
other farm products at wholesale; to employ marketing specialist, and 
market managers, and such other technical or clerical labor and help 
as they deem necessary to carry out the intent and purpose of this 
Act; to fix their compensation and necessary expenses; to rent sites 
in and upon the market property on such terms and for stich periods 
of time as they deem wise; to make such charges for the use of the 
market and its facilities as they deem reasonable, taking into con- 
sideration the expense of its operations, costs, and expansion of the 
market; to give instruction to the farmers of Greenville County and 
to the public in grading, standardizing, packing and marketing farm 
produce; to cooperate with all other agricultural agencies in pro- 
motion of production and marketing of farm produce; to enter into 
contracts with any Federal or State agency for the procurement of 
funds to he used in the construction or maintenance of market fa- 
cilities and/or for the purpose of obtaining any services from said 
agencies in connection with the operation of said market; to receive 
and use Federal and/or State grants or contributions from any other 
source for any or all of said purposes; to make contributions to the 
State Agricultural Marketing Commission to be used in matching 
Federal funds which, when matched, shall be used in connection with 
said market for any or all of the aforesaid purposes; to make and 
promulgate such rules and regulations as, in the discretion of the 
Commission shall be necessary for the maintenance of and operation 
of said market, and to carry out the intent and purposes of this Act. 
Upon the adoption of rules and regulations a copy thereof, with any 
subsequent amendments thereto, shall be filed with the County Board 
of Commissioners of Greenville County, and copies shall be posted 
at one or more conspicuous places on the market. When so filed and 
posted the same shall have the force and effect of law. 


SECTION 6: Appropriation—disbursement of funds—bonds of 
employees handling funds.—To carry out the purposes of this Act, 
there is hereby appropriated from the general fund of Greenville Coun- 
ty the sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. Imme- 
diately after the effective date of this Act, this said sum shall be paid 
over to the said Commission and shall be credited to the account of the 
said Commission. This said fund, together with any and all other funds

realized from or in connection with the operation of the market here- 
tofore provided for, whether as fees or rentals, from loans as here- 
inafter provided for, or otherwise, shall be paid out on vouchers 
signed by the Chairman of the Commission and countersigned by the 
Secretary thereof. The market manager and each employee of the 
Commission who shall be charged with the duty of collecting and 
handling funds shall he required to enter into such surety bond as 
the Commission in its discretion may direct. 


SECTION 7: Borrow—payment.—To supplement the aforesaid 
funds and to carry out the purposes of this Act, the Greenville County 
Marketing Commission is hereby authorized to borrow, in the name of 
Greenville County, from the South Carolina Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion or from any bank or banks, jointly or severally, at such time or 
times as it shall deem advisable a sum of money not to exceed, in the 
aggregate, One Hundred ‘Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. Any loan 
or loans so made to the said Commission shall be evidenced by a note 
or notes, signed by the Treasurer of Greenville County and by the 
Chairman of the County Board of Commissioners of Greenville Coun- 
ty, and countersigned by the Chairman of the Greenville County Mar- 
keting Commission, and which shall be made payable in ten (10) equal 
installments, the first installment to become payable on September 1, 
1949, and the other installments on the same day of each succeeding 
year until such note or notes shall have been fully paid, and the said 
note or notes shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed four (4%) 
per cent per annum. The Commission shall deposit monthly with the 
Treasurer of Greenville County all revenue (over and above the 
necessary operating cost thereof) derived from any facility or facil- 
ities constructed with the funds borrowed as aforesaid, and the ‘T'reas- 
urer of Greenville County shall deposit said funds in a special account 
to be used by him in paying any such loan or loans, with interest, as 
the same shall mature. On the first day of August,1949, and on the 
same day of each succeeding year during the life of any such loan 
or loans, the said ‘T'reasurer shall determine whether the funds on 
deposit in said special account are sufficient to meet all payments 
becoming payable within the next succeeding (12) months’ period 
on any such loan or loans, and if he shall find the amount on deposit 
in said special account to be insufficient he shall immediately certify 
the amount needed to meet said payment or payments to the Audi- 
tor of Greenville County who shall thereupon levy a tax on all of the 
taxable property within Greenville County sufficient to raise the 
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amount certified to him, and the Treasurer shall collect the tax and 
use the same to pay any such said loan or loans, with interest, as the 
same shall mature. The full faith, credit, and taxing power of Green- 
ville County shall be pledged to secure the payment of any such said 
loan or loans. 


SEOTION 8: Issue revenue bonds.—If the funds hereinabove ap- 
propriated and the loans authorized under Section 7 hereof, shall be 
insufficient to carry out the purposes of this Act, the Commission may 
from time to time, in its discretion, issue revenue bonds, on which the 
principal and interest are payable exclusively from the net income and 
revenue of all or any part of the market facilities, except the revenue 
from the facility or facilities constructed with the funds secured from 
loans under Section 7 hereof; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the 
credit of the Commission shall not be pledged to the payment of said 
bonds, but they shall be payable only ( and each bond shall plainly so 
state on its face) from the net revenue of the market or designated fa- 
cility or facilities. The bonds so issued shall not be an obligation of 
Greenville County and shall not constitute indebtedness within the 
meaning of Constitutional limitation applicable to counties, The said 
bonds shall be authorized by resolution of the Commission and shall 
bear such date and maturities as said resolution may prescribe; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, said bonds shall all mature within twenty 
(20) years from date of issue and shall bear interest not in excess of 
five (5%) per cent, per annum, payable semi-annually, and be in 
stich denomination and contain such redemption privileges as the 
resolution may provide. 


Said bonds shall be sold at public sale after fifteen (15) days’ 
public advertisement in a newspaper having general circulation in 
Greenville County; PROVIDED, said bonds may be sold to any 
Federal or State agency at private sale with or without advertise- 
ment, Said bonds may be sold at such price as the Commission may 
determine, In connection with such sale of revenue bonds, the Com- 
mission shall have power to pledge by resolution or trust indenture 
all or any part of its net income, except as aforesaid. 


SECTION 9: Supervisor and engineer cooperate in grading and 
construction of roads——charge,.—The County Supervisor and Coun- 
ty lingineer are hereby authorized, empowered and directed to co- 
operate with the Commission in the grading of the market site; the 
construction of approaches to and roadway within the market site, 
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using County machinery, engineering services and labor for such pur- 
poses. For said work the Supervisor will charge to the appropria- 
tion herein made for the market, only the actual cost of materials 
used, including fuel, oil and gasoline. 


SECTION 10: Purpose.—It is hereby found and declared that the 
primary purpose for establishing the aforesaid market and providing 
for its operation is to provide instruction to the farmers of Greenville 
County and the public in grading, stati lardizing, packing and market- 
ing farm produce and otherwise to provide educational advantages to 
said farmers and the public. 


SECTION 11: Penalties—Any person, who shall, within the 
bounds of the market, violate any of the provisions hereof, or any rule 
or regulation promulgated by the Commission hereunder, shall be guil- 
ty of a misdemeanor punishable by a fine of not exceeding One Hun- 
dred and No/100 ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days for each offense. 


SECTION 12: Invalidity.—If any part of this Act, or its applica- 
tion shall be held invalid for any reason, the remainder of this Act, 
and any of the rules and regulations promulgated thereunder, shall re- 
main in full force and effect. 


SECTION 13: Repeal.—aAll laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed to the extent of such conflict. 


SECTION 14: Time effective —This Act shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Amend Section 6422, Code Of Laws Of South Car- 
olina, 1942, So As To Further Provide Fees For Weighing And 
Marking Cotton In Dillon County. 


BIE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: § 6422, 1942 Code, amended—fee charge to weigh 
cotton, Dillon County—payment of construction and maintenance 
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of cotton platform, Latta.—That Section 6422, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1942, he, and the same is hereby, amended by strik- 
ing out said section and inserting in lieu the following to be known 
as Section 6422: 

“Tt shall be unlawful for any cotton weigher in the County of Dil- 
lon to charge in excess of thirty (30¢) cents per bale for weighing 
cotton, one-half of which shall be paid by the buyer and one-half by 
the seller; PROVIDED, That the cotton weighers shall be under 
no obligation to furnish a platform; PROVIDED, FURTHER, That 
the cotton buyers in the Town of Latta when jointly furnishing a 
platform shall eually share in the expenses of constructing and main- 
taining the same.” 


SECTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 3: Time effective——This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Provide That The County Board Of Commission- 
ers Of Anderson County May Request The Anderson County De- 
partment Of Public Welfare To Investigate The Financial Oondi- 
tion Of Persons Applying For County Funds To Be Used In The 
Hospitalization Of Such Person, And To Provide That The An- 
derson County Department Of Public Welfare Shall Make Such 
Investigation And Report To Said Board Of County Oomniis- 
sioners. 


BK, IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Department of public welfare investigate appli- 
cants for funds for hospitalization and report thereon, Anderson 
County.—That in addition to the powers and authorities expressed 
in Section 10 of the Anderson County Supply Act of 1947, when 
any application is made for County funds to be used in hospital- 
ization of any person in said County, the Supervisor and Board 
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of County Commissioners thereof may request the Anderson County 
Department of Public Welfare to make an investigation regarding 
the financial condition of the person for whom application for such 
funds is made. Upon such request being made to the Anderson 
County Department of Public Welfare, the said Department shall 
make the investigation requested and report its findings and conclu- 
sions to the County Board of Commissioners with all convenient 
speed. 


SECTION 2: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed.

AN AOT To Amend Section 2 Of Act No. 281, Acts And Joint 
Resolutions Of The General Assembly, 1947, 8o As To Further 
Define The Word “Resident” As Provided Therein; To Amend 
Section 3408, Code Of Laws Of South Carolina, 1942, Relating 
To Oatching Of Shrimp And Prawn, So As To Fix The Season 
For Catching Shrimp And Prawn By Shrimp Trawlers; And The 
Size Of Shrimp And Prawn Which Legally May Be Caught By 
Shrimp Trawlers; And Fixing The Penalty For The Violation 
Thereof, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Act 281 of 10947 amended—resident defined— 
shrimp boat licenses.— hat Section 2 of Act No. 281, Acts and 
Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly, 1947, be, and the same is 
herely, amended by changing the period at the end of said Section to a 
semi-colon, and adding the following: ‘PROVIDED, that the word 
‘resident’ as used herein shall mean a person, firm, partnership or cor- 
poration who immediately preceding the date of his application for a 
license shall have been a resident of this state continuously for a 
period of one (1) year; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the appli- 
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cation executed by such applicant shall make provision for such appli- 
cant to stipulate therein, under oath, that he meets the requirements 
as to residence as hereinabove provided,” so that said section, when 
so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 2: That the State Board of Fisheries shall not grant 
non-resident licenses to operators of shrimp boats on and after 
July 1, 1947 in excess of one hundred (100) per year. That in 
granting licenses to non-resident shrimp boats, the State Board 
of Fisheries is to give preference to issuance of licenses to those 
non-resident boats that have been fishing in South Carolina for 
the longest number of years; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That 
application for licenses by such boats, or the operators of such 
hoats be made on or before June Ist of the respective year. If, 
by June Ist of a respective year, the Board of Fisheries has not 
granted one hundred (100) licenses to the operators of non- 
resident shrimp boats which have operated in South Carolina 
for the longest number of years, then the Board of Fisheries may 
grant such licenses to any applicants thereafter until the number 
of one hundred (100) licenses have been issued; PROVIDED, 
That the word ‘resident’ as herein used shall mean a person, 
firm, partnership or corporation who immediately preceding the 
date of his application for a license shall have been a resident of 
this state continuously for a period of one (1) year; PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, That the application executed by such 
applicant shall make provision for such applicant to stipulate 
therein, under oath, that he meets the requirements as to resi- 
dence as hereinabove provided.” 


SECTION 2: § 3408, 1942 Code, amended—closed season on 
shrimp or prawn—not catch, purchase, sell, or possess shrimp or 
prawn over count of more than 55 to the pound when deheaded.— 
That Section 3408 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 1942, be 
and the same is hereby amended by striking out the word ‘June’ 
where the same appears in said section and inserting in lieu thereof 
the word ‘May’; and by adding at the end of the first paragraph of 
said section another paragraph as follows: 


“It shall be unlawful for any shrimp trawler to catch or have 
in its or their possession, shrimp or prawn, of a count of more 
than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to purchase, sell, 
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ship or have in their possession any shrimp or prawn of a count 
of more than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded ; and 
any person, firm or corporation catching, buying, selling, ship- 
ping or having in their possession shrimp or prawn of a count 
of more than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded, caught 
by trawlers, shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall be sentenced to pay a fine of not less than one 
hundred ($100.00) dollars or more than three hundred ($300- 
.00) dollars, or to be imprisoned not fess than thirty (30) days 
or more than ninety (90) days or both, in the discretion of the 
Court. 


So that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 


“Section 3408. There shall be a closed season on shrimp or 
prawn, beginning on the Ist day of January and ending on the 
30th day of May each calendar year, Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating said closed season shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and, upon conviction, shall be punished by a fine of 
not less than $100.00 nor more than $300.00 or by imprisonment 
of not Jess than thirty days nor more than ninety (90) days or 
both fine and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. In 
addition to such punishment all boats, rigging, and equipment 
used in any violation of said closed. season shall be seized and 
forfeited under the provisions of Section 3403, 1932 Code. 


“Tt shall be unlawful for any shrimp trawler to catch or have 
in its or their possession, shrimp or prawn, of a count of more 
than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded, and it shall 
be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to purchase, 
sell, ship, or have in their possession any shrimp or prawn of 
a count of more than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded ; 
and any person, firm, or corporation catching, buying, sclling, 
shipping or having in their possession shrimp or prawn of a count 
of more than fifty-five (55) to the pound when deheaded, caught 
by trawlers, shall he deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction shall he sentenced to pay a fine of not less than One 
hundred ($100.00) dollars or more than three hundred ($300- 
.00) dollars, or to be imprisoned not less than thirty (30) days 
or more than ninety (90) days or both, in the discretion of the 
court. 


“The closed season hereby created and declared shall not ap- 
ply to cast nets, or shrimp caught in same for personal use. 
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“There shall be a license to run terrapin farms, which license 
shall be $25.00 each calendar year. Such license to be obtained 
as heretofore provided for.” 


SECTION 3: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 4: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

AN AOT To Provide For The Regulation And Control Of Com- 
mercial Public Taxis For Hire In Oounties Containing A City 
Having A Population In Excess Of 70,000 Inhabitants According 
To The Last Official U. 8. Census; To Provide For The Issuance 
Of Licenses For Such Vehicles: And To Further Provide For 
Compulsory Liability Insurance In Respect Thereto; And To 
Further Prescribe Penalties For The Violation Of This Act. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Operators of commercial public taxis for hire, 
counties with city over 70,000—qualifications—each taxi display 
information on operator—revoke license of operator.—That in 
counties containing a city having a population in excess of 70,000 
inhabitants according to the last official U. S. census, operators and 
chauffeurs, and any other person driving a commercial public taxi 
for hire, shall be at least eighteen (18) years of age, must he of good 
moral character and must have no physical defects, or handicaps 
which would hinder his or her safe operation of a vehicle under any 
driving conditions. 


The owner or owners of such taxi, operated in such counties shall 
display in plain view of anyone entering such vehicle, a card to be 
furnished by the owner or owners of such vehicle of such size and 
design as may be designated by the County Police Commission of 
such county which shall be signed by the owner of said vehicle and 
shall state the name, address, sex, color and age of the driver operat- 
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ing such vehicle, and a photograph of said driver shall be affixed to 
said card. A copy of such card with photograph shall be furnished to 
the Chief of Police of such county for the files of the Police Depart- 
ment, Such card in duplicate, as above set out shall be provided for 
each person who may be assigned to the driving of the said taxi and 
the card of the respective driver shall always be displayed in the taxi 
as above provided. 


The operation of such taxi shall be constantly under the surveillance 
of the Police Commission, who shall refuse permission to operate such 
taxi and revoke the license of any driver when in its judgment the 
driver’s physical condition or record for violation of traffic or other 
ordinances or laws or provisions herein contained indicates that he or 
she is an unfit operator of such taxi. 


SECTION 2: License taxi— revoke—designate taxi—liability 
insurance—replacements.—(a) Ivery taxi shall be licensed as such, 
The owner or owners of such taxi or his or her or its agents shall an- 
nually during the month of July register such taxi with the Police De- 
partment of such county and shall thereupon obtain from the Police 
Department an application for such license. Upon presentation of such 
application, properly completed, to the County Police Commission, and 
payment to said Police Commission of a license fee of Two ($2.00) 
Dollars, the County Police Commission shall issue a license card or 
plate which shall bear a number and indicate that the vehicle is a taxi, 
and identify it by make, model and number and name of owner or own- 
ers, and show the year for which the license is issued. The said license 
card or plate shall be affixed in the vehicle at such place or in such 
manner as to be readily seen, Should the owner or owners or operator 
of a taxi permit the said taxi to be operated without such license or by 
any person not duly qualified as provided in this Act or should such 
owner or owners or uperator permit such taxi to be used for any pur- 
pose other than that of a public conveyance, the Chief of Police of 
such county may with the approval of the Police Commission of such 
county revoke the license of such taxi and require the surrender of 
the license card or plate. 


(b) In addition to the foregoing the owner or owners of the said 
taxi shall obtain and cause to be affixed at all time to the front and 
rear of the taxi in conspicuous places a metal plate, the dimensions 
of which shall be approved by the County Police Commission, which 
plate shall have on it the words “Public ‘Taxi” and the taxi license 
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number and be of substantially similar design but of a different color 
from the State license plate, the color of such plate to be changed an- 
nually, 


(c) In addition to the foregoing and before the issuance of such 
license card or plate, the owner or owners of the taxi shall procure 
and file with the County Police Commission a liability insurance 
policy, together with a receipt showing the payment of the premium 
therefor issued by a good and responsible insurance company to be ap- 
proved by the said County Police Commission (the said company 
heing one authorized to do business in the State of South Carolina, and 
in possession of a certificate issued by the Insurance Commissioner 
of the said State). The amount of such liability insurance for each 
car shall he as follows: an amount not less than Five Thousand ($5,- 
000.00) Dollars for personal injury and an amount not less than One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for property damage in any one acci- 
dent. Said policy of insurance may be in the form of a separate policy 
for each taxi or may be in the form of a fleet policy covering all taxis 
operated by such owner or owners: PROVIDED HOWEVER, that 
such a policy shall provide for the same amount of liability for cach 
taxi operated. A stipulation shall be made providing that no such 
policy as above required may be cancelled until the expiration of Five 
(5) days after notice of intended cancellation has been given in writ- 
ing to the County Police Commission by registered mail or personal 
delivery of such notice and a provision to that effect to be made and 
attached to any liability policy as above required whereby the insur- 
ance company and insured agree that the insured shall be liable and 
responsible for damages on any claim up to and including the first 
Fifty ($50.00) Dollars. 


(d) In lieu of insurance policies as above required a bond or bonds 
may be filed with the County Police Commission in the stim of not 
less than Five Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars for personal injuries 
and One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars for property daniages in any 
one accident, the said bond or bonds to be given by the owner or 
owners of the taxi with good and sufficient surety providing for the 
payment of any damages or injuries that may result in the operation 
of the said taxi on substantially the same terms and conditions as 
the usual liability insurance policy. The surety on any such bonds may 
be as follows: (a) Cash deposited with the County Police Commis- 
sion; or (b) bonds of the State of South Carolina, or United States 
of America of a face value equal to the amount of the surety bonds 
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or (c) any responsible surety or bonding company licensed to transact 
business in the State of South Carolina and in such county; the form 
and sureties on the said bond and all matters incidental to the filing 
thereof shall be approved by the County Police Commission. 


(e) In the event that any public taxi for which a license shall have 
been issued shall be permanently replaced by another car, the owner 
or owners shall within twenty-four (24) hours after such replace- 
ment report the same to the Police Department of such county giving 
the necessary information to identify the taxi fur which the license 
was issued and the taxi replacing the same and such other information 
as the Police Department may require, and thereupon the said license 
shall be transferred on the registcr of the Police Department to the 
replacing car and be cancelled as to the replaced car; PROVIDED, 
all the other provisions of the section be complied with. 


(f) In the event of cancellation on the above referred to policy of 
insurance or bond then the aforesaid license card or plate to be dis- 
played in the taxi and also the metal plates to be affixed to the taxi 
shall become null and void and shall immediately be surrendered by 
the owner or owners of the taxi to the Chief of Police of such county 
and the operation of the taxi after the cancellation of such insurance 
or bond or the failure to surrender said plates shall be a violation of 
this Act. 

(zg) When any such policy of insurance or bond lapses by cancel- 
lation or for any other reason, or when notice of intention to lapse 
has been given by the surety or bondsman and such notice has been 
recorded on the records of the County Police Department, such no- 
tice shall be withdrawn and such policy of insurance or bond shall 
be reinstated only after payment to the Police Commission of the 
sum of Three ($3.00) Dollars for entries and change of records. 


SECTION 3: Display in taxi name of owner and rates.—All 
persons, firms or corporations driving, operating or controlling taxis 
shall post therein, in a conspicuous place, where the same may be 
easily and conveniently read by any passenger, a card upon which 
shall he printed in plain legible type the name of the owner of such 
taxi and the rates charged hy the said taxi. 


SECTION 4: Respond to calls—occupancy,—All public vehicles 
for hire shall respond promptly to calls in order in which they are re- 
ceived, and a car when answering a call shall contain no one other 
than the driver except with the permission of the person so calling. 
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No passenger or other persons shall at any time be permitted to ride 
on the front seat of such car with the driver, unless there are three 
or more passengers riding on the back seat. 


SECTION 5: Solicitation of passengers—interference with 
driver and his passengers.—It shall be unlawful for operators of ve- 
hicles for hire to solicit fares or passengers except within Five (5) 
Feet of vehicle which they operate, and in no case shall one driver 
interfere between another driver and his passengers. 


SECTION 6: Not use taxi for prostitutiou.—It shall be unlawful 
for the driver of any such taxi to permit any person to occupy or use 
such taxi for the purpose to occupy for use such taxi for the purpose 
of prostitution, or for any other lewd or indecent act, with the knowl- 
edge of reasonable cause to know that the same is, or is to be used, 
for any such purpose, or to direct, take or transport or offer, or agree 
to take or transport any person to any building or place, or to any 
other with knowledge or reasonable cause to know that the purpose 
of such directing, taking, or transporting is prostitution, or any other 
lewd or indecent act. 


SECTION 7: Not take possession of baggage without consent of 
owner.—No driver of any such taxi or any other person, shall lay 
hold upon or take possession of any trunk, baggage or any other 
article belonging to any traveler or person without the consent of the 
owner of stich trunks, baggage or other article, 


SECTION 8: Keep vehicles clean—not use as sleeping quarters 
or gathering place.—All vehicles for hire shall be kept clean, neat 
and orderly. Drivers shall not permit such taxis to be used as sleeping 
quarters or lounging places, or fur the unnecessary gathering of per- 
sons other than passengers. 


SECTION 9: Not transfer person with contagious disease—re- 
moval of body of person who died of contagious disease.—No 
owner, driver or other person having charge of a public vehicle, shall 
knowingly receive or permit to be placed, or conveyed in any man- 
ner on or upon any such taxi, any person sick or infected with 
the smallpox, or any other contagious disease. The body of any 
person who has died of smallpox or any other contagious disease 
shall be removed in a licensed hearse, and in no other conveyance. 


SECTION 10: Penalties —The violation of any of the provisions 
of this Act shall be a misdemeanor, punishable by a fine not exceed- 
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ing One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or imprisonment not exceed- 
ing Thirty (30) days.

Any married woman, then resident of this State, 
who shall of her own free will and accord, and without just cause of 
complaint against her hsuband, leaves her husband and remains con- 
tinuously absent from his bed and board for the period of one year, 
shall, upon the filing of the decree of the Court so adjudging in any 
action brought by such husband, as provided in Section 8585, forfeit 
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her estate of dower in and to all lands then owned, and that may be 
thereafter acquired by her husband”. 


SECTION 2: § 8585, 1942 Code, amended—adjudication of for- 
feiture of dower—reconciliation.—That Section 8585, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1942, be,and the same is hereby amended, by strik- 
ing out all of said section, and inserting in lieu thereof the following, 
to be known as Section 8585: 


‘Section 8585, (1) Any husband of sch married woman so leaving 
his bed and board and remaining continuously absent therefrom for a 
period of one year, shall have the right to bring action against his 
said wife in the Court of Common Pleas for the County in which his 
lands are situate, or, if such lands be situate in more than one county, 
in the Court of Common Pleas for the county in which any parcel of 
such lands is situate, praying that said Court decree his wife’s claim 
of dower to be a cloud upon his title to all lands then owned, and that 
may be thereafter acquired by him, and praying that such cloud upon 
said title be removed; and in his complaint the plaintiff shall describe 
the lands as to which such relief is sought. . 


(2) The summons in said action shall be servect upon the defend- 
ant, resident or non-resident, as is now provided by law in actions 
relating to partition of real estate; PROVIDED, that Lis Pendens 
be filed in each county where land affected by such action may be 
situate. And if the defendant be non-resident, Lis Pendens be pub- 
lished with the Summons. 


(3) Upon proof to the satisfaction of the Court in said action of 
the facts required by Section 8584, such Court shall decree said dower 
forfeited and forever barred as to the lands described in the com- 
plaint, and also, if the complaint so pray, as to lands that may be 
thereafter acquired by the plaintiff. 

(4) If any of the plaintiff’s lands shall be situate in a county or 
counties other than the county in which said action is brought, a 
certified copy of the final decree in said action shall be filed in the 
office of the Clerk of Court of Common Please for the county, or for 
each county, in which said lands are situate. 

(5) If at any time after the filing of the final decree in said cause, 
the said parties shali become reconciled, a decree may be entered in 
the cause reciting such reconciliation and vacating the former decree, 
and upon the filing of such decree the dower of the said wife shall be 
reinstated and shall re-attach as to all lands then owned and that may 
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be thereafter acquired by the said husband; PROVIDED, That the 
wife’s claim of dower shall not re-attach to any lands alienated or 
conveyed while said decree barring dower m-y have been in force. 
nor shall the same be asserted against any mortgage, lien, or claii 
of any bona fide creditor created while such decree barring dower may 
have been in effect”.

ing out all of Subdivision (1) thereof and by striking out the words 
“either of the two (2)” on line four of Subdivision (2) thereof and 
by striking out the figure “(2)” at the beginning of Subdivision (2) 
thereof, so that said Section, when so amended, shall read as follows: 

“Section 3751. The sheriff of Anderson County and/or his dep- 
uties who are paid a salary by Anderson County are hereby directed

7, 8 and 9 of said subsection (6), so that said subsection when so 
amended shall read as follows: 

“(6) ‘Itinerant Cosmetologist’ is any person who practises as a 
business cosmetic art outside of a cosmetic art shop, beauty parlor,

of the General Assembly, 1947, entitled, “An Act to Promote and

Development Commission; To Designate Members Of Said Com- 
mission, Fix Their Terms Of Office And Prescribe Their Powers 
And Duties; And To Provide Funds For The Operation Of Said 
Commission By A Tax Levy. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
‘Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Chester Oounty soil improvement and development 
commission—selection—terms—officers.—For the purpose of en- 
couraging and promoting the construction of terraces, the clearing and 
drainage of pasture land, and otherwise fostering all conservation 
practices, a Chester County Soil Improvement and Development Com- 
mission is hereby created. Said Commission shall be composed of the 
County Farm Demonstration Agent of Chester County and the Super- 
visor of Chester County Soil Conservation District, who shall be mem- 
bers of said Commission in an ex officio capacity, and five (5) mem- 
bers to be selected by the Chester County Farm Bureau; said five 
(5) members so selected shall come from different sections of Chester 
County and shall serve until their respective successors are appointed 
and duly qualified; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the original terms of 
office of the said five (5) members to be selected as heretofore pro- 
vided, shall be for the period of one (1) year, two (2) years, three 
(3) years, four (4) years and five (5) years respectively, the length 
of term of each to he determined by casting lots and a statement evi- 
dencing the terms of each of said members so determined shall be filed 
with the Clerk of Court of Chester County, At the first meeting of the 
Commission a Chairman and Secretary shall be elected. 


SECTION 2: Work perform—charges—funds.—The Commis-

SEOTION 4: Use of machinery.—That when it is not deemed ad- 
visable to use such machinery as the said Commission may acquire for 
terracing, draining, clearing or other soil conservation practices, the 
said Commission is hereby authorized and directed to allow any such 
machinery to be used on the County roads of Chester County; PRO- 
VIDED, said Commission shall be authorized to enter into an agree- 
ment with the Supervisor of Roads and the County Board of Di- 
rectors for use of said machinery on County roads; PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, the use of said machinery for terracing, drainage or 
other soil conservation practices shall have priority over all road work. 


SECTION 5: Tax levy provide funds purchase machinery and 
equipment—borrow.—In order to carry out the purposes and pro- 
visions of this Act, the said Commission shall acquire with funds made 
available to it machinery and equipment.

BECTION 1: Saluda County pasturage commission—appoint- 
ment—term.—That the Saluda County Pasturage Commission is 
hereby established, and the following citizens of Saluda County are 
hereby named as members of the said commission: B, L. Able, D. R. 
Patterson, P. S. Watson, J. P. Murphy, T. P. Mills, Frank W. 
Crouch and J. J. Wheeler, Jr. That they shall hold their office for a 
period of one year from the approval of this Act, and shall be eligible 
for reappointment upon this commission. That their successors shall 
be named by the Soil Conservation Association of Saluda County, and

Dollars per liour shall be paid quarterly to the treasurer of Saluda 
County in reimbursement of the amount herein appropriated and 
shall defray all other costs of the operation of the machine, including 
labor, fuel oil, oif and all other costs of operation in connection there- 
with. 


SECTION 3: Appropriation —That there is hereby appropriated 
out of the contingent fund of Saluda County the sum of Eleven Thou- 
sand ($11,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of purchasing machinery 
to he used hy the commission herein created. 


SEOTION 4: Rules and regulations—obligations—The commis- 
sion herein created shall have the authority and power to make such 
rules and regulations as may be necessary for the work proposed to 
he done, That the said commission shall have no authority whatever 
to obligate the county of Saluda or to create any indebtedness against 
the county of Saluda.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
SEOTION 1 


For the fiscal year 1948-49, except as hereinafter specifically pro- 
vided, all general state revenues derived from taxation, licenses, fees, 
or from any other source whatsoever, and all institutional and de- 
partmental revenues or collections, including income from taxes, li- 
censes, fees, the sale of commodities and services, refunds, and in- 
come derived from any other departmental or institutional source or 
activity, shall be remitted to the State Treasurer, as collected when 
practicable, but at least on or before the last day of each month, for 
credit to the General Fund of the State. Each institution, depart- 
ment, or agency, in remitting such income to the State Treasurer, 
shall attach with each such remittance, a report or statement, show- 
ing in detail the sources from which such income was derived, and 
shall, at the same time, forward a copy of such report or statement to 
the Comptroller General and the State Budget Commission. PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, That refunds of such collections by state 
institutions, when properly approved by the authorities of same, 
may be made before remittance to the State Treasurer, so that, to 
such extent, the remittances, and the accompanying report or state- 
ment, shall be on the basis of net income.

this provision, be altereu in grade or character, then the proper of- 
ficials as described above are directed as a further condition of legis- 
lative approval of the schedule of pay as outlined in this Section 
to make such alterations in said certificates as this proviso imposes 
and makes necessary.

PROVIDED, That any other appropriation heretofore made for 
the maintenance of the South Carolina Convalescent Home for Crip- 
pled Children is hereby suspended for the fiscal year 1948-49, 
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PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the State Board of Health shall 
make rules and regulations for the use and distribution of biolog- 
icals and venereal disease drugs. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That all persons employed in any ac- 
tivity under the control and direction of, or that may receive finan- 
cial assistance from the State Board of Health, shall be qualified un- 
der provisions of a merit system. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the funds herein made available 
for Rural Sanitation and County Health Work shall be used by the 
State Board of Health in carrying on health work in the Counties 
of the State through organized health work and shall be distributed 
as follows: Each County shall receive a flat grant of $4,000.00. Each 
County shall receive 10¢ per capita, based on South Carolina War 
Ration Book No. 2, in use October 31, 1943. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That funds granted by the Federal 
government available for distribution in financial support of County 
Health Departments shall be allocated so that each County Health 
Department will receive a Federal fund total determined as follows: 


1, One-half of each Federal fund granted for a specialized pro- 
gram shall be distributed according to the proportionate existence 
of the public health problem involved as determined on an equitable 
basis by the State Board of Health according to reliable statistics as 
follows: : 

(a) Maternal and Child Health: In proportion to the total num- 
ber of births and stillbirths to mothers resident in each county for the 
most recent period of twelve months for which statistics are available. 

(b) Venereal Disease Control: In proportion to the nmber of 
syphilis cases diagnosed in each county for the latest twelve-month 
period, as compiled by the Venereal Disease Division of the State 
Board of Health. 

(c) Tuberculosis Control: In proportion to the number of deaths 
from all forms of tuberculosis of residents of each county during the 
last five-year period for which statistics are available to the State 
Board of Health. , 

(d) Other Special Funds: Other Federal special funds which may 
become available for distribution to the County Health Departments 
by the State Board of Health for control of particular public health 
problems shall be distributed in the same manner as the special funds 
presently available, upon a statistical basis, indicative of the relative 
existence of the public health problem involved in each county, which 
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shall be recommended by the State Health Officer and approved by 
the Executive Committee of the State Board of Health. 

2. One-half of each Federal special fund together with all Federal 
funds available for general public health services shall be distrib- 
uted among the counties as follows: 

(a) One-third shall be divided equally among the counties, as a 
flat grant. 

(b) One-third shall be distributed to the counties in proportion 
to their population as indicated by the latest available estimate of the 
Bureau of the Census. 

(c) One-third shall be distributed by the State Health Officer 
with the approval of the Executive Committee of the State Board 
of Health for the following purposes: 

1. To insure the provision of a reasonably adequate public health 
program in each county. 

2. To provide funds to combat special health problems that may 
exist in certain counties. 

3. To establish and maintain demonstration projects in improved 
public health methods in one or more counties in the promotion of 
better public health service throughout the State. 

4. To encourage and promote local participation in financial sup- 

port of the County Health Departments. 

5. To meet emergency situations which may arise in local areas. 

6. To fit funds available to amounts budgeted when small differ- 

ences occur, 

3. Each County Health Department shall be allotted a total of 
Federal funds in its budget as determined above. However, in order 
to avoid splitting salary and travel items, the State Health Officer 
is authorized to vary the amounts budgeted from each Federal fund 
provided that the total of Federal funds included in each County 
Health Department budget be not less than the total determined by 
this formula. PROVIDED, The funds herein provided under these 
formulae for the distribution of State and Federal funds shall only 
be used to pay salaries and/or travel of personnel employed or as- 
signed in the County Health Departments. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the State Board of Health is di- 
rected to make reasonable rules and regulations in order to carry out 
the program for the control of malaria through the use of DDT only 
in those counties of the State where malaria is found by the Board 
of Health to exist. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That only such areas 
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as are classified “rural” by the United States Census Bureau, based 
on the 1940 Census, shall be eligible under this program, PROVID- 
ED, FURTHER, ‘That any city or urban area, where malaria is 
found by the Board of Health to exist; may be provided with DDT 
and professional supervision.

SECTION 71: ‘The expenditure of moneys appropriated in this 
Act shall be by warrant requisitions directed to the Comptroller Gen- 
eral. Upon receipt of the requisition, accompanied by invoices or 
other satisfactory evidence of the propriety of the payment, and item- 
ized according to standard budget classifications, the Comptroller’ 
General shall issue his warrant on the State ‘Treasurer to the payee 
designated in the requisition PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That, up- 
on approval and designation by the State Budget Commission, state 
institutions may requisition funds in favor of their own treasurer, 
itemized only to the extent of the purpose of the appropriation as 
expressed in this Act, and may deposit such funds in the name of 
the institution, and disburse same by check to meet the purposes of 
the appropriation, but strict account shall be kept of all such expen- 
ditures according to standard budget classifications. 


SECTION 72: Upon the approval and designation of the State Bud- 
get Commission, state institutions may, at the beginning of the fiscal 
year, requisition from their respective appropriations, a sum of mon- 
ey, the amount of same to be approved by the State Budget Com- 
mission, to be used throughout the year as a revolving fund for the 
handling of payrolls and other necessary operating expenses, all pay- 
ments from such revolving funds to be reimbursed to them by regular 
requisitions on the Comptroller General. 


SECTION 73: During the fiscal year 1948-49 the State’s institu- 
tions of higher learning shall maintain the same rates as those charged 
during the year 1947-48 for tuition, maintenance,and all other costs 
heretofore borne by those attending the said institutions, except that 
in all cases it is hereby required that such institutions shall charge 
a fee which will fully cover all subsistence, laundry, infirmary treat- 
ment, and such other ordinary expenses. PROVIDED , FUR- 
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THER, That the University of South Carolina, he Citadel, Clem- 
son College, Winthrop College, the Colored Normal,Industrial, Ag- 
ricultural, and Mechanical College of South Carolina, the South Car- 
olina Opportunity School, and the South Carolina Area Trade Schools 
shall remit all revenues and income, collected at the respective insti- 
tutions, to the State ‘T'reasurer according to the terms of Section 1 
of this Act, but all such revenues or income so collected, except fees 
received as tuition, matriculation, and registration, shall be carried in 
a special continuing account by the State ‘I'reasurer, to the credit of the . 
respective institutions, and may be requisitioned by said institutions, 
in the manner prescribed in Section 71 of this Act, and expended to 
fulfill the purpose for which such fees or income were levied, and it 
is further required that no such fee or income shall be charged in 
an amount in excess of what is necessary to supply the service, or 
‘fulfill the purpose for which such fee or income was charged.

supplemented, the amount of such supplement shall be reported to 
the Budget Commission for approval, and the source of such supple- 
ment. 


SECTION 78: Where a lump sum appropriation is made for any 
of the institutions, expenditures for personal service shall be drawn 
from the treasury monthly or semi-monthly as required except as may 
be otherwise provided herein; PROVIDED, That the authorities 
of all institutions and departments for which a lump sum appropria- 
tion is made shall make a quarterly itemized report to the Budget 
Commission of all expenditures; PROVIDED, FURTHER, ‘That 
no part of such lump sum appropriations, shall be used for perma- 
nent improvements unless specifically authorized herein, 


SECTION 80: That except as otherwise hereinbefore provided the 
base pay of legislative clerks and attaches, designated in Section 3, 
of this Bill, shall apply to a session of forty legislative days, and that 
each clerk and attache shall receive additional compensation for such 
service at the same rate for each legislative day in excess thereof, the 
same to be paid from the approved accounts of the respective houses. 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That laborers and porters shall be paid 
for six days of each week of the entire session, 


SECTION 81: hat all employces of the State of South Carolina 
or any agency thereof, while traveling on the business of the State, 
shall be allowed the sum of $7.50 per day as subsistence expenses. 
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PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That such allowance shall not exceed 
Four ($4.00) Dollars per day for lodging, One ($1.00) Dollar for 
breakfast, One ($1.00) Dollar for lunch, and One Dollar and Fifty 
($1.50) Cents for dinner. No expense shall be allowed an employee 
either at his place of residence or at the official headquarters of the 
agency by which he is employed, except that when an employee is as- 
signed to work a particular territory or district, and such territory or 
district and his official headquarters are in different localities, or sec- 
tions of the State, expense may he allowed for necessary travel to 
his official headquarters, or to other places outside of his territory 
or district. PROVIDED, that members of State Boards, Commis- 
sions, or Committees, whose duties are not full time, and who are 
paid on a per diem basis, shall be allowed subsistence expenses while 
away from their places of residence on official business of the State. 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, that employees of the State traveling 
outside of the State on official business, shall be allowed the sum of 
$10.00 per day as subsistence expenses, except that the Governor 
shall be allowed actual expenses. PROVIDED, FURTHER, that 
each Circuit Judge, while holding Court outside of the circuit in which 
he resides, and each Justice of the Supreme Court, while attending 
the sessions of said Court at Columbia, shall be allowed the sum of 
seven dollars and fifty cents ($7.50) per day as subsistence expenses, 
and shall further receive such mileage allowance for travel as is pro- 
vided for other employees of the State. 

That when an employee of the State shall use his or her personal 

automobile in traveling on necessary official business, a charge of 
§ cents per mile will be allowed for the use of such automobile, and 
the employee shall bear the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof. 
When such travel is by a state-owned automobile, the State shall bear 
the expense of supplies and upkeep thereof, but no mileage will be 
allowed. PROVIDICD, that in traveling on the business of the State, 
employees are required to use the most economical mode of transpor- 
tation, due consideration being given to urgency, schedules and like 
factors. 
SECTION 82; ‘That the legislative members of State boards and 
commissions shall serve in their respective capacities as members of 
said boards and commissions until their successors shall have been 
elected or appointed and qualified. 


SECTION 83: ‘That the per diem allowance of all boards, commis- 
sions and committees shall be at the rate of Ten ($10.00) Dollars per 
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day. PROVIDED, that no full-time officer or employee of the State 
shall draw any per diem allowance for service on such boards, com- 
missions or committees, 


SECTION 84: That if necessary the board of trustees of State in- 
stitutions of higher learning shall limit the admission of students upon 
the basis of scholarship standing, or upon any other basis determined 
upon by the respective boards; PROVIDED, FURTHER, That no 
State scholarship shall be granted by State institutions of higher 
learning, viz: University of South Carolina, ‘The Citadel, Clemson 
College, Winthrop College and the State Medical College. 


SECTION 85: Whereas the federal government is calling on the 
state institutions of higher learning to receive and offer educational 
training to World War II veterans; and 


WHEREAS, said institutions of higher learning are required to 
give special treatment to the pre-registration of such veterans, eval- 
uations of service school records, special scholastic progress reports, 
guidance and counselling, daily reports of absences, class attendance, 
the maintenance of a list of housing facilities available and otherwise 
lending assistance in locating such housing, and other details heyond 
those required of civilian students; NOW, THEREFORE, 

It is directed that in the various institutions of higher learning no 
dtudent shall be granted free tuition; PROVIDED, That tuition from 
and after January 1, 1946, shall be fixed by the respective governing 
boards of said institutions at Kighty ($80.00) Dollars each for the 
residents of the State of South Carolina, and at Two Hundred and 
Fifty ($250.00) Dollars for non-residents of the State of South Car- 
olina; PROVIDED, FURTHER, That no student activity fees shall 
be charged in excess of Hight Dollars and Seventy-five Cents ($8.75) 
per scholastic term; PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the tuition fees 
as set out above shall not be applicable to students in the various in- 
stitutions of higher learning who are veterans of World War IT 
enrolled under, and receiving the benefits of, the provisions of Public 
Law No. 346, of the United States, known as the “G.I. Bill of Rights”, 
or Public Law No. 16, concerning vocational rehabilitation; and in 
all stich cases the fees to be charged to the Administrator of Veter- 
ans’ Affairs for the education of such veterans shall be fixed by the 
governing boards of such institutions, so as to provide for the pay- 
ment by the Administrator, with respect to any stich person, of such 
fair and reasonable compensation as will not exceed Five Hundred 
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($500.00) Dollars for an ordinary school year; PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, That the tuition fees to be charged hy governing boards at 
the Medical College, and in the aw School of the University of South 
Carolina, and by the State Colored College shall not be subject to 
the above limitations. : 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, the said charges for tuition for the 
scholastic year shall be deemed to be for the customary or usual 
term of nine months or less, and shall not prevent the various insti- 
tutions of higher learning from charging an additional appropriate 
amount for tuition for the months in excess of the customary or usual 
term during which stich institution may conduct classes for which 
regular credits are given; PROVIDED, FURTHER, That mem- 
bers of the armed forces and federal employees stationed in South 
Carolina shall have the privilege of sending their children to the State 
educational institutions for the fees charged to citizens of this State; 
and where such persons are ordered away from the State, the children 
may continue to have this privilege while they attend the institutions. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That foreign citizens, friendly to the 
United States, who are beneficiaries of scholarships to any of the 
State’s institutions of higher learning, which scholarships are pro- 
vided for by the student body of such institution, or donations from 
private citizens of South Carolina, shall be allowed to pay tuition at 
the same rates as residents of the State. 


SECTION 86: The Board of Trustees of the University of South 
Carolina, the Citadel, Winthrop College, and Clemson College, are 
hereby authorized to abate the tuition fee charged at these institutions 
to the extent of Fifty ($50.00 Dollars to the winner of the American 
Legion High School Oratorical Contest and to the Governor of Boys’ 
State; the said abatements to be for four (4) years in each instance, 
and to be granted when the AmericanLegion Department of South 
Carolina, will have contributed a like amount per year. The abatement 
of tuition herein provided is for the purpose of furnishing a scholar- 
ship of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per year to the winners of 
the above contests, the State of South Carolina and the American 
Legion, Department of South Carolina, cooperating on an equal basis 
in providing these scholarships. 

BECTION 87; ‘The Governor, the Chairman of the Senate Finance 
Committee and the Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
of the House of Representatives shall constitute the State Budget 
Commission. All of the powers and duties devolved upon the Gov- 
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ernor, the Chairman of the Senate Finance Committee, and the Chair- 
man of the Ways and Means Committee of the House, in Section 
3213 to Section 3222, inclusive, Code of Laws of 1942, are hereby 
devolved upon the State Budget Commission. In addition thereto, 
the said State Budget Commission is hereby given full power and 
authority to make surveys, studies, and examinations of departments, 
institutions and agencies of this State, as well as its problems, so 
as to determine whether there may be an overlapping in the per- 
formance of the duties of the several departments and institutions and 
agencies of the State, and for the purpose of determining whether the 
proper organization and system of accounting is maintained in such 
departments, institutions, commissions and agencies and to require 
and direct the installation of the same whenever it is necessary and 
proper, and to survey, appraise, examine and inspect, and determine 
the true condition of all property of the State, and what may be nec- 
essary to protect it against fire hazard or deterioration, and to con- 
serve its use for State purposes and to make and issue and to enforce 
all necessary, needful and convenient rules and regulations for the 
enforcement of this provision. That the State Finance Committee 
shall have the authority to designate State officials and employees 
who should be bonded and the amounts for which such bonds should 
be written, and to require the same to be done. 


SECTION 88: Any maintenance appropriations made herein, or by 
special act now or hereafter, are hereby declared to be maximum, 
conditional and proportionate, the purpose being to make them pay- 
able in full in the amount named herein, if necessary, and then only 
in the event the aggregate revenues available during the period for 
which the appropriation is made are sufficient to pay them in full, 
The Budget Commission shall have full power and authority to sur- 
vey the progress of the collection of revenue and the expenditure of 
funds by all departments and institutions, and is hereby authorized 
to make such reductions of appropriations as may be necessary to 
prevent a deficit; PROVIDIAD, That no institution or activity for 
which the General Assembly has herein provided shall be discon- 
tinued. 

PROVIDED, FURTHER, That in the event the Budget Commis- 
sion finds it necessary to invoke the powers conferred upon it in this 
Section, said Commission shall not order any reduction in the appro- 
priations of any State Department or institution which would have the 
effect and result of reducing the yearly salary of any State Employee 
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or school teacher receiving less than $1,500.00 per year, and the Com- 
mission is further directed, in making appropriations reductions af- 
fecting State employees and/or school teachers earning annual salaries 
of $1,500.00 or more, to provide a graduated, equitable scale of such 
reductions. 


SECTION 89: ‘That transfers of appropriations herein provided 
may be made within departments, upon the unanimous written ap- 
proval of the State Budget Commission. 


SECTION 90: That unless specifically authorized herein the ap- 
propriations provided in this Act shall lapse on August 31st, 1949, 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That appropriations for the payment 
of bonds or interest shall remain effective until such bonds or interest 
is paid. 


SEOTION 91: (a) That Section 2557-2, Code of Laws 1942, be 
and the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“2557-2. There shall be levied and collected on all beers, ales, 
porter, and other similar malt beverages, by whatsoever name called, 
containing not more than five (5%) per cent of alcohol by weight, 
offered for sale in this State, a license tax of thirty (30¢) cents per 
gallon, or fractional quantity thereof, and on all wines containing 
not more than twenty one (21%) per cent of alcohol by volume, 
offered for sale in this State, a license tax of ninety (90¢) cents per 
gallon, or fractional quantity thereof. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
That, if such beer, ale, porter, and other similar malt beverages be 
offered for sale in bottles or cans, there shall be. levied. and collected 
a tax of four (4¢) cents for every bottle or can containing not more 
than twelve (12) ounces, or fractional quantity thereof, and on all 
wines containing not more than twenty one (21%) per cent of alco- 
hol by volume, when offered for sale in quantities less than one (1) 
gallon, there shall be levied and collected a tax of six (6¢) cents for 
each (8) ounces or fractional quantity thereof. PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, HOWEVER, That all wines produced by a winery in this 
State, from fruits grown within this State, shall be subject to such 
license taxes at one-half the rate above provided. 

“The taxes above provided, and license fees provided for in Section- 
2557-5, shall be paid to, and collected by, the Tax Commission, and, 
when collected, eighty-five (85%) per cent thereof shall be paid into 
the State Treasury for ordinary State purposes; seven (7%) per 
cent thereof shall be distributed among the several counties of the 
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state, on a population basis, according to the latest official Iederal 
Census; and eight (89) per cent thereof shall be distributed among 
the incorporated cities and municipalities of the State, on a popula- 
tion basis, according to the latest ederal Census, so that every in- 
corporated city and town shall reccive a share proportionate to its 
population in relation to the urban population of the state. 

For the purpose of calculating the proper distribution of this tax 
to the municipalities of the State, a list of the municipalities, certi- 
fied to be active by the Municipal Association of South Carolina, shall 
be used, and the word “active” as used for the purpose of collecting 
this tax, shall mean a municipality which has a regularly elected 
mayor, or intendant, a town council, a police officer or officers, and 
which is collecting property and/or other taxes for municipal pur- 
poses. 

“The maximum sales price which may be charged by any retail 
dealer for beer and wine shall be the delivered cost thereof to such 
retail dealer, including the State taxes thereon, plus fifty (50%) 
per cent thereof. Any sale of beer or wine at a price in excess of the 
applicable price fixed hereon shall constitute a violation of this Act, 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the retail selling price of beer and 
wine shall be calculated to the nearest multiple of five (5¢) cents.” 


(b) That Section 2557-5, Code of Laws 1942, be and the same is 
hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Jivery person, firm, or corporation engaging in the business of 
selling beer, ale, porter, wine, or any beverage which has been de- 
clared to be non-alcoholic and non-intoxicating under the provisions 
of Section 2557-1, shall apply to the South Carolina Tax Commis- 
sion for a permit to sell such beverages. Retail dealers shall pay to 
the South Carolina Tax Commission Twenty-Five ($25.00) Dollars 
per annum for retail permits, and wholesale dealers shall pay to the 
South Carolina Tax Commission Four Hundred ($400.00) Dol- 
Jars per annum for wholesale permits. Permits shall be issued for the 
State’s fiscal year upon the payment of the fees provided herein for 
a full year. Separate permits shall be required for each separate 
place of business. 


PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That retail permits may be issued by 
the South Carolina ‘I'ax Commission for the sale of beer for con- 


sumption off the premises of the retailer for Five ($5.00) Dollars 
per annum.

“Tn addition to the penalties provided herein, the ‘I'ax Commission 
may revoke the permit of any person, firm, or corporation failing to 
comply with any or all of the requirements hereof, 

“Any dealer, wholesale or retail, failing to secure permits required 
in 2557-1 thru 2557-8, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, upon 
conviction, shall be subject to a fine of not less than Ten ($10.00) 
Dollars nor more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or impris- 
onment not less than ten (10) days nor more than thirty (30) days, 
in the discretion of the court. ach day that such business is carried 
on without a permit shall constitute a separate offense.” 

(c) That in case of sales of Beer and Wine Tax Stamps, made 
by the Tax Commission to any merchants or manufacturers, for their 
individual use, the ‘I'ax Commission shall allow the following dis- 
counts: On a sale of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars or over and less 
than I*ifty ($50.00) Dollars a discount of two and one-half (214%) 
per cent on the entire amount of the sale; on a sale of Fifty ($50.00) 
Dollars or more, a discount of five (5%) per cent on the entire 
amount of the sale. 

In the sale of Beer and Wine J.icense Tax Crowns the ‘Tax Com- 
mission shall allow the following discounts: On the sale of Twenty- 
five (25) gross crowns or over, and less than Fifty (50) gross crowns, 
a discount of two and one-half (214%) shall be allowed on the en- 
tire amount; on the sale of Fifty (50) gross crowns or over, a dis- 
count of five (5%) per cent shall be allowed on the entire amount; 
providing that the discount applies only to the tax and not the man- 
facturer’s price or transportation cost. 


SECTION 92: That Section 2557-9, Code of Laws 1942, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

“Section 2557-9. That when used in this Section the words and 
terms herein mentioned shall have the following definitions: 
“The word ‘person’ means and includes natural persons, associa- 
tions, co-partnerships, and corporations. 
“The word ‘wholesaler’ shall mean any person who makes the first 
sale within this State, or who sells or distributes any quantity of 
heer or wine to any other person for resale, but the term shall not 
include any person, firm or corporation who produces wine in South 
Carolina from fruits grown within the State by or for the manufac- 
turer. 
“The word ‘retailer’ shall mean any person who sells, or distributes, 
any quantity of beer or wine to the consumer. 
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“The words ‘beer’ and ‘wine’ shall mean beer and wine legalized for 
sale by the provisions of Act No.198 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly ot South Carolina, approved the 2Uth day of May, 1939.” 


SECTION 93: That Act No. 537, Acts of the General Assembly, 
1946, be, and the same is hereby, repealed. 


SEOTION 94: That in addition to any and all other taxes and li- 
censes now levied, assessed, collected and paid in respect to alcoholic 
liquors, there shall be levied, assessed, collected and paid in respect to 
the said alcoholic liquors, the following amounts: 

(a) livery licensed wholesaler shall be required to pay an annual 
license tax which shall be measured by and graduated in accordance 
with the volume of sales of such licensed wholesaler according to the 
following schedule : 

Fifteen (15%) per cent of that part of the annual gross profits, 
which are hereby defined as being the maximum legal mark-up in 
price allowed by law, derived from the sale of alcoholic liquors which 
is in excess of $25,000.00 and does not exceed $35,000.00; thirty 
(30%) per cent of that which is in excess of $35,000.00 and does not 
exceed $45,000.00, and forty (40%) per cent of that which is in ex- 
cess of $45,000.00. 

In no case shall the additional license tax herein imposed be made 
a part of the selling price of alcoholic liquors by the wholesaler to 
the retailer, 

(b) Every licensed retailer shall be required to pay an annual li- 
cense tax which shall be measured by and graduated in accordance 
with the volume of sales of such licensed retailer according to the 
following schedule: 

Twenty-five (25%) per cent of that part of the annual gross 
profits, which are hereby defined as being the maximum legal mark- 
up in price allowed by law, derived from the sale of intoxicating 
liquors which is in excess of $5,000.00 and does not exceed $10,000.00 ; 
forty (40%) per cent of that which is in excess of $10,000.00 and 
does not exceed $15,000.00, and fifty (50%) per cent of that which 
is in excess of $15,000.00. 

In no case shall the additional license tax herein imposed be made 
a part of the selling price of alcoholic liquors by the retailer to the 
consumer. 

(c) The additional annual license taxes herein provided shall be 
paid in full to the South Carolina Tax Commission on or before the 
10th day of July of each year. PROVIDED, That the additional li- 
cense taxes shall be tentatively paid in advance in monthly install- 
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ments on or before the 10th day of each calendar month, each install- 
ment to be an amount equivalent to the actual additional tax due 
hereunder for the next preceding month, less one-twelfth (1/12) 
of the annual exemption provided herein respectively for such whole- 
saler and for such retailer, and (b) twenty-five (2596) per cent of the 
gross maximum retail mark-up accruing during the next preceding 
calendar month, Fach remittance shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement showing the amount of sales during the next preceding 
month and the amount of tentative tax due thereon, 


On or before the 10th day of July of each year, each licensed 
liquor dealer shall file a return in such form as the Tax Commission 
may prescribe and such return shall show the total tax due under the 
provisions of this Section and the amounts tentatively paid and any 
balances due shall he paid in full at the time the return is filed. In 
case the tentative payments exceed the total tax due, the excess shall 
be refunded by the ‘Tax Commission, or shall be credited by the-Tax 
Commission against future tentative installments. 


(d) All taxes and licenses levied on alcoholic liquors shall be paid 
to and collected by the South Carolina Tax Commission; and when 
collected, said taxes and licenses shall be distributed as follows: 

Sixty-five (65%) per cent thereof shall be paid into the State 
Treasury for credit to the General Fund of the State for Public School 
use, Twenty (20%) per cent thereof shall be distributed among the 
several counties of the State, on a population basis, according to the 
latest official Federal Census; and fifteen (15%) per cent thereof 
shall be distributed among the incorporated municipalities of the 
State, on a population basis, according to the latest Federal Census, 
so that every incorporated city and town shall receive a share pro- 
portionate to its population in relation to the urban population of the 
State, 

That for the purpose of calculating the proper distribution of this 
tax to the municipalities of the State, a list of municipalities, certi- 
fiel to be active by the Municipal Association of South Carolina, 
shall be used, and the word “active” as used for the purpose of col- 
lecting this tax, shall mean a municipality which has a regularly clect- 
ed mayor, or intendant, a town council, a police officer or officers, 
and which is collecting property and/or other taxes for municipal pur- 
poses. 

(c) No wholesale dealer, directly or indirectly, individually or as 
aainember of a partnership or an association, or as a member or stock- 
holder of a corporation, or as a relative to any person by blood or 
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marriage within the third degree, shall have any interest whatsoever 
in any business, store or establishment dealing in alcoholic liquors 
except the store or place of business covered by his wholesale dealers’ 
license. 

If any wholesaler or retailer of alcoholic beverages shall fail to pay 
the additional license tax herein imposed when due the license of 
such dealer so failing to pay the same shall be forthwith revoked by 
the South Carolina Tax Commission. 

SECTION 95: Sub-section “1” of Section 14 of Act No. 211, Acts 
of 1945, known as “The Alcoholic Beverage Control Act of 1945”, 
is hereby stricken out and the following inserting in lieu thereof: 

“Section 14, sub-section (1): For the violations of sub-sections 
(b), (d) and (e) of this Section, on the first conviction or plea of 
guilty, a fine of not more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars or 
imprisonment of not more than thirty (30) days, and on each sub- 
sequent conviction or plea of guilty, a fine of not more than One 
Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, or imprisonment for not more than 
one (1) year, either or both, at the discretion of the Trial Judge. 


SEOTION 96: In case of sales of Business License Meter Impres- 
sions made by the Tax Commission to any merchants or manufac- 
turers for their individual use, the Tax Commission ‘shall allow the 
following discounts: On the sale of Twenty-five ($25.00) Dollars, or 
over, and less than Fifty ($50.00) Dollars a discount of two and 
one-half (214%) per cent on the entire amount of the sale; and on 
a sale of Fifty ($50.00) Dollars, or more, a discount of five (5%) 
per cent on the entire amount of sale. 

SECTION 97: That the term “pure fruit and vegetable juices”, 
as carried in Section 1, Act 539, Acts of the General Assembly, 1946, 
is hereby defined as heing the original resultant liquid obtained from 
the pressing of sound ripe fruit. 

BEOTION 98: If any item, phrase, clause, sentence, part or section 
of Act shall be held unconstitutional, the invalidity of such item, 
phrase, clause, sentence, part or section shall not affect the validity 
of the remainder of this Act. 

SECTION 99: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby suspended for the fiscal year 1948-49. 
SECTION 100: This Act shall take effect immediately upon its ap- 
proval by the Governor.

MR. SPEAKER AND GENTLEMEN OF THE HOUSE OF 
REPRESENTATIVES: 

I am returning to your Honorable Body House Bill No. 955, 
Senate Bill No. 906, and Act No. 788, the General Appropriation 
Act for the fiscal year 1948-49, 

Making provision for the operation of the State government by 
way of appropriations is fundamentally a responsibility of the Gen- 
eral Assembly, and it is with due recognition of this principle that 
T have considered the State Appropriation Act enacted in the current 
session. 

I approve this Act with the exception of the following items, which 
T hereby veto: 


1. SECTION 24: - Historical Commission 


I herewith veto all of the provisos to this Section reading as fol- 
lows: 

“PROVIDED, That the annual meeting of the Historical Com- 
mission shall be held at the convenience of the members between the 
days June 20th and June 30th of each year. 

“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the title “Secretary of the His- 
torical Commission” ‘is hereby changed to “State Historian.” All of 
the duties and powers heretofore devolved upon the Secretary of the 
Historical Commission are hereby devolved upon the State His- 
torian, and the present Secretary of the Historical Commission shall 
assume the title “State Historian”, and remain in office for the term 
herein provided for, 

“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the State Historian is hereby 
authorized to select his employees and his term of office is hereby 
fixed at twelve (12) years from the date of his last election, June 
24, 1939, and his successor shall be confirmed by the Senate. 

“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the State Historian is hereby 
authorized to supply free to the libraries of the University of South 
Carolina, The Citadel, Clemson, Winthrop, and the State Colored 
College, to each member of the Commission and the State Historian, 
and to each public library in the State that is supported by taxation, 
one copy of each publication issued, by the Commission. 
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“PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the Historical Commission is 
hereby directed to investigate any historical spots in the State which 
should be marked, and report its recommendations to the General 
Assembly at the 1949 session.” 


By means of these provisos, the State Appropriation Act is sought 
to be used to make radical changes in sections 2231-2241 inclusive of 
the Code of Laws of 1942, which create the Historical Commission, 
and which provide for the care and custody of the State’s historical 
archives, the encouragement of historical work and research in South 
Carolina history, and the publication of official records and historical 
material from time to time. 

This work has been entrusted to the Historical Commission by 
law since 1905. ‘The field is one of inestimable value to our people, 
and should he handled with full recognition of the importance of 
continuity of policy and responsibility, and by more than one man. 

The provisos make the Historical Commission a mere figurehead, 
and virtually turn the whole endeavor over to the secretary of the 
commission, with the title of State Historian, His term of office is 
extended for two extra years, with the obvious purpose and effect of 
relieving him from the compulsory retirement required by the State 
Retirement Act. 

In considering the matter, I am not unmindful of the signal service 
which he has rendered to his State, by his insistence on accuracy, his 
remarkable fund of detailed information of South Carolina history, 
and his assistance to a number of people who have written on that 
history. We are grateful for the distinctive contribution which he 
has made to our State. 

After careful consideration of the effect of these provisos, I am 
convinced that it is against the public interest to strip the Historical 
Commission of practically all of its responsibility and functions. The 
Commission, composed of ithe respective heads of the chairs of his- 
tory at the University, The Citadel, Clemson, and Winthrop, and 
members elected by the United Confederate Veterans, the South Car- 
olina Historical Society, and the American Legion, has rendered 
faithful service throughout the years without compensation, and should 
be permitted to continue to exist and function in the future in the 
manner and with the power and authority given to it in the Code. 
The Appropriation Act should not be used to suspend its authority 
and impair its usefulness. 
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Moreover, circumvention of the State Retirement Act is incon- 
sistent with the public policy established in that Act. To be effective, 
the Act must be applicable to everyone alike, It is unfair to compel 
retirement generally and then use the Appropriation Act to make ex- 
ceptions in the manner proposed. This practice, if permitted, will 
tend to break down the Retirement system.

These organizations represent the considered judgment of a large 
number of our people who are interested in the history of our State, 
and their views are entitled to great weight. 


Believing that the best interest of the State and of our people will 
be furthered by leaving in force the law as written in the Code, and 
also that the plain provisions of the State Retirement Act should be 
carried out, and not evaded, I am vetoing these provisos. (SUS- 
TAINED.)

A JOINT RESOLUTION. Giving Legislative Approval To That 
Certain Compact Entered Into By The States Of South Carolina, 
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Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee And Other Southern 
States, By And Through Their Respective Governors On Feb- 
ruary 8, 1948, Relative To The Planning, Acquisition, Establish- 
ment And Maintenance Of Jointly Owned And Operated Regional 
Educational Institutions; To Declare That South Carolina Is A 
Party To Said Compact And That The Agreements, Covenants 
And Obligations Therein, Are Binding Upon Said State, And To 
Appropriate Money To Be Used In Carrying Out The Purposes 
Thereof. 

WHEREAS, on the 8th day of February in the Year of Our Lord 
One Thousand Nine Hundred and Forty-Kight, the States of South 
Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Tennessee and other Southern 
States, through and by their respective Governors, entered into a 
written cqmpact relative to planning, acquisition, establishment and 
maintenance of jointly owned and operated regional educational in- 
stitutions, a copy of which compact is as follows: 

“WHEREAS, the States who are parties hereto have during the 
past several years conducted careful investigation looking towards 
the establishment and maintenance of jointly owned and operated 
regional educational institutions in the Southern states in the pro- 
fessional, technological, scientific, literary and other fields, so as to 
provide greater educational advantages and facilities for the citizens 
of the several States who reside within such region, and 

WHEREAS, Meharry Medical College of Nashville, Tennessee, 
has proposed that its lands, buildings, equipment, and the net in- 
come from its endowment be turned over to the Southern States, 
or to an agency acting in their behalf, to be operated as a regional 
institution for medical, dental and nursing education upon terms 
and conditions to be hereafter agreed upon between the Southern 
States and Meharry Medical College, which proposal, because of the 
present financial condition of the institution, has been approved by 
the said states who are parties hereto; and 

WHEREAS, the said States desire to enter into a compact with 
each other providing for the planning and establishment of regional 
educational facilities ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, in consideration of the mutual agreements, 
covenants and obligations assumed by the respective states who are 
parties hereto (hereinafter referred to as “States’”), the said several 
States do hereby form a geographical district or region consisting 
of the areas lying within the boundaries of the contracting States 
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which, for the purposes of this compact, shall constitute an area for 
regional education supported by public funds derived from taxation 
hy the constituent States and derived from other sources for the 
establishment, acquisition, operation and maintenance of regional edu- 
cational schools and institutions for the benefit of citizens of the re- 
spective States residing within the region so established as may be 
determined from time to time in accordance with the terms and pro- 
visions of this compact. 


The States do further hereby establish and create a joint agency 
which shall be known as the Board of Control for Southern Regional 
Kducation (hereinafter referred to as the “Board’”), the members of 
which Board shall consist of the Governor of each State ex-officio and 
two additional citizens of each State to be appointed by the Governor 
thereof, at least one of whom shall be selected from the field of edu- 
cation. ‘I'he Governor shall continue as a member of the Board dur- 
ing his tenure of office as Governor of the State but the members 
of the Board appointed by the Governor shall hold office for a period 
of five (5) years except that in the original appointment one 
Board member so appointed by the Governor shall be designated 
at the time of his appointment to serve an initial term of three 
(3) years, but thereafter his successor shall serve the full term of 
five (5) years. Vacancies on the Board caused by death, resigna- 
tion, refusal or inability to serve, shall be filled by appointment 
by the Governor for the unexpired portion of the term. The 
officers of the Board shall be a Chairman, a Vice-Chairman, a Secre- 
tary, a Treasurer, and such additional officers as may be created by 
the Board from time to time. The Board shall meet annually and 
officers shall be elected to hold office until the next annual meeting, 
The Board shall have the right to formulate and establish by-laws 
not inconsistent with the provisions of this compact to govern its 
own actions in the performance of the duties delegated to it includ- 
ing the right to create and appoint an Executive Committee and a 
Finance Committee with such powers and authority as the Board may 
delegate to them from time to time. 


Tt shall be the duty of the Board to submit plans and recommenda- 
tions to the States from time to time for their approval and adop- 
tion by appropriate legislative action for the development, establish- 
ment, acquisition, operation and maintenance of educational schools 
and institutions within the geographical limits of the regional area 
of the States, of such character and type and for such educational 
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purposes, professional, technological, scientific, literary, or otherwise, 
as they may deem and determine to be proper, necessary or advisa- 
ble. Title to all such educational institutions when so established by 
appropriate legislative actions of the States and to all properties and 
facilities used in connection therewith shall be vested in said Board 
as the agency of and for the use and benefit of the said States and 
the citizens thereof, and all such educational institutions shall be 
operated, maintained and financed in the manner herein set out, 
subject to any provisions or limitations which may be contained in 
the legislative acts of the States authorizing the creation, establish- 
ment and operation of such educational institutions. 

The Board shall have such additional and general power and au- 
thority as may be vested in it by the States from time to time by 
legislative enactments of the said States. 

Any two or more States who are parties to this compact shall have 
the right to enter into supplemental agreements providing for the 
establishment, financing and operation of regional educational insti- 
tutions for the benefit of citizens residing within an area which con- 
stitutes a portion of the general region herein created, such institu- 
tions to be financed exclusively by such States and to be controled 
exclusively by the members of the Board representing such States 
provided such agreement is submitted to and approved by the Board 
prior to the establishment of such institutions, 

Fach State agrees that, when authorized by the Legislature, it will 
from time to time make available and pay over to said Board such 
funds as may be required for the establishment, acquisition, opera- 
tion, and maintenance of such regional educational institutions as 
may be authorized by the States under the terms of this compact, the 
contribution of each State at all times to be in the proportion that 
its population bears to the total combined population of the States 
who are parties hereto as shown from time to time by the most re- 
cent official published report of the Bureau of Census of the United 
States of America, or upon such other basis as may be agreed upon. 

This compact shall not take effect or be binding upon any State 
unless and until it shall be approved by proper legislative action of 
as many as six or more of the States whose governors have sub- 
scribed hereto within a period of cighteen months from the date 
hereof. When and if six or more States shall have given legislative 
approval to this compact within said eighteen months’ period, it shall 
be and become binding upon such six or more States sixty (60) days 
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after the date of legislative approval by the sixth State and the Gov- 
ernors of such six or more States shall forthwith name the members 
of the Board from their States as hereinabove set out, and the Board 
shall then meet on call of the Governor of any State approving this 
compact, at which time the Board shall elect officers, adopt by-laws, 
appuint committees and otherwise fully organize. Other States whose 
names are subscribed hereto shall thereafter become parties hereto 
upon approval of this compact by legislative action within two years 
from the date hereof, upon stich conditions as may be agreed upon 
at the time. 


After becoming effective this compact shall thereafter continue 
without limitation of time provided, however, that it may be termi- 
nated at any time by unanimous action of the States, and PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that any State may withdraw from this com- 
pact if such withdrawal is approved by its legislature, such withdrawal 
to become effective two years after written notice thereof to the Board 
accompanied by a certified copy of the requisite legislative action, 
but stich withdrawal shall not relieve the withdrawing State from 
its obligations hereunder accruing up to the effective date of such 
withdrawal. Any State so withdrawing shall ipso facto cease to have 
any claim to or ownership of any of the property held or vested in 
the Board or to any of the funds of the Board held under the terms 
of this compact. : 


If any State shall at any time become in default in the perform- 
ance of any of its obligations assumed herein or with respect to any 
obligation imposed upon said State as authorized by and in compliance 
with the terms and provisions of this compact, all rights, privileges 
and benefits of such defaulting State, its members on the Board and 
its citizens shall ipso facto be and become suspended from and after 
the date of such default. Unless such default shall be remedied and 
made good within a period of one year immediately following the date 
of such default, this compact may be terminated with respect to 
such defaulting State by an affirmative vote of three-fourths of the 
members of the Board (exclusive of the members representing the 
State in default, from and after which time such State shall cease 
to be a party to this compact and shall have no further claim to or 
ownership of any of the property held by or vested in the Board or 
to any of the funds of the Board held under the terms of this com- 
pact, but such termination shall in no manner release such default- 
ing State from any accrued obligation or otherwise affect this com- 
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pact or the rights, duties, privileges or obligations of the remaining 
States thereunder. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOTF, this compact has been approved and 
signed by the Governors of the several States, subject to the approval 
of their respective legislatures in the manner hereinabove set out, as 
of the 8th day of February, 1948; and 

WHEREAS, it is desired that the said compact be given legis- 
lative approval by the State of South Carolina; NOW, THERE- 
FORE, 


BE IT RESOLVED by the General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina: 


SECTION 1: Compact entered into by Southern States Febru- 
ary 8, 1948, providing for jointly owned and operated regional 
educational institutions approved—State party thereto—terms 
binding on State.—That the said compact be, and the same is hereby, 
approved and the State of South Carolina is hereby declared to be 
a party thereto, and the agreements, covenants and obligations there- 
in are binding upon the State of South Carolina.

(3) Reorganizing the ngrossing Department and establishing 
research, information and reference services to enable it to fully meet 
the present day responsibilities of the legislative branch of government 
in a representative democracy. 


SECTION 3: Sessions—evidence—oath—The committee is at- 
thorized to sit and act at such places and times, to require by stibpoena

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SECTION 1: Legislative declaration.—That it is hereby declared 
to be the public policy of this State, and in the public interest, that 
fresh water streams, lakes and natural waters of the State be pre- 
served in their natural condition for the purposes of propagation and 
habitation of fish and other animal life, and for the use and enjoyment 
of the public, and that it is likewise in the public interest that the 
maintenance and development of the lawful industries of the State, 
which furnish gainful employment to many thousands of its citizens, 
be made possible and be promoted and encouraged, and that a reason- 
able balance of consideration of the public welfare should be main- 
tained in relation thereto. 


SECTION 2: State waters resources committee—For the pur- 
pose of gathering information to make possible the effective execu-

SECTION 1: Amendment to article IV, § 11, State Constitution, 
proposed—limit pardon power of Governor—establish probation, 
parole and pardon board.—The General Assembly of South Caro- 
lina hereby proposes that Section 11 of Article IV of the Constitu- 
tion of South Carolina, 1895, be amended by striking out all of Sec- 
tion 11 of Article 1V of said Constitution, which reads as follows: 
“Section 11. He shall have power to grant reprieves, commuta- 
tions and pardons after conviction (except in cases of impeachment), 
in such manner, on such terms and under such restrictions as he 
shall think proper; and he shall have power to remit fines and 
forfeitures, unless otherwise directed by law. It shall be his duty 
to report to the General Assembly, at the next regular session there- 
after, all pardons granted by him, with the report of the Board of 
Pardons. Every petition for pardon or commutation of sentence may

SECTION 2: The appropriation herein provided under Item 1, 
Section 1, or so much thereof as may be necessary, after payment of 
salaries therein listed, shall be expended for the upkeep and main- 
tenance of the roads and bridges of said county, convict camps, con- 
victs, operation of the county farms, road-working organizations and 
payment of all employees which may be engaged for said purposes.

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SECTION 12:The County Treasurer of Aiken County shall make the 
best arrangement for interest on deposits to the credit of the said 
county in bank or banks, and shall make the best terms for same and 
for loans desired by the county commissioners; PROVIDED, that 
such bank or banks shall give a surety or surety bonds in company or 
companies approved by the Treasurer to cover any loss on account 
of any such deposits; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that if the Treas- 
urer finds it impracticable to obtain a surety bond from any such 
bank or banks, he may divide the deposits and loans in such shares 
and in such banks as may offer the best terms and furnish such bond, 
or bonds, or other valid lien securities and collateral. 


SECTION 13; That in case the county commissioners of Aiken 
County and the Treasurer of Aiken County shall deem it proper to 
borrow money to finance the county’s operations, or to pay any owing 
by it, or to extend any obligations that Aiken County may owe, the 
county commissioners are hereby authorized and empowered to issue 
such notes or other county obligations as a majority of said commis- 
sioners and the Treasurer shall deem proper, making them in such 
denominations and for such length of time as they may deem proper, 


and for the lowest rate of interest they may obtain; and they shall 


have full power and authority to pledge taxes and to pledge the full 
taxing power of the county of Aiken for the payment of said obli- 
gations; but such obligations are not to exceed any just obligations 
already incurred and the amount appropriated in this Act. 


SECTION 14: All written authorization by the present delegation 
heretofore or hereafter made when filed with the clerk of court are 
ratified and made part thereof, but shall not be valid until a copy of 
same be filed with the clerk of court. PROVIDED, that no special 
authority for the expenditure of funds shall be made except in regular 
or special meetings of the Legislative Delegation, and except in cases 
of erhergency upon twenty-four hour notice, previously given, of such 
special meeting with the purpose of the meeting having been pre- 
viously stated. 


BECTION 15: No alterations of the Act shall be made by anyone 
during the year 1948-49 not herein expressly provided for unless 
emergencies arise necessitating changes; PROVIDED, the Senator, 
with a majority of the Aiken County Legislative Delegation may 
make changes or alterations in the terms of this Act whenever in 
their judgment emergencies so justify. 
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SEOTION 16: No appropriation shall be paid in full at any time 
before the fiscal year ends, except for work on commodities completed 
or delivered and accepted and in no event shall more than one-twelfth 
(1/12) of the annual appropriation be paid each month unless some 
satisfactory explanation therefor is made and the Senator and at least 
a majority of the delegation approve the same, except that the hospital 
appropriation may be paid quarterly 


BECTION 17:The sheriff shall transfer any money on hand un- 
claimed to the county treasurer, who shall place same in the ordinary 
county fund to be used by the county for county purposes, taking his 
receipt for same, specifying the source thereof, if known and should 
the sheriff ever find it necessary to recall any part thereof, the same 
shall be refunded. 


SECTION 18; ‘That so much of Section 3 of pages 733-744, Acts 
of 1939, as is not inconsistent with laws passed in furtherance of re- 
forestation is hereby reenacted. 


SECTION 19: That the laws heretofore enacted as to charges of 
magistrates and constables in cases of checks issued in violation of the 
criminal statutes are hereby re-enacted. 


SEOTION 20: That where additional appropriations are authorized 
herein they shall be paid from any monies on hand not otherwise ap- 
propriated, and should there be none, the funds shall be raised as is 
directed in this Act for raising funds under similar circumstances. 


SECTION 21: Three (3) mills are hereby levied upon all of the 
taxable property in Aiken County for the tse of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education to furnish free text books to the school children 
of the free public schools of said county; to supplement salaries of 
instructors of instrumental music, to aid weak schools (repairing 
school buildings, improving school grounds, and other necessary ex- 
penditures for weak schools) and for any other purpose that the 
County Superintendent deems necessary in promoting a better school 
system in Aiken County; PROVIDED, the County Superintendent 
of Iducation shall determine as to whether or not a school shall be 
classed as a weak school, but in no event shall a school be aided from 
this fund if the district carries less than fifteen (15) special mills for 
school purposes; PROVIDED, FURTHER, All text books shall be 
furnished by the Superintendent of I,ducation from this fund free to 
all the school children enrolled in the various public school of Aiken 
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County from the first to the sixth grade, inclusive. No text books shall 
be furnished free to the school children of the public schools with this 
fund that are not included in the program approved by the County 
Board of Iiducation for Aiken County and the County Superintendent 
of Hducation for Aiken County. 


All textbooks that are furnished free from the aforesaid fund shall 
not become the property of the student, but instead, will be the prop- 
erty of the State, if rented from the State ‘Textbook Commission. 
Any books purchased outright from this fund will be the property of 
Aiken County. The County Board of Iducation shall promulgate rules 
and regulations for the disbursement of said books to the various 
schools of Aiken County, for the general storage and care of same, 
and for the County’s reimbursement in case of damage done to said 
books. The County Board of Education is hereby authorized and em- 
powered to impose penalties upon any school superintendent, prin- 
cipal, teacher, or other agent who fails to comply with the rules and 
regulations promulgated by the County Board. 


SEOTION 22:In all matters coming before the commissioners, the 
supervisor as chairman, shall have the right to vote. 


SECTION 23:The Clerk of the County Commissioners shall, during 
the year, file with the Clerk of Court quarterly reports (on September 
30th, December 30th, March 31st, and June 30th) of all monies ex- 
pended specifying the work performed and the commodity purchased, 
itemizing the articles so purchased and giving the names of the party 
or parties from whom such purchases are made and the dates thereof , 
and of all monies due and owing for purchases made by the supervisor, 
and send a copy of same to each member of the Legislative Dele- 
gation of Aiken County. That no more than one-twelfth (1/12) of 
the appropriation for roads, bridges, ferries, chaingang expenses shall 
be paid out of each month unless where materials contracted for road 
work or bridges that become mandatory to keep up this department, 
and in this case, there must be reduction in proportion to the over 
amount spent in the next succeeding month so as the amount appro- 
priated shall continue to operate this department, the twelve months, 
and in no case shall the expenditure be more than appropriated, PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHIER, That in case of emergency the delegation may 
write authorities for a sum sufficient to meet the emergency. 


SECTION 24: All appropriations made for county or other officers 
for expenses of such officers in the discharge of their respective of- 
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ficial duties, shall be paid to them monthly, That is to say, in sums 
not exceeding one-twelfth (1/12) part of the appropriation for said 
officer in any one month unless otherwise specifically provided for by 
the terms of this Act. And in the event the expenditure for any such 
appropriation, or any part thereof, is rendered unnecessary by reason 
of the inability of any such officer to operate his or her automobile or 
for any other cause whatsoever, then the County Board of Commis- 
sioners are authorized and hereby directed to discontinue the payment 
of said expense allowance to any such officer. 


SEOTION 25: That any unexpended balance of the appropriations 
referred to in Section 24 remaining for the reasons stated in said 
Section 25, and likewise any appropriations, or any part thereof, 
herein made for any department or special purpose which may not be 
needed by the department or special purpose for which appropriated 
shall he transferred to any other department or purpose when so 
ordered by the Senator and a majority of the Aiken County Legis- 
lative Delegation, or revert to the general County funds at the end 
of the fiscal year. 


SECTION 26: The Aiken County Legislative Delegation shall meet 
at the Commissioners’ office at such times as may be necessary to 
consider any matters of interest to the citizens of Aiken County and 
to consider other matters which may come before it; said meetings 
shall be called by the Senator and a majority of the House Legislative 
Delegation of said County. 


SEOTION 27: ‘The Supervisor shall pay over monthly to the ‘Treas- 
urer of Aiken’County all monies realized by him from the sale of any 
county property, including farm commodities, rentals, etc. Said Super- 
visor shall, at the time of making such monthly remittance, file with 
said ‘Treasurer a verified report showing in detail all articles sold, the 
prices received therefrom, the party or parties to whom sold and the 
date thereof. 


SECTION 28: All County officers shall open and close their of- 
fices as follows: Monday through Iriday, open at 9:00 o’clock A. M. 
and close 5:30 P. M.; Saturday, open at 9:00 A. M. and close at 
1:00 P. M., PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that no employees, except- 
ing law enforcement personnel, shall be required to work more than 
forty (40) hours per week, except in case of acute emergency, when 
said employees shall be paid for such overtime. 
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SECTION 29: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SEOTION 30: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor. :

AN ACT To Authorize And Empower The Supervisor And 
Board Of County Commissioners Of Aiken County To Issue And 
Sell Not Exceeding Five Hundred Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars 
Of Coupon Bonds Of Aiken County, The Proceeds Thereof To Be 
Used For The Oonstruction And Improvement Of Roads And 
Bridges In Aiken County: For The Purchase Of Land And Rights- 
Of-Way; For The Purchase Of Machinery, Equipment And Ma- 
terials; All Or Any Of Said Purposes And To Provide For A 
Tax To Pay The Principal And Interest Of Said Bonds At Ma- 
turity; To Provide For An Election In Said County Upon The 
Question Of The Issuing Of Such Bonds, And To Provide That 
Such Bonds Shall Not Be Issued And That Certain Provisions 
Thereof Shall Not Become Effective Until A Majority Of The 
Voters Voting At Such Election Shall Have Voted In Favor Of 
The Issuance Of Such Bonds. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Aiken County issue bonds improve roads and 
bridges.—That the Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners 
of Aiken County, be, and they are hereby, authorized and em- 
powered to issue and sell not exceeding Five Hundred Thousand 
($500,000.00) Dollars negotiable coupon bonds of Aiken County, 
South Carolina, the proceeds thereof to be used for the construction 
and improvement of roads and bridges in Aiken County ; for the pur- 
chase of land and rights-of-way; for the purchase of machinery, 
equipment, supplies and material; all or any of said purposes; it be- 
ing determined by the General Assembly that each and every one of 
said purposes is an ordinary county purpose of said county. 
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SECTION 2: Name — issuance—denominations — interest — 
maturities.—Said bonds shall be known and designated as PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENT BONDS and may be issued either as a single 
issue, or from time to time in separate ,issues, and shall be is- 
sued in such amounts and at such times as may be determined by 
said Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners of Aiken Coun- 
ty. They shall be in such denomination or denominations ; have such 
date or dates; bear such rate or rates of interest, payable semi-an- 
nually, and shall mature in such series or installments and may be 
payable at such place as said Supervisor and Board of County Com- 
missioners of Aiken County may be resolution determine. PROVID- 
ED, that no bend so issued shall mature later than June 30, 1970, nor 
bear interest at a rate greater than three (3%) percent. 


SECTION 3; Sale—The said bonds shall be sold by the Super- 
visor and Board of County Commissioners of Aiken County at not less 
than par and accrued interest, on sealed proposals, after such publica- 
tion of such notice of such sale, in such newspaper or newspapers as 
may be designated by the Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners of Aiken County in their resolution providing for the issu- 
ance of said bonds, reserving the right to reject any and all bids and, 
in the event that all bids of such sale are rejected, the Supervisor and 
Board of County Commissioners of Aiken County shall have the right 
to sell said honds at private sale at a price in excess of the highest 
bid received in pursuant of said call for bids, or in their discretion, 
to re-advertise a call for bids. 


SEOTION 4: Execution.—The bonds shall be signed hy the Coun- 
ty Supervisor and attested by the ‘l'reasurer of Aiken County, under 
the seal of said County Supervisor, or under the seal of said County 
of Aiken, by the lithographed or engraved signature of said County 
Supervisor and Treasurer, upon the coupons attached to said bonds 
shall be a sufficient signing of the same. 


SECTION 5: Deposit and disbursement of proceeds.—The pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale of said bonds shall be kept separate and 
distinct from other funds by the Treasurer of Aiken County, and paid 
out solely for the purpose, or purposes, for which issued. 


SECTION 6: Liability of purchases—The purchasers of said 
bonds shall in no way be liable for the application of the proceeds of 
said bonds to the purpose, or purposes, for which issued. 
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SECTION 7: Payment.—l‘or the payment of said bonds as they 
severally mature, and for the payment of interest thereon there shall 
be pledged all monies received from the State of South Carolina, or 
any department or division thereof, as said county’s portion of the gas- 
oline tax collected by said State and distributed among the several 
Counties in the State and the County ‘Treasurer of Aiken County shall 
set up and keep in a separate fund and account such monies so re- 
ceived which said sum or stuums of money shall be used to pay the prin- 
cipal and interest on the said bonds as they respectively mature, and to 
create a sinking fund for that purpose. For the payment of said bonds 
as they severally mature, and for the payment of interest thereon, 
there shall he pledged the full, faith, credit and taxing power of Aiken

SECTION 9: Tax exempt.—Said bonds shall be exempt from all 
taxes, State, County, School and Municipal. 


SECTION 10: Authority additional—The powers and authority 
hereby conferred upon the said Supervisor and Board of County Com- 
missioners of Aiken County shall not be construed to abridge or 
abrogate, but shall he in addition to the powers and authority enjoyed 
by the said Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners under 
existing law. 


SECTION 11: Committee recommend roads and bridges con- 
struct or improve —That for the purpose of determining any new 
road or bridge to be constructed or existing road to be hard-surfaced, 
the Legislative Delegation shall name five(5) responsible persons 
from the County of Aiken who have been residents for at least 20 
years, to recommend to the County Commissioners by majority vote, 
which such roads or bridges shall be first constructed or existing road

hard-surfaced according to need and convenience. Said committee of 
five (5) shall be paid from the General Funds of Aiken County a per 
diem of Ten ($10.00) Dollars for time actually served in this work. 


SECTION 12: Election.—That at the next general election held in 
Aiken County there shall be submitted to the voters thereat a ballot 
with the following words plainly written or printed thereon: “I am in 
favor of Aiken County issuing bonds not exceeding Five Hundred 
Thousand ($500,000.00) Dollars for constructing and improving 
roads and bridges in Aiken County, and pledging all of the gasoline 
tax money coming to Aiken County for the payment of such bonds 
_ and for the levying of taxes in case such gasoline tax is not suffi- 
cient YES ————- NO-————-; those in favor of issuing such 
bonds shall vote ‘Yes’ and scratch the word ‘No’; those against issu-

ing such bonds shall vote ‘No’ and scratch the word ‘Yes’. 


SECTION 18: Favorable election necessary for issuance.—That 
Sections 1 to 11, inclusive, of this Act shall not become effective and 
no such bonds shall he issued unless and until a majority of the 
qualified electors of Aiken County voting upon the question of the 
issuance of such bonds, as provided in Section 12 of this Act, shall 
have voted in favor of the issuance of such bonds.

BE IT ENACTED hy the General Assembly of the State of South

SECTION 1: Aiken County build and equip stockade—The 
County Commissioners and Supervisor of Aiken County are hereby 
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authorized, empowered and directed to build, construct and equip a 
County Stockade on County property in said County for the purpose 
of housing convicts of said County. 


SECTION 2: Labor—contract—purchases.—Said Stockade shall 
be built, constructed and equipped by convict labor, hired labor and/or 
contract and by the purchase of such articles and materials as will 
properly equip same; in such manner as said Commissioners and 
Supervisor may deem advisable. 


SECTION 3: Employees—In carrying out the provisions of this 
Act said Commissioners and supervisor may employ an architect and 
make such other employment and do such other things as are reason- 
ably proper to accomplish the purpose of this Act. 


SECTION 4: Authority of commissioners.—The cost of building, 
constructing and equipping said Stockade shall not exceed Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000.00) Dollars and there is hereby appropriated from the 
General Funds of said County the sum of Ten Thousand ($10,000- 
.00) Dollars to pay such cost. 


SECTION 5: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Construct and equip addition to Aiken County 
hospital.—That the Supervisor and County Commissioners of Aiken 
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County be, and they are hereby, authorized and directed to con- 
struct and equip an addition to the Aiken County Hospital for the 
County of Aiken on lands now belonging to said County, accord- 
ing to plans submitted, or to be submitted, by Willis Irvin, Archi- 
tect, and approved by a majority of the Board of ‘I'rustees of said 
hospital, said addition to consist of the equivalent of fifty (50) rooms 
or wards and other conveniences incidental to said hospital; and also 
to provide for the equipment thereof (both) with One Hundred Thou- 
sand ($100,000.00) Dollars of the surplus funds now in the hands 
of the Treasurer of Aiken County and such other funds as may be 
given to or otherwise acquired by said Supervisor and County Board 
of Commissioners; and from the proceeds arising from the issuance 
of the bonds hereinafter mentioned and from any other source as 
may be available or provided for. 


SEOTION 2: Part of Aiken County hospital when completed.— 
That when such addition has been completed and equipped, the 
same shall be turned over to the Trustees of Aiken County Hospital, 
to be by said Trustees managed, operated and controlled as a part 
of Aiken County Hospital. 


SEOTION 3: Gifts.—'I'hat the Trustees of said hospital are hereby 
authorized and empowered to accept from any person, firm, corpora- 
tion or association, the Duke Endowment, or any agency of Govern- 
ment, National, State or Municipal, any donations, gifts or grants 
of money, personal property or real estate, for the benefit of Aiken 
County in constructing and equipping said hospital addition; and all 
such donors shall have the right to grant and convey sttch property 
to the County of Aiken by deed, will or otherwise, so as to vest the 
County of Aiken with good, lawful title thereto, which property when 
so donated shall be accepted and controlled by the ‘Trustees of Aiken 
County Hospital pursuant to the terms of such will, deed, or other 
conveyance. 


SEOTION 4: Plans and specifications.—That said addition shall 
be constructed and equipped in accordance with plans and_ specifi- 
cations prepared, or to be prepared, by Willis Irvin, architect, as 
aforesaid, but in the event of his failure or inability to provide them, 
then in accordance with the plans and specifications of some other ca- 
pable architect to be selected and approved by the Trustees of Aiken 
County Hospital; and the Supervisor and County Commissioners for 
Aiken County and/or ‘Trustees of Aiken County Hospital are hereby 
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authorized to petition the State of South Carolina or any Federal 
agency now existing or hereafter created under Act of the National 
Congress for financial assistance to supplement Aiken County funds 
in the construction and equipment of said addition to said hospital. 


SECTION 5: Issue bonds — interest — maturities — execution 
—payment.—That in order to defray the costs and expenses of the 
construction and equipment of said hospital addition, the Supervisor 
and County Commissioners of Aiken County are hereby authorized 
and empowered to isstie and sell Aiken County general obligation 
bonds (serial bonds) in the sum of Two Hundred Fifty Thousand 
($250,000.00) Dollars, or such part thereof as may be necessary to 
defray said costs and expenses; the said bonds to bear interest from 
date of issue at the lowest obtainable rate, payable semiannually in 
good and lawful money of the United States of America. ‘lhe prin- 
cipal of said bonds shall be paid and retired in twenty equal and suc- 
cessive annual payments or installments, the first installment of prin- 
cipal to fall due and be payable one year from the date of said bonds. 
The said bonds shall be signed by the Supervisor of Aiken County, 
and the seal of the County attached thereto; and the engraved or 
lithographed signature of the said Supervisor upon the coupons at- 
tached to the said bonds shall be a sufficient signing thereof. In or- 
der to meet the principal and interest of said bonds as they mature 
the Auditor of Aiken County shall levy annually upon all property 
of Aiken County, and the County Treasurer shall collect, a sufficient

Supervisor and County Commissioners of Aiken County shall pro- 
vide for the issuance of the bonds herein referred to, by resolution 
duly passed and adopted by the said Supervisor and County Commis- 
sioners for Aiken County.

The amount to be received for the bonds shall not be less than 
the amount bid at the public sale and in no event less than the par 
value and accrued interest of said bonds. And the bonds herein pro-

SECTION 3: That the amount of commutation tax which shall 
hereafter be levied in Allendale County shall be the sum of Two 
($2.00) Dollars per person subject to such tax. Persons actually 
in the armed service of the country shall during such service be 
exempt from payment of such road tax.

The County Board of Directors are 
hereby authorized to repay all municipalities of the county for chain- 
gang labor received through the courts of such municipalities by 
work of the county chaingang upon the streets and drainage of such 
municipalities: PROVIDED, that such municipalities shall pay for 
the dieting of all prisoners while so engaged upon the streets or drain- 
age of such municipalities shall be liable for any damage to persons 
or property caused by the use of such convict labor and machinery, 
and the county shall not in any way be responsible for such damage. 


SEOTION 8: Whenever it shall be necessary to meet the expenses 
of foreclosing any real estate mortgage owned by or pledged with 
the county, or to buy in such property on behalf of the county, the 
payment of such expense shall be made from the contingent fund, 
or other available funds, and the rents received from such property 
shall be carried to the general county fund, or restored to the con- 
tingent fund in the discretion of the Legislative Delegation. Such 
property may be sold by the County Board on the written approval 
of the Legislative Delegation, the proceeds of sale to be applied to 
such account or placed in such fund as the Legislative Delegation 
may direct, or as provided in Section 4 of this Act.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: That a tax is hereby levied for the calendar year 
1948 upon the taxable property of Anderson County for County and 
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school purposes for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1948, and ending 
June 30, 1949, in the amounts and for the purposes hereinafter stated. 
SECTION 2: For the purposes stated in this Act a levy of thirteen 
(13) mills is hereby made on the taxable property in said County for 
the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1948, and ending June 30, 1949, to 
be expended as follows, or so much of the following amounts as may 
be necessary. 
Item A. Roads, Bridges and Convicts: 
A-1. Maintenance of Roads and Bridges Working 
Organization $150,000.00 
PROVIDED, that no employee of the said Organi- 
zation shall receive less than One Hundred and 
Thirty-five ($135.00) Dollars per month, and no 
employee of the said Organization shall receive 
more than One Hundred and ighty-five ($185- 
00) Dollars per month.

B-1, Salary of Court House Janitor 1,620.00

where in this Supply Act, the County shall pay for tele- 
phone service only on telephones installed in the public 
offices in the Court House, in the County Jail, in the 
homes of eight (8) Deputy Sheriffs, in the home of the 
Jailor, in the County Home, one at each convict camp, 
and in the home of the Coroner, and it shall not pay for 
any extension telephones at such places, and shall not pay 
for any long distance calls other than those personally au- 
thorized by the Supervisor or the Sheriff.

SEOTION 3: he County Health Officer is hereby authorized and 
directed to treat persons in Anderson County, regardless of whether 
they live in rural communities or in municipalities, who desire treat- 
ment for syphilis and gonorrhea and to charge for such treatment the 
sum of ‘Two and 50.100 ($2.50) Dollars, and any funds aceruing 
from such treatment shall be used only for the purchase of supplies 
and drugs for this treatment; PROVIDED, HOW VER, that in the 
event the County Health Officer finds that such afflicted person is 
financially unable to pay the above charge, then the official may give 
such treatment without costs; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that in 
carrying out the treatment herein provided, the County Health Officer 
is hereby authorized and directed, if he deems it necessary, to call 
upon the County Physician as provided in Item 1-9 hereof from time 
to time to assist in such treatment and it is hereby made the duty of

SECTION 7: An additional tax of three and one-half (314) mills 
on the taxable property of Anderson County is hereby levied for 
public school purposes. OF this, an amount not greater than the rev- 
enue realized from the levy of one (1) mill shall be used as aid to 
high schools in Anderson County; and an amount not greater than 
the revenue realized from the levy of one-half (44) mill shall be used 
to pay the tuition of high school pupils attending high school from 
without the district ; an amount not greater than the revenue realized 
from the levy of one-half (34) mill shall he used to pay the cost of 
free readers as now provided by law; an amount not to exceed the 
amount realized by one-half (44) mill levy in the district or districts 
sending pupils into high schools outside Anderson County as tuition 
to be paid to high schools outside Anderson County, and this amount 
shall be prorated on a per pupil basis and shall be all the tuition paid 
by Anderson County to high school districts outside Anderson Coun- 
ty; PROVIDED, that all funds raised by the three and one-half 
(314) mill levy above referred to, not above allocated or the expendi- 
ture thereof hereafter provided, shall be used in the payment of such 
public school costs in Anderson County, including transportation of 
school children as provided by law in this State , as the County Board 
of Hducation may deem necessary ; PROVIDED, the said Board first 
obtain a written authorization from the Anderson County Legislative 
Delegation; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that from the amount  re- 
ceived by the County Board of Mducation from the collection of delin- 
quent taxes, fees and executions and from the sale of marriage li- 
censes, the County Board of Hducation is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to pay the salary of the Assistant County Superintendent of 
Education in an amount within the discretion of said Board, the salary 
of stenographer in County Superintendent's Office not to exceed One 
Thousand Four Hundred and Forty ($1,440.00) Dollars per annum, 
the salary of the members of the County Board of Fducation not to 
exceed One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per annum; the estimated 
actual expense travel within the County by the Superintendent of 
Education not to exceed Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars per annum; 
and an amount not to exceed Fifteen Hundred ($1,500.00) Dollars 
for furnishing free textbooks to the poor pupils of the public schools 
of Anderson County and an amount not to exceed Twenty-five Hun- 
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dred ($2,500.00) Dollars to purchase books for the Circulating Li- 
brary, and the remainder received by the County Board of ducation 
from the collection of delinquent taxes, fees and executions, shall be 
used to supplement the amount appropriated in this Section for the 
transportation of the pupils in Anderson County; PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, that out of the money raised by the three and one-half 
(314) mill levy provided herein, the County Board of Mducation is au- 
thorized to use a sum not to exceed Nine Thousand ($9,000.00) Dol- 
lars for public school music in various schools of Anderson County 
under such program as the County Board of Mducation, including the 
County Superintendent of Fiducation, may deem proper; PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that in the event any school district in Ander- 
son County raises any sum for the purchase of library books, the 
County Board of Education is hereby authorized and directed to 
match such district funds up to but not exceeding Twenty-five ($25- 
.00) Dollars; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that the County Board of 
Education is hereby authorized to pay two (2) employees of the Cir- 
culating Library a monthly salary of One Hundred and Twenty 
($120.00) Dollars each; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that no funds 
coming into the hands of the County Board of Education from any 
source, shall be used by the Superintendent of Mducation and/or the 
County Board of Education to be distributed among the various school 
districts of Anderson County as building aid. 

The appropriations made in this Section are made for the benefit 
of the public schools in Anderson County, and are made in lieu of 
any and all funds accruing to schools from the fines collected for the 
violation of any criminal laws of this State. The acceptance by the * 
County Board of Education of said County of any portion of the funds 
appropriated in this Section shall be construed as a relinquishment of 
any right of said Board and any of the schools in said County to re- 
ceive any portion of any fines imposed for the violation of any of the 
criminal laws; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that all materials and sup- 
plies used by the County Board of Mducation and in the office of the 
County Superintendent of Hducation in Anderson County shall be 
bought and paid for through the office of the County Supervisor and 
Board of County Commissioners as materials and supplies for other 
County officers are bought and paid for. 

It is hereby made a part of the duties of the Superintendent of 
Education for Anderson County to prepare and submit to the Board 
of Trustees of the various school districts in Anderson County a de- 
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tailed statement at the end of every fiscal year, showing all expendi- 
tures for the preceding year made from the funds of the respective 
school districts, for what purpose made and to whom paid. Said re- 
port shall also set forth the amount of any funds on hand by each of 
said districts, together with any outstanding indebtedness and the 
status of same. 


SECTION 8: The Supervisor or other proper County officer i8 
hereby authorized to pay the premium on the official bonds required 
of the six (6) Deputy Sheriffs of Anderson County, and of the two 
(2) Deputies to serve Magistrates in the City of Anderson, the Jailor, 
and the Clerks in the office of the Treasurer and Tax Collector, The 
Supervisor or other proper County officer is also authorized to pay 
the premiums on burglary or theft insurance upon funds in the cus- 
tody of the Treasurer of Anderson County. 


SECTION 9: All salaries as set out in this Act are intended as the 
annual salary of the person designated and are to be paid upon a 
monthly basis of twelve (12) equal installments for such time as such 
person shall be in actual service in their respective positions, All other 
items herein are to be expended upon approximately a monthly hasis 
unless such expenditure is inconsistent with the purpose of the appro- 
priation, but in no event shall a deficit be allowed in any appropriation 
herein made. 


SECTION 10: Out of the appropriation under Item J-2, Section 
2, One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars shall be held by the Anderson 
County Hospital, subject to the order of the Anderson County Fede- 
ration of Women’s Clubs to pay the expenses of patients cared for 
by the Maternity Fund of said organization, The remainder of the 
appropriation shall be paid cut in the following manner: The hospital 
shall consider only cases eligible for the benefits of this fund when on 
careful examination such patients are found unable to pay for their 
necessary hospitalization and shall require of such patient an applica- 
tion similar in form to the one now required, and the hospital records 
of each case, ineluding the application, shall at all times be available 
to inspection by the Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners, 
The said Hospital shall submit to the Supervisor and Board of County 
Commissioners a monthly statement setting forth the names of the 
patients and the number of days it was found necessary that they be 
in the Hospital. The Hospital shall then be paid Four ($4.00) Dollars 
per patient per day for patients listed on such statements not found 
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by the Supervisor and Board to be financially able to bear their own 
expenses. It shall be necessary that a case be approved as for charity 
by the Supervisor or the Board of County Commissioners before ad- 
mission except in cases of emergency ; PROVIDED, that as a condi- 
tion precedent to receiving any of the funds herein appropriated, the 
Anderson County Hospital shall furnish all medication to charity 
patients; PROVIDED, that the Supervisor and Board of County 
Commissioners shall make a report quarterly showing all names and 
amounts paid for charity patients. 


SEOTION 11: ‘The Supervisor and Board of County Commis- 
sioners are hereby directed to pay the sum of ‘Three Hundred ($300- 
00) Dollars to the Solicitor of the Tenth Judicial Circuit for his ex- 
penses and for his services in attending Special Magistrates’ Courts. 
This sum shall be paid in monthly installments out of the amount ap- 
propriated herein as Court Fixpense, Item D-1. 


SECTION 12; Out of the amount appropriated herein in Item N, 
the Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay the costs of post mortems and lunacy 
examinations at the rate of pay prescribed by law.

A JOINT RESOLUTION To Exempt Certain Hail Or Storm 
Sufferers In Anderson County From The Payment Of Certain

SECTION 1: Relief for hail sufferers, Anderson County.—That 
any taxpayer in Anderson County who, during the year 1947, 
had his crop damaged by hail or storm and such damage amount- 
ed to a loss of at least fifty (50%) per cent of all crops grown 
by such taxpayer, whether he be landlord, renter or tenant, on 
the particular farm upon which stich damage occurred, shall be ex- 
empt from the payment of all county and school district taxes levied 
during the year 1947 upon the lands of such taxpayer in said Coun- 
ty upon which such damage occurred, and upon the buildings and 
personal property of such taxpayer in said County located upon 
the lands upon which such damage occurred: PROVIDED, that such 
taxpayer files a claim under oath with the treasurer of said County, 
setting out the amount and nature of his damage, said claim to be 
supported by the affidavits of at least three (3) of such taxpayer’s 
neighbors, who can verify of their own knowledge the amount and 
nature of such damage. PROVIDED, FURTHER, that any land- 
lord renting his lands for a standing rent shall not be entitled to the 
benefits contained in this Section in the event as much as fifty (50%) 
per cent of the amount of said rent is collected. 
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SECTION 2: Refund taxes paid—That any taxpayer referred 
to in Section 1 of this Act who is entitled to such exemption and who 
has paid such taxes, shall be refunded by the Treasurer of said Coun- 
ty, same in accordance with the terms hereof.

AN ACT To Appoint A Committee In Anderson County To 
Study And Investigate The Advisability Of Providing For A Ju- 
venile Court In Said County; And To Prescribe Its Powers And 
Duties And To Make Appropriation From Funds Of Said County 
For The Gost Thereof. 


WHEREAS, a Bill has been proposed creating a juvenile court 
in Anderson County, which reads as follows: 


“Section 1. That subdivision (1) of Section 255, Code of Laws 
of South Carolina, 1942, relating to the jurisdiction of probate courts 
as to certain minors in counties with a population of between cighty- 
five thousand (85,000) and one hundred thousand (100,000), ac- 
cording to the census of 1920, be and the same is hereby amended 
by striking out the figures ‘85,000’ and inserting in lieu thereof the 
figures ‘seventy-five thousand (75,000)’ and by striking out the 
word ‘counties’ on the first line thereof and inserting in lieu thereof 
the following: ‘all counties except Richland County’, so that subsec- 
tion (1) when so amended shall read as follows: 


“(1) The probate court of all counties except Richland County 
having a population of between seventy-five thousand (75,000) and 
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one hundred thousand (100,000) according to the census of 1920, 
shall have exclusive original jurisdiction of any case of a child less 
than 16 years of age and of all other persons involved with or con- 
tributing to the dependency or delinquency of any child, residing in 
or being at this time within the said county or any city therein. 


‘(a) Who is delinquent or who violates any municipal or state 
law or ordinance or who is truant, unruly, wayward, or misdirected, 
or who is disobedient to parents or beyond their control, or who is . 
in danger of becoming so; or 


‘(b) Who is neglected, or who engages in any occupation, calling 
or exhibition, or is found in any place where a child is forbidden 
by law to be, and for permitting which an adult may be punished 
by law, or who is in such condition or surroundings or under such 
improper or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the 
morals, health or general welfare of such child; or 

‘(C) Who is dependent upon public support or who is destitute, 
homeless or abandoned, or whose custody is subject to controversy, 
or who is insane or feeble-minded or idiotic or epileptic or so far 
mentally deficient as to be unable to exercise proper control over his 
own affairs or whose mind is so deranged or impaired as to endanger 
the health, person or property of himself or others. 

‘When jursidiction has been obtained in the case of any child, un- 
less a court order shall be issued to the contrary, or unless the child 
be committed to an institution supported and controlled by the state, 
it shall continue for the purpose of this section during the minority 
of the child. The duty shall be constant upon the court to give each 
subject in its jurisdiction such oversight and control in the prem- 
ises as will conduce to the welfare of such child and to the best in- 
terest of the state.” 

AMEND Section 2, That said Section 255 be, and the same is 
further amended by adding at the end thereof the following proviso, 
as subdivision (25) thereof: 

“(25) PROVIDED, that there is hereby established a children’s 
court in Anderson County, South Carolina, which shall have juris- 
diction concurrent with the circuit courts of any case of a child less 
than sixteen (16) years of age, and of all other persons involved with 
or contributing to the dependency or delinquency of any child, re- 
siding in or being at the time within the said county, or any city 
therein. 
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“(a) Who is delinquent, or who violates any municipal or state 
law or ordinance, or who is truant, unruly, wayward or misdirected, 
or who is disobedient to parents or beyond their control, or who is in 
danger of becoming so; or 

“(b) Who is neglected or who engages in any occupation, calling 
or exhibition, or is found in any place where a child is forbidden by 
law to be, and for permitting which an adult may be punished by 
law, or who is in such condition or surroundings, or under such im- 
proper or insufficient guardianship or control as to endanger the 
morals, health or general welfare of such child; or, 

“(c) Who is dependent upon public support, or who is destitute, 
homeless or abandoned, or whose custody is subject to controversy, 
or who is insane or feeble minded or idiotic or epileptic or so far 
mentally deficient as to be unable to exercise proper control over his 
own affairs, or whose mind is so deranged or impaired as to endanger 
the health, person or property of himself or others. 


“When jurisdiction has been obtained in the case of any child, un- 
less a court order shall be issued to the contrary, or unless the child 
be committed to an institution supported and controlled by the state, 
it shall continue for the purpose of this section during the minority 
of the child. The duty shall be constant upon the court to give each 
subject in its jurisdiction such oversight and control in the premises 
as will conduce to the welfare of such child and to the best interest 
of the state. 


“(d) There shall be appointed by the delegation of Anderson 
County an advisory board of the children’s court of Anderson Coun- 
ty, which board shall consist of nine members, seven of whom shall 
be elected and appointed by the legislative delegation of Anderson 
County. The senator from Anderson County and one member of the 
House delegation of Anderson County, chosen by the House dele- 
gation, shall serve as ex-officio members of the board of directors 
during their terms as members of the legislature. The other seven 
members of the board shall be chosen from the citizens of Anderson 
County who do not hold any elective public office. These seven mem- 
bers shall serve for a period of five years each or until their succes- 
sors are appointed. One member of the first board to be appointed 
under this Section shall be elected to serve for one year; two, for 
two years; one, for three years; one, for four years; two, for five 
years. Thereafter as the term of each member expires, the stecced ine 
appointment shall be for a term of five years. 
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“The duties of said board shall be: to advise and to cooperate 
with the court and probation officer in all matters appertaining to 
the moral, legal, physical and spiritual welfare ‘of all children within 
the county and the cities thereof. 

“This advisory board shall meet at least once a month with the 
judge of the juvenile court. There shall be a chairman, secretary and 
treasurer. All proceedings of the advisory board shall be kept in 
writing. 

“(e) The children’s court hereby established shall be held by a 
judge, who shall be appointed by the Governor, upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the advisory board of the court, and the 
judge shall hold his office for a term of one year and until his succes- 
sor is duly appointed and qualified and whose compensation shall be 
such as the Anderson County delegation shall determine. 

“All appeals from the said children’s court established under the 
provisions of this proviso shall be made to the circuit courts of An- 
derson County. 

“SECTION 3: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this 
Act are hereby repealed. 

“SECTION 4: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.” 

AND, WHEREAS, it is desired that the question of the advisa- 
bility of adopting such legislation be studied and that facts be as- 


certained relative to juveniles appearing in the Courts of said County, 
NOW, THEREFORE 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Oommittee on juvenile delinquency, Anderson 
County—meetings—officers.—That there is hereby appointed a com- 
mittee to be composed ex-officio of the mayors and recorders of each 
municipality in the County of Anderson and the superintendent of each 
accredited high school in the County of Anderson, which shall be 
known as the Committee on Juvenile Delinquency. Said committee 
shall meet in the court house of the County of Anderson at eleven 
o'clock A, M. on the 7th day of May, 1948, At such meeting, said com- 
mittee shall elect a chairman and a secretary; PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, that if a majority of the members of the committee is not pres- 
ent at such meeting, those who are present shall set a date, time and 
place for a meeting of said Committee, at which meeting so fixed the 
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members present shall proceed to elect a chairman and secretary. Said 
committee shall meet at such times and places as it may from time 
to time determine, or as may be called by the chairman. 


SECTION 2: Investigate and study juvenile delinquency.—The 
said committee shall make a thorough investigation and study of 
juvenile delinquency in Anderson County and in so doing it shall 
consult with the various magistrates, chief of police of municipal- 
ities, the sheriff, probation officer, clerk of court, attendance teach- 
er of said county and the solicitor, together with the records in 
their respective offices, and shall consult with such other people 
as it deems advisable. Said committee is requested to ascertain 
the number of juveniles sentenced in the various courts in said 
county during the past three (3) years or for such further length 
of time as it sees fit, and to ascertain the number thereof placed upon 
probation and such other facts aS may be material in determining the 
advisability of the establishment of a juvenile court in said county. 


SECTION 3: Report.—Said committee shall make a report of its 
findings of facts pertinent to the matter of juvenile delinquency, hay- 
ing in mind that juveniles under the proposed legislation are people 
who are of the age of less than sixteen (16) years, The report should 
contain the number of juveniles appearing in court on felony charges 
and the number appearing on misdemeanor charges, if such informa- 
tion is available. In the said report the committee shall make recom- 
mendations relative to the adoption of the proposed legislation, or such 
other recommendations as it deems proper. Said report shall be made 
and filed with the members of the General Assembly from Anderson 
County on or before December 15, 19-48, 


SECTION 4: Pay—employees—appropriation—Each member of 
said committee shall receive ten ($10.00) dollars for each meeting 
attended by him and the committee may employ one or more persons 
to check records and to ascertain facts desired in carrying out the 
provisions of this Act; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the total 
cost shall not exceed four hundred ($400.00) dollars. That there is 
hereby appropriated from the general funds of said county the sum 
of four hundred ($400.00) dollars to carry out the purposes of this 
Act. 


SECTION 5: Repeal.—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 
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SECTION 6: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor.

SECTION 2: Appropriations made under the foregoing section for 
the office of Sheriff and the Office of Treasurer of Bamberg County

SECTION 2: Renew.—The Board of Trustees of said school dis- 
trict are hereby authorized and empowered, from time to time, to exe- 
cute a note or notes, as renewals of said note evidencing said indebted- 
ness or any portion thereof which may remain unpaid at the time of 
the execution of such renewal. All notes executed as such renewals 
shall be binding obligations of said school district in like manner as 
the original note. 


SECTION 3: Funds use pay.—The said Board of Trustees are 
hereby directed to apply all funds received by it from the State for 
depreciation of said school bus together with all funds received from 
the collection of taxes herein provided in the payment of said note 
and renewals thereof and interest thereon. 


SECTION 4: Levy taxes pay.—The Auditor of said County shall 
annually levy upon all the taxable property in said school district a tax

SECTION 3: (a) That so much of the appropriation stated in 
"Item 1 hereof made for roads and bridges as may be necessary shall 
be used for the payment of any unpaid bills and claims heretofore 
authorized and for which payment has not been made, and to pay the 
salary of other employees of the said Board; (b) That the appro- 
priation made under Item 3 herein, for expense of Health Unit; shall 
be paid out as directed by the State Health Officer; PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, that there shall be employed for Beaufort County a 
Health Officer, two nurses, one sanitary inspector, and one clerk; 
(c) That the appropriation made under Item 3, for Social diseases 
shall not be used until the sum of $2,500.00 is made available by the 
State Board of Health, the Federal Government, or any agency there- 
of; (d) That the amount herein appropriated under Item 4, for jail 
expense, shall include the dieting of prisoners; and PROVIDED,

Demonstration Agents; (j) That the funds herein appropriated for 
the Colored Farm Demonstration Agent shall not be expended unless 
an agreement can be had with the proper authorities whereby the 
Colored Agent shall work in conjunction with the County Farm Agent 
and in furtherance of the work of the County Farm Agent; (1) The. 
money appropriated in Item 15 hereof to be used if and as directed 
by the Senator and one-half of the House Delegation, for the purpose 
of Radio lquipment for the sheriff's forces. 


SEOTION 4: That all monies paid to the Treasurer, the sheriff 
or other public officials of Beaufort County as interest on the deposit 
of public funds shall be accounted for by such official as other public 
funds are accounted for and the funds so received shall be used for 
the purpose designated by such funds. 


SECTION 6: All claims upon accounts, special expense accounts 
and expenditures herein authorized to be paid by the County Board 
of Directors, the County Board of Iducation and all other County 
Agencies except the salaries of officials as fixed herein and/or salaries 
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of school teachers, shall first be itemized and verified by the payee 
and filed in the office of the respective Board or Agency before being 
paid by same. 


SECTION 6: The County Board of Directors is hereby authorized 
to borrow in anticipation of the collection of the per capita road tax, 
and the taxes herein levied for general county purposes, in the amount 
not to exceed Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars, if same 
be necessary, 


SECTION 7: The County Board of Education is hereby authorized 
to borrow in anticipation of the school taxes herein levied in an 
amount not to exceed Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars; PRO- 
VIDED, that it shall first confer with the County Treasurer, and if 
the funds are available in sinking funds in his hands, the Treasurer 
may loan the the said amount, taking the note of the County Board 
of Education payable in not more than ten months, and bearing in- 
terest at not more than four (4%) per cent per annum. All interest 
earned on said loans shall be credited to the Sinking Fund Account 
. from which the loan was made. 


SECTION 8: For the maintenance of Beaufort Township Library 
there is hereby levied’a tax of one and one-quarter (1-14) mills on 
all taxable property in Beaufort Township, to be expended by the 
Trustees of said Library. The County Treasurer, on or about Febru- 
ary Ist of each year, shall report to the Legislative Delegation all 
funds collected from this source as well as showing all amounts 
turned over to the trustees of the said Library. All unexpended funds 
collected for the purpose herein stated which remain unexpended at 
the end of each year, shall be credited by the County Treasurer to 
the Trustees of said Library for the ensuing year and shall not be 
turned into the County funds. 


SECTION 9: For the maintenance, repairing and reconstruction 
of the public wharf and approaches on Jenkins Island, there is hereby 
levied a tax of one (1) mill on all taxable property in Hilton Head 
Township, the funds derived from this source are to be separately 
designated and accounted for on the books of the County Treasurer, 
and any and all unexpended balances shall be designated by the said 
Treasurer as a special fund and used for the purposes herein named. 


SECTION 10: For the maintenance and operation of the schools 
in the various school districts there is hereby levied a tax of thirteen 
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(13) mills on all of the taxable property in the County, and the 
funds derived therefrom shall be allocated to the various schools by 
the County Board of Education as the needs of these schools may re- 
quire. Any and all surplus funds, if there be any collected, or received 
from any source for school purposes, shall be applied to the payments 
of any past due school obligations or any existing school obligations. 
PROVIDED, the Legislative Delegation may reduce the amount of 
the levy authorized herein if they should deem a reduction proper and 
practical; that any and all revenue allotted or authorized to be paid 
to Beaufort County by the State Tax Commission and/or any other

SEOTION 11: The County Board of Education is directed and au- 
thorized to pay out of the school taxes collected in the County the 
following : .

_ The salary herein provided for the Superintendent of Education 
shall be in addition to, and shall supplement, the appropriation made 
in the State appropriation bill for the salary of the County Superin- 
tendent of Education. The salary hereinabove provided to be paid by 
Beaufort County shall be paid in equal monthly installments. 


SEOTION 12; The County Board of Education is authorized and 
empowered to use One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dollars, or so much 
thereof as is deemed necessary and proper of funds collected for school 
purposes for the purpose of providing enlarged library facilities in the 
public schools of Beaufort County. The said sum shall be allotted to 
the respective schools of the County by the said Board as it may 
deem fit and proper.

SECTION 13: For the purpose of providing transportation aid and 
to supplement the finds now received from the State and other sources 
for this purpose, there is hereby levied a special tax of one (1) mill 
on all taxable property in the Courity. The fund so derived shall be 
used to buy school buses for the use in transporting students of 
Beaufort County to and from schools in accordance with law directing 
such transportation. The Beaufort Board of Education is empowered 
and authorized to enter into such contracts and agreements as they 
may deem fit and proper for the purchase of school buses and all 
buses used for the transportation of students in Beaufort County shall 
be the property of the said Board of Education, and such buses shall 
be of standard type and comply with regulations of the State Board 
of Education and such additional rules and regulations as may be 
prescribed by the Beaufort County Board of Education, and none of 
the said buses shall be driven or operated by a minor or any person 
not authorized by law to drive motor vehicles upon the highways of 
the said County and State. 


SECTION 14: That the said County Auditor is authorized and 
empowered to annually assess and levy upon all of the taxable prop- 
erty of Bluffton and Yemassee Townships in Beaufort County a tax 
of not more than one and one-half mills, and said tax shall be an- 
nually collected by the County Treasurer. The money received from 
said special Jevy shall be held by the County Treasurer and used for 
the purpose of paying the expenses of operation and maintenance of 
the community cannery at Pritchardville. That said levy shall con- 
tinue so long as there is a necessity for the continued existence of 
said cannery. The said cannery shall be under the supervision and 
direction of the teachers of Agriculture in Bluffton and Hardeeville 
High Schools and all bills incurred in connection with the operation 
of the said cannery shall be paid by the trustees of Bluffton and 
Hardeeville School Districts, but the same shall first be approved by 
the County Superintendent of Education. PROVIDED, that any 
funds raised by the levy herein, not otherwise needed, might be used 
for purchase, processing and otherwise preserving food for distribu- 
tion among the respective lunch rooms of schools in said townships. 
All claims drawn for this purpose shall be so marked. 


SECTION 15: ‘The Beaufort County Board of Directors is author- 
ized and empowered to rent, lease, or sell to any person, firm or cor- 
poration, public or private, the road equipment of Beaufort County 
when same is for the best interest of the County. The funds so de- 
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rived from the rental or sale of any of the road machinery of Beau- 
fort County shall be paid to the County Treasurer and applied by him 
as a credit to the bond issue authorized and empowered for the pur- 
pose of purchasing equipment and road machinery for Beaufort Coun- 
ty. That the Beaufort County Board of Directors is hereby authorized 
and empowered, when such will not interfere with the road and 
construction work of Beaufort County, to rent to farmers or property 
owners of Beaufort County, under the supervision of a proper em- 
ployee of Beaufort County, the road machinery equipment for the 
purpose of building roads, causeways and other similar purposes on 
the farm or property of persons, firms or corporations owning such 
property in Beaufort County. 


SEOTION 16: If the General Appropriation Act returns to the 
counties any. funds, the County Auditor of Beaufort County, at the 
request of the Legislative Delegation, shall reduce the levy provided 
for in Section 2 of this Act to such an extent as it is found that said 
funds so coming to the County will permit, 


SECTION 17: For the operation and maintenance of Beaufort 
County Hospital, there is hereby levied on all taxable property in Beau- 
fort County six (6) mills, which shall be levied and collected as other 
taxes are levied and collected. In anticipation of collection of said tax, 
the Treasurer is authorized to advance for maintenance and operation 
of said Hospital quarterly payments of not more than Seven Thou- 
sand Five Hundred ($7,500.00) Dollars, Should funds become avail- 
able to Beaufort County for the maintenance and operation of the 
hospital under State-wide legislation passed at this Session of the 
General Assembly, or any other source, the Senator and one-half of 
the members of the House of Beaufort County shall stop the expendi- 
ture of money under this section and the collection of taxes hereunder 
and provide for the operation of the Hospital under the State-wide 
legislation. 


SECTION 18: That in order to facilitate the preparing of the Coun- 
ty Supply Bill by the Legislative Delegation, the County Treasurer 
shall on or before the first day of February each year in writing report 
to the Legislative Delegation the amount of County funds coming into 
his hands during the preceding calendar year, giving the source of 
said funds; he shall further report the disbursements made by him 
during the preceding calendar year showing the amounts disbursed 
on vouchers by the Board of Education, certificates or warrants of

the Clerk of Court, and interest and principal paid on bonds. The 
County Treasurer shall annually, not later than February Ist of each 
year, furnish the members of the Legislative Delegation with a de- 
tailed statement of the status of the bond account, school, county and 
township of Beaufort County. 


The Superintendent of Education of Beaufort County shall on or 
before the first day of February of each year report to the Legisla- 
tive Delegation in writing a detailed statement of all revenues al- 
lotted for school purposes for the preceding school fiscal year and all 
disbursements made by him for school purposes for the preceding 
fiscal year. He shall also furnish to the Legislative Delegation on or 
before February Ist of each year an estimate of all anticipated rev- 
enues for the present school fiscal year, and an estimate of all dis- 
bursements for the present school fiscal year. He shall also furnish 
to the Legislative Delegation an estimate of all revenues to be al- 
lotted or received for school purposes for the next school fiscal year, 
and also an estimate of all disbursements for the next school fiscal 
year. 


SECTION 19: The Beaufort County Board of Directors is author- 
ized and empowered to use the funds heretofore received by the 
County from the sale of road machinery for the purchase of new 
road machinery. 


SECTION 20: That on the request of the Board of Regents of the 
Beaufort County Hospital Association, or its duly authorized agent, 
the sheriff of Beaufort County shall provide transportation from any 
part of Beaufort County to the Beaufort County Hospital of charity 
patients in the event of an emergency or a great need for the early 
transportation of such patient or patients to the Hospital for the 
emergency or urgent treatment, operation, etc. 


SECTION 21: That the Clerk of Court is hereby authorized to pay 
a per diem of Five ($5.00) Dollars to all persons serving as jurors 
for the Courts of General Sessions and Common Pleas of Beaufort 
County, such per diem payment to be in addition to the regular al- 
lowance for travel expenses. 


SECTION 22: The Board of Directors of Beaufort County is here- 
by authorized and empowered to accept on behalf of Beaufort County 
any and all of the former Beaufort Naval Air Station that might be 
given to Beaufort County by the United States Government for air- 
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port purposes, and to manage, operate and maintain any or all of 
said property as an airport. Should they deem it advisable to the best 
interest of Beaufort County they are authorized and empowered to 
enter into an agreement with the South Carolina Aeronautics Com- 
mission for the operation and maintenance of said airport, any ex- 
penses to be paid out of the funds appropriated in the next section. 


SEOTION 23: The Board of Directors of Beaufort County is au- 
thorized and empowered to offer for sale as industrial property or 
otherwise, and to manage, control, lease, sell, operate or maintain 
any of the property known as part of Beaufort Naval Air Station, 
purchased from the United States Government under the provisions 
of Section 23, Beaufort County Supply Bill of 1947. All monies re- 
ceived by the said County Board of Directors from rents or sales of 
said property or accruing in any other manner from the use or oc- 
cupation of said property shall be paid into said fund. Should the 
County Board of Directors deem it advisable to sell any of said in- 
dustrial property they may do so at public or private sale by and with 
the consent and approval of the majority of the Legislative Delega- 
tion, and shall have the right to include in said contract such restric- 
tions and limitations as are necessary or as might be advisable. In 
order to utilize said property for industrial purposes the Board of 
Directors is authorized and empowered to spend part of the funds 
above mentioned for the purpose of advertising said property and its 
advantages as a location for industries, or to use said funds in any 
other manner to develop said property for industrial purposes. 


SECTION 24: The Beaufort Trustees of Hardeeville School Dis- 
trict No. 6, are hereby authorized and empowered to borrow fifteen 
Thousand ($15,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, the proceeds 
to be used to pay for the teacherage, improvement of the library 
and/or for cooperating with Jasper County Trustees in constructing 
a fence around the school grounds. If the funds are available they 
may be borrowed from other public funds of Beaufort County, in 
which case a note shall be given to the Treasurer of Beaufort County, 
payable in not more than ten years from date, with interest not in 
excess of four (4%) per cent per annum, and the Auditor shall levy 
and the Treasurer shall collect a sufficient tax on the property in said 
school district to pay said note or payments thereon as they become 
due and payable, Should the Treasurer of Beaufort County be unable 
to make the said loan, then the said Trustees are empowered to 
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borrow the same from any private loaning institution upon the same 
terms and conditions and the Auditor shall levy and the Treasurer 
shall collect taxes sufficient to meet all payments on said obligation. 


SECTION 26: The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and 
empowered to transfer from any surplus funds of Beaufort County 
the amount of Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars to be paid for 
additional road machinery and equipment which was purchased by the 
County Board during the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1947; such 
equipment being in addition to and supplemental to other road ma- 
chinery and equipment heretofore authorized. This sum of Ten Thou- 
sand ($10,000.00) Dollars is to be placed to the credit of the Beaufort 
County Board of Directors as a supplemental appropriation to Item 
1, Section 2 of the Beaufort County Appropriation Bill for the fiscal 
year 1947-1948, 


The County Treasurer of Beaufort County is hereby authorized 
and empowered to transfer from any surplus funds of Beaufort Coun- 
ty the amount of Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars to be used 
to take care of a deficit for roads and bridge construction in Beaufort 
County during the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1947. This sum of 
Twelve Thousand ($12,000.00) Dollars is to be transferred to the 
credit of Beaufort County Board of Directors and is to be an addi- 
tional and supplemental appropriation to Item 1 of Section 2 of the 
Beaufort County Appropriation Act for the fiscal year 1947-1948, 


Heretofore it has been necessary for the Treasurer of Beaufort 
County to advance additional funds for special county purposes to 
take care of expenditures which were found to be necessary from 
time to time. Such additional funds were advanced and expended by 
the Treasurer of Beaufort County on the written authorization of 
the Beaufort County Legislative Delegation. The Treasurer of Beau- 
fort County is authorized to charge all such advances of money so 
made by him which have not been heretofore validated or approved 
by legislation to any surplus of Beaufort County and the use of said 
funds for the purposes specified and designated in said written trans- 
fer is hereby validated. 


SECTION 26: For the purpose of improving and enlarging the ath- 
letic field for the Beaufort High School there is hereby created the 
Beaufort District Athletic Association to be composed of the Super- 
intendent of Education, Superintendent of City Schools and the fac- 
ulty manager of athletics. The said Association is hereby authorized 
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and empowered to borrow in the name of the Assuciation not in ex- 
cess of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, 
to be used for the purposes hereinabove set forth. For the payment 
of the said sum so borrowed, the said Beaufort District Athletic 
Association shall set aside twenty-five (25%) per cent of the gate 
receipts of all athletic contests played upon said athletic field, and 
shall apply the said twenty-five (25%) per cent of said gate receipts 
to the payment of the principal so borrowed and the interest thereon 
until the said indebtedness is paid in full.

SECTION 2: All items herein which are to be paid out as salaries 
or wages, or fixed expenses for officers or agents or servants of the

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SECTION 4: All revenues and income accruing to the County of 
Charleston during the fiscal year 1948-1949, including the gasoline 
tax funds, and regardless of sources, except welfare funds received 
by the Charleston Public Welfare Board from the State of South 
Carolina or the United States, and except funds (other than rents 
or service charges in lieu of rents) received by said Board, or any de- 
partment or agency reporting to said Board, from any other source 
shall be paid to the County Treasurer and shall be allocated directly 
into the general funds of the County, and all balances of funds held 
by all officers, departments, institutions or boards, shall be reported 
immediately to the County Treasurer and the Legislative Delegation 
of the County, 


SECTION 5: There shall be applied to the payment of the amount 
and items appropriated in Section 1 hereof all monies and income 
received from the County from whatever source derived (except wel- 
fare funds received by the Charleston County Public Welfare Board 
from either the State of South Carolina or the United States, and ex- 
cept funds received for treatment of tuberculosis) and the County 
Auditor of the County of Charleston shall levy a tax of sufficient 
number of mills for the payment of the balance.

the funds and income of said District from all sources, be sufficient 
to carry out the duties and functions of the Commission of said Dis- 
trict, all or any of them, provided in Act 400 of the Acts of 1936, 
creating the said District and Commission, and all amendments there- 
to, including lighting.

limits of said district as will, together with the funds and income of 
said District from all sources, be sufficient to carry out all the pur- 
poses for which the said District was created and is authorized by law 
to carry out. Said tax shall be levied and collected by the same offi- 
cers and in the same manner as is provided by law for the collection 
of taxes levied for corporate purposes in Charleston County, and the 
monies so collected shall be placed in a separate fund by the County 
Treasurer and paid out on warrants of the Commissioners of said 
District. 

SECTION 14: In addition to all millage now levied by law in such 
territory the County Auditor shall levy, and the County Treasurer 
shall collect, in the year 1948, a tax upon all the taxable property in 
the territory comprising the Cooper River Park and Playground 
Commission, of such millage, not exceeding two (2) mills, as shall 
be requested in writing by the Cooper River Park and Playground 
Commission, the same to be used for the maintenance and operation 
of the parks, playgrounds, and recreational facilities under said Com- 
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mission’s jurisdiction. The proceeds shall be placed by the County 
Treasurer to the credit of said Commission and paid out during the

SECTION 18: For the purpose of paying cash for the foregoing 
and all other general and ordinary county expenses for the fiscal year 
beginning July 1, 1948, and ending June 30, 1949, as authorized by 
this Act or otherwise appropriated, the County Treasurer, for the 
said County of Charleston, be, and he is hereby, authorized and di- 
rected to use such cash as is now on hand or in the process of col- 
lection, and to borrow from time to time as may be necessary on his 
official note or notes, or other evidence or evidences of indebtedness, 
from any special fund or funds, including sinking fund in the County 
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Treasury; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That, if such monies are to 
be-borrowed from any private person, firm, or corporation, then there 
shall be borrowed only after three days’ notice by advertising once 
in some newspaper in the City of Charleston, and on the best terms 
possible, but at a rate of interest not exceeding three (3%) per cent 
per annum, a sum or sums not exceeding Two Hundred and Fifty 
Thousand ($250,000.00) Dollars in the aggregate, and the sum or 
sums so borrowed shall constitute a valid and prior claim against 
the County; PROVIDED, FURTHER, that approval for such loan 
and the rate of interest thereon to be paid shall be given in writing 
by the County Board of Commissioners of Charleston County.

SECTION 22: All monies appropriated herein with the exception 
of salary appropriations shall be paid only upon presentation to and 
approval by the County Board of Commissioners, such itemized state- 
ments substantiated by receipts or bills as may be required by the 
said Board and all supplies costing more than $100.00 shall be ac-

SECTION 1: Charleston County issue notes purchase road 
equipment,—In order to finance the acquisition and repair of equip- 
ment for the Sanitary and Drainage Commission for Charleston 
County for use by said Commission in the maintenance, improvement 
and construction of County Roads in Charleston County, the Treas- 
urer of Charleston County shall be authorized and empowered, with

To Authorize The Acquisition Of Said Land By Eminent Do- 
main, 


WHEREAS, heretofore, by Resolution adupted January 13th, 
1947, the County Board of Commissioners of Charleston County, act- 
ing pursuant to Act No. 889 of the Acts of the General Assembly for 
the year 1946, did provide for the issuance of Three Hundred Fifty 
Thousand ($350,000.00) Dollars of General Obligation Bonds of 
Charleston County, whose proceeds should be expended to defray the 
cost of acquiring a tract of land in the City of Charleston, to be used 
by the Medical College of South Carolina as a site for a teaching 
hospital ; and 

WHEREAS, afterwards the right of the County Board of Com- 
missioners to issue bonds for such a purpose was challenged in a cause 
entitled, “Smith vs Robertson, et al”, which was afterwards favorably 
adjudicated by the Supreme Court of South Carolina, in a decision 
rendered February 28th, 1947, and the right of said County Board of 
Commnissioners to issue bonds for such purposes was sustained ; and, 

WHEREAS, the original appropriation to the Medical College for 
use in the construction of the said teaching hospital, being that found

SECTION 1: Actions of Charleston County board of commis- 
sioners in regard acquisition of land for teaching hospital for 
Medical College of South Carolina confirmed.—That all actions 
heretofore taken by the County Board of Commissioners of Charleston 
County in cooperating with the Board of trustees of the Medical Col- 
lege of South Carolina, in looking toward the acquisition of land for a

SECTION 1: Charleston County issue notes for school purposes, 
—That Charleston County is authorized and empowered to borrow 
the sum of not exceeding sixty-five thousand dollars ($65,000.00), 
and to issue in evidence of said loan negotiable interest bearing notes 
of Charleston County, the proceeds thereof to be used for educational 
purposes in said county and for the payment of the indebtedness in- 
curred by the County Treasurer of Charleston County upon the writ- 
ten request of the County Board of Education of Charleston County 
under the provisions of Section 5544-3 of the Code of Laws of South 
Carolina, 1942, which is outstanding at the time of the issuance of 
said notes, all or any of said purposes.

The County ‘[reasurer may reserve the right to reject all 
bids, and in such event, the County Treasurer of Charleston County 
shall have the right to sell the notes at private sale if a price in excess 
of the highest bid received in pursuance of the call for bids is ob- 
tainable, or, in his discretion, to re-advertise for sealed bids. 
SEOTION 6: Deposit and disbursement of proceeds,—The pro-

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South

The validity of the said 
election and the correctness of the determination of the result thereof 
by said Board of Trustees shall not he open to question in any Court 
except in a suit, action or proceeding commenced within thirty days 
after determination. 


SECTION 3: Denominations—interest—maturities—T hat the 
said bonds may he issued in one issue, or from time to time in 
separate issues. Each issue of bonds shall be in such denomina- 
tions, bear such rate or rates of interest, payable semi-annually, 
shall be payable in the manner to be provided for in the Resolu- 
tions of said Trustees, and shall be payable, both principal and in- 
terest, in legal tender money of the United States of America, at 
such place or places as may he fixed by the aforesaid Resolutions. The 
bonds issued under the provisions of this Act shall mature in such 
manner as may he provided for in the Resolutions of said Trustees.

BE I'l ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Act 558 of 1944 amended—treasurer of Oooper 
River hospital district—election—bond.—That Section 4 of Act 
No, 558, Acts and Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly, 1944, 
entitled “An Act to Create and Establish a Hospital District in 
Charleston County, South Carolina, to be known as the Cooper River 
Hospital District ; to Provide for the Government Thereof, and to Au- 
thorize the Construction and Fquipment in the Said District of a Hos- 
pital or Hospitals”, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out 
the word “and” between the word “Chairman” and the word “one” on 
line 20 of said Section ; amend further by adding the following after the 
word “Secretary” on line 20, to-wit: “and one Treasurer, the said 
member so elected Treasurer shall give bond for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties in the amount of ‘Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dol- 
lars.”

“Section 4. That the aforesaid District shall be governed by a 
Commission consisting of nine (9) members, three of whom shall be 
qualified electors residing in St. Phillips and St. Michaels Public 
Service District, three of whom shall be qualified electors residing 
in North Charleston Public Service District, and three of whom shall 
be qualified electors residing in Goose Creek Parish. Of the three 
residents of each such Public Service District and Parish, one shall 
be appointed by the Governor, upon the written recommendation of 
the Senator of Charleston County, one shall be appointed by the Gov- 
ernor upon the written recommendation of the members of the Mouse 
of Representatives for Charleston County, and the third shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor, upon the written recommendation of the 
first two so appointed.

BI IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: 8&t. Phillips and St, Michaels public service district 
issue bonds, Charleston County.—That St. Phillips and St. Michaels 
Public Service District Commission be and said Commission is here- 
by authorized and empowered to issue and sell general obligation cou- 
pon bonds of St. Phillips and St. Michaels Public Service District,

Charleston County, To Be Known As The Edisto Beach Erosion 
District; To Provide For The Government Thereof And To Pre- 
scribe Its Powers, Duties And Functions; To Authorize The Is- 
suance by Charleston County Of Not Exceeding Thirty-Five 
Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars Of Negotiable Coupon Bonds Of 
Charleston County, To Provide For The Expenditure Of The Pro- 
ceeds Thereof, And To Make Provision For The Payment Of 
The Same By Taxation; And To Provide For The Levy Of Taxes 
In The Said District For The Payment Of The Said Bonds And 
The Interest Thereon And For The Maintenance And Repair Of 
The Structures Constructed Hereunder For The Purpose Of Re- 
tarding And Preventing The Erosion Of Beaches In The Said 
District. 


BE IT ENACTED hy the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Edisto Beach erosion district, Charleston County. 
—There is hereby created and established in Charleston County a 
district to be known as the Fdisto Beach Erosion District, which shall 
be a body politic and corporate and shall exercise and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of such, and shall have the duties, powers, 
functions and authority herein provided. 


SECTION 2: Area.—That the aforementioned District shall in- 
clude and be comprised of the territory and area in Charleston County 
originally acquired by Edisto Beach, Inc., on Edisto Island. 

SECTION 3: Oommission.—That the aforementioned District shall 
be governed by a Commission to be known as the Edisto Beach 
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Erosion Commission, which Commission shall be composed of three 
(3) residents of The State of South Carolina, all of whom shall be 
appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator 
and a majority of the members of the House of Representatives of 
South Carolina for Charleston County. The terms of the original ap- 
pointees shall be for two (2), four (4) and six (6) years, respectively, 
and until their sticcessors shall have heen appointed and shall qualify. 
Thereafter, each member of the Commission shall hold office for six 
(6) years, and until his successor shall have been appointed and shall 
qualify. Any vacancy, however occurring, shall he filled for the unex- 
pired term in the manner of the original appointment. Immediately 
upon their appointment they shall meet and organize by electing a 
chairman and a secretary from their number. 


SECTION 4: Duties and powers. —That the said Commission shall 
be charged with the function of making a study of the problem of the 
erosion of the beaches in said district, and the ways of retarding or 
preventing the same. Tt shall he authorized and empowered to acquire, 
construct, erect, maintain and repair such groins or other structures 
and to employ such other means as it shall determine to be necessary 
or advisable to protect the said beaches from the encroachment of the 
ocean and to retard or prevent the erosion, wasting away or destrue- 
tion by the ocean of such beaches and the land and public roads adja- 
cent or leading thereto. Tt shall be authorized and empowered to pur- 
chase such materials, supplies and equipment and to employ or retain 
such personnel, clerical, mechanical, technical, and professional, as it 
may find to he necessary or appropriate to carrying out its duties and 
functions hereunder. It shall have the power and authority to co- 
operate with the United States of America, the State of South Caro- 
lina, and the County of Charleston, or any or either of them, and 
with any agencies, departments, boards and commissions of each or 
either or any of them, in the study of the problem of such erosion, 
the development of plans to protect the said beaches against the same, 
and in the acquisition, construction, erection, maintenance and repair 
of such groins or other structures or the employment of other means 
determined to be necessary or advisable to retard or prevent. the 
erosion, wasting away or destruction of the said beaches, land and 
public roads. It shall have the power and authority to expend the 
funds raised by taxation in the district hereunder, and to receive and 
expend funds from any other source, public or private, for any of the 
foregoing purposes, or as otherwise provided for in this Act. 
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SECTION 5: Charleston County issue bonds protect beaches in 
district.—That Charleston County is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to issue not exceeding ‘Thirty-five Thousand ($35,000.00) 
Dollars of negotiable coupon bonds of Charleston County, the proceeds 
thereof to he used for the making of a study of the problem of the 
erosion of the beaches in the said Edisto Beach Hrosion District, and 
the ways of retarding or preventing the same; the acquisition, con- 
struction, erection, maintenance and repair of groins or other struc- 
tures and to employ other means necessary or advisable to protect 
the said beaches from the encroachment of the ocean and to retard or 
prevent the erosion, wasting away or destruction by the ocean of such 
beaches and the land and public roads adjacent or leading thereto; and 
the purchase of materials, supplies and equipment and the employment 
of personnel necessary or appropriate for the said purposes; all or 
any of the same. 


SECTION 6: Bonds — issuance — interest — maturities —The 
bonds herein authorized to be issued may be issued either as a single 
issue or from time to time in separate issues. They shall bear such 
date, such-rate or rates of interest, payable annually or semi-annually 
and shall mature at such time or times, not later than twenty (20) 
years after the date of said bonds, and be payable in such manner and 
at such place or places as may be determined in his discretion by the 
County Treasurer of Charleston County; PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, that no bonds shall be issued under the provisions of this Act 
subsequent to June 30th, 1949, 


SECTION 7: Bonds—denominations—execution—The bonds 
shall be in such denominations as shall be determined by the County 
Treasurer of Charleston County, They shall be executed in the name 
of Charleston County by the County Treasurer of Charleston County, 
and the coupons attached to said bonds need not be authenticated 
otherwise than by the facsimile signature of the County ‘Treasurer of 
Charleston County. The said bonds shall be designated as ‘Fidisto 
Beach Erosion Bonds.’ 


SECTION 8: Bonds—funds use pay—pledge pay.—The said 
bonds, both principal and interest, as they respectively mature, shall 
he paid by the County Treasurer of Charleston County out of funds 
in his hands to the credit of the Hdisto Beach Krosion District raised 
by taxation in the said district under the provisions of this Act. For 
the payment of said bonds, both principal and interest, as they respec- 
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tively mature, there shall be pledged the full faith, credit and taxing 
power of Charleston County, and in the event that the funds in the 
hands of the County Treasurer of Charleston County to the credit of 
the Edisto Beach Erosion District raised by taxation in the said dis- 
trict under the provisions of this Act shall be insufficient to pay the 
same, principal and interest, there shall be levied annually upon all 
taxable property in Charleston County by the County Auditor, and 
collected by the County ‘Treasurer, a sum sufficient to pay the princi- 
pal of and interest on said bonds as they respectively mature. 


SECTION 9: Bonds—sale—The said bonds shall be sold by the 
County Treasurer of Charleston County at not less than par and ac- 
crued interest, on sealed proposals, after a publication of the notice of 
the sale one or more times in a daily newspaper published in the 
County of Charleston. The County Treasurer may reserve the right 
to reject all bids, and in such event, the County ‘Treasurer of Charles- 
ton County shall have the right to sell the bonds at private sale if a 
price in excess of the highest bid received in pursuance of the call for 
bids is obtainable, or, in his discretion, to readvertise for sealed bids. 


SEOTION 10: Bonds—deposit and disbursement of proceeds.—

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South

SECTION 1: Folly Island erosion district, Charleston County.— 
There is hereby created and established in Charleston County a Dis- 
trict to be known as the Folly Island Erosion District, which shall 
be a body politic and corporate and shall exercise and enjoy all the 
rights and privileges of such, and shall have the duties, powers, func- 
tions and authority herein provided.

SECTION 4: The County Supervisor and Board of County Com- 
missioners are hereby authorized to borrow such sums of money 
as may be necessary to properly finance said county, and other ob- 
jects provided for in anticipation of the collection of taxes, and pledge 
the same as security therefor, when approved by a majority of the 
Delegation: PROVIDIED, that they do not exceed the amounts 
herein appropriated and the levy made here in. The fiscal year of 
the Supervisor's office shall begin January 1, and end December 31. 


SECTION 6: The County Treasurer is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to turn over to the Sinking Fund Commission of Cherokee 
County all monies collected by him to retire bonds and to pay in- 
terest on the same, except those bonds and interest on the same 
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maturing during the current year, which shall be paid by the Treas- 
urer, 


SECTION 6: The Sheriff of Cherokee County shall be paid seventy 
(70) cents per day for dieting each prisoner in the County Jail, and 
shall receive the fees provided by law for doing constables’ work 
for each of the two Magistrates in the City of Gaffney and the Mag- 
istrate at Blacksburg. The Court Crier, jurors, petit and grand, jury 
boy and bailiffs in the Circuit Courts of Cherokee County and mem- 
hers of the School District Boards of Assessors and members of the 
Board of Mqualization shall be paid a per diem of Five ($5.00) Dol- 
fars for the actual number of days served. 


SECTION 7: The actual working of the chaingang shall be under 
the direct supervision and management of the County Supervisor. 
It shall be his duty to employ and discharge the Superintendent and 
other employees connected with the chaingang, and the Supervisor 
and other Commissioners in operating the chaingang shall make the 
expense conform to the amount appropriated for the same; PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that, before any employee or help is secured, 
or any discharged, same must mect with the approval and sanction 
of the Board of County Commissioners, When differences arise be- 
tween the Superintendent and Commissioners, a majority vote of 
the Commission shall control; PROVIDICD, that the rural mail car- 
rier shall notify the County Board, Supervisor, or the ‘Township 
Commissioner, when a bad place occurs in any mail road, and the 
said Supervisor or ‘Township Commissioner shall send some one to 
fix same, 


SECTION 8: ‘he Supervisor is hereby forbidden from incurring 
any indebtedness against the County in excess of Iifty ($50.00) Dol- 
lars without having first the approval of the Board of County Com- 
missioners on the records in the Supervisor's office and any such 
claim or indebtedness so incurred shall not be binding on the part 
of the County except in the case of rations for convicts. That the 
County Supervisor, in anticipation of necessary supplies for main- 
tenance of roads and food for individuals, or any other necessities 
or supplies, shall advertise for bids on the same and shall award the 
order to the lowest bidder. 


SECTION 9: That neither the County Treasurer nor any of his 
assistants shall become clerk of the Board of County Commissioners, 
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but the Board of County Commissioners shall elect some other dis- 
creet and capable person to perform such duties, and the clerk so 
elected shall be the purchasing agent for the stationery, books, of- 
fice supplies and other necessary articles used by all the county of- 
ficers and magistrates in and for their respective offices. The pay- 
ment of any such items otherwise bought shall not be binding on the 
county, The clerk, or purchasing agent, shall keep a correct entry 
of all such purchases and certify to same to the County Commission- 
ers of Cherokee County at each monthly meeting. That the Clerk 
of the Board of County Commissioners of Cherokee County shall 
not issue any voucher or check to any magistrate of Cherokee County 
until said Magistrate has filed with the clerk of the Board a state- 
ment of the names of all parties for whom warrants have been is- 
sued during the previous month, the nature of the offense charged 
in the warrants and the disposition of each case; to each said state- 
ment there shall be attached a receipt from the Treasurer for fines 
and costs collected by the Magistrates during the previous month, 
and the clerk of the Board is hereby required to file said statements 
of the Magistrates in the permanent files of the office of County Com- 
missioners, The clerk of the County Board of Commissioners shall 
be required to remain in office during the regular court house hours, 
and to keep an accurate set of books, showing bids received, vouch- 
ers issued, to whom issued, and what each office of the County 
spends, and balance of funds in each item. 


SEOTION 10: Five (5) mills are hereby levied on all real and 
personal property in Blacksburg Centralized School District created 
by Act No. 306 of the General Assembly of 1925, to be used by the 
Trustees of said districts for the maintenance of the high school lo- 
cated in said District: PROVIDED, that the Auditor and Treasurer 
of Cherokee County shall make such increase or decrease as called 
for in this Section as may be directed by a majority of the Chero- 
kee Delegation. 


SECTION 11: The amount herein appropriated shall he paid out 
as near as practicable one-twelfth (1/12) each month during the year 
1948, and, if any item or salary has been overpaid for any month, 
such overpayment shall be deducted from the following month. Any 
note or contract made by any officer of the County or by the Board 
of County Commissioners for any amount not included in this Sup- 
ply Bill shall be null and void; any officer or employee who disre- 
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gards any of the provisions hereof without the written consent of 
a majority of the Cherokee County Delegation to the General As- 
sembly, kept on file in the Treasurer’s office, shall be guilty of a mal- 
feasance in office and subject to removal. If the County Supervisor 
and/or the Board of County Commissioners at any time find that 
the appropriation or monthly allotment is not sufficient to maintain 
the maximum chaingang and equipment or road maintenance, then, 
in that event, they are required to send to the State Penitentiary a 
sufficient number of long term chaingang prisoners and reduce equip- 
ment and other expenses so that expense will come within the monthly 
allotment herein provided. All appropriations herein made are sub- 
ject to the right and authority of the majority of the Cherokee County 
Delegation to change, alter or deduct therefrom at any time with- 
out notice, when in its judgment such change, alteration or deduc- 
tion is necessary for the best interest of the County and to conform 
with the revenue expected during the life of this Act; PROVIDED, 
that the changes made by the Delegation pursuant to the authority 
herein conferred shall not operate to increase the total amount here- 
in appropriated, 


SECTION 12: Not more than Thirty-nine Thousand Six Hundred 
($39,600.00) Dollars of the funds herein appropriated shall be used 
for the purchase of any new or used machinery and the Board of 
County Commissioners are hereby prohibited from the purchase of 
any new or used machinery during the year 1947, except upon the 
written approval of the majority of the County Delegation; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, this Section shall not be construed to pro- 
hibit the County from repairing old machinery, or from purchasing 
any new parts of old machinery. 


SECTION 18: The Supervisor and the chaingang of Cherokee 
County are hereby prohibited from doing any work or spending any 
money of the County on any private roads or private property. 


SECTION 14: The Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners 
shall, during each month, send to each member of the Cherokee Leg- 
islative Delegation an itemized list of all expenditures of the County 
for the preceding month. And also an itemized list of all obligations 
incurred and not paid. 


SECTION 15: That immediately following each meeting of the 
County Board of Commissioners of Cherokee County, the clerk of 
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said Board shall send each member of the Cherokee Legislative Dele- 
gation a certified copy of the minutes of such meeting. 


SECTION 16: All funds turned over to Cherokee County by the 
State for Civilian Defense and all funds herein appropriated for civil- 
ian defense, rationing and emergencies, shall be held by the County 
Treasurer and disbursed only with the written approval of the Leg- 
islative Delegation. 


SECTION 17: The County Attorney shall give legal advice to all 
County officers, including the Grand Jury, on any subject affecting 
the official matters of Cherokee County, and the amount herein ap- 
propriated shall be in full for all services uf the County Attorney, 
except litigated cases brought or defended with the approval of the 
County Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 18: The appropriation herein made for balance of short- 
age of Tax Collector in excess of amount collected on surety bonds 
shall be used by the County Treasurer along with the funds col- 
lected on the surety bonds of If, C. Turner, former Tax Collector, 
in segregating and apportioning the taxes collected and unaccounted 
for to the divisions of government entitled to receive same. All such 
receipts of taxes shall be kept separate by the County Treasurer, 


SEOTION 19: That $3,173.03 of the money hereinbefore appro- 
priated for roads, bridges and chaingang shall be used in paying the 
deficiency in the road, bridges and chaingang account incurred dur- 
ing the year 1946, That $173.97 of the funds appropriated for the 
county jail hereinbefore sct out shall be used in paying the defi- 
ciency in the Jail Account incurred during the year 1946, That $601- 
84 of the money hereinbefore appropriated for the County Home 
shall be used in paying the deficiency in the County Home Account 
incurred during the year 1946, That $1,065.64 of the money herein- 
before appropriated for Printing, Postage and Stationery in Sub- 
division F, of Item 4 of Section 1 shall be used in paying the defi- 
ciency in the Printing, Postage and Stationery Account incurred 
during the year 1946. That $55.00 of the money hereinbefore ap- 
propriated for Lunacy and Post Mortems shall be used in paying 
the deficiency in the Lunacy and Post Mortems Account incurred 
during the year 1946. That $6.53 of the money hereinbefore appro- 
priated for Janitor’s Supplies in Subdivision D of Item 4 of Section 
1 shall be used in paying the deficiency in the Janitor’s Supplies Ac- 
count incurred during the year 1946, 
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SECTION 20: The County Board of Commissioners and the Coun- 
ty Superintendent of Mducation of said County are hereby author- 
ized and empowered to build and equip a lunch room at the Gaffney 
High School, and there is hereby appropriated so much of Chero- 
kee County’s share of the liquor, beer and wine tax as is necessary 
to pay the cost of building and equipping such lunch room. The 
Treasurer of said County shall honor vouchers in payment of such 
costs; PROVIDIAD, that same are approved by the Clerk of the 
County Board of Commissioners and the Superintendent of Edu- 
cation of said County. 

A proportionate amount in relation to the assessed valuation for 
taxation is hereby appropriated to Blacksburg Centralized High 
School District No, 2 and to District No, 94A in Cherokee County. 


SEOTION 21: Whenever reference is made in this Act to any 
action of or by the Legislative Delegation, the same means the joint 
approval, agreement, or order of the Senator and at least one-half 
of the Representatives of Cherokee County in the General Assem- 
bly. In the event, however, of the death, resignation or removal of 
any one or more of the members of the said Delegation, the remain- 
ing members shall have the right to execute any such approval, agree- 
ment or order, 


SECTION 22: Should any Section of this Act be declared uncon- 
stitutional the remaining Sections shall remain and be of full force 
and effect. 


SECTION23:;: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 24: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: School district No. 2 issue bonds, Cherokee Coun- 
ty.—That pursuant to the provisions of Section 5, Article X, of the 
Constitution of 1895 the General Assembly authorizes and em- 
powers the Trustees of School District No. 2 (commonly called 
Centralized High School District of Blacksburg No, 2) of Cherokee 
County, the State of South Carolina, to issue not exceeding Ninety- 
Five Thousand ($95,000.00) Dollars of bonds of said School District 
for the purposes, and under the restrictions prescribed by this Act. 


SECTION 2: Use of proceeds.—The proceeds derived from the 
sale of such bonds shall he used in the discretion of the trustees for 
all or any of the following purposes, to wit:

SECTION 2: The sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) 
Dollars is hereby appropriated out of the unappropriated surplus re- 
maining in the Treasury of Chesterfield County at the end of the 
fiscal year of 1947-1948, The Treasurer of Chesterfield County shall 
transfer the said sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dol- 
lars of said unappropriated surplus to the credit of the General County 
Fund for the fiscal year 1948-1949, If the unappropriated surplus 
remaining in the County Treasury on July 1, 1948 is less than One 
Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, the County Treasurer 
shall transfer such sum as is available, to the credit of the General 
County Fund, and shall thereafter, and from time to time, and as the 
unappropriated surplus accumulates in the treasury, transfer the same 
to the credit of the said General County Fund, until the sum of One 
Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars has been so transferred 
and credited to the General County Fund, or account, for the fiscal 
year 1948-1949, All appropriations made and provided herein shall 
lapse, cease and determine on the 30th day of June, 1949, and no 
vouchers shall be drawn against any of the said appropriations after 
said date and the Treasurer of Chesterfield County is expressly pro- 
hibited from paying any warrant or voucher drawn against any of 
said appropriations made in this Act after June 30, 1949; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that all appropriations for the payment of 
bonds or interest on bonds shall remain effective until such bonds or 
interest is paid, 


SECTION 3: ‘The County Commissioners are hereby required to 
keep a separate account covering the various items of the Supply Bill 
and not to exceed in expenditure or contract the amount herein pro- 
vided for each item, and for any such excess allowed or permitted, 
said officers shall be held liable on their official bonds. The Clerk of 
the Board of County Commissioners shall make quarterly statements 
of expenditures and balances of the different items, both to said Board 
and to each member of the Legislative Delegation from Chesterfield 
County. Any contract made in violation of this Act shall not be a 
valid claim against Chesterfield County. 


SECTION 4: That all departments of the County Government 
shall make requisition to the County Board of Commissioners for all 
stationery, books, blanks, and supplies and said Board shall purchase 
and provide so much thereof as in its judgment is necessary and 
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proper, and said Board shall not approve any account or issue its 
voucher for any supplies, etc., purchased or ordered by any office or 
officer of the County. That nothing contained in this section shall be 
construed to authorize the Board of County Commissioners to make 
any disbursements in excess of the appropriation made herein. ‘The 
County Commissioners are authorized if they deem it advisable, or 
to the advantage of the county, to advertise for, and purchase all such 
supplies upon competitive bids, and in all cases the clerk of the Board 
of County Commissioners shall procure written bids for all purchases 
and the lowest obtainable bid shall be acceptable. PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, That all purchases in excess of One Hundred ($100.00) 
Dollars must be made upon sealed, competitive bids to the lowest 
bidder, and after two weeks’ advertisement in the three newspapers 
located in Chesterfield County and in such other newspapers as the 
Board of County Commissioneis may direct. All bids. received, 
whether after advertisement or otherwise, must be preserved as a 
part of the permanent record in the office of the County Commis- 
sioners. 


SECTION 5; The Board of County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer are hereby directed to comply with the provisions of Act 
No. 70 of the Acts and Joint Resolutions of the General Assembly of 
the State of South Carolina, passed at the regular session of 1943, 
and approved the second day of April, 1943. 


SECTION 6: That no charge shall be made by the Sheriff or Jailor 
for admitting to and releasing from the jail any prisoner committed 
by a Magistrate, or the Coroner, or any Peace Officer of the County. 


SECTION 7: The County Treasurer, Clerk of Court and the vari- 
ous Magistrates are required to file quarterly statements in duplicate 
with the County Board of Commissioners, which shall show the 
amount of fees collected by each of them. In addition, the Treasurer's 
report shall show the amount of indebtedness of the County existing 
at the date thereof, the amount of cash on hand, the amount of cash 
in banks, the name of the banks in which deposited, and a list of the 
securities pledged with him to indemnify the County against loss by 
reason of such deposit: PROVIDED, that no county warrant for 
salary shall be issued to the said Clerk of Court or Magistrates until 
said statements are filed as herein directed, and the provisions of this 
Section shall apply to the County Peace Officers: PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, that a copy of the Treasurer’s report shall be delivered 
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by him to each member of the County Legislative Delegation and the 
Chairman of the County Sinking Fund Commission. 


SECTION 8: The County Auditor, with the consent of the County 
Board of Education, is authorized and empowered to continue the 
five (5) mill levies or so much thereof as may be required, for aid to 
high schools serving grammar school districts: PROVIDED, no high 
school tuition shall be charged any student of any of said grammar 
schools when a levy is made therein for aid to the high school: PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, That no new levies shall be made on any 
grammar school district for aid to high schools serving any such dis- 
trict until and unless the trustees of the particular grammar schools 
have filed with the County Board of Education their consent in writ- 
ing for such tax to be levied, and such proposed levy has been ap- 
proved in writing by the County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 9: The County Commissioners and the Clerk thereof 
are hereby expressly forbidden to contract for work, or to furnish any 
material or supplies to Chesterfield County. 


SECTION 10: The County Auditor of Chesterfield is hereby au- 
thorized, empowered and directed to levy a tax of two mills upon all 
the property in Chesterfield County, for the purpose of paying fire 
insurance premiums due the Sinking Fund Commission of South 
Carolina for insuring public buildings in said county and the Treas- 
urer of said county shall collect the same as other taxes are collected 
and apply said monies to the payment of said premiums. 


SECTION 11; The County Auditor, with the consent of a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, shall have the 
power and authority to raise or lower the number of mills herein lev- 
ied, as may be deemed necessary to meet the absolute needs of the 
County. 


SECTION 12: The County Treasurer of Chesterfield County is 
hereby authorized and directed to mail to every taxpayer of Ches- 
terfield County, on or before October Ist next, a statement of the 
amount of 1948 taxes of the said taxpayer. The said notice shall show 
the school district and township in which the property of the tax- 
payer is assessed. 

Said statement shall include a notice that a penalty of one (1%) 
per cent. will be added to said taxes on January 1, 1949, one (1%) 
per cent. on February 1, 1949, and an additional one (1%) per 
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cent. on March 1, 1949 and an additional four (4%) per cent. 
on April 1, 1949. The costs of the preparation and mailing of said 
notices shall be paid out of the ordinary county fund on the approval 
of the Board of County Commissioners. 


SECTION 18: The Board of County Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to pay out of the County Contingent Fund 
all necessary costs and expenses incurred by the Tax Collector or 
the Forfeited Land Commission in connection with the seizure, sale 
and disposition of personal property sold under delinquent tax exe- 
cution against personal property, and all necessary expenses con- 
nected with the storage, sale and disposition of personal property 
taken under delinquent tax execution. 


SECTION 14: No county gas or oil shall be sold to any person 
other than the Sheriff of Chesterfield County and his deputies, and 
all such gas and oil purchased by the Sheriff and his deputies shall 
be paid for in cash when it is delivered. 


SECTION 15: The Treasurer of Chesterfield County, upon reso- 
lution of the Sinking Fund Commission of said County duly adopted 
and entered on record in the minute book of the Commission, and 
with the written approval of a majority of the Chesterfield County 
Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, may invest any sur- 
plys funds in the County Treasury, or other monies therein, not re- 
quired for formal operation of the county government, or for debt 
payment or services in United States Bonds, or obligations of the 
State of South Carolina, or bonds of Chesterfield County, or any 
of the school districts or townships therein. In making any such in- 
vestments due care shall be taken to purchase bonds or oblizations 
‘that can be promptly converted into cash at not less than par. 

Any and all such bonds, securities and investments so acquired, 
and all other bonds or securites now owned or hereafter acquired by 
Chesterfield County may be sold by the Sinking Fund Commission 
upon an appropriate resolution duly adopted and entered into the of- 
ficial minute book of the Commission and the written approval of a 
majority of the Chesterfield County Legislative Delegation, including 
the Senator. 

SECTION 16: No money shall be drawn from the County Treas- 
ury for the payment of any bonded or other indebtedness of the Coun- 
ty, or any sub-division thereof, other than for the payment of interest 
and matured principal, except upon the direction of an appropriate 
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resolution of the County Sinking Fund Commission duly adopted and 
entered on its minutes, and the approval, in writing, of a majority 
of the County Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 17: In addition to such approval as is now required by 
any special or general law all bonds of County officers, before being 
accepted, must be ‘approved as to form and sufficiency by the Clerk of 
Court. 


SECTION 18: The Board of County Commissioners is author- 
ized, on the filing with it, of an official certificate with the County 
Auditor, that any taxpayer is entitled to a refund for taxes erroneous- 
ly paid, to issue its voucher for the refund of the tax so erroneously 
paid. The certificate of the Auditor must be annexed to the voucher 
for the payment of the claim. Said tax refund shall be paid out of 
the General County Fund. 


SECTION 19: The County Superintendent of Education and the 
County Treasurer are requested to supply each member of the Coun- 
ty Legislative Delegation with a copy of all repprts required to be 
made by said officers under all general and special or local laws. 


SEOTION 20: All flying schools now or hereafter established in 
Chesterfield County, and the real and personal property of such fly- 
ing schools used in connection with their operation, shall be exempt 
from all county, school and local and special taxes, for a period of 
five (5) years, from the Ist day of January, 1945, This Section shall 
continue as a part of the permanent law of the State, until it has 
been expressly and specifically repealed by a subsequent Act. 


SECTION 21: The Deputy Sheriffs, Magistrates and Constables, 
the County Game Wardens, the State Constables, the State High- 
way Patrolmen and all other State or County Peace Officers, are 
hereby directed and required to report to the Sheriff of Chesterfield 
County, on or before the last day of each month, a schedule or state- 
ment of all cases made by each of them before the Magistrates of 
Chesterfield County. Said reports shall show the judgment and sen- 
tence imposed by the Magistrate in each of such cases so reported 
and the money fines paid or collected from the defendant in each 
case. The Sheriff and Treasurer shall compare the said reports of 
such law enforcement officers with the reports of the County Mag- 
istrates required by Section 3729, Volume II, Code of Laws of 
South Carolina, 1942, and if there are any material or substantial 
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discrepancies with respect to the monies collected and paid to the 
Treasurer by said Magistrates and the amounts of fines reported by 
said law enforcement officers, the County Treasurer shall refer the 
matter to the Solicitor for investigation. The County Treasurer is 
directed and required to refuse the payment of any voucher for the 
salary of any County Magistrate or law enforcement officer until 
the said reports have been made to the Sheriff and the Treasurer. 


SECTION 22: In addition to the amounts appropriated in the 
Chesterfield County Supply Act for 1947-1948 there is hereby ap- 
propriated the sum of Twelve Thousand, Five Hundred ($12,500.00) 
Dollars for County roads, construction, maintenance, and repairs of 
roads and bridges. 


SECTION 23: Commencing July .1, 1945, the Board of County 
Commissioners are hereby directed and required to keep a separate, 
itemized account of all expenditures and disbursements made for each 
office and department of the County Government; such account shall 
include all disbursements and expenditures approved and allowed 
for each of said offices and departments of the County Government, 
including all items for office supplies, stationery, postage, telephone 
and telegraphic services, and incidentals. The Clerk of the County 
Board of Commissioners shall include the expenditures made to the 
account of each of said offices and departments of the County Gov- 


ernment in the quarterly reports required by the provisons of Section 
4 of this Act. 


SECTION 24: A Chesterfield County World War No. II Memo- 
rial Commission is hereby created and established. Said Commission 
shall be composed of seven (7) persons who are residents of Ches- 
terfield County. The members of the said Commission shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor. The Commission shall elect one of its mem- 
bers as its Chairman and another member as its Secretary, The said 
Commission shall investigate and study the question of the construc- 
tion and establishment of a suitable memorial to the men and women 
of Chesterfield County who served in the armed forces of the United 
States in World War No. II, and make a report of its findings, con- 
clusions and recommendations to the Chesterfield Legislative Dele- 
gation on or before January 15, 1949, and such other and further 
reports as it shall deem proper and advisable. The expenses and dis- 
bursements of the Commission incurred in the performance of the 
duties herein vested and devolved upon it shall be paid out of the 
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general county fund on warrants of the Commission, approved by 
the Board of County Commissioners. This Section shall continue 
in full force and effect until it has been expressly and specifically 
repealed by subsequent Act. 


SECTION 25: ‘Township and town tax assessors in Chesterfield 
County shall be paid Three ($3.00) Dollars per diem and the mileage 
provided by the general law. 


SECTION 26: The Town Council of each of the several towns in 
Chesterfield County is hereby authorized and empowered to exempt 
manufacturing or industrial plant or enterprise locating in any of 
the said towns from any or all municipal taxes for a period of time 
not to exceed five (5) years from January 1, 1946, Similar exemptions 
may be granted by either or any of the said Town Councils to manu- 
facturing or industrial plants or enterprises that have located in Ches- 
terfield County since January 1, 1946. The Board of County Com- 
missioners of Chesterfield County is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to exempt any manufacturing or industrial plant or enterprise 
locating in Chesterfield County from any or all taxes for a period of 
time not to exceed five (5) years from the first day of January, 1947, 
Similar exemptions may be granted to such manufacturing or indus- 
trial plants or enterprises which have located in Chesterfield County 
since January 1, 1947. 


SECTION 27: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 28: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the

SECTION 2: Expenditure from Item (k), Charity Hospitaliza- 
tion appropriations shall be made by the County Treasurer upon 
orders or warrants, in such forms as may be preseribed by him, is- 
sued and signed in behalf of the County Board of Public Wel- 
fare, for charity hospitalization and contributions toward the fu- 
neral expenses of such needy residents of the county whose financial 
circumstances and the ability of whose relatives to pay the same 
have been fully investigated and determined by said Board of Public 
Welfare; and the appropriation shall be budgeted by the said Board 
to cover the entire fiscal year and no other funds for said or other 
charity purposes shall be expended or obligated by any other County 
Board or official, unless approved by the Delegation. 


SECTION 3: All appropriations herein made are subject to the 
right and authority of the Clarendon County Delegation to change, 
alter or deduct therefrom at any time without notice, when in its 
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judgment such change, alteration or deduction is necessary for the 
best interest of the county and to conform with the revenue expected 
during the life of this Act. This Act is intended and is construed 
to make appropriations for the operation and activities of Clarendon 
County for the period beginning July 1, 1948, and ending June 
30, 1949, 


Balances from appropriations in former years, unexpended on Au- 
gust 1, 1949, shall terminate and end as of that date. The Supervisor 
shall not spend or contract to spend in excess of any amount ap- 
propriated for any item, and he shall keep accurate records and books 
of account of all expenditures and contracts for expenditures in 
accordance with the classification and items as appear in this Act. 
The Supervisor and Treasurer are hereby authorized to borrow 
money in anticipation of collection of revenues to be expended under 
this Act, not to exceed ‘I'wenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for 
ordinary county purposes, and also Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) 
Dollars additional to pay interest on and principal of county bonds, 
if it should become necessary; and for any stim or sums so borrowed 
and interest thereon, not to exceed four (4%) per centum per an- 
num, said officers shall issue the promissory note or notes of the 
county therefor and as a security for the payment thereof pledge the 
aforementioned revenues, including 1947 and former years (uncol- 
lected) property taxes and/or any and all other county revenues, 
and the full faith and credit of the county. 


SECTION 4: ‘The County Treasurer of Clarendon County, upon 
the unanimous written request of the school trustees of any school 
district in said county, endorsed by the Superintendent of Tduca- 
tion of the county and approved by a majority of the Legislative 
Delegation, he, and he is hereby, authorized and empowered, in an- 
ticipation of taxes for the year 1948 and also in anticipation of the 
collection of uncollected taxes for prior years, to borrow for ordi- 
nary school purposes in such school district an amount not exceed- 
ing eighty (80%) per centum of the amount that will be raised by 
the tax levy for the year 1948 and the amount due on account of tn- 
collected taxes, at a rate of interest not to exceed four (4%) per 
centum, and issue the promissory note or other obligation of the 
county therefor, and as security for the payment of said loan or loans 
to pledge the taxes to be collected for such school district for said 
year: PROVIDED, That the proceeds arising from the authority 
therein given shall be used solely for the payment of ordinary school 
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expenses in keeping schools open in the respective school districts 
in said county until said schools can realize from the collection of 
taxes. 


SECTION 5: The County Treasurer shall before the payment of 
any interest or principal on Drainage Bonds, require the production 
of said Bonds and shall copy therefrom the date of issue, the amount, 
the maturity date, and write thereon the payment made on such Bond. 
The Treasurer shall set up an account showing the above informa- 
tion and keep it posted currently for the inspection of the public. 


SECTION 6: Any note or obligation given for an amount exceed- 
ing the total authorization herein shall be null and void unless au- 
thorized in writing by a majority of the Clarendon County Delegation 
in the General Assembly. No county officer charged with disbursing 
the funds herein provided shall expend or contract to spend under 
any general item any sum greater than the amount for each general 
item being appropriated, without the written consent of a majority 
of the members of the County Delegation to the General Assembly. 
Any violations of the provisions herein is hereby declared a malfeas- 
ance in office and such officer shall be subject to removal by the Gov- 
ernor upon the recommendation of a majority of the Delegation. He 
shall be liable on his official bond for all such expended or contracted 
to be spent in excess of the appropriation without first getting the 
written consent cf a majority of the Delegation as hereinabove pro- 
vided. 


SECTION 7: All purchases of property or supplies of any kind 
ordinarily purchased within the county, for use of the county of the 
value of One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, or more, shall be made 
only after ten days’ notice inviting bids, said notice being posted on 
the bulletin hoard in front of the Court House door, and all bids, 
received pursuant to such notice, shall be considered and acted upon 
by the Board of County Commissioners in open meeting, All print- 
ing, postage and stationery shall be first approved by the County 
Board of Commissioners before purchases or obligations are made. 


SECTION 8: The County Treasurer is hereby charged with the 
additional duty of keeping a record of all disbursements in accord- 
ance with the classification and items of the appropriations herein 
made; and the County Supervisor shall enter upon each check or 
warrant drawn by him the name of the fund or appropriation against 
which it is drawn and by such entry the Treasurer shall charge the 
expenditure upon his records. 
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SECTION 9: The County Treasurer shall set up and keep suffi- 
cient books and records, in addtion to such now kept or required 
by law, to fully comply with the foregoing Section; and he shall re- 
fuse payment of any check or warrant in excess of the appropriation 
against which it is drawn; and not later than the tenth day of each cal- 
endar month thereafter he shall prepare a statement of the total 
amount paid out upon the various appropriations items, except sal- 

‘ aries and other fixed lump sums appropriations, copies of which state- 
ment he shall deliver or mail to the Supervisor, each member of the 
County Board of Commissioners and to each member of the County 
Legislative Delegation, and such statement shall include a statement 
of the cash balance of ordinary county funds in hand. 


SECTION 10: In the event that any appropriation item is ex- 
hausted before the end of the fiscal year covered by this Act, and, in 
the opinion of the County Board, additional funds are necessary for 
such purposes, the necessity and the grounds therefor may be pre- 
sented to the County Legislative Delegation and a majority of the 
members thereof may authorized additional expenditures, and the 
written direction of such majority will authorize the County Treas- 
urer to pay such excess amounts out of any available funds in his 
hand, 


SECTION 11: Whenever it appears to the County Board that a 
purchaser at a tax sale received nothing for his bid, because of double 
entries or other errors in the county records, they may refund the 
amount paid on account of such bid by approving a claim there- 
for against the county, which may be paid from collections from for- 
feited lands or from the appropriation herein for contingent expenses, 
but nothing herein shall be construed as a warrant or representation 
by the county of the validity of any title acquired at tax sale now or 
hereafter. 


SECTION 12: An audit of the office and records of any part there- 
of of the county may be had at any time in the fiscal year 1948-1949 
by the County Legislative Delegation or a majority thereof, and the 
expenses therefor paid on their written order to the Supervisor and 
Treasurer from any available funds in the hands of the latter. 


SECTION 138: The Auditor and Treasurer of the county shall so 
complete the necessary work in their respective offices in order to 
open the ‘Treasurer’s books for the collection of the 1948 State and 
County taxes on September 1, 1948, and the collection of said taxes 
shall begin on that date. 
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SECTION 14: No person, firm or corporation (except recipients 
from charity appropriation and except witnesses and jurors paid by 
the county) shall be paid any monies herein appropriated unless he 
or it shall first pay in full any and all outstanding tax executions 
against him or it or his or its property, provided that such tax exe- 
cutions may be in monthly installments satisfactory to the Tax Col- 
lector, the Board of County Commissioners shall be responsible upon 
their respective official bonds for any violation hereof as for any other 
failure in the performance of their duties, 


SECTION 15: Insane persons shall be promptly committed to the 
State Hospital and no such person shall be confined to the county 
jail except upon the express authorization of the Sheriff, and to avoid 
such use of the county jail, the County Board of Commissioners is 
authorized to pay reasonable expenses of transportation of such per- 
son to the State Hospital in Columbia, if so much be necessary, in 
order to avoid committing to the county jail. 


SECTION 16: The Auditor shall levy for the year 1948 and en- 
suing years and the ‘I'reasurer shall collect as other property taxes 
a sufficient millage upon all of the taxable property of the county to 
meet the principal and interest payments upon all county bonds of 
whatever issue as they mature and to create a sufficient sinking fund 
for the lump maturity of Court House Bonds in the year 1948, which 
sinking fund may he deposited and invested as now provided by law; 
and there shall henceforth be only this one tax levy for said purposes 
and the proceeds thereof shall be combined by the Treasurer with 
any funds now or hereafter in hand applicable thereto and such fund 
shall he the “County Bond Fund” from which only county bond, 
principal and interest payments shall be made. 


SECTION 17: The surplus in the General County Fund, if any, 
may be transferred to the “Clarendon Memorial Hospital” for the 
construction and operation of the County Hospital in accordance 
with lav; PROVIDED, said transfer is made by a majority of the 
Clarendon County Delegation. This section shall take effect upon its 
approval by the Governor. 


SECTION 18: The Trustees of Consolidated School District No. 
34 in Clarendon County and the Treasurer of Clarendon County are 
hereby authorized and empowered to borrow from the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund of the State of South Carolina, a sum of money 
not exceeding Fifty-eight Hundred ($5800.00) Dollars, for and in 
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behalf of said District. The amount so borrowed shall be evidenced 
by a note or notes, to be executed by a majority of the members of 
the Board of Trustees of said School District and said Treasurer, 
and shall bear interest at the rate of four (4%) per centum and shall 
be payable within a period of five (5) years from the date of same. 


SECTION 19: That in order to provide for the payment of said 
loan and interest thereon, there is hereby laid an annual tax upon 
all of the taxable property of said Consolidated School District No. 
34, sufficient to retire the loan, plus interest, within a period of five 
(5) years. The entire proceeds of said tax shall be paid annually 
to the Commissioners of the Sinking I*und of the State of South Car- 
olina by the said ‘Treasurer, to be applied on the principal and in- 
terest on the note or notes so given to secure the loan, until said loan, 
with interest, is paid in full, at which time the tax shall be no longer 
laid, levied or collected. It shall be the duty of the Auditor of said 
County to levy the said tax and the duty of the Treasurer of said 
County to collect the tax so levied as other taxes are now collected 
by law. 


SECTION 20: Any of said persons or agencies drawing travel al- 
lowances as herein provided shall show by affidavit that such gaso- 
line and oil was actually used. 


SECTION 21: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed to the extent of such inconsistency.

BE IT ENACTED hy the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 
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SECTION 1: Use of surplus school district bond account funds, 
Clarendon County.—All funds held in any bond account of any 
School District in Clarendon County which are in excess of the 
amount necessary to pay the principal of the bonds and all interest 
through the maturity dates of same, shall be first applied by the Treas- 
urer of said County, as far as necessary, to the payment of any other 
indebtedness of said School District, and the balance, if any, shall be 
transferred by the Treasurer of said County to the General Fund of 
said School District. 


SECTION 2: Transfer general funds pay county court house 
bonds.—The Treasurer of Clarendon County is authorized to transfer 
to the County Bond Fund from the General Funds so much cash as is 
necessary to pay the principal and interest of the County Court House 
bonds when they mature.

the General Assembly for 1944 are hereby suspended for the tax 
year 1948 and the school expenditures will be paid from the direct 
appropriations hereinabove made. The County Auditor is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to assess, and the County Treasurer to collect, 
in addition to the levy authorized in Section 1 hereof all taxes imposed 
under General Statutes, except as hereinabove provided, and three- 
fourths (34) mill for the Colleton County Rural Library Board to be 
expended upon request of the County Rural Library Board by regular 
vouchers approved by the County Superintendent of Tducation. 


SECTION 4: If any of the items, or portions thereof, for which 
funds are herein appropriated should be assumed by the State and ap- 
propriations therefor be made by the State, then the amounts for such 
purposes herein appropriated shall be paid to the special reserve fund 
in the amount herein appropriated if the State appropriations be 
sufficient for that amount, and, if the State appropriations should not 
be sufficient, then only so much of the funds herein appropriated as 
may be necessary shall be used with the balance to be paid to the 
special reserve fund. 


SECTION 5: All funds received by the County from whatever 
source realized above the amount necessary to pay the appropriations 
hereinabove made, all unused amounts of appropriations for previous 
fiscal years and the proceeds of all delinquent tax collections for prior 
years not otherwise pledged shall be transferred by the Treasurer to 
the Special Reserve Fund as now provided by law. 


SECTION 6: Any funds which may be paid to the County or any 
school district therein by the State for depreciation of school buses 
shall be carried by the County Treasurer and County Superintendent 
of Iiducation in a Special School Bus Replacement Fund and shall be 
used along with the amount appropriated hereinabove for such pur- 
pose for the purchase of new school buses. 


SECTION 7: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

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AN AOT To Authorize And Direct The Issuance And Sale By 
The County Of Colleton Of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) 
Dollars Of Bonds By The Said County For The Purpose Of Mak- 
ing Improvements In The Schools Of Colleton County And To 
Provide For The Payment Thereof. 


WHEREAS, the schools of the Walteboro School District serve 
a large portion of the area of Colleton County; and 


WHEREAS, the enrollment in the high schools in Walterboro 
School District is in large part composed of pupils residing beyond 
the limits of Walterboro School District; and 


WHEREAS, an additional or twelfth grade has been added to 
the school system in South Carolina; and 


WHEREAS, the high schools in Walterboro School District are 
already overcrowded and the school session beginning September, 
1948 will, by reason of the addition of the twelfth grade, greatly in- 
crease the number of pupils in the Walterboro high schools; and 


WHEREAS, there is no room available for housing and teaching 
the number of pupils which will be enrolled in the Walterboro high 
schools for the session beginning September, 1948, unless some addi- 
tional building be made available to the Walterboro high schools; and 


WHEREAS, there is pending a study of the other school needs for 
the County of Colleton by the Colleton County Educational Advisory 
Board, which Board should report its findings and recommendations 
by January 1, 1949; and 

WHEREAS, an immediate emergency exists as to building needs 
of the schools in the Walterboro School District; NOW THERE- 
FORE , 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 


Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Colleton County issue bonds for building improve- 
ments.—The County Superintendent of Education of Colleton County 
and the Treasurer of Colleton County are hereby authorized, em- 
powered and directed to issue and sell bonds of the County of Colle- 
ton in the amount of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars. 
The proceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be expended for the erec- 
tion and acquisition of additional school buildings and equipment 
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in the Walterboro School District and such other emergency 
building needs in the County of Colleton as, at the discretion of the 
County Superintendent of Education, can be made with any balance 
remaining after the erection of additional necessary buildings and 
equipment in the Walterboro School District. The proceeds of the 
sale of the bonds herein authorized shall be disbursed by the County 
Superintendent of Education in the manner provided by law for ex- 
penditure of school funds. 


SECTION 2: Funds use pay—pledge pay.—Bonds issued under 
this Act shall be payable in the first instance from the revenue of the 
County of Colleton received from the State of South Carolina as its 
portion of the alcoholic liquors tax, to the extent of the sum of Eight 
Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars per annum. There is hereby specifically 
pledged for the payment of said bonds the sum of Eight Thousand 
($8,000.00) Dollars from the County’s portion of the alcoholic liquors 
tax and the County Treasurer is hereby authorized and directed, as 
long as any portion of the principal of and interest on these bonds 
remain unpaid, to set aside annually for the purpose of, retiring said 
bonds and paying the interest thereon the sum of Eight Thousand 
($8,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, Tne said bonds shall 
constitute general obligations of the County of Colleton, and the full 
iaith, credit and taxing power of the County are hereby pledged to 
their payment. 


SECTION 3: Prerequisite to issuance—No bonds shall be issued 
under this Act, however, unless and until the County Superintendent 
of Education and the County Treasurer shall determine by written 
certificate that the revenue from which they are made payable, to wit; 
the sum of Eight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dollars annually from the 
County’s portion of the excise tax and license tax on liquors, will be 
sufficient to pay the principal of and interest on said bonds as such 
principal and interest shall become due without resorting to any other 
taxes or revenues of the said County of Colleton, 


SECTION 4: Funds divert into special fund to pay.—After the 
issuance of any bonds under this Act, the sum of Hight ‘Thousand 
($8,000.00) Dollars annually, if so much be necessary, from the excise 
and license tax on alcoholic liquors, on which they are made payable in 
the first instance as herein provided, shall as collected he segregated 
and kept in a separate and special fund by the County Treasurer to be 
used for the payment of the principal of and interest thereon; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that whenever and for so long as the amount 
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of money in such special fund shall be sufficient to pay the amount of 
such principal and interest falling due within two years thereafter, 
further contributions to the said special fund may be suspended. 


SECTION 5: Liability of bond holders.—-In case the County 
Treasurer shall at any time fail or neglect to collect said revenue, or 
to segregate the same or to maintain such special fund in a sufficient 
amount to meet the principal of and interest on said bonds as they fall 
due, or to apply said revenue hereby pledged to the purposes afore- 
said, the holder or holders of any of said bonds may enforce the per- 
formance of said duties by mandamus proceedings in any Court of 
competent jurisdiction. 


SECTION 8: Execution.—The bonds issued under this Act shall 
be signed by the County Superintendent of Education and by the 
County Treasurer, and the seal of the County shall be affixed to or 
impressed upon them. Coupons attached to such bonds shall be au- 
thenticated by the facsimile signature of the County Treasurer. The 
delivery of the bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any 
changes in offices occurring after such execution. 


SECTION 7: Denomination — place pay — negotiable.—T he 
honds shall be issued in such form and denomination, and with such 
provision as to time and place or places of payment as may be de- 
termined by the County Superintendent of Education, subject to the 
provisions of this Act. Said bonds shall be issued as negotiable cou- 
pon bonds, payable to bearer but with the privilege of registration. 


SECTION 8: Maturities—interest—exempt from taxes.—Said 
bonds shall mature in annual series or installments, the last of 
which installments, however, shall mature not more than twenty 
(20) years after the date of said bonds. Said series or installments 
may be equal or unequal in amount. The bonds shall bear inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding three (3%) per centum per annum, 
payable annually or semi-annually, as may be determined by the 
County Superintendent of Education, and shall be free from taxation, 
except estate or inheritance taxes. 

SECTION 9: Sale, deposit and use of proceeds.— Bonds issued 
under this Act may be sold by the County Superintendent of Edu- 
cation either at public or private sale for not less than par and accrued 
interest and the funds derived from the sale thereof shall be depos- 
ited with the County Treasurer and be used only for the purposes 
aforesaid. 
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SECTION 10: Invalidity.—I{ any of the provisions of this Act 
shall be held unconstitutional by any Court of competent jurisdiction 
such unconstitutionality shall not affect any of the remaining provi- 
sions of this Act. 


SECTION 11: Repeal.—aAll Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed to the extent of such 
inconsistency.

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AN ACT To Authorize And Request The Colleton County Edu- 
cational Advisory Board To Study The School Building Needs 
And Other School Problems Of Colleton County, And To Make 
Report Thereon, And To Provide For The Expenses Thereof. 


WHEREAS, the enrollment in the public school system of Colleton 
County has greatly increased, and continues to increase; and 


WHEREAS, the Colleton County school system is faced with 
many problems, some so serious as to be emergencies, relating to the 
housing and building needs of the schools, the problem of school bus 
transportation, the problem of adequate facilities and equipment, ete. ; 
and 


WHEREAS, it is the desire of the General Assembly to meet, to 
the fullest extent possible, the educational needs of the County of 
Colleton, within the limits of the ability of the County to finance and 
pay for such improvements; NOW, THEREFORE, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Educational advisory board study school system, 
Colleton County—report.—That the Colleton County Educational 
Advisory Board, established under Act 266 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of South Carolina for 1943 be, and it is hereby authorized 
and requested to wake, during the year 1948, a careful study of all the 
school problems pertaining to and confronting the public school 
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system of Colleton County, and to make report in writing of its find- 
ings and recommendations to the Colleton County Legislative Delega- 
tion, the Colleton County Superintendent of Education and the Colle- 
ton County Board of Education not later than Ist January, 1949. 


SECTION 2: Problems give particular attention—study county 
unit system of finances.—The said Colleton County Educational Ad- 
visory Board is hereby requested to make such study with particular 
reference to the problems of school buildings, school transportation and 
such economies as may be possible to secure in the school system, and 
to make suggestions or recommendations as to ways and means of 
financing the improvements which it may find to be necessary and ad- 
visable. ‘he said Hducational Advisory Board is further requested to 
study and review the operation of the County unit system of school 
financing now in effect in Colleton County, and to make such  ree- 
ommendations as it may think advisable for revising or changing the 
County unit system of school financing. 


SECTION 3: Meetings—officers cooperate —The County Super- 
intendent of Education is hereby instructed to initiate said study by 
calling a meeting of said Colleton County Educational Advisory Board, 
and such other meetings as may thereafter be necessary or advisable. 
The said Colleton County liducational Advisory Board is hereby au- 
thorized to request information, statistics, etc., from the County Super- 
intendent of ducation, the County Board of Iducation, the ‘Trustees 
of all County Schools, the Superintendents of all County schools, 
County Treasurer, County Auditor and County Supervisor, and such 
officers are hereby directed to furnish the said Educational Advisory 
Board the information which it may request. 


SECTION 4: Items report on— The said Colleton County Educa- 
tional Adivsory Board is specifically requested to have its report con- 
tain findings and recommendations on the following subjects: 

(1) The need for new or additional buildings for the County Hdu- 
cational system and suggested location, cost and methods of financing 
such new buildings, if any; 

(2) The school transportation system of the County and any 
changes necessary in that system; 

(3) Any economics in school operation, construction of buildings, 
school transportation and otherwise, as may or could be affected by 
consolidations of existing schools, the dissolving of presently existing 
consolidated schools, the erection of buildings or otherwise ; 
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(4) The operation of the County unit system of financing schools, 
and any changes thought necessary or desirable in connection there- 
with. 

(5) Such other matters pertaining to the operation, efficiency and 
financing of the schools of Colleton County as the said Advisory 
Board may wish to include. 


SECTION 5: Per diem—mileage—expenses.—I’or their services 
in connection with such study the members of said Educational Ad- 
visory Board shall be paid per diem and mileage as now provided 
by law and said Board is hereby authorized to incur such other ex- 
pense as may be necessary in connection with such study, the ex- 
pense thereof to be paid out of the Educational Funds of the County 
as are other school expenses, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the 
total amount to be expended in connection with such study shall 
not exceed the sum of $1,000.00.

SEOTION 2: The Advisory Board of the County Manager is here- 
by empowered to borrow money for current expenses and road main- 
tenance in anticipation of taxes to be collected, and the County Man- 
ager shall not pay any claims in excess of the appropriation made 
for such purpose unless consent thereto is given by the Senator and 
a majority of the members of the Delegation.

pected during the life of this Act.

AN AOT To Authorize The Town Of Darlington To Issue Re- 
funding Bonds To Refund Certain Outstanding Bonds Of Said 
Town, And To Provide For A Tax To Pay The Principal Of And 
Interest On Such Refunding Bonds. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Legislative finding.—It is hereby found and deter- 
mined that the ‘Town of Darlington has heretofore issued bonds of said 
Town, designated as “Street Improvement Bonds”, of the aggregate 
principal amount of Seventy-five Thousand ($75,000.00) Dollars, 
dated the fifteenth day of July, 1921, and payable the fifteenth day of 
July, 1951, and bearing interest at the rate of six (6%) per centum 
per annum, and that said bonds were issued by said Town for the pur- 
pose of financing the cost of street improvements in said Town, and are 
now valid and binding obligations of said Town, and that the moneys 
which have been raised by said Town for the payment of the principal 
of said bends and are now available do not exceed Twenty-five Thou- 
sand ($25,000.00) Dollars, and that by reason of current conditions, 
said Town can, at this time, borrow money upon attractive terms, and 
that it is to the interest and benefit of said Town and its taxpayers 
to refund, as hereinafter provided, Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dol- 
lars of the principal of said outstanding bonds by the immediate is- 
suance of refunding bonds either in exchange for said outstanding 
bonds or to raise funds which can be held until said outstanding 
bonds can be paid on the fifteenth day of July, 1951. 


SECTION 2: Darlington issue bonds refund certain street im- 
provement bonds.—The Town Council of the Town of Darlington 
shall have power to issue Refunding Bonds of said Town of an aggre- 
gate principal amount not exceeding Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) 
Dollars for the purpose of refunding part of the principal of said 
outstanding bonds. Any Refunding Bonds issued pursuant to this Act 
may be issued either as a single issue of bonds or as several separate 
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issues of bonds. ach issue of bonds shall mature in annual install- 
ments or series, beginning not later than three and ending not later 
than thirty years after the date of the bonds of such issue. No such 
installment or series of any such issue of bonds shall be more than 
three times as large as the smallest prior installment or series of such 
issue of bonds. 


BECTION 3: Register — interest — execution — denominations. 
—The bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall be issued as coupon 
bonds, payable to bearer, but may be issued with the privilege 
to the holder of having them registered as to principal in his 
name on the books of said Town, and the principal thus made 
payable to the registered holder, subject to such conditions as said 
Town Council may prescribe. Bonds so registered in the name of the 
holder may thereafter be registered as payable to bearer and made 
payable accordingly. Fach such bond shall bear interest at such rate 
or rates of interest, not exceeding four (4%) per centum per annum, 
as may be determined by said Town Council and such interest may 
be made payable annually or semi-annually, The principal of and in- 
terest on bonds issued pursuant to this Act may be made payable 
within or without the State of South Carolina, and in such medium of 
payment as may be indicated in said bonds. All such bonds shall be 
signed by the Mayor of said Town. The corporate seal of said Town 
shall be affixed to or impressed on each such bond and attested by 
the Town Clerk and ‘Treasurer of said ‘Town. Interest Coupons at- 
tached to such bonds need not be authenticated otherwise than by a 
facsimile signature of the Town Clerk and Treasurer who is in of- 
fice on the date of the bonds to which said coupons are attached. The 
delivery of bonds so executed shall be valid notwithstanding any 
changes in officers or seal occurring after such execution. Bonds is- 
sued pursuant to this Act shall be issued in such form and in such 
denominations as may be prescribed by said Town Council. 


SECTION 4: Exempt from taxes.—All bonds issued pursuant to 
this Act shall be exempt from all State, County, School and Municipal 
taxes. 


SEOTION 5: Payment.—The Town Council of said Town shall 
levy annually a special tax ad valorem on all taxable property in said 
Town for the purpose of paying the principal of and interest on any 
bonds issued pursuant to this Act, as such principal and interest, re- 
spectively, become due. and such tax shall be sufficient for said pur- 
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pose and in addition to all other taxes authorized by law to be levied 
by said Town. 


SEOTION 6: Sale—exchange.—Any bonds issued pursuant to this 
Act may be sold by said Town Council in such manner as said Town 
Council shall deem advisable, at not less than par and accrued interest, 
or, if said Town Council shall deem it advisable, may be issued in ex- 
change for outstanding bonds of like principal amount. Any issue of 
bonds may be sold at one time or in installments at different times. If 
any issue of bonds is sold in installments, the maturities of the issued 
bonds of such issue shall be such as to comply with the requirements of 
Section 2 of this Act. 


BECTION 7: Deposit and investment of proceeds.—In the event 
that any bonds issued pursuant to this Act shall be sold and 
the proceeds of the sale of such bonds shall not be immedi- 
ately applied to the peyment of outstanding bonds, such pro- 
ceeds shall, if practicable, be deposited in a special account in a 
bank which is a member of the Federal Reserve System. Monies so 
deposited shall be withdrawn solely for the purpose of paying the 
principal of said outstanding bonds. The Town Council may require 
such deposit to be secured by the deposit of United States Govern- 
ment securities or in such other manner as may be deemed advisable

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SECTION 2: All materials, merchandise, supplies and equipment 
for Dillon County shall be purchased by sealed competitive bids by 
the Board of County Commissioners, except where competitive bids 
are not obtainable, or the quantity of the purchase is too small to 
obtain bids within the discretion of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, and in such cases the Board may authorize the Road Super- 
visor to make such purchases, ‘The County Commissioners shall main- 
tain strict supervision and close check of all supplies and see that 
equipment is kept in proper condition and protected from abuse, No 
salaries shall be paid in advance. The Board of County Commission- 
ers shall cause to be published quarterly, in The Dillon Herald, a 
statement of all claims paid, showing name of claimant, the amount 
paid and the appropriation to which claim was charged. 


SEOTION 8: ‘The Road Supervisor of the County of Dillon shall 
perform his duties under the direction and control of the Board of 
County Commissioners and any and all Acts in conflict with this pro- 
vision are hereby amended to conform therewith. 


BEOTION 4; The County Jailor shall be appointed by the Board 
of County Commissioners annually for a one year term beginning as 
of July Ist, and shall be subject to removal at any time by a major- 
ity vote of the said Board. He shall maintain such records as are 
prescribed by the Board or the Accountant employed to make the 
annual Dillon County audit. 


BECTION 4A: The County Treasurer of Dillon County, and other

SEOTION 3: The jailor of said County shall be appointed by the 
Sheriff and shall serve at the pleasure of the Sheriff; and shall receive 
One ($1.00) Dollar per day for dieting each prisoner, to be paid out 
of the fund for dieting of prisoners and jail, to be in full payment of 
fees and salary. 


SECTION 4: ‘The Court Crier, Jurors, Jury Boy and Bailiffs shall 
receive Four ($4.00) Dollars per day for each day’s service in at- 
tendance upon Court. 


SECTION 5: In addition to the other costs and fees now allowed 
hy law to the Probate Judge of Edgefield County for his services, 
he shall be entitled to the fees allowed him by law for issuing mar- 
riage licenses. 
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SECTION 6: No gasoline or oil purchased by the County shall be 
used by any officer except the County Supervisor, who shall also 
have the use of a county owned and maintained automobile. Said 
gasoline, oil and automobile to be used exclusively for county pur- 
poses. 


SEOTION 7: All payments herein provided for shall be made di- 
rect to the person receiving same. 


SECTION 8: No telephone shall be maintained by the County ex- 
cept with the written approval of the County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 9: No office supplies, postage or stationery, or fuel for 
any county office shall be bought except through the Clerk of Court, : 
who shall authorize all purchases, and he shall be responsible for 
same, keeping an itemized statement of the same for which office 
bought, and shall furnish a statement of items each month to the 
County Board and shall authorize no purchase beyond the appropria- 
tion herein provided. 


SECTION 10: No office equipment, furniture and fixtures shall be 
bought except upon the written approval of the County Legislative 
Delegation. 


SECTION 11: No property shall be rented for the use of the Coun- 
ty, or any department thereof, except with the written permission 
of the County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 12: All purchases for gang, road, bridges, buildings and 
their maintenance, of any kind whatsoever, must be made by the 
Supervisor personally, or on his written order: PROVIDED, that no 
item costing over One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars shall be bought by 
the Supervisor without the written consent of at least one of the 
County Commissioners. 


SECTION 18: No tractors, trucks, scrapes, wagons, scoops, or any 
kind of road machinery can be purchased with county funds without 
the written consent of the County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 14: The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for Edgefield County for the recording, filing, indexing and/or reg- 
istering any mortgage or other instrument conveying an interest in, 
or creating a lien on crops growing or to be grown and/or personal 
property and made to any corporation organized under the Acts of 
Congress, known as the Farm Credit Act of 1933, if and/or as

amended, a Regional Agricultural Credit Corporation, 4 Federal In- 
termediate Credit Bank, or any other corporation which rediscounts 
notes or other obligations with or procures loans from a Federal In- 
termediate Credit Bank, the Reconstruction Finance Corporation or 
the Government of the United States or any department, agency, in- 
strumentality or office thereof, shall be seventy-five (75¢) cents; 
and a copy or duplicate of such instrument shall be furnished to the 
recording officer. The fee that may be charged by the Clerk of Court 
for search and a certificate of priority liens on crops for each loan 
shall be twenty-five (25¢) cents; PROVIDED, that Edgefield Coun- 
ty is specifically excepted from the provisions of Section 3638, Code 
of Laws of South Carolina, 1942. 

That the fee for recording a deed to real estate when the number 
of words doves not exceed one thousand (1,000) shall be One ($1.00) 
Dollar, and when the number of words exceeds one thousand (1,- 
000) it shall be at the rate of ten (10¢) cents per hundred words. 


SECTION 15: The County Board of Education shall operate the 
schools in Edgefield County on what is commonly known as a “County 
Unit” plan or system. The said Board shall determine the method of 
handling school funds, and it shall be their duty to regulate special 
school levies so as to provide a uniform millage county-wide, to be 
approved in writing by the County Legislative Delegation, to finance 
the operation of the school system in said County: PROVIDED, 
that no school claim shall be a valid claim against said County until 
said claim has been approved in writing by the County Superintend- 
ent of Fducation on the face of said claim, and said Superintendent 
shall keep a record of all claims approved by him, together with the 
purpose of the claim, the payee thereof and the amount of same. 
The County Board of Education of said County shall be, and it 
is hereby, empowered to fix and regulate the salaries of all super- 
visors, superintendents, principals, teachers, janitors, bus drivers 
and/or any other person or persons employed directly or indirectly 
in connection with the school system of Edgefield County, and no per- 
son shall be employed or salary paid in any position aforesaid, or in 
any other capacity in connection with the school system of said coun- 
ty, without the approval of the said County Board of Education. 
The County Board of Education shall have the power, and it is 
hereby, authorized, to consolidate, affiliate and/or abolish schools in 
said County when, in its judgment, economy or efficiency will re- 
sult from such action. The said Board shall have full power to out- 
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line and locate school bus routes in said county, determine the schools 
to which pupils are to be transported for educational purposes and 
may refuse the transfer or transportation of pupils to schools in other 
counties if, in its judgment, economical and efficient education can 
be provided for said pupils in Edgefield County. 


The said County Board of Education is authorized and directed 
to divide the county into high school districts and place all schools 
in the county in one of the said high school districts for instructional 
purposes, and the superintendent of the high schools shall have 
supervision of all schools in their respective districts. The Superin- 
tendent of the high school districts are required to make an annual 
report on or before January 15th, of each year to the County Board 
of Education setting forth the number of teachers employed in each 
school in their respective districts and the salary paid each teacher, 
the average enrollment and the average attendance, the amount spent 
for incidentals, and they shall also submit their recommendations at 
this time for the school year beginning July 1st. 


SECTION 16: The County Legislative Delegation shall have the 
right at any time to alter any of its salaries or appropriations her¢- 
in, PROVIDED, said alteration shall be in the form of a letter ad- 
dressed to the proper authorities and signed by both members of 
said Delegation. 


SECTION 17: That the amounts provided for herein for the sév- 
eral purposes shall be expended for the purpose stated and none 
other, and any unexpended balance on hand at the expiration of the 
period herein provided for shall revert to the general funds of the 
County. No County funds shall be expended for any purpose un- 
less such expenditure is specifically authorized by the provisions of 
this Act, or by the written authorization of the members of the Edge- 
field County Delegation. 


SECTION 18: In the event it should be determined by the proper 
authorities that the amount herein appropriated for any purpose is 
insufficient then the Supervisor is directed to notify the Legislative 
Delegation and the Legislative Delegation shall have the authority to 
transfer sufficient funds to take care of same, and the Legislative 
Delegation shall have the authority to transfer from the County sur- 
plus funds to any other fund such sum or sums as in the opinion: of 
the Legislative Delegation may be in the best interest of the County. 
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SECTION 19: If it should be determined that the amount held by 
the County Treasurer for ordinary County purposes is sufficient to 
pay the amount herein appropriated then upon instruction of the Leg- 
islative Delegation the millage for ordinary purposes may be elim- 
inated in whole or in part, as determined. 


SECTION 20: All funds received from the State Forestry Com- 
mission shall be placed by the Treasurer of Edgefield County to the 
credit of the County School Building Fund. 


SECTION 21; Each and every claim drawn against the county and 
to be paid under the provision of this Bill shall be marked as to what 
fund or account it is to be paid and charged against, and the records 
of the Supervisor’s office shall be set up by having a separate and 
distinct page for each item and/or account contained herein. 


SECTION 22: The miscellaneous account herein set up shall be 
spent only upon the written approval of the Edgefield County Legis- 
lative Delegation. 


SECTION 23: The allotment of office space in the Court House to 
the various officers and departments shall be made by the Supervisor 
who shall have complete charge of said Court House. 


SECTION 24: All funds not herein specifically appropriated or des- 
ignated for some special purpose which may now be in the hands of 
the Treasurer or may hereafter come into the hands of the Treas- 
urer shall only be expended upon the written direction of the Legis- 
lative Delegation. 


SECTION 25: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 26: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the 
Governor.

($3,650.00) Dollars hereinabove appropriated for County Health 
Unit under Item 4 is subject to the following provisions: PRO- 
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VIDED, that the physician to he employed shall be a graduate of a 
regular medical college and skilled in hygienic and sanitary science, 
said physician shall be designated County Health Officer, and shall 
perform all such duties as may be imposed upon him by the sanitary 
laws of the State, and shall discharge all the duties of County Physi- 
cian, and that a trained public nurse shall be employed who shall de- 
vote her whole time to public works in Fairfield County, and such 
other workers as may be found necessary and desirable to properly 
carry out a public health program: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that, 
as far as possible, a medical inspection of all school children in Fair- 
field County shall be made by the physician in charge and that all 
trustees and principals, shall give every assistance in carrying out 
this program: PROVIDED, FURTHER, that this appropriation is 
contingent upon the full compliance of this Section. There is hereby 
created a Board of County Health Commissioners whose duty it shall 
be to advise with the County Health Physician and help further to 
promote the general health conditions of the county. This Board shall 
be camposed of eight (8) members, to be appointed by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
of Fairfield County. 


SECTION 3: ‘he salaries of the Magistrates in the various Dis- 
tricts for the fiscal year beginning July 1, 1948, and ending June 30, 
1949, are hereby fixed as follows: 

Magistrates at Winnsboro and Winnsboro Mills, Six Hundred ($600- 
.00) Dollars each; all other magistrates, ‘Three Hundred ($300.00) 
Dollars each. 


SECTION 4: hat all warrants drawn on county funds shall specify 
on what fund they ave drawn and no warrant shall be drawn on any 
fund otherwise than specified in this Act. 


SECTION 5: That the Sheriff of Fairfield County shall receive not 
exceeding eighty (80¢) cents per day for dieting prisoners. The 
Sheriff shall be allowed a turnkey fee of fifty (50¢) cents per prisoner : 
That all temporary prisoners committed by the town of Winnsboro, 
the turnkey shall be paid by the town of Winnsboro., 


SECTION 6: All funds now in the hands of the Treasurer and/or 
all funds that may come into his hands during the year 1948-1949, 
and monies in the hands of said Treasurer which were received by 
the collection of tax executions during the year 1948-1949, are hereby 
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transferred and made a part of the Contingent Fund in addition to 
the Twenty-five Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars appropriated in Section 
1 of this Act. All funds of the County on hand July 1, 1948, by 
reason of unexpended balance of appropriations for the period ending 
June 30, 1949, are likewise made a part of said Contingent Fund. 
That no part of the Contingent Fund other than the Twenty-five 
Hundred ($2,500.00) Dollars set out in Item 13 of this Act shall be 
spent except on an order or orders signed by the Senator and one 
other member of the Legislative Delegation of Fairfield County. 
Approval for such appropriations to be made only at a meeting of 
ithe entire T,egislative Delegation. At least one such mecting shall be 
held once each Calendar Month. 


SECTION 7: ‘I'he County Board of Commissioners is hereby di- 
rected to assume the office of Budget Officer for Fairfield County 
as a part of their duties as County Commissioners, and they are 
hereby authorized to reduce the appropriations for the various items 
in this Act whenever they see that the revenue will not be available 
to meet the required appropriations. 


SECTION 8: ‘The sum of five hundred ($500.00) dollars shall be 
placed to the credit of the Farm Demonstration Agent, to be used by 
him for prizes for the Boy's and Girl’s Clubs, and to be divided 
between such annually. He is directed to file at the end of the year 
with the County Board of Commissioners a statement showing how 
such funds are expended. 


SECTION 9: ‘The County Board of Commissioners is authorized 
and directed to pay only one-half of the cost of maintaining and 
operating any ferry between Fairfield and Newberry Counties. 


SECTION 10: In the event the Clerk of Court or Judge of Probate 
should have in their official capacity any funds which have been un- 
claimed for as long as seven (7) years, they are hereby authorized to 
pay the saine over to the County Treasurer, taking his receipt for the 
same. ‘The County Treasurer shall deposit any amount so received 
as a part of the fund for ordinary county purposes. 


SECTION 11: That the County Board of Commissioners shall fix 
the salary of the Superintendent of the County Chaingang, to be 
paid out of the appropriations for Item 1, 

SECTION 12: All orders or warrants upon the County Treasurer 
in the payment of approved claims shall be signed by the Chairman 
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of the Board of County Commissioners, attested by the Clerk of the 
Board. 


SECTION 13: There is hereby laid a tax of three-fourths (3/4) 
of a mill upon all of the taxable property in said county, the proceeds 
of which are to be used for the operation and maintenance of the 
Fairfield County Library. The Auditor of said county is hereby di- 
rected to levy the tax so laid and the Treasurer of said County shall 
collect the tax so levied in like manner as other taxes are collected. 


BECTION 14: The County Board of Commissioners, out of the

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Florence memorial stadium commission —That 
there is hereby created a board or commission of five (5) members to 
be known as the FLORENCE MEMORIAL STADIUM COM- 
MISSION, which shall be constituted, and the powers and duties of 
which shall be as hereinafter set forth. 


SECTION 2: Duties and powers—Florence memorial stadium.— 
That said commission shall be, and hereby is, vested with authority 
to own, convey, and mortgage any property acquired by it, and to 
construct and maintain upon any premises acquired by it, or other- 
wise made available to it, an athletic field and stadium to be known 
as Florence Memorial Stadium; tu supervise, control, operate, and 
maintain said athletic field and stadium, and any and all recreational 
activities upon said premises; to borrow sum or sums of money for 
said purposes, and pledge any or all revenues from the use of said 
facilities for the prompt payment of such obligations; and to do any 
or all other acts incident to the construction, maintenance, and ope- 
ration thereof. 


SECTION 3: Personnel — term — appointment.—That the five 
members of said commission shall be C. D. Cox, who shall serve for 
a term of one year; I,. M. Palles, who shall serye for a term of two 
years; Norman M. Huckabee. who shall serve for a term of three 
years; W. Stokes Houck, who shall serve for a term of four years; 
and Ira S. Rainwater, Jr., who shall serve for a term of five years. All 
of said terms to commence from the date of the passage of this Act; 
and all of said appointees and their successors shall serve for the 
periods named or until the appointment and qualification of their suc- 
cessor or successors; that upon the expiration of said terms successors 
shall be appointed by the Governor of South Carolina for five year 
terms in the following order, and thereafter in the same order: ‘The 
successor to C, D. Cox shall be appointed upon the recommendation 
of the City Council of the City of Florence; the successor to L. M. 
Pailes shall be appointed upon the recommendation of the Chamber 
of Commerce of the City of Florence; the successor to Norman M. 
Huckabee shall be appointed upon the recommendation of the Greater 
Florence Athletic Association; the successor to W. Stokes Houck 
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shall be appointed upon the recommendation of the Board of School 
Commissioners of the Florence School District ;.and the successor to 
Tra S. Rainwater, Jr. shall be appointed upon the recommendation of 
Fred H. Sexton Post No. One of the American Legion. 


SECTION 4: Officers.—That the said commission shall annually 
elect one of its members as chairman, another of its members as secre- 
tary, and another as treasurer, to serve each for a period of one year, 
or until their successor or successors are elected. The offices of secre- 
tary and treasurer may be filled by one person, if desirable. The treas- 
urer shall be the custodian of all funds of the commission, and dis- 
bursements thereof hy him shall be under such rules and regulations 
as shall be prescribed by him as shall be required by the commission ; 
and such bond or security shall be furnished by him as shall be re- 
quired by the commission. 


SECTION 5: Vacancy.—That, in the event of the failure of quali- 
fication, the death, or the resignation of any member of the commis- 
sion now appointed or who may hereafter be appointed, the remaining 
members of the commission shall elect some person to fill the unex- 
pired term of such member. PROVIDED, that upon the completion 
of the term of a member of the commission, if his successor is not rec- 
ommended to the Governor for appointment by the organization above 
named for a period of thirty (30) days after the completion of such 
term, then the other four members of the commission shall recom- 
mend to the Governor a resident of the County of Florence for ap- 
pointment by him to serve the full term, and the Governor shall make 
the appointment as recommended by them.

SECTION 2: Borrow.—In order to effectually carry out the pur- 
pose of this Act and for the operation of schools in Florence County, 
the Board of Education for said County is authorized to borrow such 
sum of money as may be necessary.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Appropriation for Georgetown County memorial 
hospital, Georgetown County.—That the sum of Fifty Thousand 
($50,000.00) Dollars be, and the same is hereby, appropriated out of 
the General Funds of Georgetown County, to be used by the Board 
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of ‘Trustees of the Georgetown County Memorial Hospital as aid in 
the construction, equipping and maintenance of the Georgetown Coun- 
ty Memorial Hospital, in Georgetown County, State of South 
Carolina. 

That the said Board of ‘Trustees of said Hospital is hereby au- 
thorized and empowered to draw its warrants or orders for the funds 
herein appropriated, in such amounts and at such times as in its judg-

00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, out of the General Funds of 
said County, to be used by the ‘Trustees of said Hospital to aid in 
paying the necessary costs and expenses of maintaining and operat- 
ing said Hospital for the first two (2) years after the construction 
of said Hospital has been completed, beginning with the first day it 
is opened for the reception of patients and for usual business and 
services of said Hospital. 

That the said Board of Trustees is hereby authorized and em- 
powered, upon the completion of the construction and equipping of 
said Hospital and upon its opening for reception of patients and the 
usual business and the services of the Hospital, to draw its warzants 
or orders on the funds appropriated in this section of this Act, in 
such amounts and at such times as in its judgment and discretion 
it may be necessary to carry out the intent, purposes and provisions 
of this Act, and the County Treasurer of said County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay such orders or warrants when properly 
prepared and presented for payment. 


SEOTION 3: General funds defined.—‘General Funds” of 
Georgetown County, as used in this Act, shall be construed to include 
surplus funds of said County. 


SEOTION 4: Hospital trustees apply for and receive gifts.— 
The Board of Trustees of said Hospital is authorized and empowered 
to apply for, receive and accept in behalf of said hospital, any gift 
and/or grant of money and/or any kind of property and/or anything

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South

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SECTION 1: Georgetown County issue notes buy lands—The 
County Board of Education of Georgetown Ccunty be, and it is here- 
by, authorized and empowered to issue and sell coupon notes of 
Georgetown County in an amount not exceeding One Hundred 
Twenty-five Thousand ($125,000.000) Dolla:s, the proceeds thereof 
to be used for the purpose of constructing and equipping school build-

AN ACT To Oreate And Establish An Erosion District In 
Georgetown County, To Be Known As The Pawleys Island Ero- 
sion District; To Provide For The Government Thereof And To 
Prescribe Its Powers, Authority, Duties And Functions; To Au- 
thorize The Issuance By Georgetown County Of Not Exceeding 
Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars Of Negotiable Cou- 
pon Bonds Of Georgetown County, To Provide For The Expendi- 
ture Of The Proceeds Thereof, And To Make Provisions For The 
Payment Of The Same By Taxation; And To Provide For The 
Levy Of Taxes In The Said District For The Payment Of The 
Said Bonds And The Interest Thereon And For The Maintenance 
And Repair Of The Structures Constructed Hereunder For The 
Purpose Of Retarding And Preventing The Erosion Of Beaches

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Pawleys Island erosion district, Georgetown Coun- 
ty.—There is hereby created and established in Georgetown County 
a District to be known as the Pawleys Island Erosion District, which 
shall be a body politic and corporate and shall exercise and enjoy all 
the rights and privileges of such, and shall have the duties, powers, 
functions and authority herein provided. 


SECTION 2: Territory.—That the aforementioned District shall 
include and be comprised of the territory and area in Georgetown 
County known as Pawleys Island. 


SECTION 3: Commission,—That the aforementioned District shall 
be governed by a Commission to be known as the Pawleys Island 
Erosion Commission, which Commission shall be composed of three 
(3) residents of Georgetown County, at least one (1) of whom shall 
reside in the said District, all of whom shall be appointed by the 
Governor upon the recommendation of the Senator and a majority 
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of the members of the House of Representatives of South Carolina for 
Georgetown County. The terms of the original appointees shall be for 
two (2), four (4) and six (6) years, respectively, and until their 
successors shall have been appointed and shall qualify. Thereafter, 
each member of the Commission shall hold office for six (6) years, 
and until his successor shall have been appointed and shall qualify. 
Any vacancy, however occurring, shall be filled for the unexpired 
term in the manner of the original appointment. Immediately upon 
their appointment they shall meet and organize by electing a chair- 
man and a secretary from their number. 


SECTION 4: Duties and powers.—That the said Commission shall 
be charged with the function of making a study of the problem of the 
erosion of the beaches in the said District, and the ways of retarding or 
preventing the same. It shall be authorized and empowered to acquire, 
construct, erect, maintain and repair such groins or other structures 
and to employ such other means as it shall determine to be necessary 
or advisable to protect the said beaches from the encroachment of the 
ocean, and to retard or prevent the erosion, wasting away or destruc- 
tion by the ocean of such beaches and the land and public roads adja- 
cent or leading thereto. It shall be authorized and empowered to pur- 
chase such materials, supplies and equipment and to employ or retain 
such personnel, clerical, mechanical, technical and professional, as it 
may find to be necessary or appropriate to carrying out its duties and 
functions hereunder. It shall have the power and authority to co- 
operate with the United States of America, the State of South Caro- 
lina, and the County of Georgetown, or any or either of them, and 
with any agencies, departments, boards and commission of each or 
any of them, in the study of the problem of such erosion, the develop- 
ment of plans to protect the said beaches against the same, and in the

.00) Dollars of negotiable coupon bonds of Georgetown County, the 
proceeds thereof to be used for the making of a study of the problem 
of the erosion of the beaches in the said Pawleys Island Erosion Dis- 
trict, and the ways of retarding or preventing the same; the acquisi- 
tion, construction, erection, maintenance and repair of groins or other 
structures and to employ other means necessary or advisable to pro- 
tect the said beaches from the encroachment of the ocean and to re- 
tard or prevent the erosion, wasting away or destruction by the ocean 
of such beaches and the land and public roads adjacent or leading 
thereto; and the purchase of materials, supplies and equipment and

SECTION 6: Bonds — issuance — interest — maturities.—The 
bonds herein authorized to be issued may be issued either as a single 
issue or from time to time in separate issues. They shall bear such 
date, such rate or rates of interest, payable annually or semi-annually, 
and shall mature at such time or times, not later than twenty (20) 
years after the date of said bonds, and be payable in such manner and 
at such place or places as may be determined in his discretion by the 
County Treasurer of Georgetown County, PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, that no bonds shall be issued under the provisions of this 
Act subsequent to June 30, 1949, 


SECTION 7: Bonds — denominations — execution—T he bonds 
shall be in such denominations as shall be determined by the County 
Treasurer of Georgetown County. They shall be executed in the name 
of Georgetown County by the County Treasurer of Georgetown 
County, and the coupons attached to said bonds need not be authenti- 
cated otherwise than by the facsimile signature of the County Treas- 
urer of Georgetown County. The said bonds shall be designated as 
“Pawleys Island Erosion Bonds”, 


SECTION 8: Bonds—funds use pay—pledge pay.—The said 
bonds, both principal and interest, as they respectively mature, shall 
be paid by the County Treasurer of Georgetown County out of the 
funds in his hands to the credit of the Pawleys Island Erosion Dis- 
trict raised by taxation in the said District under the provisions of 
this Act. For the payment of said bonds, both principal and interest, 
as they respectively mature, there shall be pledged the full faith, credit 
and taxing power of Georgetown County, and in the event that the 
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funds in the hands of the County Treasurer of Georgetown County 
to the credit of the Pawleys Island Erosion District raised by taxation 
in the said District under the provisions of this Act shall be insufficient 
to pay the same, principal and interest, there shall be levied annually 
upon all taxable property in Georgetown County by the County Au- 
ditor, and collected by the County Treasurer, a sum sufficient to pay 
the principal of and interest on said bonds as they respectively mature. 


SECTION 9: Bonds—sale.—The said bonds shall be sold by the 
County Treasurer of Georgetown County at not less than par and 
accrued interest, on sealed proposals, after a publication of the notice 
of the sale one or more times in a daily newspaper published in the 
County of Georgetown. The County ‘Treasurer may reserve the right 
to reject all bids, and in such event, the County ‘Treasurer of George- 
town County shall have the right to sell the bonds at private sale if a 
price in excess of the highest bid received in pursuance of the call 
for bids is obtainable, or, in his discretion, to readvertise for sealed 


bids. 


SECTION 10. Bonds—deposit and disbursement of proceeds, 
—The proceeds derived from the sale of said bonds shall be kept sep- 
arate and distinct from other funds by the County Treasurer of 
Georgetown County, and shall be paid out solely for the purpose or 
purposes for which issued, upon warrants of the Pawleys Island 
Erosion District. 


SECTION 11: Bonds—application of proceeds.—The purchasers 
of said bonds shall be in no way liable for the application of the pro- 
ceeds of the bonds to the purpose or purposes for which issued. 


SECTION 12: Bonds exempt from taxes.—The said bonds shall 
be exempted from all State, County, School and municipal taxes of the 
State of South Carolina. 


SECTION 13: Bonds—additional—The bonds herein authorized 
to be issued are in addition to all other bonds or notes previously au- 
thorized to be issued by Georgetown County for any purposes what- 
soever. 


SECTION 14: Authority of treasurer additional—The powers 
and authority hereby conferred upon the County Treasurer of George- 
town County shall not be construed to abridge or abrogate, but shall 
be in addition to, the powers and authority heretofore given hy law 
to said County Treasurer of Georgetown County. 
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SECTION 15: Erect structures on state or county property— 
acquire property.—That consent and authorization is hereby given 
to the said Pawleys Island Erosion Commission to construct or erect 
the said groins or other structures on any property belonging to or 
under the jurisdiction of the State of South Carolina or the County 
of Georgetown. For the acquiring of any other property which may 
be necessary to the carrying out of the duties and functions of the

urer of said County shall collect, twenty (20) mills on the dollar 
on all taxable property in the territory or area included in and com- 
prising the said Pawleys Island Erosion District, the proceeds of 
which shall be placed by the said County Treasurer to the credit

He shall perform any other duties that may be re- 
quired by the Board of County Commissioners or a 
majority thereof and under its general directions. For 
these services the said Chairman of the Board of 
County Commissioners shall be paid Two Hundred 
and Kighty-five ($285.00) Dollars per month, out of 
the appropriation for Roads, Bridges and Ferries. 


SECTION 2: ‘The Deputy Sheriffs shall devote their entire time 
to the duties of the office and shall work under the direction of, and 
be employed by the Sheriff of the County, and shall keep daily record 
of their work, and file same monthly in the Sheriff's office, 


SEOTION 3: The Sheriff of the County shall be allowed Seventy- 
five (75¢) Cents per day each for dieting prisoners and he shall fur- 
nish them good, wholesome food. 


SEOTION 4: The Sheriff of the County shall work one of his depu- 
ties on Pawleys Island and Waccamaw Neck during the months of 
June, July and August. 


SECTION 5: The Senator and members of the House of Repre- 
sentatives from Georgetown County are hereby authorized and em- 
powered to have a complete and thorough examination of the books 
and doings of all County officers of Georgetown County at least once 
each year and, if they deem it necessary at any time, for the best 
interest of the county, that any office or officers should he investi- 
gated oftener than the regular annual investigation and auditing, they 
are hereby authorized and empowered, and directed to contract with 
such certified accountant or accountants as they may deem competent 
and qualified at such salary, or compensation as they may fix, the 
same to be paid out of the funds herein appropriated for miscellaneous 
contingent. 

SECTION 8: ‘The Special Contingent Fund provided for in this 
Act shall not be expended except upon the written order of the Sena- 
tor and members of the House of Representatives from Georgetown 
County. In the event, however, of the death or resignation of any one 
or more of the members of the said delegation the survivors shall have 
the right to execute any such order. 

SECTION 7: ‘That necessary medical service for the chaingang and 
other prisoners shall be provided by the Board of County Commis- 
sioners and charged to the proper accounts. 
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SECTION 8: The Board of County Commissioners shall employ 
janitors for the Court House and other county offices and fix their 
duties. The said janitors shall hold their positions and work under 
the direction of said Board. 


SECTION 9: That all fees, fines and monies not otherwise pro- 
vided shall go into the General County Fund and show in detail by 
the officer or officers receiving such monies in their annual statement 
to the members of the Legislative Delegation.

in and for Georgetown County. 


That in order to provide such lands and buildings, the said Board 
is authorized, empowered and directed to use lands and buildings 
already owned by the said County in localities where possible and to 
renovate, change and improve such buildings as is needed to make 
them suitable and convenient for use as Health Centers. In localities 
where a Health Center is proposed to be established and the County 
owns land that no buildings are on, the said Board is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to construct a suitable building thereon or to 
purchase a lot and building for such Health Center ; and, if considered 
to be for the best interest of the County to purchase a lot and construct 
a building thereon for such Health Center. , 


SECTION 2: Apply for funds to aid—gifts—The said Board of 
County Commissioners is authorized and empowered to apply, 
through the State Board of Health, the State Agency, for funds from 
the United States Government, or any agency thereof, and to enter 
into contracts and agreements therefor, in accordance with Public 
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Law No. 725 of the 79th Congress of the United States, entitled: 
“The Hospital Survey and Construction Act and the State Hospital 
Construction and Licensing Act”, and regulations issued under the 
authority thereof, to aid in the establishment, construction and equip- 
ping Health Centers, and the purchase of lands for sites therefor, if 
necessary. 


The said Board is further authorized and empowered to accept 
gifts or grants of land, funds and other property of value to be used 
to aid in establishing, constructing and equipping Health Centers; and 
any such funds so received shall be paid over to the County Treasurer 
of the said County and paid out by him on warrants or orders of the 
said Board of County Commissioners.” 


SECTION 3: Acquire $35,000.00 allocated by the State.—Said 
Board is also authorized and empowered to draw its warrants or 
orders on the Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollar fund al- 
located by the State of South Carolina to Georgetown County, 
at such times and in such amount as in its judgment and dis- 
cretion may be necessary to carry out the intent and purposes of 
this Act; and the County Treasurer of said County is hereby author- 
ized and directed to pay such warrants or orders when properly pre- 
pared and presented for payment; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, such 
shall not be in excess of Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000.00) Dollars 
and such funds that may have been received from other sources. 


SECTION 4; Employees.—The said Board shall have the power 
and authority to employ architects, engineers and all necessary per- 
sonnel to carry out the intent and purposes of this Act and to fix 
their compensation, 


SECTION 5: Definition—-lhe Board of County Commissioners 
of Georgetown County, as used herein, shall be construed to mean the 
present Board of County Commissioners of said County and its suc- 
cessors in office. 


SECTION %: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 7: Time effective—This Act shall take effect upon its 
‘approval by the Governor.

SEOTION 6-A: Members of the Board of Assessors for Greenville 
County except the members of the Special Board of Assessors for the 
City of Greenville shall be paid Five ($5.00) Dollars per day for 
their services, and the members of the Special Board for the City of 
Greenville shall be paid Seven ($7.00) Dollars per day for their 
services, The members of the Board shall be paid five (5¢) cents per 
mile for all necessary travel incident to their work. The Special Board 
for the City of Greenville may employ a clerk, who shall receive as 
compensation for his or her services the sum of ($5.00) Dollars per 
day for not exceeding thirty (30) days. Not exceeding One Thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) Dollars of the sum herein appropriated for the 
Board of Equalization and Assessors may be used for extra help 
for said Board; PROVIDED, that no one shall be employed for 
the purpose without the prior approval and authorization of the chair- 
men of said Board. 


SECTION 7: WHEREAS, for several years the Greenville Steam 
Laundry through error paid taxes on good will and certain proper- 
ties returned through error and which did not belong to said Com- 
pany; and WHERIAS, said Company is entitled to a refund or 
abatement; NOW, THEREFORE, the Auditor of Greenville Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized and directed to abate one-half of the present 
assessinent of the Greenville Steam Laundry for County and school 
district taxes for the year 1948. 


SECTION 8: ‘The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County is hereby authorized to reduce the annual tax levy of any sub- 
district of Greater Greenville Sewer District, whenever it shall ap- 
pear to the said Commission that the levy of any such sub-district 
is excessive and higher than necessary to meet the debt service re- 
quirements and operating expenses of such sub-district. 


SECTION 8-A: The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby au- 
thorized and permitted to use County Road Machinery for the pur-

Greenville County and to use county machinery for scraping, grading - 
and repairing entrances, 


driveways, and parking areas on any such property, whenever, in 

his opinion, the same constitutes a public service. And, should any 
school district desire to have its driveways or walkways surface- 
treated, the Supervisor may have the same done with County equip- 
ment if said district furnishes the materials for the same. 


The Supervisor of Greenville County is also, hereby, authorized and 
permitted to use County labor, machinery and equipment to prepare 
and surface the roads or streets of any Mill or Industrial Village 
within Greenville County, whenever the management of any such 
mill or industry furnishes the materials for surfacing said streets. 


SECTION 8-B: The County Board of Commissioners of Greenville 
County, with the approval of the Greenville County Legislative Del- 
egation, is hereby authorized to acquire from the United States of 
America, or any agency, department, authority, corporation or com- 
mission thereof, by purchase, lease, loan, gift or otherwise, such 
equipment, machinery , supplies, materials, or property, real or per- 
sonal or both as the said County Board of Commissioners in its dis- 
cretion shall deem necessary or beneficial to Greenville County or to 
any of its political sub-divisions, and to execute and deliver for and 
on behalf of said county, or any of its political suh-divisions, any con- 
tract, lease, or other instruments as may be necessary to consummate 
any transaction.

SECTION 1: Act 724 of 1946 amended—roads and streets con- 
struct and improve, Greenville County.—That Act No. 724 of the 
Acts of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1946, entitled, “An 
Act to Provide for the Construction, Surface-treating and Resurfacing 
of Roads within Greenville County and to Provide an Annual Tax 
Levy Therefor”, be, and the same is hereby, amended by striking out 
all of Section 1 of said Act and inserting the following to be known 
as Section 1: 


“Section 1. The Supervisor of Greenville County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to use the funds hereinafter provided for 
and appropriated in constructing, surface-treating and resurfacing 
County Roads and Streets within Greenville County and the 
incorporated municipalities therein.

SECTION 3: The amounts herein appropriated shall be paid out 
as near as practicable one-twelfth (1/12) each month during the year 
1948-1949, and, if any item on salary has been overpaid for any 
month, such overpayment shall be deducted the following month, All 
accounts shall be kept separate and distinct and expended only for 
the purposes for which appropriated: PROVIDED, the amounts 
herein appropriated for the specific items as set out herein shall not, 
nor shall any part thereof, be used for any other purpose except 
upon the written consent of the Senator and a majority of the Mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives from Greenwood County; 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, No claim or bill shall be approved or 
paid unless the same shall state fully, under oath, what it is for, or 
give the kind or quality of thing or commodity which it represents, 
in addition to the amount and time furnished. The money herein 
appropriated for auto upkeep and travel and for other expenses of 
County officials shall be paid out only upon itemized claims which 
have been verified by the officials incurring the expenses and ap- 
proved by the Supervisor and the Clerk to the Finance Board. 


SECTION 4: The County Supervisor shall on or before the 15th 
day of cach month deliver to the Foreman of the Greenwood County 
Grand Jury and to the Secretary of the Greenwood County Legis- 
lative Delegation itemized statements of receipts and disbursements 
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of County Funds and the purposes for which same are used during 
the preceding month; and shall cause a copy to be published in a 
local paper. 


SEOTION 5: The Finance Board of Greenwood County, with the 
approval of the Senator and a majority of the Members of the House 
of Representatives from Greenwood County, be, and they are here- 
by authorized and empowered to make such regulations or take such 
action as may be necessary under any emergency, which may arise 
before the convening of the next session of the General Assembly, 
for the financing of the affairs of Greenwood County, both the Gen- 
eral County matters and all school matters, with the further provi- 
sion that a full and complete record of any action taken under the 
provisions of this section shall be kept by the Secretary of the Fi- 
nance Board; PROVIDED, before any action is taken by the Fi- 
nance Board in connection with this section, it shall call a joint 
meeting of the members of the Greenwood County Legislative Dele- 
gation in the General Assembly and the Finance Board to discuss 
such action. 


SECTION 6: The County Supervisor is directed and required to 
prepare plans and specifications and to advertise for bids on all new 
bridges and road construction costing Two Hundred Fifty ($250.00) 
Dollars or more, to award contracts to the lowest responsible bidder, 
to require execution of contract by successful bidder and to make 
such inspection during construction as may be necessary to assure 
compliance with the contract; PROVIDED, the Supervisor shall 
have the power, without advertising, to build with chaingang labor 
any and all bridges and roads in Greenwood County which in his 
judgment would be advisable and expedient. 


SEOTION 7: The Finance Board of Greenwood County on recom- 
mendation of the Trustees of the respective school districts of the 
county shall have the right to fully consider all past due personal 
property taxes, poll taxes, and road taxes and shall have the right 
to allow such nulla bona and compromise adjustments as to them 
may seem best; PROVIDED, the same shall be approved by the 
Comptroller General. This provision is for the purpose of clearing 
up a large amount of past due personal property taxes, poll taxes 
and road taxes from which very little is being realized. 


SECTION 8: Immediately upon receiving tax duplicates from the 
County Auditor, the County Treasurer shall cause to be mailed to 
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each taxpayer listed thereon, whose post office address is available, 
a written or printed notice stating thereon the amount of taxes as- 
sessed against the said taxpayer for the current year, with such 
other information as the said County Treasurer may deem desirable. 
This service to the taxpayers being gratuitous, no obligation shall 
rest upon the County or State or County: Treasurer for any failure 
or mistake on the part of the County Treasurer in giving or failing 
to give said notice. 


SECTION 9: The Senator and a majority of the members of the 
House of Representatives from Greenwood County on recommen- 
dation of the County Superintendent of Education and the trustees 
of the respective school districts are hereby authorized to determine 
and fix the levy for school purposes for each school district in Green- 
wood County. The school trustees in each district in Greenwood 
County are hereby directed to see that all claims presented for pay- 
ment are duly itemized and verified and shall state the purpose for 
which the said claims are drawn, and the County Superintendent of 
Education is hereby prohibited from approving any claim unless so 
drawn. 


SECTION 10: There is hereby levied on all the taxable property 
of Greenwood County such millage as shall be determined by the 
Senator and the majority of the Greenwood County Legislative Dele- 
gation for the following purposes to-wit! aid to high schools; salary 
of secretary of rental textbook system; assistance to weak school 
districts; clerical assistance to the Board; and for other school pur- 
poses. The Auditor is hereby authorized to put on the books and 
the Treasurer to collect and hold the proceeds therefrom subject 
to the orders of the County Board of Education for Greenwood 
County; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the sums expended for high 
school aid shall be paid by the Board to the trustees of the respective 
school districts in which high schools are located in such amount 
as shall reimburse the respective school districts, as determined by 
the County Board of Education; the reimbursements, however, not 
to exceed in any case the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars per month 
per pupil. 

SECTION 11: The equipment owned by Greenwood County, the 
chaingang labor and labor of County employees shall not be used 


except on the public works and for the public purposes of Green- 
wood County; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the Finance Board may 
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in cases of urgency, by resolution, a record of which shall be kept, 
permit the use of such equipment and labor in aid of eleemosynary 
institutions serving the people of Greenwood County on such terms 
as the Board may deem proper. The County Supervisor shall report 
the use of such equipment and labor by eleemosynary institutions in 
his monthly reports of receipts and disbursements, 


SEOTION 12: Any officer or employee who disregards any of the 
provisions of this Act without the written consent of the Senate and 
a majority of the Members of the House of Representatives from 
Greenwood County kept on file in the office of the County Treasurer, 
shall be guilty of a malfeasance in office and subject to removal in 
addition to the punishment now provided by law. 


SECTION 13:The Finance Board of Greenwood County and the 
Chief Game Warden of the State of South Carolina are hereby au- 
thorized to discontinue and abolish the Greenwood Fish Hatchery 
located in Greenwood County, to sell the land upon which said 
hatchery is located and to make deeds of conveyance conveying 
whatever right, title and interest the County of Greenwood or the 
State of South Carolina may have in and to the property. The prop- 
erty shall be sold to the highest bidder after giving public notice. 


SECTION 14: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed.

Execution Of A Deed Thereof, 
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WHEREAS, Greenwood County, by its Finance Board, has exe- 
cuted its certain deed conveying certain property in Laurens County 
to one J. D. Robins, which deed is recorded in the office of the Clerk 
of Court in and for Laurens County, South Carolina, in Deed Book 
84 at page -...... , and conveys property described as follows: 


“All those certain pieces, parcels or lots or tracts of land ly- 
ing above the 440 contour line of what is known as the Etta Bur- 
gess lands which said lands were conveyed to Greenwood Coun- 
ty by deed of the said Etta B. Burgess of date May 8, 1938, and 
which said deed is recorded in the Office of the Clerk of Court 
for Laurens County, South Carolina, in Volume 72 at page 372, 
except that there is reserved from the terms of the above con- 
veyance the two parcels or tracts of land hereinafter described, 
all of which is more fully shown by reference to a plat made by

“All and singular all that certain piece, parcel, lot or tract of 
land situate, lying and being in the County of Laurens and State 
of South Carolina and lying on or below the 440 contour line 
as shown hy the above referred to plat. The purpose of the said 
deed by the said J. D. Robins to Greenwood County is to convey 
to Greenwood County all right, title and interest on the part of 
himself, his heirs and assigns to all property lying on or below 
the 440 contour line as shown by the plat of W. J. Riddle and 
Thomas C. Anderson dated September 8, 1947, and September 
9, 1947, respectively. 

“Also, all that certain tract or plantation of land as described by 
the above referred to plat beginning at a point marked “B” on 
said plat thence S-83° 30 minutes E, 328.3’ to point “C”; thence 
8-8° FE 2286.5’ to point “D”; thence S-75°E, 69’ to point “E”; 
thence from point “IZ” along 440 contour line to point “B” the 
place of beginning. 

“Also, all that certain tract or plantation of land described in 
the above plat beginning at Point “I*’ on said plat thence 
S-45°E 289’ to point “G’; thence S-47°W 750’; thence

Dixon, partners in trade doing business as Kirkman and Dixon, for 
the sale by Greenwood County to said partners in trade of a portion 
of the lot known as the Greenwood County Curb Market lot, for the 
sum of four thousand ($4,000.00) dollars, subject to the terms and 
conditions as provided in said contract; and which is described as 
follows: 


“All and singular that certain lot or parcel of land situate, lying 
and being in the City of Greenwood, County and State aforesaid, 
fronting and measuring on its southern side along a twelve (12’)- 
foot alley which lies in the rear of the present County Curb Mar- 
ket building, and is bounded on the south by said twelve (12) 
foot alley, on the West by a twelve (12’) foot alley, on the north 
by property of Seaboard Railroad, and perhaps others, and on the 
east by other property of Mrs. Della A. Kirkman and I. W. 
Dixon. The said lot or parcel of land is shown and designated as 
Tot “A” and has such measurements and delineations as shown 
on plat of Thomas C. Anderson, Surveyor, of date July 22, 1946, 
which said plat is attached hereto and made a part hereof. 


“Also, all those certain strips or pieces of land consisting of 
three (3) alleys: (1) A ten (10) foot alley fronting and meas- 
uring on the northern side of Oak Street and running along the 
eastern portion of the County Curb Market lot to the twelve (127) 
foot alley described below. (2) All that certain strip or piece of 
land known and designated as a twelve (127) foot alley extending 
in an east-west direction south of and adjoining Tot “A” above 
referred to and dividing Lot “A” from other property of Green- 
wood County on which is situate the County Curb Market Build- 
ing. The said twelve (12’) foot alley runs in an east-west direc- 
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tion and is contiguous to the ten (10’) foot alley above described 
and to the twelve (12’) foot alley running along the northwes- 
tern portion of the County Curb Market lot.

said County Curb Market lot; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the 
County of Greenwood hereby reserves a right-of-way upon, over 
and along the ten (10’) foot alley contained in (1) above, the 
twelve (12’) foot alley contained in (2) above, and the twelve 
(12’) foot alley contained in (3) above for the purpose of pass- 
ing and repassing along said alleys and for general use as a road 
or passageway. The said privilege of right-of-way as hereing 
reserved shall be appurtenant to and run with the lands owned 
by Greenwood County, adjoining and contiguous to the prop- 
erty herein described, and Greenwood County, its successors and 
assigns and all visitors, licensees, tenants, employees and other 
persons having a like right shall have the right and privilege of 
using same in connection with the enjoyment of the above de- 
scribed lands and have such rights for whatever purposes the 
above referred to lands may now or in the future be used that 
are lawful and proper.

Robins is hereby ratified and confirmed in all respects, and the action 
of the Finance Board in accepting the deed of J. D. Robins to Green- 
wood County is hereby ratified and confirmed in all respects. 


SECTION 2: Contract of sale of certain lands to Mrs. Della A. 
Kirkman and I. W. Dixon by Greenwood County confirmed.— 
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That the contract for sale of land to Mrs. Della A. Kirkman 
and I, W. Dixon, partners in trade as aforesaid, is hereby 
ratified and confirmed in all respects, and the Finance Board for 
Greenwood County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to 
execute a good and sufficient deed to said property to Mrs, Della A. 
Kirkman and I, W. Dixon on the basis and as provided in the said 
contract of sale. 


SECTION 3: Action of treasurer confirmed—authority of treas-

AN ACT To Authorize The School Trustees Of School Districts 
No. 15 and No. 38, In Greenwood County, South Carolina, To 
Order And Hold An Election For The Purpose Of Borrowing 
Money For Said School Districts To Provide For The Borrowing 
Of Such Money; To Prescribe The Rate Of Interest Thereon, And 
To Provide For Tax Levies For The Payment Of Same. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: School districts Nos. 15 and 38 borrow for building 
if election thereon favorable, Greenwood County,—The Trustees of 
School Districts No. 15 and No. 38 in Greenwood County and the 
Treasurer of said County, be, and they are hereby authorized to bor- 
row a sum of money not exceeding Hight Thousand ($8,000.00) Dol- 
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lars to be used for the erection, construction and equipping of a school 
building or buildings in said Districts. In borrowing said money, said 
Trustees and said Treasurer may execute and issue a note or notes of 
said School Districts as evidence thereof; PROVIDED, HOWEV- 
ER, that such money shall not be borrowed unless and until a major- 
ity of the voters of said school districts voting thereon at an election as 
hereinafter provided, shall vote in favor of the borrowing of. said 
money. 


SECTION 2: Election—voters—notice—managers,—That for the 
purpose of determining whether or not the money shall be bor- 
rowed as provided in Section 1 of this Act, the said School 
Trustees shall order an election to be held at such time and at 
such place or places as they may designate, at which election 
only qualified electors residing in the School Districts shall be 
allowed to vote; and said Trustees shall give notice of such election 
as they may deem proper; PROVIDED, that such notice shall appear 
at least once ten (10) days or more prior to the date of the election 
in a newspaper published in said County. Such notice shall state the 
question to be voted upon, and shall state the time and place or places 
at which said election shall be held. Said Trustees shall appoint the 
managers of such election, receive the returns and determine the re- 
- sult thereof. 


SECTION 8: Election—ballots.—The said Trustees shall have 
printed and provided for the use of the voters at such election 
a sufficient number of ballots which shall be placed at the voting 
place or places and shall have the following words plainly print- 
ed thereon “In favor of School Districts No. 15 and No, 38 bor- 
rowing money and the issuance of notes therefor as provided in 
an Act of the General Assembly of South Carolina, 1948 ........ 
Yes ........ No, those in favor of the School Districts bor- 
rowing the money shall erase the word ‘No’; those opposed to the 
School Districts borrowing the money shall erase the word ‘Yes’. 


SECTION 4: Borrow if election favorable—interest—maturi- 
ties.—If the majority of the votes cast at such election shall be in 
favor of the School Districts borrowing such money, said Trustees 
and said Treasurer shall borrow the money as provided for in Sec- 
tion 1 of this Act. The money so borrowed shall bear such rate of 
interest as said Trustees and Treasurer may determine, PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, that same shall not be greater than four 
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(4%) per cent per annum. The interest and principal of the note or 
notes shall become due at such time or times and be payable at such 
place or places as said Trustees and said Treasurer may deem proper. 
PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that a portion of said principal shall 
become due in the calendar year following the year in which the 
money was borrowed and a portion of the. principal shall become due 
during each year thereafter until the entire amount shall have ma- 
tured, The amount to become due in any year shall be as may be pro- 
vided by the said Trustees and said Treasurer. 


SECTION 5: Execution of notes.—The note or notes issued under 
the provisions of this Act shall be signed by the Board of Trustees of 
said School Districts and by the Treasurer of said County ; and the full 
faith, credit and taxing power of said School Districts are hereby irrev- 
ocably pledged for the payment of same, together with interest thereon. 


SECTION 6: Payment.—In order to pay said notes and interest 
theron as same become due, there is hereby laid an annual tax upon all 
of the taxable property in said School Districts sufficient to pay such 
principal and interest as same become due; PROVIDED, HOWEV- 
ER, that such tax levy in any one year shall not exceed ten (10) mills.

PROVIDED, that the County Attorney of Hampton County is 
hereby required to give each county officer of the County advice when 
requested for same; PROVIDED, that none of the funds herein ap- 
propriated shall be expended for the payment of any expense for 
transmitting of lunatics to the State Hospital for the insane ;PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that the Farm Demonstration agent shall be 
appointed by the proper authorities by and with the consent of the 
Legislative Delegation from Hampton County, and shall be subject 
to removal on request of the Legislative Delegation; PROVIDED, 
FURTHER, that all revenues provided for by law be collected and 
placed in ordinary county funds to supplement and provide sufficient 
funds for all ordinary county purposes. 


PROVIDED, that hereafter the janitors of the Court House and 
the county office building shalf work and perform their duties under 
the control and direction of the Clerk of Court. All claims shall have 
the approval before payment by at least two members of the County 
Board and such approval by any two members shall be sufficient to 
constitute the Board’s approval. 


SECTION 2: No road tax shall be levied except a commutation 
road tax of Three ($3.00) Dollars to be assessed and collected from 
each male citizen between the ages of twenty-one and fifty-five years, 
inclusive. No one shall be exempt from the payment of said commu- 
tation tax, except persons totally disabled. Persons actually in the 
armed service of the country shall during such service be exempt from 
payment of such road tax. 


BEOTION 3: That all commutation taxes shall be expended on 
roads and bridges in townships and towns from which the same are 
collected and that of the commutation tax collected from citizens of 
incorporated towns by the County Treasurer shall be returned to the 
respective towns: PROVIDED, that the town authorities of Brunson, 
Hampton, Varnville, Yemassee, Estill, Scotia and Furman be em- 
powered to collect the commutation tax from residents within their 
respective corporate limits: PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the 
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Clerks of the respective towns, on or before September 1st of each 
year, furnish a list, duly sworn to, of all persons in their respective 
towns who are liable to such commutation tax. 


SECTION 4: The Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County shall 
be and they are hereby, constituted a Sinking Fund Commission of 
Hampton County, whose duty is shall be to handle all funds collected 
for the purpose of creating a sinking fund for the retirement of all 
bonds of the County, and said Commission shall not deposit said funds 
in any bank unless such bank shall give surety bond or place with said 
Commission Liberty Bonds, Federal Land Bank Bonds, the State of 
South Carolina bonds, Hampton County bonds, or bonds of any polit- 
ical subdivision of Hampton County as security to safeguard such 
deposit. All time deposits shall bear interest at two and one-half

SECTION 5: That the Auditor and Treasurer of Hampton County 
constituting the Sinking Fund Commission of Savannah River Bridge 
project are hereby authorized and empowered and specifically di- 
rected to take all funds refunded to Hampton County on the Savannah 
River project by the State Highway Department and purchase, if it 
is possible to do so, as many bonds as the said funds will purchase, 
and if it is not possible at this time to purchase said bonds on the 
market, the said Sinking Fund Commission is authorized to deposit 
said funds in some bank, if such will give security therefor, an amount 
in marketable securities equal to said deposit, and if this cannot be 
done, then the said Commission is directed to take said funds and 
buy Liberty bonds therewith.

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SECTION 7: The County Supervisor, upon the request of any 
County Commissioner, is hereby authorized to furnish from the chain- 
_ gang a truck and sufficient number of convicts to do such vvork on 
roads and bridges in the County as such Commissioners deem nec- 
essary. 


SECTION 8: All lumber purchased shall be with the approval of 
two (2) County Commissioners and the County Supervisor. 


SECTION 9: All notices by the County Supervisor, County Treas- 
urer, County Superintendent of Education, County Auditor and other 
County officers, provided by the statute to be given may be published 
in any newspaper published or having circulation in Hampton County ; 
and Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars set out in Item 10, for the 
payment in full of such notices to be published in said paper during 
the year: PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That the word ‘notices’ above 
used shall not be deemed to include notices and advertisements of tax 
sales, and said sum of Three Hundred ($300.00) Dollars is not in 
payment of the costs of advertising tax sales, 


SECTION 10: That the County Supervisor, Treasurer, Auditor 
and clerk of Court shall compose a Board to purchase all books and 
stationery for the County. 


SECTION 11: That no property owned by Hampton County shall 
he sold, rented or leased unless the approval of the Legislative Dele- 
gation shall be first secured. 


SECTION 12: The County Treasurer of Hampton County, upon 
the written direction of a majority of the Hampton County Delega- 
tion in the General Assembly, is hereby authorized and empowered 
to lend from any available funds of Hampton County, to the school 
district from the County General Fund, or the County Contingent 
Fund, such sum or sums of money as may be directed in writing, to 
any school district in Hampton County in need of funds, 


SECTION 13: The Court House and grounds shall be under the 
custody and control of the Clerk of Court for Hampton County. 


SECTION 14: With the approval of the Senator and member of 
the House of Representatives from Hampton County, the Sheriff may 
appoint a Clerk whose duty it shall be to act particulary as book- 
keeper and collector of tax executions under the Sheriff, who shall 
give bond payable to the County in the sum of Five Thousand ($5,- 
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000.00) Dollars conditioned for the faithful performance of all duties 
imposed upon him by law and by the Sheriff, and whose salary shall 
be agreed upon by the Sheriff and Senator and House member, 


SECTION 15: The County Treasurer and County Auditor are 
hereby authorized and directed to transfer to the County General 
Fund any and all funds in hand and to be received from the township 
road bond issue and taxes and reimbursements thereof. 


SECTION 16: Whenever in the conduct of the affairs of said 
County, it becomes necessary for the County Treasurer to expend 
money for any matters and things not foreseen at this time, and 
when the Legislative Delegation shall in writing, signed by both 
members thereof, then such expenditures made under such authority 
is hereby validated. 


SEOTION 17: That the assignment of offices in the County office 
building to departments and officials and the terms of occupancy 
thereof shall be vested in the County Delegation. That, inasmuch as 
the town of Hampton has contributed more than One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars as part of the sponsor’s contribution in the erec- 
tion of said building with the understanding that two rooms in said 
building be allocated to the use of the town, now, therefore, the 
County Delegation is directed and instructed to make assignment of 
such two rooms to use of said town if said town so desires. 


SECTION 18: That on the maturity or payment of any bonded in- 
debtedness of any school district in Hampton County by the County 
Treasurer, the same may be paid by the County Treasurer without 
securing a voucher therefor from the school district trustees, provided 
the County Superintendent of Education authorizes such payment in 
writing. 


SECTION 19: That hereafter the County Board of Education, with 
the approval of the Trustees of any school district in Hampton Coun- 
ty, may let, in the manner now provided by law, contracts for the 
transportation of pupils for periods of not exceeding four (4) years, 


SECTION 20: From and after the effective date of this Act the 
Sheriff of Hampton County shall not be required to personally serve 
grand jurors or petit jurors requiring their attendance upon cither of 
Courts of General Sessions or Common Pleas, but such service shall 
be made by mailing a summons to the last known address of such 
prospective jurors and no charge shall be made or collected for such 
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service; PROVIDED, that the presiding Judge may otherwise order 
service made personally by the Sheriff and, in such event, the said 
Sheriff shall be paid for same the amounts now allowed for same. 
Likewise, hereafter the Sheriff of Hampton County shall not be re- 
quired to serve or summons witnesses in criminal cases except by 
subpoena duly issued on motion of Solicitor or as ordered as so to do 
by the Presiding Judge; such witness may be served by mailing a 
summons to the last known address of such witnesses for which no 
charge shall be made or collectible; and it shall be the duty of all 
magistrates in Hampton County to place under bond all witnesses for 
the State, blanks for same to be furnished by the Clerk of Court to 
the various magistrates. 


SECTION 21: The Treasurer and Auditor of Hampton County, in 
conjunction with the Legislative Delegation, shall make distribution 
or appointment of township and bond reimbursement funds or taxes 
collected in amounts in excess of what was necessary to pay said 
bonds; and such distribution and/or appointment is hereby validated. 


SECTION 22: Whereas, the Sinking Fund Commission for Hamp- 
ton County has on hand certain funds which represent an accumula- 
tion of interest on certain securities held by it, and is desirous of 
direction as to what shall be done with such interest accumulations, 
now, therefore, it is enacted that said Sinking Fund Commission shall 
turn the said interest accumulations over to the County Treasurer 
for use in the General County Fund. 


SECTION 23: With the approval of the Legislative Delegation the 
County ‘Treasurer may execute and deliver any renewals, if necessary, 
or notes executed under authority of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly. ; 


SECTION 24: The Treasurer and Auditor of Hampton County 
shall make distribution or appointment of township bond reimburse- 
ment funds or taxes collected in amounts in excess of what was nec- 
essary to pay said bonds; and such distribution and/or appointment 
is hereby validated. 

The Auditor and Treasurer in making up the tax levies for the 
various school districts of the county for the year 1948 shall take into 
consideration the increased fund for transportation provided by the 
State Appropriation Law of 1945 and amendments. 

Amend by striking out Section 25 and insert in lieu thereof as such 
Section 25 the following: 
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“Section 25, That all of the provisions except as herein amended 
of Section 25 of Act 445 of the Acts of 1947, be and the same are 
hereby ratified and confirmed. That in addition to the appropriation 
made for the purposes of construction and equipment of the hospital 
as provided in said Act, there is hereby appropriated from the surplus 
funds of Hampton County or any other available funds the sum of 
Fifty Thousand ($50,000.00) Dollars, if so much be necessary, to be 
expended upon warrants of the County Treasurer endorsed by both 
members of the County Delegation, That the County Treasurer of 
Hampton County is authorized, if it become necessary so to do, to 
borrow such funds as may be necessary to meet the appropriation 
herein made and to pledge as security for such loan or loans any 
notes and obligations now held by him including the notes of the 
various school districts of Hampton County, the rates of interest and 
terms and times of payment to be determined by the said County 
Treasurer.

The said 
corporation shall have five (5) Directors, who shall be appointed by 
the Governor of the State of South Carolina, upon the reconmnenda- 
tion of the Senator and Member of the House of Representatives of 
Hampton County, whose first term shall be for one, two, three, four 
and five years, respectively, and after the expiration of the said first 
term shall be for five (5) years each. The said Board of Directors 
shall have the power of directors under the laws of the State of South 
Carolina and shall elect such officers and employees of the corporation 
as shall be deemed essential for the proper conduct of the corporation. 
The said directors shall have specific powers, in their discretion, to 
contract by lease or otherwise, for the operation and maintenance of 
the hospital hereinafter referred to. Any vacancy or vacancies by 
death, resignation, or otherwise on the said Board of Directors shall 
be filled by appointment in like manner for the terms as stated. 


(b) ‘The said corporation shall have the power to own land, to 
sue and be sued in its corporate name, to convey land and other 
property, to own,operate, control,lease and mortgage such property 
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as may come into its possession, to accept and receive all donations, 
gifts and grants of money or other thing of value, to contract and be 
contracted with and shall generally possess all powers of similar cor- 
porations under the laws of the State of South Carolina. 


(c) That the effective operation of the said corporation shall be 
upon the appointment and qualification of the Directors hereinabove 
provided for, 


(d) That the Senator and Members of the House of Representa- 
tives from Hampton County are hereby authorized and empowered 
to receive, in the name of, and for the County, all donations, con- 
tributions, gifts and grants, that may be available or obtainable, for 
the purpose of building and equipping the Hospital to be known as 
Hampton County Hospital, at Hampton County Health Center and 
the said Delegation is hereby, in such manner as they deem advisable 
and desirable, authorized to construct and equip a Hospital at said 
site to be known as Hampton County Hospital from such funds as 
may be available, from any source whatsoever, and there is hereby 
appropriated from the General County Funds of Hampton County, 
the sum of Twenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for said purpose. 
All funds or monies, or gifts, or grants, or donations, or contributions 
handled in connection with the building, constructing and equipping 
of the Hospital shall be handled through the County ‘Treasurer and 
be paid out on his check endorsed by both Members of the Dele- 
gation of Hampton County, That full authority is hereby given to 
said Delegation to make and contract for, in the name of the County, 
for building and equipping said Hospital. That any lands now owned 
by the County may be utilized in the construction of said Hospital 
even to the point of selling same and utilize the funds accruing from 
the sale of same for the building and equipping the said Hospital. 

(e) That, upon the completion of said building and equipping of 
said Hospital the County Delegation shall appoint Directors herein- 
before referred to, for said corporation herein created, and the cor- 
poration shall proceed to the duty of operation of said Tospital, 

(i) ‘That, the said corporation shall so conduct the operation of 
said Hospital so that the same shall not cost the County of Hampton, 
annually, more than the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars, 
the sum of Six Thousand ($6,000.00) Dollars shall be utilized so far 
as practicable for the admission and treatment of such charity patients 
as the Board of Directors may seem fit to admit and treat. The Board 
of Directors shall promulgate such rules and regulations as it may 
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deem proper and advisable for the operation of said Hospital and the 
admission to and treatment of patients shall be entirely and exclusively 
free from political consideration, in so far as is practical, except in 
emergency cases, the persons admitted to said Hospital as charity pa- 
tients shall be residents of Hampton County, The said Board of Di- 
rectors shall have authority to contract with doctors and physicians 
or associations of doctors and physicians for the whole or any part of 
the operation and maintenance of said Hospital. 


SECTION 26: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with this Act 
are hereby repealed. 


SEOTION 27: This Act shall become effective upon its approval 
by the Governor.

SECTION 2: The County Auditor of Horry County is hereby di- 
rected to calculate the amount of millage, not to exceed seven (7) 
mills on all the taxable property in Horry County necessary to raise 
the above amount designated to be raised by taxation, to wit: Seventy- 
three Thousand Nine Hundred fifty-five and 30/100 ($73,955.30) 
Dollars. That amount of millage, not to exceed seven (7) mills, so 
calculated, is hereby levied on all taxable property in said county for 
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the period beginning July 1, 1948 and ending June 30, 1949; PRO- 
VIDED, any surplus arising from anticipated revenues of the County 
shall be invested in Government Bonds, or suitable securities approved 
by the Treasurer and County Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 3: ‘The County Board of Commissioners is hereby in- 
structed and required to use the money herein appropriated for the 
purposes specified and for no other purpose or purposes, and it is 
hereby forbidden to in any way over draw or exceed the appropria- 
tion herein made for any purpose whatever, except upon the written 
consent of the Senator and a majority of the Legislative Delegation. 
For the items covered in Section 1 of this Act, it shall be unlawful 
for the Clerk of the County Board of Commissioners, or the Pur- 
chasing Agent of Horry County to draw or sign any warrant or draft 
on the County Treasurer overdrawing any appropriation or author- 
ization. For the items covered by Section 1 of this Act, it shall be 
unlawful for the Treasurer of Horry County to pay from funds in his 
hands any amount not covered by the appropriation herein made or 
authorized by the written consent of the Senator and a majority of 
the Legislative Delegation. Any appropriation herein made may be in- 
creased or decreased by the written consent of the Senator and a ma- 
jority of the Delegation. 


SECTION 4: From the funds provided for jail in the administra- 
tive expense of Section 1 of this Act, the Jailor of Horry County shall 
be paid the sum of not exceeding One Hundred Fifty ($150.00) Dol- 
lars per month for his services as Jailor to be approved by the Sheriff 
of the County and the Jailor shall receive no fees for dieting prisoners. 
The County Board of Commissioners is authorized and empowered to 
make purchases of all food supplies, equipment and any and all things 
necessary for the proper maintenance of the county jail and the food 
and clothing of the prisoners therein. 


SECTION 5: The County Board of Commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to employ a cerified accountant for the purpose 
of auditing semi-annually the books, and examining the offices of 
Horry County, and the County Board of Commissioners is authorized 
to make payment for such services not to exceed Five Hundred 
($500.00) Dollars, as provided in this Act. Mach member of the 
Legislative Delegation from Horry County shall be furnished by the 
accountant making the audit, a copy of said audit. 
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SECTION 6: A majority of the Horry County Legislative Dele- 
gation, including the Senator, is authorized to employ a County Attor- 
ney and piy same an amount not to exceed that provided for this 
purpose in Section 1 of this Act. It shall be the duty of the attorney 
selected by said Horry Legislative Delegation to advise all boards, 
magistrates and officers of the county, and in addition thereto, it shall 
be his duty to represent the county in all cases wherein the county’s 
interest is affected, and he shall represent the sheriff's office in crimi- 
nal proceedings when called upon. 


SECTION 7: Before taking office each magistrate shall give bond 
in a sum to be fixed by the County Board of Commissioners, condi- 
tioned upon the faithful performance of his duties. The premiums on 
said bonds shall be paid by the County. The Magistrate and coroner 
shall be required to put all material State witnesses under bond as 
now provided by law, and at least ten days before the meeting of the 
Court of General Sessions shall lodge all papers pertaining to said 
Court with the Clerk of Court, except cases which happen within the 
said ten-day period, and cases where defendants have demanded pre- 
liminary hearings in writing and for good cause the magistrate has 
been unable to give a preliminary hearing. It shall be the duty of the 
sheriff to confer with the magistrates from time to time, familiarizing 
himself with pending cases, attend inquests and see that witnesses are 
subpoenaed, placed under bond and the papers lodged in the Clerk’s 
hands as herein provided. 


SECTION 8: All books, supplies and material purchased under the 
provisions of this Act shall be purchased by the Norry County Pur- 
chasing Agent as provided by special Act. 


SECTION 9: The item of Seven Hundred Fifty ($750.00) Dol- 
lars appropriated for special additional office help for the ‘Treasurer’s 
office in Item 1, and the Seven Hundred T'ifty ($750.00) Dollars 
herein appropriated for additional special office help for the Auditor’s 
office, shall be used to employ full rime office help, whose duty it shall 
be to work with both the treasurer's office and the auditor’s office, as 
needed. The Two Thousand Four Hundred ($2,400.00) Dollar item 
appropriated for additional office help for the Auditor’s office, and 
such other help as the Auditor may need, shall be expended by the 
county commissioners of Horry County, in their discretion, if so

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SECTION 10: Out of the funds provided for “County Roads” in 
Section 1 of this Act, the County Board of Commissioners of Horry 
County is hereby authorized to purchase any necessary machinery for 
road purposes. 


SECTION 11: ‘The Auditor of Horry County is hereby required 
to put the address of the taxpayer on each Treasurer’s duplicate. The 
Treasurer of Horry County is hereby authorized and directed to mail 
to taxpayers notice of taxes due in his office, Both the Auditor and 
Treasurer shall pay for the work required in this Section from funds 
provided for clerical help in their respective offices in Section 1 of 
this Act. The failure of the Treasurer to mail any tax notice shall in 
no wise relieve the taxpayer of obligation to pay such tax. 


SEOTION 12: PROVIDED, that twenty (20%) per cent of the 
liquor, wine and beer tax allotted to Horry County shall, as received 
by the Treasurer, be paid to the Horry County Memorial Library 
Commission, and the said Commission shall use the said funds in the 
purchase and installation of equipment, books and other necessaries 
for the Horry County Memorial Library, and for the equipping and 
purchasing of equipment for the school libraries of Horry County, the 
said funds to be spent and allotted to the libraries as the Library Com- 
mission, or a majority thereof, shall determine.

AN AOT. Appropriating Funds Of Horry County For The Pur- 
chase Of Certain Road And Drainage Machinery For Said County. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina:

PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, that wherever either the Federal or State Governments re- 
quires that contributions be paid to a receiving agency that the County 
Board of Directors shall act in all cases as such receiving agency and 
shall he responsible for funds so allocated 


SECTION 3; The Sheriff shall receive, in addition to his regular 
salary, necessary expenses and five (5¢) cents per mile for each mile 
traveled in going and returning when called beyond the limits of the 
County on official business such as searching for fugitives, convey- 
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ing prisoners to the State Reformatory and to the State Penitentiary, 
etc. He shall receive also One ($1.00) Dollar per day for dieting 
each prisoner for each day or fraction thereof, while such prisoner 
is detained in the county jail, or otherwise in his custody. He shall 
also receive fifty (50¢) cents for each commitment and for each dis- 
charge of prisoners placed in his custody, PROVIDED, HOWEV-

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: That a tax of sufficient number of mills, less the es- 
timated revenue to be received by T,ancaster County in 1948, to pay 
the appropriations hereafter made, the amount of such millage to be 
determined by the County Auditor, after consulting with the members 
of the Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, is hereby levied upon 
all taxable property of Lancaster County for County purposes for the 
fiscal year beginning July 1, 1948, and ending July 1, 1949, for the 
amounts and purposes hereinafter stated, as follows, to-wit: 


SECTION 2: ‘The fee for witnesses in the Court of General Ses- 
sions shall be One ($1.00) Dollar per day and mileage, as now pro- 
vided by law. 


SECTION 3: The fee for bailiffs, Grand and Petit Jurors and 
Court Criers in the Court of General Sessions and Court of Common 
Pleas shall be Three ($3.00) Dollars per day and mileage, as now 
provided by law. 


SECTION 4: Roads, bridges, convicts and maintenance 
of road working organizations $ 75,000.00 


In view of the existing emergency, the 
Board of County Directors of Lancaster 
County is not forbidden to expend in any 
one quarter of the year for road and 
bridge purposes a sum in excess of one- 
fourth of the total amount appropriated in 
this Supply Bill, as prohibited in Section 
4551 of the 1942 Code.

-is hereby authorized to make disbursements out of said special fund

Such amount as may be fixed by them is hereby 
appropriated out of the general funds of Lancaster County. 


SEOTION 14: The Clerk of Court of Lancaster County is hereby 
authorized and directed to file an itemized account each month of any 
services rendered to discharged veterans of World War II, for which 
he shall be paid from the County ordinary funds. 


SECTION 15: If circumstances arise which, in the judgment of the 
Lancaster County Legislative Delegation, or a majority thereof, re- 
quire the expenditure of a greater amount than hereinabove provided 
for any purpose, or should, in the judgment of said Delegation or a 
majority thereof, the interest of Lancaster County require the expen- 
diture of funds for purposes not mentioned in this Act and above 
enumerated, the said Delegation, or a majority thereof, shall have, and 
are hereby given the right by resolution to increase the amount ap- 
propriated for any item, and may also appropriate funds for purposes 
not mentioned or referred to in this Act, which resolution, or resolu- 
tions, shall be filed with the Board of County Directors for Lancaster 
County as their authority for expending the funds thus appropriated, 
and the Board of Directors may borrow, if necessary, such amounts 
as may be required to meet such increases or additional appropria- 
tions, and may pledge the full faith and credit of Lancaster County 
for the payment of the amounts so borrowed. 


SECTION 16: The County Board of Directors of Lancaster Coun- 
ty is hereby authorized, empowered and directed, with the approval of 
the Senator and at least one (1) member of the House of Representa- 
tives from Lancaster County, to borrow money for such public pur- 
poses as may be necessary, and to irrevocably pledge the levies and 
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the faith, credit and taxing power of Lancaster County for the pay- 
ment of all monies which may be borrowed hereunder. 


SECTION 17: There is hereby appropriated for Memorial Public 
Library and Park at Kershaw, South Carolina, One Thousand Two 
Hundred ($1,200.00) Dollars for current expenses. PROVIDED, 
this appropriation is to be paid only in the event that Kershaw County 
shall appropriate at least One Thousand Five Hundred ($1,500.00) 
Dollars for said purpose. The Board of Directors of Lancaster County 
is authorized to pay the funds herein appropriated to the duly au- 
thorized and constituted disbursing agents for the said Public Projects. 


SECTION 18: ‘There is hereby appropriated the sum of Three 
Hundred ($300.00) Dollars for maintenance of Historical Sites, to 
be expended by the Lancaster County Chapter of the Daughters of 
the American Revolution, 


SECTION 19: PROVIDED, that the levy under this Supply Act 
shall be at least the same as under the 1947-1948 Act, and any surplus 
created therehy shall be placed in a special fund by the County Treas- 
urer for the purpose of County post war building and improvements, 


SEOTION 20: A tax of twe (2) mills is hereby levied upon all 
the taxable property in Lancaster County for playground and recrea- 
tion purposes, Said money to be disbursed by the County Board of 
Education to various schools or organizations of the County, the al- 
locations to be approved by said Board of Education and a majority 
of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator, This provision 
for a two (2) mill levy, countywide, is intended and hereby repeals 
Act No, 494 of the General Assembly, 1946, which provided for the 
levy of two (2) mills in School District No, 14, Lancaster County, 


SECTION 21: The County Superintendent of Education shall re- 
ceive the salary provided by the State under the General Appropria- 
tion Act, and, in addition, such travel expenses as he may incur in 
comnection with his work, same to be fixed by the County Board of 
Vdueation and paid out of funds of said Board. 


SECTION 22: It shall be unlawful for the Board of Directors or 
Supervisor of Roads for Lancaster County to offer for sale or dispose 
of any property or equipment of any kind having a value of live Hun- 
dred ($500.00) Dollars or more, without first obtaining the written 
approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the 
Senator. The Supervisor of Roads is hereby authorized to purchase 
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any emergency repairs or equipment where the item so purchased 
doves not cost in excess of Five Hundred ($500.00) Dollars, All 
major items or heavy road working equipment is to be purchased by 
majority approval of the Board after obtaining written authorization 
from a majority of the Legislative Delegation, including the Senator. 


SECTION 23: In order for the County to participate in Federal 
funds or other sources of funds for the construction and equipping of 
a health center or centers and the right to acquire land for the same, 
the County Board of Directors shall provide the necessary legal au- 
thority for the Board through their chairman, to apply through the 
State Board of Health for Federal funds to assist in the construction 
and equipping of the said health center or centers and for the pur- 
chase of necessary land or acquire the said necessary land by gift, 
devise or otherwise. 


The authority granted shall enable the proper person or persons to 
legally apply and enter into agreements or contracts for Federal 
and/or other funds. It is further provided that if any funds are re- 
ceived, they shall be deposited in the County Treasury and shall be 
paid out in accordance with the plans, agreements and contracts au- 
thorized to be entered into for such financial assistance as may be 
available. 


All such Acts herein authorized shall be in accordance with Public 
Law 725 of the 79th Congress of the United States entitled “Hospital 
Survey and Construction Act,” and the “State Hospital and Licensing 
Act” and regulations issued under the authority of the same. 


SEOTION 24: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of tlie State of South

SECTION 1: Transfer funds from post war building and im- 
provement fund to top-surfacing and construction of county roads 
fund, Lancaster County.—The Treasurer of Lancaster County is 
authorized and directed to transfer from a fund created under Act No, 
624 of the Acts of 1944 now in hand, known as the Post War Building 
and Improvement Fund, the sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,- 
000.00) Dollars, or whatever amount may be contained in said fund, 
to a special fund to be known as the Top-Surfacing and Construction 
of County Roads Fund. 


SECTION 2: Use of top-surfacing and construction of county 
roads fund.-—The Top-Surfacing and Construction of County Roads 
Fund shall be expended on order for the majority of the County 
Board of Directors for use in surface treating or black tarring county 
roads or any other type of road construction which they deem neces- 
sary.

AN ACT To Provide For The Purchasing Of Road Materials, 
Stone, Asphalt, Culverts And Equipment For The Construction 
And Surface Treatment Of Roads, Bridges And Culverts In Lan- 
caster County; To Provide For The Building, Construction And 
Equipment Of School Buildings In Said County; To Authorize 
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And Empower The County Board Of Directors Of Lancaster 
County To Issue Three Hundred Thousand ($300,000.00) Dollars 
Of Bonds Of Said Oounty For Said Purpose, And Same Are To 
Be Issued In Such Amounts And At Such Times As The County 
Board Of Directors Of Lancaster County May Determine; To 
Provide For The Matching Or Using Of The Proceeds In Oon- 
nection With Securing Federal Aid Or Any Other Aid To The 
Extent Deemed Necessary Or Advisable By The County Board 
Of Directors Of Lancaster County; To Provide For The Payment 
Of Said Bonds And The Interest Thereon By Means Of The Gas- 
oline Tax Distributed To Lancaster County Not Previously 
Pledged And By Means Of Tax Levy. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Lancaster County issue bonds or notes for school 
and road improvements.—The County Board of Directors of Lan- 
caster County is hereby authorized, empowered and directed to issue 
and sell coupon bonds or notes of said County in such amount as will 
carry out the purposes of this Act not to exceed ‘Three Hundred 
Thousand ($300,000.00) Dollars or whatever amounts necessary, not 
to exceed the legal limitation as is hereinafter provided, the proceeds 
from the sale of said bonds shall be applied to defray the cost of build- 
ing, constructing and equipping school buildings in said County and 
constructing, improving and surface treating such roads, bridges and 
culverts in Lancaster County as may be determined by said Board. 
PROVIDED, that the roads constructed and surface treated under 
the terms and provisions of this Act shall be distributed in different 
sections of said County in a fair and equitable manner. 


SEOTION 2: Issuance—maturities—interest.—Said bonds may 
be issued either as a single issue, or from time to time in several 
separate issues. ‘They shall mature scrially in successive annual install- 
ments in such amounts as may be determined by said County Board of 
Directors of Lancaster County. The maturity date of the first install- 
ment of each series shall be not later than three (3) years from their 
date. The maturity date of the last installment shall not be earlier 
than fifteen (15) years nor later than twenty-five (25) years from 
the date of the first series of bonds. Any bond issued pursuant to this 
Act may, at the discretion of the Lancaster County Board of Direc- 
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tors, contain a provision permitting its redemption prior to its stated 
maturity at premium figures. Said bonds shall bear such rate of in- 
terest as said County Board of Directors may determine not to exceed 
three (3%) per cent per annum, payable annually, or semi-annually. 
They shall bear such date or dates, and be payable at such place or 
places as said Board may likewise determine. 


SEOTION 3: Execution.—Said bonds shall be executed in the 
name of Lancaster County by the Chairman of the County Board of 
Directors of Lancaster County and the County Treasurer of Lan- 
caster County, under the seal of the said County Treasurer. The cou- 
pons appertaining to such bonds need not be authenticated otherwise 
than by the facsimile signature of the Chairman of the said County 
Board of Directors lithographed or engraved thereon. 


SECTION 4: Sale.—Said bonds may be sold by said Board at not 
less than par and accrued interest to date of delivery, either at public 
or private sale, If at a public sale, the form, manner and occasion of 
the advertisement shall be determined by the said County Board of 
Directors. 


SEOTION 5: Deposit and expenditure of proceeds.—The pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale or sales of said bonds shall be deposited 
with the County Treasurer in two special funds separate and distinct 
from all other funds. The sum of One Hundred Thousand ($100,000- 
00) Dollars of such proceeds shall be placed in a School Building 
Fund to be expended only upon warrants or orders of the County 
Board of Education of said County in building, constructing and 
equipping school buildings in said County under the authority and di- 
rection of said County Board of Education. The balance of such pro- 
ceeds shall be placed in a road building fund to be expended only upon 
warrants or orders of the Lancaster County Board of Directors. 


SEQTION 6: Exempt from taxes,—The said bonds, both as to 
principal and interest, shall be exempt from all state, county and 
municipal taxes of the State of South Carolina. 


SEOTION 7: Payment.-—The full faith, credit and taxing powers 
of Lancaster County shall be pledged for the payment of said bonds 
and interest and the Auditor and Treasurer of Lancaster County, re- 
spectively, are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect an- 
nually a tax upon all taxable property in said county sufficient to pay 
the principal and interest of such bonds as they respectively become 
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due; and to create a sinking fund for the redemption of said bonds 
and interest at respective maturities. In addition to the pledge of the 
full faith and taxing powers of Lancaster County, as aforesaid, there 
shall be irrevocably pledged for the payment of said bonds, both prin- 
cipal and interest, such sums as Lancaster County shall from time

tax shall be more than sufficient to pay the principal and interest on 
the honds isstied under the terms of this Act, then balance of said 1¢ 
gasoline tax levy received hy the County shall he placed in the Lan- 
caster County Contingent und, 


SECTION 8: Use of bond money in road building fund.—The 
money placed in the Road Building Fund from the sale of the bonds 
authorized under the provisions of this Act shall be used only for the 
purchase of stone, asphalt, machinery and culverts necessary for the 
construction and surface treatment of roads, bridges and culverts in 
Lancaster County, and to effect construction and surface treating of 
such roads either by the Board of County Directors or by contract 
with independent contractors; PROVIDED, that, before any contract 
be Ict to an independent contractor, the Lancaster County Board of 
Directors shall advertise for bids and let same to the lowest responsi- 


ble bidder. 


SECTION 9: Use of school building fund—The money placed 
in the School Building Fund shall be used only for the building, con- 
struction and equipping of school buildings 11 said County by the 
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County Board of Education or by contract by said County Board of 
Education with independent contractors; PROVIDED, that before 
any such contract be let, the said County Board of Education shall 
advertise for bids and let same to the lowest responsible bidder. 


SEOTION 10: Gifts —The County Board of Directors of said 
County is authorized and empowered to apply to the Federal Govern- 
ment or any other governmental or State agency, or to any other 
source for grants of money or other assistance to aid in the construc- 
tion of said roads, bridges and culverts and for grants of money or 
other assistance in the building, construction and equipment of school 
buildings in said County and to use all or any part of the proceeds 
of the sale of such bonds for matching or securing such aid to the 
end that greater mileage of roads may be surface treated and more 
school buildings constructed and equipped than would be without 
such grants, 


SECTION 11: Time issue bonds and construct roads—The 
County Board of Directors shall issue these bonds and begin construc- 
tion of roads under the terms of this Act as soon as it is practicable 
to get sufficient machinery, materials and labor. 


SEOTION 12: Repeal.—All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent 
with the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed.

SECTION 2: ‘That the County Sheriff is hereby authorized and re- 
quired to make a monthly report to the Laurens County Treasurer 
and at the same time turn over to the County Treasurer all fines and 
taxes collected during said month, All county officers are hereby for- 
bidden to deposit any moneys belonging to the County with his or her 
personal accounts.

SECTION 8: The Auditor is hereby authorized and required to 
levy 2 tax of one (1) mill on all taxable property of Laurens County. 
The proceeds of said levy to be used for payment of tuition for pupils 
residing in school districts where no high school is located or where 
no school bus transportation is provided, said funds to be apportioned 
equally between the high schools in the County, with allowance being 
made for the difference in cost per pupil of colored and white pupils. 


SECTION 9: The official bond for the County Supervisor of Lau- 
rens County shall be Ten Thousand ($10,000.00) Dollars and no 
claim against Laurens County shall be paid until they have had the 
approval in writing of the County Supervisor and at least one of the 
County Commissioners, The County Supervisor and the County Com- 
missioners are hereby forbidden from using any of the money pro- 
vided for in this Act in payment for, or in purchasing any additional 
road machinery or implements for road building, except small tools, 
without the written approval of the State Senator from Laurens 
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County and a majority of the members of the House of Representa- 
tives from Laurens County, all expenditures in excess of the appro- 
priations herein made, and not duly authorized by law, made by the 
County Supervisor and Board of County Commissioners for Laurens 
County, shall not constitute a valid indebtedness against Laurens 
County and all such contracts shall be null and void.

two (2) at Joana Mill, and two (2) at Lydia Mill, as the Sheriff

against the County. Supplies herein mentioned include road materials, 
office equipment, and other equipment and machinery of a value of 
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more than One Hundred ($100.00) Dollars, but does not include 
purchase of parts of personal services for repairs of equipment where 
no competitive part or service is available; PROVIDED, that the 
Supervisor shall have the right to reject any bid which does not meet 
his requirements as to quality, specifications or description. 


SECTION 13; ‘I'he salaries herein provided for, for the various of- 
ficers of Laurens County, except magistrates and their constables 
and except fees collected by the tax collector and his deputies on tax 
executions as provided for in Act 112 of the Acts of the General As- 
sembly, 1941, shall he in lieu of all fees and costs of whatsoever nature 
or description collectible by them for services rendered on or after 
April 1, 1935. All fees, or costs, collected by any of said officers under 
the law providing for same services hereafter rendered shall he turned 
over by such officer to the County Treasurer of Taurens County 
monthly, together with a statement, under oath, showing the amount 
collected during month immediately preceding such statement.

monthly, together with other fees and costs collected by them. All fees 
and costs for services rendered or to be rendered by said officers on 
matters pending prigr to April 1, 1935, and not yet collected, shall 
be, when collected, retained by such officer. 


SEOTION 14: The Clerk of Court of Laurens County shall furnish 
certified copies of birth certificates or file in his office, to persons mak- 
ing applications therefor, for a fee of fifty (50¢) cents each, which 
shall be collected as all other fees are collected, and a record kept of 
each certificate so issued; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, certified 
copies thereof shall be furnished by him without charge when applica- 
tion therefor is made for the purpose of entering the Military Service 
of the United States; PROVIDED, ALSO, that the Clerk shall re- 
tain twenty-five (25¢) cents from the fee collected on all paid birth 
certificates, two-thirds of which he shall retain, and one-third thereof 
to be paid by him to his Clerk. 


SECTION 14-A: There is hereby appropriated from the surplus in 
the general County fund, the sum of Five Thousand ($5,000.00) 
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Dollars, to be used by the Laurens Cooperative Breeders Association 
to improve the herds of dairy cattle in Laurens County by the arti- 
ficial insemination of cows, under Clemson College Extension Depart- 
ment, Said amount shall be paid in whole or in part to J. W. Tinsley, 
Treasurer of said Laurens Cooperative Breeders Association upon a 
County warrant drawn upon the County Treasurer, signed by the 
President of said Breeders Association and by the County Agricul- 
tural Agent of Laurens County. 


BECTION 16: Since the collection of delinquent taxes has been 
transferred from the Sheriff to the Delinquent Tax Collector, the 
official bond required of the Sheriff of Laurens County is hereby re- 
duced to Five ‘Thousand ($5,000.00) Dollars, for which amount he 
shall give bond for the faithful performance of his duties, the premium 
of which shall be paid by the County; PROVIDED, FURTHER, 
that each of his deputies is required to give surety bond conditioned 
upon the faithful performance of his duties, in the sum of One Thou- 
sand ($1,000.00) Dollars, the premium of the bonds of said Deputy 
to be paid by Laurens County. 


SECTION 16; That there is hereby levied upcn all the taxable 
property of Laurens County one-half of one mill (14 of 1 mill), which 
chall be known as the Hospital Fund. That out of this Fund there 
chall first be paid the insurance premium of the fire insurance policy 
covering the said Laurens County Hospital and that the balance 
thereof shall be expended for the care and support of the needy or 
charity paticnts of the County of Taurens, and that it shall be the 
duty of the County Board of Conimissioners to pass upon all claims, 
followed by the operating Board of ‘Trustees of said Hospital and 
the same operating Bord of Trustees are hereby authorized and re- 
quired to pass on the advisahility of giving aid to any patient claiming 
to be a charity patient in so doing shall take into consideration and 
investigate the financial standing of any and all patients before grant- 
ing their application for charity. Their application for charity shall 
be filed with the claim and shail be a part of the document therewith. 
That in the event there remains any balance of the fund provided 
for in this Section, after taking care of the items herein specified, then, 
in that event, the unexpended balance shall go to the maintenance and 
upkeep of the said Hospital; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the 
Board of Trustees of Taurens County Hospital shall render to the 
Laurens County Delegation a report of its acts and doings, including 
a list of the charity patients accepted during the year 
eB A.J 
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SECTION 16-A: The Delinquent Tax Collector of Laurens Coun- 
ty is authorized and directed to refund to J. Harold Armstrong the 
sum of Nine Hundred ($900.00) Dollars, being the amount paid by 
the said J. Harold Armstrong to the said Tax Collector for purchase 
of 165 acres of land, known as the Fuller lands, pon the said J. 
Harold Armstrong conveying to Laurens County by goed and suf- 
ficient deed, with dower duly renounced, all his interest, if any, in 
and to the tract of land, for which the purchase price is being re- 
funded. It appears that the deed to the said J. Harold Armstrong 
failed to convey to him any appreciable interest in said lands by 
reason of faulty execution and sale. 


SECTION 17: Provisions made herein for additional clerical help 
in the several offices shall not be used to supplement salaries of reg- 
ular employees. 


SEOTION 18: That no beer or ale shall be sold in the County of 
Laurens hetween hours of 12 o’clock midnight on Saturday night and 
12 o'clock midnight on Sunday nights. 


SECTION 19: That all expenditures over and above the 1947 sup- 
ply Act be paid from the delinquent tax collections for said county. 


SECTION 20: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed. 


SECTION 21: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the

AN ACT To Provide For A Referendum Vote In The 1948 Gen. 
eral Election In Laurens County, South Carolina, On The Ques- 
tion Of The Issuance Of Six Hundred Thousand ($600,000.00) 
Dollars Of General Obligation Bonds Of Said County For The 
Purpose Of Construction And Surface Treatment Of County 
Roads In Said County; To Provide For The Issuance And Pay- 
ment Of Said Bonds, Should A Majority Vote Be Favorable To 
Their Issuance, And To Provide For The Membership And Du- 
ties Of The Laurens County Highway Commission. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Legislative findings—The General Assembly, after 
due investigation, has found that there exists in Laurens County a 
considerable need and demand for the improvement of county roads, 
and it has been further found, and determined, that in order to do any 
appreciable amount of improvement a bond issue will be required to 
provide funds therefor, and it has been further found that there is 
considerable difference of opinion among the citizens and freeholders 
of Laurens Cou.ity as to whether now is a propitious time, taking into 
consideration the cost of machinery and materials, to issue bonds and 
spend the proceeds for the purpose of surface treating or black topping 
roads. It has been further found that on account of the small number 
of convicts, and the large number of county roads which the Super- 
visor is required to maintain it is impracticable, and practically im- 
possible for him to prepare any appreciable amount of roads for sur- 
face-treatment and at the same time properly maintain the dirt roads 
of the county, and, therefore, it will be necessary to contract for the 
surface-treatment and construction of any roads to be improved. 


SECTION 2: Election on issuing bonds improve roads, Laurens 
County.—In order that the wishes of the qualified electors of Lau- 
rens County might be ascertained upon the question of the issu- 
ance of General Obligation Bonds of Laurens County in the sum of 
Six Hundred Thousand ($600,000.00) Dollars, the proceeds of which 
shall be used for the construction and surface-treatment of county 
roads as hereinafter provided, the County Board of Commissioners of 
Laurens County shall submit to the qualified electors of Laurens 
County in the regular General Election to be held in Laurens County 
in November of the present year, 1948, the following question: “Shall 
the County Board of Commissioners of Laurens County be authorized 
and empowered to issue General Obligation bonds of Laurens County 
payable from unlimited ad valorem taxes upon all taxable property 
in Laurens County, the proceeds of which shall be used to construct 
and surface treat such county roads as shall be decided by the Laurens 
County Highway Commission ?” 


The said Board shall give notice of the submission of said question 
to the voters by publishing notice thereof in a newspaper published 
in Laurens County once a week for three successive weeks prior to the 
holding of the said General Election. The notice shall specify that a 
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tax will be provided for said purpose, and that the polls will be opened 
for voting thereon during the regular hours of said regular election. 
Said Board shall provide a sufficient number of ballots for the said 
election, the forms of which shall contain the question set forth here- 
in and shall be followed with the words: “Yes” and “No” printed 
clearly thereon. The ballots shall contain instructions advising persons 
voting in the election that those who favor the issuance of the bonds 
shall strike through or erase the word ‘‘No”, while those persons who 
oppose the issuance of bonds shall strike through or erase the word 
“Yes”, The managers of the General Election for State and County 
offices shall conduct said election, and shall make return of the results 
of the vote at the several precincts in Laurens County to the Board 
of County Commissioners for Laurens County, which Board shall, 
upon receipt of the returns, proceed to canvass the election and declare 
the results thereof, The result of said election as declared by resolution 
of the Board shall not be open to question except by a suit or pro- 
ceeding instituted within thirty days from the date when the results 
are declared. The cost of holding the election and giving notice there- 
of shall be defrayed from general funds of Laurens County. 


SECTION 3: Issue bonds if election favorable—If the election 
required by the provisions of Section 2 of this Act shall result favor- 
ably to the issuance of bonds of Laurens County for the pur- 
poses herein named, the County Board of Commissioners of 
Laurens County shall issue Six Hundred Thousand ($600,000.00) 
Dollars of General Obligation bonds of Laurens County and said 
bonds shall be designated as “County Road Improvement Bonds”, 
They shall be issued in serial bonds, and shall be made to mature over 
a period of not exceeding twenty years from the date from which 
said bonds shall be issued and the first installments thereof shall 
mature not later than three years from the date of the issuance there- 
of. Said bonds shall be in denominations of One ‘Thousand ($1,000- 
.00) Dollars each and shall bear interest at a rate or rates not exceed- 
ing four per cent. per annum, payable semi-annually, Said bonds may 
be issued with the privilege of redemption reserved to the county 
prior to their stated maturities with premiums not in excess of five 
per cent, of the face of each respective bond; the reserved period of 
redemption to be in the discretion of said Board, stated in advertise- 
ment and printed on the bonds, The bonds shall be payable at such 
place or places as may be designated by the County Board of Com- 
missioners. 
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All bonds issued pursuant to this Section shall be sold at competi- 
tive public bids at not less than par and accrued interest to date of 
delivery, and after not less than fourteen days notice of the sale being 
given by publication at least once in a newspaper of general circula- 
tion in the State of South Carolina and in some financial publication 
best calculated in the opinion of the County Commissioners to give 
notice of the sale of said bonds. 


The bonds provided to be issued by this section shall be executed 
in the name of Laurens County by the Supervisor and shall be attested 
by the Treasurer of Laurens County under such seal as the County 
Board of Commissioners shall adopt for that purpose. The coupons 
attached to said bonds need not be authenticated other than by the 
facsimile signatures of the said officers lithographed thereon. 

The bonds provided to be issued herein shall be exempt from all 
taxation by the State of South Carolina and its political subdivisions, 
except inheritance and estate taxes, 

For the payment of the bonds provided to be issued by this section, 
both principal and interest, the full faith and credit of the County of 
Laurens is irrevocably pledged; and the Auditor and Treasurer of 
Laurens County shall respectively annually levy and collect an ad 
valorem tax upon all taxable property in Laurens County sufficient 
to make the punctual payment of principal and interest of said bonds 
as the same respectively mature. 

The proceeds of said bonds shall be deposited with the County 
Treasurer, and shall be expended upon the warrant of the Laurens 
County Highway Commission created by Section 4 of this Act and in 
the manner herein provided. Such proceeds shall be expended in the 
discretion of the Laurens County Highway Commission, and solely 
for the purpose of constructing and surface treating county roads to 
be selected as herein provided. 


SECTION 4: Laurens County highway commission—term—va- 
cancy.—If the election required by the provisions of Section 2 of 
this Act shall result favorably to the issuance of bonds of Laurens 
County for the purposes herein stated, there is hereby created for the 
purpose of carrying out the purposes and intent of this Act a com- 
mission to be known as “I.aurens County Highway Commission”. 
Said Laurens County Highway Commission shall consist of seven 
(7) members, all of whom shall be qualified electors of Laurens 
County and the initial membership shall be as follows, to wit: 
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R. P. Hamer, Clinton, S. C., 

J. T. Hollingsworth, Cross Hill, S$. C., 

W. Adger Babb, Princeton, S. C., 

Grover C. Roper, R. F. D., Laurens, S. C., 

Robert A. Harris, Gray Court, S. C., 

D. Eugene Brown, R. F. D., Laurens, S.C., 

Sam B. Fleming, Ora, S. C., 
who shall hold office until their work is completed, or until their suc- 
cessors are appointed and qualify. Any vacancies on said commission 
by death, resignation or otherwise shall be filled by the Governor 
upon the recommendation of a majority of the delegation from Lau- 
rens County in the General Assembly, including the Senator. 

Upon being apprised of the favorable result of the election required 
by the provisions of Section 2 hereof said board shall meet as soon 
as practicable and organize, which date shall be considered the begin- 
ning of their term herein provided for. They shall organize, elect one 
of their number as Chairman, the second as Vice Chairman, and the 
third as Secretary. The Secretary shall immediately certify this fact 
to the Governor of South Carolina, who shall issue commissions to 
each member for the term required by this Act. A full record of the 
notes of said initial meeting shall be filed with the Clerk of Court of 
Laurens County by the Secretary of said Board and shall be recorded 
and indexed by that official. 


SECTION 5: Commission — meetings — quorum — improve 
roads—pay—expenditures—engineer.—The members of said Com- 
mission shall meet at least once a month, and it shall take at least 
four members thereof to constitute a quorum. They shall make a 
canvass of the county roads of Laurens County and shall expend the 
proceeds of the sale of the bonds herein provided for the construction, 
surface-treating and resurfacing county roads within Laurens County. 
The improvement of said roads shall be equitably distributed through- 
out Laurens County by the said Highway Commission, who, in se- 
lecting the roads for improvement, shall give first consideration to 
those which carry the most traffic and serve the most people. No 
portion of the funds herein provided shall be used in the laying out, 
cutting and censtructing streets, or new roads, in new developments 
on which proposed streets or roads or houses have been located. All 
work shall be done by contract, which contract shall be awarded only 
after public notice thereof has been given, and the contract shall be 
let to the lowest competitive responsbile bidder, who shall be required 


uv 
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to give bond for the faithful performance of his contract in an amount 
required by the Commission. 


The members of said Commission shall receive as compensation 
Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day for each meeting, not exceeding twelve 
meetings in any one year, and mileage at the rate of six cents per 
mile each way for travel to and from the place of meeting, which 
shall be the Supervisor’s office at the county Court House at Laurens, 
South Carolina, or at such place as a majority of the Commission 
may determine as most suitable and practicable. 


In payment of the work herein provided for and let to contract 
by the Laurens County Highway Commission the said Commission 
shall issue its warrant directed to the County Treasurer of Laurens 
County, and signed by at least four members of the Highway Com- 
mission, after which same shall be approved by the County Treasurer 
and shall be paid from the funds derived from the sale of the bonds 
herein provided. If in the opinion of a majority of the Highway Com- 
mission it is advisable to employ a county engineer to assist in the con- 
struction and improvement of the roads herein provided for they are 
hereby authorized and directed to employ such engineer and to pay 
him for his services from the proceeds of the bonds as herein provided. 


SEOTION 6: Obligations issued hereunder valid.—All bonds, 
revenues or general obligations, issued pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act, shall, when issued in compliance with the provisions thereof, 
be deemed incontestible and valid and binding obligations according 
to their tenor and effect notwithstanding the provisions of any other 
Statute or statutes. 


SECTION 7: Election unfavorable terms hereof void.—If the 
election required by the provisions of Section 2 of this Act shall re- 
sult unfavorably to the issuance of bonds by Laurens County as herein 
provided then, and in that event, the other provisions of this Act will 
be rendered useless and shall be null and void.

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AN AOT To Create A Jail Commission Of Laurens County, To 
Name The Members Thereof; To Provide For The Appointment 
Of Their Successors, Prescribe Their Terms Of Office, Duties, Pow- 
ers, Authorities And Compensation; And To Provide For Remod- 
eling, Extending And Equipping The County Jail For Said Coun- 


ty. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina : 


SECTION 1: Legislative findings —The General Assembly, after 
due investigation, has found that there exists in Laurens County an 
urgent need for extending, remodeling and improving the Laurens 
County jail, together with the jailor’s and sheriff’s quarters. 


SECTION 2: Jail commission, Laurens County—vacancy—pay 
——term.—In order that said improvements may have the proper con- 
sideration and thought and may as nearly as possible meet the needs 
of Laurens County, there is hereby created an impartial jail commis- 
sion of Laurens County, which shall be composed of three (3) mem- 
bers, citizens of Laurens County, namely: Tom I, Addison, Clinton, 
South Carolina; Charles I*. Fleming, Laurens, South Carolina; and 
‘Lucien W. Bobo, of Gray Court, South Carolina, from among whom 
shall be elected a chairman and secretary, Should a vacancy occur in 
said commission, it shall be filled by the Governor upon the recom- 
mendation of a majority of the Delegation from said County in the 
General Assembly. The members of said Commission shall receive as 
compensation Ten ($10.00) Dollars per day for each meeting, not 
exceeding twelve (12) meetings in any one (1) year, and shall also 
receive Six (6¢) Cents per mile for travel each way, coming and 
going from their home to Laurens County Court House, Hach of said 
members shall hold office for two (2) years, at which time their office 
shall expire and termibate unless at the end of the expiration of said 
time the work has not been completed, in which event the term of 
office is extended until the completion of the work undertaken under 
the terms of this Act. 


SECTION 3: Officers—study jail needs—architect—contracts.— 
The Jail Commission shall immediately upon the effective date of this 
Act, organize by electing a chairman and secretary and shall as soon 
thereafter as is convenient make a detailed and careful study of the 
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needs of the present county jail of Laurens County and all advisable 
improvements and remodeling thereof. They are hereby authorized to 
call to their assistance an architect to be chosen by them, who shall be 
paid in such amount as they think proper from the appropriation 
herein made. They shall then let the contract for all work, remodeling, 
equipping and extending the jail as they deem necessary and proper 
by contract to the lowest responsible competitive bidder, after due 
notice thereof, but no work shall be done on a cost plus basis. 


SECTION 4: Appropriation—There is hereby appropriated 
from the surplus funds of the bond account of Laurens County for 
the purpose of remodeling, extending and equipping said jail, in such 
manner as the Commission hereby created deems proper and ad- 
visable, the sum of Twenty-five Thousand ($25,000.00) Dollars. 


SECTION 5: Expenditures.—All expenditures for the payment of 
the architect, remodeling, equipping and extending the jail and 
quarters connected therewith, and all expenses hereby authorized 
shall be paid by the County Treasurer of Laurens County from the 
funds hereby appropriated on voucher approved by the full Com- 
mission. 


SECTION 6: Records public—disposition of records.—The said 
Commission shall keep books which shall be open for public inspection 
at all reasonable times and shall also present to the Grand Jury of 
Laurens County at least once each year an itemized statement of all 
funds received and disbursed by them, which report shall be a record 
of said Court. At the expiration of the life of said Commission, all of 
its contracts, papers and books of account shall be turned over to the 
Clerk of Court for Laurens County and filed therein as a permanent 
record, 


SEOTION 7: Repeal._—All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 8: Time effective—This Act shall take effect immedi- 
ately upon its approval by the Governor.

AN ACT To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of Hunter 
School District No. 5, Of Laurens County, To Conduct An Elec- 
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tion To Submit To The Qualified Electors Of Said District The 
Question Of The Issuance Of Bonds Of Said School District In 
The Amount Of Not Exceeding Two Hundred Fifty Thousand 
($250,000.00) Dollars, To Authorize Said Board Of Trustecs To 
Issue Bonds Should Said Election Result Favorably, And To Pro- 
vide For The Payment Of Said Bonds, 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Legislative findings—The General Assembly finds 
that the limitations applicable to the bonded indebtedness of Hunter 
School District No. 5 of Laurens County (interchangeably referred 
to as School District Hunter No. 5, of Laurens County) are 
controlled by the Amendment to Section 5, Article X, of the Constitu- 
tion, which became effective upon the Ratification of said Amendment 
by the Act of the General Assembly, which took effect February 11th, 
1921. It has further ascertained that additional school facilities are 
needed in said School District, and that an opportunity to obtain such 
additional school facilities should be afforded. 


SECTION 2: Election on issuing bonds, Hunter school district 
No. 5, Laurens County.—In order to ascertain the wishes of the 
qualified electors of Hunter School District No. 5, of Laurens County, 
upon the question of the issuance of bonds of said School District, in 
the sum not exceeding that authorized by this Act, the Board of ‘Trus- 
tees of said School District shall be empowered to order an elction in 
said school district. Said election shall be held at such time as shall be 
designated by said Board of ‘I'rustees. Notice of the holding of said 
election shall be given by publication in a newspaper published in the 
Town of Clinton, which lies in said School District, once a week for 
two weeks immediately preceding the date fixed for said election. 
Suitable ballots shall be prepared for use in said election, which shall 
be in form substantially as follows: “SHALL THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES OF HUNTER SCHOOL DISTRICT NO. 5, OF 
LAURENS COUNTY, BE EMPOWERED TO _ ISSUE, 
EITHER A SINGLE ISSUE OR FROM TIME TO TIME AS 
SEVERAL SEPARATE ISSUES, BONDS OF SAID SCHOOL 
DISTRICT TO THE AMOUNT OF NOT EXCEEDING TWO 
HUNDRED FIFTY THOUSAND ($250,000.00) DOLLARS, 
WHOSE PROCEEDS SHALL BE EXPENDED FOR ADDI- 
TIONAL SCHOOL FACILITIES IN SAID DISTRICT? YES, 
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NO.” Said form of ballot shall contain suitable instructions advising 
the voter that, if he favors the issuance of bonds, he shall erase or 
strike through the word, “NO”, and that, if he is opposed to the 
issuance of bonds, he shall erase or strike through the word “YES.” 
Said election shall be conducted at such voting places in said school 
district as are established by law for the conduct of general elec- 
tions. At such election, only those persons qualified to vote under the 
Constitution and general statutes of South Carolina shall be per- 
mitted to vote. The polls shall be opened at 8 o'clock in the forenoon 
and shall remain continuously open until four o’clock in the after- 
noon, whereupon they shall be closed. The Board of Trustees shall 
appoint the Managers of said election or make provision for their 
appointment. Upon the closing of the polls, the Managers shall make 
their returns to the Board, which shall canvas said returns and de- 
clare the results of said election. The results of said election as de- 
clared by resolution of the Board of Trustees, shall not be open to 
question except by a suit or proceeding, instituted within thirty 
days from the date the results are declared. The cost of holding the 
elction and giving notice thereof shall be defrayed from the general 
funds of the School District by the Treasurer of Laurens County, 
upon the warrants of said Board of ‘Trustees. 


SECTION 3: Issue bonds if election thereon favorable—denomi- 
nations—maturities.—If the election required by the provisions of 
Section 2 of this Act shall have resulted favorably to the issuance of 
bonds, then the Board of ‘Trustees of Hunter School District No. 5, 
of Laurens County, shall be empowered to issue general obligation 
bonds of said School District, in an amount not exceeding Two Hun- 
dred Fifty ‘Thousand ($250,000.00) Dollars. Said bonds may be is- 
sued either as a single issue or from time to time as several separate 
issues, and shall bear such date or dates and such rate or rates of 
interest, payable annually or semi-annually, shall be in such denom- 
ination or denominations, and shall mature in such annual series or 
amounts and be payable at such place or places as the said Board 
of Trustees may by resolution determine. 


SECTION 4: Deposit and expenditure of proceeds——The pro- 
ceeds derived from the sale of said bonds shall be deposited by the 
trustees with the ‘Treasurer of Laurens County, and shall be expended 
upon their warrants for all or any of the following purposes: to con- 
struct and equip new school buildings in said District, to repair or en- 
large existing school buildings, to purchase equipment for use in 
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school buildings in said District, and to acquire land for the site of 
school buildings. 


SECTION 5: Bonds—sale—Said bonds shall be sold by the Board 
at public sale after publication of a notice of sale at least once not less 
than ten days before the occasion fixed for the opening of bids, in a 
newspaper of general circulation in South Carolina, In offering said 
bonds for sale said Board may reserve the right to reject any and all 
bids, but if all bids are rejected, said bonds shall be re-advertised for 
sale in the manner of the original notice. If a second call for bids shall 
produce results unsatisfactory to said Board of Trustees, said Board 
shall be empowered to effect a private sale at a price not less than the 
best bid received on the occasion of the two public offerings, 


SECTION 6: Bonds—execution.—The said bonds shall be signed 
in the name of the School District by the Chairman of the Board of 
trustees of said School District and countersigned by the Clerk of said 
Board, under the Seal of said School District, provided that the signa- 
tures of the said Chairman and the said Clerk shall be lithographed or 
engraved upon the coupons attached to said bonds, and such litho- 
graphed or engraved signatures thereon shall be a sufficient signing 
thereof.

AN ACT To Authorize The Board Of Trustees Of Sullivan 
School District No, 17, Of Laurens County, To Conduct An Elec- 
tion To Submit To The Qualified Electors Of Said District The 
Question Of The Issuance Of Bonds Of Said School District In 
the Amount Of Not Exceeding Eighteen Thousand ($18,000.00) 
Dollars, To Authorize Said Board Of Trustees To Issue Bonds 
Should Said Election Result Favorably, And To Provide For The 
Payment Of Said Bonds. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Election on issuance of bonds, Sullivan school dis- 
trict No. 17, Laurens County.—In order to ascertain the wishes of 
the qualified electors of Sullivan School District No. 17, of Laurens 
County, upon the question of the issuance of bonds of said School 
District, in the sum not exceeding that authorized by this Act, the 
Board of Trustees of said School District shall be empowered to order 
an election in said school district.

SECTION 2: The Auditor and Treasurer of Lee County are here- 
by authorized and directed to levy and collect upon all the taxable 
property of I,ee County a sufficient number of mills to raise the 
amount stated in this Supply Bill to be raised by taxation. 


SECTION 3: The funds appropriated for roads, bridges and chain- 
gang shall be spent and used in such a way as to cover the entire 
period of this Act, and as near equally per month as possible, and 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby forbidden to con- 
tract for or spend in excess of the appropriation in any way or make 
indebtedness therefor which cannot and is not paid for on the 10th 
of the next month after the purchase or expenditure is made. Any 
violation of this Section shall subject the member or members of 
said Commission to immediate removal by the Governor upon the 
written recommendation of the Lee County Legislative Delegation 
and any such purchase or expenditure in excess of said sum so ap- 
propriated shall not be an obligation of Lee County and be null and 
void.

They shall at all times keep 
an exact record of all sums paid on each and every appropriation of 
the County. 


SECTION 6: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
are hereby authorized, required and directed to buy the various pro- 
visions, supplies, etc., except heavy machinery, necessary for the 
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county chaingang in Lee County whenever possible and to distribute 
the purchases among the various merchants of Lee County as far 
as possible and to that end the Commissioner from District No. 3 
shall designate the places said provisions and supplies shall be pur- 
chased during months of July, December and May of this fiscal year ; 
the Commissioner from District No. 4 for the months of August, 
January and June of this fiscal year; the Commissioner from Dis- 
trict No. 5 for the months of September and February of this fiscal 
year ;the Commissioner for District No. 1 for the months of October 
and March of this fiscal year and the Commissioner for District No. 
2 for the months of November and April of this fiscal year, PRO- 
VIDED, FURTHER, that the months each respective Commis- 
sioner has charge of designating the places said provisions and sup- 
plies shall be purchased, he shall personally visit the chaingang at 
least once each week and personally check the need for supplies, pro- 
visions, etc., purchased, estimate the amount needed for the follow- 
ing month and see that only necessary supplies, provisions, etc., are 
purchased and then only at the lowest possible price, PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that such provisions, supplies, etc., as are purchased 
shall be purchased at not exceeding twelve abd one-half per cent 
(12 1/2) above the wholesale price of such provisions, supplies, etc., 
and, PROVIDED, that all claims for provisions, supplies, etc., pur- 
chased shall be filed by the party furnishing the same, be itemized, 
duly verified and carry the certificate of the seller that the purchase 
price does not exceed by twelve and one-half (121/2) per cent the 
wholesale price. 


SECTION 7: All new machinery, automotive and other equipment 
for the county chaingang shall be purchased only after thirty (30) 
days notice, inviting said bids are published in Lee County Messen- 
ger and all bids received pursuant to said notice shall be considered 
and acted upon by the County Board of Commissioners and the Lee 
County Legislative Delegation jointly. 


SECTION 8: The Superintendent of the County chaingang shall 
use every care to keep the cost of operating the chaingang as low 
as possible and he shall cause the prisoners and guards to keep all 
machinery and equipment properly greased and he shall cause the 
prisoners and guards to take extra care in operating said machinery 
and equipment. In order to reduce the cost of providing food for 
prisoners and guards, the superintendent of the county chaingang

shall have the gang prisoners plant and work a garden of at least 
five acres in vegetables and other truck crops and he shall have au- 
thority to hire all necessary mule work to prepare said land and 
to use said prisoners in working same. - 


SECTION 9: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
shall be the sole purchasing agent for Lee County and any and all 
officers or employees of Lee County who may need any books, pro- 
visions, supplies or other material or thing for their office or depart- 
ment shall request the purchase of same by written request to the 
County Board of Commissioners of Lee County, which Commission, 
if it deems the purchase necessary and strictly within the appropri- 
ation for said office or Department, shall issue its regular requisition 
blank, numbered serially, in triplicate, for said purchase, deliver one 
copy to the office or department requesting the purchase, and one 
copy to the seller to be presented along with the seller’s itemized 
bill for such purchase at the time payment therefor is made. No of- 
ficer or employee of Lee County shall make any purchase except in 
the manner herein provided and any purchase made or contracted 
for except by virtue of a proper requisition blank shall not be a debt 
against the County, but shall be the individual debt of the person 
making such a purchase. A copy of this Section shall be mailed by 
the County Board of Commissioners to every officer or employee of 
Lee County and to such other concerns and people it may deem 
proper. 


SECTION 10: In order to prevent lost motion, duplication of effort 
and lack of definite responsibility, the Chairman of the County Board 
of Commissioners is required to devote such part of his time as the 
County Board of Commissioners may determine to be necessary. 
He shall execute the orders and policies of the Commission, but no 
authority is denied the other members of said Commission, nor is 
the Chairman vested with greater power than his fellow members, 
but for convenience and better business methods, concentration of 
execution is delegated to the Chairman rather than the entire Com- 
mission; PROVIDED, that in the case of incapacity of the Chair- 
man, his duties shall, with the consent of the entire Lee County 
Legislative Delegation, devolve upon the other members of the Coun- 
ty Board until a Chairman is again chosen. 


SECTION 11: ‘The County Board of Commissioners shall have full 
supervision of the County Chaingang and there shall be paid out 
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“of the funds appropriated for dieting County gang prisoners, upon 
itemized statements properly verified by seller and approved by said 
Board, the actual cost of food, fuel, water and lights necessary for 
the proper dieting of prisoners, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, said 
cost shall not exceed the sum of eighty (80¢) cents per day for each 
prisoner confined on said Chaingang and the Superintendent of the 
County Chaingang shall file a monthly written report showing an 
itemized list of all prisoners confined on said Chaingang, the exact 
number of days each prisoner spent on said Chaingang that month 
and the total maximum authorized cost based on the number of 
prisoners at the rate of eighty (80¢) cents per day. No bill in excess 
of said maximum authorized cost shall be paid except with the writ- 
ten approval of the ee County Legislative Delegation. 


SEOTION 12: ‘he County Board of Commissioners shall pay out 
of the appropriation for extra food for gang employees, upon itemized 
statements properly verified by seller and approved by said Board, 
the actual cost of extra food for meals of gang employees while on 
duty; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, said cost shall not exceed the 
sum of Fifteen ($15.00) Dollars per month for each employee. 


SECTION 13: The Board of County Commissioners of Lee County 
be, and they are hereby authorized to borrow not exceeding ninety 
(90%) per cent of the amount to be raised by taxation by the above 
‘levy, on note or notes to be executed by the Chairman of said Board 
and the County Treasurer of Lee County, which notes when so ex- 
ecuted shall be a first lien on all taxes to be raised by said levy. 


SECTION 14: The provisions of Section 8558, Code of Laws of 
the State of South Carolina, 1942, and Acts amendatory thereto so 
far as the same shall affect the payment of fifty (50¢) cents on each 
marriage license fee by the Judge of Probate of Lee County unto the 
Treasurer of Lee County, are hereby repealed for this fiscal year 
only and the Probate Judge of Lee County is hereby authorized and 
directed to retain the full marriage license fee for each marriage li- 
cense issued by him. 


SECTION 15: The County dentist shall be appointed by the Lee 
County Legislative Delegation and shall continue as such until a suc- 
cessor is so appointed. The County Board of Mducation of Lee County 
is hereby directed to pay to the County dentist the sum of One Hun- 
dred Sixty-five ($165.00) Dollars per month as salary, the sum of 
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Thirty ($30.00) Dollars per month for travel, and the sum of One 
Hundred ($100.00) Dollars per year for dental supplies, as needed, 
which amounts shall be paid out of the appropriation for dental clinic 
provided in this Act. 


SEOTION 16: Each Magistrate is hereby required to account to 
and pay the County Treasurer on or ‘before the 10th day of each 
month for all fines and monies collected by him as magistrate dur- 
ing the preceding month and file a written report with the County 
Board of Commissioners showing all criminal cases brought before 
him and their disposition and no magistrate shall be paid his month- 
ly salary until said monthly accounting and report is made. 


SECTION 17: The Sheriff shall have full supervision of the Coun- 
ty Jail and there shall be paid out of the funds appropriated for diet- 
ing Jail Prisoners, upon itemized statements properly verified by 
seller and approved by said Sheriff, the actual cost of food, fuel, 
water and lights necessary for the proper dieting of prisoners; PRO- 
VIDED, HOWEVER, said cost shall not exceed the sum of Fifty 
(.50;) cents per day for each prisoner confined in said jail, and the 
jailor shall file a monthly written report showing an itemized list 
of all prisoners confined in said Jail and the exact number of days 
each prisoner spent in said Jail that month and the total maximum 
authorized cost based on the number of prisoner days at the rate of 
fifty (.50¢) cents per day. No bill in excess of said maximum au- 
thorized cost shall be paid except with the written approval of the 
Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 18: That, since provision is made herein for the payment 
of the cost of Rural Police System for this fiscal year, the Auditor 
of Lee County. is hereby authorized and directed not to place upon 
the taxable property of I.ee County the levy contemplated by the 
Special Act relating to Rural Police System for Lee County. 


SECTION 19: The County Board of Commissioners shall also pay 
out of funds appropriated the actual cost of all necessary clothing, 
fuel, hedding and other camp equipment and the Superintendent of 
the County Chaingang shall have a trusty, or trusties, perpare and 
cook the food, keep the camp and stockade clean and well heated and 
the bedding and clothing in good order. 


SECTION 20: The County Board of Commissioners are hereby di- 
rected at least once each month to have a suitable detail of gang pris- 
oners thoroughly clean the County Court House and Grounds. 
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SECTION 21: The amount herein appropriated for hospitalization 
shall be paid out among the various hospitals accepting Lee County 
charity patients on the basis of the number of patient days such hos- 
pital cares for charity patients of Lee County. No person shall! be a 
charity patient of Lee County unless he or she, or someone in his 
or her behalf, first signs a sworn statement that the patient and his 
or her family is unable financially to provide such necessary hospital- 
ization and urgently needs county assistance, and that the patient 
has no insurance or hospitalization fund to cover such necessary hos- 
pitalization, which statement shall be filed in the office of the County 
Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 22: ‘The funds appropriated for the various departments 
shall be spent over the entire period of this Act, as near equally per 
month as possible, and any officer or employee who shall contract for 
or spend in excess of the appropriation for his department shall be 
subject to removal by the Governor, upon the written recommenda- 
tion of the entire Legislative Delegation, and any such purchase or 
expenditure in excess of the sum so appropriated shall not be an ob- 
ligation of ree County and is null and void. 


SECTION 23; The amounts listed herein for the payment of each 
of the Clerks in the office of County Commissioners, Sheriffs, Audi- 
tor, Treasurer and Superintendent of Education is for the clerks of 
said offices: on April 1, of this fiscal year, and in case a new clerk 
is placed in any of said offices, his or her salary shall be approved by 
the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 24: All taxes and indirect revenue collected for ordi- 
nary county purposes during the fiscal year 1947-1948 in excess of 
the amount necessary to pay appropriations for the fiscal year 1947- 
1948 shall be disbursed by the County Board of Commissioners of 
I.ee County upon the written authorization of the Ice County Leg- 
islative Delegation, on county warrants, and the County Treasurer 
is hereby authorized to honor said warrants and charge the same to 
Ordinary County Fund., and any balance remaining on hand on July 
1, 1948 shall be used to meet appropriations for the fiscal year 1948- 
1949 and all taxes and indirect revenue collected for ordinary county 
purposes during the fiscal year 1948-1949, in excess of the amount 
necessary ta pay appropriations for the fiscal year 1948-1949 shall 
he disbursed by the County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
upon the written authorization of the Lee County Legislative Dele- 
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gation, on county warrants, and the County Treasurer is hereby au- 
thorized to honor said warrants and charge the same to Ordinary 
County Fund. 


SECTION 26: Any and all unused balances in any and all accounts 
for the fiscal year 1947-1948 shall be automatically transferred to the 
contingent fund account for the fiscal year 1948-1949, 


SECTION 26: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee Coun- 
ty he, and they are hereby authorized to refinance any existing in- 
debtedness of Lee County evidenced by notes or bond issues where 
a material saving in interest can be had and any note or notes given 
for said purpose shall be executed by the Chairman of the said Board 
and the County Treasurer of Lee County and when so executed shall 
be a first lien on all taxes levied or to be levied for the purpose of 
the original note or bond issue so refinanced. 


SECTION 27: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
are hereby authorized and directed to terminate the appointment of 
any cotton weigher appointed by the said Board in the event such 
cotton weigher fails to properly perform his duties as determined 
by the said Board. 


SECTION 28: The Auditor of Lee County is hereby empowered, 
authorized, and directed, upon the written request of the County 
Board of Education of Lee County to levy an additional three mills 
tax, if so much be necessary, to assist in the operation of the schools 
of Lee County. Such funds to be credited to the County Board Fund 
and disbursed by the Superintendent of Education of Lee County

SECTION 29: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee Coun- 
ty are hereby authorized to use, as they deem necessary, general re- 
lief or general assistance funds for general relief of indigent citizens. 


SECTION 30: The Auditor of Lee County is hereby authorized 
and directed to levy and the Treasurer of Lee County is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to collect a six (6) mill tax on all of the tax- 
able property of Lee County, to assist in the operation of the ac- 
credited high schools of Lee County. Such tax funds to be credited 
to the County Board Accredited High School Fund and to be dis- 
bursed by the Superintendent of Education of Lee County and a ma- 
jority of the County Board of Education of Lee County to the various 
accredited high school districts in Lee County on the basis of high 
school enrollment on the first day of the month of October last pre- 
ceding; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, That every accredited high 
school district shall receive out of the said County Board Accredited 
High School Fund not less than the amount of taxes paid in by the 
said district under the levy herein assessed and, PROVIDED, FUR- 
THER, That the said tax so distributed shall replace and be in lieu 
of any funds now paid by the various school districts of Lee County 
to any accredited high school in Lee County for the teaching of its 
high school students, and, PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the audi- 
tor of Tee County is hereby authorized and directed to reduce the 
special tax levy on every school district in Lee County not less than 
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six (6) mills from the special tax levied in each District for the 
year 1946, to offset the above levy. 


SECTION 81: The County Board of Commissioners of Lee County 
are hereby authorized and directed to allow the Lee County Airport 
Commission to use such portion of the unused open land on the 
County Farm as the County Board of Commissioners may deem nec- 
essary for an airport at Bishopville and such commission shall su- 
pervise the use of said airport and the construction of any hangar 
or hangars thereon; PROVIDED, HOWEVER, said commission 
shall consist of nine (9) citizens of Lee County, who shall serve 
for a term of two years and shall be appointed by the Senator and 
a majority of the Lee County House Legislative Delegation, and 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, said commission shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services and shall have no right to contract debts 
against Lee County but shall have the right to lease upon terms it 
deems advisable, and for a period not exceeding ten years, said air- 
port and/or a site or sites at said airport, to individuals, groups or 
companies for the erection of hangar or hangars thereon. 


SECTION 82: That pending the enactment of a Hospital Building 
Commission Act, there is hereby created a temporary hospital Com- 
mittee for the purpose of accepting donations and gifts for the Hos- 
pital-Health Center Construction, and/or hospital endowment and/or 
hospital operation and/or care of indigent citizens and all monies 
received shall be deposited with and be held in trust by the County 
Treasurer of Lee County, South Carolina, in a Hospital-Health Cen- 
ter Trust Fund account. Said committee shall be appointed by the 
Lee County Legislative Delegation and shall have authority to accept 
any and all gifts of land for Hospital Health Center purposes and 
have deed therefor made to Lee County, South Carolina, with pro- 
visions in said deed, or deeds, that in the event said land is not used 
for Hospital-Health Center purposes it shall be reconveyed to the 
grantor hy lee County. 


SECTION 33: The funds apportioned to Lee County by the State 
for Hospital-Health Center purposes shall he placed by the County 
Treasurer of Tee County in a separate Hospital-Health Center ac- 
count and held as provided by law. 


BECTION 34: The Treasurer of Lee County shall deposit and keep 
all funds belonging to Lee County deposited in any one or more 
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of the Banks in Lee County provided said Banks secure said monies 
as provided by Section 2869-2, of the Code of Laws of South Caro- 
lina, 1942, and PROVIDED, HOWEVER, if no Bank in Lee 
County will secure said monies as provided in said Section 2869-2, 
then he shall have authority to deposit said funds in any Bank out- 
side of Lee County provided said Bank secures said monies as pro- 
vided by Section 2869-2 of the Code of Laws of South Carolina, 
1942, 


SECTION 35: The Lee County Legislative Delegation is hereby au- 
thorized to have an audit made covering the fiscal year 1947-1948, 
of any and all offices and departments of Lee County and the County 
Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to pay the costs thereof 
out of the appropriation for Audit County Books upon bills approved 
by the Lee County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 36: Every County officer and employee is prohibited 
from making any purchase for Lee County from any officer, em- 
ployee or elected official of Lee County and no purchase so made 
shall be an obligation of Lee County and no County officer or em- 
ployee shall use any County property for his own use but ony for 
necessary official use. 


SECTION 37: The Auditor and Treasurer of Lee County are here- 
by authorized and directed to reduce the levy for principal and in- 
terest on bonded indebtedness from four mills to two mills, 


SECTION 38; The Lee County Legislative Delegation are hereby 
authorized and directed to give the various employees and officers of 
Lee County such salary raises as in their judgment is warranted, 
taking into consideration the ability of the county to pay same. Such 
raises to be effective as of July 1, 1948. 


SECTION 39: Each and every automobile, truck, Road Patrol, 
tractor, and other automotive vehicle owned and operated by Lee 
County shall have prominently painted on both the right and left 
sides of same a large sign readable from at least 1000 feet with the 
words “Owned and operated by Lee County, South Carolina”, en- 
closed in a large oval circle and no such automobile, truck, Road 
Patrol, tractor or other automotive vehicle shall be operated hy any 
officer or employee of Lee County unless stich sign is painted thereon. 


SECTION 40: The County Treasurer is directed, upon the written 
authorization of the Lee County Legislative Delegation, to set aside 
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and transfer as much of county surplus funds as in the opinion of 
the Lee County Legislative Delegation may be proper for the con- 
struction of any public improvements designated by said Delegation, 
and as much of said surplus funds as in the opinion of the Lee Coun- 
ty Legislative Delegation as may be needed for ordinary county pur- 
poses. 


SEOTION 41: The various officers and employees of the County are 
hereby directed to file with the Chairman of the Lee County Legis- 
lative Delegation and the Chairman of the County Board of Com- 
missioners of Lee County duplicate quarterly reports showing the 
status of such office or department and such other information as 
the County Board or the Lee County Legislative Delegation may 
request. If any officer or employee fails to file said quarterly report 
within fifteen (15) days after the end of each quarter, the County 
Board of Commissioners is hereby directed to withhold payment 
of salary of such officer or employee until such officer or employee 
files said quarterly report as provided herein. 


SECTION 42; The words Lee County Legislative Delegation as 
used in this Act mean the Senator and at least one member of the 
House of Representatives from Lee County unless the context clear- 
ly shows otherwise. 


SEOTION 43: All Acts or parts of Acts inconsistent with the pro- 
visions of this Act are hereby repealed. 


SECTION 44: This Act shall take effect upon its approval by the

School District No. 13-14-30, Of Lee County, To Conduct An Elec- 
tion To Submit To The Qualified Electors Of Said School District 
The Question Of The Issuance Of Bonds Of Said School District 
In The Amount Of Not Exceeding Thirty-Five Thousand ($35,000- 
.00) Dollars; To Authorize Said Board Of Trustees To Issue 
Bonds Should Said Election Result Favorably, And To Provide 
For The Payment Of Said Bonds. 
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BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SEOTION 1: Legislative findings——The General Assembly finds 
that additional school facilities are needed in Lynchburg School Dis- 
trict No. 13-14-30, of Lee County, the State of South Carolina, and 
that an opportunity to obtain such additional school facilities should 
be afforded. 


SECTION 2: Election on issuance of bonds, Lynchburg school 
district No, 18-14-80, Lee County.—In order to ascertain the wishes 
of the qualified electors of Lynchburg School District No. 13-14-30, of 
Lee County, upon the question of the issuance of bonds by said School 
District, in the sum not exceeding that authorized by this Act, the 
Board of Trustees of said School District shall be empowered to order 
an election in said School District. Said election shall be held at such 
time as shall be designated by said Board of Trustees. Notice of the 
holding of said election shall be given by publication in a newspaper 
published in the Town of Bishopville and of general circulation in Lee 
County, at least once not less than ten (10) days prior to the occasion 
fixed for said election. Suitable ballots shall be prepared for use in 
said election, which shall be in form substantially as follows: 


“SHALL THE BOARD OF TRUSTEES OF LYNCHBURG 
SCHOOL DISTRICT NO, 13-14-30, OF LEE COUNTY, BE 
EMPOWERED TO ISSUE, EITHER AS A SINGLE ISSUE 
OR FROM TIME TO TIME AS SEVERAL SEPARATE 
ISSUES, BONDS OF SAID SCHOOL DISTRICT TO THE 
AMOUNT OF NOT EXCEEDING THIRTY-FIVE THOU- 
SAND ($35,000.00) DOLLARS, WHOSE PROCEEDS SHALL 
BE EXPENDED FOR ADDITIONAL SCHOOL FACILITIES 
IN SAID DISTRICT ?- -Yes- -No.” Said form of hallot shall con- 
tain suitable instructions, advising the voter that if he favors the 
issuance of bonds, he shall erase or strike through the word, “No”, 
and that if he is opposed to the issttance of bonds, he shall erase or 
strike through the word, “Yes.” Said election shall be conducted at 
such voting places in said School District as are established by law 
for the conduct of general elections. At such election, only those 
persons qualified to vote under the Constitution and general statutes 
of South Carolina shall be permitted to vote. The polls shall be 
opened at eight o’clock in the forenoon and shall remain continuously 
open until four o’clock in the afternoon, whereupon they shall be closed.

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The Board of Trustees shall appoint the Managers of said election 
or make provision for their appointment. Upon the closing of the 
polls, the Managers shall make their returns to the Board, which 
shall canvas said returns and declare the results of said election. ‘The 
results of said election, as declared by resolution of the Board of 
Trustees, shall not be open to question except by a suit or proceeding, 
instituted v ‘thin thirty days from the date the results are declared. 
The cost of holding the election and giving notice thereof shall he 
defrayed from the general funds of the School District by the Treas- 
urer of Lee County, upon the warrants of said Board of Trustees. 


SEOTION 3: Issue bonds if election thereon favorable—inter- 
est—denominations—maturities.—If the election required by the 
provisions of Section 2 of this Act shall have resulted favorably to the 
issuance of bonds, then the Board of Trustees of Lynchburg School 
District No, 13-14-30, of Lee County, shall be empowered to issue, 
either as a single issue or from time to time as several separate issues, 
general obligation bonds of said School District to an amount not ex- 
ceeding thirty-five thousand ($35,000.00) dollars.

struct new buildings, to enlarge existing buildings, to repair existing 
buildings, and to purchase equipment for use in school buildings in 
said District. : 


SECTION 5: Sale.—Said bonds shall be sold by the Board at pub- 
lic sale after publication of a notice of sale at least once not Jess than 
ten days before the occasion fixed for the opening of bids, in a news- 
paper of general circulation in South Carolina. In offering said bonds 
for sale said Board may reserve the right to reject any and all bids, but 
if all bids are rejected, said bonds shall be re-advertised for sale in 
the manner of the original notice. If a second call for bids shall 
produce results unsatisfactory to said Board of Trustees, said Board 
shall be empowered to effect a private sale at a price not less than 
the best bid received on the occasion of the two public offerings. 
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SEOTION 6: Execution.—Said bonds shall be signed in the name 
of the school district by the chairman of the Board of Trustees of said 
school district and countersigned by the clerk of the said Board, under 
the seal of said school district, PROVIDED that the signatures of the 
said chairman and the said clerk shall be lithographed or engraved 
upon the coupons attached to said bonds, and such lithographed or 
engraved signatures thereon shall be a sufficient signing thereof. 


SECTION 7: Exempt from taxes.—The said bonds shall be ex- 
empt from all state, county and municipal taxes in this state. 


SECTION 8: Payment.—The full faith, credit and resources of 
said school district are hereby pledged for the payment of said bonds 
and interest, and the auditor and treasurer of Lee County, respec- 
tively, are hereby authorized and directed to levy and collect annually 
a tax upon all taxable property within the said School District suf- 
ficient to pay the interest on said bonds and the bonds as they respec- 
tively mature, and to create a sinking fund for the redemption of said 
bonds and interest at respective maturities. The taxes, when so levied 
and collected, shall be held by the treasurer of Lee County separate 
and distinct from all other funds and used solely for the purposes for 
which levied and collected under the terms of this Act. 


SECTION 9: Additional—The bonds herein authorized to be is- 
sued are in addition to all other bonds or notes previously authorized 
to be issued by said school district for any purposes whatsoever. 


SECTION 10: Survey—plat—petition—The said Board of Trus- 
tees shall not be required to make a survey of the said school district 
and file a plat thereof with the clerk of the court for the purpose of 
the election to be held under this Act, nor shall any petition of free- 
holders be required. 


SECTION 11: Authority of trustees additional—The powers 
and authorities hereby conferred upon the Board of Trustees of said 
school district are in addition to all other powers and authorities pre- 
viously vested in said board and not in abrogation thereof.

SECTION 6: No money shall he borrowed by the County nor in- 
terest paid on same for longer period than the collection of taxes 
sufficient to pay the same makes it necessary, and no note in excess 
of the sum provided by law shall be made by the County Commis- 
sioners, except upon the written authority of the County Tegislative 
Delegation which shall he filed with the Clerk of Court. 


SECTION 7: That the McCormick County Delegation is hereby 
authorized and empowered to pay to the members of the Forestry 
Committee, or any other members of a committee authorized by Legis- 
lation, meeting during the year 1948 the sum of Four ($4.00) Dollars 
per day from the Contingent Fund under Item K; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that none of the said committee shall be paid for more 
than twelve meetings during the year 1948. 


SECTION 8: ‘That the County Board of Commissioners of Mc- 
Cormick County be, and they are hereby ,authorized and empowered 
to appoint a practicing attorney as County Attorney who shall render 
legal advice to any county officer of McCormick when so requested 
by such officer regarding official matters pertaining to any duty of 
any officer of McCormick County or as to the law pertaining to any 
matter connected the administration of such office. 


SECTION 9: The County Board of Commissioners of McCormick 
County, be, and they are hereby, authorized and empowered to ap- 
point a practicing physician and whose duties shall be to look after 
the health condition of the county and attend any prisoner either on 
the chaingang or in the county jail of said county and make such rec- 
ommendation as he might think proper for the safeguarding of the 
health of the prisoners of communities of said county, 


SECTION 10: That the McCormick County Delegation may, at 
any time, order the discontinuance and storage of any motor car or 
other equipment owned or hereafter to be owned by McCormick 
County. 
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SECTION 11: Unless otherwise specifically authorized herein no 
bill or claim aganist the County of McCormick shall be approved or 
paid unless the same is fully itemized and states under oath, what it is 
for, giving the kind and quality or thing or commodity it represents, 
in addition to the amount and the time furnished, and no person shall 
make oath to such itemized statement or claim for any other person. 


SECTION 12: No officer of McCormick County shall charge or 
collect any money for an expense account except as are herein pro- 


vided for. 


SECTION 13: hat any officer or employee of the County of Mc- 
Cormick who disregards the provisions of this Act shall be guilty of 
misconduct in office and subject to removal in addition to the punish- 
ment now provided by law. 


SEOTION 14: ‘The officials at the McCormick Court House are 
hereby authorized to close their offices on one afternoon during the 
week of the summer months provided the majority of the merchants 
in the town of McCormick close their places of business one afternoon 
of said week and the afternoons taken off by the Court House officials 
shall be the same afternoon on which the business houses are closed. 


SECTION 16: lor the year 1948 the Supervisor shall employ such 
help as necessary, other than that herein provided for, upon the writ- 
ten approval of the Legislative Delegation from McCormick County. 


SECTION 16: In order for the County to participate in federal 
funds or other sources of funds for the construction and equipping of 
a health center or centers and the right to acquire land for the same, 
the County Board of Commissioners, with the approval of the Dele- 
gation of McCormick County, are hereby clothed with the necessary 
legal authority and are authorized, empowered and directed to apply 
through the State Board of Health which is the State Agency, for 
federal funds to assist in the construction and equipping of the said 
health center or centers and for the purchases of necessary land or ac- 
quire the said necessary land by gift, devise or otherwise. The au- 
thority granted shall enable the County Board of Commissioners to 
legally apply and enter into agreements or contracts for federal 
and/or other funds. It is further provided that, if any funds are re- 
ceived, they shall be deposited in the County ‘Treasury and shall be 
paid out in accordance with the plans, agreements and contracts au- 
thorized to be entered into for such financial assistance as may be 
available. 
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All such Acts herein authorized shall be in accordance with Public 
Law 725 of the 79th Congress of the United States entitled, “Hospital 
Survey and Construction Act”, and the “State Hospital Construction 
and Licensing Act” and regulations issued under the authority of 
the same. 


SECTION 17: This Act shall take effect upon the approval by the 
Governor.

WHEREAS, in the creation of McCormick County the Town of 
McCormick, to assist in the creation of the County and to help pro- 
vide necessary buildings for county seat, issued certain bonds for the 
purpose of aiding in the construction of a County Court House and 
County Jail for McCormick County; and 

WHEREAS, there are Thirty Thousand ($30,000.00) Dollars of 
the said bonds issued by the Town of McCormick still outstanding 
and unpaid; and 

WHEREAS, the financial condition of McCormick County is such 
that it can now take over and assume the payment of bonds issued by 
the Town of McCormick for said purpose, the Town of McCormick 
being heavily indebted for outstanding bonds and having petitioned 
that the said bonded indebtedness be assumed by McCormick County, 
and 

WHEREAS, the entire County of McCormick has reaped the 
benefit of said bonds; NOW, THEREFORE, 


BI IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 
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SECTION 1: Election on assumption by McCormick Oounty of 
$30,000 courthouse and jail bonds issued by McCormick.—That 
at the next ensuing general election to be held in the County of Mc- 
Cormick that the election commissioners shall submit to the qualified 
voters voting in said general election the question of whether the 
County of McCormick shall assume the payment of Thirty Thousand 
($30,000.00) Dollars of bonds issued by the Town of McCormick for 
the purpose of erecting and constructing a county court house and 
county jail. 


The election commissioners of McCormick County shall provide 
ballots in accordance with law and said ballots shall be printed as 
follows: 


“In favor of McCormick County assuming Thirty Thousand ($30,- 
000.00) Dollars of bonds issued by the Town of McCormick for the 
purpose of erecting and constructing the McCormick County Court 
House and Jail. 

‘Yes’ ‘No’ 

“Those voting in favor of the County assuming said bonded indebt- 
edness strike out the word ‘No’ and leave the word ‘Yes’, Those 
voting against the assumption of said bonds shall strike out the word 
‘Yes’ and leave the word ‘No’.” 

The expenses of said election shall be paid from the contingent 
fund of the county. The board of commissioners for state and county 
elections shall certify the result of said election to the county board 
of commissioners, the county auditor and the county treasurer of 
McCormick County. 


SECTION 2: Payment by McCormick County if election fav- 
orable.—That in the event a majority of the qualified electors of Mc- 
Cormick County voting in the next general election in McCor- 
mick County on the question of the assumption of the aforesaid 
bonds shall vote in favor of the assumption, then the auditor of Mc- 
Cormick County shall designate out of the existing bond levy a suffi-

SECTION 2: The Board of County Commissioners be, and it is 
hereby authorized to borrow, at such time or times, and upon such 
terms as it may prescribe, upon sealed competitive bids, after writ- 
ten notice to all banks in Marion County, a sum or sums not ex- 
ceeding in the aggregate the amount hereinabove appropriated, pledg- 
ing all taxes to be raised by virtue of the levy to be made hereunder 
and the full faith and credit of the County for such loan or loans, The 
Chairman of the Board of County Commissioners and the County 
Treasurer shall execute a note or notes for such loan or loans, which 
note or notes when so executed, shall be a lien upon all taxes to be 
raised during the year 1948 for the levy to be made under this Act; 
PROVIDED, that the moneys hereinabove appropriated shall be 
used only for the purposes for which such appropriation is made and 
for no other purpose or purposes and the Board of County Commis- 
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sioners and the County Treasurer are hereby expressly forbidden 
to exceed directly or indirectly the appropriations herein made for 
any purpose whatsoever unless upon authorization of the County 
Delegation; and, PROVIDED, FURTHER, that all unexpended 
balances on appropriations for the period July 1, 1947, and ending 
June 30, 1948, shall be added to the contingent funds hereinabove 
mentioned, PROVIDED, that no funds of Marion County in ex- 
cess of the sum protected by the Federal Deposit Insurance shall 
be deposited by an officer thereof in any bank or banks unless such 
banks or bank shall file with the County Treasurer an indemnity 
bond in some approved surety company, or shall deposit with the 
County Treasurer, United States, State, County, municipal, school 
district, Federal Land Bank bonds, or other bonds guaranteed by the 
United States, or county notes, to indemnify the County of Marion

SEOTION 3: The Magistrates’ Constables hereinbefore mentioned 
shall be appointed by their respective Magistrates, and they shall be 
subject to removal by the same authorities at any time without the 
preference of charges. They shall have full rural police powers 
throughout the County. They shall regularly patrol their ‘respective 
territories, and faithfully devote their time and effort to the preser- 
vation of peace, good order and the detection of and prevention of 
crime therein, And the Constables at Centenary and Britton’s Neck 
in addition to their general duties as law enforcement and peace offi- 
cers, shall also, be required to serve in the capacity of assistant fire 
wardens, and as such are hereby required to assist in the prevention 
and suppression of forest fires within their respective territories. The 
Constable for Britton’s Neck Magistrate shall have as his territory 
Britton’s Neck Township and Woodberry Township and shall also 
act as Constable for Britton’s Neck Magistrate in both civil and crim- 
inal matters. The Constable for Centenary Magistrate shall have as 
his territory Legette Township, and Rowell Township, and shall also 
act as Constable for Centenary Magistrate in both civil and criminal 
matters. PROVIDED, HOWEVER, that the Magistrate’s Consta- 
ble shall live within one mile of the Town of Centenary. They shall 
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also aid and assist the Sheriff’s office in investigating any and all 
other crimes and the enforcement of law in Marion County. For that 
purpose they shall be subject to the call of the Sheriff of the said 
County at all times. And, when so called, they shall work in coop- 
eration with said Sheriff and under his direction and supervision. 
And, any Constable who fails or refuses to faithfully and officially 
discharge the duties in this respect, shall be deemed guilty of official 
misconduct and be forthwith removed from office. The Sheriff and 
his deputies, the Constables, the Health Officer and T. B. Nurse 
of Marion County shall be permitted to purchase gasoline from or 
through the County facilities whenever the same shall be necessary 
to carry out official business, 


SECTION 4: The amounts hereinabefore appropriated for salaries 
for officers and employees shall be in full of their compensation and 
they shall not receive allowance for travel or other expenses, except 
as herein provided, save and except postage, stationery, and office 
supplies, which shall also be furnished each of the Magistrates upon 
their written requisition to the Board of County Commissioners; all 
such postage, stationery and office supplies to be paid out of the con- 
tingent fund; and also except office rent for the Magistrate at Mul- 
lins and Nichols as hereinafter specified; PROVIDED, that, when 
it becomes necessary to leave the confines of the County to serve a 
warrant, the sheriff or officer so doing, if he desires to file his claim 
for mileage for such trip with the County Board of Commissioners, 
the County Board of Commissioners is hereby authorized to pay 
mileage for such travel at the rate of five (5¢) cents per mile for 
actual distance traveled in the most direct route going to and return- 
ing from the place of arrest, which mileage shall be paid out of the 
contingent fund. No mileage shall be paid by the County Board of 
Commissioners for warrants served out of the County except in cases 
involving a felony and in cases of abandonment and non-support, 
of wife and/or children whereina warrant has been issued: PRO- 
VIDED, said mileage shall be paid for removing prisoners or other 
persons to the penitentiary or other institution in line of duty. 


SECTION 5: The Service Officer shall be elected at a Joint Meet- 
ing of the Executive Committees of the American Legion of the 
Towns of Marion, Mullins, Nichols, and the V.F.W. organization or 
organizations in Marion County. 


SECTION 6: The appropriation hereinbefore made for the office 
rent shall be used by the Board of County Commissioners in the pay- 
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ment of office rent for the Magistrate at Nichols not to exceed Sixty 
($60.00) Dollars per annum and the Magistrate at Mullins, not to 
exceed One Hundred and Eighty ($180.00) Dollars per annum. 


SEOTION 7: The amount hereinabove appropriated for the hospi- 
talization fund shall be paid by the County Board of Commissioners 
upon presentation to them of approved claims by the County Board of 
Health or its Director. The County Board of Welfare, working in 
conjunction with the Superintendent of the Hospital, is hereby di- 
rected to make a thorough study of the needs of every applicant for 
assistance from this fund. It shall work in conjunction with the Super- 
intendent of the Hospital and in the investigation of any applicant 
for assistance from this fund, the records, files and information which 
the Superintendent of the Hospital may have concerning such appli- 
cant shall be accessible to the County Board of Welfare in order to 
determine whether or not such applicant is entitled to assistance 
hereunder, and likewise any files, records and information on which 
the County Board of Public Welfare may have concerning the ap- 
plicant shall be accessible to the Superintendent of the Hospital. 
In the event the County Board of Public Welfare and the Superin- 
tendent of the Hospital are unable to agree whether or not such ap- 
plicant is entitled to assistance hereunder, then one disinterested mem- 
ber of the Welfare Board, after having studied the report or reports 
on such applicants, shall determine whether the applicant is entitled 
to assistance. In emergency cases, the County Board of Public Wel- 
fare is directed to make an investigation of the applicant even though 
he or she may have already been admitted to the hospital or discharged 
therefrom, and if it is finally determined that such emergency case 
is entitled to assistance hereunder, then the County Board of Public 
Welfare is hereby directed to approve same. 


SECTION 8; The Board of County Commissioners shall have au- 
thority to employ a County Attorney and to pay for his services out 
of the contingent fund. 


SEOTION 9: The Coroner shall be, and is hereby authorized to 
employ a stenographer to take the testimony at any inquest, if in the 
judgment of the Sheriff the volume of the testimony so to be taken 
and the circumstances of the case warrant such employment; and the 
Board of County Commissioners shall in each case pay the reasonable 
charges of such stenographer out of the contingent fund upon the 
written approval of the Coroner and Sheriff; PROVIDED, such sum 
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shall not exceed the sum of Five ($5.00) Dollars per hearing, except 
upon the approval of the County Board of Commissioners in un- 
usually long cases where such sum is insufficient to fairly compensate 
such stenographer. 


SECTION 10: The appropriation hereinbefore made for the Health 
Department is conditioned upon the filing of a monthly statement 
in writing with the Board of County Commissioners showing in de- 
tail the activities of this Department in the County, and provided that 
the amount appropriated for general office expense of the Health De- 
partment shall be used for current office expense and any outstand- 
ing indebtedness contracted for general office expense; and PRO- 
VIDED, that the funds expended for drugs and medical supplies 
shall be expended among the drug stores in Marion County in equal 
amounts insofar as is possible and practicable. The One Thousand 
($1,000.00) Dollars appropriated for Tuberculosis Work is to be 
expended under the direction of the Tuberculosis Association and 
T. B. Nurse. 


SECTION 11: The Item of Twelve Hundred and Fifty ($1,250.00) 
Dollars appropriated for the County Board of Education shall be ex- 
pended as follows: Two Hundred and Fifty ($250.00) Dollars per 
year to be paid to each of the five (5) members of said Board. 


SEOTION 12: The discount now allowed on County taxes shall be 
allowed on State taxes, and any discount allowed on State taxes shall 
be absorbed by the County, and paid from the ordinary County funds. 


SECTION 18: The Auditor shall call the local Board of Assessors 
together before beginning their work and shall instruct them that in 
all cases where a taxpayer is dead, or has removed or is unknown to 
any of them, it shall be their duty to make a list of such and at the 
conclusion of their work to turn such list over to the Tax Collector. 
The Tax Collector shall be required to make a personal visit to the 
territory in which such taxpayer is last listed and if after a careful 
investigation it is his opinion that the person is dead or cannot be 
found, then the same can be nulla bonnaed by the proper authorities 
and he shall be required to go into this clarification of the tax list im- 
mediately after the local boards finish their work and at the end of 
three months make a report of such work to the County Commis- 
sioners and submit a copy of same to the Treasurer. He shall fur- 
ther be required to turn over to the Treasurer on the first of each 
month all money collected by his office the preceding month. 
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SECTION 14: The County Auditor is hereby authorized and di- 
rected to make calculation of the amount of levy that will be necessary 
to raise the sums appropriated in this Act, first taking into account 
the probable income from all other sources, and he is authorized and 
directed to impose in due time such levy upon the property of the 
County as will raise the necessary sums of money. PROVIDED, 
that such levy shall not be made before June 1, 1948, and then only 
upon the written approval of a majority of the Legislative Delegation 
of the County and the chairman of the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, The purposes of this Section is to authorize a flexible levy 
so that same may be fixed at such rate as will raise the necessary 
amounts of money required to be paid out hereunder. 


SEOTION 15: The appropriation heretofore made for the traveling 
library shall be paid to the Superintendent of Mducation from time 
to time as the same shall be needed for the purpose of the Traveling 
Library. 


SECTION 16: The salaries and expenses herein appropriated for 
the officers and employees of Marion County may be paid monthly 
or semi-monthly, at the option of each officer and employee. 


BECTION 17: ‘I'he County Board of Commissioners shall issue no 
warrant for. nor shall there be paid the salary of, any officer of Marion 
County who has at the time any unpaid taxes due Marion County. 


SEOTION 18: The Tax Collector of Marion County shall receive 
One ($1.00) Dollar execution fee on all taxes so collected by him. 
The Tax Collector, upon collecting said taxes shall turn all costs and 
fees over to the County Treasurer and take receipts therefor, and at 
the end of each month thereafter, the County Treasurer is authorized 
and directed to pay over to the said Tax Collector One ($1.00) Dol- 
lar on each execution fee so collected by him.

The members of said Commission shall mect as soon as practicable 
and organize by electing one of their number as Chairman, a second 
as Vice-Chairman, and a third as Secretary. Of the eight members 
from Marion Township, three shall have a term ending July 1, 1950, 
three shall have a term ending July 1, 1952, and two shall have a 
term ending July 1, 1954. Of the ten remaining members, three shall 
have a term ending July 1, 1950, three shall have a term ending July

Vacancies on the Commission, either among the initial appointees, 
or among their successors in office, occurring hy reason of death, 
resignation, refusal to serve or otherwise, shall he for the remainder 
of the term of the office in which the vacancy shall have occurred. 
Tf, upon the expiration of the term of any member of the Commis- 
sion, a successor shall not have been appointed, the member whose 
term has thus expired shall hold over until the appointment and 
qualification of his successor, but this provision shall not extend the 
term of the successor beyond the six year period herein provided for.

(1) ‘To adopt and use a corporate seal. 

(2) To acquire by purchase or gift a suitable site for the establish- 
ment of a hospital. 

(3) To acquire by purchase or gift tangible personal property. 

(4) To accept gifts, grants, donationts, devises and bequests. 

(5) To employ architects or engineers to supervise the construc- 
tion of a hospital building, and to let contracts for the construction 
of said buildings. 
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(6) To apply to the Federal Government and any other govern- 
mental agency for a grant of moneys to aid in the construction and 
equipment of the hospital. 

(7) To employ supervisors, assistants and such personnel as may 
be necessary to operate and maintain the hospital, including the ap- 
pointment of a medical staff. 

(8) To provide reasonable regulations concerning the use of the 
facilities and services of the hospital. 

(9) To establish and promulgate reasonable rates for the use of 
the services and facilities afforded by said hospital. In promulgating 
rates, said Commission shall be empowered to provide a higher 
schedule of charges for persons who are not residents within the Dis- 
trict. 

(10) To operate and maintain a charity ward and free services 
for residents of the District, who are destitute and unable to pay for 
needed hospitalization. 

(11) To expend the proceeds derived from the charges made for 
the use of the facilities and services of the hospital for the operation 
and maintenance of said hospital. 

(12) To determine the fiscal year upon which the affairs of the 
District shall be conducted. 

(13) To expend any funds received in any manner, and the pro- 
ceeds derived from the issue of bonds hereinafter authorized, to de- 
fray the cost of constructing, establishing, equipping and maintain- 
ing such hospital. 

(14) To avail itself of the authorizations of the General Statute 
Law of the State, now codified as Chapters 185, 187 and 188, Vol- 
ume 4, Code of Laws of South Carolina for 1942, with respect to the 
issuance of revenue bonds, and if said Commission shall avail itself 
of any of the several authorizations thus granted to it, by the pro- 
visions of this subsection, it shall issue revenue bonds in the name 
of said District, and to adequately secure the same it shall be empow- 
ered to make any pledge or covenant authorized by any provision in 
any of said Chapters, but it shall not be required to make any pledge 
or covenant in conflict with the provisions of subsection (10) of this 
section.

Said form of ballot shall contain suitable instructions, advising 
the voter that if he favors the issuance of bonds, he shall erase or 
strike through the word “NO”, and that if he is opposed to the is- 
suance of bonds, he shall erase or strike through the word, “YES”. 
Said election shall be conducted at such voting places in said Hos- 
pital District as are established by law for the conduct of general 
elections. At such election, only those persons qualified to vote un- 
der the Constitution and General Statutes of South Carolina shall 
be permitted to vote. The polls shall be opened at eight o'clock in 
the forenoon and shall remain continuously open until four o'clock 
in the afternoon, whereupon they shall be closed. The Commission 
shall appoint the Managers of said election or make provision for 
their appointment.

charge for professional services to such patient, and no charge what- 
soever except the daily expense of four and 53/100 ($4.53) dollars 
per patient; PROVIDED, That the funds shall be available for use 
of the Marlboro County General Hospital only upon itemized state- 
ments of the actual days spent in the hospital by charity patients, 
signed by each patient individually and certified by the hospital 
management, said statement being presented to the Board of County 
Commissioners at their regular montily meetings, The Duke Founda- 
tion payment for charity work of one ($1.00) dollar per day is to be 
deducted from the amount of eight and 16/100 ($8.16) dollars, leay- 
ing seven and 16/100 ($7.16)dollars per charity patient to be paid 
by the county. These conditions and provisions are to be interpreted 
and enforced as meaning that when the Duke Iindowment gives one 
($1.00) dollar for charity work, the county will give seven and 16/100 
($7.16) dollars, not to exceed in total amount the sum of twenty 
thous.nd ($20,000.00) dollars for the year 1948-1949, County funds 
shall be available only to match in this way funds coming from the 
Duke Foundation for charity beds, and shall be paid only in cases 
approved as charity cases by the Duke Foundation. The Board of 
County Commissioners is authorized and directed to prepare and

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have printed for use by the patients and hospital management, forms 
and blanks for making the abovementioned certified statements: 
PROVIDED, FURTHER, That the charity patients herein referred 
to must be citizens of Marlboro County, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, 
That fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars of the within appropriation, 
if so much be necessary, shall be used for the hospitalization of charity 
patients who can qualify as such under this section, in hospitals other 
than the Marlboro County General Hospital, in the event they, be- 
cause of their particular illness, are unable to obtain at such local 
hospital the specialized medical service needed. 


In all such cases the maximum allowance per patient per day and 
for hospitalization only shall be the sum of seven and 16/100 ($7.16) 
dollars and the requirement of said sum being matched by one ($1.00) 
dollar from the Duke Foundation is waived and excepted. 


As a condition of this general appropriation it shall be the duty of 
the executive committee of the Marlboro County General Hospital to 
carry out the provisions of this proviso in cooperation with the County 
Department of Public Welfare. All moneys disbursed under this pro- 
viso shall be in accordance with the conditions of this section except 
as modified in this proviso, and payment shall be made to the Marl- 
boro County General Hospital, or its nominee and charged to their 
funds. 


SECTION 9-A: The appropriation of two thousand five hundred 
and twenty ($2,520.00) dollars for surgical and medical fees in 
charity cases in the Marlboro County General Hospital is to be ex- 
pended upon the following conditions: 


That the funds shall be available and be paid to the surgeon per- 
forming each charity operation, and to the doctor rendering pro- 
fessional services, only upon itemized statements signed by the 
Hospital Superintendent and the patients individually, said statements 
being presented to the board of county commissioners at their regular 
monthly meeting and certifying that said operation was a charity 
operation and that the surgeon performing the operation received, 
and will receive no further compensation for same, and that the medi- 
cal services rendered was for a charity patient not requiring surgery 
and that the doctor rendering the service will receive no further com- 
pensation for the same. The county board of highway commissioners, 
upon examination of such statement, shall (1) pay to the surgeon 
performing each charity operation the sum of five ($5.00) dollars for 
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each minor surgical operation; ten ($10.00) dollars for a major sur- 
gical operation, and fifteen ($15.00) dollars for a long continued case 
requiring “major” operation and more than three weeks of hospital 
care: The distinction between the term “major” and “minor” opera- 
tion shall be determined according to the classification of the Duke 
Endowment Foundation as now or hereafter promulgated; (2) pay 
to the doctor rendering medical service to patients not requiring sur- 
gical treatment one ($1.00) dollar per day for such service, but not 
to exceed five ($5.00) dollars in any seven (7) day period with the 
maximum amount per patient limited to fifteen ($15.00) dollars, re- 
gardless of the number of days of treatment. The above fees shall be 
paid until the amount herein appropriated is exhausted and there- 
after no payment shall be made, contracted for, or expected. All 
charity operations herein referred to must be upon citizens of Marl- 
boro County.

SECTION 10: The appropriation of four thousand two hundred 
and fifty ($4,250.00) dollars herein made for jail expenses is to be 
paid for necessary disinfectants, supplies, and for feeding prisoners, 
the sheriff to be allowed seventy (70¢) cents per day for feeding 
prisoners, but no payment beyond total sum of four thousand two 
hundred and fifty ($4,250.00) dollars is to be made.

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SECTION 14: The Board of School Trustees of the school dis- 
tricts of Marlboro County are hereby authorized and empowered, in 
their discretion, to reduce or abolish any special district levies for 
school purposes in their respective school districts. Upon the determi- 
nation of any board to reduce or abolish any such levy, it shall be the 
duty of such board to notify the auditor and the superintendent of 
education of the county of its action in the matter; and thereafter any 
such levy shall be reduced or abolished as the case may be. It is 
especially declared that the Boards of school trustees shall not have 
the power to increase any such levies but their power in the matter 
is only as specially herein conferred. 


SECTION 15: The money hereinbefore appropriated for the case 
of indigent children is to be expended by the county commissioners 
upon the request of the Children’s Bureau of South Carolina and 
upon the written approval of the delegation for the purpose of child 
welfare. 


SECTION 16: The Board of county commissioners is hereby au- 
thorized and directed to pay from contingent fund an amount not to 
exceed fifty ($50.00) dollars, as compensation for stenographic serv- 
ices at inquests. The coroner is authorized and directed to appoint a 
stenographer to take down stenographically all testimony at inquests 
held in the county; and at such inquests the Coroner shall swear and 
examine every eye witness. The stenographer shall make an original 
and one (1) copy of the testimony taken at such inquest, and he or 
she shall sign and deliver the original to the coroner, and one copy 
to the solicitor. 


SEOTION 17: The sheriff is authorized to sell all materials, sup- 
plies or other property seized or confiscated by him, or his officers, 
where not prohibited by law, and the proceeds shall be turned over to 
the County Treasurer to be used for ordinary county purposes. 


SECTION 18: Insurance premiums on school buildings in Marl- 
boro County shall be paid by the Superintendent of Education of 
Marlboro County by voucher drawn on the County Treasurer, and 
shall be charged in each instance against the general funds of the 
school district in which the building is situated. The County Treas- 
urer shall honor said vouchers and charge the same to the respective 
districts. 


SECTION 19: The board of commissioners shall publish once each 
month in some newspaper published in Marlboro County an itemized 
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statement of all expenditures of county funds, contracting for pub- 
lishing the same to be let to the newspaper making the lowest bid. 


SECTION 20: The county supervisor shall be the executive head 
of the county board of highway commissioners; but each member of 
the board of county highway commissioners shall have equal authority 
and the board shall at each monthly meeting provide for and set out 
generally the work to be done the following month. 


SECTION 21: The funds appropriated and set aside in this Act 
shall be used only for the purposes set forth herein, In the event funds 
are used for items for which they were not appropriated, all officers, 
agents or employees who take part in or have anything whatsoever 
to do with the transfer or use of said funds shall be deemed guilty of 
malfeasance in office and subject to removal at once by the Governor 
of the State of South Carolina, or by the proper officials of Marlboro 
County. Funds may be transferred from one account or item to 
another only upon the written direction and approval of a majority 
of the Marlboro legislative delegation in the General Assembly for 
the State of South Carolina in advance of such transfer, 


SEOTION 22: The board of commissioners of Marlboro County 
shall have no authority to make donations for any purpose. 


SEOTION 23: At least fifteen hundred ($1,500.00) dollars of the 
five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars appropriated to Library Association 
in Item 4 hereof, shall only be used by such association for necessary 
expense in operating a circulating library over the county. 


SECTION 24: There is hereby levied for school purposes an ad- 
ditional one (1) mill tax in the respective school districts of Beauty 
Spot and Willis, five (5) mill tax in Clio School District, three (3) 
mill tax in Bennettsville Schoo! District, and a two (2) mill tax in 
the school district of Tatum over and above the tax levy of 1944 for 
such purpose and the auditor is directed to include said additional 
levies in his assessment of taxes for said respective districts and the 
Treasurer is directed to collect the same, 


SECTION 25: The Cuusty Treasurer of Marlboro County is di- 
rected to send to each taxpayer as SOUn ec nossible after thie tax books 
are open, or as soon as it can be done, a notice by mail, ohowing the 
amount of taxes due by each taxpayer in all of the school districts of 
the county.

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SECTION 26; The game warden of Marlboro County is author- 
ized and directed to purchase for the County and to use in his work 
an outboard motor and boat not exceeding in cost the sum of three 
hundred ($300.00) dollars. In addition to such three hundred ($300-

SECTION 1; Discontinue tax levy pay bonds if funds therefor 
available, Marlboro graded school district No. 10, Marlboro

5, Article X of the Constitution, be agreed to: Add at the end thereof 
the following : 

“The amendment to this Section heretofore approved concerning 
Marlboro Graded School District No. 10 which authorizes the bonded 
indebtedness of said school district not exceeding sixteen (16%) per 
centum and requiring an election be repealed. The limitations as to 
bonded indebtedness imposed by this Section shall not apply to Marl-

BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina; 


SECTION 1: School district No, 52 issue bonds, Newberry 
County — interest — denominations — maturities.—The Board of 
Trustees of School District No. 52 (commonly called Whitmire School 
District No. 52), of Newberry County, the State of South Carolina, 
are hereby authorized and empowered to issue, either as a single issue 
or from time to time as several separate issues, general obligation 
bonds of said School District, to an amount not exceeding, (a), One 
Hundred Thousand ($100,000.00) Dollars, or, (b), that sum, which 
together with the net outstanding bonded indebtedness of said School 
District aggregates eight per centum (8%) of the assessed value of all 
the taxable property therein, as valued for State taxation, whichever 
shall be the lesser. In the event that the amount of bonds to be issued 
shall be controlled by the provisions of item (b) hereof, then the com- 
putation shall be made as of the occasion or occasions on which the 
said bonds may be issued.

SEOTION 3: The Sheriff, or his deputies, when on necessary of- 
ficial duty beyond the limits of the County, shall be paid five (5¢) 
cents per mile from and back to the county line, and actual expenses, 
not exceeding Three and 50/100 ($3.50) Dollars per day.

SECTION 2: For the fiscal year beginning with July 1, 1948, and 
ending with June 30, 1949, the Auditor of Union County is hereby 
authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer of Union County 
to collect, as other county property taxes are levied and collected, 
upon all the taxable property in Union County, a tax of such millage 
as will, when added to all other income or revenue received by said 
County for general purposes during said fiscal year, produce suf- 
ficient funds to meet the sums of money appropriated in Section 1 
hereof. 


SECTION 3: The salary of no employee of Union County shall be 
increased or supplemented from any source above the amount ap- 
propriated for such employee in Section 1 hereof, except with the 
unanimous consent of the Union County Legislative Delegation. 


SECTION 4: For the fiscal year as aforesaid, the Auditor of Union 
- County is hereby authorized and directed to levy, and the Treasurer 
of Union County to collect, as other County property taxes are levied 
and collected, upon all the taxable property in Unio: County, a tax 
of two (2) mills, for the following purposes, to-wit:

SEOTION 5: The Grand Jury of Union County shall appoint the 
Auditor to audit the books of Union County; PROVIDED, HOW- 
EVER, that the person or firm so appointed shall be a certified public 
accountant. Such Auditor shall be paid after the completion of the 
work and the delivery of the audit, The original of the audit shall 
be filed with the Clerk of Court who shall keep the same on file as 
a public audit; and copy thereof shall be furnished to each member 
of the Legislative Delegation.

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SECTION 8: The Bookkeeper of Union County shall be the cus- - 
todian of the Court House and Court House grounds and he shall 
appoint and have supervision over the Court House Janitor. 


SECTION 9: All fees and costs collected by any official of Union 
County shall be turned over to the Treasurer of Union County at least 
once each month, PROVIDED, HOWEVER, the respective Mag- 
istrates shall be allowed to retain costs and fees in all civil matters 
as a part of their compensation; and, the sheriff as Constable for the 
Magistrate at Union County Court House shall be allowed to retain 
costs and fees in all civil matters of the said Magistrate as a part of 
his compensation. 


SEOTION 10: The office of the County Clerk and Bookkeeper for 
the County Supervisor and Union County Governing Board is here- 
by changed to the office of Clerk for the County Supervisor and 
Bookkeeper for the Union County Governing Board. The said Clerk 
for the County Supervisor and Bookkeeper for the Union County 
Governing Board shall be appointed by the County Supervisor to 
assist him, and the Union County Governing Board in the perform- 
ance of their duties. 


SEOTION 11: The Supervisor of Union County shall have gen- 
eral supervision of, and be responsible for, all county roads and 
bridges, the County Chaingang, and the County Home; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, the Captain of the Chaingang shall be in immediate 
charge and control of all persons employed at the County Chain- 
gang, regardless of the titles and duties of such employees; and for 
sufficient cause the Captain is hereby empowered to suspend any such 
employee or employees for a period of not more than thirty (30) 
days for any one cause and on any one occasion. Such suspended em- 
ployee shall have the right of appeal to the County Governing Board, 
which body shall hold such hearings as may be deemed necessary 
to determine the facts and pass on the merits of such suspension, 
and in its discretion may take the same or similar action to that pro- 
vided for in Section 12 of this Act in cases where the Captain of the 
Chaingang may be suspended by the Supervisor. 


SECTION 12: The County Governing Board, by a majority vote 
of those present at a regular or special meeting thereof, shall have 
authority and is hereby required to order and direct the Supervisor 
to provide for and cause to be done all proper and necessary repairs 
and maintenance: work on the county roads and bridges, and may 
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designate the roads or bridges to be repaired or maintained. It shall 
be the duty of the Supervisor to carry out such orders and directions 
of the Board as fully and completely as may be possible, and in the 
absence of any orders or directions from the Governing Board, 
whether this be caused by completion of all work ordered by the 
Board, or by failure of the Board to direct a schedule of such work, 
or for any other cause, then it shall be the duty of the Supervisor to 
direct and cause to be performed the proper and necessary repairs 
and maintenance work on county roads and bridges. And in cases of 
emergency, arising from any cause, where a county road or bridge 
has become, or is about to become, hazardous, dangerous or impas- 
sable to traffic, then the Supervisor shall take immediate action on 
his own initiative, even if it be necessary temporarily to stop work 
that has been ordered or directed by the Governing Board, to meet 
and overcome such emergency, and he shall cause such work to be 
done as to afford traffic reasonable and safe passage over such road 
or bridge. In order to carry out the orders and directions of the Gov- 
erning Board, or to meet emergencies which may arise, the “Super- 
visor shall convey instructions and orders for such repair and main- 
tenance work to the Captain of the Chaingang and should the Cap- 
tain fail or refuse to carry out orders and directions submitted to 
him by the Supervisor, then and in such event, the Supervisor may 
suspend the Captain of the Chaingang until the next regular meet- 
ing of the County Governing Board and after a proper hearing, the 
Board may reinstate the Captain immediately, or may suspend him 
for a definite or indefinite period, or may remove him permanently 
and elect another in his place and stead: PROVIDED, FURTHER, 
that any county officer or employee who shall be suspended, removed 
or discharged as herein provided shall not be paid for any period 
during such time of suspension, and in case of removal or discharge 
shall not receive pay from and after the date thereof. 

The powers and authority herein granted to the County Governing 
Board, the County Supervisor and the Captain of the Chaingang 
shall be in addition to and cumulative with the authority the said 
Governing Board, Supervisor and Captain of the Chaingang now 
have under and pursuant to the Laws and Statutes of this State. 


SECTION 13: The County Governing Board is hereby authorized 
and empowered to elect or appoint the employees of the Chaingang

EVER, that any of the said employees may be suspended or removed 
as prescribed in Sections 11 and 12 ‘hereof.

SECTION 15: It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corpora- 
tion to sell or offer for sale any wine or beer in Union County be- 
tween the hours of 12 o’clock Saturday night and sunrise Monday 
morning. Any person, firm or corporation violating the provision 
of this Act shall be punishable by a fine of not more than One Hun- 
dred ($100.00) Dollars, or by imprisonment for not exceeding thirty 
(30) days, The right of any person to sell wine and beer in Union 
County at any time, under a license issued by the State, shall be 
forfeited, and the license revoked, upon conviction of violating the 
provisions of this Section.

AN AOT To Oreate A Health Commission For Lockhart School 
District In Union County; To Provide For The Members Thereof 
And Prescribe Their Terms Of Office, Powers, Duties And Au- 
thorities; To Provide For The Oonstruction, Building And Equip- 
ping Of A Health Center And Hospital In Said School District; 
To Provide For The Control, Management, Maintenance And Op- 
eration Of The Same; To Provide For The Payment Of The Costs 
Of Same By Said County; To Provide That Said Commission 
Shall Have Charge Of Such Health Center And Hospital, And 
To Provide For The Acceptance Of Contributions, Gifts And 
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Grants In The Matter Of Building, Constructing, Equipping And 
Operating Such Health Center And Hospital. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: Lockhart school district health commission, Union 
Oounty.—There is hereby created and established a commission to 
be known as Lockhart School District Health Commission in Lock- 
hart School District of Union County with such duties, powers and 
authority as is hereinafter imposed and conferred. Said Commission 
shall be composed of four (4) residents of said school district who 
are not practicing physicians and who are hereinafter referred to as 
laymen or lay members. Also, all practicing physicians who actually 
reside in and actively practice medicine in said school district shall 
automatically be members of said health commission; PROVIDED, 
HOWEVER, that if any such physician shall cease to be a resident 
af said school district or shall cease actively to *practice medicine 
therein, then his or her membership on said commission shall imme- 
diately cease and terminate. 


SECTION 2: Term—appointment.—The four (4) lay members 
of said health commission shall hold office for a period of four (4) 
years and until their successors are duly appointed and qualified, and 
they shall be appointed as follows: Two (2) of them shall be ap- 
pointed by the Governor upon the unanimous recommendation of the 
Legislative Delegation of Union County; and the other two (2) shall 
be appointed by the Governor upon the recommendation of the Super- 
intendent of Lockhart plant of Monarch Mills; PROVIDED, that 
any appointment to fill a vacancy on said commission, whether such 
vacancy arises from death, resignation or otherwise, shall be made for 
a full four (4) year term as above prescribed. The physician member 
or members of said commission shall be appointed by the Governor 
upon certification by at least two of the lay members of said com- 
mission that such physician or physicians are actual residents of, 
and are actively practicing medicine in, said school district. 


SEOTION 3: Officers—pay.—Within ten (10) days after the ap- 
pointment, the members of said commission shall organize by electing 
one (1) of their number as chairman and one (1) as secretary, and 
by electing such other officers as they may deem necessary, but no 
bond shall be required of them, and they shall receive no compensation 
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for their services. ‘The Treasurer of Union County shall act as treas- 
urer for said commission, and shall receive and pay out all monies 
- under the control of said commission as directed by it, but he shall 
receive no compensation for his services in this respect. 


RECTION 4: Erect and equip hospital and health center—site. 
—Upon suitable lands situate within said school district being 
conveyed to the County of Union, which said County is hereby 
authorized and directed to receive and accept a deed to such 
lands although such deed may contain a reversionary clause to the 
effect that the title to such lands shall revert to the grantor in the 
event that the same shall ever cease to be used for hospital or health 
center purposes, the said hospital commission is hereby authorized, 
empowered and directed forthwith to proceed with the constructing, 
erecting and equipment of a hospital and health center upon said 
lands in Lockhart School District; and said commission is further 
authorized, empowered and directed to e:uploy an architect, con- 
tractor and such other labor or services as may be necessary in car- 
rying out the provisions of this Act.

SECTION 8: Size, type and capacity of hospital and health 
center—equipment—cost.—Said commission is further authorized, 
empowered and directed to make said hospital and health center of 
such size and type and to provide the same with such beds and other 
equipment as, in its judgment, will best serve the needs of the people 
of said school district; PROVIDED that the total cost for construc- 
tion and equipment to be paid out of the health center funds shall not 
exceed the amount above specified. 
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SECTION 7: Control and manage.—Said commission shall have 
charge, control, and management of said hospital and health center 
and shall make, ordain and promulgate such rules, regulations and 
provisions as in its judgment shall be advisable or necessary for the 
proper operation, conduct and management thereof; and is further 
empowered to employ such persons as are required properly to oper- 
ate and maintain said hospital and health center.

SEOTION 3: The Superintendent of Education shall have a clerk 
at a salary of Two Thousand and Forty-six ($2,046.00) Dollars, to 
be paid from the funds of the County Board of Education. That all 
employees allowed board and lodging in this Act shall reside at the 
chaingang, and the mechanic provided herein shall furnish his own 
mechanical tools and be available for use in rendering mechanical 
services at the chaingang and to the various townships for repairs on 
their machinery. That all produce raised on the County Home prop- 
erty and on all property rented by the chaingang shall be used ex- 
clusively at the County Home and chaingang; PROVIDED, that a 
record of all sales and dispositions of all products and property of 
the County Home shall be kept by the Superintendent of the Home, 
and filed annually with the Supervisor’s office.

(8) mills in Bethel Township; six (6) mills in Bethesda and Ebene- 
zer townships; five and one-half (514) mills in Catawba township; 
three (3) mills in Fort Mill township; to be used for road purposes 
in such townships, In the township of York, a special levy of one-half 
(34) mill is hereby made, the proceeds therefrom to be paid by the 
Treasurer of York County to the York Public Library, and the Au- 
ditor of York County is hereby directed to levy and the Treasurer of 
York County is hereby directed to collect all taxes laid.

SECTION 10: The County Supervisor and the County Board of 
Commissioners are hereby empowered to borrow in anticipation of 
the revenue hereinabove provided any sum not exceeding the amount 
appropriated and not to only pledge the revenue hereinabove provided 
but to pledge the full faith and credit of York County for the repay- 
ment of the same. The said money shall be borrowed from the York | 
County Sinking Fund Commission at a rate of interest not exceeding 
one and one-half (114%) per cent and to be payable at such time and 
in such sums as is convenient to the County Board of Commissioners 
and the Sinking Fund Commission, and the Sinking Fund Commis- 
sion is hereby directed to make such loans. 


SECTION 11: It shall be the duty of the Delegation to meet at 
the Court House in York once in each month to transact such busi- 
ness for the County as shall come before it.

Dollars per day for each member of said Delegation, not to exceed 
twelve (12) meetings per year, is hereby appropriated in the amount 
of Six Hundred ($600.00) Dollars. 


SECTION 12:In publishing quarterly statements of the financial 
condition of York County in the various newspapers of the County, 
the Supervisor shall publish only the amount appropriated and the 
unexpended balances in each appropriation.

For York County For Detention Of Chaingang Prisoners, To Pro- 
vide For Issuance Of Notes And Borrowing Of Funds For Such 
Construction, And For The Levying Of A Tax To Repay Same. 


BE IT ENACTED by the General Assembly of the State of South 
Carolina: 


SECTION 1: York County construct prison camp—approval of 
plans and specifications.—The supervisor of York County is hereby 
authorized and directed to construct, as soon as practicable, a prison 
camp in and for the County of York on lands now owned by the said 
county near the York County Home. The exact site of said camp to be 
determined by the county supervisor and an engineer or architect 
hereinafter provided for. All plans and specifications for the said 
prison camp shall be approved by a majority of the York County 
legislative delegation, including the senator, before actual construc- 
tion of the said camp is begun. 


SECTION 2: Labor—materials—The said county supervisor is 
hereby authorized to employ an engineer and/or architect and to em- 
ploy such labor and contract for such materials as shall be needed, 
within the limits, however, of this Act. 


SECTION 3: Use of camp—prisoners not wear chains—work 
county farm.—The said camp so constructed shall hereafter be used 
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for the detention of prisoners committed to the said county’s chain- 
gang at such times as such prisoners are not employed on the pub- 
lic works of the county. All prisoners committed to said camp shall 
not wear chains and the farm now owned by York County shall be 
cultivated by said prisoners. 


SECTION 4: Inspection—The said detention camp shall be in- 
spected quarterly, or more often if necessary, by the chaingang com- 
mittee of the York County Grand Jury, and said committee shall 
make a report of each inspection to the Grand Jury and the York 
County Board of Commissioners. 


SECTION 6: Borrow.—For the purpose of such construction the 
County Board of Commissioners of York County is hereby authorized 
to borrow a sum of money not to exceed sixty thousand ($60,000.00) 
dollars at a rate of interest not to exceed three percent (3%) per 
annum and to execute a note or notes as evidence of such indebted- | 
ness and to make the said sums of money available to the said super- 
visor. 


SECTION 8: Payment of loan—The county auditor for York 
County is hereby authorized and directed to levy upon all the taxable 
property of York County not specifically exempt from taxation a suf- 
ficient tax to repay the said sum of money so borrowed over a period 
of four (4) years.

REGULATIONS GOVERNING SOFT DRINK BOTTLING 
PLANTS 


Approved June 25, 1947 
(Filed secretary state’s office July 18, 1947) 


SECTION 1. DEFINITIONS: 


(a) The term “soft drink” as used in these regulations shall include all 
“carbonated beverage”, “soda” or “sodawater”, “still drinks”, “fruit juices”, 
“perishable fruit drinks”, “root beers”, and similar non-alcoholic bev- 
erages, carbonated or otherwise, or ingredients used in the preparation 
of same. 


(b) The term “Bottling Plant” as used in these regulations shall include 
all establishments manufacturing, processing, or distributing, “carbonated 
beverage”, “soda”, “soda water”, “still drinks”, fruit juices”, “perishable 
fruit drinks”, or “root beers”, and similar beverages, 

(c) The term “Person” shall mean person, firm, corporation or associa- 
tion. 


(d) The term “Employce” shall mean any person in a bottling plant en- 
gaged in the mixing of syrups, filling of bottles, or in any other capacity 
which brings them in contact with the ingredi¢nts or containers of bev- 
erages. 


(e) Thé term “Health Officer” within the meaning of these regulations 
shall mean the health authority of the cities, and/or the counties, and/or 
the state, or his authorized representative. 


(f) The term “equipment” shall include all machinery, utensils, conveyors, 
bottles, cases, and other articles used in the manufacturing, processing, 
or distribution of soft drinks. 


SECTION 2. INGREDIENTS: 


(a) Sugar: The sweetening agents employed in the manufacture of soft 
drinks shall consist exclusively of edible sugar such as sucrose, dextrose, 
invert sugar, and levulose, singly or in combination, or other suitable and 
nutritious carbohydrates. 

(b) Preservatives: No antiseptic, disinfectant, or preservative prohibited 
by Federal or South Carolina Pure Food and Drug or health laws shall 
be employed in soft drinks. 
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(c) Acids and Flavors: Citric, tartaric, or other edible organic acids and 
their salts may be employed; mineral acids, other than phosphoric acid 
or its salts, shall be prohibited from soft drinks. Acids and flavors shall 
be stored in suitable containers, properly labeled, and protected against 
contamination, 

(d) Colors: Only caramel, U. S. Certified coal tar, or other vegetable 
colors approved by UW. S. Food and Drug Administration shall be em- 
ployed. 

(ec) Adulteration: Soft drinks shall not be adulterated. Non-alcoholic drink 
shall be deemed to be adulterated: If it contains any boric acid or borate 
salicylic acid on salicylate, formaldehyde, hydrofluoric acid of fluoride, 
fluoborate, fluosilicate, or other fluorine compound, dulcin, glucin, saccharin, 
betanaphthol, hydronaphthol, abrastol, asaprol, compound of copper, pyro- 
ligneous acid, uncertified coaltar dye, saponin derived from soap bark, 
or other substance deleterious or injurious to health, 


SECTION 3. PERMITS: 

It shall be unlawful for any person to operate a bottling plant in the 
State of South Carolina who does not pessess an unrevoked permit from 
the health officer. Such a permit shall be posted in a conspicious place, 
Only persons who comply with the requirements of these regulations shall 
be entitled to receive and retain such a permit. 


Such a permit may be temporarily suspended by the health officer upon 
the violation by the holder of any of the terms of these regulations, or 
revoked after an opportunity for a hearing by the health officer upon 
serious or repeated violation. 


SECTION 4. SANITATION REQUIREMENTS FOR BOTTLING 
PLANTS: 

Item 1, Floors: The floors in the syrup, and washing and bottling rooms 
shall be of concrete, tile or other impervious material with a smooth 
surface and maintained inca clean and sanitary condition. They shall be 
graded and sloped to properly trapped drains. The floors of storage and 
accessory rooms shall be of such construction as to be easily cleaned and 
shall be kept clean and in good repair at all times, 


Item 2, Walls and Ceilings; The walls and ceilings in the syrup, and wash- 
ing and bottling rooms shall be of hard, sound materials with smooth, 
easily cleaned surfaces, frequently painted a light color to aid in distri- 
bution of light, and maintained clean, and in good repair. The walls 
and ceilings of storage and accessory rooms shall be maintained clean 
and in good repair at all times. 

Item 3. Doors and Windows: All openings to the outer air in the bottling, 
washing, and syrup rooms shall be effectively screened or otherwise pro- 
tected where necessary against entrance of flies, or other insects, 

Item 4. Light and Ventilation: All rooms shall be adequately lighted and 
ventilated. 

Item 5. Toilet Facilities: Adequate and conveniently located toilet facilities 
shall be provided for employees, conforming with the rules and regula- 
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tions of the State Board of Health. The toilet rooms shall not open di- 
rectly into any toom where soft drink manufacturing processes are car- 
ried on. The doors of all toilet rooms shall be self-closing; toilet rooms 
shall be kept clean, in good repair, and well lighted and ventilated. Hand 
washing signs shall be posted in each toilet room used by employces. 
In case privies are permitted and used they shall be separated from the 
bottling plant building, and shall be constructed and operated in con- 
formity with the standards of the State Board of Health. 

Item 6. Water Supply: Water under pressure shall be easily accessible to all 
parts of the bottling plant. The supply shall be adequate, and of a safe, san- 
itary quality, and shall meet all requirements of the State Board of Health 
as to drinking water. If a separate water supply is used for any purposes 
at the plant, there shall be no connection between that supply and the pot- 
able supply used for soft drink manufacturing, The non-potable water shall 
not be piped into the bottling plant. Electrical or chemical coagulation 
devices and filters employed for clarification of water shall be of types 
approved by the health officer, shall not be operated beyond their rated 
capacity, and shall be maintained in a clean and sanitary condition at 
all times. Sufficient potable water for backwashing filters shall be avail- 
able, 

Item 7. Lavatory Facilities: Adequate and convenient hand-washing facil- 
ities shall be provided, including hot and cold running water, soap, and 
approved sanitary towels. The use of the common towel is prohibited. 
All employees shall wash their hands before handling any soft drink 
ingredients or equipment used in preparation and bottling operations, and 
after each visit to the toilet. . 
Item 8. Construction of Equipment: Every bottling plant shall be equipped 
with necessary mechanical bottle washing apparatus and with approved 
machines for carbonating, filling, and crowning, so that these operations 
are performed in such manner as to prevent any part of the operator 
or his clothing from coming in contact with those surfaces of the bottle 
which come in contact with the soft drinks, Bottle washing machines 
shall be so constructed and operated, as to prevent back siphonage or 
return flow into the water supply lines, All vats, jars, mixing and stor- 
age tanks, pipe lines, filters, and other apparatus employed in the prep- 
aration of syrups, shall be of sanitary construction and lined with ma- 
terials resistant to the corrosive action of syrup ingredients, 

All equipment used in connection with the operation of the bottling plant 
shall be so constructed as to be easily cleaned and shall be kept in good 
repair. All bottles or other soft drink containers shalt be easily cleaned 
and shall be free of defects, breakage, cracks and discoloration. Pipe lines 
shall be of such lengths and removable so as to be easily cleanable. 

Item 9, Cleaning and Bactericidal Treatment of Equipment: All pipe lines, 
equipment and containers employed in the manufacturing processes shall 
be thoroughly washed, cleaned and effectively subjected to an approved 
bactericidal process so as to be maintained at all times in a clean and 
sanitary condition. Steam, hot water, chlorine or other equally efficient 
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agents are permissible for disinfection, Hand bottle washing, except as 
a preliminary to subsequent mechanical washing is prohibited, All bottles 
shall be thoroughly cleaned and disinfected, immediately before filling, 
by means of a suitable automatic mechanical washing machine. 


Item 10. Storage of Crowns and Equipment: All bottles shall be stored in 
a clean dry place protected from flies, dust or other contamination, All 
stored bottles shall be rewashed immediately before filling. Crowns shall 
be stored in dust proof containers and protected from contamination, All 
other equipment shall be stored so as to be protected from contamina- 
tion. Detergents, insecticides and similar products shall be stored so as 
to prevent contamination of soft drinks or ingredients. Sugar shall be 
stored in a dry place and protected against dust, moisture, insects and 
vermin, or other contamination. 

Item 11. Preparation and Storage of Syrups: Syrups shall be prepared in 
a clean manner, and every precaution shall be taken against contamina- 
tion or absorption of deleterious substances during the process of prep- 
aration and subsequent storage. 


Item 12. Preparation and Storage of Colors: All non-alcoholic colors shall 
be prepared in small! batches, stored so as to be protected against dust, 
and sterilized immediately before use. 


Item 13, Filling and Crowning: Manual filling or crowning shall be prohib- 
ited. Bottles shall be filled and capped with automatic machinery and the 
operator or his clothes shall not come in contact with any portion of the 
bottle or machinery which might result in contamination of the product. 


Item 14. Storage of Finished Products: The finished products shall be stored 
in such manner as not to interfere with the sanitation of the bottling 
room, 


Item 15. Disposal of Wastes: Broken bottles and such other refuse and rub- 
bish as may be found in returned cases, or which may accumulate at the 
bottling plant, shall be placed in suitable covered containers and disposed 
of properly. Liquid wastes shall be connected to the public sewer or as 
approved by the State Board of Health. 


Item 16. Cleanliness of Employees: .All persons engaged in the mixing of 
syrups, filling of bottles, or in any other capacity which brings them in 
contact with the ingredients or containers of soft drinks, shall be free 
from communicable disease, shall wear clean clothes and shall keep their 
hands clean at all times while engaged in the manufacture of soft drinks. 
Adequate lockers or dressing rooms shall be provided for employees’ 
clothing and shall be kept clean. 


Item 17, Miscellancous: The building, or portion thereof employed for the 
manufacture of soft drinks, shall be used for no other purpose and shall 
be so located as to be protected from objectionable surroundings, The 
plant layout shall be such that the operations of bottle washing and fill- 
ing, compounding and mixing of syrups, and shipping are performed in 
separate rooms. Where this is not feasible, the various operations shall 
be located in the available space in such manner as not to interfere with 
one another. The premises of all bottling plants shall be kept clean and 
free of litter or rubbish. All necessary insect and rodent control measures 
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shall be effected, Animals shall be excluded from the bottling plant. Every 
bottling plant shall be adequately provided with thermometers, acid and 
sugar hydrometers, gas volume testers and apparatus for ascertaining the 
alkalinity and causticity of the soaker solution employed in bottle washing, 
and suitable tests for disinfecting agents used. 


SECTION 5. REINSTATEMENT OF PERMIT: 

Any bottling plant, the permit of which has been suspended, may at any 
time make application for the reinstatement of the permit, Within one 
week after the receipt of a satisfactory application, accompanied by a 
statement signed by the applicant to the effect that the violated pro- 
vision or provisions of these regulations have been conformed with, the 
health officer shall make a reinspection and thereafter as many additional 
reinspections as he may deem necessary to assure himself that the ap- 
plicant is again complying with the requirements, and, in case the findings 
indicate compliance, shall reinstate the permit. 


SECTION 6. EXAMINATION & CONDEMNATION OF UN- 
WHOLESOME OR ADULTERATED INGREDIENTS OR DRINK: 
Samples of ingredients, drink, and other substances may be taken and 
examined by the health officer as often as may be necessary for the de- 
tection of unwholesomeness or adulteration. The health officer may con- 
demn and forbid the sale of, or cause to be removed and destroyed, any 
ingredients or drink which is unwholesome or adulterated. 


SECTION 7. ENFORCEMENT INTERPRETATION; 

These regulations are issued under the authority of the Code of Laws 
of 1942 and subsequent legislation. They shall be enforced by the Health 
Officer in accordance with interpretations and reasons which shall be 
provided by the State Board of Health. 


SECTION 8 PENALTIES: 
The penalties for violation of these rules and regulations are contained 
in Section 5002-1 Code of Laws of South Carolina 1932, 


RESTAURANTS 
(Approved October 2, 1947) 
(Filed secretary state’s office October 28, 1947) 


WHEREAS, the rules and regulations governing restaurants, Section 7, 
found in the Code of Laws of S. C., 1942, Section 5002, was amended by 
filing with the Secretary of State’s office, April 19, 1943, an amendment 
providing for the approval of certain types of restaurants during the Na- 
tional Emergency: 

AND WHEREAS, It is believed for the best interest of the public that 
Grade C restaurants shall no longer be authorized through the issuing 
of permits; 
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NOW, THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED, That Section 7, as found 
in the Acts and Joint Resolutions of South Carolina, 1943, be and the 
same is hereby stricken out, and that Section 7, Code of Laws of 1942, 
Section 5002, Page 131, be amended by striking out the words “12 months”, 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words “90 days”, so that said Section as 
amended shall read as follows: 


SECTION 7. Grades of restaurants which may operate- -From 
and after 90 days from the date on which these rules and regula- 
tions take effect no restaurants shall be operated within the State 
unless they conform with the grade A, or grade B, or approved 
itencrant restaurant requirements of these rules and regulations: 
provided, that when any restaurant fails to qualify for any of these 
grades, the health officer is authorized to revoke the permit or in 
lieu thereof to degrade the restaurant and permit its operation 
during a temporary period not exceeding 30 days. 


BARBITURATES 
(Approved February 19, 1947) 
(Filed secretary state's office February 19, 1948) 


1. It shall be required that all prescriptions for barbiturates and barbitu- 
rate compounds not exempt by the act shall be filed on a separate file 
from the regular prescriptions. 

2. A prescription for barbiturates or barbiturate compounds not exempt 
by the act may not be refilled during the period of the specified dosage 
after which it may be refilled twice within sixty days of the original pre- 
scription unless the prescriber specifies ‘do not refill’. 

3. A prescription for barbiturates or barbiturate compounds reccived over 
the telephone may be dispensed provided the signature of the prescriber 
is obtained within seventy-two (72) hours within the date of prescription. 
The physicians, dentists, or veterinarians prescribing the barbiturates or 
barbiturate compounds shall be equally liable with the dispensing drug- 
gists to see that the prescription is signed by him within the prescribed 
time. 

4, Barbiturates not exempt by this act may be dispensed only by a licensed 
pharmacist, assistant pharmacist, or under the direct supervision of a 
licensed pharmacist.

REGULATION NO. 1 

All retail prices of Beer and Wine, as provided by law, must be prom- 
inently displayed in their place of business by all licensed retail Beer and 
Wine dealers. 


Act 64 of 1947—An act to provide for uniform regulations in this State 
for safety in the design, construction, location, installation and operation 
of equipment for storing, handling, transporting and utilizing liquefied 
petroleum gases used for fuel purposes and for the odorization of gases 
used therewith; to provide for the marking of liquefied petroleum gas 
containers and to regulate thé refilling and use of such containers; to 
provide for the insurance commissioner of this State to make, promulgate 
and enforce rules and regulations relative thereto; to prohibit the adop- 
tion or enforcement by any municipality or other political subdivision of 
any ordinance or regulation in conflict with the provisions thereof, or 
with the regulations promulgated under section 2 thereof, and to pro- 
vide penalties for the violations of the provisions thereof, 


RULES AND REGULATIONS ADOPTED BY INSURANCE 
COMMISSIONER 


(Adopted August 27, 1947) 
(Filed secretary of ‘state's office June 15, 1948.) 


Definition: Within the meaning of the rules and regulations promulgated 
under Act No. 64, South Carolina Legislative Acts of 1947, the word 
“Dealer” shall include any person, firm, or corporation gelling, or caus- 
ing to be installed or serviced liquefied petroleum gas or liquefied pe- 
troleum gas appliances and/or equipment, either retail or wholesale. 

The National Board of Fire Underwriters Pamphlet No. 58 for the de- 
sign, installation and construction of containers and pertinent equip- 
ment for the storage and handling of Liquefied Petroleum Gases is adopted 
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in its entirety as regulations for the liquefied petroleum gas industry in 
the State of South Carolina. In addition to Pamphlet No, 58, the following 
regulations are adopted: 


1. Every liquefied petroleum gas dealer must register with the Insurance 
Department showing the location of all plants and offices, the ap- 
proximate area to be served and the name, position, qualifications, 
and experience of each employee making installations or servicing 
them or handling liquefied petroleum gas. When an employee leaves 
the service of a dealer for any reason whatever, the dealer must re- 
port this fact to the Insurance Commissioner along with the reason 
for the employee's leaving. 

2. Every dealer must maintain on forms to be furnished by the In- 
surance Commissioner a record showing the exact location of each: 
installation, the type and size of equipment, and the name of the 
employee ot employees making such installation. This record must 
be kept by months and the record for each month must be complete 
by the 15th of the month following, These records shall be main- 
tained at the office or branch office in the area in which the installa- 
tions are made. 

.It shall be unlawful for any bulk gas tank truck operator to leave 

the immediate vicinity of his truck at any time unless the truck is 

parked in its usual storage place; provided, that this shall not apply 
to any truck which has been purged and bears a sign so indicating.

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DEFINITIONS 


The word “approved” as used in these standards means acceptable to 
the inspection department haying jurisdiction: it means installed in ac- 
cordance with standards of the National Board of Fire Underwriters 
pertaining thereto and, when referring to appliances, means tested and 
found suitable for installation and use. The inspection department having 
jurisdiction will determine the correctness of installation and use. 

Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., tests devices and materials for com- 
pliance with the standards of construction and performance established 
by the Laboratories and with regard to their suitability for installation 
in accordance with the appropriate standards of the National Board of 
Fire Underwriters. Such devices and materials are listed in the following 
publications: 

List of Inspected Fire Protection Equipment and Materials, 

List of Inspected Gas, Oil and Miscellaneous Appliances, 

List of Inspected Electrical Equipment, 


List of Inspected Appliances Relating to Accident Hazard, Automo- 
tive Equipment, and Burglary Protection.

Many products may be identified by the Laboratories label indicating 
both listing and factory inspection of current output. 

A device or system having materials or forms different from those 
detailed in these standards may be examined and tested according to 
the intent of the standards and if found equivalent may be approved. 

In these standards those provisions which are considered essential 
for adequate protection of life and property from fire are indicated by 
the words “shall” and “must.” 

The words “should” or “preferably” indicate advisory provisions, con- 
cerning which the inspection department having jurisdiction should be 
consulted, 


STANDARDS FOR THE STORAGE AND HANDLING OF 
LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GASES 
Introduction. 


The term “liquefied petroleum gases” as used in these standards shall 
mean and include any material which is composed predominantly of any 
of the following hydrocarbons, or mixtures of them; propane, propylene, 
butanes (normal butane or iso-butane), and butylenes. 

In the interest of safety it is important that employees understand the 
propertics of these gases, and that they be thoroughly trained In safe prac- 
tices for handling, distribution and operation. 

Under moderate pressure the gases liquefy, but upon relief of the 
pressure are readily converted into the gaseous phase. Advantage of this 
characteristic is taken by the industry, and for convenience the gases 
are shipped and stored under pressure as liquids. When in the gaseous 
state, these gases present a hazard comparable to any flammable natural 
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or manufactured gas, except that being heavier than air, ventilation re- 
quires added attention, The range of combustibility is considerably nar- 
rower than that of manufactured gas. 


At atmospheric pressure and below 30° F. butane is a liquid. Propane 
is a liquid at atmospheric pressure at temperatures below minus 44° F. 
and normally does not present a flammable liquid hazard. 


Rapid vaporization takes places at temperatures above the boiling points 
(butane about 30° F.; propane about minus 44° F.). Normal storage of 
these gascs is as a liquid under pressure. 


Application of Rules. 

(a) The following standards are intended to apply to the design, con- 
struction, location, installation, and operation of liquefied petroleum gas 
systems. These standards do not apply to marine terminals, pipe line 
and similar large volume terminals, natural gasoline plants, refineries, 
tank farms, or to chemical and utility gas manufacturing plants where 
specific approval of construction and installation slans is obtained from 
regulatory bodies having jurisdiction, provided such approval is based 
on substantially equivalent requirements, 

(b) “Basic Rules” apply to all divisions except Division V, and unless 
noted in “Basic Rules.” 


(c) Division I—‘bottled gas”"—applies to installations utilizing con- 
tainers constructed in accordance with Interstate Commerce Commission 
specifications. 


(d) Division II applies to installations utilizing containers other than 
those constructed in accordance with Interstate Commerce Commission 
specifications. 


(e) Division III applies to containers and pertinent equipment mounted 
on trucks, semi-trailers and trailers used for the transportation of liquefied 
petroleum gases. 


(f) Division IV applies to fucl containers for the use of liquefied pe- 
troleum gases as motor fuel; or with easily movable, readily portable or 
self propelled internal combustion engines (i, e., highway vehicles, trucks, 
buses, tractors, automobiles, etc.; farm machinery, construction and mis- 
cellaneous machinery; industrial plant tractors, locomotives, similar mo- 
bile or semi-mobile units; etc.). 

(g) Division V applies to the storage of containers not installed for 
use at final utilization point. 

(h) Where liquefied petroleum gas is used with oxygen the standards 
for The Installation and Operation of Gas Systems for Welding and 
Cutting shall apply. 

(i) When reference is made to gas in these standards it shall refer to 
liquefied petroleum gases in either the liquid or gaseous state, 

(j) The term “containers” includes all vessels such as tanks, cylinders 
or drums used for transportation or storing liquefied petroleum gases. 


(k) The term “systems” as used in these standards refers to an as- 
sembly of equipment consisting essentially of the container or containers, 
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major devices such as vaporizers, carburetors, relief valves, excess flow 
valves, regulators etc., and interconnecting piping. 


BASIC RULES 
B.1. Odorizing Gases. 

(a) All liquefied petroleum gases shall be effectively odorized by an 
approved agent of such character as to indicate positively, by a distinc- 
tive odor, the presence of gas down to concentration in air of not over 
one-fifth the lower limit of combustibility; provided, however, that odor- 
ization is not required if harmful in the use or further processing of the 
liquefied petroleum gas, or if odorization will serve no useful purpose 
as a warning agent in such use or further processing. 

Norge: The lower limits of combustibility of the more commonly used liquefied petroleum 


gases are: Propane, 2.15 per cent; Butane, 1.55 per cent. These figures represent volumetric 
percentages of gas in a gas-air mixture in each case. 


B.2. Approval of Equipment and Systems. 
(a) Each system for domestic and/or commercial use utilizing con- 
tainers of 1,200 gallons or less water capacity shall be: 
(1) Tested and listed by Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., or, 
(2) Tested and listed by a nationally recognized testing laboratory, or, 
(3) Inspected and approved by the enforcing authority having juris- 
diction, 

(b) In systems utilizing containers of over 1,200 gallons water capacity, 
each regulator, container valve, excess flow valve, gauging device and 
relief valve installed on or at the container, and vaporizer units shall have 
its correctness as to design, construction, and performance determined by: 

(1) Testing and listing by Underwriters’ Laboratories, Inc., or, 

(2) Testing and listing by a nationally recognized testing laboratory, 
or, 

(% The enforcing authority having jurisdiction. 


B.3. Requirement for Construction and Original Test of Containers. 

(a) Containers used with systems embodied in Divisions II, III, and 
IV (except as provided in 4.2.), shall be constructed and tested in ac- 
cordance with the Unfired Pressure Vessel Code of the American Society 
of Mechanical Engineers, except that construction under Paragraph U-70 
is not authorized; or in accordance with the A.P.I.-~A.S.M.E. Code; or in 
accordance with the rules of the authority under which the containers 
are installed, provided such rules are in substantial conformity with the 
rules of the A.S.M.E. Code or the A.P.I,-A.S.M.E. Code, except that com- 
pliance with the following shall not be required; Paragraph U-2 to U-10 
inclusive and U-19 of the aforesaid A.S.M.E. Code; Paragraph W-601 
to W-606 inclusive and Section I and appendix to Section I of the afore- 
said A.P,1.-A.S.M.E. Code. 

(b) Containers used with systems embodied in Division ‘I and Par. 
4.2 of Division IV only shall be constructed and tested and stamped 
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at the time of manufacture in accordance with Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission Specifications effective at the date of their manufacture. 


B.4. Markings on Containers. 


(a) Each container or system covered in Divisions II, III, and IV (ex- 
cept as provided in Par, 4.2) shall be marked as specified in the following: 


1. With a marking identifying compliance with, and other markings re- 
quired by the rules of the code under which the container is constructed; 
or with the stamp and other markings required by the National Board 
of Boiler & Pressure Vessel Inspectors, 

Underground: Container and system nameplate. 

Aboveground; Container. 

2. With the name and address of the supplier of the system, or the 
trade name of the system. 

Underground and aboveground: System nameplate. 

3. With the water capacity of the container in pounds or gallons, U. S. 
Standard. 

Underground: Container and system nameplate, 

Aboveground: Container. 

4. With the working pressure in pounds per sq. in. for which the con- 
tainer is designed. 

Underground; Container and system nameplate. 

Aboveground: Container. 

5. With the wording “This container shall not contain a product having 
a vapor pressure in excess of—p.s.i, gauge at 100° F.” See B.12(e). 

Underground and aboveground: System nameplate or tag on filler con- 

nection, 

6. With the wall thickness of the shell and heads. 

Underground: Container and system nameplate. 

Aboveground: Container, e 


7, With marking indicating the maximum level to which the container 
may be filled with liquid at temperatures between 20° F. and 130° F. 
except on containers provided with fixed maximum level indicators, or 
which are filled by weighing. Markings shall be in increments of 20° F, 

Aboveground and Underground: System nameplate or on liquid level 

gauging device, 

8. With the overall length and outside diameter of the container in 
inches, 

Underground: System nameplate. 

Aboveground: No requirement. 

Markings specified on “container” shall be on the container itself. Mark- 
ings specified on “system nameplate” shall be on a metal tag or nameplate 
attached to the system, located in such a manner as to be readily visible, - 


(b) Each container used with systems embodied in Division I and in 
Par. 4.2 of Division IV shall be marked in accordance with Sec. 1.1. of 
Division 1. 
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B.5. Lochtion of Containers and Regulating Equipment. 

(a) Containers and first stage regulating equipment shall be located 
outside of buildings other than those especially provided for this purpose. 
Except as herein provided, each individual container shall be located with 
respect to nearest important building or group of buildings or line of 
adjoining property which may be built on in accordance with the fol- 
lowing table:

In cases of bulk storage in heavily populated or congested areas, the inspec- 
tion department having jurisdiction shall determine restrictions of individual 
tank capacity, total storage, and distance to line of adjoining property which 
may be built on, 

(b) In the case of buildings devoted exclusively to gas manufacturing and 
distributing operations the above distances may be reduced provided that in 
no case shall containers of capacity exceeding 500 gallons be located closer 
than 10 ft. to such gas manufacturing and distributing buildings, 

(c) Any container used in domestic or commercial service, where transfer 
of liquid is made from such containers into portable containers such as on 
tractors, skid tanks, or similar applications shall be located not less than 50 
fect from nearest building. 

(d) Readily ignitable material such as weeds and long dry grass shall be 
removed within ten feet of any container, 


B.6. Container Valves and Accessories. 

(a) All shut-off valves and accessory equipment (liquid or gas) shall be 
approved for use with liquefied petroleum gas, and designed for ‘no’ less than 
the maximum pressure to which they may be subjected. 

(b) All connections to containers, except safety relief connections and gaug- 
ing devices shall have shut-off valves located as close to the container as 
practicable. 


(c) Excess flow valves where required by these standards shall close au- 
tomatically at those rated flows of vapor or liquid as specified by the manu- 
facturer. The connections or line including valves, fittings, etc., being pro- 
tected by an excess flow valve shall have ‘ ‘a greater capacity than the rated 
flow of the excess flow valve. 


(d) Liquid level gauging devices which are so constructed that outward 
flow of container contents shall not exceed that passed by a No. 54 drill size 
opening, need not be equipped with excess flow valves. 


Openings from tank or through fittings attached directly on tank to which 
pressure gauge connection is made need not be equipped with excess flow 
valve if such openings are protected by not larger than No. 54 drill size 
opening. 
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(e) Excess flow and back pressure check valves where required by these 
standards shall be located inside of the container or at a point outside where 
the line enters the container; in the latter case, installation shall be made 
in such manner that any undue strain beyond the excess flow or back pressure 
check valve will not cause breakage between the container and such valve. 
(See Div. III for tank truck requirements.) 

(f) Excess flow valves may be designed with a by-pass, not to exceed a 60 
drill size opening to allow equalization of pressures. 


B.7, Piping, Tubing, and Fittings. 

(a) Piping or tubing, except as provided in Division IV, Section 4.5 shail 
be wrought iron, steel, brass or copper pipe; or, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided, seamless copper, brass, steel or other approved gas tubing. All piping 
or tubing shall be suitable for a working pressure of not less than 125 pounds 
per square inch, Copper tubing may be of the standard grade K or L. Aluminum 
tubing shall not be used in exterior locations or where it passes through ma- 
sonry or plaster walls or insulation. 

(b) In systems where the gas in liquid form without pressure reduction 
enters the building (see B.10(c) ) only heavy walled seamless brass or copper 
tubing with an internal diameter not greater than 3/32 inch, and a wall thick- 
ness of not less than 3/64 inch shall be used. This requirement shall not apply 
to commercial gas plants, bulk stations where cylinders, drums or tank trucks 
are filled, nor to industrial vaporizer buildings. 

(c) Pipe joints may be screwed, flanged or welded. Where fittings are used 
they shall have a working pressure of at least 125 pounds in systems where 
the operating pressure is 125 pounds per square inch or less, Extra heavy 
fittings shall be used for pressure exceeding 125 pounds per square inch. Cast 
iron fittings shall be prohibited. Joints on seamless copper, brass, steel, or 
non-ferrous gas tubing shall be made by means of approved gas tubing fittings. 
Valve seat material, packing, gaskets, etc., shall be of such quality as to be 
resistant to the action of liquefied petroleum gas in the liquid phase. 

(d) Approved flexible connections may be used on either the high pressure 
or low pressure side of the system. 

1, Only appliances which are necessarily portable or which have to be 
moved from place to place or which require a vibration joint, may be con- 
nected with flexible tubing, On such appliances the shut-off shall be in the 
solid connection or piping only, and mot at the appliance end of the 
tubing; industrial equipment is exempt from this provision. 

2. Only approved tubing of proper design and good quality shall be used, 
and it shall be securely attached to each end. 

3. The key of the shut-off on an independent connection shall not be with- 
in 6 inches of the key of any other shut-off. In such an installation the keys 
shall be in cirections perpendicular to each other so that the possibility 
of the accidental turning on of the gas at the wrong shut-off will be lessened. 

4. A shut-off shall not be placed close to the floor or in other position 
where it may be turned on by accident. 


5. A wall outlet to which an appliance is to be connected with flexible 
tubing shall be so placed as to reduce to a minimum the passing to and 
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fro across the tubing. Where flexible tubing is used, it shall be of the 
minimum practicable length. Extending tubing from one room to an- 
other is prohibited. 

6. Where an appliance, such as a gas iron for industrial work, is always 
used in the same location, but its operation demands a flexible connection, 
the flexible tube shall be permanently attached at the supply end by a 
threaded or other secure metal connection, and the appliance end shall be 
provided with a secure metal joint, which can be conveniently made and 
separated, in preference to a rubber slip end. 

7. Where the tubing is likely to be subjected to excessive temperatures, 
either through accident or because of the special nature of the appliance, 
only tubing properly protected or made up of incombustible material shall 
be used. 


(ce) All piping or tubing shall be tested after assembly and proved free from 
leaks at not less than normal operating pressures. Test shall not be made 
with a flame. 


({) Provision shall be made for expansion, contraction, jarring and vibra- 
tion, and for settling. 


(g) Piping outside buildings may be buried, aboye ground, or both, but 
shall be well supported and protected against mechanical injury. 


B.8. Hose Specifications. 


(a) Hose shall be fabricated of materials that are resistant to the action of 
liquefied petroleum gases. 


(b) Hose subject to container pressure shall be designed for a bursting 
pressure of not less than five times the maximum pressure for which the 
container was designed. Hose connections when made shall be capable 
of withstanding a test pressure of twice the maximum pxeapiire for which 
the container is designed. 


(c) Hose and hose connections located on the low pressure side of 
regulators or reducing valves shall be designed for a bursting pressure 
of not less than 125 Ib. but not less than five times the pressure setting 
of the safety relief devices protecting that portion of the system. All 
connections shall be so designed that there will be no leakage when con- 
nected, 


(d) Where hose is to be used for transferring liquid from one con- 
tainer to another wet hose is recommended, Such hose shall be equipped 
with suitable shut-off valves at discharge end. Provision shall be made 
to prevent excessive hydrostatic pressure in the hose. 


B.9. Safety Devices. 


(a) Every container used with systems embodied in Divisions II, III 
and IV (except Par. 4.6), and every vaporizer (except motor fuel va- 
porizers and except vaporizers described in B.10, 2.2(d) and 2.2(e)) 
whether heated by artificial means or not, shall be provided with one 
or more safety relief valves of spring-loaded or equivalent type. These 
valves shall be arranged to afford free vent to the outer air with discharge 
not less than 5 ft. horizontally away from any opening into the building 
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which is below such discharge. The rate of the discharge shall be in 
accordance with the provisions of Appendix A, or Appendix B in the 
case of vaporizers, or Appendix C in the case of motor fuel containers. 


(b) Container safety relief valves shall be set to start to discharge as 
follows, with relation to the container type:

Safety relief devices used with systems covered by Divisions II, III 
and IV shall be so constructed as to discharge at not less than the rates 
shown in Appendix A, before the pressure is in excess of 120% of the 
maximum permitted start to discharge pressure setting of the device. 

Norg: On containers with working pressure above the 200-lb. type container as set out 
in sections 2.3, 39, and 4.2, the Safety Relief Valve minimum requirements for 200 type 
containers may be used. 

In certain locations sufficiently sustained sun temperatures prevail which 
will require the use of a lower vapor pressure product to be stored or 
the use of a higher designed pressure vessel in order to prevent the safety 
valves opening as the result of these temperatures. As an alternative the 
tanks may be protected by cooling devices such as by spraying, by shad- 
ing or other effective means, 


(c) Safety relief valves shall be so arranged that the possibility of 
tampering will be minimized; if pressure setting or adjustment is external, 
the relief valves shall be provided with approved means for sealing ad- 
justment. 


(d) No shut-off valves shall be installed between the safety relief 
valves and the container except that a shut-off valve may be used where 
the arrangement of this valve is such as always to afford full required 
capacity flow through the relief valves, 

Note: The ahove exception is made to cover such cases as a three-way valve installed 
under two safety relief valves, each of which has the required rate of discharge and is 
so installed as to allow either of the safety relief valves to be closed off but does not allow 
both safety valves to be closed off at the same time. Another exception to this may be 
where two separate relief valves are installed with individual shut-off vaives, In this case 
the two shut-off valve stems shall be mechanically interconnected in a manner which will 
allow full required flow of one relief valve at all times, 

(e) Safety relief valves shall have direct communication with the vapor 
space of the container. 


(f) Hach container safety relief valve used with systems covered by 
Divisions I], III and IV shall be plainly and permanently marked with 
the “Container Type,” with the pressure vessel code designation for which 
the valve is designed, with the pressure in P.S.I. gauge at which the valve 
is sct to start to discharge, with the actual ratc of discharge of the valve at 
its full open position in cubic feet per minute of L.P. Gas at 60° F. and 
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atmospheric pressure, and with the manufacturers’ name and catalogue 
number; for example T200—U-69—240—4050, indicating that the valve is 
suitable for use on a Type 200 container of U-69 A.S.M.E. Code Con- 
struction; that it is set to start to discharge at 240 p.s.i. gauge, and that 
its rate of discharge at full open position (See Sec. B.9(b) and (c)) is 
4050 cubic feet per minute of L.P, Gas as determined in Appendix A. 


Nore: Frequent testing of safety relief valves, as would be required where there is a 
probable increase er decrease of the releasing pressure of the valve due to clogging, stick- 
ing, corrosion or exposure to elevated temperatures, is not necessary for such valves on 
liquefied petroleum gas containers for the following reasons: 


The gases are so-called ‘sweet gases,” ij. ¢., they have no corrosive effect on the 
metal of the container or valve; the valves are constructed of materials not readily sub- 
ject to corrosion and are installed in pressure vessels so as to be protected against the 
weather, Further, the temperature variations are not sufficient to bring about any perma- 
nent set of the valve springs. Another reason is that the gases are odorized and instant 
warning is given of any escape of gas. Although general storage of these gases has been 
on a widespread scale for approximately thirteen years, industry experience has not shown 
any cases of these safety valves not functioning properly. 


It is recognized, however, that like all mechanical devices, these valves cannot be ex- 
pected to remain in reliable operative condition forever, hence it is suggested that in the 
case of containers exceeding 1,000 gallons water capacity, they be tested at approximately 
5-year intervals. When valve is of type necessitating removal for testing, container must 
first be emptied. When type of valve permits, testing may be accomplished by an external 
lifting device equipped with an indicator to show the pressure equivalent at which it opens. 


(g) Connections to which relief valves are attached, such as couplings, 
flanges, nozzles, and discharge lines for venting, shall have their internal 
dimensions such that the net relief area of the valve is nor restricted. 


(h) Discharge from safety relief device shall not terminate in any 
building, nor beneath any building unless such space is well ventilated 
to the outside. 


B.10. Vaporizer and Housing. 
Note: For Motor Fuel Vaporizers, see Div. IV, Sec. 4.7. 


(a) Indirect fired vaporizers utilizing steam, water or other heated me- 
dium shall be constructed and installed as follows: 


(1) Vaporizers constructed in accordance with the requirements of 
the A.S.M.E. Unfired Pressure Vessel Code shall be permanently marked 
as follows: 


With the code marking signifying the specifications to which vaporizer 
is constructed. 


With the allowable working pressure and temperature for which the 
vaporizer is designed. 


With the outside surface and the inside heat exchange surface ex- 
pressed in square feet. 


With the name or symbol of the manufacturer. 
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(2) Vaporizers having an inside diameter of 6 inches or less exempted 
by paragraph U-l(a) of the A.S.M.E, Unfired Pressure Vessel Code 
shall have a design working pressure not less than 250 p.s.i. gauge and 
need not be permanently marked. 


(3) Vaporizers may be an integral part of a fuel storage container di- 
rectly connected to the liquid section or gas section or both. 


(4) Vaporizers may be installed in buildings, rooms, sheds, or lean- 
tos used exclusively for gas manufacturing or distribution, or in other 
structures of light, fire resistive construction or equivalent, well venti- 
lated near the floor fine and roof. 


(5) Vaporizers shall have at or near the discharge, a safety relief valve 
providing an effective rate of discharge in accordance with Appendix RB, 
except as provided in Section (2.2e-1). 


(6) Vaporizers shall be provided with suitable automatic means to pre- 
vent liquid passing from the vaporizers to the gas discharge piping. 


(7) The device that supplies the necessary heat for producing steam, 
hot water, or other heating medium may be installed in a building, com- 
partment, room or lean-to which shall be ventilated near the floor line 
and roof to the outside. This device location shall be separated from all 
compartments or rooms containing liquefied petroleum gas vaporizers, 
pumps and central gas mixing devices by a wall of substantially fire re- 
sistant material and vapor tight construction, This requirement does not 
apply to the domestic water heaters which may supply heat for a vapor- 
izer in a domestic system. 


(8) Gas-fired heating systems supplying heat exclusively for vaporiza- 
tion purposes shall be equipped with automatic safety devices to shut 
off the flow of gas to main burners, if pilot light should fail. 


(b) Atmospheric vaporizers employing heat from the ground or sur- 
rounding air shall be installed as follows: 


(1) Buried underground, or 


(2) Located inside building close to a point at which pipe enters the 
building provided capacity of unit does not exceed one quart. 


(3) Vaporizers of less than one quart capacity heated by the ground 
or surrounding air, need not be equipped with safety relief valves pro- 
vided that adequate tests certified by any of the authorities listed in 
B.2(a) demonstrate that the assembly is safe without safety relief valves, 

(4) Vaporizers designed primarily for domestic service shall be pro- 
tected against tampering and mechanical injury, 

(c) No gas in the liquid phase shall be piped into any building for 
fuel purposes except 


(1) Buildings devoted exclusively to housing equipment for vapor- 
ization, pressure reduction, gas mixing, gas manufacturing or distri- 
bution. 


(2) Buildings housing internal combustion engines. 
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(3) In domestic installations no liquid or gas shall be piped into a 
building at more than 20 p.s.i. gauge pressure. The initial pressure re- 
ducing devices shall be installed outside the building. 


B.11. Filling Densities. 


(a) The “filling density” is defined as the per cent ratio of the weight 
of the gas in a container to the weight of water the container will hold 
at 60° F. The filling densities for storage containers used with systems 
embodied in Divisions II, III, IV, shall not exceed the ratios following:

(b) Any container including mobile cargo tanks regardless of size or 
construction, shipped under I.C.C. jurisdiction shall be filled according to 
1.C.C. requirement, 


B.12. Transfer of Liquids. 

(a) At least one attendant shall remain close to the transfer connection 
from the time the connections are first made until they are finally discon- 
nected, during the transfer of product for filling containers. 


(b) Containers shall be filled or used only upon authorization of the 
owner. 

(c) Gas or liquid shall not be vented to the atmosphere to assist in 
transferring contents of one container to another. 

(d) Fuel supply containers shall be gauged and charged only in the 
open air or in buildings especially provided for that purpose. 

(e) The maximum vapor pressure of the product at 100° F. which may 
be transferred into a container shall be in accordance with Section 2.3, 
3.9, and 4.8. (On I.C.C. containers use I.C.C, requirements.) 

ba r inieciiale Commerce Commission filling densities effective on the date of adoption of 
this standard. 
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(f) Marketers and users shall exercise precaution to assure that only 
those gases for which the system is designed, examined, and listed, are 
employed in its operation, particularly with regard to pressures. 


B.13. Instructions. 


(a) Complete installation, operation and maintenance instructions shall 
be supplied and made available for all men performing any or all of these 
functions. 


B14. Electrical Connections and Open Flames. 


(a) In vaporizer or pump houses, in cylinder filling rooms and similar 
locations, all electrical installations shall be in strict accordance with the 
requirements of the National Electrical Code for Class I, Group D haz- 
ardous locations. 


(b) In vaporizer or pump houses, in cylinder filling rooms and similar 
locations, open flames or other sources of ignition shall not be permitted. 


B.15. Liquid Level Gauging Device. 


‘(a) Each container, except containers filled by weight, shall be equipped 
with a liquid level gauging device of approved design, for example, a ro- 
tary gauge, slip tube, an automatic outage tank, magnetic or fixed tube 
device. 


(b) All gauging devices shall be arranged so that the maximum liquid 
level for butane, 50-50 mixture of butane and propane, and propane, to 
which the container may be filled is readily determinable. The gallonage 
capacity (B.11), whether for cylindrical or spherical containers, and 
whether for use with aboveground or underground containers shall be 
marked on cither the system nameplate or gauging device or part may he 
on the system nameplate and part on the gauging device. 


(c) Gauging devices that require bleeding of the product to the atmos- 
phere, such as the rotary tube, fixed tube and slip tube, shall be so de- 
signed that the bleed valve maximum opening is not larger than a No. 
54 drill size, unless provided with excess flow valve. 


(d) Gauging devices shall have a design working pressure of at least 
250 Ib. per square inch gauge. 

(e) Length of fixed tube device shall be designed to indicate the max- 
imum level to which the container may be filled for the product con- 
tained. This level shall be based on the volume of the product at 40 
deg. F. at its maximum permitted filling density for aboveground con- 
tainers and at 50 deg. F. for buried containers. Refer to Appendix D for 
calculating filling point for which tube shall be designed. 


({) Gauge glasses of the columnar type shall be restricted to container 
filling plants where the fuel is withdrawn in the liquid phase only. They 
shall be equipped with valves having metallic handwheels, with excess- 
flow valves, and with extra heavy glass adequately protected with a 
metal housing applied by the gauge manufacturer. They shall be shielded 
against the direct rays of the sun. Gauge glasses of the columnar type 
are prohibited on tank trucks, and on motor fuel tanks, and on containers 
used in domestic, commercial and industrial installations. 
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B.16. Use of Approved Appliances. 


(a) All domestic and commercial gas consuming appliances shall have 
their correctness as to design, construction, and performance certified 
as follows: 

(1) Determined by a nationally recognized testing agency adcequatcly 
equipped and competent to perform such services and shall be evi- 
denced by the attachment of its seal or label to such gas appliances. 
This agency shall be one which maintains a program of national in- 
spection of production models of gas appliances at least once each year 
on the manufacturer's premises. Approval by the American Gas Asso- 
ciation Testing Laboratories, as evidenced by the attachment of their 
Approval Seal to gas appliances and a certificate or letter certifying 
approval under the above-mentioned requirements, or listing by Under- 
writers’ Laboratories, Inc., shall be considered as constituting compliance 
with the provisions of this section. 


(2) Approval by the enforcing authority having jurisdiction. 


DIVISION I. 


CYLINDER SYSTEMS. 
(Sometimes called Bottled Gas.) 


Division I applies specifically to systems utilizing containers constructed 
in accordance with the Interstate Commerce Commission Specifications. 
All Basic Rules apply to this Division unless otherwise noted in the Basic 
Rules. 


1.1, Marking of Containers. 

(a) All containers shall be marked in accordance with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission regulations. Additional markings not in conflict 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission regulations may be used. 


1.2. Description of a Division I System. 

(a) A Division 1 system as covered in B.2(a) shall include the con- 
tainer base or bracket, containers, container valves, connectors, manifold 
valve assembly, regulators and relief valves. 


1.3. Location of Containers and Regulating Equipment. 

(a) Containers shall not be buried below ground. However, this shall 
not prohibit the installation in a compartment or recess below grade level, 
such as a niche in a slope or terrace wall which is used for no other pur- 
pose, providing that the container and regulating equipment are not in 
contact with the ground and the compartment or recess is drained and 
ventilated horizontally to the outside air from its lowest level, with the 
outlet at least five feet away from any building opening which is below 
the level of such outlet. Except as provided in Sec. 1.7, the discharge 
from safety reliefs shall be located not less than five feet horizontally 
away from any building opening which is below the level of such dis- 
charge. Discharge from any safety relief device shall not terminate in 
any building, nor beneath any building unless such space is well venti- 
lated to the outside. 
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(b) Containers shall be set upon firm foundation or otherwise firmly 
secured; the possible effect on the outlet piping of settling shall be guarded 
against by a flexible connection or special fitting. 


1.4. Container Valves and Accessories, 


(a) Valves in the assembly of multiple container systems shall be ar- 
ranged so that replacement of containers can be made without shutting 
off the flow of gas in the system. 

Nore: This provision is not to be construed as requiring an automatic change-over de- 
vice. 

(b) Container valves and pressure regulating equipment shall be pro- 
tected against tampering when installed for use. 


(c) Valves and connections to the containers shall be protected while 
in transit, in storage, and while being moved into final utilization, as 
follows: 


(1) By setting into recess of container to prevent possibility of their 
being struck if container is dropped upon a flat surface, or 


(2) By ventilated cap or collar, fastened to container capable of with- 
standing blow from any direction equivalent to that of a 30-pound 
weight dropped 4 feet. Construction must be such that a blow will not 
be transmitted to valve or other connection. 


(d) When containers are not connected to the system, the outlet valves 
shall be kept tightly closed or plugged, even though containers are con- 
sidered empty. 


(e) Containers which are recharged at the installation shall be pro- 
vided with excess flow or back flow check valves to prevent the discharge 
of container contents in case of failure of the filling or equalizing con- 
nections. 


1.5. Safety Devices. 


(a) Containers shall be provided with safety devices as required by 
the Interstate Commerce Commission regulations. 


(b) When the discharge pressure from the final stage regulator is not 
more than 5 1b. the low pressure side shall be equipped with a relief 
valve, set to relieve at not less than two times, and not more than three 
times, but not more than 5 pounds in excess of the discharge pressure. 
When the discharge pressure is more than 5 pounds the relief valve shall 
be set to not less than 14% times and not more than three times the dis- 
charge pressure. This requirement may be waived on liquid feed systems 
utilizing tubing specified in B.7(b). When a regulator or pressure re- 
lief valve is installed inside a building the relief valve and the space 
above the regulator and relief valve diaphragms shall be vented to the 
outside air with the discharge outlet located not less than 5 feet hori- 
zontally away from any opening into the building which is below such 
discharge. (These provisions do not apply to individual appliance reg- 
ulators when protection is otherwise provided; nor to section 1.7. In build- 
ings devoted exclusively to gas distribution purposes, the space above 
the diaphragm need not be vented to the outside.) 
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1.6. Reinstallation of Containers. 

(a) Containers shall not be reinstalled unless they have been retested 
in accordance with currently effective Interstate Commerce Commission 
Regulations. 


1.7. Use of Gas for Industrial Applications Where Oxygen Is Not Re- 
quired. 

(a) Where portability of containers is necessary making their location 
outside the building or structure impracticable, containers may be located 
for use but not for storage inside the building or structure, only: where 
gas is to be used for industrial processing or repair work in an indus- 
trial building or structure being employed for industrial purposes; or 
where it is to be used in the construction, repair or improvement of 
buildings or structures and their fixtures and equipment. Such installa- 
tions are subject to the following additional rules: 

1, The regulator employed may be connected directly to the cylinder 
valve or jocated on a manifold which is connected to the cylinder valve. 
The regulator must be of a type suitable for use with Liquefied petroleum 
gas. 

2. The aggregate capacity of the containers connected to each port- 
able manifold shall not exceed 250 pounds of gas by weight, and not 
more than one such manifold with containers may be located in the 
same room unless seperated by at least 50 feet. 

3. Manifolds and fittings connecting containers to the pressure re- 
ducing regulator inlets shall be designed to withstand without rupture 
at least 500 pounds p.s.i. gauge. 

4. Containers, regulating equipment and manifolds shall be located 
where they are not subjected to excessive rise in temperature, mechan- 
ical injury or tampering by wnauthorized persons. 


DIVISION II. 
SYSTEMS UTILIZING CONTAINERS OTHER THAN LQC.C. 


Division I] applies specifically to systems utilizing storage containers 
other than those constructed in accordance with Interstate Commerce 
Commission specifications, All basic rules apply to this Division unless 
otherwise noted in the Basic Rules. 


2.1, Container Valves and Accessories, Filler Pipes and Discharge Pipes. 

(a) The filling pipe inlet terminal shall not be located inside a build- 
ing. Such terminals shall be located not less than 10 feet from any building 
and preferably not less than 5 feet from any driveway, and shall be lo- 
cated in a protective housing built for the purpose. 

(b) Tne filling connection shall be fitted with an approved combina- 
tion back-pressure check valve and excess flow valve; a double or 2 back- 
pressure check valves; or a positive shut-off valve, in conjunction with 
either an internal back-pressure valve or an internal excess flow valve. 
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(c) All liquid and vapor connections to containers except filling pipes 
and safety relief connections shall be cquipped with approved automatic 
excess flow valves, except that no excess flow valve is required in the 
withdrawal service line, provided that: 


1. The discharge from the service outlet is controlled by a suitable 
manually operated shut-off valve: 


(a) threaded directly into the service outlet of the container, 

(b) or which is an integral part of a substantial fitting threaded 
into or on the service outlet of the container, 

(c) or threaded directly into a substantial fitting threaded into or 
on the service outlet of the container, 


2. The shut-off valve is equipped with an attached handwheel or the 
equivalent, 


3. The controlling orifice between the contents of the container and 
the outlet of the shut-off valve does not exceed 5/16 in. in diameter for 
vapor withdrawal systems and 4% in. in diameter for liquid withdrawal 
systems. 

4. An approved pressure-reducing regulator is directly attached to 
the outlet of the shut-off valve and is rigidly supported, or that an ap- 
proved pressure-reducing regulator is attached to the outlet of the shut- 
off valve by means of a suitable flexible connection not longer than 
20 in. and is rigidly supported. 


5. Such systems’ total water capacity does not exceed 1,200 U. S. 
gallons, 


(d) All inlet and outlet connections except safety relicf valves, liquid 
level gauging devices and pressure gauges on containers of 1,200 gallons 
water capacity, or more, and on any container used to supply fuel di- 
rectly to an internal combustion engine, shall be labeled to designate 
whether they communicate with vapor or liquid space. Labels may be 
on valves. 


2,2, Safety Devices. 
(a) Generan. All safety devices shall comply with the following: 


(1) All container safety relief devices shall be located on the con- 
tainers and shall have direct communication with the vapor space of 
the container, 


(2) In industrial and gas manufacturing plants, discharge pipe from 
safety relief valves on pipe lines within a building shall discharge ver- 
tically upward and shall be piped to a point outside a building. 

(3) Safety relief devices discharge terminals shall be so Jocated as 
to provide protection against mechanical injury and such discharge 
pipes shall be fitted with loose raincaps. Return bends and restrictive 
pipe fittings shall not be permitted. 

(4) If desired, discharge lines from two or more safety relief de- 
vices located on the same unit, or similar lines from two or more dif- 
ferent units, may be run into a common discharge header, provided that 
the cross sectional area of such header be at least equal to the sum 
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of the cross sectional area of the individual discharge lines, and that 
the setting of safety relief valves are the same. 


(5) Each storage container of 1,200 gallons water capacity or over 
shall be provided with a suitable pressure gauge. 


(6) When the discharge pressure from the final stage regulator is 
not more than 5 pounds, the low pressure side shall be equipped with 
a relief valve, set to relieve at not less than two times, and not more 
than three times, but not more than § pounds in excess of the dis- 
charge pressure. When the discharge pressure is more than 5 pounds, 
the relief valve shall be set to not less than 134 times and not more 
than three times the discharging pressure. This requirement may be 
waived on liquid feed systems utilizing tubing specified in B.7(b). When 
a regulator or pressure relief valve is installed inside a building, the re- 
lief valve and the space above the regulator and relief valve diaphragms 
shall be vented to the outside air with the discharge outlet located not 
less than 5 fect horizontally away from any opening into the building 
which is below such discharge. (These provisions do not apply to in- 
dividual appliance regulators when protection is otherwise provided. In 
buildings devoted exclusively to gas distribution purposes, the space 
above the diaphragm need not be vented to the outside.) 


(7) Discharge from any safety relief device shall not terminate in 
any building; nor beneath any building unless such space is well venti- 
lated to the outside. 


(b) Apovecrounn Containers. Safety devices for aboveground containers 
shall be provided as follows: 


(1) Containers of 1,200 gallons water capacity or. less which may 
contain liquid fuel when installed aboveground, either permanently or 
temporarily, shall have the rate of discharge specified in Appendix A 
provided by spring-loaded relief valve or valves, or by a combination 
of such relief valves and suitable fuse plugs; provided the total dis- 
charge area of the fuse plugs in each container does not exceed .25 
sq. in. and the spring-loaded relief valve provides at least 30% of the 
required rate of discharge. 


(2) The fusible metal of the fuse plugs shall have a yield tempera- 
ture of 208° F. minimum and 250° F. maximum. Relief valves and 
fuse plugs shall have direct communication with the vapor space of 
the container, 


(3) The discharge from safety relief valves shall be vented away 
from the container upward and unobstructed to the open air in such 
a manner as to prevent any impingement of escaping gas upon the 
container; loose fitting rain caps shall be used, Size of discharge lines 
from safety relicf valves shall not be smaller than the nominal size 
of the relief valve outlet connection. Suitable provision shall be made 
for draining condensate which may accumulate in the discharge pipe. 


(4) On aboveground containers of 125 gallons water capacity or less 
the discharge from safety relief devices shall be located not less than 
5 feet horizontally away from any opening into the building below the 
level of such discharge. 
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(5) On aboveground containers of more than 125 gallons water ca- 
pacity the discharge from safety relief device shall discharge vertically 
upward, On containers of more than 2,000 gallons water capacity, the 
discharge from the safety relief devices shall be piped upward to a 
point at least 10 feet above the tank. 


(c) UNpercrounn Conrarners. On containers of 1,200 gallons water ca- 
pacity or less, which are installed underground and which contain no 
liquid fuel until buried and covered, the rate of discharge of spring loaded 
relief valve installed thereon may be reduced to a minimum of 30 per 
cent of the specified rate of discharge in Appendix A. Containers so pro- 
tected shall not be uncovered after installation until the liquid fuel has 
been removed therefrom. Containers which may contain liquid fuel be- 
fore being installed underground and before being completely covered 
with earth are to be considered aboveground containers when determining 
the rate of discharge requirement of the relief valves. 

(d) On underground containers of more than 2,000 gallons water ca- 
pacity, the discharge from safety relicf devices shall be piped vertically 
and directly upward to a point at least 10 feet above the container, 

(1) On underground installations where there is a probability of the 
manhole or housing becoming flooded, the discharge from vent lines 
should be above the possible water level. All manholes or housings shall 
be provided with ventilated louvers or their equivalent, the area of 
such openings equalling or exceeding the combined discharge areas 
of the safety relief valves, fuse plugs and other vent lines which dis- 
charge their content into the manhole housing, 


(e) Vaporizers. Safety devices for vaporizers shail be provided as follows: 


(1) Vaporizers of less than one quart total capacity, heated by the 
ground or the surrounding air, need not be equipped with safety re- 
lief valves provided that adequate tests certified by any of the author- 
ities listed in B.2(a), demonstrate that the assembly is safe without 
safety relief valves. 

(2) No vaporizer shall be equipped with fusible plugs. 

(3) In industrial and gas manufacturing plants, safety relief valves 
on vaporizers within a building shall be piped to a point outside the 
building and be discharged upward. 


2.3. Designed Working Pressure and Classification of Storage Containers. 
(a) Storage containers shall be designed and classified as follows:

* Nore: Storage containers of the 80 type shall not be authorized after December 31,

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(b) The shell or head thickness of any container shall not be less than 
3/16 inch. 


Notr: Because of low svil temperature usually encountered, and the insulating effect 
of the earth, the average vapor pressure of products stcred in underground containers will 
be materially lower than when stored aboveground. This reduction in actual operating pres- 
sure therefore provides a substantial corrosion allowance for these containers when installed 
underground, 


2.4._ Reinstallation of Containers. 


(a) Containers once installed underground shall not later be reinstalled 
aboveground or underground, unless they successfully withstand hydro- 
static pressure retests at the pressure specified for the original hydrostatic 
test as required by the code under which constructed, and show no evi- 
dence of serious corrosion, Where containers are reinstalled underground, 
the corrosion resistant coating shall be put in good condition, (See Par. 
2.6 (ec). See also Sec. 2.2 for relief valve requirements.) 


2.5. Capacity of Liquid Containers, 


(a) No liquid storage container shall exceed 30,000 standard WU. S. 
gallons capacity. 


2.6. Installation of Storage Containers, 


(a) Containers installed aboveground except as provided in Par. 2.6(f) 
shall be provided with substantial masonry or noncombustible structural 
supports on firm masonry foundations. 


(b) Aboveground containers shall be supported as follows: 

1. Horizontal containers shall be mounted on saddics in such a man- 
ner as to permit expansion and contraction, Every container shall be 
80 supported as to prevent the concentration of excessive loads on the 
supporting portion of the shell. Structural metal supports may be em- 
ployed when they are protected against fire in an approved manner. 
Suitable means of preventing corrosion shall be provided on that por- 
tion of the container in contact with the foundations or saddics., 

2, Containers of 1,200 gallons water capacity or less may be installed 
with non-fireproofed ferrous metal supports if mounted on concrete pads 
or footings, and if the distance from the outside bottom of the con- 
tainer shell to the ground does not exceed 24 in. 


(c) Any container may be installed with non-fireproofed ferrous metal 
supports if mounted on concrete pads or footings, and if the distance from 
the outside bottom of the container to the ground does not exceed five 
(5) feet, provided the container is in an isolated location and such installa- 
tion is approved by the regulatory bodies having jurisdiction. 


(d) Containers buried underground shall be so placed that the top of 
container is below the established frost line and in no case less than 2 
feet below the surface of the ground. Should ground conditions make 
compliance with these requirements impracticable, installation shall be 
made otherwise to prevent mechanical injury. It will not be necessary to 
cover the portion of the container to which manhole and other connec- 
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tions are affixed. When necessary to prevent floating, containers shall 
be securely anchored or weighted. 


(e) Underground containers shall be set on a firm foundation (firm 
earth may be used) and surrounded with soft earth or sand well tamped 
in place. As a further means of resisting corrosion, the container, prior 
to being placed underground, shall be given a protective coating satisfac- 
tory to the inspection department having jurisdiction. Such protective 
coating shall be equivalent to hot dip galvanizing, or to two preliminary 
coatings of red lead followed by a heavy coating of coal tar or asphalt, 
and the container thus coated shall be so lowered into place as to pre- 
vent abrasion or other damage to the coating. 


(f) Containers with foundations attached (portable or semi-portable 
containers with suitable steel “runners” or “skids” and popularly known 
in the industry as “skid tanks”) shall be designed, installed and used in 
accordance with these rules subject to the following exceptions and ad- 
ditions: See Sec. 3.17(a). 


1. If they are to be used at a given general location for a temporary 
period not to exceed 180 days they need not have fire-resisting foun- 
dations or saddies but shall have adequate ferrous metal supports. 


2. They shall not be located with the outside bottom of the container 
shell more than 5 ft. above the surface of the ground unless fire-resisting 
supports are provided, 


3. The bottom of the skids shall not be less than 2 inches or more 
than 12 inches below the outside bottom of the container shell. 


4, Flanges, nozzles, valves, fittings and the like, having communica- 
tion with the interior of the container shall be protected against me- 
chanical injury. 

Note: It is recommended that such containers should have outlets only in the heads. 


5. When connected to piping, and not permanently located on fire- 
resisting foundations, such connections shall be sufficiently flexible to 
minimize possibility of breakage or leakage of connections if container 
settles, moves, or is otherwise displaced. 


6. Skids, or lugs for attachment of skids, shall be secured to con- 
tainer in accordance with the code or rules under which the container 
is designed and built (with a minimum factor of safety of four) to with- 
stand loading in any direction equal to four times the weight of the 
container and attachments when filled to the maximum permissible 
loaded weight. 


(g) Field welding where necessary shall be made only on saddle plates 
or brackets which were applied by manufacturer of tank. 


2.7. Dikes and Embankments. 


(a) When, in the opinion of the inspection department having jurisdic- 
tion, owing to the slope of the ground or other local conditions, above- 
ground containers are liable in case of rupture or overflow to endanger 
adjacent property, each container shall be surrounded by a dike of such 
capacity as may be considered necessary to meet the needs of the situa- 
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tion under consideration by the aforesaid inspection department but in 
no case more than the capacity of the container in question. 


Note: Because of the pronounced volatility of liquefied petroleum gases, dikes are not 
Normally necessary, hence their general requirement is not justified as in the case of 
gasoline or similar flammable liquids. 


2.8. Protection of Tank Accessories, Grounding, 


(a) Valves, regulating, gauging and other tank accessory equipment 
shall be protected against tampering and mechanical damage. Such ac- 
cessories shall also be so protected during the transit of tanks intended 
for installation underground. 

(b) All connections to underground containers shall be located with- 
in a substantial dome, housing or manhole and with access thereto by 
means of a substantial cover. 


(c) Aboveground containers exceeding 1,200 gallons water capacity shall 
be electrically grounded in an effective manner. (See report of NFPA 
Com. on Static Electricity.) 


2.9. Drips for Condensed Gas. 


(a) Where vaporized gas or low-pressure side of system may condense 
to a liquid at normal operating temperatures and pressures, suitable means 
shall be provided for re-vaporization of the condensate. 


2.10. Instructions. 

(a) For installations which require operation of equipment by the user, 
instructions shall be furnished to the personnel responsible for the op- 
eration of the system. 


DIVISION III, 


TANK TRUCKS, SEMI-TRAILERS AND TRAILERS FOR 
TRANSPORTATION OF LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GAS. 


Division Il] applies specifically to containers and pertinent equipment 
mounted on trucks, semi-trailers and trailers used for the transportation 
of liquefied petroleum gases. All Basic Rules apply to this Division un- 
fess otherwise noted in the Basic Rules, 

Containers and pertinent equipment for tank trucks and trailers for 
the transportation of liquefied petroleum gas, in addition to complying 
with the requirements of these standards, should also comply with the 
requirements of the Interstate Commerce Commission and those of any 
other regulatory body which may apply. ; 


3.1. Design Working Pressure and Classification of Containers. 
(a) Containers shall be designed and classified as follows:

(b) The shell or head thickness of any container shall not be less 
than 3/16 inch. 


3.2, Container Valves and Accessories. 


(a) All valves shall be safeguarded against mechanical injury due to col- 
lision, overturning or other emergency. 


(b) Filling connections shall be provided with approved automatic valves 
to prevent back-flow in case the filling connection is broken, except that 
where the filling and discharge connect on a common opening in the con- 
tainer shell, and that opening is fitted with a quick-closing internal valve 
as specified in Sec. 3.1(c), the automatic valve shall not be required. 


(c) All other connections to containers, except safety relief and liquid 
level gauge connections, shall be provided with suitable automatic ex- 
cess flow valves, or in lieu thereof may be fitted with quick-closing in- 
ternal valves, which, except during delivery operations, shall remain closed, 
The control mechanism for such valves may be provided with a secondary 
control remote from the delivery connections and such control mechanism 
shall be provided with a fusible section (melting point 208° F. to 220° F.) 
which will cause the internal valve to close automatically in case of fire. 
See Sec. B.6(c). 

(d) All container inlets and outlets, except safety relief valves, liquid 
level gauging devices, and pressure gauges, shall be labeled to designate 
whether they communicate with vapor or liquid space. Labels may be 
on valves. , 


3.3, Piping and Fittings. 

(a) All piping, tubing and fittings shall be securely mounted and pro- 
tected against damage and breakage. 

(b) Fittings shall be extra heavy. 


3.4. Safety Devices, 

(a) The discharge from safety relief valves shall be vented away from 
the container upward and unobstructed to the open air in such a manner 
as to prevent any impingement of escaping gas upon the container; loose 
fitting rain caps shall be used. Size of discharge lines from safety relief 
valves shall not be smaller than the nominal size of the relief valve out- 
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let connection. Suitable provision shall be made for draining condensate 
which may accumulate in the discharge pipe. 


(b) Any portion of piping between tank and pump inlet which at any 
time may be closed at each end should be provided with relief valve to 
prevent excessive pressure developing. 


(c) If tank filling connections are located at a distance of more than 
20 fect from the truck, the pump discharge shall be provided with an 
excess flow valve to prevent escape of liquid in the event of hose or con- 
nection failure beyond the pump. 


3.5. Tank Truck Fuel Systems. 


(a) In the event liquefied petroleum gas is used in the truck engine, 
the fuel system shall be installed in accordance with Division IV. 


3.6. Transfer of Liquids. 
(a) LOADING TRUCK AND TRAILER CONTAINERS. Truck 


and trailer containers shall be loaded by weight, by meter, or by suitable 
liquid level gauging device (see Sec, B.15). 

Note: If containers are to be filled according to liquid level, each container should have 
a thermometer well so that the internal liquid temperature can be easily determined and the 
amount of fiquid and vapor in the container corrected to a 60° F, basis. 

(b) Pumps of suitable design and properly protected may be mounted 
upon liquefied petroleum gas tank trucks and trailers and may be driven 
by the truck motor power take-off or internal combustion engine, hand, 
mechanical, hydraulic or electrical means, On electrical means of pump- 
ing the electrical installation shall be in accordance with the requirements 
of the National Electrical Code for Class I, Group D, Hazardous Loca- 
tions. The pumps, except constant speed centrifugal pumps, shall be 
equipped with suitable pressure actuated by-pass valves permitting flow 
from pump discharge to pump suction when the pump discharge pressure 
rises above a predetermined point. Pump discharge shall also be equipped 
with a spring-loaded safety valve of non-leaking type, set as a pressure 
not to exceed 35 per cent higher than the predetermined setting of the 
by-pass valve. 


3.7. Mounting Containers on Truck, Semi-Trailer or Trailer Vehicle, 


(a) A suitable “stop” or “stops” shall be mounted on the truck, semi- 
trailer or trailer or on the container, in such a way that the container 
shall not be dislodged from ita mounting due to the vehicle coming to 
a sudden stop. Back slippage shall also be prevented by proper methods. 


(b) A suitable “hold down” device shall be provided which will anchor 
the container at one or more places on each side of the container to the 
truck, semi-trailer or trailer frame so as to minimize loosenfhg due to 
vibration. 


3.8. Electrical Equipment and Lighting. 


(a) Tank trucks, tank trailers, and tank semi-trailers, shall not be 
equipped with any artificial light other than electricity. Lighting circuits 
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shall have suitable overcurrent protection (fuses or automatic circuit 
breakers); the wiring shall have sufficient carrying capacity and mechan- 
ical strength, and shall be suitably secured, insulated and protected 
against physical damage. 


3.9. Trailers and Semi-Trailers. 


(a) All trailers shall be firmly and securely attached to the vehicle 
drawing them by means of suitable drawbars, supplemented by safety 
chains, 

(b) Every trailer or semi-trailer shall be equipped with a reliable sys- 
tem of brakes, and adequate provision shall be made for its efficient op- 
eration from the driver’s seat of the vehicle drawing the trailer. 

(c) Every trailer or semi-trailer shall be provided with side lights 
and a tail light. 

(d) Four-wheeled trailers shall be of a type of construction which will 
prevent the towed vehicle from whipping or swerving from side to side 
dangerously or unreasonably and will cause it to follow substantially in 
the path of the towing vehicle. 


(e) Where a fifth wheel is employed, it shall be rugyedly designed, se- 
curely fastened to both units, and equipped with a positive locking mech- 
anism which will prevent separation of the two units, except by manual 
release, 


3.10, Drag Chains. 


(a) Tank trucks and trailers shall be equipped with proper devices to 
drain off such static charges as may be generated. 


8.11. Metallic Connections. 
(a) Tank, chassis, axles and springs shall he metallically connected. 


3.12, Exhaust Systems. 

(a) The exhaust system, including muffler and exhaust line, shall have 
ample clearance from the fuel system and combustible materials. Truck 
muffler and exhaust pipe shall be placed as far as practicable from any 
tank valves, pumps or piping. 

(b) Muffler cut-out shall not be used. 


3.13. Extinguishers Required. 

(a) Each truck and trailer shall be provided with at least one approved 
hand fire extinguisher of a type and size suitable for extinguishing oil 
fires (see Standards for First Aid Fire Appliances, Class B). 


3.14. Smoking Prohibited. 


(a) TanR truck drivers and their helpers shall be instructed not to 
smoke or allow smoking around the truck on the road, while making de- 
liveries, filling the trucks or making any repairs to tank truck or tank 
trailer. 
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3.15. Protection Against Collision. 


(a) Each tank truck and trailer shall be provided with properly attached 
steel bumpers or chassis extension which shall be so arranged as to pro- 
tect the tank, piping, valves and fittings in case of collision. 


3.16. Chock Blocks. 


(a) Chock blocks shall be provided for the rear wheels and chained 
permanently to the vehicle. Such blocks shall be stored in suitable car- 
riers when not in use. These blocks shall be placed at rear wheels to 
prevent rolling of the vehicle whenever it is parked including loading 
and unloading operations. 


3.17, Skid Tanks. 


(a) Skid tanks shall not be used in place of tank trucks, tank trailers 
or tank semi-trailers for regular deliveries. They shall be employed only 
where there is a necessity for their joint ase as a transport and storage 
unit. Where skid tanks are used they shall comply with all requirements 
of this Division and with Section 2.6(f). 


DIVISION IV. 


LIQUEFIED PETROLEUM GAS AS A MOTOR FUEL. 


Division 1V applies specifically to containers and pertinent equipment 
for utilizing liquefied petroleum gas as a motor fuel for operating self- 
propelled equipment, whether permanently mounted on, or detachable 
from the vehicle. These standards do not apply to containers for trans- 
portation of fiquefied petroleum gas. All Basic Rules apply to this Divi- 
sion unless otherwise noted in the Basic Rules. 


4.1. General. 


(a) Fuel may be used from the cargo containers of a truck while in 
transit, but not from cargo containers on trailers or semi-trailers, The 
use of fuel from the cargo containers to operate stationary engines is 
permitted providing wheels are securely blocked, When fuel in the liquid 
or gaseous phase is withdrawn from a cargo tank mounted on truck 
chassis for use in engines, an approved device shall be provided to measure 
the amount of such fuel. 


4.2, Design Working Pressure and Classification of Fuel Supply Con- 
tainers. 


(a) Fuel supply container shall be designed and classified as follows:

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(b) All container inlets and outlets except safety relief valves and gaug- 
ing devices shall be labeled to designate whether they communicate with 
vapor or liquid space. Labels may be on valves. 


(c) All containers manufactured and maintained under Interstate Com- 
merce Commission cylinder specification are exempt from the provisions 
of these standards insofar as container specifications and permanent mark- 
ings are concerned, when used as replaceable fuel containers for purposes 
within the scope of these standards, but shall conform to all other rules 
herein. 


4.3. Location of Fuel Supply Containers. 


(a) Containers shall be located in a place and in a manner such as to 
minimize the possibility of mechanical injury. Containers located in the 
rear of trucks and buses, when protected by substantial bumpers, will 
be considered in conformance with this requirement. 


(b) Containers shall he installed with as much clearance as practicable 
but never less than the minimum normal road clearance of the vehicle 
under maximum load conditions, This minimum clearance shall be to the 
bottom of the container or to the lowest fitting on the container or hous- 
ing, whichever is lower. 


(c) Containers may be permanently installed or may be removable, pro- 
vided proper anchorage is assured to prevent jarring loose, slipping, or 
rotating of containers. 


(d) Containers shall be secured in place on the vehicle by fastenings 
designed with a factor of safety of four to withstand loadings in any 
direction equal to four times the filled weight of the container, Field 
welding where necessary ehall be made only on saddle plates, lugs, or 
brackets originally attached to the containers by the tank manufacturer. 


(e) Containers from which gas is to be withdrawn only in the gascous 
phase shall be installed and equipped with suitable valves and connections 
to prevent the accidental withdrawal of liquid. 


4.4. Valves and Connections. 


(a) Valves and connections shall have a rated working pressure of 
at least 250 Ibs, per sq. in. gauge and shall be of a suitable type for lique- 
fied petroleum gas service. 


(b) The filling connection shall be fitted with an approved combina- 
tion back-pressure check valve, and excess flow valve; a double or 2 
back-pressure check valves; or a positive shut-off valve, in conjunction 
with either an internal back-pressure check valve or an internal excess 
flow valve. Main shut-off valves adjacent to the tank on liquid and vapor 
lines must be accessible at all times. 


(c) All connections to containers, having openings for the flow of gas 
in excess of a No. 54 drill size, except safety relief device connections, 
shall be equipped with approved automatic excess flow valves (except in 
the case of filling connections, which may be equipped with an approved 
automatic back-pressure check valve) to prevent discharge of contents 
in case connections are broken. This requirement may be waived when 
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such exception is recognized by the testing and listing of the system by 
any of the authorities listed in B.2(a). 

(d) All valves and connections on containers shall be adequately pro- 
tected to prevent damage due to accidental contact with stationary ob- 
jects or from loose objects thrown up from the road. 


4.5. Piping. 

(a) All piping from fuel supply container to first stage regulator shall 
be standard copper or brass pipe or approved seamless drawn non-ferrous 
tubing. Approved flexible connections may be used between container and 
regulator or between regulator and gas air mixer within the limits of 
approval by any of the authorities listed in B.2(a). 

(b) All piping shall be installed, braced and supported so as to reduce 
to a minimum the possibility of strains or wear. Piping shall not be in- 
stalled in close proximity to sources of extreme heat unless adequately 
insulated. 


4.6. Safety Devices. 
(Refer also to B.9). 


(a) The discharge from safety relief devices shall be located on the 
outside of cabs or other enclosed spaces and as far as practicable from 
possible sources of ignition and vented upward in such a manner as to 
prevent impingement of escaping ges upon containers, cabs, or other 
parts of vehicle. 

(b) Interstate Commerce Commission containers shall be provided with 
safety devices as required by the Interstate Commerce Commission Reg- 
ulations, 


4.7, Vaporizera, 

(a) Vaporizers and any part thereof and other carbureting devices as 
may be subjected to full container pressure, shall have a design working 
pressure of at least 250 Ib. per eq. in. gauge. 

(b) Each vaporizer shall have a valve or suitable drain plug located 
at or near the lowest portion of the section occupied by the water or 
other heating medium, which will permit substantially complete draining 
of the vaporizer. 

(L) Vapor.zers shall be securely fastened to the vehicle body or to 
the engine in such a manner as to minimize the possibility of their be- 
coming loosened by vibration or impact. 

(d) Each vaporizer shall be permanently marked at « visible point 
as follows: 

1, With the design working pressure in ibs. per sq. in. 
2. With the water capacity of the gas containing portion of the va- 
porizer in pounds, 
4.8. Gas Control Equipment. 


(a) Approved automatic pressure reducing equipment shall be installed 
between the fuel supply container and gas air mixer for the purpose of 
reducing the pressure of the liquefied gas coming to the gas air mixer. 


wo AJ 
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(b) An approved positive automatic shut-off valve or regulator shall 
be provided in the fuel system at some point ahead of the inlet of the 
gas air mixer, designed to prevent flow of gas to the mixer when the 
engine is not running. 


4.9. Capacity of Containers, 


(a) No single fuel container used exclusively for supplying fuel to the 
motor shall exceed 300 gallons water capacity. 


DIVISION V. 


STORAGE OF CONTAINERS NOT INSTALLED FOR USE AT 
FINAL UTILIZATION POINT. 


Containers stored or in the process of filling or handling at container 
filling plants with permanently located bulk storage tanks or at plants 
devoted primarily to the storage and distribution of other petroleum prod- 
ucts are not covered by the provisions of this division. 


5.1. Storage on Premises of User. 

(a) Containers on the premises of users that are not in use or con- 
nected for use shall be stored according to the requirements applying to 
containers connected for use in Section B.5, 1.5(a) and 2.5; except that 
portable I.C.C. containers on the premises of industrial users may be 
stored as follows: 


(1) Cylinders, stored inside a building except those in actual use or 
attached ready for use, shall be limited to a total capacity of 2,000 cubic 
feet. For storage in excess of 2,000 cubic feet total gas capacity, cylinders 
shall be kept outside or in a separate room or compartment or in a 
special building. 

(2) Cylinders may be stored in the open provided valves and safety 
devices are protected against accumulation of ice and snow. Cylinders 
permitted inside of buildings shall be stored away from highly combus- 
tible materials and in locations where they are not liable to excessive rise 
in temperature, mechanical injury or tampering by unauthorized per- 
sons, Empty cylinders shall have their valves closed in storage and 
when shipped. 


(3) Storage rooms or Compartments. *Where cylinders are stored 
inside buildings, they shall be enclosed in a separate room or compart- 
ment of ample size. The walls or partitions, floor and ceiling of such 
room or compartment shall be of one of the types of construction listed 
below or other construction equivalent in strength and fire resistance; 
walls or partitions shall be continuous from floor to ceiling and shall 
be securely anchored. At least one wall of an inside cylinder storage 
room shall be an exterior wall, 


Gypsum or cement plaster at least 34 of an inch thick on metal lath 
on each side of a stud partition. 


Expanded metal lath encased in solid cement plaster not less than 
2% inches thick. 
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Reinforced concrete. 


Brick. 

- Norge: The word “buildings” as used in this section means a building having occupancy 
other than that directly associated with storage of containers, filled and empty or the mani- 
folding of cylinders used in cutting and industrial purposes. 

Tile, gypsum or concrete block (cement plaster on each side to a 
thickness of 1%4 inch). 

Openings from a cylinder storage room or compartment to other 
parts of the building shall be protected by a fire door classified and 
labeled as suitable for use in Class B situations as defined in the Stand- 
ards for the Protection of Openings in Walls and Partitions Against 
Fire. 

The door shall be of the swinging type and close into a rabbet or 
otherwise be made tight to prevent passage of flame around edges; it 
shall be self-closing, and if fastened open, shall be arranged to close 
automatically in case of fire originating inside or outside of the cylinder 
storage room or compartment. Windows, if provided in partitions shall 
be wired glass in approved metal frames. 


Special buildings, rooms or compartments shall have no open flame 
for heating or lighting and shall be well ventilated. Empty cylinders 
shall be stored with valve end up, and cylinder cap in place. 


5.2, Storage for Re-Sale. 


(a) Containers other than I.C.C, containers, if they contain any gas 
shall be stored according to the requirements applying to such containers 
connected for use in Sections B.5 and 2.5, 


(b) 1.C.C. containers may be stored in a building, a separate room or 
compartment used exclusively for storing gas containers, Such room or 
compartment shall not be below ground level and shall have no open- 
ings communicating with other occupancies, The space below the floor 
shall be of solid fill or properly ventilated to open air. The building or 
conipartment or room shall be vented top and bottom to the outside only 
and the outlet from such vents shall be at least 5 feet horizontally from 
any other opening into any building. Such storage of containers shall 
not be adjacent to a school, church, hospital, athletic field or other points 
of public gathering. 


(c) Containers may be stored in the open provided they are stored with- 
in a suitable enclosure where necessary to prevent tampering. Containers 
shall not be stored adjacent to a school, church, hospital, athletic field 
or other points of public gathering. The valves and safety devices shall 
be protected against accumulations of ice and snow. Protective caps shall 
be deemed adequate. 

(d) Where the storage exceeds 10,000 pounds of gas at one storage lo- 
cation, such storage shall be located at least twenty-five (25) feet- from 
important buildings, or regularly busy main thoroughfares. 

(e) Readily combustible material shall not be piled within ten (10) 
feet of containers, in storage. A warning, to keep open flames and fire 
away, shall be conspicuously posted. . 
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(f) Containers shall not be stored, whether full or empty, inside a 
store or place of business frequented by the public nor shall such con- 
tainers not connected for use be stored on public property. Containers 
may be located inside such buildings or on public property for display 
purposes, provided they are gas free, 


5.3, General, 

(a) Containers in storage shall have valves closed even though they 
may be empty. 

(b) Containers which require valve protecting caps shall have such 
caps in place hand tight while in storage.
